.  Sticks  of  peace y  commerce j  and  alliance^  between  the 
crowns  rf  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  concluded  in 
a  treaty  at  Madrid,  the  44  ^f  May,  in  the  year  of 
citr  Lord  God  i66j. 

Article  L 

FIR  S  T,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded,  That  from  this 
day  forward  there  fhall  be  between  the  two  crowns  of 
Great  Britain  and  Spain,  a  general,  good,  fincere,  true, 
firm,  and  pcrfeft  amity,  confederation,  and  peace, 
which  fhall  endure  for  ever,  and  be  obfcrved  invio- 
lably, as  well  by  land  as  by  fea  and  frefh- waters ;  and 
alfo  between  the  lands,  countries,  kingdoms,  dominions, 
and  territories,  belonging  unto,  or  under  the  obedience 
of  cither  of  them  j  and  that  their  fubjefts,  people, 
and  inhabitants  refpeftively,  of  what  condition,  degree, 
or  quality  foever,  from  henceforth,  reciprocally,  (hall 
hdp,  afljfl:,  and  ihew  to  one  another  all  manner  of  love, 
good  offices,  and  fricndfliip. 

IL  That  neither  of  the  faid  Kings,  nor  their  re- 
fpcdive  people,  fubjecSb,  or  inhabitants,  within  their 
oominions,  upon  any  pretence,  may  in  public  or  fecret 
doj  or  procure  to  be  done,  any  thing  againft  the  other, 
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ip  any  place,  by  fea  or  kmd,.iw>r  in  thfi  ports  or  rivers 
of  the.  one  or  the  other,  but  ihaU  treat  one  anothcf 
with  all  love  and  friendlhip  j  and  may  by  water  and 
by  lapd  frpely  apd  fecur^ly  ptffc  into  the  confines, 
countries,  lands,  kingdoms,  ifland^,  dominions,  cities, 
towns,  villages,  walled  or  without  wall,  fortified  or  un- 
fortified, their  havens  and  ports  (where  hitherto  trade 
and  commerce  hatfi  been  accufrom^d)  and  therq  tradr, 
buy,  and  fell,  as  well  of  and  to  the  inhatrftants  of  the 
refpeftive  places,  as  thoft  of  their  own  nation,  or  any 
other  nation  that  fhall  be  or  come  there. 

III.  That  the  faid  Kings  of  Great  Britam  and  Spain 
Ihall  t^e  <5are  that  their  relpeftive  people  and  fubjeAs 
fforp  Jiwceforward  do  abftain  from  all  force,  violence, 
or  wrong ;  and  if  any  injury  Ihall  be  done  by  either  of. 
the  faid  Kings,  or  by  the  people  or  fubjefts  of  either  of 
tbems  to  the  people  or  fubje/fts  of  the  other,  againft 
tiv^  articles  of  this  alliwce^  or  f  gainft  common  right, 
«ber^  fh^il  not  therefore  be  given  letters  of  reprifal, 
marque,  or  counter-marque,  by  any  of  the  confede- 
rates, until  fuch  time  as  JufUce  is  fought  and  followed 
in  the  ordinary  courfe  01  law :  but  if  juftice  be  denied 
ii*  delayed,  then  the  King  whofe  people  or  inhabitants 
have  received  harm,  fhall  a(k  it  rfthe  other,  by  whom 
(ai  is  hid)  the  juftice  fiiall  have  been  denied  or  de- 
layed, or  of  the  c<Miimiffioners  that  fhall  be  by  the  one 
Kiag  or  the  other  appointed  to  receive  and  hear  fuch 
demands,  to  the  end  that  all  fuch  differences  may  be 
compounded  in  friendfhip,  or  according  to  law.  But 
if  there  fliould  be  yet  a  delay,  or  juftice  fliould  not  be 
done,  nor  fatisladion  given  within  fix  months  after 
harving  the  fame  fo  demanded,  then  may  be  given  kt- 
teis  of  reprifal,  marque,  or  counter-marque, 

IV.  That  between  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and' 
die  King  of  Spain,  and  their  relpeftive  people,  fub- 
je^,  and  inhabitants,  as  well  upon  fea  as  upon  lanc^ 
and  frefli- water,  in  all  and  every  their  kingdoms,  lands, - 
countries,  dominion^  conline^,  territories,  provinces, 
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iflmb^  pbntatidn9»  cities^villi^;^  towns,  poitS)  riverft 
erteksy  btefs,  (b-eights,  and  currents,  where  hitherto 
Cnuk  and  commerce  hath  been  accuftomedi  there  (hall 
be  free  trade  and  cooinnercc,  in  fuch  way  and  mannerj 
that  without  fafe-condud,  and  without  general  qv  par* 
ticular. licence,  the  people  and  fubje^b  of  eaph  other 
may  freely,  as  well  by  land  as  by  tea  and  frclh^watcr, 
navigate  and  go  into  their  faid  countries,  kingdoms, 
dominions,  and  all  the  cities,  ports,  currents,  bays, 
diftrifts,  and  other  places  thereof^  and  may  enter  into 
any  port  with  their  fhips  laden  or  empty,  carriage  or 
carriages  wherein  to  bring  their  merchandize,  and 
dicre  buy  and  fell  what  and  how  much  riiey  pleafe, 
and  alfo  at  juft  and  reafonable  rates  provide  thcnofelvcs 
with  provifions  and  other  neceffaiy  things  for  their 
iubfiftance  and  voyage  -,  and  alfo  may  repair  their  fliips 
and  carriages,  and  from  thence  again  freely  depart 
with  their  fhips,  carriages,  goods,  merchandize,  and 
eftate,  and  return  to  tiieir  own  countries,  or  to  fuch 
other  place  as  they  (hall  think  fit,  without  any  molef- 
tation  or  impediment,  fo  that  they  pay  the  duties  and 
cuftoms  which  fliall  be  due,  and  raving  to  either  fide 
the  laws  and  ordinances  of  dieir  country. 

V.  Item,  It  is  Jik<wife  agreed.  That  for  the  mer- 
diandizes  which  the  fubjofbs  of  tl^  King  of  Great  Bri<- 
tain  ffaaU  buy  in  Spain,  or  other  the  kingdoms  or  do-> 
minions  of  the  King  of  Spain,  and  fhaU  carry  in  their 
own  ihips,  or  in  fhips  hired  or  lent  unto  them,  no  new 
cufloms,  toll,  tenths,  fubfidies,  or  other  rights  or  duties 
wliatfoever,  fliall  be  taken  or  increafed,  odier  than  thofe 
which  in  the  like  cafe  die  nadves  themfolves,  and  all 
other  ffaangers  are  obliged  to  pay ;  and  the  firbjeds 
albrefaid  buying,  felling,  and  contra^ing  for  their  mer- 
chandizesy  as  well  in  refpeA  of  the  prices,  as  of  all 
duties  to  be  paid,  ffaaU  enjoy  the  fame  privileges 
which  are  allowed  to  the  natural  fubjeds  of  Spain  1 
and  may  buy  and  lade  their  flups  with  fuch  goods  and 
merchandizes ;  which  laid  fhips  being  laflcn,  and  cuf^ 
toms  paid  for  the  goodsj  fhall  not  be  detained  in  pore

upon  any  pretence  whatfoeverj  nor  fliall  Ac  laders^ 
tnerchants^  or  faftors,  who  bought  and  loaded  the 
goods  aforefaid,  be  queftioned,  after  the  departure  of 
'  the  faid  fhips,  for  any  matter  or  thing  whatfoever  con«* 
ceming  the  fame. 

VI.  And  to  the  end  that  the  officers  and  minifters 
of  all  cities,  towns,  and  villages,  belonging  to  either, 
may  neither  demand  nor  take  from  the  refpeftive. 
,  merchants  and  people  greater  taxes,  duties,  ffipends, 
recompcnces,  gifts,  or  any  other  charges,  than  what 
ought  to  be  taken  by  virtue  of  this  treaty  i  and  that 
the  faid  merchants  and  people  n)ay  know  and  under- 
ftand  with  certainty  what  is  ordained  in  all  things 
torching  this ;  it  is  agreed  and  concluded.  That  tables 
and  lifts  fhall  be  put  up  at  the  doors  of  the  cuftom- 
houfes  and  regiftries  of  all  the  cities,  villages,  and 
towns  of,  or  appertaining  to  one  or  the  other  King,, 
where  fuch  rights  and  excifes,  or  cuftoms,  are  ufually 
paid  J  in  which,  how  much,  and  of  what  quality  fuch 
rights,  cultoms,  fubfidies,  and  payments,  either  to  the 
Kings  or  any  the  aforefaid  officers  arc  allowed,  fhall  be 
put  down  in  writing,  declaring  as  well  the  fpecies  of 
what  is  imported,  as  what  is  carried  out.  And  if  any 
officer,  or  any  other  in  his  name,  upon  any  pretence 
whatfoever,  in  public  or  fecret,  direftly  or  indircftly, 
fliall  alk  or  receive  of  any  merchant  or  other  perfon 
relpeftively,  any  fum  of  money  or  other  thing,  by  the 
name  of  right,  due,  ftipend,  allowance,  or  recompencc 
(though  it  be  by  the  way  of  voluntary  donative)  more 
or  otherwife  than  aforefaid,  the  faid  officer  or  his  de- 
puty being  in  ftjch  manner  guilty,  and  convift  before  a 
competent  judge  in  the  country  where  the  crime  is 
committed,  ffiaU  be  put  in  prilbn  for  three  months, 
and  Ihall  pay  thrice  the  value  of  the  thing  fo  received  j 
of  which  the  half  (hall  be  for  the  King  of  the  country 
where  the  crime  is  committed,  and  the.  other  half  for 
the  denunciator,  for  the  which  he  may  fue  his  right  be- 
fore any  competent  judge  of  the  country  where  it  Ihall 
happen. 
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VII.  That  it  Ihall  be  lawful  for  the  fubjcfts  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain  to  bring  out,  and  cany  into 
Spain,  and  all  or  any  lands  and  dominions  of  the  King 
of  Spain  (where  heretofore  they  have  ufed  trade  and 
conimerce)  and  trade  therewith  all  kind  of  merchan- 
dize, clothes,  manufa^res,  and  things  of  the  kingdom 
of  Great  Britain,  and  the  manufactures,  goods,  fruits, 
and  kinds  of  the  iflands,  towns,  and  plantations  to  him 
appertaining,  and  what  fhall  have  been  bought  by 
Englifh  faftors  on  this  fide,  or  farther  on  the  other  fide 
of  the  Cape  of  Buena  Efperan^a,  without  being  en- 
forced to  declare  to  whom,  or  for  what  price  they  fell 
their  faid  merchandize  and  provifions,  or  being  mo- 
lefted  for  the  errors  of  the  mafters  of  the  fhips,  or 
others,  in  the  entry  of  the  goods  ;  and  at  their  pleafure 
to  return  again  out  of  the  dominions  of  the  King  of 
Spain,  with  all  or  any  goods,  eftates,  and  merchandize, 
to  any  of  the  territories,  iflands,  dominions,  and  coun- 
tries of  the  King  of  England,  or  to  any  other  place, 
paying  the  rights  and  tributes  mentioned  in  the  ante- 
cedent chapters ;  and  the  reft  of  all  their  lading  which 
is  not  brought  to  land,  they  may  detain,  keep,  and 
carry  away  in  their  faid  fhip  or  fliips,  veffel  or  velfels, 
again,  without  paying  any  right  or  impofition  what- 
foever  for  it,  as  if  therewith  they  had  never  been  with- 
in any  bay  cr  port  of  die  Catholic  King.  And  all  the 
goods,  eftates,  merchandize,  Ihips,  or  other  veflels, 
with  any  things  introduced  into  the  dominions  or  places 
of  the  crown  of  Great  Britain  as  prizes,  and  judged  for 
fuch  in  the  faid  dominions  and  places,  fhall  be  taken 
for  goods  and  merchandize  of  Great  Britain,  compre- 
hended fo  by  the  intention  of  this  article, 

VIII.  That  the  fubjefts  and  vaffals  of  the  moft.  fe- 
rene  King  of  Great  Britain  may  bring  and  carry  to  all 
and  lingular  the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Spain,  any 
fruits  and  commodities  of  the  Eaft  Indies,  it  appearing 
by  tcftimony  of  the  deputies  of  the  Eaft  India  company 
in  London,  that  they  are  of,  or  have  come  from  the 
Englifli  conquefts^  plantations,  or  fadories,  with  like 
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piivilege,  mi  according  to  what  is  allowed  to  the  fbb- 
jc&s  of  the  United  Provinces^  by  the  txsyal  codulas  of 
CoiKravando,  bearing  date  the  ayth  of  June,  and  die 
3d  of  July,  1663,  and  publifhcd  on  the  jodi  of  June, 
and  4di  of  July,  the  fame  year.  And  for  what  n»f 
concern  both  the  Indies,  anid  any  other  pares  whatfo^ 
ever,  the  crown  of  Spain  doth  grant  to  the  Kif^  of 
Great  Britain  and  his  fubjeds,  all  that  is  granted  to  the 
United  States  of  the  Low  Countries,  and  their  fubje^b, 
in  their  treaty  of  Munfter,  1 648,point  for  point,  in  as  foil 
and  ample  manner  as  if  the  fame  were  herein  particularly 
inierted,  the  fame  rules  being  to  be  obferved  where* 
unto  the  fobjeds  of  the  faid  United  States  are  obliged, 
and  mutual  offices  of  friendfhip  to  be  performed  mm 
Oiie  fide  to  die  other. 

IX.,  That  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
trading,  buying,  and  felling  in  any  of  the  kingdoms,  go- 
vernments, iflands,  ports,  or  territories  of  the  faid  King 
of  Spain,  fliall  have,  u(e,  and  enjoy  all  die  privileges 
and  immunities  n^hich  the  faid  King  hath  granted  and 
confirmed  to  the  Englifli  merchants  that  refide  m  An- 
daluzia,  by  his  royal  cedulas  or  orders,  dated  the  19th 
day  of  March,  the  a6th  day  of  June,  and  the  9th  day 
of  November  1645  ;  his  Catholic  Majefly  by  thefe 
prefents  re-confirming  the  fame,  as  a  part  of  this  trea- 
ty between  the  two  crowns.  And,  to  the  end  that  it 
be  manifeft  to  all,  it  is  confented,  that  the  faid  fchedules 
fas  to  the  whole  fubftance  thereof)  be  pafled  and  tranf- 
lerred  to  the  body  of  the  prefent  articles,  in  the  name 
and  favour  of  all  and  Angular  the  fubjefts  of  the  King 
of  Great  Britain,  refiding  and  trading  in  any  places 
whatfoever  within  his  Catholic  Majefly's  dominions. 

X.  That  the  fhips,  or  any  other  veflels  that  fhall 
belong  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain  or  his  fubjefts,  na- 
vigating into  the  King  of  Spain's  dommions,  or  any  of 
his  ports,  Ihall  not  be  vifited  by  the  judges  of  counter- 
band,  or  by  any  other  officer  or  perfon,  oy  his  own,  or 
by  any  other  authority  j  nor  ihall  any  foldicrs,  armed 
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mem  or  cdier  officers  or  perfom,  be  put  pn  board  any 
gf  the  iaid  Qtips  or  veiTels ;  nor  fhsdl  the  officers  of 
ihe  cuftom-bo^llQ  of  the  one  or  the  other  party,  fearch 
IB  any  veHeh  or  fhips  belonging  to  the  peo^  of  tho 
«M  or  the  other,  which  Ihail  enter  into  their  regions, 
doounions,  or  refpeftive  ports,  until  their  faid  fhips  or 
ve0els  are  unladen,  or  until  they  have  caarried  on  (horc 
aU  the  lading  and  merchandize,  which  they  declare 
Aey  rrfolvc  to  difembark  in  the  faid  port ;  nor  /hall 
the  captain,  mailer,  or  any  other  of  the  company  of 
the  fiud  ihips  be  imprifoned,  or  they  or  their  boats  de-* 
tained  on  (bore ;  but  in  the  interim,  officers  of  tho 
cuftom-houfe  may  be  put  on  board  the  faid  vefiels  or 
ihips,  fo  they  exceed  not  the  number  of  three  for  each 
Ihip,  to  fee  that  no  goods  or  merchandize  be  landed 
out  of  the  faid  fhips  or  veflels,  without  paying  fuch 
duties  as  by  thefe  articles  either  party  is  obliged  to  payj 
which  faid  officers  are  to  be  without  any  charge  to  the 
fliip  or  fhips,  vefTel  or  vefTels,  their  commanders,  ma- 
riners, company,  merchants,  faftors,  or  proprietors* 
And  when  it  happens  that  the  mafler  or  owner  of  any 
(hip  fhall  declare  the  whole  lading  of  his  faid  Ihip  ia 
to  be  difcharged  in  any  port,  the  entry  of  the  faid  lacung 
fliall  be  made  in  the  cuftom-houfe,  after  die  ufusu 
manner ;  and  if  after  the  entry  made,  any  other  goods 
be  found  in  the  faid  fhip  or  fliips,  more  than  what  arc 
contained  in  the  faid  entry,  eight  working  days  fhall  be 
allowed  them,  on  which  they  may  work  (which  fhall 
be  reckoned  from  the  day  they  began  to  unlade)  to 
the  end  that  the  concealed  goods  may  be  entered,  and 
the  confifcation  of  them  prevented :  and  in  cafe  that 
in  the  time  limited,  the  entry  or  manifeflation  of  them 
fhall  not  have  been  made,  then  fuch  particular  goods 
only,  which  fhall  be  found  as  aforefaid,  though 
the  unlading  be  not  finifhed,  fhall  be  confifcated>  and 
not  any  other  j  nor  fhall  other  trouble  be  given,  or 
punifhment  inflifted  on  the  merchant  or  owner  of  the 
(hip }  and  when  the  fhips  or  vefTek  are  re-laden,  dicy 
mav  have  freedom  to  go  out  ag^in, 
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XL  That  the  fliip  or  fhips  appertaining  to  the  one  or 
the  other  King,  or  to  their  relpedtive  people  andlubgefts, 
Aat  fhall  enter  into  any  ports,  lands,  or  dominions  of 
die  one  or  the  other,  ajid  fhall  difcharge  any  part  of 
their  goods  and  merchandizes  in  any  port  or  haven, 
being  configned  with  the  reft  to  other  places  within  or 
without  the  faid  dominions,  Ihall  iiot  be  obliged  to  re- 
giftcr  or  pay  the  rights  of  any  other  goods  or  merchan- 
dize, than  of  that  which  they  Ihall  unlade  in  the  faid 
port  or  haven,  nor  be  conftrained  to  give  bond  for  the 
goods  they  Ihall  carry,  to  other  places,  nor  any  other 
"tecurity,  if  it  be  not  in  cafe  of  felony,  debt,  treafon,  or 
other  capital  crime. 

XII.  Whereas  the  one  moiety  of  the  cuftom  of  all 
foreign  goods  and  merchandizes  imported  into  Eng- 
knd,  is  allowed  and  returned  back  to  the  importer,  if 
the  faid  goods  be  exported  out  of  the  faid  kingdom 
within  twelve  months  after  the  firft  landing,  upon  oath 
made  that  they  are  the  fame  goods  which  paid  cuftom 
inwards,  and  that  if  they  be  not  re-fhipped  within  the 
faid  twelve  months,  yet  they  may  at  all  times  be  ex- 
ported without  paying  any  cuftom  or  duty  outwards  : 
Jt  is  therefore  agreed.  That  if  any  the  fubjefts  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain  Ihall  hereafter  land  any  goods  or 
merchandize,  of  what  growth  or  nature  foever  they  be, 
in  any  of  the  ports  of  his  Catholic  Majefty,  and  having 
entered  them,  and  paid  the  cuftom  wmch  by  this  treaty 
ought  to  be  paid,  and  fhall  afterwards  defire  to  tranf- 
port  them,  or  any  part  of  them,  to  any  other  place 
whatibever,  for  a  better  market,  it  fhall  and  may,  be 
lawful  for  him  or  them  fo  to  do  freely,  without  paying 
or  being  demanded  any  other  cuftom  or  duty  at  all  for. 
the  fame,  he  or  they  making  oath,  if  required  thereun- 
to, that  they  are  the  fame  goods  for  which  cuftom  was 
paid  at  their  landing :  and  in  cafe  that  the  fubjefts, 
people,  and  inhabitants  of  the  dominions  of  either  part 
fhall  unlade,  or  have  in  any  city,  town,  or  village  re- 
fpev^lively,  any  goods,  merchandizes,  fruits,  or  eftatcs, 
and  have  paid  the  cuftoms  due,  according  to  what

hath  been  declared^  and  after  that,  not  being  able  to 
put  them  off,  fliall  refolve  to  remit  them  to  fomc  other 
city,  town,  or  village  of  the  faid  dominions,  they  may 
not  only  do  it  without  difficulty  or  impediment,  and 
without  paying  other  rights  than  what  were  due  at  their 
entry,  but  likewife  the  cuftom  or  rights  (hall  not  be 
paid  again  in  any  other  part  of  the  faid  dominions, 
brii^ing  certificates  from  the  officers  of  the  cuflom- 
houfe,  that  they  were  paid  before  in  the  due  form* 
And  the  chief  farmers  and  commiffioners  of  the  King 
of  Spain's  rents  in  all  places,  of  fbme  other  officer  or 
officers  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  (hail  at  all 
times  permit  and  fuffer  the  tranfpprtarion  of  all  fuch 
goods  and  merchandizes  from  place  to  place,  and  give 
Efficient  certificate  to  the  owners  thereof,  or  Sieir 
aifigns,  of  their  having  paid  their  cuftom  at  their  firft 
landing,  whereby  they  may  be  carried  to,  and  landed  at 
any  other  port  or  place  of  the  faid  jurifdiftion,  free 
fi-om  all  duties  or  impediments  whatfoever,  as  afore- 
feid,  faving  always  the  right  of  any  third  perfon. 

XIII.  That  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  fhips  belong- 
ing to  the  fubjefts  of  the  one  or  the  other  King,  to  an- 
chor in  the  roads  or  bays  of  either,  without  being  con- 
firained  to  enter  into  port ;  and  in  cafe  they  be  necef^ 
fitated  to  enter  thereinto,  either  by  diftrefs  of  weather, 
fear  of  enemies,  pirates,  or  any  other  accident,  in 
cafe  the  faid  fhips  be  not  bound  to  an  enemy's  port, 
and  carrying  thither  contraband  goods  (whereof,  with- 
out fome  clear  proof,  they  fhall  not  be  queftioned)  it 
Ihall  be  lawfijl  for  the  faid  fubjefts  to  return  to  fea 
freely  when  they  pleafe,  with  their  fhips  and  goods,  fo 
as  thiey  do  not  break  bulk,  or  expofe  any  thing  to  fale ; 
and  that  when  they  caft  anchor,  or  enter  the  ports 
'aforefaid,  they  be  not  molefted  or  vifited ;  and  it  fhall 
iuffice,  that  in  this  cafe  they  fhew  their  pafJports  or  fea* 
p^rs,  which  being  feen  by  the  refpeftive  officers  of 
ciiiier  King,  the  faid  fhips  fhall  return  freely  to  fca 
without  any  moleftation. 
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XIV*  And  if  any  (hip  or  fhit>s  bekmging  to  the  fob* 
Jefts  and  merchants  of  the  one  or  the  other,  entering 
into  bays,  or  in  the  open  fea^  Ihall  be  encoiamered  hj 
die  fhips  of  the  faid  Kings,  or  of  privateers  their  fub^ 
jefts ;  the  faid  fhips,  to  prevent  aU  diforders,  (hall  hot 
come  within  cannon*(bot,  but  (hall  fend  their  long' 
boat  or  pinnace  to  the  merchant-lhip,  and  only  two  cr 
three  nnen  on  board,  to  whom  the  mafler  or  owner 
ihall  (hew  his  paflporCs  and  iea  letters,  according  to 
the  form  which  (hall  be  inferted  at  the  end  cf  thit 
treaty,  whereby  not  only  the  (hip's  kding,  but  the  place 
to  which  (he  belongs,  and  as  well  the  mafter  and  ow^ 
oer*$  name,  as  the  name  of  the  (hip  may  appear ;  by 
which  means  the  quality  q(  the  (hip,  and  her  mafter  or 
owner,  will  be  diffidently  known^  as  alio  the  common 
dities  (be  carries,  whether  they  be  contraband  or  not  1 
to  tht  which  pajlports  and  itA  letters  intire  hith  wnd 
credit  (hall  be  given,  fo  much  the  rather,  (br  that  ai 
well  on  the  part  of  the  King  of  England,  as  of  the 
King  of  Spain,  (bme  connter-figns  (hall  be  given  (if 
it  Ihall  be  found  neceflary)  whereby  their  authentical- 
neis  may  the  better  appear,  and  that  they  may  not  be 
in  any  wife  falfified. 

XV.  If  any  prohibited  merchandize  or  goods  fliall 
be  exported  from  the  kingd(»iis,  dominions,  and  tenu 
tories  of  either  of  the  &id  Kings,  by  the  icfpedtive 
people  or  fubje&s  of  the  one  or  the  other,  ia  fuch  ca(e 
the  prohibited  goods  (hall  be  only  confiicated,  and  noc 
the  other  goods  ^neither  (hall  the  delinquent  incur  anf 
other  punidunent,  except  the  (aid  delinquent  (hall  carry 
out  from  the  refpe&ive  kingdoms  or  dominions  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  the  proper  coin,  wool,  or  (uilers- 
earth  of  the  faid  kingdoms,  or  (hall  carry  out  of  the 
rc(pe6tive  kingdoms  or  dominions  of  the  £ud  King  of 
Spain,  any  gold  or  filvcr,  wrought  or  unwroi^hc  $  in 
either  of  which  cafes  the  laws  of  the  fe^edive  covuu 
fides  are  to  take  place. 

XVI.  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  people  and 
....  fubjedts

fubjcdtfi  of  both  Kings  to  have  accefs  to  the  refpedive 
ports  of  the  one  and  die  other^  and  there  remain,  and 
depart  again  with  the  fame  freedom,  not  only  with 
their  fhips  and  other  veffels  for  trade  and  commerce, 
but  aMo  with  their  other  Ihips  fitted  fi>r  war,  armed, 
and  dilijofed  to  refill  and  engage  the  enemy,  and  ar- 
riving by  ftrefs  of  weather  to  repair  their  fliqits,  or  fur- 
nilh  riiemfelves  with  provifions  -,  fo  that  entering  wil* 
Kngly,  they  be  not  fo  numerous  that  they  give  juft 
Occafion  ot  fulpicion,  to  which  end  they  are  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  number  of  eight,  nor  continue  in  their  havem, 
nor  about  their  ports,  longer  time  than  they  (hall  have 
juft  caufe,  for  the  repair  of  their  ihips,  to  take  in  pm^ 
vifions  or  other  neceilary  things,  much  lefi  be  the  oc* 
caiion  <^  interrupting  t;^  fi-ee  commerce  and  coming 
in  of  other  ihips,  of  nations  in  amity  with  either  King ; 
and  when  an  lanufual  number  of  men  of  war  by  acci^ 
cidcAt  ihall  come  unto  any  port,  it  ihall  not  be  lawful 
fi>r  them  to  come  into  the  faid  ports  or  havens,  not 
having,  firft  obtained  permifllon  of  the  King  unto 
whom  the  ikid  ports  do  belong,  or  the  governors  of 
the  faid  ports,  it  they  be  not  forced  thereinto  by  fbeis 
of  weath^  or  other  neceffity,  to  avoid  the  danger  of 
the  iea^  And  In  fuch  cafe  they  fhall  prefendy  acquaint 
the  cnovernor  oc  chief  magifbrate  of  the  place  with  the 
cmnt  of  their  coming ;  nor  fliall  they  remain  there  any 
lodger  time  than  the  faid  governor  or  magiftrate  ihall 
think  convenient,  or  do  any  z6i  of  hoitiUty  in  fijch 
ports,  that  may  prove  of  prejudice  to  the  one  or  the 
other  of  the  faid  Kings.. 

XVII.  That  neither  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain, 
aor  the  King  of  Spain>  by  any  mandate,  general  nor 
perdcular,  nor  for  any  caufe  whadbever,  ihall  embark 
or  detain,  hinder,  or  take  for  his  reipeftive  fervice,  any 
merchant,  maiier  of  a  ihip,  pilot,  or  mariner,  their  ihips^ 
laerchandize,  clothes,  or  other  goods  belonging  unto 
tbe  one  or  the  other,  in  their  ports  or  waters,  if  it  be 
jDOtthat  either  of  the  &id  Kings,  or  the  perfbns  to  whom 
tbft  A^pa  bctong,  be  firSL  advertiied  thereof,  and  do 
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agree  thereunto :  provided,  that  this  Ihall  not  be  con- 
ftrued  to  hinder  or  interrupt  the  ordinary  courfe  of  juf- 
ticc  and  law  in  either  country. 

XVIII  •  That  the  merchants  and  lubjefts  of  the  one 
and  the  other  King,  their  faftors  and  fcrvants,  as  alio 
thi^ir  ihips,  mafters,  or  mariners,  may  as  well  going  as 
coming,  upon  fea  and  other  waters,  as  in  the  havens 
and  ports  of  the  one  and  the  other  relpeftively,  carry 
and  ufe  all  kind  of  arms,  defenfive  and  ofienfive,  with- 
out being  obliged  to  regifter  them,  as  alfo  upon  land 
to  carry  and  ufe  them  for  their  defence,  according  to 
the  cuftom  of  the  place. 

XIX.  That  the  captains,  officers,  and  mariners  of 
the  fliips,  belonging  to  the  people  and  fubjefts  of  either 
party,  may  not  commence  an  aftion,  nor  hinder  or 
bring  trouble  upon  their  own  fhips,  their  captains,  offi- 
cers, or  mariners,  in  the  refpedlive  kingdoms,  domini- 
ons, lands,  countries,  or  places  of  the  other,  for  their 
wages  or  falaries,  or  under  any  other  pretence.  Nor 
may  they  put  themfelves,  or  be  received,  by  what  pre- 
text or  colour  foever,  into  the  fervice  or  protection  of 
the  King  of  England,  or  King  of  Spain,  or  their  arms ; 
but  if  any  controverfy  happen  between  merchants  and 
mafters  of  fhips,  or  between  mafters  and  mariners,  the 
compofing  thereof  fhall  be  left  to  the  conful  of  the 
nadon,  but  after  ftich  manner,  as  he  who  (hall  not  ftib- 
mit  to  the  arbitrement,  may  appeal  to  the  ordinary 
juftice  of  the  place  where  he  is  fubjeft. 

XX.  And  to  the  end  that  all  impediments  be  taken 
away,  and  that  the  merchants  and  adventurers  of  the 
kingdoms  of  Great  Britain  be  permitted  to  return  to 
Brabant,  Flanders,  and  other  the  provinces  of  the  Lew 
Countries,  under  the  jurifdiftion  of  the  King  of  Spain  $ 
forafinuch  as  it  hath  been  thought  convenient,  that  all 
and  any  the  laws,  edifts,  and  afts  by  which  the  impor^ 
tation  of  cloth,  or  any  cloth,  or  any  other  woollen  ma- 
nufafture,  of  what  kind  foever,  dyed  or  undyed,  miUU 
cd  or  unmillcd,  into  Flanders,  or  the  other  piovinces, 
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hath  been  prohibited,  be  revoked  and  difennulled ;  and 
that  if  any  right,  tribute,  impofition,  charge,  or  money, 
hath  been,  withjpermiffion,  or  Qtherwile,  put  upon 
cloths,  or  any  01  th^  aforeiaid  woollen  manufadures 
fo  imported  (except  the  ancient  tribute  upon  every 
piece  of  cloth,  and  proportionably  upon  every  other 
woollen  manufacture,  agreeable  to  the  ancient  treaties 
and  agreements  between  tlie  then  Kings  of  England, 
and  the  Dukes  of  Burgundy,  and  Governors  of  the  Low 
Countries)  the  fame  fhould  be  altogether  void,  and  no 
ftich  tribute  or  impofition  from  henceforth  impofed,  or 
put  upon  the  faid  cloths  or  manufactures,  for  no  caufc 
or  pretext  whatlbever ;  and  that  all  the  Englifh  mer- 
di^ts,  trading  in  any  of  the  faid  provinces,  their  fac- 
tors, fervants,  or  commiffioners,  Ihould  enjoy,  from 
henceforward,  all  the  privileges,  exemptions,  immuni- 
ties, and  benefits,  which  formerly  have  been  agreed  and 
given  by  the  aforefaid  ancient  treaties  and  agreements, 
between  the  then  Kings  of  England  and  the  Dukes  of 
Burgundy,  and  Governors  of  the  Low  Countries  :  it  is 
therefore  agreed,  that  deputies  (hall  be  named  bjf 
the  King  of  Great  Britain,  who  meeting  with  the  Mar- 
quis of  Caftelrodrigo,  or  the  governor  of  thofe  pro- 
vinces for  the  time  being,  or  any  other  minifters  of  the 
King  of  Spain,  fufficiently  authorized  in  this  behalf 
Jhall  friendly  treat  and  conclude  hereupon ;  and  alfo 
liich  fijrther  privileges,  immunities,  and  neceflTary  C35- 
cmption,  fiiitable  to  theprefent  ftate  of  affairs,  (hall  be 
granted  for  the  encouragement  of  the  faid  merchants 
and  adventurers,  and  for  the  fecurity  of  their  trade  and 
commerce,  as  fhall  be  agreed  upon  in  a  fpecial  treaty, 
that  fhall  be  made  between  both  the  Kings,  touching 
this  particular. 

XXL  The  fubjefts  and  inhabitants  of  the  king- 
doms and  dominions  of  the  Mofl  Serene  Kings  of 
Great  Britiiin  and  Spain  refpeftively,  fhall  with  all  fe- 
curity and  liberty  fail  to,  and  traffic  in,  all  the  king- 
doms, efhites,  or  countries,  which  are  or  fhall  be  in 
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peace,  ^mity,  or  neutrality,  with  .die  one  or  thq 
Qthier.. 

.  XXIL  And  they  fliall  not  be  difturbed  or  difquiet-? 
cd  in  that  liberty,  by  the  fhips  or  fubjefts  of  the  faid 
Kings  refpeftively,  by  reafon  of  the  hoftilities  which 
are  or  may  be  hereafter  between  either  of  the  faid 
Kings,  and  the  aforefaid  kingdoms,  countries,  and  ftates, 
or  any  of  them,  which  ftiall  be  in  fiiendlhip  or  ncu- 
trality  with  the  other. 

XXIIL  And  in  cafe  that  within  the  faid  ihips  re^ 
^€<5tively  be  fouqd,  by  the  abovefaid  means,  any  mer-t 
chandize  hereunder  mentioned^  being  of  contr9band> 
and  prohibited,  they  Ihall  be  taken  out  and  confifcatecj, 
|?efore  the  admiralty,  or  other  competent  judges ;  but 
for  this  reafon  the  fliip,  and  the  odier  free  and  allowe<| 
Commo4itiea  which  Aiali  be  found  therein,  (hall  in  hq 
wife  be  either  feized  or  confifcated. 

XXI Y.  Moreover,  for  better  prevention  of  the  dif- 
ferences which  might  arift  touching  the  meaning  of 
forbidden  merchandize,  and  of  contraband ;  it  is  de- 
clared and  agreed,  that  under  this  name  fhall  be  com- 
prehended aU  fire-arms,  as  ordnance,  mufquets,  mor- 
lar-pieces,  petards,  bombs,  granadoes,fire-crancels,  fire- 
balls, mufquet-refts,  bandeliers,  gunpowder,  match, 
lalt-petre,  and  bullets  j  likewife  under  the  name  of  for- 
bidden merchandize,  are  underftood  all  odier  arms,  as 
pikes,  fwords,  pots,  heltncts,  backs  and  breafts,  hal- 
perds,  javelins,  and  fuch  like  armours  under  this 
name  is  likewife  forbidden  the  tranlportarion  of  fbl- 
diers,  horfes,  their  harnefles,  cafes  bt  pifto4s,  holfters^ 
belts,  and  other  furniture,  formed  and  compofed  for  the 
ufeofwar. 

XXV.  Likewife,  to  prevent  all  manner  of  dilpuce 
and  contention,  it  is  agreed,  that  under  the  name  of 
forbidden  merchandize,  and  of  contraband,  fhall  not  Be 
comprehended  wheats  rye,  barley,  or  other  grains,  erf 
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pufie,-  fait,  wine,  oil,  and  generally  whatfbever  belongs 
to  the  luftaining  and  nourifhing  of  life,  but  they  Ihall 
remain  free,  as  likewife  all  other  merchandizes  ho^ 
comprehended  in  the  preceding  article ;  and  the  tranf- 
portation  of  them  Ihafl  be  free  and  permitted,  althougH 
it  be  to  the  towns  and  places  of  enemies,  unlefs  fuch 
.  towns  and  places  be  belleged,  and  blocked  up,  or  fur-' 
rounded. 

XX VL  It  is  alio  agreed,  that  whatfbever  ^fhall  be 
found  laden,  by  the  lubjefts  or  inhabitants  of  the  king- 
doms and  dominions  of  either  of  the  faid  Kings  of  Eng- 
land and  Spain,  aboard  the  Ihips  of  the  enemies  of  the 
other,  though  it  be  not  forbidden  merchandize,  (hall  be 
confifcated,- with' all  things  elfe  which  fhall  be  found 
within  the  faidlhips^  without  exception  or  referve.  - 

XXVII.  That  the  conful  which  hereafter  fhall  re- 
fide  in  any  of  the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Spain,  for 
the  help  and  protedlion  of  the  fubje6ts  of  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  fhall  be  named  by  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  and  he  fa  named  fhall  have  and  exercife  the 
feme  power  and  authority  in  the  execution  of  his 
charge,  as  any  other  conful  hath  formerly  had  in  the 
dominions  of  the  faid  King  of  Spain ;  and  in  like  man- 
ner the  Spanifh  confiil  rcfiding  in  England,  fhall  enjoy 
a^  miKh  authority  as  the  confuls  of  any  other  nation 
have  hitherto  enjoyed  in  that  kingdom. 

XX  VIII.  And,  that  the  laws  of  commerce,  that  are 
obtained  by  peace,  may  not  remain  unfruitful,  as  would 
hh  out  if  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain'^ 
-j^hen  they  go  to,  come  from,  or  remain  in  the  domini- 
6m  or  lordfhipsof  the  King  of  Spain,  by  reafon  of  their 
commerce  or  other  bufinefs,  fhould  be  molefled  for 
Cafe  of  confcience ;  therefore,  that  the  commerce  be  fe- 
cure,  and  without  danger,  as  well  upon  land  as  at  fea, 
the  faid  King  of  Spain  fhall  provide,  that  the  fubjtfts 
of  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain  flidl  not  be  aggrieved 
Contrary  to  the  laws  of  commerce,  and  that  none  of 
them  flxali  be  moleftcd  or  difturbedfor  their  confcience, 
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&y  long  as  they  ^e  no  public  Icandal  or  offence :  and 
the  faid  King  of  Great  Britsun  (hall  likewife  jH-ovidej^ 
for  the  fame  reafons,  that  the  fubjedb  of  the  King  of 
Spain  fhall  not  be  molefted  or  difturbed  for  their  con- 
fcience,  againft  the  laws  of  commerce,  fo  long  as  they 
give  no  public  fcandal  or  offence. 

XXIX.  That  the  people  and  fubjeds  relpcftively 
of  one  kingdom,  in  the  dominions,  territories,  r^ons, 
or  colonies  of  the  other,  fhall  not  be  compelled  to  fell 
their  merchandize  for  brafs-metal-coin,  or  exchange, 
them  for  other  com  or  things,  againft  their  will  j  or 
having  fold  them,  to  receive  thfi  payment  in  other  ipe- 
cies  than  what  they  bargained  for,  notwithftanding  any , 
law  or  other  cuftom  contrary  to  this  ardcle. 

XXX.  That  the  merchants  of  both  nations,  and 
their  fadors,  fervants,  and  families,  commiflioners,  or^ 
others  by  thenri  employed^  as  alio  mafters  of  iliips, 
pilots,  and  mariners,  may  remain  freely  and  fecurely  in« 
the  faid  dominions,  kingdoms,  and  territories,  of  either 
of  the  faid  Kings,  and  alfo  in  their  ports  and  rivers  i 
and  the  people  and  fubjedb  of  the  one  King  may  have> 
and  with  all  freedom  and  fecurity  enjoy,  in  all  the  lands . 
and'  dominions  whatfoever  of  the  other,  their  proper 
houfes  to  live  in,  their  warehoufes  and  magazines  for 
their  goods  and  merchandize,  which  they  fliall  pofleis 
during  the  time  for  which  they  fliall  have  taken,  hired, 
and  agreed  for  them,  widu)ut  any  impediment. 

XXXL  The  inhabitants  and  fubjefts  of  the  faid 
confederate  Kings,  in  all  the  lands  and  places  under  the 
obedience  of  the  one  or  the  other,  fliall  ufe  and  employ 
thofc  advocates,  pro6bors,  fcriveners,  agents,  and  folici<- 
tors,  whom  they  think  fit,  the  which  fhall  be  kit 
to  their  choice,  and  confented  to  by  the  ordinary  judges^ 
as  often  as  there  fhall  be  occafionj  and  they  fhall  not  be 
conftrained  to  fhew  their  books  and  papers  of  accompt 
to  any  perfon,  if  it  be  tiot  to  give  evidence  for  the 
avoiding  law-fuits  and  controverfies ;  neidier  fhall 
diey  be  embarked^  detained,  or  taken  out  of  their  hands> 
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upon  any  pretence  whatfocver.  And  it  (hall  be  per* 
mitced  to  the  people  and  fubjefts  of  either  King,  in  the  • 
re4>e&ive  places  where  they  fhall  refidc,  to  keep  their 
books  of  accompt,  traffic,  and  correlpondence,  in  what 
language  they  pleafe,  in  Englifh,  Spaniih,  Dutch,  or 
any  other,  the  which  fhall  not  be  molefted,  or  fubjeft 
to  any  inquifirion.  '  And  whatfoever  elfe  hath  been 
granted  by  either  party,  concerning  this  particular,  to 
any  other  nation,  Ihall  be  undcrftood  like  wife  to  be' 
granted  here. 

XXXn.  That  in  cafe  the  dlate  of  any  perfon  or 
peripns  Ihall  be  fequcftered  or  feized  on,  by  any  covt 
of  juitice  or  tribunal  whatibeyer,  within  the  kingdoms 
and  dominions  of  either  party,  and  any  eibte  or  debt 
iiappen  to  lie  in  the  hands  of  the  delinquenfts,  belonging 
imafik  to  the  people  and  fubjefts  of  the  other,  the 
laid  eftate  or  debts  fliall  not  be  confifcated  by  any  of 
die  laid  tribunals,  but  fhall  be  reftored  to  the  true  own- . 
crs  in  fpecie,  if  they  yet  remain,  and  if  not,  the  value 
of  them  (according  to  die  contract  and  agreement  which 
was  made  between  the  parries)  fhall  be  reftored  within 
Arce  months  after  the  laid  fequeftration. 

XXXIII.  That  the  goods  and  eftates  of  the  people 
and  fubje£b  of  the  one  King,  that  fhall  die  in  the  co\m-- 
tne%  lands,  and  dominions  of  the  other,  fhall  be  pre% 
ferved  jfor  the  lawfiil  heirs  and  fucceflbrs  of  the  deceaf* 
ed  ;  the  right  of  any  third  perfon  always  refervcd. 

XXXIV.  That  the  gpods  and  eftates  of  the  fub- 
jeds  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  that  fhatt  die  with- 
out making  a  will,  in  the  dominions  of  the  King  of 
Spain^  Ihall  be  put  into  inventory,  with  their  papers^ 
writings,  and  books  of  accompt,  by  the  conful  or  other 
public  minifter  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  de* 
pofited  in  the  hands  of  two  or  three  merchants  that  fhall 
be  named  by  the  faid  conful  or  public  minifter,  to  be 
kept  for  the  proprietors  and  creditors ;  and  neither  the 
Ciuzada,  nor  f^ny  other  judicatory  whatfoever,  fhall  in* 
(emieddle  therein  i  which  alfo,  in  the  like  cafe^  fha]l  be 
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ohferved  in  England  towards  the  futyeds  .of  the  Ifing 
of  Spain. 

XXXV.  That  a  decent  and  convenient  burial-pkee 
fliall  be  granted  and  appointed  to  bury  the  bodies  of  the 
lubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  who  fliall  die 
within  the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Spain. 

XXXVI.  If  it  fhall  happen  hereafter,  tha.t  any  dif- 
ference fall  out  (which  God  forbid)  between  the  King 
of  Great  Britain  and  die  King  of  Spain,  whereby  the 
mutual  commerce  and  good  correfpondence  may  be  en- 
dangered, the  refpeftive  fubjefts  and  people  of  each 
party  fliall  have  notice  thereof  given  them  in  time,  that 
is  to  fay,  the  Ipace  of  fix  months,  to  tranfport  their  mer- 
chandize and  cfFeds,  without  giving  them  in  that  rinrie 
any  molefliation  or  trouble,  or  retaining  or  embarking 
their  goods  or  perfons. 

XXX VII.  All  goods  and  rights  concealed  or  eni- 
barked,  moveables,  immoveables,  rents,  deeds,  debts,^ 
credits,  and  the  like,  which  have  not  with  a  formal  luv' 
tice  of  the  caufe,  and  by  a  legal  condemnation,  accor-. 
ding  to  the  ordinary  juftice,  been  brought  into  the  royal- 
exchequer  at  the  time  of  concluding  this  treaty,  fliall 
itn^aia^  at  the  foil  and  free  diipofal  of  the  proprietors, 
their  heirs,  or  of  thofe  who  fliall  have  their  right,  with' 
dl  the  fruits,  rents,  and  emoluments  thereof,  and  nei- 
ther thofe  who  have  concealed  the  faid  goods,  nor  their 
heirs  fliall  be  molefl:ed  for  this  caiife  by  the  exchequers 
refpe6lively ;  but  the  proprietors,  their  heirs,  or  thofe 
who  fliall  have  their  right,  fliall  have  for  the  faid  goods - 
jyid  rights  Mieir  adion  at  law,  as  for  their  own  proper 
goods  and  eftate. 

XXX VIII.  It  is  agreed  and  concluded,  diat  the 
pcc^lc  and  fubje^s  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and 
of  die  King  of  Spain,  fliall  have  and  enjoy  in  the  re- 
Ipeftive  lands,  feas,  ports,  havens,  roads,  and  territo- 
ries of  the  one  or  the  other,  and  in  all  places  whadb- 
ever,  the.  fame  privileges,  fecurities,  liberties,  and  im- 
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^tinities^  whether  thejr  concern  their  J>erfons  or  trade^ 
^th  ^H  the  beneficial  claules  and  circumftances  whieb 
have  been  granted,  or  fhall  be  hereafter  granted  by  eithel' 
^f  the  faid  Kings,  to  the  Moft  Chriiliacn  King,  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces,  the  Hans-towns,  or 
any  other  kingdom  or  ftate  whatfoever,  in  as  fliU,  am- 
pk,  and  be*neficial  manner,  as  if  the  iame  were  particu* 
larly  mentioned  and  inierted  in  this  treaty. 

XXXIX.  In  cafe  any  difference  or  difpute  fhaB  hap- 
pen on  either  fide,  concerning  thefe  articles  of  trade 
atsd  commerce,  by  either  the  officers  of  the  admiralty, . 
or  other  perfon  whatfoever,  in  the  one  or  the  other 
kingdom  j  the  complaint  being  prefented  by  the  party 
concemec^  to  their  Majefties,  or  to  any  of  their  coun- 
cil, their  faid  Majeflies  fhaU  caufe  the  damages  forth- 
ivith  to  be  repaired,  and  all  thii^s,  as  they  are  above 
i^reed,  to  be  duly  executed  :  and  iri  cafe  that  in  pro^ 
grefe  of  time  any  jfrauds  or  inconveniences  be  difcover-* 
ed  in  the  nav^ation  and  commerce  between  both  kii^-* 
fioffiSy  againft  which  fufficient  prevention  hath  not  been 
made  in  thefe  articles^  other  provifions  may  be  hereafte^r 
mutually  agreed  on,  as  (hall  be  judged  convenienti  the 
prefent  treaty  remaining  ftill  in  full  force  and  vigour* 

XL.  It  is  Ukewife  accorded  and  concluded,  that  the 
Mbft  Serene  and  Renowned  Kings  of  Great  Britain 
and  Spain  fhall  finccrely  and  faithfully  obferve  and 
keep,  and  procure  to  be  obferved  and  kept,  by  theif 
fiibjcfts  and  inhabitants  rcfpe6tivcly,  all  and  fingulaf 
the  capitulations  in  this  prcfcnt  treaty  agfeed  and  con- 
cluded :  neither  fhall  they  direftly  or  indireftly  infringe 
the  fame,  or  confent  that  the  fame  fhdl  be  infringed  by 
any  of  their  fubjefts  or  inhabitants.  And  they  fhaU 
ratify  and  confirm  all  and  Angular  the  conventions  be- 
fore accorded  by  letters  patents  reciprocally,  in  lufficient, 
fiiU,  and  effeftual  form,  and  the  fame  fo  formed  and 
made,  (hall  interchangeably  deliver,  or  caufe  to  be  de- 
livered, fiithfelly  and  really,  within  four  months  after 
ftc  date.^ditlfe  prcfents  j  and  they  {kdHthtn^  a*  fooa 
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as  convenientiymaybe^caufe  this  preient  treatyof  peace 
and  amity  to  be  publifhed  in  all  places,  and  in  the 
manner  accuftomed. .

And  we,  defiring  that 
the  faid  matter  may  be  aflfitted  in  his  voyage  and  bufi- 
nefs,  do  intreat  all  perfons  in  general  and  particular, 
who  fhall  meet  him,  and  thofe  of  all  places  where  die 
faid  matter  fhall  come  with  the  faid  Ihip  and  her  mer- 
chandize, that  they  would  admit  him  favourably,  treat 
him  kindly,  amd  receive  the  faid  fhip  into  their  ports, 
bays,  havens,  rivers,  and  dominipns,  permitting  her 
quietly  to  fail,  pafs,  frequent,  and  negotiate  there,  or  in 
any  other  places,  as  fhall  feem  good  to  the  faid  matter, 
paying  ftill  the  toll  and  cuttoms  which  of  right  fhall  be 
due.

DON  PHILIP,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Caftile,  Leon,  Arragon,  the  Two  Sicilies,  Jerufalem, 
Portugal,  Navarre,  Granado,  Toledo,  Valencia,  Gali* 
cia,  Majorca,  Sivilla,  Sardinia,  Cordoua,  Corfega,  Mu- 
rica,  Jacn,  the  Algarves,  Algefira,  Gibraltar,  the  iflands 
of  the  Canaries,  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies,  illands,  and 
firm  land  of  the  ocean  fea.  Arch-duke  of  Auftria, 
Duke  of  Burgundy,  Brabam,  and  Milan,  Earl  of  HaC- 
pui^  Flanders,  TiroD,  and  Barcelona,  Lord  of  Bifcajf 
and  Molina,  &c. 

Whereas  on  the  behalf  of  you  Richard  Anthony, 
conful  of  the  Englifh  nation,  for  yourfelf,  and  in  the 
name  of  the  fubjeds  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  it 
hath  been  Ihewed  unto  me,  that  by  virtue  of  the  peace 
which  is  concluded  in  this  and  that  realm,  you  do  re* 
iide  and  trade  in  Andaluzia,  and  fpecially  in  the  cities 
df  Sivil,  St.  Lucar,  Cadiz,  and  Malaga,  deCrii^  me 
fx>  be  pleaied  to  confirm  unto  you  the  privileges,  ex- 
emptions, and  faculties  which  do  belong  unto  you  aa 
wcU  by  the  articles  of  the  faid  peace,  as  by  the  con- 
firmations thereof,  and  other  favours  and  graces  which 
my  lord  and  father  of  glorious  memory  did  grant  unto 
you,  and  all  fuch  others  which  have  been  given  you  by 
the  crowns  of  my  realms  of  Caftile  and  Portugal,  and 
to  command  that  they  may  be.  in  and  {ox  all  things 
obferved  and  accomplifhed  unto  you  without  any  li- 
mitation, and  for  fiirther  aflurance  to  grant  them  ^mew 
unto  you,  with  the  qualities,  amplitudes,  and  declara- 
tions which  (hall  bi  moft  convenient  for  you  ;  and  to 
let  penalties  upon  fuch  as  {hall  contradid,  and  not  ob- 
ferve  them  unto  you ;  and  to  the  end  it  may  be  known 
what  they  are,  to  grant  them  copies  thereof,  or  of  that

your  name,  and  by  virtue  of  your  power,  did  acknow- 
fcdge  a  writing  of  obligation  in  form  before  Joha 
Cortez  de  la  Cruz,  miy  notary,  I  do  hold  it  £or  good  i 
and  by  thefe  prefents  of  my  own  motion,  and  certaia 
ftnowldge,  and  royal  and  abfolute  power,  which  I  ut 
^s  behalf  win  make  ufe  o^  and  do  ufe  as  an  abfolute 
king  and  lord,  not  acknowledging  any  fuperior  in 
matters  temporal,  do  confirm  and  approve  the  privi-

kfs  they  may  demand  of  you  any  loans  or  donations, 
cp  t;^e  from  you  any  rights,  or  your  rents,  horfes,  or 
flaves  :  and  to  do  ycu  the  more  fevour  or  grace^  ac- 
Aording  to  that  which  i$  agreed  by  the  faid  peace,  I  db 
■^U  and  promife,  that  you  fhaH  and  may  deal  and*  trade 
freely^  and  fell  your  merchandise  and  fruits,  and  buy 
Iftofe  of  my  realms,  and  cany  them  forth,  obferving 
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A^t  which  is  ordained  and-  commanded  hy^Hic  Uws 
^d  ftatutes  which  make  mention  thereof,  and ,  payumg 
to  my  royal  freafiury  the  duties  or  cuftoma  which  ought; 
to  be  paidj  prohibiting,  as  I  do  prohibit  and  cominiand, 
not  to  taH^  from  you  by  force  any  merchandizes^ 
wheat,  or  barley,  although  it  be  for  the  making  ready 
or  farnifhing  my  armies,  fleets,  or  gaUions,  nor  for 
purveyors  or  ftewards  j  and  the  privileges  are  to  bet 
concerning  the  wheat  and  barley  according  to  tlie  tun  jj 
^nd  concerning  the  other  things  and  merchandizes  a^ 
you  fhall  conclude  and  agree :  but  they  may  not  take 
them  out  of  your  poflcffion  until  they  have  paid  for 
them,  unlefs  for  the  fame  there  be  leave  given,  thalj 
diey  cio  not  moleft  and  trouble  you.  And  forafmuch 
as  many  of  you  do  treat  to  bring  into  the  ports  o^ 
And^luzia,  the  city  of  Sivil,  and  other  places;  great, 
quantity  of  New/ulindiand  fifh,  and  other  forts  of  dr^ 
and  falted  fifh,  becaufe  they  are  yi(5tuals  which  are  v^ry 
neceflary  ;^  and  that  you  have  been  and  ai:e  put  to  great; 
charges^  an4  are  much  troubled,  I  do  wil^  and  coqi^ 
njiand  to  be  kept  Uie  ordinance  of  the  .city  of  Sivil, 
whereby  it  is  ordained,  that  thofe  which  come  in  witl^ 
dry  or  lalted  filh,  there  Ihall  not  be  any  price  or  ratc^ 
fpt  upon  them,  but  diey  fhall  be.  permitted  to  fell .  ai; 
(uch  a  price  as  they  Ihall  think  good  i  and  it  Ihall  noi} 
be  neceflary  to  manifeft  them  any  more  than  unto  my» 
officers  which  receive  my  royal  rents :  and  if  the  Ihipsi 
wherein  the  faid  fifli  is  brought  be  great  Ibips,  that; 
tfiey  cannot  go  up.  the  river,  and  that  the  fame  l^e  puc 
ijito  barks  or  lighters,  dip  judge  of  the  admiralty,, 
nor  any  other  perfon,  may  npt  put  any  waiters  or 
keepers  into  the  barks  or  lighters,  at  the  charge  of  the. 
owners  of  tljem. 

And  I  do  ajfo  command,  that  if  the  faid  filh  Ihall; 
appear  to  be  rottep,  and:  that  it  cannot  be  fpent,  that 
it'be  burnt,^  or  thrown  into,  the  fea;  and  that  for  thia 
<;aufe  there  (hall  not  be  any  caufe  or  adion  com- 
menced againft  the  owners  thereof,  or  perfons  which 
(hall  fell  it^  nor  diey  (hall  n%  t?Q  impnibn^d^  nor  in^. 
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ibrmed  againft :  and  fbrafmuch  as  the  adminifters  of 
fbt  cuftoms,  and  odiers  of  divers  duties  which  arc 
received  for  the  fruits  and  merchandizes,  do  ufe  when 
any  body  doth  inform,  to  have  the  perfon  imprifoned 
which  flieweth  himfelf  to  be  party,  whereby  happeneth 
to  men  of  trade  great  difcredit,  charges,  and  vexa- 
tions ;  my  will  is,  and  I  do.  command,  that  in  the  faid 
information,  there  Ihall  be  only  proceeded  againft  the 
merchandizes,  and  not  againft  the  perfons ;  but  they 
fliall  be  permitted  (as  I  do  permit  them)  to  make,  ana 
they  (hall  make  their  defences  in  the  faid  vexation. 
And  foraimuch  alfo  as,  according  to  an  article  of  the 
feid  peace,  v  hich  maketh  mention  of  matters  in  re- 
ligion, notwithftanding  that  in  fome  luits  they  fhould 
declare  whether  they  be  Roman  Catholics  or  not, 
cxcufirg  themfelves  to  give  faith  to  others  which  they 
take  as  parties  or  as  witnefles ; 

I  do  alfo  command,  tfiat  concerning  this  matter 
diere  be  not  done,  nor  there  fliall  not  be  done,  any 
thing  with  thofe  which  are  born  in  the  faid  realm,  but 
only  that  the  faid  condition  be  kept  and  accomplifhcd, 
and  that  no  fuch  queftions  be  put  unto  them,  givmg^ 
unto  the  oaths  which  they  fhall  take  in  judgpient 
court,  and  without,  the  fame  faith  and  credit  which 
ihould  be  given  in  cafe  they  were  Spaniards ;  and 
herein  you  Ihall  not  receive  any  trouble  or  moleftadon^ 
nor  there  fhall  not  be  any  grievance  done  unto  you : 
and  whereas,  for  the  juftificatioh  of  fome  caufes,  the 
judges  and  juftices  do  pretend  that  the  merchants  of 
the  faid  nadon  fhould  exhibit  books  of  their  contrac- 
tions or  dealings  i  I  'do  will  and  command,  that  the 
books  of  the  merchants  of  the  faid  nadon  fhall  not  be 
taken  out  of  their  hands  for  any  caufe  whatfbevcr, 
but  they  fhall  keep  and  fhew  them  in  their  houfes,  to 
take  out  the  parcel  which  fhall  be  appointed,  and 
othen>  fhall  not  be  demanded  of  them,  nor  there 
fliall  not  be  any  other  papers  taken  from  them,  upon 
penalty  that  he  which  mall  do  here  againft,  fhall  be 
punilhed  according  to  law* 
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And  forafiniich  as  the  merchants  do  difpatch  the 
merchandize  from  the  cuftom-houfe  of  the  faid  city 
of  Sivil  of  all  duties,   and  becaufc  there  arc  many 
which  do  make  up  a  fheet,  which  is  fubfcribed  and 
figned  by  all  the  officers,  and  remaineth  in  the  hand 
of  the  alcayde  of  the  cuftom-houfe ;  for  that  by  vir- 
tue thereof  the  merchandizes   are  peraiitted  to  go 
forth,  which  are  in  fardels,  packs,  trunks,  and  cafes  ; 
and  afterwards,  when  they. have  taken  them  forth,  and 
put  them  into  their  houfes  and  warehoufes,  the  chief 
keeper  of  the  cuftom-houfe,  and  the  officers  of  the 
halt  per  cent,  do  vifit  the  houfe  and'goods,  troubUng;

them  not  in  their  hands ;  and  this  is  to  be  underftood, 
and  is  underftood,  of  houfes  which  are  within  the  walls 
of  the  faid  city :  and  to  the  end  it  may  be  known  to 
you  which  are  of  the  Englifti  nation,  there  is  to  be  de- 
livered unto  you  copies  of  the  faid  privileges  and  cx- 
enfiptions  which  do   concern  you,  and  which  were 
granted  unto  you,  as  well  by  the  articles  of  peace  as 
by  any  other  manner.     And  for  execution  and  accom* 
plilhment  of  all  the  premifes,  I  do  command  thofe  of 
my  councU,  and  thofe  of  my  councils,  affemblies,  and 
triunals  of  rriy  court,  and  the  prefidents  and  judges 
of  my  audiences,  alcaydes,  and  officers  of  my  houfe 
and  court,  and  chanceries,  and  the  regent  and  judge  of 
the  court  of  degrees  of  the  city  of  Savil,  and  chief 
alcaldes  of  the  precindb  thereof,  and  all  the  corrigidors, 
affiftants,  and  governors,  chief  juftices  and  ordinaries, 
as  well  in  the  faid  cities  of  Sivil,   Cadiz,    Malaga, 
and  St.  Lucar  de  Barameda,  as  of  all  other  cides, 
towns,  and  places  of  thefe  my  realms  and  dominions, 
and  all  other  judges  and  juftices  whatToever^  of  what 
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qtlality  or  condition  foever  they  may  be,  whom  priiici- 
j^jilly  or  incidentally  may  concern  in  any  manner  the 
accomplifliment  or  performance  of  that  which  is  con- 
tained in  this  patent,  that  prefently,  fo  fooh  as  they 
Aall  be  by  virtue  thereof  required,  or  the  copy  thereof 
figned  by  a  notary  public,  that  there  be  thereunto 
given  as  much  faith  as  unto  the  original;  and  that 
^very  one,  in  the  place  where  it  fhall  concern  him,  da 
obfcrve  and  accomplilh,  and  caufe  the  fame  to  be 
obferved,  accomplilhed,  and  executed,  in  and  for  all 
things  as  therein  is  contained,  and  they  fhall  not  in  all 
nor  in  part  put  upon  you  any  impediments,  nor  znf 
other  difficulries  oi-  doubts,  nor  do  any  thing  againft 
Hit  tenor  and  form  thereof,  nor  confent  or  give  way 
that  it  be  interpreted,  limited,  or  fufpended  in  all  or 
in  part,  or  that  to  the  contrary  be  given  any  fedi- 
das,  provifions,  or  other  dilpatches :  but  for  obferva- 
tion  thereof,  in  the  place  which  Ihall  concern  every 
one,  they  fhall  give  order  and  ordain  to  deliver  untd 
you  thofe  which  fhall  be  necefTary:  and  for  moref 
firmnefs  and  validity  of  the  favour  and  grace  which  by 
this  my  patent  I  do  grant  you,  and  that  at  all  times 
this  favour  may  be  certain  and  fure  unto  you,  you  are 
to  keep  or  have  a  judge  confcrvator  in  Andahizia, 
clpecially  in  the  faid  cities  of  Sivil,  Malaga,  Cadiz, 
and  St.  Lucaf  de  Barameda,  unto  whom  I  am  to  give 
fbfflcient  commiffion  for  keeping  and  accomplifhing 
the  faid  privileges,  liberties,  and  exemptions,  who  fhaB 
eonflrain  and  compel  all  and  whatfoever  perfons,  of

l^t  prefenting  before  them  their  nomination  (the  cafe 
h^pening)  to.  make  void  the  faid  commiffion,  by  pro- 
motion or  vacation   of  the  faid  Don  Francilco  de 
Vergara,  and  Don  Francis  de  Medrano,  or  to  difpatch 
it  in  any  other  manner,  by  ordinary  to  him  that  (hall 
be  therein  nominated,  in  the  form  according,  and  as 
by  this  my  patent  is  declared.    And  that?  it  may  be 
the  better  accomplifhed,  I  do  from  this  time  give 
them  power  and  authority,  that  they  may  lubdelegate, 
and  they  (hall  fubdelegate  this  commiffion,  for  the 
bufinefs  and  fuits  which  Ihall  be  offered  in  the  faid 
cities  of  Cadiz,  Malaga,  and  St.  Lucar  de  Barameda^ 
in  the  perfon  which  by  you  (hall  be  propounded  unto 
them,  that  they  may  fobftantiate  them  for  a  conclu(ion, 
and  remit  the  fuits  and  caufes  unto  them  to  be  deter- 
mined^ in  fuch  mann^  as  they  (hall  find  good  and 
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coiw-nicnt,  for  the  fccurity  of  that  which  is  contained 
in  this  my  patent.  And  I  do  charge  die  moft  ex- 
cellent prince  Don  Balthazar  Charles,  my  moft  dear 
and  moft  beloved  fon,  and  do  command  the  infants, 
prelates,  dukes,  marquifles,  earls  richmen,  command- 
eers, and  under^commanders,  governors  of  caftles,  ftrong 
houfes,  and  plains,  and  thofe  of  my  council,  prefidenti, 
and  judges  of  my  courts,  alcaydes,  and  officers  of  my 
houie,  court,  and  chanceries,  and  all  the  corrigidors, 
•affiftants,  governors,  alcaldes,  mayors,  and  ordinaries, 
and  whatfoever  judges  and  juftices  of  thefe  my  realms 
and  dominions,  to  obfcrve  and  accomplifli,  and  caufe 
to  be  obferved  and  accomplilhed,  this  my  patent,  and 
tiie  favour  or  grace  which  thereby  I  do  grant  you,  and 
againft  die  tenor  and  form- thereof,  not  to  do  or  paft, 
now,  nor  at  any  time,  in  any  manner,  perpetually,  for 
evermore.  Nor  to  confent  or  give  way  to  be  limited 
or  fulpended  unto  you,  all  or  part  thereof,  notwith- 
'ftanding  whatfoever  laws  or  ftatutes  of  thefe  my  realms 
and  dominions,  ordinances,  ftyle,  ufe,  or  cuftom  o^  the 
faid  tities  of  Sivil,  Cadiz,  Malaga,  or  St-  Lucar,  or 
any  other  thing  which  is  or  may  be  to  the  contrary ; 
the  which  for  thb  time,  forfomuch  as  concerneth  this 
matter,  holding  the  fame  here  for  inferted  and  incor- 
porated, as  it  were  word  for  word  written,  I  do  dif- 
penfe,  abrogate,  derogate,  cancel,  annihilate,  and  make 
void  and  of  none  effeft,  remaining  in  fuU  force  and 
effeft  for  all  other  things  henceforward.  And  for  this 
'my  patent  Jeronimo  de  Canencia,  auditor  of  accompts 
in  my  chief  office  of  accompts,  and  my  fecretaiy  of 
the  inediacnate,  fhaB  take  a  copy,  at  whofe  charge  is 
ithc  accompt  and  reafon  of  this  right.  And  I  do  de- 
^duty  that  for  this  fevour  you  have  paid  the  duty  of 
'Ae  m^diaenat^,  which  amounteth  to  thirty  and  five 
dioufand  one  hundred  iifty-and-five  maravcdiz  in 
filvcr :  which  fum  you  are  to  pay  from  fifteen  to  fifteen 
jcars  perpetually,  and  in  cafe  thejr  do  accomplifli  or

A  treaty  for  the  campofmg  of  Diffsrmcesy  rejirahmg  <f 
Depredatimsy  and  eftabltjhing  of  Peace  in  Aonenca^ 
between  the  Crowns  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain, 
concluded  at  Madrid,  the  -^  Day  of  July,  in  the 
Tear  of  our  Lord  1670. 

WHEREAS,  for  many  years  pafl,  die  good  un- 
derfbanding  and  corre(pondence  between  the  Englifh 
and  Spani(h  nations  having  been  difhirbed  in  America^ 
itpleafed  the  moll  Serene  and  Powerful  Prince^  Charley 
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King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  in  order  to  the  rcftoring 
and  regulating  the  fame, for  the  future,  to  fend  into 
Spain  his  envoy  extraordinary  Sir  William  Godol-* 
phin.  Knight,  wth  fiill  authority  and  power  to  make 
any  treaty  convenient  and  proper  for  that  end :  and 
likewilc  die  moft  Serene  and  Powerful  Charles,  King 
of  Spain,  &c.  and  the  Queen  Regent  Maria- Anna,  &c. 
for  the  carrying  on  a  work  of  {o  much  piety  and  public 
good,  deputed  on  their  part  the  Earl  of  Penaranda, 
Counfellor  of  State,  and  Prefident  of  the  Indies,  to 
confer,  treat,  and  conclude  thereupon  with  the  faid  Sir 
William  Godolphin :  at  length  they  mutually  refolved 
and  agreed  upon  the  articles  of  the  following  treaty^ 
b  virtue  of  their  leveral  commifTions. 

I.  Firfl,  it  is  agreed  between  the  above-mentioned 
plenipotentiaries.  Sir  William  Godolphin  and  the  Earl 
of  Penaranda^  in  the  names  of  the  mofl  Serene  Kings 
rclpeftively,  their  maflers,  that  the  articles  of  peace 
and  alliance  made  between  the  crowns  of  Great  Britain 
and  Spain,  in  Madrid,  on  the  il  of  May  1667,  or 
any  claufe  thereof,  fhall  in  no  manner  be  deemed  or 
underftood  to  be  taken  away  or  abrogated  by  this  pre- 
fent  treaty  j  but  that  the  fame  Ihall  remain  perpetually 
in  their  ancient  force,  (lability,  and  vigour,  fo  icar  forth 
as  they  ^e  not  contrary  or  repugnant  to  this  prelent 
convention  and  articles,  or  to  any  thing  therein  con-r 
tained. 

II.  That  there  be  an  univerfal  peaces  true  and 
fincere  amity,  in  America,  as  in  the  other  parts  of  the 
world,  between  the  moft  Serene  Kings  of  Great  Britain 
and  Spain,  their  heirs  and  fucceiTors,  and  between  the 
kingdoms,  ftates,  plantations,  colonies,  forts,  cities^ 
iflands,  and  dominions,  without  any  diftinftion  of  place 
belonging  unto  either  of  them,  and  between  the  people 
and  inhabitants  under  their  relpeftive  obedience,  which 
fhall  endure  from  this  day  for  ever,  and  be  obferved 
inviolably,  as  well  by  land  as  by  fea  and  frefh-waters, 
ib  as  to  proniote  each  the  weU^e  and  advantage  of 
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thei  other,  and  favour  and  affift  one  another  ^th  mu- 
tual love  i  and  that  every  nrherc,  as  vfe&  in  thofe  re- 
mote countries  as  in  thcfc  which  are  nearer,  the  feith- 
fill  offices  of  good  nei^bourhocd  and  fiiendihip  may 
be  exercifed  and  increase  between  them. 

III.  Alfo,  that  for  the  time  to  come,  all  enmities, 
hoftiiities,  and  difcords,  between  the  faid  Kings,  theil- 
fubjefts  and  inhabitants,  ceafe  and  be  aboliftied ;  and, 
that  both  parties  do  altogether  forbear  and  abftain  from 
all  plundering,  depredation,  injuries,  and  infeftation 
Whatfoever,  as  well  by  land  as  by  fea,  and  in  frefh- 
Waters,  every  where. 

IV.  The  faid.moft  Serene  Kings  (hall  take  care 
that  their  fubjefts  do  accordingly  abftain  from  all  force 
and  wrong-doing :  and  they  fhall  revoke  all  commif- 
fions  and  letters  of  reprifal  and  mart,  or  otherwife 
Containing  licence  to  take  prizes,  of  what  condition  ot 
kind  foever,  being  to  the  prejudice  of  the  one  or  other 
of  the  faid  Kings,  or  ot  their  fubjefts,  whether  fhe 
lame  have  been  given  or  granted  by  thenl  unto  fub- 
jefts or  inhabitants,  or  unto  ftrangers ;  and  Ihall  de- 
clare the  fame  to  be  void  and  of  no  force,  as  by  this 
iErcaty  of  peace  they  are  declared  fo  to  be :  and  who- 
foever  Ihall  do  any  thing  to  the  contrary,'  he  Ihall  be 
punilhed  not  only  criminally,  according  to  the  merit 
of  his  offence,  but  ftiall  alfo  be  compelled  to  make 
rcftitution  and  farisfaftion  for  the  lofles  to  the  parties 
damnified^  requiring  the.  fame* 

V.  And  furthermore,  the  faid  Kings  fhall  denounce, 
as  by  the  tenor  of  thefe  prefents  every  of  them  hath 

.  and  dodi  renounce,  whatfoever  league,  confederation^ 
capitulation,  and  intelligence,  made  by  what  manner 
foever,  in  the  prejudice  of  the  one  or  the  other,  which 
doth  or  may  repugn  againft  this  peace  and  concord, 
and  all  and  lingular  the  contents  thereof:  all  which 
and  every  of  them,  fo  far  as  they  do  concern  the 
•cfFeft  afbrefaid,  they  fhall  annul  and  make  void,  and 
declare  to  be  of  no  foite  or  moment, 
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VL  Th€  prifoncrs  on  both  fides,  one  and  all,  of 
*^t  d^rce  or  condition  focver,  detained  by  rcafon 
of  anyiioftilities  hitherto  committed  in  America,  fhaH 
be  forthwith  fee  at  liberty,  without  ranfom,  or  any  other 
price  of  their  fieedom. 

VIL  All  offences,  danuges,  lofles,  injuries,  which 
the  nations  and  people  of  Great  Britain  and  Spaij} 
have  at  any  time  heretofore,  upon  what  caufe  or  pre- 
text foever,  iuflercd  by  each  other  in  America,  fhall 
be  expunged  out  of  remembrance,  and  buried  in  obli- 
vion, as  if  no  fuch  thing  had  ever  paft. 

Moreover,  it  is  agreed,  that  the  moft  Serene  King 
of  Great  Britain,  his  heirs  and  fucceffors,  (hall  have, 
bold,  keep,  and  enjoy  for  ever,  with  plenary  right  of 
Sovereignty,  dominion,  pofleflion,  and  propriety,  aH 
thoie  lands,  regions,  ifiands,  colonies,  and  places  what- 
Ibcver,  being  or  fituated  in  the  Weft  Indies,  or  in  any 
part  of  America,  which  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain 
and  his  fubje6t6  do  at  prefent  hold  and  pofiHs  ^  fo  a$ 
Aat  in  regard  thereof,  or  upon  any  colour  or  pretence 
^adbever,  nothing  more  may  or  ought  to  be  urged, 
nor  any  queftion  or  controvcrfy  be  ever  moved  con- 
cerning the  fame  hereafter.  . 

VIII.  The  fubjeiSb  and  inhabitants,  merchants,  cap^ 
iains,  matters  of  fliips,  mariners  of  the  kingdoms, 
provinces,  and  dominions  of  each  confederate  refpfcc- 
lively,  fliall  abftain  and  forbear  to  fail  and  trade  in  the 
ports  and  havens  which  have  fortifications,  caftles, 
magazines,  or  warehoufes,  and  in  all  other  places  what- 
Ibcver  poStfkd  by  Ae  other  party  in  the  Weft  Indies; 
to  wit.  The  fubjeds  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  ftiaH 
not  fail  unto,  and  trade  in  the  havens  and  places  which 
llie  Catholic  King  holdeth  in  the  faid  Indies  i  nor  in 
Iflce  manner  fhall  the  fobjefts  of  the  King  of  Spain 
&Sl  unto,  or  trade  in  thofe  places  which  are  poflf  (led 
diere  by  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 

IX.  But  if,  at  any  time  hereafter,  either  King  fhall 
thmk  fit  to  grant  vsiux  the  fiAjc^  of  the  otha",*any 
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general  or  particular  licence  or  privileges  of  navigating 
unto,  and  tradinj^  in  any  places  under  his  obedience 
who  Ihall  grant  the  fame,  the  faid  navigation  and  trade 
{hall  be  exercifed  and  maintained  according  to  the 
form,  tenor,  and  efFeft  of  the  faid  permiffions  or  pri- 
vileges to  be  allowed  and  given ;  for  the  fecurity,  war- 
rant, and  authority  whereof,  this  prefent  treaty  and  the 
ratification  thereof  fhall  ferve. 

X.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  in  cafe  the  fubje£b  and  in- 
habitants of  either  of  the  confederates,  with  their  (hip- 
ping (whether  public  and  of  war,  or  private  and  of 
merchants)  be  forced  at  any  time  through  ftrefs  of 
weather,  purfuit  of  pirates  and  enemies,  or  other  in- 
convenience whatfoever,  for  the  feeking  of  fhelter  and 
harbour,  to  retreat  and  .enter,  into  any  of  the  rivers, 
creeks,  bays,  havens,  roads,  fhores,  and  ports  belong-

XL  Likewife,  if  any  Ihips  belongbg  to  either  con* 
federate,  their  people  and  fubjefts,  Ihall,  within  the 
coafts  or  dominions  of  the  othefj^  ftick  upon  the  fands, 
or  be  wrecked  (which  God  forbid)  or  fuffer  any  da- 
mage, the  perfons  Ihipwrecked  and  caft  on  the  Ihorc 
rfliall  in  no  fort  be  kept  prifoners,  but,  on  the  contrary,  all 
friendly  afliftance  and  relief  Ihall  be  adn^iniftered  to 
their  diftrefs,  and  letters  of  fafe-condu(9t  given  them  for 
their  free  and  quiet  palTage  thence,  and  the  return. of 
every  one  to  his  own  country. 

,     XIL  But  when  it  ihall  happeq,  diat  the  Ihifis  of 
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ridier(asis  above-mentioned)  through  danger  of  the  fea, 
or  other  urgent  caufe,  be  driven  into  the  ports  and  ha- 
vens of  the  other,  if  they  be  three  or  four  t<^ethcr,  and 
may  give  juft  ground  of  fuipicion,  they  fhall  immediate- 
iy  upon  their  arrival  acquaint  the  governor  or  chief 
ma^ftrate  of  the  pkce  with  the  caufe  of  their  coming, 
and  fhall  flay  no  longer  than  the  faid  governor  or  chief 
magiftrate  will  permit,  and  fhall  be  requifite  for  the 
fumifhing  themfclves  with  vi<5buals,  and  reparation  of 
Aeir  fhips :  and  they  fhall  always  take  care  not  to  cany 
put  of  their  fhips  any  goods  or  packs,  expofing  them 
to  fale,  neither  fhall  they  receive  any  merchandize  on 
board,  nor  do  any  thing  contrary  to  this  treaty, 

XIII.  Both  parties  fhall  truly  and  firmly  obfcrve 
and  execute  this  prefent  treaty,  and  aU  and  every  the 
matters  therein  contained,  ami  efFefhially  caufe  the 
fame  to  be  obferved  and  performed  by  the  fubjedts 
and  inhabitants  of  either  nadon. 

XIV.  No  private  injury  fhall  in  any  fort  weaken 
this  treaty,  nor  beget  hatred  or  difTentions  between  the 
Ibrefaid  nations,  but  every  one  fhall  anfwer  for  his  own 
IMDper  faft,  and  be  profecuted  thereupon;  neither 
fliaU  one  man  farisfy  for  the  offence  of  another  by  repri- 
ials,  or  other  fuch  like  odious  proceedings,  unlefs  juftice 
be  denied,  or  unreafbnably  delayed,  in  which  cafe  it 
fhall  be  lawful  for  that  King,  whofe  fubjeft  hath  fufiered 
the  lofs  and  injury,  to  take  any  courfe  according  to  the 

.rules  and  method  of  the  law  of  nations^  until  repara** 
tion  be  made  to  the  fufferer. 

XV.  The  prefent  treaty  fhall  in  nothing  der(^;ate 
from  any  pre-eminence|^  ^^S^h  ^^  dominion,  of  either 
confederate  in  the  American  leas,  channels,  or  waters^ 
but  that  they  have  and  retain  the  fame  in  as  full  and 
ample  manner  as  may  of  right  belong  unto  them  :  but 
it  is  always  to  be  iinderftood,  that  the  liberty  of  navi-* 
gatio|i  ought  in  no  manner  to  be  difhirbed,  where  no« 
thing  is  committed  againft  d^e  ^nuine  fenfe  and  mean* 
ipg  of  thefe  articles, 
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.  XVI.  Laftly,  The  folcmn  ratifications  of  thi$  pie-* 
fent  treaty  and  ^cement,;  made  in  due  forn^  ihall 
be  delivered  on  both  fides,  and  mutually  exchangpd 
within  the  (pace  of  four  months  fix>m  this  day ;  and 
within  eight  months,  to  be  computed  from  the  &id  ex* 
change  of  the  inftruments  (or  fooner  if  pofliblc)  dicy 
fhall  be  publifhed  in  all  convenient  places  throu^out 
ijie  kingdoms,  ftates,  iflands,  and  dominions  of  both 
confederates,  as  well  in  die  Wefl:  Indies  as  elfcwhere. 

In  teftimony  of  all  and  Angular  the  contents  hereof^ 
we  the  above-mentioned  plenipotentiaries  have- 
figned  and  fealed  this  prefent  treaty,  at  Madrid^

ANNE,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Queen  of  Great 
Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Fairfi, 
d:c.  To  all  and  fingular  to  whom  diefe  prefents  ihall 
comcj  greeting.  Whereas  a  certain  treaty  of  peace, 
and  friendihip,  between  us  and  oiu*  good  brother  Philip 
the  Fifth,  CaAolic  King  of  Spain,  was  concluded  and 
f^ned  at  Utrecht  the  -rV  ^^Y  ^^  ^s  prefent  month,  by 
our  ambaiTadors  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiaries^ 
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^who  were  provided  on  each  part  widi  fufficient  author 
cky>  in  die  .form  and  words  following : 

Whereas  it  has  pleafed  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  all 
things,  after  a  nnoft  grievous  war,  which  for  fo  many 
years  has  laid  defolate  almoft  the  whole  Chriftian  worl4 
with  blood  and  (laughter,  of  his  divine  clemency  to  dif- 
pofe  the  minds  of  the  Princes  engaged  in  the  dilpute  to 
the  thoughts  of  peace  and  concord,  after  they  had  been 
fo  long  inflamed  with  the  rage  and  fury  of  arms :  and 
whereas  the  Moft  Serene  and  Moft  Mighty  Lady  Annc^ 
by  the  grace  of  God,  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  France, 
and  Ireland,  &c.  and  the  Moft  Serene  and  Moft  Mighty 
Prince  Philip  the  Fifth,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Catholic 
King  of  Spain,  &c,  wifti  for  nothing  more  heartily,  and 
endeavour  nothing  more  earneftly,  than  that  the  ancient 
bonds  of  alliance  and  friendlhip  between  the.Britifli  and 
Spanilh  nations  /hduld  not  only  be  renewed,  but  alfo

&al  oi  England,  privy  counfellor  to  her  Royal  Majefty, 
dean  of  Windfor,  and  re^fter  of  the  moft  noble  Order 
of  die  Garter ;  and  the  moft  noble,  nnoft  illuftrious,  and 
moft  excellent  Lord  Thomas  Earl  of  Strafford,  Vif- 
count  Wentworth  of  Wentworth  Woodhoufe,  and  dC 
Staineborough,  baron  of  Raby,  privy  counfcUor  to  her 
Royal  Majefty,  her  ambaffador  extraordinary  and  ple- 
nipocentiary  to  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces,  colonel  of  her  Msnef- 
ty*5  royal  regiment  of  dragoons,  lieutenant  general  of 
her  Ma^efty's  armies,  firft  commiflioner  of  the  admi- 
lalty  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  knight  of  the 
moit  noUe  Order  of  the  Garter.    And  the  Catholic 
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King  on  his  part,  the  moft  iUuftrious  and  moft  excd- 
knt  Lord  Francis:  Maria  de  Paula,  Tellcz,  and  Giron^ 
Dukeof  Ofluna,  Count  of  Urvegna,  Marquis  of  Pen- 
nafiel,  grandee  of  Spain  of  the  firft  clafs,  high  cham* 
berlain  of  the  King,  great  notary  of  the  kingdoms  of 
Caflile,  one  of  the  commanders,  and  grand  clavero  of 
the  Order  of  Callatrava,  and  likewife  commander  of 
the  Order  of  St.  Jago,  one  of  the  grandees  of  the  cham- 
ber to  the  Catholic  King  Philip  the  Fifth,  general 
commander  in  his  armies,  and  captain  of  the  firft  troop 
of  his  Majefty's  life  guaids ;  and  the  moft  illuftrious 
and  moft  excellent  Lord  Tfidore  Cazado  de  Azevedo 
de  Roialez,  Marquis  of  M-  nteleone,  Vilcount  of  Al- 
cazar Real,  o  unfellor  of  his  Catholic  Majefty  in  the  fii- 
preme  council,  one  of  the  honourable  chamberlains  of 
the  King :  which  ambafladors  extraordinary  and  pleni-- 
potential  ies  have  confcnted  and  agreed  to  the  following 
conditions  of  peace  and  friendfhip,  to  the  fame  efie&  as 
thofe  which  were  made  at  the  courts  of  London  and 
Madrid,  by  minifters  on  each  fide. 

L  That  there  be  a  Chriftian  univerfal  peace,  and  a 
perpetual  and  true  friendlhip,  between  the  Moft  Serene 
and  Moft  Mighty  Princefj>  Anne,  Queen  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  die  Moft  Serene  and  Moft  Mighty  Prince 
Philip  the  Fifth,  Catholic  King  of  Spain,  and  their 
heirs  and  fuccefibrs,  and  alio  the  kingdoms,  ftates,  do-t 
minions,  and  provinces  of  both  parties,  wherefocver 
fituated,  and  their  fubjefts ;  and  diat  the  fame  be  fb 
fincerely  prcferved  and  cultivated,  that  neither  party 
do,  under  any  colour  whatever,  endeavour  to  attempt 
any  thing  to  the  deftruftion  or  detriment  of  the  other, 
or  yield  any  aid,  by  what  name  foever  it  be  called,  to 
thofe  who  attempt  the  fame,  or  who  endeavour  to  do 
any  dannage,  neidier  may  or  ought  thev  to  help  them 
by  any  means.  On  the  contrary,  their  Royal  Majefties 
fliall  be  obliged  the  one  to  promote  the  advantage, 
honour,  and  jntereft  of  the  other,  and  to  direft  their 
councils  to  that  end  with  all  care,  that  by  mutual  proof 
of  friendfhip,  th^  peace  which  is  now.  made  may  daily 
receive  new  additions  of  ftrength. 

IL  Bnt 
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IL  But  whereas  the  war  which  is  fo  happily  ended 
by  this  peace,  was  at  the  beginning  undertaken^  and 
was  carried  on  for  fo  many  years  widi  the  utmoft  force^ 
at  immenie  charge,  and  with  almoft  infinite  (laughter^ 
becaufe  of  the  great  danger  which  threatened  the  liber«« 
ty  and  fafety  oiall  Europe,  from  the  too  clofe  conjunc* 
tion  of  the  kingdoms  of  Spain  and  France.  And 
whereas  to  take  away  all  uneafinels  and  iuipicion,  con-> 
ceming  fuch  conjundion,  out  of  the  minds  of  people, 
and  to  fetde  and  eftabliih  the  peace  and  tranquillity  of 
Chriftendom'  by  an  equal  balance  of  power  (which  is 
the  beft  and  moft  folid  foundation  of  a.  mutual  friend- 
ibip,  and  of  a  concord  which  will  be  lafting  on  all 
fides)  as  well  the  Catholic  King  as  the  Moft  ChriftiaB 
King  have  coniented^  that  care  ihould  be  taken  by  fu&. 
ficient  precautions,  that  the  kingdoms  of  Spain  and 
France  fhould  never  come  and  be  united  luidcr  the 
(ame  dominion,  and  that  one  and  the  fame  perfon 
ihould  never  become  King  of  both  kingdoms.  And 
to  this  end  his  Catholic  Majefty  has  for  himfelf^  his 
heirs,  and  fucceflbrs,  moft  folemnly  renounced  all  man- 
ner of  right,  ride,  and  pretenfion  to  the  crown  of 
France,  in  the  form  and  words  following : 

The  KING. 

Whereas  on  the  5th  of  November  in  this  preleat 
year  17 12,  before  Don  Manuel  of  Vadillo  and  Velat 
CO,  my  fecretary  of  ftate,  and  chief  notary  of  the  king- 
doms of  Caftille,  and  Leon,  and  witnefles,  I  deliveredt 
fwore  to,  and  figned  a  public  inftrument  of  the  tenor 
following,  which  is,  woixi  for  word,  as  here  enfues. 

DON  PHILIP,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Caftille,  Leon,  Arragon,  the  Two  Sicilies,  Jerufalem, 
Navarre,  Granada,  Toledo,  Valentia,  Galicia,  Major- 
ca, Seville,  Sardinia,  Corduba,  Corfica,  Murcia,  Jaen, 
the  Algarvcs,  Algezira,  Gibraltar,  the  Canary  Iflands, 
the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies,  the  iflands  and  terra firma  of 
the  ocean.  Archduke  of  Auftria,  Duke  of  Burgundy^ 
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Brrf>ant',  and  Milan,  Count  of  HdWpui^,  Pkndcrs, 
Tiro),  and  Barcelona,  Lx)rd  of  Bifcay  and  Molina,  &c. 
By  the  account  and  itiformation  of  this  inftrument  and 
writing  of  renunciation  and  relinquilhment,  and  that  k 
may  remain  for  a  perpetual  Femembrance,  I  do  make 
known  and  declare  to  kings,  princes,  potentates,  com- 
monwealths, communities,  and  particular  perfons,  which 
now  are,  and  fhall  be  in  future  ages  t  That  it  being 
pne  of  the  principal  pofirions  of  the  treaties  of  peace; 
depending  between  the  crowns  of  Spain  and  of  France, 
with  that  of  En^and,  for  the  rendering  it  firm  and 
bftingj  and  proceeding  to  a  general  one,  on  the  maxim 
of  ftcuring  for  ever  the  univerfal  good  and  quiet  of 
Europe,  by  an  equal  weight  of  power,  fo  that  many 
being  united  in  one,  the  balance  c^the  equality  defired, 
might  not  turn  to  the  .advantage  of  one,  and  the  danger 
and  hazard  of  the  reft;  it  was  propofed,  and  infifted 
on  by  En^and,  and  it  Was  agreed  to  on  my  part,  and 
on  that  of  die  King  my  grandfather,  that  for  avoiding 
at  any  rime  whatever  the  union  of  this  monarchy  witH 
jtfiat  of  France,  and  the  poffibility  that  it  might  happen 
in  any  cafe,  reciprocal  renunciarions  Ihould  be  made 
by  me,  and  for-  ail  my  defcendants,  to  the  poflibility  of 
fucceeding  to  the  monsLrchy  of  France,  and  on  the  part 
of  thofe  princes,  and  of  aH  their  race,  prefent  and  to 
COftie,  to'diat  of  fueceediiig  to  this  monarchy  j  by  form- 
ing a  proper  projed  of  abdicauon  of  all  rights -wi^i:!! 
might  be  claimed  by  the  two  royal  houfes  of  diis,  and 
pf  t^t  nnonarchy,  as  to  their  fucceeding  mutually  to 
eedbL  other;  by  feparating,  by  the  legal  means  of  my 
renunciation,  my  branch  from  the  royal  ftem  of  Fwice^ 
^d  all  the  blanches  of  France  from  the  ftem  of  the 
blood  royal  of  Spain  j  by  taking  care  at  the  fame  tim/e^ 
in  purfuancc  of  the  fundamental  and  perpetual  maxina 
of  tlie  balance  of  power  m  Europe,  which  perfuades 
and  juftifies  the  avoiding,  in  all  cafes  imaginable,  the 
union  of  the  monarchy  of  France  with  that  of  Spairtj 
tjiat  the  inconvenience  fhould  likewife  be  provide4 
Sigainft,  left,  in  defauk  of  my  ifliie,  the  cafe  (hould  hap^ 
'  '  ,  pen 
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pen  th^t  this  monarchy  Ibould  devolve  again  to  the 
Houie  of  Auftria^  whofe  dominions  and  dependencies^ 
even  widiout  the  union  of  the  empire,  wouki  make  ic 
(omudable ;  a  motive  which  at  other  times  mad^  it 
juftifiable  to  feparate  tho  hereditary  dominions  of  the 
Houfe  of  Auftria  from  the  body  of  the  Spanifh  mo* 
narchy;  it  being  agreed  and  fetded  to  this  end  by 
England  with  me,  and  with  the  King  my  grandfather^ 
that  in  failure  of  me,  and  of  my  iflue,  the  Duke  of 
Savoy,  and  his  fons  and  deicendants,  being  malcsi 
born  in  conftant  lawful  marriage,  arc  to  enter  upon  the 
focceflion  of  this  monarchy  j  and  in  default  of  his  mate 
line,  the  Prince  Amadeo  of  Carignan,  and  his  font 
and  defcendants,  being  males^  born  in  conftant  ktwAd 
maj-riage  j  and  in  default  of  his  line.  Prince  Thomas^ 
brother  of  the  Prince  of  Carignan,  his  fons  and  defcen- 
dants, being  males,  born  in  conftant  lawftil  marriage; 
who,  as  defcendants  of  the  Infanta  Donna  Catharina» 
daughter  of  Philip  the  Second,  and  being  exprefsly 
called,  have  a  clear  and  known  right,  fuppofing  the 
friendihip  and  pej-petual  alliance,  which  the  Duke  of 
Savoy,  and  his -defcendants,  are  to  fblicit  and  obtain 
from  this  crown  j  it  being  to  be  believed,  that  by  this 
perpetual  and  never-ceafing  hope,  the  needle  of  the 
balance  may  remain  invariable,  and  all  the  powers, 
wearied  with  the  toil  and  uncertainty  of  batdes,  may 
be  amicably  kept  in  an  equal  poiie  j  it  not  remaining 
in  the  dilpofal  of  any  of  the  parties  to  alter  this  federal 
equilibrium  by  way  of  any  contradl  of  renunciation,  or 
retrocelTion,  fmce  the  fame  reafbn,  which  induced  ita 
being  admitted,  demonftrates  its  permanency, «  funda^ 
mental  conftitution  being  formed,  which  may  fetde  by 
an  unalterable  law  the  fucceflion  of  what  is  to  conoe. 
In  confequence  of  what  is  abovefaid,  and  for  the  love  I 
bear  to  the  Spaniards,  and  from  the  knowledge  I  have 
of  what  I  owe  to  them,  and  the  repeated  experience  of 
their  fkkhty,  and  for  making  a  return  to  Divine  Pk^- 
vidence,  by  this  refignation  to  its  deftiny,  for  the  great 
benefit  of  having  placed  and  maiittaiQed  me  on  the 
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throne,  among  fuch  illuftrious  and  well-deferving  vaf- 
lals,  I  have  determined  to  abdicate,  for  myfelf,  and  all 
my  defcendants,  the  right  of  fucceeding  to  the  crown 
of  France,  defiring  not  to  depart  from  living  and  dying 
vith  my  beloved  and  faithful  Spaniards  -,  leaving  to  all 
my  defcendants  the  infeparable  bond  of  their  fidelity 
and  love.  And  to  the  end  that  this  refolution  may 
have  its  due  efFeft,  and  that  the  matter  may  ceafc, 
irfiich  has  been  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  principal 
motives  of  the  war,  which  has  hitherto  afflifted  Eu- 
rope, of  my  own  motion,  free,  Ipontaneous,  and  uncon- 
ftrained  will,  I  Don  Philip,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King 
of  Caftille,  Leon,  Arragon,  the  Two  Sicilies,  Jerufa- 
lem,  Navarre,  Granada,  Toledo,  Valencia,  Galicia, 
Majorca,  Seville,  Sardinia,  Corduba,  Corfica,  Murcia, 
Jaen,  the  Algarves,  Algezira,  Gibraltar,  the  Canary 
Iflands,  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies,  the  iflands,  and  terra 
frma  of  the  ocean.  Archduke  of  Auftria,  Duke  of  Bur- 
gundy, Brabant,  and  Milan,  Count  of  Hablpurg,  Flan- 
ders, Tirol,  and  Barcelona,  Lord  of  Bifcay  and  Mo- 
lina, &c,  do  by  this  prefent  inftrument,  for  myfelf^ 
for  my  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  renounce,  quit,  and  reUn- 
quifli  for  ever  and  ever  all  pretentions,  rights,  and 
titles,  which  I  have,  or  any  descendant  of  mine  hath  at 
prefent,  or  may  have  at  any  time  to  come,  to  the  fuc- 
ceflion  of  the  crown  of  France ;  and  I  declare,  and 
hold  myfelf  for  excluded  ^d  feparated,  me,  and  my 
fonSj^  heirs,  and  defcendants  for  ever,  for  excluded  and 
difabled  abfolutely,  and  without  limitation,  diSerence, 
and  diftinftion  of  perfons,  degrees,  fexes,  and  times, 
from  the  aft  and  right  of  fucceeding  to  the  crown  of 
France.  And  I  will  and  confent,  for  myfelf,  and  my 
faid  defcendants,  that  now,  as  well  as  then,  it  may  be 
taken  to  be  paffed  over  and  transferred  to  him,  who  by 
mine  and  their  being  excluded,  difabled,  and  incapaci- 
tated, Ihall  be  found  next  and  immediate  in  degree  to 
the  King,  by  whofe  death  it  fhall  become  vacant ;  and 
the  fucceffion  to  the  faid  crown  of  France  is  at  any 
time,  and  in  any  cafe>  to  be  fettled  on,  and  given  to  him^ 
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to  have  and  to  hold  the  fame  as  true  and  lawful  fuccef-- 
for,  in  the  lame  manner  as  if  I  and  my  defcendants 
had  not  been  born,  or  been  in  the  world  -,  fince  for  fuch 
are  we  to  be  held  and  efteemed,  becaufe  in  my  peribn, 
and  in  that  of  my  defcendants,  there  is  no  conTideradon 
to  be  had,  or  foundation  to  be  made  of  a6tive  or  paf* 
five  reprefentadon,  beginning,  or  continuation  of  linei- 
age  effeftive,  or  contendve  of  fubftance,  blood,  or  qua- 
lity, nor  can  the  defcent,  or  computation  of  degrees  of 
thofe  perfons  be  derived  from  the  Moft  Chriftian  King^ 
mylordandgrandfather,  nor  from  the  dauphin  my  father, 
Bor  from  the  glorious  Kings  their  progenitors ;  nor  hj 
any  other  means  can  they  come  into  the  fucceffion,  nor 
take  poflefTion  of  the  degree  of  proximity,  and  exclude, 
from  it  the  perfon,  who,  as  is  abovefaid,  ihall  be  found 
next  in  degree.     I  will  and  confent  for  myfelf,  and  for 
my  delcendants,  that  from  this  time,  as  well  as  then, 
this  right  be  looked  upon  and  confidered  as  pafled 
over  and  transferred  to  the  Duke  of  Berry  my  bro- 
ther, and  to  his  fons  and  defcendants,  being  males, 
bom  in  conftant  lawful  marriage ;  and  in  default  of 
his  male  ilTue,  to  the  Duke  of  Orleans  my  uncle,  and 
to  his  fons  and  defcendants,  being  males,  born  in  con- 
ftant lawful  marriage  i  and  in  default  of  his  ilTue,  to 
the  Duke  of  Bouibon  my  coulin,  and  to  his  fons  and 
defcendants,  being  males,  bom  in  conftant  lawful  mar- 
riage; and  in  like  manner  fucceflively  to  all  the  princes 
of  the  blood  of  France,  their  fons  and  defcendants, 
being  males,  for  ever  and  ever,  according  to  the  place 
and  order  in  which  they  fhall  be  called  to  the  crown  by 
i%ht  of  their  birth  -,  and  confequendy  to  that  perfon 
among  the  faid  princes,  who  (I  and  all  my  faid  defcen- 
dants being,  as  is  abovefaid,  excluded,  difabled,  and 
incapacitated^  ihall  be  found  the  neareft  in  immedi- 
ate degree  after  that  King,  by  whofe  death  the  vacancy 
>6f  the  crown  of  France  Ihall  happen,  and  to  whom  the 
fucceffion  ought  to  belong  at  any-  time,  and  in  any  cafe 
whatibever,  that  he  may  pofTefs  the  fame  as  true  and 
lavrfiU  fucccflbrj  in  the  lame  manner  as  if  I,  and  my 
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defcendants,  had  not  been  bom.  And  for  the  greater 
ftrength  of  this  aft  of  abdication  of  all  the  rights  and 
tides  which  appertained  to  me,  and  to  all  my  fons  and 
deicendants,  of  fucceeding  to  the  aforefaid  crown  of 
France,  I  depart  from,  and  relinquifh  elpecially  that 
which  might  moreover  accrue  to  the  rights  of  birth 
ftom  the  letters  patents,  or  inftrument,  whereby  the 
King  my  grandfather  preferred  and  refcrved  to  me, 
and  enabled  me  to  enjoy  the  right  of  fuceeffion  to  the 
crown  of  France,  which  inftrument  was  difpatched  at 
'Verfailles  in  the  month  of  December,  in  the  year  1700, 
'and  pafled,  and  approved,  and  r^iftered  by  the  parlia^ 
ment  I  will  diat  it  cannot  ferve  me  for  a  foundation 
to  the  purpofes  therein  provided  for,  and  I  rejeft  and " 
renounce  it,  and  hold  it  for  null,  void,  and  of  no  force, 
and  for  cancelled,  and  as  if  no  fuch  inftrument  had 
ever  been  executed.  I  promifc  and  oblige  myfclf,  on 
the  fsuth  of  a  King's  word,  that  as  much  as  Ihall  relate 
to  my  part,  and  that  of  my  fons  and  defcendants,  which 
.are  and  ftiall  be,  I  will  take  care  of  the  obfcrvation  and 
accomplifliment  of  this  writing,  without  permitting  or 
confenting  that  any  thing  be  donfe  contrary  thereunto, 
dircftly  or  indireftly,  in  the  whole,  or  in  part  j  and  I 
relinquifh  and  depart  from  all  and  all  manner  of  reme- 
dies, known  or  unknown,  ordinary  or  extraordinary, 
and  which  by  common  right,  or  fpecial  privilege,  mi^ 
belong  to  us,  to  me,  and  to  my  fons  and  defcendants, 
to  reclaim,  mention,  or  allege  againft  what  is  aboye- 
faid  ;  and  I  renounce  them  all,  and  eipecially  that  of 
evident  prejudice,  enormous,  and  moft  enormous,  which 
•may  be  reckoned  to  have  happened  in  this  relinquiflb- 
ment  and  renunciation  of  the  right  of  being  able  at  any 
time  to  fucceed  to  the  crown  aforementioned.  I  wffl 
tiiat  none  of  the  faid  remedies,  nor  others,  of  whatfo^ 
ever  name,  ufc,  importance,  and  quality  they  may  be, 
do  avail  us,  or  can  avail  us.  And  if  in  faft,  or  unda- 
any  cofour,  we  (hould  endeavour  to  {cite  the  faid  kiftg^ 
dom  by  force  of  arms,  by  making,  or  moving  waf, 
©ffenfive  or  dcfcnfive,  from  this  time  for  ever,  that  is  tso 
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be  hekl>  jtK^^,  and  declared,  for  an  unlawful,  unjuft/ 
and  wroi^fuUy  undertaken  war,  and  for  violence,  in- 
vanon,  and  ufurpadon,  done  againft  reafon  and  con- 
fcience ;  and  on  the  contrary,  that  is  to  be  judged  and 
efteemed  a  juft,  lawful,  and  allowed  war,  which  fhaU 
be  made  or  moved  in  behalf  of  him,  who  by  the  ex- 
clufion  of  me,  and  of  my  faid  fons  and  defcendarits, 
ought  to  liicceed  to  the  faid  crown  of  France,  to  whom 
the  fubje6ts  and  nadves  thereof  are  co  apply  themfelves, 
and  to  obey  him,  to  take  and  perform  the  oath  and 
homage  of  fealty,  and  to  fervehun  as  their  lawful  king 
and  lord.  And  the  relinquilhment  and  renunciation, 
for  me>  and  my  faid  fbns  and  defcendants,  is  to  be  firm, 
ftable,  valid,  and  irrevocable  perpetually,  forever  and 
even  And  I  declare  and  promife,  that  I  have  not 
made,  neither  will  I  make,  any  pr6teftation  or  reclaim- 
ing, in  public  or  in  fecret,  to  the  contrary,  which  may 
hinder  or  diminiih  the  force  of  what  is  contained  in 
diis  writing;  and  that  if  I  fhould  make  it,  although  ic 
be  ^orh  to,  it  is  not  to  be  valid,  neither  can  it  have 
any  force ;  and  for  the  greater  Itrength  and  fecurity  of 
what  is  contained  in  this  renunciation,  and  of  what  is 
faid  and  promiled  on  my  part  therein,  I  give  again  the 
plec^  ot  my  faith,  and  royal  word,  and  I  fwear  folemn- 
ly  by  the  gofpels  contained  in  this  miffal,  upon  which 
I  lay  my  right  hand,  that  I  will  obferve,  maintain,  and 
accomplifh  this  aft  and  infbximent  of  renunciation,  as 
well  fbar  myfclf  as  for  all  my  fuccefibrs,  heirs,  and  dc- 
fqendants,  in  all  the  claufes  therein  contained,  accord- 
ing to  the  moft  natural,  literal,  and  plain  fenfe  and  con- 
ffanAion ;  and  that  I  have  not  fought,  neither  will  I 
ieek,  any  difpenfadon  from  this  oath ;  and  if  it  fliall  be 
fou^t  for  by  any  particular  pcrfon,  or  fhall  be  granted 
motuproprioy  I  will  not  ufe  it,  nor  take  any  advantage 
of  it.  Nay  in  fuch  cafe  as  that  it  fhould  be  granted 
mc,  I  make  another  the  like  oath,  that  there  may  al- 
ways be  and  remain  one  oath  above  and  beyond  all 
di^)enfations  which  may  be  granted  me.  And  I  deliver 
this  writing  before  the  prefent  fecretary,  notary  of  this 
my  kingdom,  and  I  have  iigned  ;t,  and  commanded  ic 
You  XL  '  E  to

Do  certify,  that  in  purfuance  of  the  propofition 
which  the  King  our  lord  (whom  God  prcferve)  made 
to  the  kingdom  affembled  in  Cortes,  reprefented  by  all 
the  knights,  deputies  from  the  cities  and  towns,  which 
have  a  vote  therein,  the  fifth  day  of  this  prefent  month 
and  year,  in  his  royal  palace  of  Buen  Retiro,  and  upon 
fight  of  the  mftrument  of  renunciation,  delivered  by 
his  Majefty,  the  fame  "day,  month,  and  year,  before 
Don  Manuel  of  Vadillo  and  Velafco,  his  fecretary  of 
ftate,  and  public  notary  and  writer  in  all  his  kingdom* 
and  dominions,  which  his  Majefty  ordered  him  to  pre- 
fent, and  which  was'  read,  and  publiflied  in  the  meeting 
of  the  Cortes,  which  the  kingdom  held  for  this  alone, 
the  ninth  of  this  month,  the  following  refolurion  was 
agreed  upon. 

That  the  moft  humble  reprefentation  be  made  bv 
the  kingdom,  laying  ourfelves  at  the  royal  feet  of  his 
Majefly,  giving  him  immortal  thanks  for  the  immenfe 
benefits,  and  exceeding  great  favours,  wherewith  he  has 
been  pleafed  to  honour  and  exalt  the  Spanifh  nation,  by 
taking  care  of  the  greateft  good  and  advantage  of  hik 
moft  loving  vaflals,  by  procuring  to  this  monarchy  the 
caie  of  tiiis  defired  peace  and  tranquillity.  And-  that 
the  kingdom,  defiring  on  their  part  to  contribute  to  the 
attaining  the  royal  intention  of  his  Majefty,  aflents  to» 
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and  if  it  were  ncceffaiy  for  the  greater  authority,  validi* 
ty,  and  ftrength,  approves  and  confirms  the  renuncia- 
tion which  his  Majefty  is  pleafed  to  make  for  himfel^ 
and  in  the  name  of  all  his  royal  defendants,  to  the  luc- 
ceilion  which  poflibly  tnay  happen  of  the  monarchy  of 
France,  with  this  circumftance,  that  the  like  renuncia- 
tion to  this  crown  is  to  be  executed  by  the  princes  of 
that  royal  family,  and  their  defcendants :  and  likewife 
the  perpetual  exclufion  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  from 
the  dominions,  of  this  monarchy ;  and  in  like  manner 
in  cafe  of  failure  (which  God  forbid)  of  the  royal  iffue 
of  his  Majefty,  the  caHing  of  the  Houfe  of  the  Duke  of 
Savoy,  ami  of  all  his  fbns,  and  male  defcendants,  bom 
in  cordlant  lawful  matrimony ;  and  in  default  of  all 
thefe  lines,  of  the  prince  Amadeus  of  Carignan,  his 
Ions,  and  male  defcendants,  bom  in  conftant  lawful 
nmtrimony ;  and  in  failure  thereof,  of  the  Prince  Tho- 
mas, brother  of  the  laid  Prince  of  Carignan,  his  fons, 
luid  male  defcendants,  bom  in  conftant  lawful  matri- 
mony;  who  as  defcendants  of  the  Infanta  Donna  Ca- 
thanna,  daughter  of  Philip  the  Second,  and  being  ex- 
prelsly  called,  have  a  clear  and  known  right,  fuppofing 
the  friendfhip  and  perpetual  alliance  with  this  crown, 
which  ought  to  be  fought  and  obtained  by  the  Duke  of 
Savoy,  and  his  defcendants.  And  that  the  kingdom 
approves,  agrees  to,  and  ratifies  all  thefe  three  tfungs, 
and  each  of  them,  with  the  lame  qualifies,  conditions,  and 
fuppofmons,  as  are  expreffed,  inferred,  and  conclud* 
cd  in  the  faid  inftrument  of  renunciation  executed  by 
his  Majefty,  which  has  been  mentioned  and  referred  to. 
And  lafUy,that  for  fecuring  and  eftablifhing  the  flrength 
of  thefe  treaties,-  thefe  kingdoms  oblige  thcmfelves,with 
all  their  power  and  force,  to  caufe  to  be  maintained  the 
royal  refolutiops  of  his  Majefty,  facrificing  in  his  royal 
fervice,  even  to  the  laft  drop  of  their  blood,  offering  to 
his  Majefty  their  lives  and  fortunes,  in  token'  of  their 
love.  And  that  for  the  eternal  remembrance  and  obr 
fcrvancc  of  the  royal  deliberation  of  his  Majefty,  and 
agreement  of  the  kingdom,  it  be  defired  in  their  name 
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(43  uiieSi^  tJbbsy  kwe  deiired  ^yi  peddooed  by  thdur 
rqu-^fentation  wd  con&lt^on,  made  the  iame  nindi 
(^y  of  chis  month)  di^t  his  Majefty  wp\ild  he  pleafed 
to  onkr,  that  by  annulling  all  that  (haU  he  feyod  co 
^  contr<L]y3  it  ^e  e(jt2^}li(hed  as  a  fiindamental  law,  as 
1^41  the  aforefaid  renunciations,  as  tiie  perpetual  eKclu* 
Son  o^the  HodI^  of  Auftria  from  the  dominions  of 
f|his  cfiown,  and  the  callii^g  ef  that  of  Savoy  to  the  fijc--. 
ceffi/^n  of  thefe  kingdoms,  in  default  (which  God  for-* 
l^id)  of  defcendaats  from  his  Majefty ;  which  the  king-* 
dom,  with  the  approbation  c^  his  Majefty,  does  even 
i^w  agoee  tio,  as  me  foundation*  whereon  depends  the 
greateft  good  and  advantage  of  this  monarchy,  fo  much 
pur^^ed,  favoured,  and  exalted  by  the  royal  benevo- 
Jl^eace  of  his  Majefty. 

And  the  King  oyr  k>rd,  having  agreed  to  this  unani-^ 
mou$  »^1  uniform  refolution  and  repreientation  of  att 
tjaiP  knights  deputies  in  the  Cortes  of  the  kingdom,  he 
h^  bcfsn  plcafcd,  by  his  royal  decree  of  the  feventh  of 
this  ^onth«  to  command  it  to  be  remitted  to  his  (u^ 
preme  council^  jointly  with  the  writii^  of  renunciation^ 
ordaining  that  the  tenor  of  the  law  be  forthwith  form- 
ed, extended,'  and  difpo&^d,  with  all  the  circumftan- 
ces  of  dearnefs  and  ftrength^  for  its  more  inviolable 
and  perpetual  obfervation. 

As  all  that  is  abovefaid  does  more  largely  appear, 
from  the  aforementioned  inftruments,  the  refolution^ 
and  fuppjication  of  the  kingdom,  which  are  cited,  and 
«p  which  I  refer.  And  this  certificate  figned  with  my 
band,  fealed  with  the  fcal  of  the  royal  arms  of  his  Ma- 
jefty, I  give  by  virtue  of  his  royal  order,  in  the  paper 
pf  the  Marquis  of  Mejorada  and  of  Brena,  one  of  his 
€ouacil,  gentleman  of  his  chamber,  his  fecretary  of 
ftate,  and  of  the  univerfal  dilpatch.

And  whereas  the  renunciation  and  the  ad  above  in^ 
ierted,  being  by  my  command  communicated  to  thft 
Sutes  of  my  kingdom,  who,  for  the  greatervalidityof  thtf 
faid  renunciation  and  ad>  were  aflembled  in  this  placet 
were  received  and^approved  by  them  in  all  its  partsj 
and  they>  by  their  reprefentation  of  the  ninth  or  No- 
vember laft,  did  defye  me,  in  my  royal  wifdom,  td. 
command  that  the  exclufion  of  the  Houfes  of  France 
and  Auftria,  and  the  order  of  fucceflion  in  the  Houfc  of 
Savoy  after  all  my  defcendaftts  (which  are  contained  in 
the  abovementioned  aft  of  renunciation)  fhould  be 
cft^liihed  as  a  fundamental  law :  and  whereas,  be- 
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caufe  this  method  is  as  ufeful  and  neceflary  to  the  be-

executed  for  ever,  as  it  is  contained  therein :  and  in 
confequence  of  the  faid  aft,  I  and  all  my  defc^ndants 
are  for  ever  excluded  from  the  fucceffion  to  the  crown 
of  France,  fo  that  we  never  can  fucceed  to  the  faid 
crown,  under  any  pretence,  at  any  time,  or  on  any 
accident  or  occafion  whatfoever ;  and  all  the  Princes 
of  the  Blood  of  France,  and  all  of  their  race,  either  in 
being  or  that  Ihall  be,  are  by  the  faid  aft  excluded  re- 
ciprocally from  the  monarchy  of  Spain ;  and  all  the 
princes,  as  well  males  as  females,  of  the  Houfe  of  Auf? 
tria,  that  are  either  now  in  being  or  that  fliall  be,  are 
in  the  fame  manner  excluded,  lo  that  neither  the  one 
hor  the  other  can  ever  in  any  cafe,  either  yet  thought 
of,  or  not  thought  of,  fucceed  to  the  monarchy  of  Spain^ 
pr  to  the  provinces  diat  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
united  to  it :  and  in  cafe  of  failure  of  my  royal  perfon, 
and  of  my  lawful  defcendants,  as  well  male  as  female,  X 
do  declare,  that  the  Duke  of  Savoy  ought  to  fucceed 
to  this  rnonarchy,  and  his  Ions,  and  male  defcendants, 
'  coming  from  the  male  line  in  conftant  and  lawful 
wedlock ;  and  in  failure  of  his  male  line,  the  Prince 
Amadeus  of  Carignan,  and  his  fons,  and  male  de- 
fcendants from  thk  fame  line,  bOrn  in  conftant  and 
lawfiil  wedlock ;  and  on  failure  of  his  male  line. 
Prince  Thomas,  brother  of  the  Prince  of  Carignan, 
his  fons,  and  male  defcendants  from  the  fame  line 
male,  born  in  conftant  lawful  wedlock;  all  whom,  as 
defcending  from  the  Infanta,  the  Lady  Catharine, 
daughter  of  Don  Philip  the  Second,  ami  by  this  ex- 
prefe  vocation  have  an  evident  and  acknowledged 
right  to  the  fucceflion  of  this  monarchy.  It  is  itiy 
will  that  this  order  of  fucceflion  be  for  ever  obferved,

LEWIS,  by  the  grace  of  God,  iting  of  France 
aikt  Navarre:  to  all  people  prefcnt,  and  to  come,- 
greeting*     During  the  various  revolutions  erf"  a  war, 
ifc  herein  we  have'  fought  only  to  maintain  the  juftice  of 
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Ac  ri^its  of  the  King,  our  moft  dear  and  moft  be- 
loved grandfonj  to  the  monarchy  of  Spain,  we  have 
never  ceaied  to  defire  peace.  Tixe  greateft  fucccfles 
did  not  at  all  dazzle  w;  tmd  the  contrary  events, 
which  the  hand  of  God  made  uic  of  to  try  tis,  rather 
than  to  deftroy  us,  did  not  give  birth  to  that  defire  in 
us,  but  found  it  there.  But  the  time  marked  out  by 
Divine  Providence,  for  the  repofe  of  Europe,  was  not 
yet  come;  the  diftant  fear  of  feeing,  one^day,  our 
crown,  and  that  of  Spain,  upon  the  head  of  one  and 
die  (ame  Prince,  did  always  make  an  equal  impreffion 
on  the  Powers  wWch  were  united  againft  us ;  and  this 
fear,  which  had  been  the  principal  caufc  of  the  war, 
fcemed  alio  to  lay  an  infuperable  obftaclc  in  the  way 
to  peace.  At  laft,  after  many  fruidefe  negotiations,  ^ 
God  being  moved  with  the  fufFerings  and  groans  of 
fo  many  people,  was  pleafed  to  open  a  furer  way  to 
come  at  fo  difficult  a  peace  :  but  the  fame  alarms  ftill 
fubfifting,  the  firft  and  principal  condition  which  was 
propofed  to  us  by  our  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved 
fifter  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  as  the  cffential  and 
neceflary  foundation  of  treating,  was,  that  the  King 
of  Spain,  our  faid  brother  and  grandfon,  keeping  the 
monarchy  of  Spain  and  of  the  Indies,  Ihould  renounce ' 
for  himfeif^  and  his  defcendants  for  ever,  the  rights 
which  his  birth  might  at  any  time  give  him  and  them 
to  our  crown ;  that  on  the  other  hand,  our  moft  dear 
and  moft  beloved  grandfon  the  Duke  of  Berry,  and 
our  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved  nephew  the  Duke  of 
Orleans,  Ihould  likewifc  renounce  for  themfelves,  and 
for  their  defcendants,  male  and  female  for  ever,  their 
rights  to  die  monarchy  of  Spain  and  the  Indies.  Our 
iaid  fifter  caufed  it  to  be  reprefented  to  us,  that  with- 
out a  formal  and  pofirive  affurance  upon  this  point, 
which  alone  could  be  the  bond  of  peace,  Europe 
would  never  be  at  reft ;  all  the  Powers  which  Ihare  the 
iame  being  equally  perfuaded,  that  it  was  for  their 
general  intereft,  and  for  their  common  fecurity,  to  con- 
tinue a  war,  whereof  no  one  could  forefee  the  end,  ra- 
ther 
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ther  than  to  be  expofed  to  behold  the  fame  Prince 
become  one  day  mailer  of  two  monarchies,  fo  power- 
ful as  thofe  of  France  and  Spain.    But  as  this  Princeft 
(whofe  mdefatigable  zed  tor  re-eftablilhing  the  ge- 
neral tranquillity  we   cannot  fufficjently  praife)  was 
fenfifele  of  all  the  reluftancy  we  had  to  confent,  that 
one  of  our  children,  fo  wordiy  to  inherit  the  fucceflion 
of  oyr  forefathers,  fliould  neceffarily  be  excluded  from 
it,  if  the  misfortunes,  wherewith  it  h^s  pleafed  God  to 
fifflift  us  in  our  family^  fhould  moreover  take  from  us^ 
in  the  perlbn  of  the  Dauphin^  oyr  mqft  dear  and  moft 
jjelovcd  great-grandfon,  the  only  remainder  of  thofe 
Princes  wliich  our  kingdom  has  fo  juftly  lamcnteci 
with  us ;  (he  entered  into  our  pain,  and  after  having 
Joindy  fought  out  gender  means  of  fecuring  die  peacc^ 
we  agreed  with  our  faid  fifter  to  propofe  to  the  King 
of  Spain  other  dominions,  inferior  indeed  to''  thofe 
which  he  poffcfles,  yet  the  value  thereof  would  fo 
miich  the  more  increafe  un4er  his  reign,  in  as  mucl^ 
as  in  that  cafe  he  vould  preferve  his  rigj^ts^^  and  annex 
to  our   crown   a  part  of  the  faid  dominions^  if  he 
came  one  time  or  other  tq  fqcceed  us.   We  employe4 
therefore  the  ftrongeft  reafons  to  perfuade  l\im  to  accept; 
this  alternative.     We  gave  him  to  iindcrft^indj^that  the 
duty  of  his  birth  was  the  firft  which  he  ought  to  con- 
,  fult  i  that  he  owed  himfelf  to  his  houfe,  and  to  his  coun- 
try, before  he  was  obliged  to  Spain ;  that  if  he  were 
wanting  to  his  firft  engagements,  he  would  perhapa 
one  day  in  vain  regret  his  having  abandoned  thofe 
rights,  which  he  would  be  no  more  able  to  maintain. 
We  added  to  thefe  reafons,  the  perfonal  motives  of 
friendfhip  and  of  tender  love,  which  we  thought  likely 
to  move  him  j  the  pleafure  we  ftiould  have  in  feeing 
him  from  time  to  time  near  us,  and  in  pafllng  fome 
part  of  our  days  with  him,  which  we  might  promife 
ourfelves  from  the  neighbourhood  of  the  dominions 
that  were  offered  him,  the  fatisfaftion  v  of  inftrudting 
him  ourfelves  concerning  the  ftate  of  our  afiairs,  and 
of  relying  upon  him  (or  the  future  i  fo  that,  if  Sod 
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fhould  preferve  to  us  the  pauphin,  wc  could  give  our 
kingdom^  in  the  perfon  of  the  King  our  brother,  and 
grandlbn,  a  regent  inftrufted  in  the  art  of  government; 
and  that  if  this  child,  fo  precious  to  us  and  to  our  fub- 
jefts,  were  alfo  taken  from  us,  we  fhould  at  leaft  have 
the  coniblation  of  leaving  to  our  people  a  virtuous 
King,  fit  to  govern  them,  and  who  would  likewife 
annex  to  our  crown  very  confiderable  dominions.  Our 
inftances  reiterated  with  all  the  force,  and  with  all  the 
tender  affeftioij  neceflary  to  perfuade  a  fon,  who  fo 
juftly  deferves  thofe  efforts,  which  we  .made  for  pre- 
ferving  him  to  France,  produced  nothing  but  reite- 
rated Ecfiifals  on  his  part,  ever  to  abandon  fuch 
brave  and  faidiful  fubjeds,  whofe  zeal  for  him  had 
been  diftinguifhed  in  thofe  conjun6tures,  when  his 
throne  feemed  to  be  the  moft  fhaken.  So  that  pcrfifting 
with  an  invincible  firmnefs  in  his  firft  refolution,  affert- 
ing  likewile,  that  it  was  more  glorious  and  more  ad- 
vantageous for  our  Houfe  and  for  our  kingdom,  than 
that  which  we  preflcd  him  to  take,  he  declared  in  the 
meeting  of  the  States  of  the  kingdom  of  Spain,  af- 
fembled  at  Madrid  for  that  purpole,  that  for  obtaining 
a  general  peace,  and  fecuring  the  tranquillity  of  Eu- 
rope by  a  balance  of  power,  he  of  his  own  proper 
modon,  of  his  own  free  will,  and  without  any  con- 
ftraint,  renounced .  for  himfelf,  for  his  heirs  and  liic- 
ceilbrs,  for  ever  and  ever,  all  pretenfions,  rights,  and 
titles,  which  he  or  any  of  his  ^efcendants  have  at  pre- 
fent,  or  may  have  at  any  time  to  come,'  whatfoever,  to 
the  (ucceflion  of  our  crown  j  that  hie  held  for  excluded 
therefrom  himfelf  his  children,  heirs,  and  dcfcendants 
for  ever;  that  he  confented  for  himfelf  and  for  them, 
diat  now,  as  well  as  then,  his  right,  and  that  of  his 
dcfcendants,  fhould  pafs  over  and  be  transferred  to  him 
among  the  Princes,  whom  the  law  of  fucceffion  and 
the  order  of  birth  calls  or  fhall  call  to  inherit  our 
crown,  in  default  of  our  faid  brother  and  grandfbn  the 
King  of  Spain,  and  of  his  dcfcendants,  as  it  is  more 
amply  fpccified  in  the  adt  of  renunciation,  approved 
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by  the  States  of  his  Idflgdcrm  $  and  confequendj^  he 
declared,  that  he  defifted  particularly  from  the  ri^t 
which  hath  been  added  to  thftC  of  his  birth  by  our 
letters  patents  of  the    moBlh  of  December   1700^ 
whereby  We  declared,  tliat  ic  was  our  will,  that  the  Kittg 
of  Spain  and  his  defcendants  fliould  always  preferve 
^  the  rights  of  tiieir  birth  and  original-,  in  the  fame  man*^ 
ner  as  if  they  refided  afhially  in  our  kingdom ;  and 
from  the  regiftry  which  was  made  of  our  faid  letters 
patents,  bedi  in  our  court  of  parliament,  and  in  our 
chamber  of  accounts  at  Paris.     We  are  fenfible^  as 
King  and  as  Father,  how  much  it  were  to  be  defired 
that  the  general  peace  could  have  been  concluded 
without  a  reituAciaciein,  which  makes  fo  great  a  change 
in  our  royal  Houfe,  and  in  the  ancient  order  of  iuc- 
ceedhig  to  our  crown ;  but  we  are  yet  more  fenfible 
how  much  it  is  our  duty  to  fecure  fpeedily  ta  our  fub- 
jeds  a  peace  which  is  fo  neceffary  for  them.     Wc. 
Ihall  never  foiget  tlie  efforts  which  they  made  for  us 
during  the  long  continuance  of  a  war  which  we  could* 
riot  have  fupported,  if  their  ieal  had  not  been  muclr 
more  exteniiv  e  than  their  power.     The  welfare  of  a^ 
people  fo  faitiiful,  is  to  us  a  fupreme  law,  which  ought? 
to  be  preferred  to  any  other  confideradon^     It  is  to 
this  law  that  we  this  day  facrifice  the  right  of  a  grand- 
fon,  who.  is  fo  dear  to  us,  and  by  die  price  which  thtf 
general  peace  will  cod  our  tender  love,  we  Ihall  at* 
lead  have  the  comfort  of  fhewing  our  Ibbjeds^.that. 
even  at  the  ^cpence  of  our  blood,  they  will  aWays^ 
keep  the  firft  plaeje  in  our  heart. 

For  thefe  caufesy  and  other  important  confideration^^ 
us^  thereunto  moving,  after  having  feen  in  our  cotmcil' 
the.  faid  a£tv  of  renunciation  of  the  King  of  Spain)  ow 
faid  brother  and  grandfon,  of  the  fifth  of  November 
Ut&i  as  alfo  the  adls  of  renunciadon  which  our  £iid 
grandfon  the  Duke  of  Berry>  and  our  laid  nephew  the. 
£)uke  of  Orleans,  made  reciproeally.  of  their  righcs^to 
the  crown  of  Spain,  as  well,  for  thenifdves  as  for.  tbeii^ 
deicendants,  nule  and  female^  in  confequence  of  the

roninctatba  of  our  laid  brother  and  grandfon  die 
King  of  Spain,  the  whole  hereunto  annewd,  wkh  a 
cop7  colkusd  of  the  iaid  tetters  patents  of  the  m<Mitk. 
of  December  1700,  under  the  counter-feai  of  oor 
chanceryj  of  our  fpeciai  grace,  foil  power,  and  royal 
audiority,  we  have  declared,  decreed,  and  ordained^ 
^odby  diefe  prefents^  figned  w|th  our  hand,  we  do  de<- 
dai^e^  decree,  and  ordain^  we  will,  and  it  is  our  pleasure, 
riiat  the  faid  aft  of  renunciation  pfour  fitid  brother  and 
grajuUbn  the  Kmg  of  Spain,  and  thofe  of  our  faid 
grandfon  the  Duke  of  Berry,  and  of  our  laid  nej^ew 
the  jy^ke  of  Orleans,  which  we  have  admitted,  and  do 
admk,  be  regiftered  in  aU  our  courts  of  parliament,  and 
chambers  of  our  accounts  in  our  kingdom,  and  other 
places  where  it  fhall  be  necefiary,  in  order  to  their 
being  eisecuted  according  to  their  form  and  tenor. 
And  confequently,  we  will  and  intiend,  riiat  oiu'  laid 
letters  patents  of  the  month  of  December  1700  be 
and  remain  nuU^  and  as  if  they  had  never  been  made> 
that  they  be  brought  back  to  us,  and  that  in  the  mar- 
gin of  the  regifters  of  our  feid  court  of  parliament, 
and  ol^  our  faid  chamber  of  accounts,  where  jhe  en- 
rolment a£  the  faid  letters  patents  is,  the  extraft  of 
thefe  prefents  be  placed  and  infcrted,  the  better  to 
fignify  our  intention  as  to  the  revocation  and  nullity 
of  the  laid  letters.  We  will- that  inconformity  to  the 
IsHd'ad^  of  renunciation  of  our  faid  brother  and  grand- 
fon the  King  of  Spain,  he  be  from  henceforth  looked 
upon  and  conlidered  as  excluded  from  our  fucceflion, 
that  his  heirs^  fuccedors,  and  defcendants  be  likewlfe 
eicduded  for  ever,  and  looked  upon  as  incapable  of 
enjoying  the  fame.  We  underftand  that  in  failure  of 
thiera,  all  rights  to  our  faid  crown,  and  fucceflion  to 
our  dominions,  which  nndght  at  any  time  whatlbever 
belong  and  appertain  to  them,  be  and  remain  tranf- 
ferred  to  our  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved  grandfon  the 
Duke  of  Berry,  and  to  his  children  and  defcendants, 
being  males,  born  in  lawfol  marriage  5  and  fuccefllvely, 
in  failure  of  them^^  to  thofe  of  the  Princes  of  our  royal 
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Houfei  &nd  their  defcendants^  who  in  right  of  their 
birth,  or  by  the  order  eftablifhed  fince  the  foundation 
of  our  monarchy^  ought  to  fucceed  to  our  crown. 
And  fo  we  command  our  beloved  and  trufty  coun- 
fcDors,  the  members  of  our  court  of  parliament  at 
Paris,  that  they  do  caufe  thefe  prefents,  together  with 
the  afb  of  renunciation  made  by  our  faid  brother  and 
grandlbn  the  King  r  :*  Spain,  by  our  faid  grandfon  the 
Duke  of  Berry,  and  by  our  faid  nephew  the  Duke 
of  Orleans,  to  be  read,  publifhed,  and  regiftered,  and 
the  contents  thereof  to  be  kept,  obferved,  and  exe- 
cuted, according  to  their  form  and  tenor,  fully,  peace- 
ably, and  perpetually,  ceafing,  and  caufmg  to  ceafe,  all 
.moleftations  and  hindrances,  notwithftanding  any  laws> 
ftatutes,  ufages,  cuftoms,  decrees,  regulations,  and  other 
matters  contrary  thereunto ;  whereto,  and  to  the  dero- 
gations^ of  the  derogations  therein  contained,  we  have 
derogated,  and  do  derogate  by  thefe  prefents,  for  this 
purpofe  only,  and  without  being  brought  into  prece- 
dent.   For  Inch  is  our  pleafure. 

.And  to  the  end  tiiat  diis  may  be  a  matter-firm  and 
lafting  for  ever,  we  have  caufed  our  feal  to  be  affixed 
to  thefe  prefents.  Given^at  Verfailles,  in  the  month  of 
March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1713,  and  of  our 
reign  the  70th.  Signed  Lewis,  and  underneath,  By  the 
King,  Phelypeaux.  Vifa,  Phelypeaux.  And  fealed 
with  the  great  feal  on  green  wax,  ^with  firings  of  red 
and  green  filk. 

Read  and  publifhed,  the  court  being  afTembled,  and 
regiftered  among  the  rolls  of  the  court,  the  King's 
attorney  general  being  heard  and  moving  for  the 
fame,  to  die  end  that  they  may  be  executed  ac- 
cording to  their  form  and  tenor,  in  purfuance  of 
and  in  conformity  to  the  afts  of  this  day.  At 
Paris,  in  parliament,  the  15th  of  March,  17 13.

CHARLES  fon  of  France,  Duke  of  Berry,  A- 
ienfon,  and  Angoulefme,  Vifcount  of  .Vernon,  Andely, 
and  Gifors,  Lord  of  the  Chatellcnies  of  Coignac  and 
Merpins :  to  all  Kings,  Princes^  Commonwealths, 
Communities,  and  to  all  other  bodies  and  private  per- 
fons,  prefent  and  to  come,  be  4  it  Renown,  All  the 
Powers  of  Europe  finding  themfelvcs  almoft  ruined  on 
account  of  the  prefent  wars,  which  jiave  carried  defo- 
lation  jto  the  fronders,  and  into  many  other  pajts  of 
the  richeft  monarchies,  and  other  dominions^  it  has 
been  agreed,  in  the  conferences  and  treaties  of  peace, 
which  arc  negociating  with  Great  Britain,  to  eftablifh 
^n  equilibrium  and  political  boundaries  between  the 
kingdoms,  whereof  the  interefts  have  been,  and  arfc 
ftill,  the  fad  occafion  of  a  bloody  dilputej  and  to  hold 
it  for  a  fundamental  maxim,  in  order  to  preferve  this 
peace,  that  provifion  ought  to  be  made,  that  the  forces 
of  thefe  kingdoms  may  not  become  formidable,  nor  be 
able  to  caufe  any  jealoufy ;  which,  it  has  been  thought, 
cannot  be  fettled  more  Iblidly,  than  by  hindering  theni 
from  extending  themfelves,  and'  by  keeping  a  certain 
proportion,  to  the  end  that  the  weaker  being  united 
together  may  defend  themfelves  againft  the  more  pow- 
crfiil  and  fupport  themfelves  refpedively  againft  their 
f  quals. 

For  this  purpofe  the  King,  our  moft  honoured  lord 
and  grandfather,  and  the  King  of  Spain,  our  moft  dear 
brother,  have  agreed  and  concluded  with  the  Queen  of 
Great  Britain,  that  reciprocal  renunciations  fhall  be 
made  by  all  the  Princes,  both  prefent  and  to  come,  ot 
the  crown  of  France,  and  of  -that  of  Spain,  of  all 
rights  which  may  appertain  to  each  of  them,'  to  the 
fucceffion  of  the  one  or  of  the  other  kingdom,  by 
cftablifhing  an  habitual  right  to  the  fucceffion  to  the 
crown  of  Spain,  in  that  line  which  fhall  be  made  ca- 
pable thereof^  and  declared  immedratc  after  that  of 
King  Phi%  the  Fifth  our  brother,  by  the  Eftates  of 
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Spain,  who  were  to  aflembk  fi^r  ^  purpofe  j  by 
making  an  immoveable  bailee  to  maintain  the  equi- 
libriuni,  which  is  intended  to  be  placed  in  £urope>  and 
by  going  on  to  particularife  all  the  cafes  of  union  which 
are  forefeen,  to  fenre  as  an  example  for  all  fuch  as  may 
happen.     It  has  Ukewife  been  agreed  and  concluded 
between  the  King,  our  moft  honoured  lord  and  grand- 
father, King  Philip  the  Fifths  our  brother,  and  the 
Queen  of  Gre^t  Britain,  that  the  faid  King  Philip 
(ball  renounce  for  himfelf,  and  for  all  his  defcendants, 
the  hopes  of  fucqeeding  to  the  crown  of  France ;  diat 
on  our  fide  we  iliall  renounce  in  like  manner,  for  us^ 
and  for  our  defcendantSj  the  crown  of  Spain  j  that 
the  Duke  of  Orleans,  our  moft  dear  uncle,  fhall  do 
the  fame  thing :  fo  that  j^U  the  lines  of  France  and  of 
Spain,  refpeftively  and  relatively,  (hall  be  excluded  fcyv 
ever,  and  by  all  kind  of  ways,  from  all  the  right  which 
the  lines  of  France  might  have  to  the  crown  of  Spain, 
and  the  lines  of  Sp;iin  to  the  crown  of  France  :  and 
laftly,  that  car^  fhajl  be  t;^ken,  that  under  pretence  of 
the  faid  renunciations,  or  under  any  other  pretence 
Svhatfoever,  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  rpay  not  make  ufe 
of  the  pretenfions  which  it  might  h^ve  to  the  fuccel^ 
lion  of  the  monarchy  of  Spain  j    forafmuch  as  by 
Igniting  this  monarchy  to  the  hereditary  countries  and 
dominions  of  that  Houfe,  it  would  become  formidable, 
even  without  the  union  of  the  Empire,  to  the  other 
Powers,  which  are  between  both,  and  which  would  find 
themfelves  as  it  were  furrounded  -,  which  would  deftroy 
the  equality  that  is  eftablifliing  at  prcfent,  to  fecure 
and  ftrengthen  more  perfcdtly  the  peace  of  Chriften- 
dom,  and  to  take  away  all  manner  of  jealoufy  from 
the  Powers  of  the  North  and  of  the  Weff,  which  is  the 
end  that  is  propofed  by  this  political  equilibrium,  by 
removing  and  excluding  all  thefe  branches,  and  calling 
to  the  crown  of  Spain,  in  default  of  the  lines  of  King 
Philip  the  Fifth,  our  brodier,  ^nd  of  all  his  children 
•and  deftendants,  the  Houfe  of  the  Duke  of  Savoy, 
^>yh|eh  dcfcend^  from  the  Infanta  Gatharina,  dayghtei- 
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of  FhHip  die  Second ;  it  having  becB  confidercd,  that 
in  making  the  faid  HbxSc  of  Sjvoy  fucceed  immedi- 
ately in  tEis  manner,  this  equality  Md  balance  betweea 
the  three  Powers  nuy  be  fixed  as  it  were  in  its  ccntrC;^ 
without  which  it  would  be  impoflible  to  extinguilh  the 
flame  of  war  which  has  been  kindledj  and  is  capable  of 
dcftrcying  every  thing. 

Being  willing  therefore  to  concur  by  our  relinquilh- 
ment»  and  by  the  abdication  of  all  our  rights,  for  us,  opf 
fucceilbrs,  and  defcendants,  to  the  eftabliihin^  of  the 
univerfal  repofe,  and  the  jfecuring  the  peace  otEurope, 
becaufe  we  believe  that  this  method  is  the  furcft  and 
moll  ^ffefhial  in  the  terrible  circumftances  of  this  con- 
juncture, we  have  refolved  to  renounce  the  hopes  of 
fucceeding  to  the  crown  of  Spain^  and  all  the  rights 
thereunto,  which  belong  to  us,  and  may  belong  to  us, 
under  any  title,  and  bv  any  means  whatibever.  And 
to  the  end  that  this  refolution  may  have  its  foil  effeftp 
and  alfo  by  reafbn  that  Kins  Philip  the  Fifths  our 
brother,  did  on  his  part,  the  firm  of  this  prefent  month 
of  November,  make  his  renunciation  of  the  crown  of 
France,  we  of  our  mere,  free,  and  frank  will,  and 
without  being  moved  thereunto  by  any  relpedfol  awe^ 
or  by  any  other  regard,  except  thofe  ^ove-mentioned^ 
do  declajne,  and  hcdd  ouriclves  from  this  prefent,  w<^ 
our  children,  and  defcendants,  excluded  and  difabled 
absolutely  for  ever,  without  limitadon  or  diftinftipn 
of  peribns,  degrees,  or,fexes,  from  every  ad,  and  JTron^ 
all  right  of  fucceeding  to  the  crown  of  Spain.  We 
will  and  confent,  for  us,  our  laid  children,  and  dc- 
icendants,  that  from  this  time,  and  for  ever,  we  and 
they,  in  confequence  of  thefe  prcfents,  be  hdd  to  -bf 
excluded  and  difabled,  in  like  manner  as  all  the  other 
defcendants  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria,  who,  as  it  has,  been 
faid  and  fuppofed,  ought  alfo  to  be  excluded,  in  what- 
ever degree  we  may  be,  both  the  one  and  dbe  other; 
and  if  the  fuccefiion  falls  to  us>  ow  line,  that  of  all  our 
defcendants,  and  dl  flie  others  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria* 
as  it  has  been  faid^  ought  to  be  icparaxed  and  excluded 
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therefrom,  that  for  this  rcafon  the  kingdom  of  Spain 
be  accounted  as  devolved  and  transferred  to  him^  to 
whom  in  liich  cafe  the  fucceflion  ought  to  devolve  and 
be  transferred  at  any  time  whatfoever,  fo  that  we  do 
take  and  hold  him  for  true  and  lawful  fucceflbr,  be- 
caufe  for  the  fame  re^ns  and  motives,  and  in  confer 
quence  of  thefe  prefents,  neither  we,  ,nor  our  defcend- 
ants,  ought  any  more  to  be  qonfidered  as  having  any 
foundation  of  reprefentation^  aftive  or  paffive,  or  mak- 
ing any  continuation  of  line  effeftive,  or  contentive  of 
fubftance,  blood,  or  quality,  or  likewife  to  derive  any 
right  from  our  defcent,  or  to  reckon  our  degrees  from 
the  perfons  of  the  Queen  Maria  Therefa  of  Auftria, 
our  moft  honoured  lady  and  grandmother,  of  the 
Queen  Anne  of  Auftria,  our  moft  honoured  lady  and 
great-grandmother,  or  of  the  glorious  Kings  their  an- 
ceftors ;  on  the  contrary,  we  ratify  the  claufes  of  their 
wills,  and  the  renunciations  made  by  the  faid  ladies, 
our  grandmother  and  great-grandmother;  we  renounce 
likewife  the  right  which  may  belong  to  us,  and  to  our 
children  and  defcendants,  by  virtue  of  the  will  of 
King  Charles  the  Second,  which,  notwithftanding 
what  is  above-menponed,  calls  us  to  the  lucceffion  of 
the  crown  of  Spain,  in  cafe  of  failure  of  the  line  of 
Philip  the  Fifth,  We  therefore  relinquifh  tliis  right, 
and  renounce  the  fame,  fbr  us,  our  children,  and  de- 
fcendants; we  promife  and  engage,  for  us,  our  laid 
children  and  defcendants,  to  employ  ourfelves  with 
all  our  might  in  caufing  this  prefent  aft  to  be  fiilfilled, 
without  allowing  or  fufFering  that  the  fame  be  violated, 
direftly  or  indireftly,  in  the  whole  or  in  part ;  and  we 
relinquilh  all  means,  ordinary  or  extraordinary,  which 
by  common  right,  or  by  any  fpecial  privilege,  might 
belong  to  us,  our  children,  and  defcendants  5  which 
means  we  likewife  renounce  abfolutely  aqd  particularly, 
that  of  evident,  enormous,  and  moft  enormous  pre- 
judice, which  may  be  found  in  the  faid  renunciation 
of  the  fucceflion  to  the  crown  of  Spain.  And  wc 
will^  that  none  of  the  faid  means  may  or  can  have 
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any  cffcft,  and  that  iC  under  this  pretext,  or  any  other 
colour,  we  would  poStfk  ourfelvcs  of  the  faid  king- 
dom by  force  of  arms,  the  war  which  we  fhouldmake, 
or  ftir  up,  be  deemed  unjufl,  unlawful,  and  unduly 
undertaken.  And  on  the  contrary,  that  the  war  which 
he  ihould  make  upon  us,  who  by  virtue  of  this  re- 
nunciation fhould  have  right  to  iucceed  to  the  crown 
of  S.pain,  be  deemed  juft  and  allowable.  And  that  all 
the  iubjefb  and  people  of  Spain  do  acknowledge  him, 
obey  him,  defend  Mm,  do  him  homage,  and  fwcar 
fealty  to  him,  as  to  their  King  and  lawful  lord. 

Ajid  for  the  greater  fecurity  of  all  that  we  fay  and 
promife  for  ouitelves,  and  in  the  name  of  our  children 
and  defcendants,  we  Iwear  folemnly  on  the  Gofpcls 
contained  in  this  MiflTal,  upon  which  we  lay  our  right 
hand,  that  we  will  keep^  maintain,  and  fulfil  the  fame 
in  all  and  every  part  thereof;  that  we  will  never  a(k 
to  be  relieved  from  the  fame,  and  if  any  one  do  alk  it 
for  us,  or  if  it  be  granted  us  motu  propria j  we  will  not 
make  ufe  or  take  advantage  of  it.     But  rather,  iij 
cale  it  Ihould  be  granted  us,  we  over  and  above  make 
this jother. oath,  and  this  Ihall  fubfift  and  remain  for 
ever,  whatever  dilpenfations  may  be  granted  us.     W,e 
Iwear  and  promife  likewife,  that  we  have  not  mad^ 
neither  will  we  make,  in  public  or  in  fecret,  any  pro- 
teflation  or  reclamation  to  the  contrary,  which  may . 
hinder  what  is  contained  in  thefe  prefents,  or  leflcn  the 
force  thereof  J  and  if  we  fhould  make  any,  whatever 
oaths  they  may  be  accompanied  widi,  they  fhall  not 
have  any  force  or  virtue,  or  produce  any  elFedl:. 

In  wimcls  whereofi  and  to  render  thefe  prefents  au- 
thentic, they  have  been  paflTed  before  matters  Aiexand^ 
le  Fevre,  ajid  Anthony  le  Moyne^  counfeUors  to  the 
King,  notaries,  minute-keepers  to  his  Majcfty,  and 
leal-keepers,  in  the  Chatelet  of  Paris,  herc-under 
written,  who  have  wholly  delivered  this  prefent  aft;  and 
for  caufin^  thefe  prefents  to  be  publilhed  and  regiflered, 
whenever,  it  fliall  be  neceflary,  my  Lord  tlie  Duke  of

PHILIP,  grandfon  of  ]f  ranee,  Duke  of  Orleans^ 
Valois,  Chartres,  and  Nemours ;  to  all  Kings,  Princes^ 
3  Common- 
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Commofiwealthsj  Potentates^  Communities,  afld  to  all 
perfons,  as  well  prefent  as  to  come^  we  make  known 
by  diefe  prefetlts ;  that  the  fear  of  the  union  of  th« 
crowns  of  France  and  Spain,  having  been  the  prin** 
cttal  motive  of  the  prefent  war,  and  the  other  Poweri 
of  Europe  having  always  apprehended  left  thefe  two 
crowns  fhould  come  upon  one  head,  it  has  been  kid 
down  as  the  fbundadofi  of  the  peace,  which  is  treated 
of  at  prefent,  and  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  cemented 
more  and  more,  for  the  repofe  of  liich  a  number  of 
countries  which  have  facrificcd  t^emlclves,  as  fo  many 
viftims,  to  oppofe  the  dangers^  wherewith  they  thought 
themfelves  difeatened,  that  it  was  neceflary  to  eftab^ 
liih  a  kind  of  equality  and  equilibrium  betweeh  the 
Princes  who  were  in  difpute,  and  to  feparate  for  evetg 
in  an  irrevocable  manner,  the  ri^s  which  they,  ptt^ 
tend  to  have,  and  which  they  defended,  (word  in  hand^ 
mth  a  reciprocal  flaughter  on  each  fide. 

That  with  intent  to  eftablifh  this  equality^  thd

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equilibrium,  either  the  ftates  fuflfer  fix>m  the  weight  of 
their  own  greatnefs,  or  envy  engages  their  neighbours 
to  make  alliances  to  attack  them,  and  to  reduce  them 
to  fuch  a  point,  that  thefe  great  Powers  may  infpire 
lefs  fear,  and  may  not  afpire  to  an  univerlkl  mo- 
narchy. 

For  attaining  the  end  which  is  propofed,  and  by 
reafon  that  his  Catholic  Majefty  has  on  his  part  made 
his.  renunciation  the  fifdi  of  this  prcfent  month,  we 
confent  that,  in  failure  of  Philip  the  Fifth,  our  ne- 
phew, and  of  his  defendants,  the  crown  of  Spain  do 
pafs  over  to  the  Houfe  of  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  whofe 
rights  are  clear  and  known,  inafmuch  as  he  defcends 
from  the  Iiifanta  Catharina,  daughter  of  Philip  the 
Second,  and  as  he  is  called  by  the  other  Kings  his 
fucceflbrs  j  fo  that  his  right  to  the  fucceflion  of  Spain 
is  indifputable. , 

And  we  defiring  on  our  fide  to  concur  towards  the 
glorious  end,  whidi  is  propofed  for  re-eftablifliing  the 
public  tranquillityi  and  for  preventing  the  fears  which 
the  rights  of  our  birth,  or  all  others  which  might 
appiertain  unto  us,  might  occafion,  have  refolved  to 
make  this  relinquifhment,  this  abdication,  and  this 
renunciation  of  all  our  rights,  for  ourfelves,  and  in  die 
name  of  ail  our  fucceffors  and  defcendants ;  and  for 
the  accomplifliing  of  this  refolution,  which  we  have

We  will  and  confent,  for  us  and  our  defccndaiatSj  dut 
from  this  time,  and  for  ever,  we  be  held,  we  and  ours> 
for  excluded,  difabled,  and  incapacitated,  in  whatever 
degree  we  may  happen-to.  be,  and  in* what  manner 
foever  the  fucceflion  may  f^U  to  our  line,  dnd  to  all 
others,  whether  of  the  Houfe.  of  France  or  of  that  -of 
Auftria,  and  of  all  the  defcendants  both,  of  thc.^wo 
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and  the  other  Ho\]l<;,  which>  as  it  is  iaid  and  iuppoiedn 
ought  likewife  to  hold  themfelvcs  for  cut  off  and  ex- 
cluded ;  and  that  for  this  reaibn,  the  fuccdiion  to  the 
faid  crown  of  Spain  be  deemed  to  be  devolved  and 
transferred  to  him  to  whom  the  fuccefllon  of  Spain 
ought  to  be  transferred,  in  fuch  cafe,  and  at  any  tin>e 
whatfoever ;  jfo  that  we  do  take  and  hold  him  for  true 
and  lawful  foccelTor,  becaufc  neither  we,  nor  our  de- 
icendants,  ought  any  more  to  be  confidered  as  having 
any  foundation  of  reprefentation,  aftive  or  paffive,  or 
making  a  continuatioh  of  a  line  efjeftive,  or  contentive 
of  fubftance,  blood,  or  quality,  nor  ought  we  to  derive 
any  right  from  our  defcent,  or  reckon  the  degrees  from 
Queen  Anne  of  Auftria,  our  moft  honoured  lady  and 
grandmother,  nor  from  the  glorious  Kings  her  an- 
ceflors.  On  the  contrary,  we  ratify  the  renunciation 
which  the  f^id  lady  Queen  Anne  made,  and  all  the 
claiiies  which  the  Kings  Philip  the  Third  and  Philip 
die  Fourth  inferted  in  their  wills.

1700. 

.   LEWI&,  by>e  grace  of  God,  King  of  France 
and  Navarre  ^  ta  aU  prcftut  and^  to  come^  greeting. 
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The  pf ofpcritics  which  it  has  plcafed  God  to  heap  upon 
us  during  the  courfe  of  our  reign,  are  fo  many  niotivcs 
to  us  to  apply  ourfelves,  not  only  for  the  time  pDefent^ 
but  alfo  for  the  future,  to  the  happinefs  and  tranquillity 
4>f  the  people  whereof  Divine  Providence  has  entrufted 
to  us  the  government.  His  impenetrable  judgments  let 
\is  only  fee,  that  we  ought  not  to  place  our  confidence 
neither  in  our  forces,  nor  in  the  extent  of  our  domi- 
nions, nor  in  a  numerous  pofterity,  and  that  thele 
advantages,   which    we    receive   from  his    goodnels 
alone,  have  no  other  folidity  than  what  it  pleafes  him 
to  give  them.     But  as  it  is  however  his  will,  that  the 
Kings,  whom  he  chufes  to  lead  his  people,  fliould  fore- 
fee  afar  ofF  the  events  able  to  produce  diforders,  and 
the  nnofl:  bloody  wars;  that  they  Ihould  make  ufe  of 
the  lights  which  his  divine  wifdom  pours  upon  them  ; 
we  fulfil  liis  defigns;  when,  in  the  midft  of  the  univerfal 
rejoicings  of  our  kingdom,  we  look  upon  as  a  poflible 
thing,  a  fad  futurity,  which  we  pray  God  to  avert  .for 
ever.     At  the  fame  time  that  we  acc/ept  the  will  of 
the  late  King  of  Spain ;  that  our  moft  dear  and  moft 
beloved  fon  the  Dauphin  renounces  his  lawful  right 
to  that  crown  in  favour  of  his  fecond  fon  the  Duke  of 
Anjou,  our  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved  grandfon, 
inftituted  by  the  late  King  of  Spain,  his  univerfal  heir; 
that  this  Prince,  known  at  prefent  by  the  name  of 
Philip  the  Fifth,  King  of  Spain,  is  ready  to  enter  his 
kingdom,  and  to  anlwcr  the  earneft  wifties  of  his  new 
fubjefts.     This  great  event  does  not  hinder  us  from 
carrying  our  views  beyond  the  time  prefent,  and  when 
our  fucceffion  appears  the  beft  eftablifhed,  we  judge 
'  it  to  be  equally  the  duty  of  a  King,  and  of  a  Father, 
to  declare  for  the  fuuire  our  will  conformably  to  the 
fentments  which  thele  two  qualities  inipke  in  us. 
Wherefore,  being  perfuaded  that  the  King  of  Spain, 
our  grandlbn,  will  always  preferve  for  us,  for  our 
Houfe,  for  the  kingdom  wherein  he  is  bom,  the  fame 
tendernefs,  and  the  fame  fcndments,  whereof  he  has 
given  xisfo  many  proofs,  that  his  example,  uniuog  his 
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new  fubjeds  to  ours,  is  going  to  form^a  perpetual 
amity,  and  the  moft  pcrfedt  correfpondence  between 
them ;  we  fhould  think  likewife  that  we  do  him  .an 
injuilice,  whereof  we  are  incapable,  and  occafion  an 
irreparable  prejudice  to  our  kingdom,  if  we  Ihoqld 
hereafter  look  upon  as  a  ftrangcr,  a  Prince,  wh9m  we 
grant  to  the  unanimous  requefls  of  the  Spani(h  nar 
tk>n. 

For  thcfe  caufes,  and  other  great  confid^rations  u$ 
hereunto  moving,  of  our  fpecial  grace,  full  power,  and 
royal  authority,  we  have  refolved,  declared,  and  or- 
dained, and  by  thefe  prefents,  figned.  with, pur  hantl, 
we  do  refolve,  declare,  and  ordain,  we  will,  and  it  is 
our  pleallirp,  that  our  moft  dear  and  mqft  beloved 
grandfbn  the  King  of  Spain  do  prelcrve  for  ever  the 
rights  of  his  birth,^  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  he  made 
his  aftual  refidence  in  our  kingdom ;  wherefore  our 
moft  dear  and  moft  beloved  only  fon  the  Qayphin, 
being  the  true  and  lawful  fucceilbr  and  heir  oi  our 
crown,  and  of  our  dominions,  and  after  him  our  mqft 
dear  and  moft  beloved  grandfon  the  Duke  of  Bur- 
gundy, if  it  iliould  happen  (which  God  forbid)  that 
our  faid  grandfon  the  Duke  of  Burgundy  fhould  come 
to  die  without  male  children,  or  that  thofe  which  he 
fhould  have  in  good  and  lawfid  marriage  fhould  die 
before  him,  or  if  the  faid  male  children  fhould  not 
leave  any  male  children  after  them,  born  in  lawful 
marriage,  in  fuch  cafe  our  faid  grandfon  the  King  of 
Spain,  making  ufib  of  the  ri^ts  of  his  birth,  is  to  be 
the  true  and  lawful  fucceflbr  to  our  crown,  and  tp  our 
dominions,  notwithflanding  he  fhould  be  at  that  time 
abfent,  and  refiding  out  of  our  faid  kingdom  -,  and 
immediately  after  his  deceafe,  his  heirs  male  begot  in 
lawful  marriage,  fhall  come  into  the  faid  fuccefnon, 
notwithftanding'  diat  they  may  be  born,  or  that  they 
may  dwell  out  of  our  kingdom ; .  we  will  that  for  the 
aboyefaid  caufes,  neither  pur  faid  grandfon  the  King 
of  Spain/  nor  his  children,  being  males,  be  deemed 
and  reputed  lefs  able  and  capable  to  enter  upon  the 
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SM  fiicopftoB,  or't^Ktti  others  'vvhkh  vmy  Mi  to  them 
miMn  aur  £ud  kingdom*  On  the  contntr7»  wf;  intend 
chat  afl  lights,  and  generally  otber  things  whatever^ 
'whieh  may  at  prefeat  or  for  the  famrt  i>elo^g  alxt 
appertain  to  them,  be  and  remain  prekxytd'^rhQie  and 
€ntirey  as  if  they  did  rcfide  and  dwell  conftantly  with* 
in  our' kingdom  to  the  time  of  their  deceafe,  aod  a^', 
if  their  heirs  had  been  natives  and  inhabitants  of  the  "^  • 
kingdom  f  haying  for  this  purpofe,  aa  .&r  as4iiei¥is 
w  ftiall  be  need,  jehabled  and  difpeiijed  ivith  them>  a$ 
we  do  enable  and  di^penfe  with  tfa^m  by  thefe  prefents. 
And  fo  we  give  it  in  command  to  our  bdovrd  and 
trufty  counfeHors,  die  members  of  our  court  of  parlia^ 
ment,  and  chamber  of  ow  accounts  at  Paris,  prefix 
dents  and  treafiirers  general  of  France,  in  the  c^ce  of 
ear  exchequer  eftai:${hed  in  the  fame  places  and  to 
all  other  otirofiicers  and  juftices  to  whom  it  iliall  apf 
p^tain,  that  they  cau&  theie  prefents  to  be  re^Aered* 
'  and  our  iaid  grandfon  the  King  of  Spain,  his  children 
and  defcendants,  being  mak,  bom  in  lawful  mairiage» 
to  enjoy  and  ufe  the  contents  diereof,  fully  and  pedcC'*- 
$bly,  any  thing  to  the  contrary  notwithftandii^ ;  to 
which>  by  our  grace  and  authority  as  abovefaki,  wc 
have  derogated  and  do  degrogate;  for  diis  is  our  pleat- 
liire.  And  that  this  may  be  a  matter  firm  and  laft^ 
ing  for  ever,  we  have  caufed  our  fcal  to  be  put  to  thefe 
prefents.  Given  at  Verlailles,  in  the  month  of  De- 
cember, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1700,  and  of  our 
reign  the  58th.  Signed  LEWIS ;  and  on  the  fold.

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His  &id  Ciitfaolk;  M«ye%  hereby  renews  ajod  co&r 
firms  the  nno£t  fokmn  renunciaoon  ^ybpve  mcntionedj 
made  on  his  part ;  and  as  it  has  obtained  the  force  of  4 
gei^eral  and  xundaxnental  law,  he  engages  a^aia^  in  th^ 
Dwil  facred  manner  poffittlc^  that  he  will  obfenrc,  and 
take  care  that  the  fanae  be  oblerved  inviolably,  and  hm 
will  likewife  ufe  his  utmoft  diligence,  and  provide  widi 
the  greateft  earneftnefs^  that  the  aforefaid  renunciation! 
may  be  irrevocably  obferved,  and  put  in  execution,  a$ 
well  on  the  part  of  Spain  as  on  die  part  of  France, 
forafmuch  as  while  they  fubfifl:  m  their  fuU  force^^  and 
are  faithfully  kept  on  both  fules^  as  alfo  the  other  tranfr 
aftions  rdating  thereto,  the  crowns  of  Spain  and  France 
will  be  to  feparated  and  divided  from  each  other,.  tha( 
they  can  never  hereafter  be  iinited  in  one. 

III.  That  there  be  a  perpetual  amnefty  on  boA 
fides,  and  obBvion  of  all  diings  which  have  been  in  aa 
hoftile  manner  committed  in  any  place,  or  by  any  wayj' 
on  one  fide  and  on  the  other,  during  the  late  war.  So 
that  neither  on  account  thereof,  nor  by  reafon  or  under 
pretence  of  any  other  matter,  fliall  die  one  any  way  d6 
pr  fiiflFer  to  be  done  any  enmity  to  the  other,  or  g^vc 
divy  aioleftadon,  dire&ly  or  indirectly,  under  colour  of 
ri^t,  or  by  way  of  fiift, 

IV.  All  and  Angular  the  prifoners  on  each  fide,  oT 
what  flate  or  condition  foever  they  be,  fhall,  immcdil 
atcly  after  the  ratification  of  this  prcfent  treaty,  be're- 
ftored  to  their  former  liberty>  without  any  ranfom,  pay- 
ing only  fuch  debts  as  they  may  have  contrafted  during 
their  being  prifoners. 

V.  Moreover,  forgiving  a  greater  and  more  laftii^ 
flrength  to  the  peace  which  is  reftored,  and  to  this 
fi^end0iip,  which  is  never  to  be  violated,  and  for  cut-* 
ting  oflf  all  occafions  of  diffaxiil^  which  may  at  any 
time  arife  from  the  eftabWhed  right  and  order  of  the 
hereditary  fucceflion  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  and 
tbt  limitation  thereof  by  the  laws  of  Great  Britain 
(noade  and  enacted  in  t^  reign  of  ttut  late  King  W^^ 
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Kani  the  Third,  of  glorious  memory,  and  in  Ac  re^ 
c(  the  prefent  Queen)  to  the  ifliie  of  the  above-named 
Queen,  and  in  failure  thereof  to  the  Moft  Serene  Prin- 
(C^  Sophia,  Eleftrcfs  Dowager  of  Brunfwick,andher 
heirs  in  the  Proteftant  line  of  Hanover.  That  there- 
fore the  faid  fucceflion  may  be  well  and  fecurely  pre- 
served according  to  the  laws  of  Great  Britain,  the 
Catholic  King  fincerely  and  folemnly  acknowledges 
the  above-mentioned  limitation  of  the  fucceflion  to  the 
kingdom  of  Great  Britain ;  and  declares  and  ei^ages^ 
on  the  faith  and  word  of  a  King,  and  on  the  pledge  of 
his  and  his  fucccflTors  honour,  that  the  fame  is,  and  fliall 
for  ever  be  approved  and  accepted  by  him  and  his 
heirs  and  fucceflbrs ;  and,  under  the  fame  tie  of  the 
word  of  a  King  and  his  honour,  the  Catholic  King 
docs  promife,  that  no  perfon  befides  the  faid  C^ccnj 
and  her  fucceflbrs,  according  to  the  ordpr  of  limitation 
•cftablifhed  by  the  laws  and  fl;atutes  of  Great  Britain^ 
ihall  ever  be  acknowledged  or  reputed  by  him,  oi: 
by  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs^  to  be  King  or  Qijeen  of 
Great  Britain^ 

VI.  The  Catholic  King  doth  further  promife,  as 
"weft  in  his  own  name  as  in  that  of  his  heirs  and  fuc- 
ceflbrs, that  they  will  not  at  any  time  dilturb  or  moleft 
•the  faid  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  her  heirs  and  fuccef- 
fors,  of  the  Proteflant  line,  as  aforefaid,  being  in  polV 
fefllon  of  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  domir 
nions  fubjed  thereunto  j  neither  will  the  aforefaid 
Catholic  icing,  or  any  of  his  fucceflfors,  give  at  any- 
time any  aid,  fuccour,  favour,  or  counfel,  diredtly  of 
indire6Uy,  by  land  or  by  fea,  in  money,  arms,  ammu- 
nition, warlike  inftruments,  fhips,  fbldiors,  feamen,  or 
in  any  other  manner  whatever,  to  any  pcribn  or  perr 
ions,  whofoever  thev  be,  who  on  any  caufe  or  ppc- 
tence  fhould  hereafter  endeavour  to  oppofe  the  tsLid 
fucceflTion,  either  by  open  war,  or  by  encouraging  fe- 
•dition  and  forming  confpiracics  againfl  fuch  Prince  and 
Princes,  who  are  in  pofliefllon  of  the  throne  of  Great 
Britain^  by  virtue  of  the.  ads  of  parliament  there  made, 
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or  againil  that  Prince  or  Prinbeis  to  whom  the  llicccf- 
fion  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain  (hall  belong,  ac* 
cording  to  the  afts  of  parliamentj  as  abovefaid.  . 

VII.  That  the  ordinary  diftributiori  of  jiiftice  be  re- 
ftorcd  and  open  again  through  the  kin^lortis  and  do-'  , 
minions  of  each  of  their  Royal  Majefties,  fo  that  it  may  ' 
be  free  for  all  the  fubje6bs  on  both  ifides,  to  profecute 
and  obtain  their  rights,  pretenfions,  and  adions,  ac- 
cording to  the  laws,  conftitutions,  and  ftatutes  of  eacli 
kingdom.  And  eJpecially  if  there  be  any  complaints 
concerning  injuries  or  grievances,  which  have  beeri 
done  contrary  to  the  tenor  of  the  treaties,  either  in 
time  of  peace,  or  at  the  beginning  of  the  wir  lately 
ended,  care  Ihdl  be  taken  that  the  damages  be  forth- 
with made  good,  according  to  the  rule  or  juftice. 

VIII.  That  there  be  a  free  ufe  of  navigation  and 
commerce  between  the  fubjefts  of  each  kingdom,  as  it 
was  heretofore,  in  time  of  peace,  and  before  the  de- 
claration of  this  late  war,  in  the  reign  of  Charles  die 
Second,  of  glorious  memory.  Catholic  King  of  Spain^ 
according^  to  the  treaties  of  friendihip,  confederation^ 
and  commerce,  which  were  formerly  made  between 
both  nations,  according  to  ancient  cuftom?,  letters  pa- 
tents, cedulas,  and  other  particular  adbs  ;  and  alio  ac^^ 
cording  to  the  treaty  or  treaties  of  commerce  which 
are  now,  or  will  forthwith  be  made  at  Madrid.    An4 
whereas,  among  other  conditions  of  the  gpneralpeace^ 
it  is  by  common  confent  e(tabliihed  as  a  chief  and  fun^ 
damental  rule,  that  the  exercife  of  navigation  and  com^ 
merce  to  the  Spanilh  Weft  Indies  fhotiW  remain  in 
the  fame  ftate  it  was  in  the  time  of  the  aforefaid  King 
Charles  the  Second ;  that  dierefbrc  this  rule  may  here- 
after be  obferved  with  inviolable  faith,  and  in  a  manner 
never  to  be  broken,  and  thereby  all  caufes  of  diflruft. 
and  fufpicion  concerning  that  matter  may  be  prevented 
and  removed,  it  is  efpecially  agreed  and  concluded, 
that  no  licence,  nor  any  permifTion  at  all^  (hall  at  any 
time  be  given,  cither  to  thcjptcnch,  or  to  any  nadoii 
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irilMever>  in  My  titme,  or  under  any  pretence^  dire^ 
or  indireftlf,  to  fiul,  to  traffic  m,  or  introduce  negroes, 
goods,  mcrchandkses,  or  any^  things  wkadbever,  into 
the  domifHons  iubje6b  to  die  crown  of  Spain  in  Ame* 
rica,  except  whit  may  be  agreed  by  the  treaty  or  trea>-» 
ties  of  commerce  abovefaid,  and  the  rights  and  priri-. 
leges  panted  in  a  cert^  convention^  commonly  calkd 
El  Amenta  dc  Negros,  whereof  mention  is  nude  in  the 
twelfth  article ;  except  alio  whatibever  die  (aid  CadioliQ 
King,  or  his  heirs  or  (ucce0brs,  £hall  {U"omife  by  any 
contraft  or  contrads  for  the  iatroduoion  of  negroe$ 
into  the  Spamfli  Weft  Indies,  to  be  made  after  that  the 
convention  or  the  Afliento  de  Negros  above-i"nentioa- 
cd  Ihall  be  determined.  And,  that  nrwre  ftrong  and 
flill  precautions  ipay  be  taken  on  all  fides^  as  above^ 
laid,  concerning  the  navigation  and  commerce  to  the 
Weft  Indies,  it  is  hereby  forther  agreed  and  conclud- 
ed, that  neither  the  Catholic  King,  nor  My  o£  his 
'  heirs  and  fiiccdlbrs  whatfoerer,  (hall  fell,  yield,  pawn, 
tr^sfer,  or  by  any  means,  or  under  any  name,  alienate 
fiom  them  and  the  crown  of  Spain,  to  the  French,  or 
to  any  other  nations  whatever,  any  lands,  dominions^ 
or  territories,  or  any  part  thereof,  belonging  to  Spain 
in 'America,  On  the  contrary,  that  die  Spanifli  do- 
minions in  the  Weft  Indies  may  be  preferved  whole 
and  entire,  the  (Jueen  of  Great  Britain  engages,  that 
flie  will  endeavour,  and  give  aflSftance  to  the  Spani- 
grds,  that  the  ancient  limits  of  their  dominions  in  the 
Weft  Incfies  be  reftored,  and  fettted  as  they  ftood  ia 
rile  rime  of  the  above-faid  Catholic  King  Charfes  the 
Second,  if  it  ihall  appear  that  they  have  in  any  manner^ 
or  under  any  pretence,  been  broken  intx>>  ami  leflencd 
in  any  part,  fulce  the  death  of  the  aforefaid  Catholiii 
King  Chales  the  Second. 

IX.  It  is  further  agreed  and  concluded  as  a  gene-: 
ral  rule^  ihat  all  and  fingular  the  fubjefb  of  each  king- 
dom 0iall,  in  all  countries  and  places,  on  both  fides^ 
have  and  enjoy  ajt  leaft  th^  faoae  privDeges,  liberties^ 
>s6  and 
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toAi^  \^kaifoeir€r)  reladng^jcx>  perfeiis,  godds^  and  m^ 
chaildlze%  f|^^  ffeighr^  (eknl^ny  AMyijgiaMrri  and  oom^ 
rmi^di  Mti  ihali  hard  the  liJte^  fev6ur  in  aU  thi^gfr;^  stf 
fbe  f^e<S&  of  Fi^anc^^  of  ^y  oth€p  Ibrei^  naticDt^'tftft

X.  The  Catholic  KW  docs  Hereby,  for  himfelfi  hk 
heirs  and  fucceflors,  yield  to  the  crowH' of  Great  B'rC 
tain  the  full  and  intire  propriety  o£  the  town  and  calHc 
oT  Gibraltar,  together  with  the  port^  fbrtificadonajr  aiKj 
forts  thereunto  belongings  and  he  gives  up  tHe'fai4 
propriety  to  be  held  and  enjoyed  wfolutely  with'  all 
manner  of  right  for  ever,  without  any  exception  of 
impediment  whatfbever.  But  that  abuies  and  frauds 
may  be  avoided  by  importing  any  kinds  of  goods^  the 
Catholic  King,  wills,  and  takes  it  to  be  underftood,  that 
the  above-named^  propriety  be  yielded  to  GVeat  Britain 
without  any  territorial  jurifdiftion>  ind  without  any 
open  communication  by  land  with  the  country  round 
about.  Yet  whereas  the  communication'  by  fea  wit& 
the  coaft  of  Spain  may  Aot  at  all  times  be  laftr  or  open^ 
and  thereby  it  may  happen  that  the  garrifon,and  other 
inhabitants  of  Gibraltar  may  be  brought  to  great  ftraits; 
and  as  it  is  the  intention  of  the  GathoUc  King,  ortly 
that  fraudulent  importatiohs  of  goods  Aoiild,  as  ib 
abovefeid,  be  hindered  by  an  inlan^commuhicatibn,  k 
is  therefore  provided,  that  in  foch  cafeS  it  may  be  la\t- 
ftil  to  purchafe,  for  ready  nioriey,  in  the  neighbtturiht 
territories  of  Spain,  prt)vifionSj  and  other  thirigi^  necel^ 
fary  for  the  ufe  of  the  g^tiim,  the  inliabltaitrd,  and 
Ae  ihips  whkh  lie  in  tAe  hat'boui^.  But- if  arty  goodfe 
be  found  imported  by  Gi&raltar,  eiA^  by  Way  rf  bttfc< 
ter  for  purchafing  provifionsy  or  urtder  ditty  dd\er  pw^ 
tencc,  the  fame  (halt  h€  ci3hfifcat€(^  and  C<>ittplMrit 
being  mad^  dicreof,  tihofe  perfons  ,who  have,  aftad 
contrary  to  the  feith  of  this  treaty,  flialll  lie  fevirei^ 
pUfliihccE  And  her  Britannic  Majeffy,  at  tktM\wk 
of  die  Catholic  King,  does  cenfent  and  agi^e,  that  no 
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Iwvtfliall  be  giveri^  under  any  pretence  whatibever, 
cither  to  Jews  or  Moors,  to  refide  or  have  t^efr  dwel- 
lings in  die  iaid  town  of  Gibraltar ;  and  tbat  no  re-* 
luge  or  iheiter  ftiall  be  allowed  to  any  Moorifh  (hips 
Ofwar  in  the  harbour  of  the  faid  town>  whereby  the 
iC4mimufucatioilt  between  Spain  and  Ceuta  may  be  ob- 
ftrufted,  or  the  coafts  of  Spain  be  irfefted  by  the  ex- 
curfions  of  die  Moors.  But  whereas  treaties  of  friend- 
flttp,  and  a  liberty  and  intcrcourfe  of  commerce  are 
between  die  Bririm  and  certain  territories  fiuiate  on 
die  coaft  of  Africa,  it  is  always  to  be  undcrftood,  that 
the  Britilh  fobjefts  cannot  rcfufe  the  Moors  and  dieir 
(hips  entry  into  the  port  of  Gibraltar  purely  upon  the 
adcount  of  mcrchanfizing.  Hfer  Majefty  the  Queen 
of  Great  Britain  does  further  promife,  that  the  free 
excrcife  of  their  religion  fliall  be  indulged  to  the  Ro- 
man Catholic  inhabitants  of  the  aforefaid  town.  And 
in  cafe  it  (hall  hereafter  feem  meet  to  the  crown  of 
Great  Britain  to  grant,  fell,  or  by  any  means  to  aHenatc 
therefrom  the  propriety  of  the  faid  town  of  Gibrdtar^ 
it  is  hereby  agreed,  and  concluded,  that  the  preference 
tof  having  the  fame  Ihall  always  be  given  to  the  crown 
of  Spain  before  any  pthers, 

XL.  Moreover  the  Catholic  King  doth  in  like  man- 
'  ner  for  himfclf,  his  heirs  and  fuccefTors,  yield  to  the 
crown  of  Great  Britain  the  whole  ifland  of  Mmorca, 
.and  doth  transfer  thereunto  for  ever,  all  right,  and  the 
jTioft  abfolute  dominion  over  the  faid  ifland,  and  in 
•jparticular  over  the  town,  caftle,  harbour,  and  fortifica- 
xioflis  of  the  bay  of  Minorca,  commonly  called  Port 
;{bJ^hont  together  with  the  other  port%  places,  and 
towns  iitva(ed  in  the  aforefaid  ifland.  But  it  is  pix>- 
videdi  as  in  the  above-written  article^  that  no  refuge 
XMT  Ihelter  (hall  be  open  to  any  fhips  of  war  of  the 
Moors  in  Port  Mahon,  or  in  any  other  port  of  the  faid 
ifland  of  Minorca,  whereby  the  Spanifh  costftk  may 
be  infefted  by  their  excurfions :'  and  the  Moors  and 
their  &ips  fhall  only  be  allowed  to  enter  the  ifland 
iiftwreiaid  on  account  of  traffic,  accordiiig  to  the  a^ec- 
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.  mcnt  of  treaties.  The  Queen  of  Great  Britain  pro- 
mifes  alfo  on  her  part,  that  if  at  any  time  it  fliall  hapf- 
pen  that  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  and  the  ports,  towns, 
and  places  therein  fituated,  be  by  any ;  means  hereafter 
alienated  from  the  crown  of  her  kingdoms,  the  prefer- 
ence Aall  be  given  to  the  crown  ot  Spain,  before  anjr 
other  nation  whatever,  of  redeeming  the  poflefllon 
and  propriety  of  the  aforefaid  ifland.  Her  Royal  Ma- 
jefty  of  -Great  Britain  moreover  engages,  that  flie  will 
take  care,  that  all  the  inhabitants  cf  die  faid  ifland, 
both  ecclefiaftical  and  fecular,  fliall  fafely  and  peace- 
ably enjoy  all  their  efliates  and  honors,  and  the  free 
ufe  of  die  Roman  Catholic  religion  fliall  be  permitted: 
and  meafures  fliall  be  taken  for  prelervingthe  aforefaid 
re^on  in  that  ifland,  provided  the  fame  be  confifteiit 
with  the  civil  government  and  laws  of  Great  Britain. 
Thofe  likewife  who  are  now  in  the  fcrvicc  of  his  Ca- 
tholic Majcfty,  fliall  enjoy  their  honors  and  cilates, 
though  they  continue  in  the  faid  fervice ;  and  it  fhaU 
l>e  lawful  for  any  perfon,  who  is  defirous  to  kaTc  the 
iaid  ifland,  to  fell  his  ^atse,  and  pafs  freely  with  the 
value  thereof  into  Spain, 

XII.  The  Catholic  King  doth  furthenpore  herebf 
g^ve  and  grant  to  her  Britanmc  Majefty,  and  to  thie 
company  of  her  fubje£ts  appoiafied  for  that  purpofe,  as 
well  the  fubjeds  of  Spain,  as  allothers^  being  excluded, 
the  contract  for  introducing  jiegroes  into  feveral  parts 
of  the  dominions  of  his  Catholic  Majefly  in  America, 
cooimonly  called  El  Pafto  de  el  Affiento  de  Negros, 
for  the  ipacc  of  thirty  years  fucceflively,  beginning 
from  the  firfl:  day  oi"  the  month  of  May,  in  the  year 
1713,  with  the  fame  conditions  on  which  the  French 
enjoyed  it,  or  at  any  time  might  or  ought  to  enjoy  the 
fanie,  together  with  a  tradt  or  trafts  of  land  to  be  al- 
lotted by  the  faid  Catholic  King^  and  to  be  panted  to 
the  company  aforefaid,  commpoly  called  La  Compa- 
nia  de  el  Afliento,  in  fome  convenient  place  on  the 
river  of  Plata  (no  duties  or  revenues  being  payable  by 
the  {aid  company  on-  that  account  during  the  tim^  of 
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jtl?e  ajbove-rnentioined  contreft,  and  no  longer)  5.  and 
.thi3  fcttkment  .of  the  laid  fociety,  or  thofe  trafts  of 
land,  fluU  be  proper  and  fuflicient  for  planting  and 
fowing,  and  for  feeding  entile  for  the  fubfiflenoe  of 
thofe  who  are  in  the  tdjryicp  pf  die  faid  company,  and 
.of  their  nefflx)es  J  and  that  the.  faid  negroes  may  b^ 
therj?  kept  in  fafety  till  they  are  fold ;  apd  nrioreover, 
that  jthe  ihip3  belonging  to  d^  faid  company  may  come 
clofe  to  land,  and  be  Iccurc  from  any  danj^er.  But  it 
JhdU  a)israys  be  lawful  for  the  Cathohc  King  to  appoint 
an  officer  in  the  laid  place  or  fetdement,  who  may  tate 
.  care  tha|C  nothing  he  done  or  prz&likd  contrary  to  his 
royal  interefts.  And  all  who  mani^ge  the  affairs  of  the 
faid  company  there,  or  belpng  to  k,  fhall  be  fiil^e^  to 
the  infpedtion  of  the  ^fopefeia  officer,  as  to  all  masters 
relating  to  the  trails  of  land  abpyp-meqtioned.  But 
if  any  doubts,  difficulties,  or  cpntrpvcrfies,  Ihould  a^rife 
between  the  faid  officer  and  the  managers  for  the  (aid 
coflnpaiiy,  they  IhalJ  be  referred  to  the  detcrnqinwion 
of  the  gDyernor  of  giji^nas  Ayres.  The  C^iholic  King 
has  been  likewife  pleaied  cp  grant  to  thp  faid  company 
fcveral  other  extraordinary  advant^es,  which  are  more 
fully  and  amply  explained  in  the  contrad  of  the  Afli- 
(ento,  which  was  made  a))d  concluded  ftt  Madrid  the 
£6th  day  of  the^onth  of  March  of  this  preient  year 
2713.  Which  concra&  or  Affiento  de  Negros,  and  all 
«the  claufes,  conditions,  privileges,  and  immunities  con- 
tained therein,  and  which  gre  not  contrary  to  this  ar- 
ticle, are  and  (hail  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  part  of 
this  treaty,  in  the  famie  manner  as  if  they  had  been  hepe 
inferted  word  for  word. 

XJII.  Whereas  (he  Queen  of  Great  Britain  has 
continually  prcffed  and  infilted  with  the  greatefteamcft- 
nefs,  that  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  principality  of  Ca- 
talonia, of  whatever  |late  or  condidon  they  may  be, 
Ihculd  not  only  obtain  a  full  arjd  perpetual  oblivion  of 
all  that  was  done  in  the  late  war,  and  enjoy  the  entire 
fpofleffion  of  all  their  eftates  and  honours,  but  fhould 
alfo  have  their  ancient  privilege^  preferved  fafe  =^nd 
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iaid  Queen  of  Great  Bricair^  herebjr  graats  and  con*- 
films  CO  all  the  infaabitaau  of  Cacaionia  whatfoeveri  noit 
only  the  amoefty  delired,  together  with  the  &11  poficf^- 
fion  of  all  their  eftates  and  honorS;,  but  aUb  g^ves  suid 
grants  to  them  all  the  privileges  which  the  inhabitants 
of  both  Caitillesi,  who  of  all  the  Spaniards  are  the  moft 
dear  i;o  the  Catholic  King,  have  and  enjoy^  or  may  here* 
a&er  have  and  en)oy« 

XIV.  And  whereas  the  Cariidic  King,  at  the  requeft 
of  her  Royal  Britannic  Majefty,  has  been  pleaied  to 
yield  the  kingdom  of  Sicily  to  his  RoyalHighnefiViAor 
Amadeus  Duke  of  Savoy,  and  by  die  treaty  this  day 
entered  into  between  his  Royal  Catholic  Majefly,  and 
his  Rofid  Highnefs  of  Savoy,  does  make  a  ceflion  of  the 
faid  kir^gdom,  her  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain  afore* 
laid  promifes  and  engages  that  (he  will  take  great  care^ 
that  in  de&ult  of  dieneirs  male  of  the  Hou&  <^Savoy» 
the  pofleifion  of  the  afbreiaid  kingdom  of  Sicily  iball 
revert  again  to  the  crown  of  Spain  s  and  her  abo?e&id 
Royal  Britannk  Majefty  doth  further  confeiit^  that  th* 
kingdom  of  Sicily  may  not,  under  any  pretenccj  or  in 
any  manner  whatever,  be  alienated  or  given  to  any 
prince  or  ftate^  unleis  to  the  Catholic  King  of  Spain» 
and  to  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs.  And  whereas  the  Ca«^ 
dK>Iic  King  hath  made  known  to  her  Royal  Britanfuc 
Majefty,  that  it  would  be  both  reafoanbk  in  k£ei£,  and 
acceptable  to  him,  that  not  only  the  fubjefts  of  tht 
kingdom  of  Sicily,  aldiough  they  may  refiae  in  the  do* 
minions  of  Spain,  and  be  in  the  ieryice  of  his  faid  Ca* 
tholic  Maje%,  but  alio  the  Spaniards  and  other  fub* 
je&s  of  Spain,  who  may  perhaps  hftve  eftates  and  ho« 
nors  in  the  a&refaid  kingdom  of  Sicily>  ihouldt  ^bth^* 
out  any  diminution^  entirely  enjoy  their  liud  eftates  and 
honors^  and  fhould  in  no  wife,  under  pretence  of  per» 
^nal  i^nce  oyt  of  the  faid  kingdom,  be  troubled  or 
difijuicted :  And  whereas  the  abovefaid  Catholic  King 
Cwly  promifes  likcwife  on  his  part,  that  he  will  confent^ 
that  the  futjefts  of  the  (wd  kingdom  of  Sicily,  and 
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other  fubjcfts  of  his  Ciid  Royal  Highnefs,  if  fhey  ihoukl 
chanfce  to  have  eftates  and  honors  in  Spain,  or  other 
&e  dbniiinions  belonging  to  Spain,  Ihall  in  like  manner, 
without  any  diminution,  entirely  enjoy  the  fame,  and 
that  they  (hall  in  no  wife  be  troubled  or  difturbed 
under 'pretence  of  perfonal  abfencej  therefore  her  Royal 
Brittuinic  Majefty  promifcs,  that  flic  will  endeavour, 
and  will  give  inftruftions  to  her  ambafladors  extraordi- 
nary and  plenipotenriaries  at  Utrecht,  that  they  intcr- 
pofe  the  mod  efFeAual  good  offices,  that  the  Catholic 
King  and  his  Royal  Highnefs  may  mutually  agree  cpn-i 
ceming  this  matter,  and  may  take  care  and  provide  for 
the  f^me,  in  fuch  manner  ^  (hall  be  moft  conunodious 
pn  both  fides. 

XV.  Their  Royal  Majefties  on  both  pare  renew  and 
confirm  all  treaties  of  f)eace,  friendlhip,  confederation^ 
and  commerce,  made  heretofore,  and  concluded  be- 
tween the  crowns  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  and  the 
faid  treaties  are  hereby  renewed  and  confirmed,  in  as  full 
and  ample  manner  as  if  they  were  now  particularly  here 
infert«l ;  that  is  to  fay,  as  far  as  they  are  not  found  to 
be  contrary  to  the  treaties  of  peace  and  commerce 
which  were  the  laft  made  and  figned.  And  efpecially 
by  this  treaty  thofe  agreements,  treaties,  and  conven- 
tions, arc  ccMifirmed  and  ftrengthened,  which  relate  as 
well  to  the  exercife  of  conwnercc  and  navigation  in  Eu- 
rope, and  elfcwhere,  as  to  the  introduction  of  negroes 
into  the  Spanifli  Weft  Indies,  and  which  cither  a« 
already  made,  or  will  forthwith  be  made  between  bodi 
nations  at  Madrid,  And  whereas  it  is  infifted  on  the 
part  of  Spain,  that  certain  rights  of  filhing  at  the  ifland 
of  Newfoundland  belong  to  the  Guipufcoans^  or  other 
iubjedts  of  the  Catholic  King,  her  Britannic  Majefly 
confents  and  agrees^  that  all  fuch  privileges  as  the  Gui- 
pufcoans  and  o^her  people  of  Spain  are  able  to  make 
claim  to  by  right,  (hall  be  allowed  and  prefcrved  to 
them. 

Xy  I.  Whereas  in  the  convention  for  making  a  fuf- 
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penfion  of  arms  fit>m  the  44  d^y  of  the  month  of  Au- 
guft  laft  paft,  for  four  months,  bcm^ccn  the  Queen  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  mod  Chriftian  King ;  which  the 
Catholic  King  alfo  approved  by  his  conient,  and  does 
hereby  forther  approve ;  and  which  by  another  conven- 
tion was  prolonged  to  the  44  of  the  month  of  April  of 
this  prefent  year,  among  odier  conditions  it  is  exprefsly 
iikipulated,  in  what  cafes  the  fhips,  merchandizes,  and 
other  moveables  taken  on  one  fide  and  the  other,  fhould 
either  become  prize  to  the  captor,  or  be  rcftored  to  the 
fimner  owner  -,  it  is  therefore  agreed,  that  in  thofe  cafes 
the  conditions  of  the  aforefaid  fufpenfion  of  arms  fhall 
remain  in  full  force,  and  all  things  relating  to  fuch  cap^ 
'  tures,  made  cither  in  the  Britilh  and  Northern  feas,  or 
.  elfewhere,  fhall  be  well  and  truly  executed  accorcUng 
to  the  tenor  the  reof. 

XVIL  But  if  it  happen  through  inadvertency,  or 
imprudence,  or  any  other  caufe,.  tnat  any  fubject  of 
cither  of  their  aferelaid  Royal  Majcfties  do  or  commit 
finy  thing,  by  land,  fea,  or  on  frefti  waters,  in  any  part 
of  the  world,  whereby  this  prefent  treaty  be  not  ob- 
fcrved,  or  whereby  any  particular  article  of  the  fame 
hath  not  its  effed:,  this  peace  and  good  correfpondence 
between  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Catholic 
King  ihall  not  therefore  be  interrupted  or  broken,  but 
fhall  remain  in  its  former  fbength,  force,  and  vigour. 
.And  that  fubjeft  only  fhall  be  anfwerable  for  his  own 
&&,  and  fhall  fuffer  fuchpunifhment  as  is  mfli&ed  by 
law,  and  according  to  the  prefcripdons  of  the  law  of 
nadons.* 

'  XVIII.  But  if  (which  God  forbid)  die  difputes 
which  are  compofed  fhould-  at  any  time  be  renewed 
between  their  faid  Royal  Majeflies,  and  break  out  into 
open  war,  the  fhips,  merchandizes,  and  goods,  both 
moveable  and  immoveable,  of  the  fubjefts  on  both 
fides,  which  fhall  be  found  to  be  and  remain  in  the 
ports  and  dominions  of  the  adverfe  party,  fhall  not  be 
confifcated,  or  fuffer  any  damage  $  but  the  ipace  of 
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fiKixicinti»,imdicoDepaitaodcndieodier«  fhaH^be 
granticd  00  the  iasd  ibbje£b  of  each  of  thdr  faid  Rojmi 
Majeftirs,  in  order  fx>  dieir  iciHag  die  t&>rdbid  thin^, 
or  anf  other  daeir  e&£b»  or  cairying  away  a^  tranf- 
porting  die  £une  from  dicncc^  whidierfoevcr  dief 
pkaie,  widiont  any  floolcftadoii. 

XIX.  The  Kings,  Princes,  and  States,  mention^ 
in  the  following  articles,  and  all  others  who  fliall  be 
pominated  on  either  fide,  by  common  confent,  before 
the  ratifications  are  cxclmnged,  or  within  fix  months 
af:er,  (hall,  for  a  mark  of  mutual  friendfhip,  be  includ- 
ed and  comprehended  in  this  treaty,  their  Royal  Majcf- 
tics  aforenamed  being  perfuaded  that  they  wil  approve 
^  the  fettlcments  made  and  eftabliflied  by  it. 

XX.  Whatfoever  fhall  be  contained  in  the  treaty  of 
peace  next  entered  bto  between  his  Sacred  RoyalMajef- 
ty  of  Spain,  and  his  facred  Royal  Majefty  of  Portugal, 
with  the  previous  aj^robarion  of  her  Royal  Majefty  of 
Great  Britain,  ihaU  be  deemed  an  eflcndal  part  of  this 
treaty,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  it  was  tranfcribed  here 
word  for  word*  Moreover  her  Sacred  Royal  Majefty 
pf  Great  Britain  ofFers  herfelf  to  be  a  furety  or  guaran- 
tee of  the  aforefaid  agreement  of  peace,  which  Ihe 
promifes  to  fulfil  according  to  the  fubftance  and  words 
.dxereof,  to  the  end  that  it  may  be  obferved  the  more 
facred  and  inviolablCt 

XXI.  The  treaty  ofpeacc  this  day  entered  inio  be- 
tween his  Royal  Catholic  M^efty  and  his  Royal  High- 
nels  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  is  fpecially  included,  in  and 
confirmed  by  this  trea^,  as  an  eilendal  part  thereof^ 
as  fully  as  if  it  was  inferted  therein  word  for  word,  her 
Royal  Majefly  of  Great  Britain  exprefsly  declaring  that 
(he  will  be  obliged  by  the  terms  of  the  promife  and 
guaranty  therein  made. 

XXII.  The  moft  Serene  King  of  Sweden,  toge- 
d^r  widi  his  realms,  dominions,  {Movinces,  and  rights^ 
and  th^  mofk  Serene  Princes  the  Great  Duke  of  Tuf* 
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anf,  md  tbe  Duke  of  P^nna;,  togcdmr  wkh  tlieir  peo- 
pk  and  fubjc<3-S|  and  tbe  Ubemes  and  ^vantages  of 
iheir  fixbje&s  in  maters  of  trade,  (hall  be  included!  in 
thB  treaity  in  the  moil  e&Aual  nianner. 

XXIII.  The  moft  Serene  Republic  of  Venice,  for 
the  f^c  of  the  jieutralijy  which  during  the  war  they 
cxadtfy  obferved  between  the  parties  in  hoftility,  and 
for  the  fake  of  many  afts  of  humanity  performed  by 
it  (the  dignity,  power,  and  fecurity  of  the  eftates  and 
tbfmtnxons  thereof  remaining  ever  inviolable)  (hall  be 
fUW^rly  comprehended  Md  bckided  in  this  treaty^ 
in  thebdt  nwmer  poifibie,  as  a  coorunon  friend,  aiid 
one  to  whom  their  Royal  Majcftics,  at  aU  times,  dcfitr 
Co  rqpay  xi\t  offices  of  a  ^ithflil  fiiendihip^  according 
to  the  exigwde*  of  the  faid  republic, 

XXIV.  It  has  been  thought  good  to  comprehend 
in  the  pre(ent  treaty,  the  moft  Serene  Republic  of  Ge- 
noa, which,  by  a  conftant  neutrality  during  the  war, 
hath  cultivated  the  ancient  friendlhip  with  the  crowns 
of  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  that  Ac  benefit  of  this 
peace  may  be  extended  to  eveiy  thing  that  concerns 
that  republic,  and  the  fubjefts  thereof  may  in  all 
things,  and  every  where,  fiilly  enjoy  the  fame  liberty  of 
commerce  hereafter,  as  they  enjoyed  formerly,  and 
during  the  life  of  Charles  the  Second  Catholic  King  of 
Spain. 

XXV.  The  city  of  Geneva  is  iikewife  included  in 
this  agreement,  to  tbe  end  that  it  may  for  the  future 
f njoy  all  the  advantages  in  trade  which  it  has  hereto- 
fore  enjoyed  in  either  kingdom,  either  by  treaties  or 
ancient  cuftom. 

XXVI.  Solemn  ratifications  of  this  treaty,  and 
drawn  up  in  the  proper  form,  Ihall  be  duly  and  reci- 
procally exchanged  on  both  fides  widiin  fix  wecki>,  to 
i>e  computed  from  the  time  df  figning,,  or  fooner  if 
poffit^ie. 

In  wimefs  whereof  the  ambaflTadors  extraordinary  and 
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plenipotentiaries  above-named,  having  on  each 
fide  exhibited,*  and  duly  exchanged  their  letters 
of  fiillpowers,fignedand  fealcd  this  prefent  treaty  at 

Utrecht,  Ae  ^^t'r'c^nch  day  of  the  month  of  July,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lx>rd  1713.

Algaiyes, 
AJgezira,  Gibraltar,  Canary  Iflandsj,  Eait  and  Welt 
Indies^  iflands  and  terra  firma  of  the  ocean  fca.  Arch- 
duke of  Auftria,  Duke  of  Burgundy,  Brabanr,  and 
Milan,  Count  of  Apfburg,  Flanders,  and  Tirol^  and  of 
Barcelona,  Lord  ot  Bifcay  and  of  MoHna,  &c«  T<i  , 
all  who  fhall  fee  thefe  prefents,  or  hear  thera  read^ 
greetingi.  Our  deareft  and  mofl:  wellrbeloved  coufin  the 
Princete  of  Urlini  hajs,  fince  the  beginning  of  out  reign, 
rendered  us^and  continues  to  render  us,  ^(x  many  fignal 
and  acceptable  fcrvices,,  that  we  thouglit  we.  could  nqt 
defer  any  longer  giving  her  lively  teflSmonies  of  our  ac* 
tnowlcc^^ents,  and  of  the  effeem  we  have,  for  her 
perion.  This  Princefi  having  quired  the  rank  and  the 
prerog^dves  Ihe  had  at  the.  court  of  Komc„  to  accept 
the  employment-of  firft  lady  of  the  bed-chamba^  to  tte 
Queen  our  deardl  eonfbit,  Ihe  went  to  meet  her  at 
JNicc  in  Provence,  and'  conducted  her  into  our  dbmi- 
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oions  of  Spain,  and  difchafged  her  duty  with  fo  much 
care,  exa6tnefs,  and  wifdom,  that  flic  has  gained  aU 
poffible  confidence  and  confideration. 

'  When  we  trufted  the  regency  of  our  kingdoms  of 
Spain  to  the  Queen  our  deareft  confort,  diat  we  mig^t 
go  and  command  our  armies  in  the  kinfidoms  and 
ftates  of  Italy,  the  Princels  of  Urfini  redoubled  her 
zeal  and  afliduity  about  her  peilbn,  Ihe  has  always  af- 
filled  her  with  her  care  and  her  coiinfel,  with  equal 
prudence  and  afFeftion,  and  in  all  jdmes,  and  on  all  oc- 
fions^  we  have  experienced  the  happy  effcfts  of  fo  judi- 
cious, fo  faithful,  and  fo  valuble  conduft. 

Since  it  has  pleafed  God  to  blefs.our  Royal  Houfe, 
imd  to  fecure  the  fucceffion  of  it  by  a  happy  iffue,  flie 
has  likewife  taken  upon  her  to  bcftow  her  n^oft  tender 
and  eifedhjal  care  on  the  education  of  our  deareft  and 
moft  beloved  fon  the  Prince  of  the  Afturias,  in  Avhom 
we  already  obferve  the  benefit  and  progrefs  of  it.  AH 
diefe  fervices,  fo  diftinguifliing,  and  fo  important  to  the 
welfare  of  our  dominions,  and  to  the  fclicicy  of  our 
reign,  the  application  with  which  this  Princefs  gives  us 
ftill  frelh  proofs  of  an  intire  aflfeftion  to  the  perfon  of 
us,  the  Qiieen  our  deareft  confort,  and  me  Princes  our 
children,  and  the  good  fuccefs  that  has  attended  the 
wholefome  counfck  fhe  has  given  us,  have  engaged  us 
•to  find  out  means  to  grant  her  a  reward  fuitabie  to  fo 
many  fervices,  and  that  mighr  ferve  f  »r  the  fiiturj  as  a 
certain  proof  of  the  greaoief-  ot  our  graeitude,  as  weH 
ias  of  the  merit  and  virtues  of  diis  Princels.  This  has 
given  us  occafion  to  think  of  fccuring  to  her  not  only 
a  confiderable  revenue,  but  alfo  a  country  ftie  might 
enjoy  with  the  tide,  of  fovereign,  which  we  have  em^ 
braced  with  the  greater  readlnefs,  that  this  Princefs 
being  born  of  the  Houfe  of  la  Trimouille,  one  of  diQ 
moft  ancient  and  moft  illuftrious  of  France,  is  not  only" 
allied  to  the  Princes  of  the  blood  of  the  Houfe  of 
France^  but  likewife  to  feveral  other  fovereign  Houfes 
of  Europe,  and  that  knowing  die  endownirnts  of  her 
mind,  and  die  Wifdom  of  her  conduft  in  all  things,  we 
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araperfuaded  ftie  will  govern  with  juftice  the  country 
and  people  that  fliall  be  under  her  fubjeftion  -,  and  that 
this  great  favour  will  ever  be  looked  upon  as  the  juft 
efFeft  of  the  juftice  and  magnificence  of  the  fove- 
reigns  towards  thofe  who  have  been  fo  happy  as  to  ren- 
der them  important  fervices.   Know  ye  therefore,  that, 
out  of  our  full  power,  mere  motion,  and  royal  and 
abfolute    authority,    we    have  -  given,   yielded,   and 
transferred,  as  we  do  give,  yield,  and  transfer  by  thefe 
prefents,  to  our  deareft  and  moft  well-beloved  coufm, 
Mary  Anne  de  la  Trimouille,  Princcfs  of  Urfini,  for 
herfclfi  her  heirs>  fucceflbrs,  and  afligns,  the  dutchy, 
town,  and  caftle  of  Limbourg,  being  part  of  the  Spa- 
nifli  Netherlands,  with  the  towns,  boroughs,  villages, 
caftles,  houfes,  lands,  and  other  appurtenances  of  the 
faid  dutchy,  to  enjoy  the  fame  to  herfelf  the  .faid 
Princels  of  Urlini,  her  heirs,  fucceflbrs,  or  afligns,  in 
full  property  and  perfeft  fovereignty,  without  referving 
or  detaining  any  part  thereof  to  ourfelves  and  to  our 
fucceflbrs  the  Kings  of  Spain,  under  any  title  what- 
foever,  either  of  refort  or  feodality,  as  alfo  without  re- 
turn or  reverfion  in  any  cafe,  or  at  any  time,  whereof 
we  have  exempted  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  and 
its  dependencies  comprehended  in  the  prefent  donation : 
to  which  end,  fo  far  as  is  or  fliould  be  neceflary,  we 
have  extinguifhed  and  fupprefled,  as  we  do  extinguifli 
and  fupprefs  the  faid  rights ;  willing  that  the  faid  Prin- 
cefs  of  Urfini  do  cxercife  in  her  name,  all  the  rights  of 
fovereignty  widiin  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  the 
tenitories  and  jurifdiftions  thereto  annexed,  with  the 
fame  authority  as  we  exercifed  and  had  right  to  exer- 
cife  the  fame  before  thefe  prefents,  and  that  iht  enjoy 
tliere  all  the  revenues,  fruits,  profits,  and  emoluments 
whatfoever,  as   well   ordinary   as   extraordinary   and 
cafual,  of  what  nature  foever,  either  for  the  collation 
and  patronage  of  the  livings,  the  provifion  and  deflitu- 
tion  of  offices,  the  cuftoms,  entries,  fubfidies,  impofi- 
tions,  and  other  rights,  exprefTed,  and  not  exprefTed, 
the  defence  of  the  country,  and  the  tranquillity  of  the. 
Yot,  IL  H  people. 
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people,  die  railing  the  reveaues  of  the  faid  dutchy 
and  its  dependencies  $  all  which  rights  and  revenues 
the  faid  Princefs  of  Urfini  (hall  commence  to  enjoy 
from  the  day  of  thefe  prefents ;  from  the  reckoning  of 
which,  the  agents,  receivers,  clerks,  or  others  appointed 
to  receive  the  faid  revenues,  Ihall  be  accountable,  and 
remit  the  produce  into  the  hands  of  the  bearers  of  the 
powers  of  the  faid  Princefs,  and  in  fo  doing  they  fliall 
be- duly  acquitted  and  difcharged  thereof  towards  us, 
as  by  thefe  prefents  we  difchaige  them  thereof  i  and 
confequendy  the  faid  Princefs  of  Urfini  Ihall  remain 
unalterable  proprietor  of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg, 
and  its  dependencies,  as  well  for  the  fovereigntyj^^as  for 
all  the  revenues,  as  the  whole  belonging  to  her,  in  full, 
fiee,  and  indre  property,  with  power  to  dilpofe  thereof, 
by  donation  between  perfons  alive,  or  legacy  to  flich 
perfon,  and  with  fuch  claufes  and  conditions,  as  ihe  fhall^ 
think  fit,  and  even  to  treat  thereof  by  exchange  or 
otherwife,  and  the  fame  rights  and  powers  fhall  belong 
fuccefllvely,  after  her,  to  her  neareft  heir,  in  cafe  (he  has 
not  otherwife  difpofed  thereof.  To  which  end  we  have 
difcharged,  abfolved,  and  freed,  as  by  thefe  prefents  we 
difcharge,  abfolve,  and  fi^e  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid 
dutchy  of  Limbouig,  and  its  dependencies,  of  what 
ftate,  quality,  or  dignity  they  are,  as  well  ecclefiaftical 
as  fecular,  political,  military,  and  of  what  other  ranks 
and  conditions  they  are  or  may  be,  and  each  of  them 
in  general  and  in  particular,  of  the  oaths  of  fidelity^ 
faith,  and  obedience,  promifes,  obligations,  and  duties 
they  owed  us,  as  their  Lord  and  fovereign  Prince; 
ordering  and  enjoining  them  moft  exprefsly  that,  by 
virtue,  of  diefe  prefents,  they  do  own  and  acknowledge 
the  laid  Princefs  of  Urfini,  and  after  her,  her  heirs,  fuc- 
ceflbrs,  or  fuch  as  have  a  right  thereto,  fucceflively,  for 
their  Princes  and  Sovereign  Lords  j  that  they  take  and 
fwear  to  her  the  oaths  of  fidelity  and  obedience  in  the 
iifual  manner,  and  moreover  that  they  pay  all  homage^ 
reverence,  affeftion,  obedience,  fidelity,  and  fervices, 
as  good  and  loyal  fubjefts  are  obliged  to  do  to  their 
.     •  Sovereign 
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Sovereign  Lord,  and  as  tliey  have  done  hitherto  to  the 
Kings  our  predcceffors,  and  to  us.     And  farther,  our 
mtention  being  that  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limboui^  and 
its  dependencies  fhould  produce  at  leaft  the  efFechial 
and  real  revenue  yearly  to  the  profit  of  the  faid  Princcfs 
of  Urfini,  her  heirs,  fucceflbrs,  and  affigns,  thirty  thou- 
fand  crowns,  each  crown  of  eight  fiiver  reals,  old 
double  money  of  Caftille,  deduftion  being  made  of 
local  employments,  maintenance  of  places,  and  officers, 
that  ufed  to  be  paid  and  maintained  out  of  the  revenues 
of  the  faid  dutchy.     Our  will  and  pleafurc  is,   that 
during  the  firft  year  of  enjoyment  by  the  faid  Princefs 
of  Urfini,  after  her  having  taken  pofleflion  of  the  faid 
dutchy  of  Limbourg,  and  after  the  publication  of  the 
peace,  a  ftate  be  made  of  the  revenues  and  employ- 
ments of  the  dutchy  of  Limbourg  and  its  dependencies, 
in  the  prefence  of  perfons  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  z% 
well  on  our  part,  as  on  that  of  the  faid  Princefs  of  Ur-» 
fini,  and  in  cafe,  after  deduftion  is  made  for  the  faid 
employments,  the  revenues  for  the  neat  remainder  to 
the  profit  of  the  faid  Princefs  of  Urfini  do  not  amdunc 
to  the  faid  thirty  thoufand  crowns^  «wf«w,  whether  by  . 
reafon  of  the  alienations  that  might  have  been  made  of 
fome  part  of  that  dutchy,  or  whether  becaufe  any  of 
the  laid  rights,  revenues,  and  appurtenances  Ihould 
have  been  fold,  engaged,  or  charged  with  fome  rents, 
even  fome  debts  for  Tums  taken  by  loan,  or  antidpa- 
tion,  in  this  Cafe  we  ordain,  and  our  will  and  pleafure 
is,  that  the  whole  be  redeemed  and  difengaged,  and  the 
purchalers,  mortgagers,  tenants,  and  other  creditors, 
reimburfed,  paid,  and  fatisfied  out  of  the  produce  of 
the  moft  liquid  revenues  of  the  other  provinces  of  the 
Spanifli  Netherlands,  fo  as  that  the  faid  Princefs  enjoy, 
fiiUy,  really,  and  without  any  charge,  the  faid  thirty 
thoufand  crowns  yearly;  to  which  end,  and  until  the 
full  reimburfement  for  the  redeeming  the  faid  aliena^ 
tions  or  engagements,  conftitutions  cf  rents,  anticipa^ 
tions,  or  other  loans  whatever  they  may  be,  the  pur- 
chafers  of  the  funds  alienated,  or  mortgagers,  tenants, 
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and  all  other  creditors,  (hall  be  and  remain  afligried,    . 
as  from  this  time  we  affign  them  to  receive    their 
arrears 'or  interefts  of  their  capitals  out  of  the  faid  re- 
venues of  the  other  provinces  of  the  Spanifti  Nether- 
lands ;  and  confequendy  we  have  from  this  time  yielded 
and  transferred,  as  we  do  yield  and  transfer  all  and  fuch. 
of  our  revenues  as  fhall  be  requifite  to  the  mortgagers 
and  creditors,  and  until  the  concurrence  of  what  is  due 
to  them  for  principal  interefts,  to  take,  have,  and  re- 
ceive out  of  the  moft  liquid  and  efFeftive  part  of  the 
*faid  revenues  of  the  faid  Spanifli  Netherlands,  except 
thofc  of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  to  enjoy  the 
fame  themfclves,  until  they  fhall  be  fully  reimburfed* 
And  if  it  fhould  happen,  that  notwithftanding  the  faid 
redemption  and  reimburfement  being  made  or  aflignedj 
the  revenue  of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg  fhould 
not  amount  to  the  faid  fum  of  thirty  thoufand  crowns 
yearly>  all  charges  deduftcd,  we  will,  that  there  be  diC- 
.  membered,  as  from  tliis  time  we  difmember,  from  the 
other  countries  belonging  to  us,  adjacent  or  lying  con- 
venient to  the  faid  dutchy  of  Liihbourg,  fuch  other 
towns,  boroughs,  villages,  and  territories,  as  fhall  be 
requifite  to  make  up,  by  their  yearly  produce  and  reve- 
nue, what  fhall  be  wanting  of  the  faid  thirty  thoufand 
crowns  yearly  in  the   dutchy  of  Limbourg,  which 
towns,  boroughs,  villages,  and  territories,  together  with 
the  revenue  and  appurtenances,  fhall  remain  difmem- 
bered  from  our  other  lordfhips,  and  fhall  be  united  and 
joined  for  the  future,  and  for  ever,  to  the  faid  dutchy  of 
Limbourg,  to  be  poffeffed  by  the  faid  Princefs  of  Urfini, 
with  the  fame  title  of  fovereignty,  jurifdidion,  and  pre- 
rogative before  mentioned,  and  as  making  part  of  the 
faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg.    And  whereas,  by  the  feve- 
ral  propofals  that  are  from  time  to  time  made  to  iis,  to 
attain  the  peace  fo  much  defired  by  us,  and  other  princes 
and  flates  of  Europe  engaged  in  the  prefent  war,  feme 
of  them  tend  to  certain  difmemberings  of  the  faid  Spa- 
nifh  Netherlands  from  the  other  dominions  that  make 
up  our  monarchy.;  we  declare^  that  our  intention  is,  that 
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thefe  preients  Ihall  hot  be  prejudiced  by  the  treaties  of 
peace  that  fhall  be  made,  and  that  all  the  princes 
and  potentates  interefted  in  the  faid  propofals  do  ratify 
the  difmembering  we  make  by  thefe  prefents  of  the 
faid  duichy  of  Limbourg,  and  the  eredting  of  that  in 
fovereignty,  in  favour  or  the  Princefs  of  Urfini,  fo  as 
that  fhe  be  put  and  remain  in  foil  poffeflion  and  peace- 
able enjoyment  thereof^  within  the  foil  extent  of  thefe 
prefents,  according  to  their  form  and  tenor,  and  without 
any  referve  or  reftriftion  whatfoever  j  it  being  our  will, 
diat  the  prefent  donation  be  one  of  the  conditions  of 
the  treaties  that  may  be  made  in  what  fhall  concern 
the  faid  Spanifh  Netherlands,  to  the  end  the  faid  Prin-. 
ccfs  of  Urfini,  her  heirs,  ftiqpeflbrs,  and  affigns,  may 
enjoy  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg  and  its  appurte- 
nances, fully,  peaceably,  perpetually,  and  for  ever,  with  ' 
the  title  of  fovereignty,  without  any  trouble  and  hinder- . 
ance  i  on  the  contrary,  to  cfFeft  the  fame,  and  to  con- 
flrain  thereto  all  thofe  whom  it  fhall  concern,  or  that  arci 
therefore  to  be  confbrained,  we  have,  out  of  our  foil 
power  and  royal  authority,  fupplied,  as  we  do  hereby 
fupply  all  defcfts  or  omiffions  of  right  or  fad,  that  might 
be  found  or  happen  in  this  donation,  ceffion,  and  con- 
veyance, either  by  the  fault  of  exprclTion,  of  the  value 
of  the  revenue?,  and  of  the  employments  of  the  faid 
dutchy  of  Limbourg,  that  are  not  therein  fpecified  or 
declared,  and  that  might  be  requifite  by  former  ordi- 
nances, to  which,  and  the  derogatories  of  the  derogato- 
ries  tlierein  contained,  we  have  exprefsly  derogated,  as 
we  derogate  by  thefe  prefents;  for  fuch  is  our  will  and 
good  plcafure :  willing  that  thefe  prefent  letters  patents 
be  delivered  to  the  faid  Princefs  of  Urfini,  that  fhe  may 
caufe  the  fame  to  be  regiflered  and  puhlifhed  where  it 
(hall  be  neceffary,  and  even  to  caufe  them  to  be  infert- 
ed,  with  the  donation  and  cefEon  therein  contained,  in 
the  treaty  of  peace  to  be  negotiated,  therein  to  tje  in- 
cluded and  acknowledged  in  the  quality  of  foyereign 
Princefs  of  the  dutchy  of  Limboyigi  and  in  that  qua- 
lity to  exercife  the  rights  thereof  and  th^re  to  make 
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treaties  and  alliances  with  the  princes  end  fovereigns^ 
that  fhall  intervene^  enjoining  the  minifters  and  ambaf- 
fadors  who  fhall  be  there  on  our  part,  to  acknowledge 
her  as  fuch,  and  all  our  officers  of  the  faid  dutchy  of 
Limbouig  to  obey  thefe  prefents  from  the  moment  they 
fhall  be  notified  to  them ;  and  to  the  end  this  prefent 
donation  be  firm  and  lading  for  ever,  we  have  figned 
diefe  prefent  letters  with  our  own  hand,  and  caufed  our 
great  feal  to  be  affixed  to  them,  willing  and  ordaining 
that  they  be  regiftered  in  all  and  every  one  of  our 
councils  and  chambers  of  accompts  where  it  fhall  be- 
long. Given  at  our  city  of  CorcUa,  in  our  kingdom  of 
Navarre,  the  aSth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  17 1 1,  and  of  our  reign  the  eleventh. 

And  her  faid  Majefly  of  Great  Britain  promifes,  that 
Ihe  will  maintain  the  faid  Lady  Princefs  of  Urfini,  or 
her  affigns,  in  the  real,  aftual,  and  peaceable  poflefTion 
of  the  faid  fovereignty  and  territory,  againft  all  and 
every  one,  at  any  time,  and  for  ever,  and  that  fhe  will 
not  permit  that  the  faid  Lady  Princefs  be  difhirbed  or 
molcfted  in  the  faid  pofTeffion  by  any  body,  by  right  or 
faft.  And  whereas  the  real  pofTeffion  of  the  fove- 
reignty of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  or  of  the  ter- 
ritories as  aforefaid  to  be  fubrogated,  ought,  by  virtue 
of  the  before-mentioned  convention,  concluded  the 
iyth  of  March  lafl  pafl,  to  have  been  already  given  to 
the  faid  Lady  I^rincefs,  although  it  is  not  yet  given  ; 
therefore  her  faid  Roysil  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  as 
a  farther  flirety,  promifes,  and  engages  her  Royal  word, 
that  fhe  will  not  yield  or  remit,  nor  fuffer  to  be  yield- 
ed or  remitted  to  any  body,  the  faid  Spanifh  Nether- 
lands, but  will  keep,  or  caufe  the  fame  to  be  kept,  not 
only  until  the  faid  Lady  Princefs  of  Urfini  be  put  in 
aftual  and  peaceable  pofleffion  of  the  faid  fovereignty, 
but  alfo,  that  the  faid  Lady  Princefs  of  Urfini  be,  as 
aforefaid,  acknowledged  Sovereign  Lady  of  the  laid 
fovereignty,  and  put  in  pofTeffion  thereof  by  the  Prince 
to  whom  the  faid  Spanifh  Netherlands  are  to  be  yielded 
and  remitted.  ' 
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This  prefent  article  fhall  be  ratified,  and  the  exchai^ 
of  the  ratifications  fhall  be  made  at  Utrecht  within  fix 
weeks,  or  fooner,  if  poffible. 

In  witnefs  whereof^  we  the  ambafTadors  extraordi-» 
nary  and  plenipotentiaries  of  her  Sacred  Royal 
Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  have  fubfcribed  this 
prefent  article,  and  fealcd  the  fame  with  our  feals, 
at  Utrecht  the  ^  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  17 1  J,

ANNE,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Queen  of  Great 
Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faith, 
&c.  To  all  to  whom  thefe  prefents  fhall  come,  greet- 
ing. When  we  had  determined  to  endeavour  to  put 
an  end  to  this  fo  long  and  fo  pernicious  a  war,  amidft 
the  great  cares  which  we  took  upon  us  in  refloring  the 
pubhc  tranquillity,  we  turned  our  thoughts  in  the  firft 
place  to  the  renewal  and  flrengthcning  of  ijiofe  mofl 
Arid  bands  of  friendfhip  and  correfpondence  between 
us  and  our  good  brother  Philip  the  Fifth  Catholic 
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King  of  Spain,  which  had  fubfiftcd  from  the  longeft 
date  of  time  between  the  Bririih  and  Spanilh  crowns, 
to  the  mutual  benefit  of  both  nations:  wherefore  we 
were  pleafed  to  appoint  the  fame  minifters,  wlio  had 
folong,  and  with fo  good fuccefs,  applied  themfelve^ in 
pur  name  to  promote  and  finifh  the  moft  wholcfomc

of  Briftol,  keeper  of  our  privy  feal,  dean  of  Windfor, 
and  regifter  of  our  moft  noble  Order  of  the  Garter ; 
and  of  our  right  trufty  and  right  well-beloved  coufin 
and  counfellor  Thomas  Earl  of  Strafford,  Viicount 
Wcntworth  of  Wentworth  Woodhoufe,  and  of  Staine- 
borough.  Baron  of  Raby,  lieutenant  general  of  our 
armies,  firll  commilTioner  of  our  admiralty,  knight  of 
our  moft  noble  Order  of  the  Garter,  and  our  ambaflfa- 
dor  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiary  to  the  High  and 
Mighty  Lords  the  States,  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, have  nominated,  made,  and  conftituted,  as  wc 
do  by  thefe  prefents  nominate,  make,  and  conftitute 
them  our  true,  certain,  and  undoubted  ambalTadors  ex- 
traordinary, commifTaries,  procurators,  and  plenipo- 
tentiaries, giving  and  granting  to  them,  either  joindy  or 
fcparately,  all  and  all  manner  of  power,  leave,  and  au- 
thority, and  our  general  as  well  as  fpecial  command 
(provided  that  our  general  command  fhall  not  derogate 
from  or  be  contrary  to  our  fpecial  command)  to  meet 
at  Utrecht,  or  at  any  other  place  whatfocver,  and  have 
conferences  with  the  ambafTadors  extraordinaiy  and 
plenipotenriaries,  whom  the  faid  Catholic  King  Ihall 
depute  on  his  fide,  and  provide  with  fufficient  authori- 
tiesj  and  of  treating  o^  agreeing  upon,  and  concluding 
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fafe,  firm^  and  honourable  conditions  of  peace  and 
fiiendfhip  between  us  and  the  faid  Catholic  King,  and 
of  fining  whatfoever  Ihall  be  fo  agreed  for  us,  and  in 
our  name,  and  of  making,  delivering,  and  receiving  re- 
ciprocally, all  the  neceflary  inftruments  of  the  things 
concluded,  how  many  or  whatfoever  they  are,,  and  in 
general,  of  doing  and  performing  all  things  which  they 
fliall  judge  to  be  any  ways  neceflary  or  convenient  to* 
ward^  making  and  eftablifhing  conditions  of  peace  and 
friendihip  as  aforefaid,  in  as  ample  manner  and  form, 
and  with  the  fame  force  and  efied,  as  we  could  do  and 
perform  the  fame,  if  we  ourfelves  were  prefentj  pro- 
miiing  and  engaging  our  Royal  word,  that  we  will  ap- 
prove and  ratify  all  and  every  one  of  the  articles,  which 
by  virtue  of  thefe  prefents  fhall  be  tranfafted,  con-, 
eluded,  and  figned  by  our  faid  ambafladors  extraordi- 
nary, commiflaries,  procurators,  and  plenipotentiaries, 
jointly  or  feparately,  in  the  form  and  manner  wherein 
they  are  agreed.  For  the  greater  tcftimony  and  vali- 
dity whereof,  having  figned  thefe  prefents  with  our 
Royal  hand,  we  have  commanded  our  great  feal  to  be 
aifixed  thereunto.  Given  at  our  palace  at  St.  James's 
the  third  day  of  May,  17 13,  in  the  twelfth  year  of  our 
reign. 

DON  PHILIP,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Caftille,  Leon,  Aragon,  and  both  Sicilies,  Jerufalem, 
Navarre,  Granada,  Toledo,  Valencia,  Galicia,  Major- 
ca, Seville,  Sardinia,  Cordoua,  Corfica,  Murcia,  Jaen, 
the  Algarves,  Algezira,  Gibraltar,  the  Canaries,  the 
Eaft  and  Weft  Indies,  the  iflands  and  continent  of  the 
ocean.

Don  Jeronimo  de  Pueyo  Arancill,  of 
his  Majefty's  councij,  who  was  prefident  of  this  Royal 
court,  and  of  that  which  now  his  lordihip  Don  Ro- 
drigo Serrano  y  Trillo,  of  the  council  of  his  Majefly, 
prefident  of  this  Royal  court,  and  judge  confervator  of 
the  faid  nation,  enjoys,  which  is  as  foDows,  viz*

WE  Don  Adrian  Johnfon,  conful  of  the  Englifh 
nation,  which  trades  in  this  city,  and  Don  Thomas 
Colins,  conful  of  the  Englifh  nation,  which  trades  in 
the  iflands  of  the  Canaries,  do  appear  before  your 
iordfhips,  and  fay,  that  at  the  time  wliich  Don  Gero- 
nimo  del  Pueyo  Araciel  was  of  his  Majefty's  council, 
and  his  prefident  in  the  Royal  court  of  this  city,  being 
judge  confervator  of  the  faid  nation,  it  was  ordered, 
that  the  privileges  granted  to  the  faid  nation  by  his 
Majefly  King  Philip  the  Fourth  (now  in  glory)  fhould 
be  printed,  which  faid  privileges  were  printed,  and  order- 
ed a  certificate  thereof  fhould  be  given,  which  is  what 
wc  here  produce  j  and  it  being  convenient  that  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  faid  privileges,  with  the  cedula  of  con- 
fervatorfhip,  which  faid  Don  Gcronimo  del  Pueyo  had 
of  his  Majefly,  and  that  which  your  lordfhip  lately 
bad,  be  printed,  and  delivered  to  each  of  us  copies 
authorifed  by  the  prefent  notary,  that  we  may  have 
them  in  our  cufl:ody,  to  make  them  known  amongfi: 
fliofe  of  the  faid  nations :  wherefore  Wc  dcfirc  of  your 
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lordfliips,  and  humbly  intreat  it  may  be  lb,  provided 
and  commanded.

Cedula  of  Privileges  granted  by  his  Majejly  to  the  Eng- 
lifh,  which  refide  in  Sevilla,  S.  Lucar,  Cadiz^  ani 
Malaga. 

DON  PHILIP,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Caftille,  of  Leon,  of  Arragon,  of  the  IVo  Sicilies, 
of  Jerufalem,  of  Portugal,  of  Navarre,  of  Granada,  of 
Tdedd,  of  VaknCria,  of  Mallorca,  of  Seviila,  of  Sar- 
dinia, of  Cordua,  of  Cof^ega,  of  Murcia,  v/ Jaen,  of 
the  Algarves,  of  Algecira,  of  Gibraltar,  of  the  iflands 
of  the  Canaries,  of  the  Eaft  and  Well  Indies,  iflands, 
and  terra  firma  of  the  ocem.  Archduke  of  Auilria, 
Duke  of  Bourgona,  of  Brabant,  and  of  Milan,  Count 
of  Apfburg,  of  Flanders,  Lord  of  Bifcay,  and  of  Mo- 
lina, &c. 

For  as  much  as  on  the  part  of  you  Richard  An- 
thony, conful  of  the  Englilh  nation,  by  you,  and  in 
the  name  of  the  vaflals  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
information  hath  been  given  to  me,  that  by  means  of 
the  peace,  which  between  this  and  that  kingdom  is 
fettled,  thoie  which  do  refide  and  commerce  in  Anda* 
luiia,  principally  in  the  city  of  Sevilla,  San  Lucar, 
CacHz,  and  Malaga,  humbly  intreat  me  that  I  would 
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be  pleafed  to  confirm  to  you  the  privilcjges,  exemp- 
tions, and  liberties  which  appertain  to  you,  as  well  by 
fhc  articles  of  the  faid  peace,  as  by  the  confirmations 
of  them,  and  other  favours  and  indultos,  which  the 
King  my  Lord  and  Father  (now  in  glory)  granted  you, 
and  all  others  whatfoever,  that  have  been  granted  by 
my  crowns  of  thcfe  my  kingdoms  of  Gaftflle  and  of 
Portugal,  commanding  that  they  be  obftrved  and  ac- 
c6mpSfhed  in  all  and  through  all,  without  any  limi- 
tation, and  that  they  may  be  of  more  force^  to  granj: 
them  anew,  with  the  qualities,  anriplifications,  condi- 
tions,, and  declarations,  which  may  be  moft  convenient 
for  you,  impofing  puiufhments  upon  whom  Ihall  con- 
tracfift  thf  m  arid  not  obferve  them  j  and  that  it  may 
be  known  what  they  are,  that  there  be  given  copies  of 
them,  of  what  favour  I  have  granted  them,  having  & 
due  regard  to  the  aforefaid ;  and  becaufe  that  for  the 
cccafions  which  I  have  of,  wars,  you  have  offered  to 
aflift  me  with  two  thoufand  five  hundred  ducats  of 
filver,  paying  one  thoufand  down,  and  the  other  thou- 
fand five  hundred  remaining,  in  the  month  of  April  of 
this  prefent  year,  for  which  Don  Francifco  Moreno, 
with  the  intervention  of  Don  Antonio  de  Campo  Re- 
dondo  y  Rio,  Knight  of  the  order  of  St.  James,  of  my  , 
privy  council,  and  of  my  exchequer,  in  your  name, 
and  by  virtue  of  your  power,  paffed  a  writing  or  obli- 
gation in  form>  before  John  Cortez  de  la  Cruz,  my 
notary;'  1  have  thought  fit,,  and  by  thefe  prefents,  of 
my  own  proper  motive,  certain  knowledge,  and  royal 
asid  abfolute  power,  which  in  this  part  I  will  ufe,  and 
do  ufe,  as  King  and  natural  lord,  not  acknowledging 
any  fuperior  in  temporals,  I  confirm  and  approve  the 
faid  privileges  of  exemptions,  and  liberties  which  ap- 
pertain to  you,  as  well  by  the  articles  of  the  faid  p'feace, 
as  by  the  confirniations  of  them,  and  the  reft  of  the 
favours,  indultos,  which  the  King  my  Lord  and  Father 
granted  you,  and  any  others  whatfoever  which  have . 
been  granted  by  my  crowns  of  Caftille  and  Portugal, 
to  the  faid  va0als  in  all^  and  through  all,  as  therein, 
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and  Jn  every  thing,  ^d  in  part  thereof^  is  Ipecified, 
contained,  and  declared,  that  they  may  be  firm,  ftable, 
and  valid,  to  you,  and  be  obferved  to  you,  kept,  and 
fulfilled,  becaufe  that  my  intention  and  deliberate  will 
IS,  that  all  thofe  of  the  faid  nation  may  enjoy  and  do 
enjoy  them  without  any  limitation,  with  condition,  that 
during  the  time  they  fhall  refide  in  Aadaluzia,  the  faid 
Englilh  jnay  not  be  put  upo^i  any  office,  or  in  any 
public  poft,  nor  made  guai'dians,  truftees,  nor  collec- 
tors^ although  they  may  be  of  the  duties  of  Alcavalus 
and  Millones,  or  other  duties  which  relate  to  my  royal 
treafury  -,  nor  fhall  they  demand  frorti  you  loans  or  do- 
natives, nor  oblige  you  to  farm  any  rents,  nor  take 
your  horfes  or  flaves. 

And  to  do  you  flirther  favour,  in  conformity  of  what 
is  capitulated  in  the  faid  peace,  I  will  and  pefmit  that 
you  may  and  do  trade  and  commerce  freely,  and  fell 
your  merchandizes  and  goods,  and  buy  thofe  of  my 
kingdoms,  and  carry  them  thence,  obferving  what  is 
ordaiiied  by  the  laws  and  decrees  that  treat  thereof 
paying  mto  my  royal  treafury  the  dudes  that  ought  to 
be  paid  j  prohibiting,  as  I  do  prohibit,  and  command' 
that  they  do  not  take  fi-om  you  by  force  any  mer- 
chandizes, as  wheat  or  barley,  ^though  it  be  for  dif- 
patcK  of  my  armadas,  fleets,  or  galloons,  neither  for 
the  Aflfenriftas  nor  Eftranqueros,  and  the  faid  privileges 
fliall  be  as  to  wheat  and  barley,  according  to  the  tax  j 
and  as  to  other  things  and  merchandizes,  as  you  fhall 
covenant  and  agree  for,  without  taking  them  from 
you  till  they  have  paid  you  for  them ;  and  diat  they 
fhall  not,  upon  the  account  aforefaid,  give  you  any 
manner  of  trouble  or  vexation. 

And  becaufe  that  many  of  you  trade  in  bringing  to 
the  ports  of  Andaluzia,  city  of  Sevilla,  and  other  parts^ 
a  great  quantity  of  bacallao,  and  other  kinds  of  fifh 
dry  and  faked,  which  being  the  mofl  neceffary  provi- 
lions  that  can  be,  and  creates  you  a  great  deal  of  coft 
and  trouble,  I  will  and  command  that  you  enjoy  the 
cuftom  of  the  city  of  Sevilla,  in  which  it  is  ordered 
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tjiat  thafc  which  arrive  with  any  fifh  dry  and  fitted, 
there  may  not  be  impofed  ^ny  fate,  but  riiat  they  fell 
lit  the  price  they  will,  without  that  it  be  neceffary  that 
they  nrianifeft  it  more  than  to  the  minifters  which  re- 
tovcr  my  royal  revenues  j  and  that  if  the  fhips  in  which 
they  bring  the  faid  bacallao  be  great,  that  diey  cannot 
rome  up  the  river,  and  fhall  unload  them  in  barks,  the 
judge  of  the  admiralty  or  any  other  may  not  put  in 
the  faid  barks  any  guards,  at  the  coft  of  the  owners 
of  them.  In  like  fort,  I  command,  that  in  cafe  it  ap- 
pears that  the  faid  fifh  is  rotten,  and  cannot  be  Ipent, 
It  be  burnt  or  call  into  the  fea,  without  that  by  reafon 
thereof  there  may  be  made  any  procefs  againft  the 
low^ers,  or  perfons  that  fold  it,  or  be  imprifoned  or  in- 
formed againft. 

And  becaufe  that  the  adminiftrator  of  the  Almona- 
rifargos,  and  divers  other  duties,  which  are  recovered 
t)n  goods  and  merchandizes,  have  been  ufed,  upon  in- 
formation given,  to  feize  the  perfon  they  fulped:, 
'which  to  men  of  trade  occafions  much  difcredit,  cofts, 
'iand  vexations :  my  will  is,  and  I  command,  that  upon 
the  faid  informations,  they  only  proceed  againft  the 
merchandizes,  and. not  againft  the  perfons;  permitting 
them,  as  I  do  permit  them,  that  they  may  make  and 
'do  make  their  defences  againft  the  faid  vexations. 

And  whereas,  according  to  one  article  of  the  faid 
peace,  which  treats  in  matter  of  religion,  notwith- 
ftanding  that  in  fome  law-fuit  it  hath  been  endea- 
voured that  they  declare  whether  they  be  Roman 
Catholics  or  not,  excufmg  giving  credit  to  the  oath 
which  they  make,  as  being  parties,  or  as  witnefles,  I 
connmand  therefore,  diat.  in  thofe  matters  they  (hall 
not  meddle  with  the  natives  of  the  faid  kingdom :  but 
that  the  faid  condition  be  folly  obfervcd,  without  mak- 
•ing  them  any  fuch  queftions,  and  to  the  oath  you  Ihall 
•tender  them  in  court,  the  fame  faith  and  credit  Ihall  be 
^iven,  as  if  they  were  natural  Spaniards,  without  that 
upon  this  account  they  are  molefted  or  troubled,  or 
receive  any  grievance. 
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And  by  reafon  that  for  juftification  of  fome  caufes, 
^^  j^dg^  ^d  juftices  pretend,  that  the  merch^ints 
fliould  exhibit  their  books  of  trade;  and  thereupon  they 
receive  vexation  and  trouble ;  I  command  and  will, 
that  the  books  of  the  merchants  of  the  faid  nation 
be  not  taken  from  them,  but  that  they  produce  them 
in  their  own  houfes,  to  take  out  the  article  which  (hajl 
be  appointed,  without  demanding  others  j  nor  may  be 
taken  jfrom  them  any  other  papers,  upon  punifhment 
of  him  that  Ihall  contravene  herein,  to  be  chaftifed  ac- 
cording to  law. 

And  becaufe  likewife  the  merchants  enter  their 
goods  in  the  cuftom-houfe  of  the  city  of  Sevilla,  pf 
all  the  duties,  which,  becaufe  they  are  many,  is  made 
upon  one  fheet  of  paper,  and  firmed  and  iigned  by 
all  the  officers,  and  remains  in  poflcflion  of  tlie  warc- 
houfe-keeper  of  the  cuftom-houfe,  that  by  virtue 
thereof  he  may  deliver  luch  goods  as  go  in  bales, 
packs,  trunks,  and  chefts  j  and  after  they  have  taken 
them  out,  and  put  them  in  their  houfes  and  ware- 
houfes,  the  head-waiter  of  the  cuftom-houfe,  and  the 
officers  of  the  half  per  cent,  fhall  not*fearch  your 
houfes  nor  goods,  cauling  yqu  trouble  and  vexation, 
aflcing  of  you  the  difpatches,  it  b^ing  manifeft  that  you 
•  cannot  have  them,  having  left  them  in  the  power  of 
the  faid  head-waiter :  I  prohibit  therefore  and  com- 
mand, that  the  houfes  of  the  faid  merchants  Ih^U  iiiot 
be  vifited,  nor  be  afked  of  them  the  difpatches  of  their 
goods,  which  doth  not  remain  in  their  cuftody,  fo  that 
this  is  to  be  underftood,  and  is  underftood  of  the  hoyfes 
v/hich  are  within  the  walls  of  the  faid  city.  And  that  it 
may  be  known  thofe  who  arc  of  ?he  faid  nation,  let 
copies  be  given  of  the  faid  privileges  and  exemptions 
which  concerns  you,  and  were  granted  you,  as  well  by 
the  articles  of  the  faid  peace>  as  in  any  other  manner 
whatfoever ;  .and  for  the  execution  and  accon)plifhing 
of  all  the  aforefaid,  I  command  thofe  of  my  privy 
council,  and  the  reft  of  my  counfellors,  juntas,  and  tri- 
bunals of  my  court,  and  the  prefidcnts  and  juftices  of

my  courts,  as  alfo  the  judges  and  juftices  of  the  peace 
belonging  to  my  houfe,  court,  arid  chancery,  and  the 
regent  and  judges  of  my  court  de  Grados,  in  the  city 
of  Scvilla,  and  the  chief  magiftrate  of  the  court  there- 
of and  all  mayors,  governors,  magiftrates,  and  other 
inferior  officers,  as  well  of  the  faid  cities  of  Sevilla, 
Cadiz,  and  Malaga,  and  San  Lucar  de  Barramedaji 
as  of  all  other  cities,  towns,  and  places  of  thefe  my 
kingdoms  and  dominions,  and  judges  and  juftices 
thereof,  of  whatever  quality  and  condition  they  may 
be,  to  whom  principally  or  accidentally  it  fliall  con- 
cern in  any  manner  whatfoevdr,  the  accomplifhing  of 
all  that  is  contained  in  this  my  letter,  that  as  foon  as 
they  (hall  have  been  required  herewith,  or  with  a  copy 
thereof  figned  by  a  public  notary  (to  which  fliall  be 
given  as  much  credit  as  to  the  original)  each  one  for 
that  part  which  fliall  concern  him,  obferve  and  ac- 
complifli,  caufe  to  be  obferved  and  accompliflied,  in 
all,  and  through  all,  as  is  contained  therein^  without 
that  in  the  whole,  or  in  part,  there  be  put  any  impedi- 
ment, or  other  doubt  or  difficulty,  that  fliall  oppofe 
or  contravene  its  tenor  afid  form,  nor  confent  or  allow 
that  it  be  interpreted,  limited,  or  fulpended,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  contrary  to  the  cedillas,  proyifions,  or  other 
orders  for  obfervance  thereof,  in  that  part  which  fliall 
relate  to  each  of  you,  and  that  they  provide  and  give 
the  neceflary  orcfers  for  the  greater  fecurity  of  the 
favour,  which  by  this  my  letter  I  grant  you,  and  that 
at  all  times  this  favour  may  be  certain  and  fecure  to 
you/ that  you  may  have  a  judge  confervator  for  Anda- 
luzia,  principally  for  the  faid  cities  of  Sevilla,  Ma- 
laga, Cadiz,  and  San  Lucar  de  Barrameda,  to  whom 
I  fliall  give  fufficient  commiflion  for  the  prefervation 
and  accomplifliing  of  the  faid  privileges,  liberties,  and 
exemptions  (which  may  oblige  and  compel  all  and 
every  pcrfon  whatfocver,  of  whatfoever  condition  or 
quality  foever.they  be)  as  fliall  concern  die  faid  nation, 
as  well  in  thofe  in  which  they  fliall  be  defendants,  as 
m  thofe  in  which  they  fli^U  be  plaintiffs^  although  the 
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perfon  which  fhall  fue  them,  and  of  whom  they  fhafl 
be  fued,  may  have  any  other  fpecial  judges  whatfoever, 
as  well  by  covenant  or  contract  which  they  may  have 
made,  as  by  the  pre-eminences  or  immunities  which 
they  may  have,  becaufe  that  of  the  faid  caufes  only  the 
faid  judge  confervator  may  take  cognizance,  and  no 
other  judge  or  tribunal  whatsoever,  although  it  be  for  any 
excefs  or  notorious  crimes,  or  in  any  other  manner  and 
form  whatfoever;  and  the  faid  judge  confervator  for 
'  the  prefent,  fhall  be  Doftor  Don  Francifco  de  Vergara^ 
judge  of  my  court  of  Degrees  of  the  city  of  SeviUa, 
during  the  time  that  he  fhall  aft  therein,  and  in  his 
'abfence,  Doftor  Don  Francifco  de  Medrano,  judge  of 
the  fame  court,  who  for  matters  and  law-fuits  which 
fhall  offer  in  the  faid  cities  of  Cadiz,  Malaga,  and  San 
X^ucar,  may  fubflitute  his  confervatorfliip  in  the  perfou 
that  fhall  be  propofed  by  the  faid  nation,  that  they 
may  be  laid  before  and  remitted  to  him  for  the  deter- 
mination thereof;  and  of  that  which  fhall  be  fo  deter- 
mined by  him,  they  may  appeal  to  my  council,  and 
not  to  any  other  tribunal ;  and  becaufe  that  my  will  is, 
that  each  one  in  his  time  may  have  jurifdiftion  and 
fpecial  commiffion  to  proteift  and  defend  you  in  all 
that  is  contained  in  this  my-  letter,  and  that  all  of  it 
may  be  obferved  and  accompUfhed  in  the  form  that  it 
is  offered  to  you ;  I  have  thought  fit  to  give  charge,  as 
by  thefe  prefcnts  I  give  them  charge  of  the  proteftion  . 
and  defence  thereof,  and  command  them,  that  they  fee 
this  my  letter,  and  the  qualities,  and  conditions,  and 
pre-eminences,  and  amplifications  contained  therein, 
and  caufe  all  of  it  to  be  obferved  and  accomplifhed,  in 
the  form  accordingly,  and  in  the  manner  that  is  con- 
tained therein  and  declared,  without  confenting  or  al- 
lowing that  in  whole  or  in  part  they  may  put  or 
do  put  any  doubt  or  difficulty  therein ;  and  before  the 
faid  Don  Francifco  de  Vergara,  and  in  his  abfence  be- 
fore  the  faid  Don  Francifco  de  Medrano,  and  not  before 

•  any  other  fpecial  judge,  the  firft  motion  fhall  pafs,  and 

•  be  followed  in  all  caufes  and  law-fuits  for  what  relates 
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thereunto,  and  caufe  the  fame  to  be  executed,  and  a 

chaftifenaent  of  die  difobcdient;  for  fuch  is  my  will: 
and  that  the  cognizance  and  determination  of  all  that 
is  contained  in  this  fpecial  letter,  fhall  concern  them, 
and  doth  concern  them,  that  they  proceed  againft  thofc 
that  fhall  be  guilty,  executing  on  diem  fuch  penalties 
as  the  law  requires,  referring,  as  I  do  referve  to  my 
council,  the  appeals,  which  by  their  a£ts  and  fentences 
they  fhall  interpofe,  and  not  for  any  other  tribunal,  with- 
out diat  any  of  the  refl  of  my  councils,  tribunals,  courts, 
or  chanceries,  or  any  other  judges  or  juflices  of  thefe 
my  kingdoms  and  dominions,  of  whatfoever  quality 
they  be,  may  intermeddle  or  do  intermeddle  therein, 
neither  in  the'praftice  nor  exercife  of  the  fpecial  ju- 
rifdiftion,  which  by  this  my  cedula  I  grant  them,  be  it  by 
way  of  excefs,  appeal,  or  any  other  recourfe  whatfo- 
ever ;  to  whom  and  to  each  of  them  I  inhibit,  and 
hold  for  inhibited  their  cognizance,  and  declare  them 
for  judges  incompetent  thereof,  for  the  whole,  and  in 
each  thing,  and  part  thereof,  granting  them  as  full  and 
complete  power,  and  mofl  ample  commiflion  as  in 
law  is  required,  and  is  necefTary,  with  their  incidences, 
dependencies,  annexities,  and  connexiriesj  and  that 
after  them,  the  faid  Englifh  nation  of  the  faid  city 
of  Sevilla  may  name  in  the  faid  commiffion  one  of 
the  judges  of  the  faid  court,  whom  die  faid  nation 
ftiall  think  fit ;  and  I  command  the  prefident,  and  thofc 
of  my  privy  council,  diat  prefenting  before  them  his 
name  in  cafe  the  faid  commiffion  be  vacant  by  pro- 
motion or  vacation  of  the  faid  Don  Francifco  de  Ver- 
•gara,  or  *Don  Francifco  de  Medrano,  or  in  any  other 
manner,  they  fhall  be  difpatcht  by  him  that  fliall  be 
named  in  the  form  accordingly,  and  as  by  this  my 
letter  is  ordained :  and  'for  the  better  performance 
hereof  for  time  to  come,  I  grant  them  power,  licence, 
and  authorit)^,  that  they  may  fubflitute  and  do  fubfli- 
tute  this  commiffion  for  matters  and  law-fuits,  which 
fhall  offer  in  the  faid  cities  of  Cadiz,  and  Malaga,  and 
San  Lucar  de  Barrameda,  in  the  perfon  which  by  you 
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ihaU  b^  propofed  to  them,  that  they  may  exs^mine 
matters  and  bring  them  to  conclufion,  and  remit  thcrti 
the  law-fuits  and  caufes  you  Ihall  have,  to  determine 
them  in  the  form  they  Ihall  think  fit  and  fee  convenient 
for  the  fecurity  of  what  is  contained  in  this  my  letter; 
and  I  encharge  the  moft  Serene  Prince  Don  Balthafstr

minions, ordinances,  ftile,  ufe,  and  cuftojn  of  die  laid 
cities  of  Sevilla,  Cadiz,  Malaga,  and  San  Lucar,  and 
all  others  which  they  have  or  may  have  to  ttic  con- 
trary Dotwithftanding,  for  as  much  as  doth  concem 
■thefe  preients,  accounting  it  to  be  here  inferted  and 
incorporated,  as  if  it  had  been  word  for  word:  and  of 
.this  my  letter,  Geronimo  de  Canencia,  my  chief  trear 
furer  and  accountant,  and  my  fccretary  de  la  Media 
Anata,  is  to  take  cognizance,  to  whofe  charge  is  com- 
mitted the  account  of  the  faid  duty  -,  and  I  declare, 
that  of  this  favour  you  have  paid  the  duty  of  Media 
Anata,  which  imports  thirty-and-five  thoufand  one

IN  the  city  of  Sevilla,  the  twelfth  day  of  the  month 
of  April,  in  the  year  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  forty- 
five,  Doftor  Don  Francifco  de  Vergara,  of  the  council 
of  his  Majefty,  and  his  judge  in  the  royal  chancery  of 
the  city  of  Granada,  having  feen  the  royal  provision 
and  privileges  granted  to  the  Englifh  nation,  which  his 
Majefty  hath  been  pleafed  to  grant  them,  with  which 
his  worlhip  was  required  by  Francifco  Carreto,  in 
die  name  of  the  faid  nation,  his  worfhip  took  it  in 
his  hand,  kified  it,  put  it  upon  his  head,  and  faid  he 
obeyed  it,  and  doth  obey  it  with  the  relpcft  and  re-  . 
verence  that  is  due  to  it,  and  fays,  that  he  is  ready  to 
do  and  accomplifh  that  which  his  Majefty  by  it  com- 
^mands,  and  accepts  the  title  of  fuch  judge  confervator^ 
gnd  firnied  it.

Second  Ceduhy  amplifying  and  confirming  the  Privileges 
granted  to  the  Englifli  Nation. 

THE      KING. 

'  TO  Do6lor  Don  Francifco  de  Medrano,  judge  of 
my  court  of  Degrees  of  the  city  of  Sevilla.  Know  ye, 
that  by  one  of  my  letters  and  decrees  of  the  nineteenth 
of  March,  of  this  prefent  year,  I  did  grant  (to  Richard 
Anthony,  conful  of  the  Englifh  nation,  and  to  the 
fubjedb  of  the  kingdom  of  England,  which  refide  and  ■ 
trade  in  Andaluzia,  principally  in  this  city,  and  in  that 
of  Cadiz,  and  in  that  of  San  Lucar  de  Barrameda)  the 
privileges,  exemptions,  and  licences  which  appertain 
to  them,  as  well  by  the  articles  of  the  peace,  as  by 
the  confirmation,  and  other  favours  and  indultos,  which 
the  King  my  Lord  and  Father  (now  in  glory)  granted 
them,  and  with  the  other  qualities,  conditions,  pre- 
eminences, and  amplifications  in  the  faid  decree  de- 
clared, for  having  offered  to  ferve  me  with  two  diou- 
fand  five  hundjred  ducats  of  filver,  according  as  more 
lai^ely  thereby  doth  appear,  to  which  I  refer  mylelf; 
and  one  of  the  conditions  which  I  did  grant  them  was, 
that  I  would  name  and  allow  them  a  judge  confervator 
for  Andaluzia,  principally  for  the  faid  two  cities,  and 
San  Lucar  de  Barrameda,  to  whom  Ihould  be  given 
fufficient  commiffion  for  the  obfervance  and  accom- 
plilhment  of  the  faid  privileges,  liberties,  and  exemp- 
tions, who  fhould  take  cognizance  of  aJl  caufes  both 
civil  and  criminal  which  fhould  be  brought  againft 
them,  in  which  they  were  made  defendants,  that  before 
him  fliduld  come  all  law-fuits  and  caufes  whatfoever 
which  fhould  concern  the  faid  Englifh,  or  any  other 
perfons  whatfoever,  of  whatfoever  quality  they  may  be, 
as  well  thofe  in  which  they  fhall  be  defendants,  as  in ' 
thofe  in  which  they  fhall  be  plaintiffs,  although  the 
9  perfons 
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peribns  that  Ihall  fue  therh  may  have  Ipecial  judges, 
as  well  by  agreement  or  contraft  which  they  may  have 
made,  by  the  pre-eminence  or  immunity  which  they 
may  have,  becaufe  of  the  faid  caufes,  only  fhall  take 
fpecial  cognizance  the  faid  judge  confervator,  and  no 
other  judge  or  tribunal,  although  it  may  be  by  way 
of  excefs,  or  in  any  other  manner  or  form  whatfoever ; 
and  that  for  the  caufes  and  fuits  that  (hall  offer  in  the 
laid  cities  of  Cadiz  and  Malaga,  and  San  Lucar,  may 
b^  lubftituted  their  commiflion  in  the  perfon  which  by 
the  faid  nation  Ihall  be  propofed,  diat  he  may  bring 
.things  to  a  conclufion,  and  diat  they  be  rennitted  to 
him  to  determine,  and  of  that  which  the  faid  judge 
fliall  fo  determine,  they  may  appeal  to  my  council,  and 
not  to  any  odier  tribunal,  and  that  the  time  you  fhall 
a^  in  the  faid  court,  you  fhall  be  eftcemed  as  fuch^ 
and  in  your  abfence,  and  after  you,  he  whom'  the  faid 
nation,  in  the  faid  city  of  Sevilla  fhall  appoint :  and 
becaufe  that  my  will  is,  that  all  this  be  obferved,  and 
accohiplifhed  in  the  form  as  is  exprefTed,  I  have 
diooght  fit  to  give  charge  to  you,  and  by  this  prefent 
dp  give  you  charge  of  the  proteftion  and  defence 
hereof,  and  command  you  that  you  fee  the  faid  decree, 
and  the  conditipns,  pre-eminences,  and  amplifications 
therein  contained,  and  all  of  it,  be  obferved  and  ac- 
complifhed  in  form  accordingly,  and  after  the  manner 
that  in  the  faid  decree,  and  in  this  my  cedula,  is  de- 
dared,  without  confenting  or  allowing  that  in  the 
wjiole  or  in  part  may  put  or  be  put  any  doubt  or 
difficulty  J  and  before  you,  and  not  before  any  other 
judg^  at  die  firfl  inftance,  fhall  be  brought  and  fol- 
lowed all  caufes  and  law-fuits,  which  thereupon,  or 
any  other  thing  or  part  thereof,  fhall  be  made,  and 
caufe  cognizance  to  be  taken  of  all  caufes  civil  and 
criminal,  in  which  they  fhall  be  profecuted,  or  againft 
ihcTfx  fhall  be  attempted;  and  before  you  fhall  be 
jbrou^t  whatfoever  law-fuits  and  caufes  which  fhall 
concern  the  faid  Englifh,  between  whatfoever  perfons 
oj  whatfoever  quality  they  may  be,  and  the  execution 
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and  chaftifement  of  thofe  that  fhall  difobey ;  becaufc 
that  my  will  is,  that  the  cognizance  and  determination 
of  all  diat  is  contained  in  the  faid  provifion,  and  in 
this  my  cedofe  of  amplification^  fpecially  (hall  and  do 
concern  you,  proceeding  fully  againft  thofe  that  fliall 
be  guilty,  executing  upon  them  the  punilhments  you 
Ihall  find  by  juftice  due  to  them,  without  that  any  of 
the  tribunals,  courts,  or  chancery,  or  any  other  judges 
or  juftices  of  my  kingdoms  and  dominions  of  Caftile, 
of  whatfoever  quality  they  may  be,  may  intermeddle 
or  do  intermeddle  herein,  neither  in  the  ufe  nor  ex- 
crcife  of  the  fp^cial  jurifdiftion  in  the  faid  firft  inftance, 
which  by  thb  my  cedula  I  grant  you,  be  it  by  way  of 
excels,  appeal,  or  any  other  recourfe  or  manner;  to 
whom>  and  to  each  oif  you,  I  inhibit,  and  hold  fcr  in- 
hibited, their  cognizance,  declaring  you  ibr  judgciS 
incompetent  thereof,  as  for  the  ^ole,  and  every  t\mtg 
and  part  thereof;  and  I  grant  you  the  moft  foil  aiid 
complete  power,  and  moft  ample  commiffion,  as '  by 
law  is  required  and  necefTary,  with .  their  incidenecis, 
dependencies,  anne^ities,  and  connexities;  and  that 
after  you,  the  faid  Enghfh  nation  of  the  faid  city  of 
Scviila  may  have  power  to  name  in  the  faid  com- 
nuilion  one  of  the  judges  of  this  court,  whom  the 
faid  nation  fhall  think  fit;  and  I  command  thofe  of  gay 
privy  council,  that  prefenting  before  them  his  name, 
the  faid  comniiflion  being  vacant  by  promotion  or 
otherwife,  him  who  fhall  be  named,  fhall  have  his  dif^ 
patches  in  due  form,  according  as  in  this  m^  cedula  is 
ordained ;  and  that  it  may  the  better  be  accomplifticd, 
ail  that  is  contained  in  the  faid  decree,  and  in  this  my 
cedula,  I  grant  you  licence,  power,  aikl  authority,  thtt 
you  may  fubftitute,  and  do  fubflitute  this  commiffion 
for  matters  and  law-fuits  that  fhall  offer  in  the  faid 
cities  of  Cadiz,  Malaga,  and  San  Lucar,  in  the  perfoa

For  as  much  as  by  my  letter  and  decree  of  the  nine- 
teenth of  March,  of  this  prefent  year,  I  did  grant  to 
you,  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  who* 
refide  in  Andaluzia,  a  confirmation  and  approbation 
of  the  privileges,  cedulas,  and  franchifes  which  were 
granted  you  by  the  crowns  of  Caftille  and  Portugal^ 
and  commanded  that  they  fhould  be  kept  and  ob-. 
ferved  to  you  the  faid  articles  of  peace,  made  between* 
my  crowns  and  that  of  England;  and  that  by  my  other, 
cedula  of  the  twenty-fixth  of  June,  of  the  fame  year, 
you  may  name  a  judge  confervator,  that  Ihall  take, 
cognizance  of  all  your  caufes,  civil  and  criminal^  as* 
wdl  in  thofe  in  which  you  fhall  be  plaintifis,  as  ia 
thofe  in-  which  you-  fliall  be  defendancs>  with  other 
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coiiditions>  amplifications^  and  pFe-eminences>  in  the 
faid  decree  and  cedula  Contained^  referring  myfelfto 
the  tenor  thereof. 

And  now  on  your  part,  relation  having  been  made 
to  me,  that  having  prefented  the  laft  cedula  in  the  a£- 
fembly  of  the  court  of  Degrees  of  the  city  of  Sevilla> 
a  copy  thereof  was  ordered  to  be  given  to  Don  Juah 
de  Villalva,  my  fifcal  of  the  faid  court,  who  kept  it  in 
his  pofifeflion  from  the  fifteenth  of  July,  without  having 
aniWered  it  till  now,  which  hath  hindered  and  deprived 
you  of  the  benefit  and  performance  of  the  faid  decree 
and  cedula,  to  your  great  prejudice  and  detriment, 
althou^  by  what  is  ordained  therfeby,  the  judge  con- 
iervator  ought  to  take  cognizance  of  all  caules,  civil 
and  crimii^,  as  well  being  plaintiffs  as  defendants, 
with  any  peribn  whatfocver  you  ihould  trade  with, 
your  intent  being  only  to  enjoy  the  faid  privileges  and 
judge  confervator,  when  there  Ihould  be  any  law-fuics 
between  thofe  of  your  nation,  whether  you  be  plain^ 
tilFs  or  defendants,  and  whether  the  cauies  be  civil,  or 
whether  they  be  criminal,  and  when  the  fuits  fhall  be 
with  Spaniards,  or  with,  other  perfons  of  different  na- 
tions, the  confervator  is  to  take  cognizance  fo  far 
only  of  the  cauies  in  whi^  you  fhaU  be  civilly  or 
criminally  profecifted  as  defendants,  and  not  in  which 
you  Ihall  be  plaintiffs,  humbly  intreating  me,  that 
whereas  in  this  particular  you  have  waved  and  de*- 
lifted  from  the  faid  privilege  before  Alonfo  de  Alar«- 
coD,  that  I  would  be  pleafed  to  declare  it,  with  the 
conditions,  amplificadons,  and  pre-eminences,  as  may 
be  xnoft  convenient  for  you,  and  ihall  be  moft  neceflkry 
for  the  greater  force  of  vrh^t  is  infifted,  of  what  my 
pleaTure  fhall  be  s  and  becaufe  that  for  the  fervice  of 
the  wan,  you  have  offered  to  afTift  me  with  one  thou«> 
4aKid  five  hundred  ducats  in  fHver,  payable  at  certidti 
prefixed  dfijES,  I  have  thought  fit,  and  by  the&  prefents 
i  will  aQd  dcokre,  thai:  when  the  fiuts  fhall  be  be* 
twoea  tfaafe*  of  your  joafioo,  whether  you  be  plaintiffi 
cr  dcfeniaats,  or  the  cauies  ihall  be  civil  or  criminal 
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'you  (hall  enjoy  the  faid  privilege  and  its  conditions': 
and  when  the  faid  fuits  ffiall  be  with  Spaniards,  or 
with  other  perfons  of  divers  nations,  that  the  judge 
'confervator  Ihall  take  cognizance,  aiid  do  take  cog- 
nizance only  of  the  caufes>  in  which  you  Ihall  be  ci- 
villy or  criminally  defendants,  and  not  when^you  fhaU 
be  pkintiffs* 

And  becaufe  that  the  duties  of  excife  of  millones, 
.which  are  impofed  on  bacallao  dry  and  frefli,  pilchards, 
hcJrrings,  and  falmon,  and  other  kinds  of  filh,  frelh  and 
falted,  it  was  ordered  that  it  fliould  be  recovered  of 
rthofe  which  confume  it;  and  by  reafon  the  farmers  of 
diefe  duties,  and  judges  which   take  cognizance  of 
thefe  caufes,  do  occafion  you  great  grievances,  and 
oblige  you  to  pay  two  hundred  maravedis  for  each 
quintal  of  bacallao,  and  accordingly  on  other  forts  as 
are  permitted,  and  xipon  the  arrival  of  the  fhips  at  the 
ports  of  Malaga,  Cadiz,  and  San  Lucar,  they  oblige 
you  to  declare  the  quantity  of  fifli  you  bring,  charg- 
ing  you  by  the  great  for  the  whole,  obliging  you  to 
the  paymient  thereof,  as  money  due  to  me,  and  oblige 
you  to  the  payment  thereof  in  four  months  of  what 
it  amounts  to,  which   is  unjuft,   becaufe  that  thofe 
who  buy  thefe  kinds  are    clergymen,  friars,  monks> 
and  other  perfons  which  have  privileges  and  habits, 
mayors,  aldermen,  and  common-councUmen,  for  which 
*caufe  the  farmers  of  thefe  duties  will  not  recover  them 
of  liich,  but  recover  them  of  you  for  the  whole,  with- 
out confidering  the  quantity  they  fteal  from  you,  that 
which  is  rotten,  and  what  you  Ipend  in  your  own  £1- 
milies,  and  if  you   infift  on  the  recovery  thereof  of 
fuch  perfons,  they  treat  you  ill,  and  do  not  pay  you; 
therefore  I  will  and  command,  that  this  duty  be  re* 
covered  of  the  buyers  and  confumers,  and  that  diq 
^I'mers  put  a  perfon  for  their  account,  that  may  re« 
Cover  the  fame,  as  is  done  in  the  revenues  of  Alca* 
vala  and  Almoxari&zgo,  with  this  conditidi,  that  you 
be  obliged,  as  I  oblige  you,  that  you  fhali  regifler  att 
the  faid  kinds  of  fiih  ^rdaid^  as  you  areob^ged  to 
.4  .  do. 
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do,  according  to  the  general  difpatches,  without  that- 
this  may  be  in  any  manner  avoided. 

And  bcGaufe  from  the  vifits  which  the  farmers  of 
duties  make  you,  there  refults  a  great  deal  of  trouble, 
I  will  and  command,  that  in  the  cities  of  Malaga,  San 
Lucar,  and  Cadiz,  be  obferved  to  you,  and  kept  th^ 
privilege,  that  they  may  not  examine  the  nierchandizes 
which  are  in  your  houfes,  according  to  what  is  ordered 
and  commanded  by  the  faid  decree  of  the  nineteenth 
of  March  of  this  prefent  year,  being  the  fame  which 
is  granted  to  thofe  who  refide  in  the  city  of  Sevilla : 
and  likcwife  I  command,  that  the  faid  fearch  may  not 
be  made  by  any  former,  if  in  the  cuftom-houfe  you 
have  paid  all  the  duties :  and  that  this  be  obferved  to 
you,  and  accomplilhed  mviolably. 

And  becaule  that  all  Ihips  that  come  to  thefe  my 
faid  kingdoms,  from  thofe  of  England,  Ireland,  and 
Scotland,  the  minifter  of  the  contrabands,  and  of  the 
almoxarifazgo,  upon  fearching  them,  as  they  enter  the 
ports,  caufe  great  vexations  and  trouble  to  the  mafters 
of  them,  and  (hut  up  the  holds  and  hatches  of  the 
faid  ihips,  deferring  the  vifiting  them  eight  or  fifteen 
days,  putting  waiters  aboard  at  the  coft  of  the  matters^ 
who  they  will  have  to  maintain  them,  and  make  them* 
prefents  -,  I  command  the  faid  minifters,  as  well  of  the 
contraband  as  thofe  of  almoxarifazgo,  and  every  of 
them,  that  within  three  days  they  Ihall  and  do  make 
the  faid  vifit,  without  putting  waiters  aboard  them,  or 
taking  any  duties  by  reafon  thereof  and^if  they  fhall 
put  them,  it  ihall  be  at  the  coft  of  the  chief  almoxa-* 
rifazgo  and  the  admiralty,  fince  you  owe  nothing* 
And  when  there  Ihall  come  into  the  faid  ports  of  Ma- 
laga, Cadiz,  and  San  Lucar,  any  ihip.with  provifions 
or  merchandizes,  neither  at  the  dme  of  the  vifit,  an4 
of  the  unloading,  nor  at  any  other  as  aforefaid,  I  order 
that  the  judges  and  officers  of  the  contraband,  nor 
admiralty,  nor  any  others,  may  not  put,  or  do  put  in 
them  waiters  at  the  coft  of  the  matters  or  owners,  nor 
do  give  you  .any  trouble,  either  the  one  or  the  other, 
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upon  that  account,  according  to  what  is  ordered  in  the 
fourth  article  of  the  inftitution  of  the  faid  admiralty, 
by  wWcK  it  is  expreft,  relating  thereunto,  for  the  fatif- 
^dion  of  the  waiters  and  other  officers,  in  the  eighth 
article  of  die  peace,  in  which  it  is  ordered,  that  the 
iraflaJs  of  the  one  King,  in  the  territory  of  the  other, 
fliall  be  treated  as  the  natives  themfelves,  in  whofe 
diips  never  are  put  waiters  at  the  coft  of  the  mafters 
or  owners  thereot 

And  becaufe  alio  ^t  the  officers  of  the  contraband 
m  the  faid  ports,  as  loon  as  the  flrips  call  anchor,  de- 
mand of  th«  mafters  their  manifeft,  and  if  they  do  nor 
ftrid  in  it  the  merchandizes  that  come  conligned  to  you, 
Aey  give  yo«  trouble,  although  you  have  the  bills  of 
lading  that  the  mafters  have  figned  for  them,  to  de- 
liver them  according  to  their  conlignment,  in  which 
you  receive  a  great  deal  of  damage,  becaufe  that  the 
beft  inftrument  you  can  have  is  the  bills  of  lading, 
becaufe  diat  by  them  you  may  oblige  them  by  iuftice 
to  deliver  you  your  goods,  and  if  the  mafters  by  ne- 
gleft  or  malice  do  not  write  them  in  the  faid  manifeft, 
it  is  not  juft  that  they  execute  the  ^punilhment  upon 
the  owners  of  the  goods,  but  upon  the  mafters  and 
Ihjps,  and  in  {o  doing,  the  manifeft  Ihall  be  always 
juftifiaWe.  Wherefore  it  is  my  will,  and  I  declare^ 
that  the  mafters  do  comply  with  exhibiting  their  ma- 
nifeft within  three  days  after  dieir  arrival  in  the  faid 
ports,  and  I  command,  that  by  realbn  hereof  the 
•wner  of  the  goods  Ihewtng  the  bill  of  ladii^,  you 
may  not  give  him  any  trouble  or  moleftation  whatlb* 
ever. 

And  becaufe  likewife  the  judges  for  exportation,^ 
and  other  officers,  caufe  you  much  trouble  and  vexa- 
tion, if  they  find  in  the  Ihip  any  money;  and  it  being 
neceflary  rfiat  the  mafters  have  a  fum  aQcording  to  the 
tonnage,  to  buy  fails,  cables,  anchi^s,  and  other  {>e- 
cel&ry  ftores  5 1  give  licence  and  permidion,  chat,  hav- 
ing firft  made  a  regifter,  as  is  ulual,  every  fiiip  may 
have  three  pieces  of  eight  for  every  tofi>  for  the  laid 
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purpole,  and  not  for  any  other,  without  therefore  that 
upon  that  account  they  be  put  to  any  trouble. 

And  becaufe  that  alfo  they  of  the  excife-office  df 
the  laid  city  of  Sevilla  occafion  you  trouble^  vexation^ 
and  law-iliits,  faying,  that  ther«  is  an  order  that  you 
fliafi  manifeft  the  butter,  leather,  and  other  merchan*^ 
dizes  and  provifions,  and  that  you  declare  the  price 
you  fell  them  at,  and  to  what  perfons,  by  which  meanes 
it  is  two  years  fince  that  you  have  not  brought  any 
butter  to  the  faid  city,  and  the  order  doth  not  relate 
to  the  ftrangers  that  bring  thefe  goods  and  provifions 
by  fea,  but  only  with  the  retailers  that  go  to  buy  thtm 
in  the  ports,  and  luring  them  to  the  faid  city  to  gain  by 
them ;  I  deckre  that  you  have  no  obligation  to  make 
the  faid  manifeft  and  declaration,  nor  can  they  be 
obliged  thereby  to  make  them,  nor  to  make  a  procefs 
ftgamk  you,  and  if  they  do,  I  command  they  be  re^ 
mitted  to  the  judge  confervator  to  determine  them. 

And  becaufe  that  many  dmes  you  have  taken  leafes 
of  the  houfes  in  which  you  live,  and  keep  your  mer- 
chandizes, and  while  you  are  in  them,  perfons  of  great 
authority  take  them  from  you  before  your  leafe  is  ex- 
pired, becaufe  they  be  large  and  ftand  where  trade  i^ 
and  oblige  you  to  remove  the  goods,  whereby  they  ane 
damaged  and  ftolen  from  you  j  I  will  and  command^ 
that,  during  the  time  of  your  leafe,  the  faid  houfes  may 
not  be  taken  from  you  by  any  perfon,  although  hie 
may  be  a  judge,  and  have  a  particular  privilege. 

And  that  all  this  may  be  certain  and  fecure,  I  com- 
mand the  regent  apd  judges  of  my  court  of  Degrees 
of  the  city  of  Sevilla,  and  the  judges  of  the  courts 
thereof^  and  my  governor  of  the  faid  city,  and  his  de- 
puty, and  the  other  judges  and  juftices  thereof^  and  of 
Others  whatfoever  cities,  •villages,  and  places  of  my 
kingdoms,  and  dominions  of  my  crowns  of  Caftille, 
to  whom  principally  or  accidentally  fhall  concern  what 
is  here  containad,  that  all  caufes  which  (hall  be  de-

tual advantage  of  each  nation ;  it  is  therefore  agreed 
and  concluded,  that  within  the  fpace  of  thtee  months 
frona  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  commiflaries  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpofe  by  their  refpeftive  Majefties, 
fhali  meet  on  the  part  of  each  of  their  Royal  Majefties, 
cither  at  Madrid  or  Cadiz  j  by  whom  a  new  book  of 
rates  (hall,  without  any  delay  of  time,  be  made,  which 
book  of  rates  fliall  be  publifhed  in  every  port,  and  (hall 
contain  and  feverally  exprefs  the  duties  which  are 
hereafter  to  be  paid  for  wares  brought  into,  or  carried 
outof  Caftilc,  Arragon,  Valencia,  and  Catalonia,  and 
(hall  fetdc  them  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  all  the  different 
imports  which,  in  the  time  of  the  late  King  Charles  the 
Second,  were  paid  under  feveral  names,  and  in  different 
cuftom-houfes,  for  wares  entering  into  or  going  out  of 
the  ports  of  Spain  (the  kingdoms  of  Arragon  and 
Valencia,  and  the  principality  of  Catalonia  being  com- 
prehended therein,  Guipufcoa  and  Bifcaya,  of  which 
mention  (hall  be  ma^e  hereafter,  only  excepted)  (hall 
be  put  together  and  be  contained  in  one  duty,  aiKi  pay-* 
ahle  only  in  one  fom. 
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But  whereas  the  Britifti  ambaflador  made  prefling 
inftances,  that  it  might  be  given  as  a  nile  to  the  faid 
commiflaries,  that  no  greater  dudes,  or  other  impofts 
whatfoever,  fhould  be  made  payable  in  any  port,  wet  or 
dry,  in  his  faid  Catholic  Majefly's  dominions,  by  the  faid 
new  book  of  rates,  than  what  were  paid  in  the  cuftom- 
houfes  of  the  port  of  St.  Mary^s  or  Cadiz,  in  the  reign 
of  the  late  King  of  Spain,  Charles  the  Second  j  the 
ambaffadors  of  Spain  have  confented,  and  it  is  agreed 
and  ftipulated,  .that  that  rule  fhall  be  obferved  in  thofc 
very  ports  of  Cadiz  and  St.  Mary's  j  fo  that  all  aug- 
mentations of  duties  which  were  introduced  in  the  faid 
ports  after  the  time  of  Charles  the  Second,  on  occafion 
of  the  war,  or  under  the  tide  of  Habilitation,  or 
any  other  whatfoever,  ceafing  and  being  taken  away, 
the  Britifti  fubjefts  IhaU  not,  before  or  after  the  faid 
book  of  rates  is  fettled,  be  bound  to  pay  any  greater 
duties^  of  what  fort  foever,  or  under  what  name  foever, 
for  their  imports  or  exports,  in  the  ports  of  St.  Mary's 
and  Cadiz,  than  what  were  paid  there  in  the  timg  of 
King  Charles  the  Second. 

Moreover,  in  regard  to  the  ports  of  St.  Mary's  and 
Cadiz,  the  faid  commiflaries  fhall  be  ftridtly  enjoined 
not  to  make  the  new  book  of  rates  according  to^  the 
old  indexes  of  duties,  which,  by  reafon  of  the  exorbi- 
tant rights  that  were  appointed  to  be  paid  by  them, 
ceafcd  to  be  in  ufe  in  die  time  of  Charles  the  Second, 
but  Ihall  follow  the  tenor  of  thofe  indexes  only,  which 
(whether  they  were  commonly  called  Arancel  or  Regif- 
ters)  Ihall  be  found  to  have  fubfifted  in  the  time  of 
King  Charles  the  Second,  and  to  have  been  the  rule  by 
which  the  duties  were  then  paid. 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  the  fubjefts  of  Great 
Britain,  having  paid  thefe  duties  for  their  wares  in  the 
faid  ports,  to  wit,  thofe,  until  the  new  indexes  are  made> 
which  were  paid  in  the  time  of  Charles  the  Second,  or 
elfe  fuch  as  fhall  be  made  payable  by  the  faid  new 
book  of  rates,  fhall  have  liberty  to  tranfport  the  faid 
W4res,  either  by  fea  or  l^d,  into  any  other  port  or 
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place  of  the  aforefaid  dominions  of  Spain,  nor  fliall 
the  duties  which  were  paid. before  be  re-exafted  on 
that  occafion. 

Moreover,  for  preventing  all  difputes,  which  (not- 
withftanding  the  exaft  adminiftration  of  juftice  inr  Spain 
in  all  other  relpefts)  have  formerly  arifen  concerning 
other  duties,  which,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  trade  and 
traders,  have  been  exafted  formerly;  it  is  a^eed,  that 
wares  which  have  paid  the  duties  in  the  manner  aforc-^ 
faid  at  Cadiz,  or  the  port  of  St.  Mary's,  and  are  trans- 
ported in  order  to  be  fold  by  wholefale,  Ihall  be  free 
and  clear  from  any  other  duty  whatfoever,  throughout 
all  Spain,  provided,  however,  that  the  proprietor  of  the 
faid  wares  or  faftors  brings  certificates,  that  the  duties 
were  duly  paid  in  the  manner  aforefaid,  otherwife  luch 
wares  fhall  be  looked  upon  as  fraudulendy  tranfported. 
But  as  to  the  payment  of  the  rights  commonly  called 
de  Alcavalos,  Cientos,  and  Millones,  it  is  agreed,  that 
it  fhall  be  regulated  according  to  the  fifth  and  eighth 
ardcle  of  this  treaty. ' 

But  becaufo  the  Spanifh  ambafladors  are  periuaded, 
that  the  duties  in  every  port  of  Spain  cannot  be  reduced 
to  the  fame  rule  with  thofe  which  are  or  may  become 
cuftomary  in  Cadiz  or  the  port  of  St,  Mary's,  with- 
out violating  the  laws  of  Spain,  and  feveral  privileges 
there,  which  have  the  force  of  laws,  nor  without  the 
too  great  prejudice  of  their  King  and  matter,  it  is 
therefore  thought  proper  to  leave  this  matter  to  the  de- 
termination of  the  commiflaries  who  fhall  be  appointed 
•to  fettle  th^  new  book  of  rates. 

But  his  Catholic  Majefly  promifes,  that  he  will  inv- 
mediately  take  ofi:"  all  augmentations  of  duties  in  the  faid 
ports,  which  have  been  introduced  there  fince  the  time 
of  Charles  the  Second,  on  occafion  of  the  war,  or  under 
the  tide  of  Habilitations,  or  any  other  whatfoever,  and 
that  either  the  fame  rule  fhall  be  obferved  in  thofe  ports, 
which  is  agreed  to  in  the  ports  of  St.  Mary's  and  Ca^ 
diz,  or  elfe  at  leafl  that  the  fame  rule  fhaU  be  obferved, 
as  #ell  before  as  after  the  faid  new  book  of  rates  fhall 
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he  made,  which  had  obtained  in  each  re(pe6tive  port 
in  the  tinne  of  King  Charfes  the  Second  j  fo  that  here- 
after no  greater  duties  Ihall  be  exadted  there,  or  in  any 
other  place  of  paflase,  than  what  were  paid  in  the  faid 
placea in  the  time oiCharles  the  Second.  In  the  fame 
places  fhall  be  likewife  obferved  what  has  been  above 
'appointed  in  this  article  concerning  the  rights  de  Alca- 
valos,  Cientos,  and  MiUones. 

As  to  the  ports  of  Guipufcoa  and  Bifcaya,  and 
others,  not  fubjed  to  the  laws  of  Caftille,  in  which  Icis 
duties  were  paid  in  the  time  of  Charles  the  Second  than 
^t  Cadiz,  or  in  the  port  of  St.  Mary's,  his  Catholic 
Majefty  promifes,  that  thofe  duties  fhall  not  be  aug-  ^ 
mented  in  the  faid  places  by  the  new  book  of  rates, 
but  fhall,  in  the  mean  time,  remain  as  they  were  in  the 
rime  of  Charles  the  Second.  All  wares,  however, 
brought  into  the  ports  of  Bifcaya  and  Guipufcoa, 
which  fhall  afterwards  be  carried  by  land  into  the 
kingdoms  of  XIaftille  or  Arragon,  fhall  be  bound  to 
pay  fuch  duties,  in  the  port  where  they  firfl  enter  the 
laid  kingdoms,  as  were  paid  there  in  the  rime  of 
Charles  the  Second,  or  elfc  fuch  as  fhall  be  eflablifhed 
py  the  new  book  of  rates. 

IV.  The  Catholic  King  confents  and  promifes,  that 
for  the  fiimre  it  fhall  always  be  lawful  for  the  fubjccts 
of  Great  Britain,  living  in  the  provinces  of  Bifcaya 
and  Guipufcoa,  to  hire  houfes  or  warehoufes  fit  for  the 
prefervarion  of  their  merchandize,  and  his  Majefhr 
will,  by  renewing  his  orders  to  that  purpofe,  take  e^ 
fedtual  care  that  it  fhall  be  in  their  power  to  do  this  in 
,the  like  manner,  and  with  the  fame  privileges,  with 
which  the  faid  Britifh  fiibjefts,  by  virtue  of  the  afore- 
.laid  treaty  of  1667,  or  of  any  diploma  or  ordinance 
^Ifranted  by  their  Catholic  Majefties,  did  enjoy,  or 
4t)ught  to  have  enjoyed  that  liberty  in  Andalufia,  or  in 
any  other  pprts  and  places  of  Spain  whatfoeyer.  The 
.iubjcdls  of  Spain  fhall  enjoy  die  fame  liberty  in  any 
ports  ^md  places  of  Great  Britain,  with  all  the  privile- 
^s^b^looging.  to  them  by  the  aforefaid  treaty. 
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v.  To  jHievrnt  abu&s  in  coUefbii^g  the  rights  called 
dc  Alcavalos  and  Cientos,  his  Catholic  Majefty  confents^ 
that  the  iubjefts  of  Great  Britain^  who  fhall  bring  their 
WBTcs  into  any  port  of  Spain,  wet  or  dry,  in  order  to 
fell  them  by  wholefak,  fhall  have  their  choice,  whether 
diey  will  pay  the  laid  rights  de  Alcavalos  and  Ciento$ 
in  die  firft  place  or  port  that  they  arrive  at,  or  cUeacconi- 
ing  to  the  laws  ot  Caftille,  at  the  place  where,  and  at 
die  dme  when  they  are  fold  5  which  faid  rights  Ihall 
be  the  fame  as  were  paid  in  the  time  of  King  Charles 
die  Second.    And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  the  fubjefts 
of  Great  Britain  may  fend   or  carry  the  wares,  for 
which  the  faid  rights  de  Alcavalos  have  once  been 
paid,  into  any  port  or  place  whatfoever,  belon^ng  to 
his  Catholic  Majefty's  dominions  in  Europe  (in  order 
po  fell  them  there  by  wholefale)  without  any  moleftan 
tion  or  repetirion  of  the  faid  duties,  or  exa6Uon  of^uiy 
others,  for  the  firft  fale  :  provided,  however,  that  they 
idle  carry  the  faid  wares,  Ihall  bring  receipts  or  certi- 
ficates from  the  farmers,  or  commiflioners  of  the  cuf^ 
tom-houfes,  from  whence  it  may  appear,  that  the  faid 
rights  have  been  paid  for  thofe  wares,  and  likewife 
odier  certificates,  proving  that  the  faid  wares  have  not 
yet  been  foldi  but  if  any  merchant  fells  his  wares  by 
retail,  he  ihall  be  bound,  under  fuch  penalties  as  are  in- 
6i£ted  by  law,  to  pay  all  the  local  and  municipal  du- 
ties which  arc  due  and  cuftomary  at  the  fale  of  them, 
together  with  the  rights  de  Alcavalos  and  Cientos,  and 
aU  others  whatfoever. 

His  Catholic  Majefty  farther  confents,  that  if^  after 
the  certificates  above-mentioned  have  been  fhcwn,  any 
officer,  or  gatherer  of  duties,  ihall  exad  the  faid  rights 
again,  or  £hudl  give  any  trouble,  or  ftcp  the  pailage  of 
the  wares  on  that  account,  the  officer  guilty  of  the  faid 
fault  (hall  incur  the  penalty  of  2,000  ducats,  payable 
to  the  ufe  of  his  Majefly's  chamber,  or  of  the  general 
hospital  at  Madrid ;  the  notaries  of  die  cuftom-houfes, 
or  the  contraband,  fhall  not  receive  above  15  ryals 
Villon,  fordiipttchim;  die  faid  certifieates,  iin)6fs  it 
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fliall  ht  othcrwife  agreed  in  fettling  the  new  book  of 
rates. 

VI.  And  as  the  fubjefts  of  their  Majefties  are  to  en- 
joy on  both  fides  an  entire,  fecure,  and  unmolcfted  ufe 
and  liberty  of  navigation  and  commerce,  as  long  as  the 
peace  and  ffiendlhip,  entered  into  by  their  Majefties, 
and  their  crowns,  fliall  continue,  fo  likewife  their  Ma- 
jefties have  provided,  that  the  faid  fubjefts  (hall  not  be 
deprived  of  that  fccurity  for  any  little  difference  which 
may  poflibly  arife,  but  that  they  ftiall  on  the  contrary 
enjoy  all  the  benefits  of  peace,  until  war  be  declared 
between  the  two  crowns. 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  if  it  fhould  happen 
(which  God  prevent)  that  war  (hould  arife,  and  be  de-  . 
clared  between  their  Majefties  and  their  kingdoms, 
then,  according  to  die  contents  of  the  thirty-fixth  article 
of  the  afore-mentioned  treaty  of  1667,  after  the  decla- 
ration of  fuch  a  rupturei  the  fpace  of  fix  months  (hall 
be  allowed  to  the  fubjefts  of  each  party,  refiding  in  the 
dominions  of  the  other,  in  which  they  Ihall  be  permitted 
to  withdraw  with  their  families,  goods,  merchandizes, 
cffefts,  and  (hips,  and  to  tranfport  them,  after  having 
paid  the  due  and  accuftomed  impofts,  either  by  (ea'  or 
land,  to  whatfoever  place  they  pleafe,  as  they  (hall  alfo 
be  fuffered  to  fell  and  alienate  their  moveable  and  im-? 
moveable  goods,  and  freely  and  wididut  any  difturb- 
ance  to  carry  away  the  price  of  them,  nor  (hall  their 
goods,  wealth,  merchandizes,  or  ^^ffefts,  much  le(s 
thdr  perfons,  be  in  the  mean  time  detained  or  molefted 
by  any  feizure  or  arreft.  Moreover,  the  fubjedbs  of 
each  fide  (hall  in  the  mean  time  enjoy  and  obtain 
quick  and  impartial  juftice,  by  means  of  which  they 
may,  before  die  expiration  of  the  fix  months,  recover 
the  goods  and  effefts  which  they  haye  lent,  either  to 
the  public  or  to  private  perfons. 

VII.  And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  all  the  loflfes 
which  the  fubjefts  of  either  crown  ftxall  duly  prove  that 
t}iey  have  fuftainedj  in  Xh^  beginning  of  the  late  war 
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(contrary  to  the  tenor  of  the  thirty  .fixth  article  of  the 
above-mentioned  treaty)  whether  they  confifted  of 
moveable  or  immoveable  goods,  fhall  be  reciprocally 
made  good,  without  any  delay,  to  them,  their  lawful 
procurators,  heirs,  or  thofe  to  whom  their  caufc  is  en- 
trufted,  and  reftitution  (hall  be  made  of  thofe  goods, 
whether  lands,  buildings,  or  inheritance,  or  of  what 
fort  foever  they  are,  which  remain  and  were  confifcated, 
and  thejuft  and  lawful  price  of  thofe  goods  which  can- 
not be  recovered,  whether  moveable  or  immoveable, 
Ihall  be  paid ;  and  their  Majefties  have  articled  and 
agreed  that  the  faid  payments  (the  pretenfions  to  them 
being,  as  is  aforefaid,  fully  proved)  fhall  faithfully  be 
performed  and  nude  by  their  treafurers  on  each 
part. 

Vin.  It  is  agreed,  and  his  Catholic  Majefly  will 
give  efie6hial  orders  to  that  purpofe,  that  the  duties 
upon  fifti,  and  other  provifion,  called  Millon,  Ihall  not 
be  demanded  in  the  place  where  the  faid  wares  firft  ar- 
|ivc,  but  the  faid  duties  (hall  be  paid,  according  to  the 
ancient  cuftom  eftabliftied  by  law,  only  in  the  place  of 
coniiimprion,  and  when  the  wares  are  fold,  and  not 
before. 

IX.  His  Catholic  Majefly  promifes,  that  thofe 
merchandizes  which  are  not  particularly  mentioned  in 
the  catalogue  of  rates,  which  is  to  be  made  according 
to  the  third  article  of  this  treaty,  fhall  be  charged  with 
the  fame  duties  in  proportion  to  their  value,  and  no 
greater,  than  thofe  which  are  laid  upon  merchandizes 
named  in  the  faid  catalogue  of  rates.  And  if  any  dif- 
ference arifes  between  the  farmers  of  the  cuftom- 
houies,  or  commifTarics,  and  any  merchant,  concerning 
the  value  of  any  wares,  it  ihall  be  in  the  choice  of  the 
merchant  to  fell  his  wares  to  the  farmer  or  commifTar)', 
at  the  price  the  former  of  the  cuflom-houfe  valued  them 
at  (which  price  fhall  be  immediately  paid  in  ready 
money,  the  dudes  pnly  deduftcd)  or  elfe  to  give  part 
of  his  merchandizes  u  the  rate  fet  upon  them^  as  hath 
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been  mentioned,  to  the  farmer  or  commiHary,  inftead 
of  the  duty,  and  retain  the  reft. 

X.  It  is  agreed,  that  in  cafe  the  Britifh  fubjcdb  fhall 
bring  any  wares  from  any  part  of  the  coafts  of  Africa^ 
into  Spain,  and  the  feme  Ihall  be  admitted  to  pay  the 
duties,  thofc  being  duly  paid,  the  faid  wares  fhaU  not 
afterwards  be  charged,  either  by  the  captains  general 
of  the  coafts,  or  commanders  of  the  harbours,  or  any 
body  elfe,  with  any  other  duties,  under  what  name  or 
tide  focver,  excepting  fuch  as  are  payable  in  general 
for  all  wares  of  the  fame  fort,  at  the  time  of  their 
iale. 

XL  Themafters  ofmerchant-fhips,  who  (hall  enter 
into  any  port  of  Spain  with  their  (hips,  (hall  be  obliged^ 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  their  arrival,  to  deliver 
two  declarations  or  inventories  of  dieir  wares,  or  of  that 
part  of  them  which  they  are  to  unlade  there,  viz.  one 
declaration  to  the  farmer  of  the  cuftom^hou(es  or  com- 
ixiKTary,  and  another  to  the  judge  of  the  contraband, 
nor  (hall  they  open  the  hatches  of  their  (hips,  till  they 
dther  have  fearehers  with  them,  or  have  leave  given 
them  by  the  farmer  of  the  cuftom-houfes  to  do  it.    No 
wares  (hall  be  unladen  with  any  other  view  than  that 
of  being  immediately  carried  to  the  cuftom-houfes,  ac- 
cording to  a  permi(rion  which  (hall  be  ^vcn  in  writing 
for  that  end.     It  (hall  not  be  lawful  however  for  any 
of  the  judges  of  contraband,  or  other  officers  of  the 
cuftom-houfes,  under  any  pretence  what(bever,  to  open 
,any  bags,  chefts,  hog(hc^s,  or  other  covers  of  any 
wares  whatfocver,  belonging  to  the  fubjefts  of  Great 
Britain,  while  they  are  carrying  to  the  cuftom-houic, 
and  before  they  are  brought  thither,  and  the  proprietor 
of  thenrt,  or  his  faftor,  is  alfo  come,  who  may  di(chargjc 
thte  duties,  ahd  take  the  goods  into  his  own  cuftody. 
-But  the  (aid  judges  of  contraband,  or  their  depudes, 
may  be  pre(ent  when  die  wares  are  taken  out  of  the 
Ihips,  and  alfo  when  riicy  are  declared  and  laid  open  in 
the  c\lftom-ho\iie,  and  if  there  be  fuipieion  of  deceit;»  as 
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that  it  is  dfcHgned  to  lay  open  one  merchandize  inftead 
of  another,  it  fliall  be  lawful  for  him  to  open  all  th<i 
bags,  thefts,  and  hogfheads,  fo  this  be  done  in  the  cuf- 
toni-houfe,  and  no  other  place,  and  in  the  prefence  of 
the  merchant,  or  his  faftor,  and  not  otherwife.     But 
when  the  goods  have  been  expofed,  and  carried  away 
from  the  cuftom-houfe,  and  the  chefts,  hdgfheads,  or 
other  covers  containing  them,  have  been  marked  with 
the  fign  or  feal  of  the  proper  officer,  no  judge  of  the 
contraband  or  other  officer  fhall  prefume  to  open  them 
again,  or  to  hinder  them  from  being  carried  to  the  metr 
chant's  houfe.     Neither  (hall  it  be  lawful  for  them, 
under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  to  hinder  the  faid  goods 
from  being  carried  from  one  houfe  or  warehoufe  to 
another,  within  the  walls  or  compafs  of  the  faid  city  or 
place,  provided  that  be  done  between  the  hours  of 
eight  in  the  morning  and  five  in  the  evening,  and  prc-r 
vious  notice  be  given  to  the  farmers  of  the  rights  de  Al- 
cavalos  and  Cientos,  of  the  intent  with  which  thofc 
goods  are  removed,  to  wit,  whether  it  be  that  they 
"Ihould  be  fold,  that  in  that  cafe  thofe  duties,  if  not 
paid  before,  may  be  paid  there,  or  at  the  place  of  fak; 
or  if  thev  are  not  to  be  fold,  then  a  certificate  may  be 
given,  after  the  ufual  manner,  to  the  merchant.     Fur- 
thermore, it  (hall  be  lawful  to  carry  wares  from  any 
port  or  place  within  the  King  of  Spain's  dominions  to 
any  other  port  or  place,  either  by  fea  or  land,  under 
fuch  conditions  as  are  expreffed  in  the  fifth  article  of 
this  treaty. 

XIL  The  duties  upon  merchandize  broiaght  into 
the  Canary  Iflands,  exported  from  thence,  by  Britifh 
fubjefls,  (hall  not  be  greater  than  tho(e  that  were  paid 
in  the  rtign  of  the  late  King  Charles  the  Second,  or 
fuch  as  (hall  become  payable  by  the  new  book  of 
rates. 

XIII.  The  fubjcfts  of  each  of  their  Majcfties,  who 
are  in  debt  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  other,  whether  the  debts 
were  contra^ed  before  the  beginning  of  the  faid  war, 
'  •  or 
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or  within  the  ipace  of  jQx  months  after  it  was  begun^ 
or  (during  the  war,  under  the  proteftion  of  letters  of 
fafe-condu6l)  or  laftly,  after  a  truce  was  niade  between 
die  two  croons,  Ihall  be  bound  and  obliged  faithfuUy 
to  pay  the  fame,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  war  had 
never  arofe  between  the  two  crowns,  nor  (hall  they  be 
permitted  to  raife  any  exceptions  agaihft  the  juft  de- 
*  mands  of  tlieir  creditors  on  pretence  of  the  war. 

XIV.  His  Catholic  Majefty  gives  leave  to  the  iub- 
jefts  of  Great  Britain  to  fettle  themfelves,  and  dwell  in 
the  town  called  St.  Ander,  upon  the  terms  that  are  ex- 
prefled  in  the  ninth-  and  thirtieth  articles  of  the 
treaty  of  1667. 

XV.  As  to  the  judge  confervator,  and  others  to  be 
fubftituted  by  him,  if  this  privilege  be  granted  to  any 
other  foreign  nation  whatfoever,  the  fubjefts  of  XJrcat 
Britain  fhall  lijcewife  enjoy  it.  In  the  mean  time  how- 
ever, and  until  fomething  certain  fhall  be  determined 
in  this  matter,  his  Catholic  Majefty  will  give  exprefc 
orders  to  all  and  every  one  of  die  judges  of  his  king** 
dom,  and  to  all  others  whomfcever,  who  are  anjnvays 
concerned  in  the  adminiftration  or  execution  of  juftice, 
and  fliall  enjoin  the  fame  under  the  fti'idleft  penalties, 
to  do  juftice,  and  caufe  it  to  be  executed,  widiout  any 
delay,  partiality,  favour,  or  affeftion,  in  all  caufes  re- 
lating to  the  fubjefts  of  Great  Britain. 

The  Catholic  King  confents,  that  appeals  from  fen- 
tences  in  caufes  concerning  the  Britifh  fubjeds,  may  be 
brought  before  the  tribunal  of  the  council  of  war  at- 
Madrid,  and  no  where  elfe. 

XVI.  IfanyminifterorotherfubjeftofherMajefly 
of  Great  Britain,  or  of  his  Catholic  Majefty,  fhall  vio- 
late this  treaty,  or  any  article  of  it,  he  fhall  be  refponfi- 
ble  for  all  jhe  damage  occafioned  by  it  j  and  if  he  be 
placed  in  any  public  office,  he  fhall,  befides  making  fa- 
tisfadtion  to  the  injured  party  (as  is  aforefaid)  be  de* 
prived  of  his  office  alfo^^ 
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XVII.  The  fobjefts  of  Great  Britain  having 
brought  by  fea  fix)ni  any  other  port  in  Spain,  wine, 
brandy,  oil,  foap,  dried  grapes,  or  other  merchandi- 
zes, and  producing  certificates^  that  the  duties  were 
paid  at  the  place  whence  they  fet  fail,  fhall  be  fuffered 
to  put  the  fame  into  their  fhips  lying  at  Cadiz,  or  there 
to  remove  them  from  one  fhip  to  another  (with  the 
conient  of  the  infpedbors  of  the  maritime  af^irs,  and 
in  the  prefence  of  them,  or  their  deputies,  if  they  have 
a  mind  to  be  there,  and  at  a  feafonable  rime  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  faid  infpeftors,  within  four  and  twenty 
hours,  in  order  to  prevent  all  frauds  whatfoever)  and  to 
carry  away  from  thence ;  with  this  liberty,  that  they 
fhall  not  pay  the  duty  called  Hondeaxe,  or  any  other  of 
entrance,  or  going  out.* 

The  prefent  treaty  ftiall  be  ratified  by  the  moft  Se- 
rene Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  nnoft  Serene 
Catholic  King,  and  the  ratifications  fhall  be  exchanged 
at  Utrecht,  within  two  months,  or  fboner,  if  poflible. 

Jn  witnefe  whereof^  we  the  under-written  ambafia- 
dors  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiaries  of  the 
Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  Catholic  King, 
have  figned  and  fealed  this  prefent  inflrument,  at 
Utrecht,  the  I^:^^  day  of  g^;  m  the  year 
of  our  Lord  1713.

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III.  Whereas  by  the  late  treaty. of  peace  it  is  agreed 
and  eftablilhed  as  a  baHs  and  foundation^  that  the  fub^ 
jcfts  of  Great  Britain,  in  what  regards  confimerce,  fhall 
enjoy  the  fame  liberties  and  pdvileges  which  they  en- 
joyed in  the  reign  of  King  Charles  the  Second^  in  all 
parts  of  the  King  of  Spain's  dominions,  which  rule  is 
'what  is  alio  to  ferve  for  a  baiis  and  foundation  .of  the 
prefent  treaty  of  commerce,  and  is  to  be  underftood' 
reciprocally  in  favour  of  the  King  of  Spain's  fubjefts 
trading  in  the  dominions  of  Great  Britain.     And  as 
nothing  can  contribute  more  to  eftablifh  the  commerce 
to^a  mutual  benefit  than  a  fixed,  clear,  and  cafy  rule 
in  paying  the  dudes,  efpecially  on  a  moderate  footings 
and  proportionable  to  the  value  of  the  merchandize, 
in  order  to  prevent  the  frauds  that  otherwife  would  be 
prafiifed,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  revenues  of  either 
crown,  which  has  been  often  experienced  in  Spaip, 
where  die  eftablifhed  dudes  by  the  ancient  books  of 
rates  arc  exceflive  5  in  confideration  whereof  his  Ca- 
tholic Majefty,  being  dclirous  to  avoid  the  like  confe- 
quences,  and  to  favour,  augment,  and  facilitate,  in.all 
tliat  depends  upon  him,  the  commerce,  in  as  ample  a 
manner  as  her  Britannic  Majefty  defires,  hath  con- 
fented,  on  his  part,  to  fupprefs  and  make  void  the  dif-- 
.  ferent  duties  payable  upon  importation  and  exporta- 
tion, contained  in  the  ancient  books  of  rates,  as  alio 
thofe  that  have  been  impoicd  (ince,  under  any  name  or 
pretence  whatfoever,  and  content  himfelf  with  one 
only  duty  to  be  paid  on  iitiportadon  of  all  goods  and 
merchandize,  after  the  rate  of  10  per  Cent,  of  their 
value;  and  the  like  duty  upon  all  goods  and  mer* 
chandize  which  ihall  be  exported  out  of  his  dominie 
iiions,  whether  the  valuation  be  made  by  weight,  mea- 
fure,  piece,  ©r  ad  valorem  ;  and  the  lame  duty  ihall  be 
oo]le<%edin  all  the  ports  of  entry,  in  Spain,  compre- 
hendii^.thoie  of  Arragon,  Valencia,  and  Catalonia, 
excepting  out  of  this  general  rule  Bifcaya  and  Guipuf- 
cpa,  whofe  duties  of  importation  and  exportation  are 
to  reoiain  as  they  were  in  the  time  of  Charles  the  Se- 
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6ond.  And  that  the  faid  lo  per  Cent,  being  onfce  paid, 
the  farmers  or  officers  of  the  cuftom-houfts  where 
thofe  goods  fhall  be  entered,  fhall  be  obliged  to  mark 
the  fame  with  the  proper  fcals  and  marks  of  their  of- 
fice, and  alio  give  the  requifite  difpatches ;  by  virtue 
of  which,  the  proprietors  of  the  goods  may  freely  tranf- 
port  them  to  all  the  other  parts  of  Spain  where  they  pleafc, 
without  being  liable  to  pay  any  othef  duty,  impofitionj 
or  charges,  to  the  life  or  benefit  of  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jcfty,  in  any  ports  or  parts  of  Spain  whatfbever,  in  re- 
fpedt  of  transporting  the  faid  nierchandize,  Over  and  • 
above  what  they  have  paid  ill  puriuance  of  this  new 
Arancel,  provided  the  receipts  and  marks  are  produced ; 
in  default  of  which,  they  fhall  be  efleemed  Co  be  frau- 
dulently tranfported.  But  it  is  to  be  underftood,  that 
diis  is  not  to  extend  to  the  Alcavalas,  Cientos,  and 
Millories,  in  relation  to  which,  ^provifion  is  made  in 
the  fifth  and  eighth  articles  of  this  treaty. 

And  for  as  much  as  the  ambaffador  of  England  hath 
reprefented,  that  to  avoid  all  differences  and  difputes 
for  the  future,  it  is  abfolutely  ncceflary  to  cftabUfh  a 
certain  valuation  or  rate  of  the  feveral  forts  of  mer- 
chandize^ by  which  the  faid  duty  of  lO  per  Cent.  Ihall 
always  be  paid^  and  not  altered,  either  by  means  of  the 
augmentation  or  diminution  of^  the  price  of  the .  faid 
merchandize,  which  may  hereafter  happen  in  the  com^ 
mcrce,  in  any  time,  or  in  any  part  of  the  kingdom ;  it 
is  agreed  by  their  Catholic  and  Britannic  MajefKcs,by 
•  their  ambafladors,  that  in  the  term  of  three  months 
from  the  ratification  of  this  treaty^  or  fooner,  if'pofTi- 
ble,  commilTaries  named  and  authorized  by  both  their 
Majeflies  in  due  form,  fhall  meet  at  Madrid  or  in  Ca-^ 
diz,  who,  without  lofs  of  time,  fhall  proceed  to  the 
forming  a*  new  book  of  rates,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to 
fix  and  limit  what  fhall  be  paid  for  the  future  on  all 
forts  of  merchandizcj  as  well  upon  importation  as  ex- 
portation .1  and  fo  as  that  all  the  difTerent  duties  which 
were  payable,  either  before  or  in  the  time  of  Charles 
the  Second^  or  fince,  under  whatfocvcr  name  or  pre- 
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tence,'  or  coUcftcd  in  different  cuftom-hotifes  or  offices,, 
Ihall  be  comprehended  in  diis  only  duty,  payable  in 
one  fum,  whether  upon  importation  or  exportation,  in 
all  the  ports  of  Spain,  and  fhall  extend  to  the  king- 
doms or  Arragon,  Valencia,  and  principality  of  Cata- 
lonia, and  their  dependencies,  excepting  oiJy  the  pro- 
vinces of  Guipufcoa  and  Bifcaya,  of  which  mention 
has  been  already  made.  And  whereas  great  inftances 
have  been  made  by  the  ambaffador  of  Great  Britain, 
that  diredlions  be  given  to  the  faid  commiflaries,  that 
diey  take  care,  and  above  all  do  obferve,  as  a  fixed 
rule,  that  this  duty  be  laid  equally  and  generally,  in  all 
the  ports  and  cuftom-houfes  of  Spain,  upon  the  impor- 
tation and  exportation  of  all  goods  and  merchandize, 
after  the  rate  of  10  per  Cent,  of  the  value  which  fuch 
goods  and  merchandize  bear  in  the  courfe  of  trade,  be- 
tween the  merchants  of  Cadiz  and  Port  St.  Mary's ; 
to  which  the  ambaffadors  of  Spain  have  con&nted ; 
always  provided,  that  die  goods  and  commodities  which 
fhall  be  imported  into  the  kingdom  of  Spain  by  the 
ports  of  Bifcaya  and  Guipufcoa>  and  afterwards  tranf- 
ported  into  the  other  provinces  depending  on*  the  king- 
doms of  Caftille  and  Arragon,  fhall  be  obliged  to  pay, 
at  the  firfl  cuflom-houfe  of  entry  into  the  faid  king- 
doms, the  duties  which  fhall  be  eflablifhed  in  this  new 
book  of  rates, 

V.  To  prevent  the  abufes  that  may  be  committed 
in  coUefting  the  duties  called  Alcavalas  and  Cientos,his 
Catholic  Majefty  confents  that  the  fubjedts  of  her  Bri- 
tannic Majefty  fhall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  thefe  duties, 
during  fuch  time  as  they  think  fit  to  let  their  pierchan- 
dize  remain  in  die  magazines  ofthecuflom-houfes  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpofe ;  but  when  they  fhall  think  fit 
to  take  out  the  faid  goods,  either  to  be  tranfported 
farther  into  the  country,  fell  them  m  the  fame  place,  or 
carry  them  to  their  own  houfes,  it  fhall  be  permitted 
them  fb'to  do,  upon  giving  his  bond,  with  fufficient 
^  fecurity,  to  pay  the  faid  duties  of  Alcavalas  and  Cien- 
tos  for  the  firft  iale  in  two  months  after  the  date  of  his 
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bond,  upon  which  he  (hall  have  receipts  given  him  for 
the  faid  duties,  and  the  goods  (hall  be  marked  with  the 
proper  mark  and  feal  of  the  farmers  of  the  faid  Alcava- 
las  and  Cientos,  where  fuch  bond  and  fecurity  ftiall  be 
given  for  the  firft  fale,  aftef-  which  the  faid  merchan- 
dize may  be  tranlported  and  fold  by  wholefale  in  any 
port  or  place  belonging  to  the  King  of  Spain  in  Eu- 
rope ;  and  that  no  obftruftion  or  hmderance  fhall  be 
made  upon  account  of  the  faid  duties,  nor  the  proprie- 
tor liable  to  pay  a  fecond  time  in  refpeft  of  the  firft  fale, 
provided  thofe  who  carry  the  faid  merchandizes  pro- 
duce the  receipts  and  marks  of  the  farmer  or  proper  ' 
officer  concerned  in  the  colleftion  g[  thefe  duties,  or 
making  fufficient  proof  of  their  not  being  fold  before. 
But  ify  on  the  contrary,  any  merchant  do  fell  his  goods 
by  retail,  he  (hall  be  obliged  to  pay  the  faid  duties  of 
Alcavalas  and  Cientos  a  fecond  time,  under  the  pains 
cftablilhed  by  the  laws.  And  his  Catholic  Majefty  de- 
clares, that  if  any  officer  of  the  Alcavalas  and  Cien- 
tos Ihall  exaft  a  fecond  time  the  faid  duties  on  the 
fame  merchandize,  when  the  faid  receipts  and  marks 
have  been  produced,  or  fliould  obftruft  their  pafTage, 
or  tranfportation,  or  occafion  the  leaft  impediment, 
foch  officer  (hall  be  fined  2,000  crowns  to  the  benefit 
of  his  Majefty's  revenues.  And  the  officers  of  die  cuf- 
tom-houies  Ihall  not  demand  or  take,  for  making  fuch 
receipts  or  certificates,  more  than  1 5  reals  Vellon,  un- 
lels  it  be  otherwife  fettled  in  the  new  book  of  rates. 

VIII .  His  Catholic  Majefty  confents,  that  the  du- 
ties commonly  called  Millones,  which  are  payable 
uponfi(h  and  other  forts  ofdomeftic  provifions,  (hall 
not  be  demanded  in  the  firft  ports  or  cuftom-houfes  of 
entry  in  Spain,  during  fuch  time  as  the  proprietors 
will  let  them  remain  in  the  warehoufes  appointed  for 
that  ptftpofe.  But  in  cafe  the  owner  Ihall  defire  to 
,take  them  out,  either  to  fend  into  the  country, 
fell  them  on  the  place,  or  carry  them  to  their  own 
houfes,  they  are  then  to  give  bond,  with  good  fecurity, 
,to  pay  the  faid  duty  of  Millones  in  two  months  after 
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date  of  the  faid  bond,  upon  which  the  neceffary  dilpat- 
ches  are  to  be  given  them.     And  the  faid  merchan- 
dize fliall  be  marked  with  the  feals  or  marks  of  the 
farmers  of  the  Milloncs  whfere  the  faid  duties  were  fe- 
cured,  after  which  the  faid  goods  may  be  tranfported 
to,  and  fold  in  the  places  where  they  are  to  be  confum- 
cdi  without  paying  aiiy  new  duties  of  Millones.     His 
Majefty  alfo  declares,  that  if,  after  the  receipts  are  pro- 
duced, any  officer  belonging  to  the  farmers  of  the  Mil- 
Jones  fhould  exadt  a  fccond  rime  the  fame  duties  on 
the  fame  goods,  or  fhould  oppofe  their  paflage,  tranf- 
^  port,  or  fale,  or  oceafion  the  Icaft  impediment,  the  faid 
•  officer,  fhall  be  fined  2,000  crowns,  for  the  benefit  of 
^Jiis  Majefly's  revenue. 

Therefore,  by  virtue  of  thefe  prefcnts,  we  do  approve 
and  ratify  the  treaty  above  written,  as  likewife  the 
three  articles,  viz.  the  third,  fifth,  and  eighth,  as  they 
are  fet  forth  in  this  inftrument  of  ratification,  and  are 
to  be  taken  as  part  of  the  faid  treaty,  and  to  h?ive  the 
fame  force  and  effeft  as  if  they  had  been  inferted  therc^ 
in :  promifing  and  engaging  our  Royal  word,  that  we 
will  faithfully  and  religioufly  perform  and  obferve  all 
and  fiilgular  the  things  agreed  upon  in  this  treaty,  and 
that  we  will  not  fufFer  the  fame  to  be  violated  by  any 
one,  as  far  as  lies  in  our  power.

and  of  making,  delivering,  and  receiving  reciprocally, 
all  the  neceflary  inftruments  of  die  things  concluded, 
how  many  or  wl|atfo?vcr  they  are,  and  in  general,  of 
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doing  and  performing  all  things  which  they  (hall  judge 
to  be  any  ways  hcceffary  or  convenient  towards  mak- 
ing and  eftablifhing  conditions  of  peace  and  friendfhip, 
as  aforefaid,  in  as  ample  manner  and  form,  and  with 
the  feme  force  and  effeft,  as  we  could  do  and  perform 
the  fame,  if  we  ourfelvcs  were  prcfent ;  promifing  and 
engaging  our  Royal  word,  that  we  will  approve  and 
ratify  all  and  every  one  of  the  articles,  which  by  virtue 
ff  thefe  prefents  Ihail  be  tranfaded,  concluded,  and 
ligned  by  our  faid  ambaffadors  extraordinary,  commif- 
laries,  procurators,  and  plenipotentiaries-,  joindy  or  ie- 
parately,  in  the  form  and  manner  wherein  they  arc 
agreed.  For  the  greater  teftimony  and  validity  where- 
crf,  having  figned  thefe  prefents  with  our  Royal  hand, 
wc  have  commanded  our  great  feal  to  be  affixed 
thereunto.

Earl  of  Urcna, 
Marquis  of  Penaficl,  gentleman  of  our  bed-chamber, 
and  great  chamberlain,  and  cup-bearer,  chief  notary  of 
our  kingdoms  of  Caftille,  knight  of  the  Order  of  Cal- 
jatrava,  great  treafurer  of  the  faid  order  and  knight- 
hood, commendador  thereof,  and  of  the  Ufagre  in  the 
Order  of  St.  James,  and  captain  of  the  firft  company 
of  our  royal  Spwifh  life-guards;  and  you  , Don 
Ifkiro  Cafado  d^  Rofales,  Marquis  de  Monteleon, 
our  kinfmah,  and  one  of  our  council  of  the  Indies  5 
with  full  power  and  authority,  and  the  dignity  of  our 
ambailadors  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiaries,  'by 
reaibn  of  the  intire  fadsfa^lion  and  confidence  we  have 
in  your  perfons,  and  that  both  of  you  are  endued  with 
thole  vaJkiable  qualities  of  prudence,  judgment,  expe-» 
rience,  zeal,  and  love  for  our  royal  fervice,  which  arc 
neceflary  for  a  negotiation  of  this  importance,  to  the 
end  that  you  may  treat  of^  conclude,  and  finifh  with 
the  minifters  plenipotentiaries  named  for  that  pur^ 
pofe  by  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  the  aforefaid  treaty 
of  commerce,  for  the  reciprocal  convenience  and  ad- 
vantage of  the  fubjefts  of  the  two  crowns  j  promifing^ 
as  we  do  hereby  promife,  for  ourfelvcs  and  fucceiTors, 
upon  our  faith  and  Royal  word,  that  we  will  perform 
and  keep  for  ever,  all  that  you  (hall  ftipulate,  conclude^ 
and  agree,  wirii  the  afore-mentioned  minifters  pleni- 
potentiaries of  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  for  the  at-

^e  Treaty  of  Commerce  between  the  moft  Serene  and  mofi 
Potent  Prince  George,  by  the  Grace  of  Gody  King  of 
Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  rf 
the  Faith  J  (ffc.  and  the  moji  Serene  and  mofi  Potent 
Prince  Philip  V.  the  Catholic  King  of  Spain.  Con- 
cluded at  Madrid  the  —  of  December^  17 1 5. 

GEORGE,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  ofGi^at 
Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faith, 
&c.     To  all  and  lingular  to  whom  thefe  prefent  let- 
ters 
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ten  Ihall  cottie,  greeting.  Whereas  a  certain  treaty  of 
commerce  between  us  and  our  good  brother  Philip 
the  Fifth,  the  Catholic  Kipg  of  Spain,  was  concluded 
and  figncd  by  minifters.  plenipotentiaries,  impowered 
with  lufficient  authority  on  both  fides,  at  Madrid  oa 
the  ^  day  of  this  prefent  month,  in  the  form  and 
words  following : 

Whereas  fince  the  treaties  of  peace  and  commerce 
fately  concluded  at  Utrecht,  on  the  13th  of  July,  and 
9th  of  December,  17 13,  between  his  Catholic  Majefly. 
and  her  late  Majefly  die  Queen  of  Great  Britain  (of 
glorious  memory)  ibme  differences  remained  about 
commerce,  and  the  courfe  thereof;  their  Catholic 
and  Britannic  Majeflies,  being  inclined  to  maintain  and 
cultivate  a  firm  and  inviolable  peace  and  friendfhip, 
have  (for  attaining  fo  good  an  end)  by  the  two  mins- 
ters reciprocally  and  in  due  form  authorized  for  this 
purpofe,  caufed  the  following  articles  to  be  concluded 
and  figned. 

I.  The  Britilh  fubjefts  ihall  not  be  obliged  to  pay 
_  er  or  other  duties  for  goods  which  they  fiiaH 

bring  in  or  carry  out  of  the  feveral  ports  of  his  Ca- 
tholic Majefty,  than  thofe  which  they  paid  for  the 
fame  goods  in  the  rime  of  King  Charles  the  Second, 
fetded  by  cedules  and  ordinances  of  the  faid  King  or 
his  predeceflbrs ;  and  though  the  favour  or  allowance 
called  Pie  del  Fardo,  be  not  founded  on  any  royal  or- 
dinance, yet  his  Catholic  Majefty  declares,  wills,  and 
ordains,  that  it  Ihall  be  obferved  now  and  for  the  fu-t 
ture,  as  an  inviolable  law  i  which  duties  flxall  be  de- 
manded and  collefted,  now  and  for  the  future,  widi 
the  fame  advantages  and  favours  to  the  faid  fub^ 
jefts. 

II.  His  Catholic  Majefty  confirms  the  treaty  made 
by  the  Bntifh  merchants  with  the  Magiftrates  of  St« 
Andcr,  in  the  year  1700. 

III.  His  Catholic  Majefty  allows  the  laid  fubjefh 
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to  gather  fait  in  the  ifland  of  Tortudos,  dVey  having 
enjoyed  that  pcrmiflion  in  the  time  of  King  Charles  the 
Second  without  interruption, 

IV.  The  faid  fubjedb  fliall  not  any  where  pay 
higher  or  other  duties,  than  thofe  which  his  Catholic 
Majefty's  fubjefts  pay  in  the  fiimc  place. 

V.  The  laid  fubjefts  fliall  enjoy  all  the  rights,  privile- 
ges, franchifes,  exetnptions,  and  immunities  whadbevcr, 
which  they  enjoyed  before  the  laft  war,  by  virtue  or 
the  royal  cedules  or  ordinances,  and  by  the  articles 
of  the  treaty  of  peace  and  commerce  made  at  Madrid 
in  1667,  which  is  fully  confirihed  here ;  and  the  faid 
fobjefts  (hall  be  ufed  in  Spain  in  the  fame  manner  as 
the  moft  favoured  nation,  and  confcqtiendy  all  nations 
fiiall  pay  the  fame  duties  on  wool  and  other  merchan- 
dize which  fhall  be  brought  into,  pr  carried  oUt  of 
thefe  kingdoms  by  land,  as  tKe  faid  fubjefts  pay  on  the 
fame  goods  which  they  fhall  import  or  export  by  fea ; 
and  all  the  rights,  privileges,  franchifes,  exemptions, 
and  immunities,  which  fhall  be  granted  or  permitted  to 
any  nation  whatever,  fhall  likewife  be  granted  and 
permitted  to  the  faid  fubjefts;  the  fame  fhall  be  grant- 
ed, obferved,  and  permitted  to  the  fubjedts  of  Sp^  in 
the  kingdoms  of  his  Britannic  Majefly. 

VI.  And  as  there  may  have  been  innovations  ill 
commerce,  his  Catholic  Majefty  promifes  to  iife  all 
poflible  endeavours  on  his  part  for  abolilhing  them, 
and  for  the  future  will  by  all  forts  of  itiearis  caufe 
them  to  be  forbom.  In  the  like  manner  his  Britannic 
Majefty  promifes  to  ufe  all  poflible  endeavours  for 
abolifhing  all  innovations  on  lus  part,  and  for  the  fii-^ 
ture  will  by  all  forts  of  means  caufe  them  to  be  for** 
bom. 

.  VII.  The  treaty  of  commerce  made  at  Utrecht  on 
jthc  9th  of  December  17 13,  Hiall  remain  in  force,  thofe 
articles  excepted  which  fhall  appear  to  be  contrary  to 
what  is  concluded  and  figncd  this  dayj  which  ihall.  be 
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abolifhed  and  of  no  force,  and  cipccially  the  three  ar- 
ticles comnnonly  called  explanatory  j  and  thefe  prefems 
Ihall  be  approved,  ratified,  and  exchanged  on  bodi 
fides  within  the  term  of  fix  weeks,  or  fooncr  if  it  be 
poiTible*

commonly  called  T^be  Quadruple  Miance. 

IN  the  name  of  the  Moft  Holy  and  Undivided 
Trinity. 

Be  it  known  to  all  whom  it  doth  concern,  or  may 
any  way  concern. 

Whereas  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince 
George,  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  King^ 
Duke  of  Brunfwick  and  Lunenburgh,  Eleftor  of  the 
Holy  Roman  Empire,  &c.  and  the  moft  Serene  and 
moft  Potent  Prince  Lewis  XV.  the  moft  Chriftian 
King,  &c.  as  likewife  the  High  and  Mighty  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands; 
being  continually  intent  on  preferving  the  blefling  o£ 
peace,  have  duly  confidercd,  that  however,  by  the 
triple  alliance  concluded  by  them  on  the  4th  day  of ' 
January  17 17,  their  own  kingdoms  and  province!  . 
were  provided  for,  yet  that  the  provifion  was  neither  I9 
general  nor  fo  folid-,  as  that  the  public  tranquillity  could 
long  flouriih  ai^i  laft^  unlefs  at  the  fame  time  the  jea- 
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\hich  were  ftill  increafing  between  fonric  </the 
\f  Evirope  as  perpetual  occafions  of  variaiKC, 

^  removed :  and  being  convinced  by  expe* 
^.^aOix^  from  the  war  kindled  the  laft  year  in  Italy,  for 
the  timely  extinguifhing  whereof  by  a  treaty  made  the 
1 8th  day  of  July,  N.S.  in  the  year  1718,  they  agreed 
among  thenifelves  upon  certain  articles  of  pacification, 
according  to  which  a  peace  might  be  brought  about 
and  eftabliftied  between  his  Sacred  Imperial  Majefty 
and  the  King  of  Spain ;  as  likewife  between  his  faid 
Imperial  Majefly  and  the  King  of  Sicily,  and  farther 
gave  a  friendly  invitation  to  his  Imperial  Majefty,  that 
out  of  his  love  for  the  public  peace  and  quiet,  he- 
would  receive  and  approve  the  faid  articles  of  conven- 
tion in  his  own  name,  and  accordingly  that  he  him- 
fclf  would  accede  to  the  treaty  made  by  them,  the  cc* 
nor  of  which  is  as  followcth: 

CcndiSions  of  Peace  hetvieen  bis  Imperial  Majefty  and  bis 
Royal  Catholic  Majefty. 

I.  For  quieting  the  difturbances  lately  raifed  con- 
trary to  the  peace  of  Baden,  concluded  the  7th  day  of 
September  17 14,  as  likewife  to  the  neutrality  iftab- 
liflied  for  Italy  by  the  treaty  of  the  14th  day  of  March 
1713,  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  King  of  Spain 
obliges  himfelf  to  reftore  to  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and 
accordingly  fliall  immediately,  or  at  die  fartheft  after 
two  mondis,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  exchange  of  the 
ratifications  of  this  prefent  treaty,  aftually  reftore  to  his 
laid  Imperial  Majefty  the  ifland  and  kingdom  of  Sar- 
dinia, in  the  condition  wherein  he  feized  it,  and  fhall  re*- 
nounce  in  favour  of  his  Imperial  Majefty  all  rights^ 
pretenfions,  interefts,  and  claims  upon  the  faid  king* 
dom  5  fo  that  his  Imperial  Majefty  fiilly  and  freely, 
and  in  the  manner  which  he  judges  beft,  out  of  hk& 
love  to  the  public  good,  may  diipofe  of  it  as  of  his 
own  property. 

IL  Whereas  the  only  method  which  could  be  found 
out  for  fixing  a  durable  balance  in  Europe  was  judged 
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to  be  this,  that  it  Ihould  be  an  eftablifhed  rule  that  the 
kingdoms  of  France  and  Spain  fhould  never  go  togc^ 
ther^  or  be  united  in  one  and  the  fame  perfon^  or  in  one 
and  the  lame  line,  and  that  thofe  two  monarchies  ihould 
henceforward  for  ever  remain  feparate  5  and  whereas 
for  confirming  this  rule,  fo  neceflary  for  the  public  tran- 
quiility,  thofe  Princes,  to  whom  the  prerogative  of 
birth  might  have  given  a  right  of  fucceeding  in  both 
kingdoms,  have  folemnly  renounced  one  of  thofe  two 
kingdoms  for  themfelves  and  all  their  pofterity;  fo 
that  this  feparation  of  the  two  monarchies  has  pafled 
into  a  fundamental  law  in  the  general  affembly  com* 
monly  called  Las  Kortes,  which  was  received  at  Ma- 
drid the  9th  day  of  November  17 1 2,  and  confolidated 
by  the  treaties  of  Utrecht,  the  1 1  th  day  of  April  1713;^ 
his  Imperial  Majefly  being  willing  to  give  the  utmoft 
perfection  to  fo  necelfary  and  wholcfome  a  law,  to  tike 
away  all  ground  of  fulpicion,  and  to  promote  the  pub- 
lic tranquillity,  doth  accept  and  agree  to  thofe  things 
which  were  done,  ratified,  and  eftablifhed  in  the  treaty 
of  Utrecht,  with  r^rd  to  the  right  and  order  of  fuc- 
eeflion  to  the  kingdoms  of  France  and  Spain,  and  doth 
penounce,  as  well  for  himfelfi  as  for  his  heirs,  defcen- 
dants,  and  fucceflbrs,  male  and  female,  all  rights,  and 
aU  and  every  prctenfion  whatlbever,  not  one  in  the  leaft 
excepted,  on  any  kingdoms  whatfoever,  dominions,  and 
provinces  of  the  Spanifh  monarchy,  whereof  the  Catho- 
lic King  was  acknowledged  to  be  the  rightful  pofTeflbr 
by  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  and  will  caufe  to  be  made  out 
m  due  form  accordingly  iblemn  afts  of  renunciation,' 
which  he  will  caufe  to  be  publifhed  and  regiflered  ii^ 
the  proper  courts,  and  promifes  that  he  will  exhibit  the 
uliid  inflruments  thereupon  to  his  Cadiolic  Majefty 
and  to  the  contracfting  Powers. 

*  III.  By  virtue  of  the  faid  renunciation,  which  his 
I^peiial  Majefty  has  made  out  of  regard  to  the  iecu- 
ntyofall  Europe;  and  in confideration  likewife  that 
cheDuke  of  Orleans  has  for  himfelf  and  for  his  de- 
fcendaats  renounced  all  his  rights  and  claims  upon  the 
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idfigdom  of  Spain,  on  condition  that  neither  die  Empe- 
ror, nor  any  of  his  defcendants,  ihaU  ever  fucccod  to 
the  faid  Idngdom ;  his  Imperial  Majefty  doth  acknow- 
ledge Philip  V,  to  be  lawful  king  ot  Spain  and  of 
the  Indies,  and  dodi  pronnife  to  give  hinn  the  tides  and 
prerogatives  belonging  to  his  dignity  and  his  king- 
'doms  y  and  nnoreover,  he  will  allow  him,  his  defceo- 
dants,  heirs,  and  fucceffors,  male  and  female,  peace- 
ably to  enjoy  all  thofe  dominions  of  the  Spanifh  mo- 
narchy in  Europe,  the  Indies,  and  elfcwherej^  the  pof- 
feflion  whereof  was  allowed  to  him  by  the  treaties  of 
Utrecht,  nor  will  he  direftly  or  indireftly  difturb.  him 
in  the  feid  pofleffion  at  any  time,  nor  will  he  cl^m  to 
kimfeif  any  right  to  the  faid  kingdoms  and  provin- 
ces. ' 

IV.  In  return  for  the  renunciation  and  acknow- 
ledgment made  by  his  •  Imperial  Majefty  ki  the  tvci 
foregoing  aiticles,  the  Catholie  King,  as  wcU  in  hk 
Qwn,  as  in  the  name  of  his  heirs,  defcendants,  and  llic- 
ceflbrs,  male  and  female,  doth  renounce  in  favour  of 
his  Irapcrialr  Majeily,  his  fucceffors,  heirS,  and  defcen- 
dants, male  and  female,  all  rights  ^d  cl^ns  wbatfo- 
ever,  none  in  the  leaft  being  excepted,  upon  all  and 
every' the  kingdoms,  provinces,  and  dominions,  wUcb 
his  Imperial  Mrjcfty  doth  policfs  in  Italy  or  die  Ne- 
therlands, or  may  accixic  to  him  by  virtue  of  this  prc- 
f^nt  treaty;  and  he  doth  wholly  abdicate  aU  rights, 
kingdoms,  and  provinces  in  Italy,  which  heretofore 
belonged  to  the  Spanilh  monarchy,  among  which  the 
itarquifate  of  Final,  yielded  by  his  Imperial  Majefty  ct> 
tiae  republic  of  Genoa  in  the  year  17 13,  is  underftood 
tp  be  exprefsly  comprehended ,  and  he  will  caufe  to  be 
made  out  accordingly  folemn  afts  of  renunciation  indue 
form,  which  he  wUl  caufe  to  be  publiftied  and  regiiter- 
cd  in'the  proper  courts,  and  promifes  that  he  will  exhi- 
bit- the  uftial  inftruments  ^thereupon  to  his  Imperial 
Majefty  and  the  contrafting  Powers.  His  CathoHc 
M^efty  doth  in  like  manner  renounce  the  right  of  re- 
version of  rfto'kingdom  of  Sicily  to  the  crown  of  Spaiii, 
i.:  *  "     which 
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which  he  had  referved  to  himielf,  and  aff  other  claiim 
and-pretenfions  uhder  pretext  whereof  he  might  difturk 
hb  Imperial  MajdflyV  his*  heiru  and  fuc^eflbrs,  dire6tly 
or  indire6tly,  as  well  in  the  aforefaid  kingdoms  and  pro^ 
ybces,  as  in  all  other  dominions,  which  he  adualljr 
pofleiTes  in  the  Netherlands  or  elfcwhere. 

V.  Whereas  in  cafe  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany, 
.or  the  Duke  of  Parma  and  Placentia,  or  their  fuccef- 
fors,  fhould  die  without  male  iflue,  the  pretenlions  of 
fuccefTioii  to  the  dominions  poireffed  by  diem  might 
kindle  a  new  war.  in  Italy,  on  account  of  the  different 
rights  of  fucccffion,  whereby,  after  the  deceafe  of  the 
next  heirs  bef  jre  her,  the  prefent  Queen  of  Spain,  bom 
Dutchels  of  Parma,  claims  the  faid  dukedoms  to  her- 
felf  on  the  one  part,  and  the  Emperor  and  Empire  on 
the  other  part :  to'  the  end  that  the  great  dilputes^ 
an^  the  evils  ariCng  from  them,  may  be  timely  obviat- 
ed, it  is  agreed  that  the  ftates  and  dutchies  at  prefent 
poflefled  by  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany,  and  Duke  of 
Parma  and-  Placenda  aforefaid,  fhall  in  time  to  come 
be  held  and  acknowledged  by  all  the  contracting  Pow- 
en  as  undoubted  male-fiefs  of  the  Holy  Roman  En\- 
pire.  His  Imperial  Majefty  on  his  part  doth  confent 
by  hinniclf  as  head  of  the  empire,  that  whenever  k 
.fhall  happen  that  the  laid  dutchies  fhall  lie,  open  for 
want  of  heirs  .maie,  the  firfl-born  fon  of  the  faid 
.Queen  of  Spain,  and  his  defendants,  being  males, 
torn  in  lawful  matrimony,  and  in  default  of  them  the 
.fecond-born,  or  other  the  younger  fons  of  the  laid 
Queen,  if  any  fhall  be  born,  together,  with  their  male 
^ddcendants,  born  in  lawful  marriage,  ihall  •  in  ,Iike 
manner  fucceed  to  all  the  provinces  aforefaid.  T9 
which  end  it  being  necefTdry  that  the  confent  of  the 
empire  be  alfo  given,  his  Imperial  Majefty  will  ufe  ^ 
his  endeavours  to  obtain  it ;  and  having  obtained  it,  he 
will  caufe  the  letters  of  expe&ative,  containing  the 
-eventual  inveftiture  for  .the  fon  of  the  faid  Queen,  or 
her  fons,  and  their  legitimate  male  defcendants,^  to  be 
.  expedited  in  due  form  -,  and  he  will  caufe  the  faid  let- 
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ters  to  be  delivered  to  the  Catholic  ^ing  immediatsdy^ 
or  at  leaft  after  two  months  from  the  exchange  of  the 
Tatifications :  widiout  any  damage  neverthekfs,  or 
4)rejudice,'to  the  Princes  who  now  have  pofleflioa  of 
the  faid  dutchies,  which  pofleflion  is  to  remain  entirely 
iafe  to  them. 

It  is  farther  agreed,  between  his  Sacred  Imperial 
Majefty,  and  the  Catholic  King,  that  the  town  of 
'Leghorn  may,  and  ought,  perpetually  to  remain  a  fre^ 
port,  in  the  fame  manner  as  it  now  is. 

By  virtue  of  the  renunciation  made  by  the  King  of 
Spain,  of  all  the  dominions,  kingdoms,  and  provinces 
in  Italy,  which  heretofore  belonged  to  the  Kings  of 
Spain,  that  King  fhall  yield  to  the  aforefaid  Prince  his 
*fon,  die  town  of  Porto-Longone,  together  with  that 
part  of  the  ifland  Elba,  which  he  aftually  poflcfies  there* 
in  J  and  fliall  deliver  the  fame  up  to  him,  as  foon  as 
that  Prince,  on  the  exrinftion  of  the  male  pofterity  of 
,  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany,  fhall  be  admitted  into 
the  aftual  poffeffion  of  his  territories. 

It  is  moreover  agreed  to,  and  provided  by  fblemn 
contraft,  that  none  of  the  aforefaid  dutchies  or  domi- 
'niorts,  at  any  time,  pr  in  any  cafe,  may  or  ought  to  be 
poffeflcd  by  a  Prince,  who  at  the  fame  time  holds  the 
kingdom  of  Spain ;  and  that  no  King  .of  Spain  can 
jever  take  upon  him  the  guardianfhip  of  that  Prince^ 
or  may  be  allowed  to  exercife  the  fame. 

Laftly,  it  is  agreed,  and  dtereto  all  and  fingtdar  ihf 
pardes  contrading  have  equally  bound  themfelves,  that 
k  never  fhall  be  allowed,  during  the  lives  of  the  pre- 
lent  poflellbrs  of  the  dutchies  of  Tufcany  and  PamUj 
6r  of  their  male  fuccefTors,  that  any  forces  of  any 
country  whatfoever,  whether  their  own  or  hired,  fhallj 
either  by  the  Emperor,  the  King  of  Spain  and  France, 
0r  even  by  the  Prince  appointed,  as  above,  to  the  fuo- 
ceflion,  be  introduced  into  the  provinces  and  lands  of 
the  faid  dutchies ;  nor  fhall  any  of  them  place  any 
garrifbn  in  the  cities,  ports,  towns,  or  fbrtrcfles  tbcrein 
fituatcd. 
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But,  that  the  faid  foh  of  the  Queen  of  Spain,  ap- 
pointed by  this  treaty  to  the  fucceffion  of  the  Great 
Duke  of  Tufcany,  and  the  Duke  of  Parma  and  Pla- 
centia,  may  be  more  fully  fecured  againft  all  events, 
and  may  niore  certainly  depend  on  the  execution  of  t;^o 
luccefTion  promiied  him;  and  likewife  that  the  fief^ 
conltituted  as  above,  may  remain  inviolable  to  the 
Emperor  and  empire ;  it  is-  agreed  on  both  fides,  that 
garriions,  not  exceeding  however  the  number  of  ^,000 
men,  which  Ihali  be  put  inft)  the  principal  towns  there- 
ofi  viz.  Leghorn,  Porto  Ferraro,  Parma,  a^d  Pk- 
centia,  be  taken  from  among  the  Swifs  cantons,  which 
cantons  are  for  this  purpofe  to  be  paid  by  the  Aree 
contracting  Prowers,  who  have  taken  upon  them  the 
part  of  mediators.  And  the  faid  garrifons  are  therein 
to  be  continued  till  the  cafe  of  the  faid  fuccefllon  lhal| 
happen,  when  they  fhall  be  obliged  to  deliver  the  towns 
to  the  faid  Prince  appointed  to  the  fucceffion.  Ne- 
verthelels,  without  any  trouble  or  charge  to  the  prefent 
pofleflbrs,  and  their  fucceflbrs,  being  males/  to  whom 
likewife  the  faid  garrifons  are  to  take  an  oath  of  fidelity, 
and  are  to  affiime  to  thcmfelve^  no  other  authority 
than  only  the  guard  of  the  cities  conimitoed  to  their 
charge. 

But  whereas  this  beneficial  work  maybe  longer  de- 
layed than  is  convenient,  before  an  agreement  can  be 
made  with  the  SV^ifs  Cantons  about  the  number>  pay, 
and  manner  of  eftablifliing  fuch  a  force ;  his  Sacred 
Royal  Britannic  Majefty,  out  of  his  Angular  zeal  for 
the  faid  work,  and  the  public  tranquillity,  and  for  the 
earlier  obtaining  the  end  propofed,  will  not  in  the-mean 
time  refiife  to  lend  his  own  forces  for  the  ufe  above-?- 
mentioned,  if  the  reft  of  the  contrafting  Powers  think 
good,  till  die  forces  to  be  raifed  in  the  Swifs  Cantons 
can  take  upon  them  the  guard  and  cuftody  of  the  £iid 
cities. 

VI.  His  Cathdic  Majefty,  to  teftify  his  fincere  in- 
clination for  the  public  tranquillity,  doth  ronfent  -to 
Sll  things  hereafter  mentioned,  with  regard  to  what  k 
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fettled  about  the  kingdom  of  Sicily  for  the  advantage 
©f  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  doth  renounce  for  him-» 
fclf,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  male  and  female,  the  right 
of.reveffion  of  that  kingdom  to  the  crown  of  Spain^ 
which  he  exprefsly  referved  to  himfelf  by  the  inftru- 
ment  of  ceffion  dated  the  loth  of  June  1713.  Out  of 
love  to  the  public  good,  he  moreover  departs  from  the 
faid  aft  of  the  loth  of  June,  17 13,  as  far  as  is  ne-. 
teflaryi'^as  likewife  from  the  iixth  article  of  the  treaty 
of  Utrecht,  betwixt  himfelf  and  his  RoyaJ  Highnefi 
the  Duke  of  Savoy,  as  likewife  in  general  from  every 
thing  that  may  oppofe  the  retroceflion,  dilpofition,  and 
permutation  of  the  above-mentioned  kingdom  of  Si-k 
cily,  by  this  prefent  treaty  eftablifhed  i  on  condition, 
neverthelefs,  that  the  right  of  reverfion  of  the  ifland 
and  kingdom  of  Sardinia  to  the  faid  crown  ^nay  be 
yielded  and  allowed  to  him,  as  hereafter,  in  the  fecond 
article  of  the  conventions  between  his  Sacred  Imperial 
Majefty  and  the  King  of  Sicily,  is  farther  explained. 

VIL  The  Emperor  and  the  Catholic  King  mutu- 
ally promife  and  bind  themfelves  to  a  reciprocal  de- 
fence and  guaranty  of  all  the  kingdoms  and  province^ 
'which  they  actually  poflefs,  or  the  pofleflion  whereof 
ought  to  belong  to  them  by  vii  tue  of  the  prefent 
treaty. 

VIII.  His  Imperial  Majefty  and  his  Royal  Catholic 
Majefty  ftiall,  immediately  after  exchange  of  the  rad-. 
ficati:ns  of  thefe  prefent  conventions,  put  in  execution 
all  and  every  the  conditions  therein  comprehended;i 
and  that  within  the  fpace  of  two  months  at  the  fartheftj 
and  the  inftrnments  of  the  ratifications  cf  the  faid  con- 
ventions fliall  be  exchanged  at  London  within  the 
fpace  of  two  months,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of 
figning,  or  (ocner  if  poflible.  Which  execution  of 
the  conditions  being  previoufly  performed,  their  mi^ 
nifters  and  picnipotenciaiics,  by  them  to  be  named^i 
ft  all  in  the  place  of  congrefs,  which  they  JhaU  agrep 
Vpvn^j  widx  all  Ijpeed  feverally  fecde  aad  determine  the 
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odier  points  of  their  particular  peace,  und^r  the  media*- 
tion  of  the  three  contrafting  Powers. 

It  is  farther  agreed,  that  in  the  treaty  of  peace  par- 
ticularly to  be  made  between  the  Emperor  and  the^ 
King  of  Spain,  a  general  amnefly  Ihall  be  granted  to 
all  perlbns  of  any  ftate,  dignity,  degree,  or  lex  what- 
foever,  whether  ecclefiaftical  or  military,  political  or* 
civil,  who  followed  the  party  of  the  one  or  the  other 
Prince  during  die  late  war  j  in  virtue  whereof  all  and 
Angular  the  faid  perfons  fliall  be  permitted  to  receivtr, 
and  they  may  receive  full  poffcffion  and  ufe  of  their 
goods,  rights,  privileges,  honours,  dignities,  and  im-* 
munities,  and  (haU  ufe  and  enjoy  the  lame  as  freely  as 
they  did  enjoy  them  at  the  beginning  of  the  laft  war, 
or  at  the  time  when  they  begun  to  join  themfelves  to 
the  one  or  the.  other  party,  all  confifcations,  arrefb, 
and  fentences  made,  paflcd,  or  pronounced,  during 
the  war,  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding,  which  IhaU 
be  held  as  null  and  of  no  efFeft.     In  virtue  moreover* 
of  the  aforefaid  amnefly,  it  fhall  be  lawful  and  free  for 
all  and  fmgular  the  faid  perfons,  who  followed  one  or 
the  other  party,  to  return  to  their  country,  and  to  en- 
joy their  goods  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  no  war  had 
happened ;  and  a  full  licence  is  given  them  *  to  take 
care  of  the  iaid  effects,  either  by  themfelves,  if  they 
ihould  be  prefent,  or  by  their  attornies,  if  they  (hould 
choofe  rather  to  abfent  themfelves  from'  their  country, 
and  they  may  either  fell,  or  any  other  way,  according 
to  their  pleafure,  dilpofe  of  them,  entirely  atter  the  lame 
manner  they  might  have  done  before  the  beginning  of 
the  war. 

Conditions  of  th^  treaty  to  be  concluded  between  his  Im- 
perial Majefty  and  the  King  of  Sicily. 

I.  Whereas  the  ceffion  of  Sicily,  hy  the  treaties 
of  Utrecht,  to  the  Houfe  of  Savoy,  beiiog  folely  made; 
for  rendering  that  peace  folid,  and  not  on  die  account 
of  any  right  the  King  of  Sicily  had  thereto,  has  been: 
fo  far  from  bringing  about  the  end  propofcd,  that,  as 
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all  Europe  can  witnefs,  it  has  rather  proved  the  great 
obftacle  which  hindered  the  Emperor  from  acceding 
to  the  faid'  treaties,  inafmuch  as  die  reparation  of  the 
kingdoms  of  Naples  and  Sicily,  fo  long  ufed  to  re- 
main under  the  fame  dominion,  and  to  be  called  by 
the  name  of  Both  the  SiciHes,  has  not  only  been  found 
oppofite  to  the  common  intercfts  and  mutual  prefer- 
vation  of  both  kingdoms,  but  likewifc  to  the  repofe 
of  all  Italy,  being  conftantly  produftive  of  new  com- 
motions, while  neither  the  ancient  intercourfe  and 
mutual  relation  between  the  two  nations  can  be  de- 
ftroyed,  nor  the  interefts  of  the  different  Princes  can  be 
cafily  reconciled :  for  this  realbn  it  is  that  the  Princes, 
who  firft  made  the  Utrecht  treaties,  have  thought  it 
lawful  for  them,  even  without  die  confent  of  the  parties 
concerned,  to  abrogate  that  one  article  of  thof?  tteaties 
which  regards  the  kingdom  of  Sicily,  and  is  not  any 
principal  part  of  the  faid  treaty,  founding  thernfelves 
chiefly  upon  thefe  reafons ;  that  the  prefent  treaty  will 
receive  its  increafe  and  completion  from  the  Emperor's 
renunciation  j  and  that  by  the  exchange  of  Sicily  for 
Sardinia,  the  wars  which  threaten  Italy  may  be  pre- 
vented, inafmuch  as  the  Emperor  might  rightfully 
attack  Sicily,  which  he  never  yet  renounced,  and 
which,  fince  the  infraftion  of  the  neutrality  of  Italy  by 
the  feizure  of  Sardinia,  he  may  rightfully  recover  by 
force  of  arms :  befides  that  the  King  of  Sicily  may 
become  pofTefled  of  a  certain  and  durable  dominion 
by  the  benefit  of  fo  folemn  a  treaty  with  his  Inmeri^ 
Majefly,  and  guarantied  by  the  chief  Princes  of  Eu- 
rope. Being  moved  therefore  by  fb  great  reafons, 
they  have  agreed  that  the  King  of  Sicily  fhall  reftore 
to  his  Imperial  Majefly  the  ifjand  and  kingdom  of 
Sicily,  with  all  its  dependencies  and  appendages,  in  the 
ftate  wherein  they  now  are,  immediately,  or  in  two 
V  months  at  the  fartheft  from  the  exchange  of  the  rati- 
fications of  the  prefent  treaty.  And  he  fhall,  in  favour 
of  the  Emperor,  his  heirs  and  fucceffors,  of  both, 
fcxes,  renounce  all  rights  and  pretenfions  yrhatfoevef,. 
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to  the  faid  kingdom,  as  well  for  himfelf  as  his  heirs 
and  lucccflbrs,  male  and  female ;  the  reverfion  thereof 
to  the  crown  of  Spain  being  entirely  taken  away. 

II.  In  return,  his  Imperial  Majesty  fliall  yield  to  the 
King  of  Sicily  the  iljand  and  kingdom  of  Sardinia,  in 
the  fame  concfition  wherein  he  fhall  receive  it  from  the 
Catholic  King,  and  fhall  renounce  all  rights  and  in^t 
terefts  in  the  laid  kingdom,  for  himfelf  his  heirs  and 
lucceflbrs^  of  both  fcxes^  in  favour  of  the  King  of 
Sicily,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  that  he  may  hereafter 
perpetually  poflefs  the  fanie  with  the  titie  of  a  kingdom, 
and  all  other  honours  annpxed  to  the  roy^l  dignity,  in 
the  fam^  manner  as  he  poffefled  the  kingdoni  of 
Sicily ;  on  condition,  neyerthelefs,  that  the  reverlioi^  of 
the  laid  kingdom  of  Sardinia  fhall  be  referved  to  the 
crown  of  Spain,  whenever  it  may  happen  that  the  King 
of  Sicily  fliall  be  without  heirs. male,  and  all  the 
Houib  of  Savoy  Ihall  likewife  be  dcftitute  of  heirs 
male ;  but  in  the  fame  manner  altogether  as  the  faid 
leverfion  was  fetded  and  ordained  for  the  kmgdom  of 
Sicily  by  the  treaties  of  Utrecht,  and  by  the  a6t  rf 
ceflion  in  purfuance  diereof  made  by  the  Kin^  of 
Spain. 

III.  His  Imperial  Majefly  fhall  confirm  to  the  King 
of  Sicily  all  the  ceffions  made  to  him  by  the  treaty 
Jigned  at  Turin,  the  8  th  day  of  November  1703,  as 
well  of  that  part  of  the  dutchy  of  Montferrat,  as  of 
the  provinces,  cities,  towns,  caftles,  lands,  places^ 
rights,  and  revenues  of  the  ftate  of  Milan,  wliich  he 
now  doth  poiTefs,  in  the  manner  wherein  he  actually 
doth  poiTels  them;  and  he  will  (tipulate  for  himfelf 
his  defendants,  and  fucceflbrs,  that  he  never  will  dif<> 
turb  him,  his  heirs  or  fucceflbrs,  in  the  poileifion 
afbrefaid;  on  condition,  neverthelels,  that  all  other 
claims  and  pretenfions  which  he  may  poflibly  make  in 
virtue  of  the  faid  treaty  fhall  be  and  remain  yoid, 

IV.  His  Imperial  Majefty  fhall  acknowledge  the 
light  of  the  Kiiig  of  Sicily,  and  his  Houfe,  to  fucceed 
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immediately  to  the  kingdom  of  Spain  and  of  the 
indies,  in  cafe  of  the  failure  of  King  Philip  V.  and. 
his  pofterity,  in  manner  as  is  fettled  by  the  renuncia- 
tions of  the  Cadiolic  King,  the  Duke  of  Bcny,  and 
the  Duke  of  Orleans,  and  by  the  treaties  (  f  Utrecht  j 
and  his  Imperial  Majefty  Ihall  p  omife,  as  well  for 
himfelf  as  for  his  fucccflors  and  dcfccndant. ,  that  at 
ho  rime  he  will  direftly  or  indireftly  opp^fc,  or  any 
way  aft  contrary  to  the  fame.  It  is  declared,  never- 
thelefs,  that  no  Prince  of  the  Floufc  of  Savoy,  who. 
Ihall  fucceed  t6  the  crown  of  Spain,  may  poflefs  at  the 
fame  time  any  province  or  dominion  on  the  continent 
of  Italy,  and  that  in  fuch  cafe  thofe  provinces^jfhail  de- 
volve to  the  collateral  Princes  of  that  Hcufc  who  fhall 
fucceed  therein,  one  after  another,  according  to  the 
proxinnity  of  blood. 

V,  His  Imperial  Majefty  and- the  King  of  Sicily 
Ihall  give  mutual  guaranties  for  all  the  kingdom*  and 
provinces  which  they  aftually  pofTefs  in  Italy,  or 
which  ihall  accrue  to  them  by  virtue  of  this  prcfcnt 
treaty, 

VI.  His  Imperial  Majefty  and  the  King  of  Sicily, 
immediately  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of 
thefe  conventions,  ftiall  put  in  execution  all  and  every 
the  conditions  therein  contained,  and  that  within  the 
Ijpace  of  two  months  at  the  fartheft :  and  the  inftru- 
ments  of  the  ratifications  of  the  faid  conventions  fhall 
be  exchanged  at  London  within  two  months  from  the 
day  of  figning,  or  fooner  if  poflible.  And  immedi- 
ately after  the  previous  execution  of  the  faid  condi- 
tions, their  minifters  and  plenipotentiaries  by  them  to 
be  nanried  Ihall,  in  the  place  of  congrefs  they  Ihall 
:^ree  upon,  with  all  fpeed  feverally  Icttlc  the  other 
points  of  thek*  particular  peace,  under  the  mediation 
of  the  three  contrafting  Powers. 

Hi§  above-named  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty 
being  extremely  inclined  to  promote  the  peace  pro- 
pofed,  and  to  avert  the  dreadful  calamities  of  war,  a^d 
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out  of  his  fincere  defire  to  fettle  an  univerfal  pacifi- 
cation, hath  accepted  the  aforc-meritioned  conventions,, 
and  all  and  Angular  the  articles  thereof,  .and  hereby 
doth  accept  the  lame,  and  accordingly  has  entered  into 
a  particular  treaty  with  the  three  Powers  abovefaid,  an 
the  following  condidons. 

I.  That  there  be  and  remain  between  his  Sa- 
cred Imperial  Catholic  Majefty,  his  Sacred  Royal 
Majefty  of  Great  B.icain,  his  Sacred Hoyal  and  moll 
Chriftian  Majefty,  and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords 
the  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  and 
their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  a  moft  ftridl  alliance,  in 
virtue  whereof  each  o^  '  ^  are  bound  to  preferve 
the  dominions  and  1.  of  the  others,  as  likewife 
to  maintain  peace,  fc  ^  jmote  mutually  the  interefts 
of  the  others  as  their  own,  and  to  prevent  and  repel 
all  damages  and  injuries  whatfoever. 

II.  The  treaties  made  at  Utrecht  and  Baden  Ihall 
remain  in  their  fiill  ftrength  and  force,  and  fliall  be  a 
part  of  this  treaty,  thofe  articles  excepted  from  which 
It  has  been  judged  for  the  public  good  to  depart ;  as 
likewife  thofe  articles  of  the  Utrecht  treaties  excepted^ 
which  were  abolifhed  by  the  treaty  of  Baden.  The 
treaty  of  alliance  made  at  Weftmmfter,  the  25th  day 
of  May  1716,  between  his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Ca- 
tholic Majefty,  and  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Great 
Britain,  as  likewife  the  treaty  made  at  the  Hague  the 
4th  day  of  January  17 17,  between  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  moft  Chrillian  King,  and  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces,  fliall  neverthelefs 
remain  in  flill  force  in  every  particular. 

II I •  His  Sacred  Britannic  Majefty,  as  likewife  his 
Sacred  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  the  Lords  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  do  cove-, 
nant  for  thcn^felves,  their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  that  they 
never  will,  diredly  or  indirectly,  difturb  his  Sacred  Im- 
perial and  Catholic  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs, 
in  any  of  his  kingdoms,  dominions,  and  provinces, 
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which  he  pofleffes  by  virtue  of  the  treaties  of  Utrecht 
and  Baden^  or  which  he  fhall  gain  pofieifion  of  by 
virtue  of  thj^  prefent  treaty.  On  the  contrary,  they 
both  will  and  ought  to  defend  and  guaranty  the  pro- 
vinces, kingdoms,  and  juriidiAions,  which  he  now 
pofleffes,  or  wliich  fhall  accrue  to  him  in  virtue  of  this 
treaty,  as  well  in  Germany  as  in  the  Netherlands  and 
in  Italy ;  and  they  promife  that  they  will  defend  the 
(aid  kingdoms  and  provinces  of  his  Imperial  and  Ca-r 
tholic  Majefly,  againft  ^  and  fingular  who  may  at#^ 
tempt  to  invade  the  fame  ip  a  hoftile  manner:  and 
that  they  both  will  and  ought,  when  the  cafe  happens, 
to  furnuh  him  with  fuch  iliccours  as  he  ihall  need, 
according  to  the  conditions  and  repardtion  which  they 
have  agreed  upon  as  hereafter  mendoned.  In  like 
manner  their  Royal  Britannic  and  mofl  Chriflian  Ma- 
jcfties  and  the  States  General  exprefsly  bind  them- 
Iclves,  that  they  will  not  at  any  time  give  or  grant  any 
prote6tion  or  refuge,  in  any  part  of  their  dominions,  to 
the  lubjefts  of  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty, 
who  aftually  are,  or  hereafter  fhall  be  by  hitn  declared 
rebels ;  and  in  cafe  any  fuch  fhall  be  found  in  their 
kingdoms,  provinces,  or  dominions,  they  fincerely 
promife  that  they  will  take  effedtual  care  to  expel  them 
out  of  their  territories,  within  eight  days  after  applica* 
tion  made  by  his  Imperial  Majefty. 

IV.  On  the  odier  hand,  his  Sacred  Imperial  and 
Patholic  Majefly,  hb  Sacred  Royal  Britannic  Majefly, 
and  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  pro* 
mife  for  themfelves,  their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  that 
they  never  will,  dire6lly  or  indiredUy,  difturb  his  Sacred 
moft  Chriflian  Majefly,  in  any  of  his  dominions  to  the . 
crown  of  France  now  belonging.  On  the  contrary, 
they  will  and  ought  to  guard  and  defend  the  fame 
againft  all  and  fingular  who  may  attempt  to  invade 
them  in  a  hoflile  manner,  and  in  that  cafe  they  will  and 
ought  to  furnifh  fuch  fuccours  as  his*  moft  Chriftian 
Majefly  fhall  want,  according  as  hereafter  is  agreed 
ppon. 
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His  3^r^d  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty^  his  Sar 
cred  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britjiin,  and  die  Loicb 
the  States  General,  do  likewife  pronufe^  and  oblige 
themfeves,  that  they  will' and  ought  to  maintsdn,  gu2^ 
ranty,  and  defend  the  ri^t  of  fuccefllon  in  the  king^ 
dom  of  France,  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  treaties 
made  at  Utrecht,  the  i  ith  day  of  April  17 13>  obliging  < 
themielves  to  ftand  by  the  faid  fuccefllon  plainly  ac- 
cording to  the  form  of  the  renunciation  made  by  the 
King  cJf  Spain,  the  5th  day  of  November  171a,  and 
by  a  Iblenm  ad  accepted  in  the  general  aflembly  of  the 
States  of  Spain,  the  9th  day  of  the  month  and  year 
aferefaid,  which  thereupon  pafled  into  a  law  die  1 8th 
of  March  17131  and  laftly  was  eftabliftied  and  fetded 
by  the  treades  of  Utrecht :  and  this  they  fliall  perform 
againft  all  perfons  whatfoever  who  may  prelume  to 
difturb  the  order  of  the  faid  fuccefllon,  in  contradiftioa 
to  the  previous  adts,  and  treaties  fuhiequent  there- 
upon. To  which  end  they  ftiall  furnifli  the  fuccours 
according  to  the  repartition  agreed  on  below*  Far- 
thcr,  when  the  matter  may  require  it,  they  fliall  defend 
the  faid  order  of  fuccefllon  with  all  their  forces,  by 
likewife  declaring  war  againft  him  who  may  attempt 
coinfnngeor  impugn  die  fame. 

Moreover,  his  Imperial  Royal  Catholic  Majefty,  and ' 
his  Royal  Britannic  Majefly,  and  the  States  General^ 
do  likewife  promife  that  they  will  not  at  any  time 
give  or  grant  any  protedtion  or  refuge  in  their  domi-» 
nions  to  the  lubjefts  of  his  Royal  moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefty, who  adhiaJly  are,  or  hereafter  fliall  be  declared 
rebels ;  and  in  cafe  any  fi^ich  fliall  be  found  in  their 
kingdoms,  provinces,  and  dominionJ,  they  fliall  com- 
mand them  to  depart  the  fame  within  the  fpace  of 
eight  days  after  application  made  by  the  faid  King. 

V.  His  Sacred  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  .Ma- 
jefty, as  alfo  his  Royal  m6ft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  the 
States  General  of  th^  United  Provinces,  do  bind  them-- 
felves,  their  heirs  ami  fucceflbrs,  to  maintain  and  gua* 
nuity  the  fuccefllon  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain, 
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as  cftabHfhed  by  the  laws  of  that  kingdom,  in  the 
Houfe  of  his  Britannic  Majefly  now  reigning,  as  like- 
Wife  to  defend  all  the  dominions  and  provinces  poC- 
iefled  by  his  Majefty.  And  they  fhall  not  give  or 
grant  any  prote<5tion  or  refog^,  in  any  part  cf  their 
dominions,  to  the  perfojn,  or  his  defcendants,  if  he 
ihould  have  any,  who  during  the  life  of  James  IL  took 
on  him  the  tide  of  Prince  of  Wales,  and  fince  the 
death  of  that  King,  aflumed  the  royal  tide  of  King  of 
<5rett  Britain.  Promifing  alike  for  themfelvcs,  their 
lieirs  and  fucceflbrs,  that  they  will  not  give  to  die 
faid  perfan  or  his  defcendants,  diretWy  or  indireftly, 
by  fea  or  by  land,  any  fuccour,  counfel,  or  aflTiftance 
whatfoever,  either  in  money,  armsj  nnilitary  ftores, 
ihips,  foldiers,  mariners,  or  any  other  manner  what- 
foever. The  feme  they  fhall  obfcrve  with  regard  to 
fhofe  who  may  be  ordered  or  commiflioned  by  the 
faid  perfon  or  his  defcendsints  to  dillurb  the  govern^ 
ment  of  his  Britannic  Majefly,  or  the  tranquillity  of 
his  kingdom,  whether  by  open  war  or  clandeftine  con- 
ipiracies,  by  rai/ing  fcditions  and  rebellions,  or  by  ex- 
"crcifing  piracy  en  his  Britannic  Majcfly's  fubjefts  j  in 
which  laft  cafe  his  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Ma- 
jefly doth  promife,  that  he  will  in  no  wife  allow  diat 
there  be  any  receptacle  granted  to  fuch  pirates  in  his 
ports  in  the  Netherlands :  the  fame  do  his  Sacred 
'rnoft  Chrifl:ian  Majefi:y  and  the  States  General  of  the 
'United  Provinces  fl:ipulate,  with  regard  to  the  ports 
in  their  refpeftive  dominions.  As,  on  the  other  hand, 
his  Brithnnic  Majefl:y  doth  promife,  that  he  will  rcfufe 
any  refuge  in  the  ports  of  his  kingdoms  to  pirates  in- 
felting  the  fubjefts  of  his  Sacred- Imperial  and  Royal 
Cadiolic  Majefl:y,  of  his  Sacred  Royal  mofl:  Chriftian 
Majefty,  or  of  the  Lords  the  States  General.  Laftly, 
his  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Majefl:y,  his  Sacred 
Royal  moft  Chrift:ian  Majefly,  and  the  Lords  die 
States  General,  oblige  themfeives,  that  they  never  wiU 
giveany  refuge  or  pi oteftion,  in  any  part  of  their  do* 
sninions^  to  fuch  ot  his  Britannic  Majcfly's  fubjeds  as 
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aftually  are,  or  hereafter  fhall  be  declared  rebels  5  and 
in  cafe  any  fuch  fhall  be  found  in  any  of  dieir  king- 
doms, provinces,  or  dominions,  tliey  Ihall  command 
them,  within  eight  days  after  application  made -by  the 
laid  King,  to  depart  out  of  their  territories-.  And  if 
k  fhould  happen  that  his  Sacred  Britanwe  Majefty 
ftiould  be  invaded  in  any  part  in  a  hoftile  manner,  his 
Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Majefty,  as  -likewifc  his 
Royal  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  the  States  General 
of  the  United  Provinces,  do  oblige  themfelves  in  that 
cafe  to  fiimifti  the  fuccours  hereafter  Ipecified.  The 
fame  they  are  to  do  in  favour  of  his  defcendants,  if  ever 
it  (houkl  happen  that  they  fhould  be  difhirbed  in  the 
fticceflion  of  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain. 

VI.  His  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Majefly,  and 

dieir  Royal  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majeflics^ 

do  bind  themfelves,  their  heirs,  and  fucceflbrs  to.^ro- 

teil  and  guaranty  all  tlie  dominions,  jurifdidions,  and 

provinces,  which  the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the 

United  Provinces  aftualiy  poiTcfs,  againft  all  peribn& 

whatfoever  who  nriay  difturb  or  invade  them,  piomiiQng 

to  fumifh  them  in  fuch  cafe  with  the  fuccours  hereafter 

mentioned.     His  imperial  and  Roy^l,  Catholic  Ma- 

jefty^  and  their  Royal  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian 

Majcfties,  likewile  oblige  chemfelvcs,  that,  tliey  will 

give  no  rcftige  or  protedion,  in  any  ofriieirkingdo^, 

'to  the  'fubje<5b  of  the  States  General,  who..ar^*or 

hereafter  fhall  be  declared  rebels ;  and   if  j^.  fuch- 

(hall  be  found  in  any  of  their  kingdonos^  doipinionSj 

or  provinces',  they  will  take  care  tq  fend  theni  out  of 

their  dominions  within  the  fpace  of  eight  days  a^er 

application  made  by  the  Republic,  .;  . ., . 

VIL  When  it  fhall  happen  that  any  one  ef  the-  fQtnr 
contrafting  Powers  fliall  be  invaded  by  any  other 
Prince  or  State,  or  difturbed  ia  the  poflLflion  of  their 
kingdoms  or  dominions,  by  the  vioicac  detention  jo£ 
their  fubjedts,  fhips,  gpods,  or  merchandize,  by  Tea  or 
t^  laad^  then  the  tlu'ec  remaimpg  Powers  ihall^  a»  foon' 
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as  thcf  are  required  theretO)  ufe  their  good  offices  that 
the  party  fufFering  may  have  fatisfadion  for  the  da* 
mage  and  injury  received,  and  that  the  aggreflbr  mBy 
abftain  from  the  profecutioii  of  his  hoftility.  But 
when  thefe  friendly  offices  for  reconciliation  and  pro- 
curing fatisfaftion  and  reparation  to  the  injured  party 
fhall  have  proved  infufficient,  in  that  cafe  the  high 
allies,  within  two  months  after  application  made,  fliall 
fumifh  the  party  invaded  with  the  following  fuccours, 
joifidy  or  feparately :  viz. 

His  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Majefty,  8,000 
foot,  and  4,000  horfe. 

His  Britannic  Mjyefly,  8,000  foot,  ^d  4^000  horfe. 

His  moft  Chriftian  M^efty,  8,000  foot,  and  4>ooo 
horfe. 

And  the  Lords  the  States  General,  4,000  foot,  and 
^a,ooo  horfe. 

But  if  the  Prince  or  party  injured,  inftead  of  Ibl- 
diers,  chufes  rather  fhips  of  war,  or  tranfports,  or 
fubfidies  in  money  (which  is  left  to  his  difcretion),  in 
tiiat  cafe,  the  fhips  or  money  defired  fhall  be  granted 
him  in  proportion  to  the  charge  of  the  foldiers  to  hm 
fumifhed.  And,  that  all  ambiguity  with  r^ard  to  the 
calculadon  and  charge  of  fiich  fu!^s  may  be  taken 
away,  it  i^  agreed  that  1,000  foot  by  the  month,  fhall 
be  reckoned  at  10,000  florins  of  Holland,  and  1,000 
horfe  fhall  be  reckoned  at  30,000  florins  of  Holland 
by  the  month;  the  fame  proportion  being  obferved 
with  refpeft  to  the  fhips. 

Wheit  the  above-named  fuccours  fhall  ,be  found 
infufficient  for  the  neccffity  impending,  the  contraAing 
Powers  fhall  without  delay  agree  on  contributing  more 
ample  fupplies.  And  farther,  in  cafe  of  exigency^ 
they  fhall  afTifl  their  jnjured  ally  with  all  their  forces, 
and  declare  war  againft  the  aggr^fTor. 

.  VIII.  The  Princes  and  States  upon  whom  rfie  con- 
tra6ring  Powers  fhall  unanimoufly  agree,  may  accede 
to  this  treaty  j  and  the  King'of  Portugal  by  name. 
This  treaty  fh^  be  apiHX)yed  and  radlied  hy  their 
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Imperial^  Britannic,  and  moft  Chrjftran-  Majefl:ies>  and 
by  the  High  arid  Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces,  and  the  inftruments  of  ratifica- 
tion (hall  be  exchanged  at  London,  and  reciprocally 
delivered  within  the  fpace  of  two  months,  or  fooner,  if 
poffible.

and  ot  the  Lord^  the  States  General,  forfo  long  time, 
till*  Sicily  being  reduced,  the  King  of  Sardinia  fhall 
fign  the  above-mentioned  conditions  of  a  treaty  with 
the  Emperor,  and  Ihall  agree  to  accept  the  kingdom 
of  Sardinia  as  an  equivalent  for  the  kingdom  of 
Sicily ;  which  being  done,  he  fliall  be  admitted  into 
the  pofleffion  thereof  by  the  King  of  Great  Britain 
and  the  States  General.  But  if  his  Imperial  Majefty  ' 
Ihould  not  be  able  to  conquer  Sicily,  and  reduce  it 
under  his  power,  in  that  cafe  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  the  States  General,  fliall  reftore  to  him  the 
kingdom  of  Sardinia  j  and  in  the  mean  time  his  Im- 
perial Majefly  fliall  enjoy  the  revenues  of  the  faid 
kingdom^  which  fliall  exceed  the  charge  of  keeping 
it 

VL  But  in  cafe  the  King  of  Sardinia  fliall  confent 
to  the  faid  exchange,  and  the  King  of  Spain'  fliall  re- 
flifc,  in  this  cafe  the  Emperor^  being  aided  by  the  fuc- 
cours  of  the  reft  of  the  contractors,  fliall  attack  Sar- 
dinia y  with  which  fuccours  they  on  their  part  promife 
to  fumifli  him  J  as  the  Emperor  promifes  on  his  part, 
that  he  will  not  lay  down  his  arms  till  he  fliall  have 
poflefled  himfelf  of  the  whole  kingdom  of  Sardinia, 
which  immediately  after  fuch  poflfeflion  he  fliall  give  up 
Jo  die  King  of  Sardinia.  ' 

VIL  But  if  both  the  Kings  of  Spain  apd  Sardinia 
fliall  oppoie  the  exchange  of  Sicily  and  Sardinia,  thj? 
Enpperor,  together  with  the  fuccour3  of  the  alUes, . 
ihall  in  the  firft  place  attack  Sicily,  and  having  reduce^ 
it,  he  fliall  turn  his  arms  againft  Sardinia,  with  fuch  a 
number  of  forces,  befides  die  fuocours  of  the  allies,  aS 
he,  fliaU  judge  neceflary  for  both  expeditions :  jind, 
havipg  likewife  reduced  Sardinia,  his  Imperial  ^a^  "* 
jcfty  £aj|  fcomniit  the  cuftody  thereof  to  t^e  K^ng  of

the  States  General  y  and  in  the  mean  time  his  impe^ 
rial  MsJefty  fhall  enjoy  the  revenues  of  that  kii^^m^ 
vrhich  &aU  exceed  the  charge  of  keeping  it. 

VIII.  In  cafe  die  Catholic  King  and  the  King  of 
Sardinia,  or  either  of  them,  fliall  reftiie  to  accept  and 
execute  die  above&id  conditions  of  peace  to  them 
propakdy  and  for  diat  reaibn  the  tour  contrafldng 
Powers  &ould  be  compelled  to  proceed  againft  chcnns 
or  eidier  of  them,  by  open  force ;  k  is  expreisly  co-^ 
venanted^  that  che  Emperor  (what  pr<^efs  foever  fais 
arms  may  make  againft  the  faid  two  Kings^  or  eidier 
of  t|iem)  (hall  be  content,  and  ou^t  to  acquiefcc  in 
the  advantages,  by  mutual  confent  allotted  to  him  in 
the  faid  condition?,  power  neverthelefs  being  refeiycd 
.  to  his  Imperial  Majefty  of  recpverir^  dierignts  which 
\it  pretends  to  have  oyer  that  part  of  the  dutchy  of 
Milan|  which  the  King  of  Saniinia  now  poflefles^ 
either  by  war,  or  by  a  treaty  of  peace  lubiequent  upon 
fuch  war  f  power  being  likewifc  referved  to  the  other 
three  a]lie3>  in  cafe  fuch  a  war  (hould  be  undertakeii 
ajg;a^  the  Kings  of  Spain  ai^  Sardinia,  to  agree  witH 
|iis  Imperial  Majefty  in  aj^indn^  feme  other  prince, 
iri  whofe  favour  his  Imperial  Majefty  ip^y  difpofe  9\ 
that  part  of  the  du.tchy  of  ^ontierrat,  now  poflTcflea 
by  the  King  of  Sardinia,  in  exclufion  of  the  fiud  King^ 
and  to  what  other  Prince  or  Princes  he  may,  with  die 
pnfent  of  the  .empire,  grant  the  letters  of  expeAapve, 
containing  the  evcntuaj  inveftiture  of  the  ftatcs  liow 
poffefTed  by  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany,  indby  the 
Duke  of  Parma  and  Placcntia,  in  e^clufwn  of  the 
fom  of  the  prefent  Qu^een  cf  Sp^in.  Thij  dtclanu 
.tidn  beir^  added,  thariq  no  rime  or  cafe  wha^ver, 
etcher  his  Imperial  M^cfty,  or  aiiy  Prince  ^f  did 
'     '  *  .  '•  ^  Houfc 
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noftik  9f  AaSbm,  who  Ihall  peSSA  the  JOi^dwifi^ 
4omi!iiQpi$9  and  provinces  of  lody,  may  affwK  or  gaui 
tahiro&lf  the  faid  dutchies  of  Tijicaoy  and  Paona. 

IX,  But  if  his  Imperial  Majefly,  after  i^is  eflfercs 
bjr  a.  fiifficient  ntimber  of  forces,  and  the  fuccours  and 
odicr  nrieans  of  the  allies,  and  by  ufing  ajl  convei;dent 
diligence,  fhould  not  be  able  by  arms  to  flibdne,  or  to 
cftablifh  himfclf  in  the  pofleflion  of  Sicily,  the  con- 
trafting  Powers  do  agree  and  declare,  that  his  Imperial 
Majefty  13,  and  ihall  be  in  that  cafe,  altogether  free 
and  discharged  from  every  obligation  entered  into  by 
this  treaty,  of  agredng  to  make  a  peace  with  the 
Kings  of  Spain  and  Satdinia,  on  the  conditions  above- 
mentioned.  All  other  the  articles  of  diis  treaty  never* 
thelefs  to  remain  good,  which  nmitually  regard  his 
Imperial  Majefty,  dieir  Britajinic  and  moft  uhrifttan 
Majeflies,  and  the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the 
Umtcd  Ncdierlands. 

X,  However,  as  the  fecprity  and  tranquillity  of 
Europe  is  die  end  and  fcope  of  die  renunciations  to 
be  made  by  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  by  his  CadioUc 
Majefty,  for  thenifelves,  their  delcendants,  and  iuc-. 
cellbrs,  of  all  pretenfions  to  the  kingdom  of  Spain^ 
and  the  Indies,  on  the  one  part ;  and  on  die  kingdoms^^ 
dominions,  and  provinces  of  Italy,  and  the  Ai^an 
Nedierlands,  on  the  other  parti  thefaid  renunciations 
fliall  be  made,  on  the  one  and  the  other  part,  in  man«* 
ner  and  form  as  in  die  fecond  and  ^rth  ariticks  of 
the  conditions  of  a  peace  to  be  made  between  hn 
Impeirial  Majefly,  anci  his  Royal  Catholic  Mi^efty,  ha« 
been  agreed.    And  though  the  Catholic  Kii^  QibvUd 

.  rcfufe  to  accept  die  afbrd^d  conditions,  the  Ennpefor 
ncverthelefi  Inafl  caufc  the  inftruments  of  his  remin- 
ciadon  to  be  dilpatched,  the  publication  whereof  ihaR 
however  be  deferred  till  the  day  of  figning  the  peace  i 
wjdi  the  Catholic  King.  And  tf  the  Catholic  'King 
Ihould  conftandy  perfiJH  in  rde€ting  the  faid  peace,  hia 
Imperial  Majefty  neverthdels,  at  the  time  when  die 

O  4  ratificaddn^ 
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ratifications  of  this  treaty  (hall  be  exchanged,  Ihall  de- 
liver to  the  King  of  Great  Britain  a  folemn  ad  of  the 
faidlrenunciations,  winch  his  Britannic  MajdSy,  pur- 
fuant  to  die  conimon  agreement  of  the  contra&uig 
Powers,  doth  promife  Ihall  not  be  exhibited  to  the 
moft  Chriftian  King  before  his  Imperial  Majefly  Ihall 
<;ome  into  the  poffeflion  of  Sicily.  But  that  being 
obtained,  then  the  exhibition,  as  well  as  publication  of 
the  faid  aft  of  his  Imperial  Majefly's  renunciations, 
Ihall  be  performed  upon  the  firfl:  demand  of  the  moft 
Chriftian  King.  And  thofe  renunciations  Ihall  take 
place,  whether  the  Catholic  King  fhall  fign  the  peace 
with  tfie  Emperor  or  no  j  by  reafon  that,  in  this  laft 
caf*,  the  guaranty  of  the  contrafting  parties  fhall  be. 
to  the  Emperor  in  lieu  of  that  fecurity  which  otherwifc 
the  renunciations  of  the  Catholic  King  would  have 
given  to  his  Imperial  Majefty  for  Sicily,  the  other 
States  of  Italy,  and  the  provinces  of  the  Nether- 
lands. 

XI.  His  Imperial  Majefty  doth  promife  that  he  will 
ndt  attempt  or  enterprife  any  thing  againft  the  Catholic 
King,  or  the  King  of  Sardinia^  or  in  general,  againft  the 
neutrality  of  Italy,  in  that  fpace  of  three  months  allowr 
ed  them  for  accepting  the  conditions  of  their  peace  with 
the  Emperor.  But,  if,  within  the  fpace  of  three  monthsj^ 
ih^  Catholic  King,  inftead  of  accepting  the  faid  con- 
ditions, fhall-  rather  perfift  in  the  prolecuting  of  his 
"j[ioftilities  againft  his  Imperial  Majefty;  or  if  the  King 
pf  Sardinia  ftxould  with  arms  attack  the  provinces 
which  the  Emperor  poffeffes  in  Italy,  in  that  cafe  their 
Britannic  ajld  moft  Chriftian  Majefties,  and  the  Lords 
the  States  General,  oblige  themfelves  inftantlv  to 
fiirnifh  his  Imperial  Majefty,  for  his  defence,  with  the 
fuccours  which,  in  virtue  of  the  treaty  diis  day  figned^ 
jhey  have  mutually  agreed  to  lend  one  another  for  their 
reciprocal  defence  j  and  diat  jointly  or  feparately,  and 
.without  waiting  the  expirati9n  of  the  two  months 
ptherwifc  prefixed  in  the  faid  treaty  for  the  employ7 
^jng  pf  friendly  offices.  And  if  the  focccurs  fpecxfie^

by  the  faid  treaty  fhould  not  be  lufiicient  for  the  efid^ 
propofed,  the  four  contrafting  parries  Ihall  immediate- 
ly agree  amongft-  themfehres  to  fend  more  powerful 
liflif&nce  to  his  Imperial'  Majefty. 

XII.  The  eleven  foregoing  articles  are  to  be  kept 
fccret  by  his  Imperial  Majefly,  their  Britannic  and 
molt  Chriftian  Majefties,  and  the, States  General,  for 
the  Ipace  of  three  nionths,  from  the  day  of  the  figning, 
unlefs  it  Ihall  be  unanimoufly  agreed  by  them  to  fhor- 
ten  or  prolong  the  faid  term:  and  though  the  faid 
eleven  articles  be  feparate  from  the  treaty  of  alliance 
this  day  figned  by  the  four  contrafting  parties  afore- 
faid,  they -Ihall  neverthelefs  have  the  fame  power  and 
force  as  if  they  had  been  word  for  word  inferted 
therein,  fince  they  are  deemed  to  be  an  efiential  part 
thereof! 

The  ratifications  thereof  fhall  moreover  be,  ex- 
changed at  the  fame  time  as  the  other  articles  of  the 
feid  treaty.

ji&^  treaty  Between  Great  Britam  j»J  Spain,  <6neluded 
at  Madrid,  June  13,  N..S,  172 1.\ 

IT  having  pleafed  the  Divine  Providence  todif-* 
pofe  thie  Hearts  of  the  moft  Serene  and  Potent  Princes, 
George,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Britain, 
France,  and  Ireland,  &c.  and  Philip  V.  by  the  grace 
of  G6d,:King^  of  Spain,  the  Indies,  &c.  to  forget 
all thegrotiiids  of  diffatis^'ftion  and  mifunderftanding 
that  have  given  occafion  to  interrupt,  for  fome  time, 
the  fiicndfhip  and  good^correfpondencc  which  befote 
flouriftied  between  them ;  and  their  Britannic  and'Ca-' 
thoHc  Mujeftiesr  being  now  defirous  to  renew  and  rc- 
cftablifh  them  by  the  ftrongeft  ties,  have  ftipulated 
and  .aigreed,.  by,  their  under- written  niinifters.  pleni- 
potentiary, named  for  that  purpofe,  the  following  ar- 
ticles. 

I.  That,  for  the  future,  dierc  ftiall  be,  between  his 
Britannic  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  and  his 
Catholic  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  iucceiTors,  as^alfo  be- 
tween their  kingdoms,  dooninions,  (bvereigndes,  fub- 
je£tS)  and  vaffals,  a  good,  firm,  and  inviolable  peace, 

and 
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and  a  petpetual,  and  fincere  friendfhip,  and  a  general 
oblivion  of  every  thing  that  has  been  done,  on  both 
fides,  upon  occafion  of  the  laft  war. 

II.  The  treaties  of  peace  and  commerce,  concluded 
at  Utrecht  on  the  13th  of  July,  and  the  9th  of  Decem- 
ber, in  the  year  1713,  wherein  are  comprehended,  the^ 
treaty  made  at  Madrid  in  the.  year  1667.  and  the  ce-  ] 
duks  therein  mentioned,  Ihall  remain  ratified  and  con- 
firmed by  the  prefent  treaty,  except  the  third,  fifth, . 
and  eighth  articles  of  the  faid  treaty  of  commerce, 
commonly  called  explanatory  j  whjch  have  been  an-  [ 
nulled  by  virtue  of  another  fubfequent  treaty,  made  at 
Madrid,  the  14th  of  the  month  of  December  1715, . 
between  the  minifters  plenipotentiary,  named  for  that 
purpofe,  by  their  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties, 
which  treaty  remains  likewife  confirmed  and  ratified  i- 
as  alio  the  paiticular  contraft,  commonly  called  The, 
Affiemo,  for  the  importation  of  negro  flayes  into  the 
Spanifh  Indies,  which  was  made  the  26th  of  March, 
in  the  faid  year  17 13,  in  confequence  of  the  12th  ar- 
ticle  of  the  treaty  of  commerce   of  Utrecht ;   and 
likewife  the  treaty  of  declaration,  concerning  that  of 
the'Afliento,  made  the  26th  of  May  1716  :  all  which 
treaties,  mentioned  in  this  article,  with  their  declara- 
tion, fhall  remain  in  their  full  force,  virtue,  and  vi- 
gour, in  every  thing  wherein  they  fliall  not  be  con- 
trary to  this ;  and,  to  the  end  diey  may  have  their 
entire  efFeft  and  accomplifliment,  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty  will  caufe  his  circular  orders,  cedulas,  to  be  dif- 
patched  to  his  viceroys,  governors,  and  other  mini- 
fters, to  whom  it  fhall  belong,  of  the  ports  and  towns 
in  America,  that  the  fliips  employed  for  the  traffic  of- 
negroes  by  the  royal  company  of  Great  Britain  efta* 
blifhed  at  London,  may  be  admitted,  without  hin- 
derance,  to  trade  freely,  and  in  the  fame  manner  as- 
thty  did   before    the  laft  rupture  between  the  two 
crowns;  and  the  above-mentioned  cedulas  fhall  bc^ 
delivered  as  foon  as  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent 
treaty  fhall  have  been  exchanged  i  and  at  the  famd

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tkne  his  Catholic  Majeftf  will  g^ve  his  orders  to  die 
council  of  the  Indies,  chat  the  junta,  coiiipofed  of 
minifters  taken  out  of  that  council,  and  appointed  for 
the  cognizance  (cxclufive  of  all  others)  pi  the  caufes 
that  re^ft  the  faid  Afliento,  may  again  have  its 
courfe,  admit  of,  and  confult  upon  thofe  affairs,  ac- 
cording to  the  rule  eibiblifhed  at  the  time  of  its  ap- 
pointment I  and  as  to  what  regards  the  obfervation  of 
the  treaties  of  peace  and  commerce,  circular  orders 
fliall  be  dilpatched  to  all  the  governors  of  Spain,  to  the 
end  that  they  may,  without  any  of  their  interpreta- 
tions, caufe  them  to  be  obferved  and  accomplifhad :  as 
in  like  manner  (hall  be  given,  on  the  pan  of  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty,  the  orders  which  (hall  be  demanded 
and  judged  neceflary  for  the  accomplifhment  of  every 
thing  that  has  been  ftipulated  and  agreed^  between  the 
two  crowns  in  the  above-mentioned  treaties  of 
Utrecht  J  and  particularly  as  to  what  may  not  have 
been  put. in  execution  of  the  points  fetded  by  the 
eighth,  eleventh,  and  fifteenth  articles  of  the  treaty 
of  peace.  Which  mention  the  leaving  to  the  Spaniards 
the  fi'ee  commerce  and  navigation  to  the  Weft  Indies, 
jUKt^ie  maintaining  the  antient  limits  in  America,  as 
diey  were  in  the  time  of  King  Charles  IL  the  fiea 
cxercife  of  die  Catholic  religion  in  the  irtand  of  Mi- 
norca, and  the  cod-fifhing  in  the  feas  of  Newfound- 
land J  as  well  as  with  regard  to  all  the  other  articles 
which  may  not  hitherto  have  been  put  in  execution  on 
the  part  of  Great  Britain, 

IIL  Forafmuch  as  by  the  feventh  article  of  the 
treaty  of  commerce  of  Utrecht  it  was  agreed,  that 
all  the  goods  confifcated  at  the  beginning  of  the  for- 
mer war  fliould  be  reftored,  in  regard  the  confifoa- 
tbn  thereof  had  been  made  contrary  to  the  tenor  of 
the  36th  article  of  the  treaty  of  1667,  his  Catholic 
^^jcftyi  lA  like  conformity,  will  order,  that  all  the 
goods,  merchandizes,  money,  flaps,  and  other  efiefts^ 
which  have  been  feized,  as  weU  in  Spain  as  in  die 
-Indies,  by  virtue  of  his  oitiers  cf  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember 
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tember  1718^  or  of  any  other  fubfequent  orders,  at 
the  time  before  the  war  was  declared  between  the  two 
crowns,  or  after  it  was  declared,  be  fpeedily  reftored 
in  their  fame  kind,  as  to  thofe  which  fliall  be  (till  in 
being;  or,  if  they  are  not,  the  juft  and  true  value  of 
them  at  the  time  that  they  were  feized ;  the  valuation 
whereof^  if,  by  omiffion  or  n^led,  it  was  not  then 
made,  ihail  be  adjufted  according  to  the  authentic  in^ 
formations  that  the  owners  ihall  produce  before  the 
ordinary  magiftrates  of  the  towns  and  places  where  the 
faid  efiefts  fliall  have  been  feized.  And  it  is  certain^ 
that  the  orders  o(  his  CathoHc  Majefly  (although  they 
direAed,  that  inventories  of  thofe  goods  and  eSe6bs 
ihould  be  made  and  drawn  up,- and  accounts  and  de- 
clarations ihould  be  kept)  have  not,  however,  been 
executed  in  that  manner  in  feveral  places,  it  has  been 
agreed,  that  if  the  proprietors  make  it  appear,  by  legal 
proo&,  informations,  and  other  documents,  that  any  of 
them  have  been  omitted  in  the  faid  inventories,  his 
Catholic  Majefty  will  give  exprcfe  orders,  that  tjic 
value  of  thofe  things  wluch  fhall  have  been  omitted*  * 
be  paid  by  the  treafurers  or  other  perlbns,  throu^ 
whoie  negledt  fuch  omiffions  Ihall  have  been  made. 

IV.  It  is  mutually  agreed,  that  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty fhall  give  order  to  his  governors,  officers,  and 
other  minifters,  to  whom  it  fhall  belong,  to  caufe  to 
be  reflored  all  the  ^oods  and  efie£b  of  the  fubjefts 
of  his  Catholic  Majefly,  which  they  fhall  prove  to 
have  been  feized  and  confifcated  in  the  dominions  of 
his  Britannic  Majefty,  upon  occafion  of  the  laft  war^ 
in  the  fame  manner  as  it  has  been  fettled  in  the  fore- 
going article,  in  &vour  of  the  fubje&s  of  his  Britannic 
Majefly. 

y.  It  is  alfb  agreed,  that  his  Britannic  Mdefty  fhall 
caufe  to  be  reftored  to  his  Catholic  Majeffy  all  the 
ftiips  of  the  Spanifh  fleet,  which  were  taken  by  that 
of  England,  in  the  naval  battle  that  was  fought  in 
the  month  of  Auguft  17 18,  in  the  feas  of  Sicily  ^  with 
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the  guns,  fsdls,  rigging,  and  other  equipage,  in  the 
condition  they  are  at  prefent;  or  elfe  the  value  of 
thofe  which  may  have  been  fold,  at  the  fame  price 
that  the  purchafers  fhall  have  given,  according  to  the 
proofs  and  vouchers :  and  for  the  execution  of  this 
reftitution,  his  Britannic  Majefly  fhall  caufe  the  pro- 
per orders  to  be  difpatched,  immediately  after. the  ra- 
tification of  this  treaty.  It  is  alfo  declared,  that  the 
other  pretenfions  that  there  may  be,  on  both  fides,  be- 
tween the  two  crowns,  concerning  matters  whereof 
there  is  no  mention  made  in  the  prefent  treaty,  and 
which  are  not  comprehended  in  the  fecond  article 
hereof,  (hall  be  treated  of  at  the  approaching  congrefs 
of  Cambray. 

VI.  The  prefent  treaty  fhall  have  its  efi^eft  imme- 
diately after  it  fhall  have  been  mutually  ratified  j  and 
the  letters  of  ratification  fhall  be  exchanged  in  fix 
weeks  after  the  figning,  or  fooner,  if  poffible;  de- 
ferring its  publication  till  the  general  peace  fhall  have 
been  concluded  at  the  congrefs  of  Cambray,  between . 
all  the  panics  concerned ;  or  till  their  Britannic  and 
Catholic  Majeflies  fhall  have  particularly  agreed  upon 
it. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  under- written  miniflers- 
plenipotentiaries  of  his  Britannic  Majefly  and  his 
Catholic  Majefty,  being  furnifhed  with  our  fiill 
powers,  which  have  been  mutually  communicat- 
ed, and  copies  whereof  fliall  be  here  under  tran- 
fcribed,  have  figned  the  prefent  treaty,  and  affixed 
thereto  the  feals  of  our  arms.  Done  at  Madrid, 
^      the  13th  of  June,  1721.

THE  differences  that  have  happened  betwixt  their 
Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  on  the  one  partp 
and  his  Catholic  Majefty  on  the  other,  having  not  a* 
little  impaired  the  friendfhip  which  they  always  ?(hewed 
to  one  another,  it  has  been  a  long  tinne  their  ardent 
wifh  to  re-eftablifh  the  good  correlpondence  and  fin-' 
cere  amity  which  ought  to  prevail  among  them,  and 
which  will  always  be  the  ftrongeft  fupport  of  the 
greatnefs  to  which  God  has  raifcd  them,  and  the 
fiireft  means  to  preferve  the  public  tranquillity,  as  well 
as  the  happinefs  and  mutual  advantages  of  their  liib- 
jefts ;  and  it  is  with  a  view  to  cement  and  corrobo-^ 
rate,  if  poffible,  thefe  dilpofitions,  which  are  as  condu- 
cive to  the  mutual  glory  and  fecurity  of  their  crowns, 
as  they  are  conformable  to  the  welfare  and  tranquilli* 
tyof  all  Europe,  that  their  Britannic,  moft  Chriftian, 
and  Catholic  Majefties  have  refolvcd  to  unite  in  io 
drift  a  manner,  that  they  may  aft  hereafter  as  if  they! 
had  only  the  fame  view,  and  the  fame  intercft :  and  for 
this  end  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c» 
having  given  full  powers  to  treat  in  his  name,  to  Wil- 
liam Stanhope^  Efq.  colonel  of  a  regiment  of  dra-* 
goons,  a  member  of  the  parliament  of  Great  Britain, 
and  ambaflador  extraordinary  from  his  Britannic  Ma-* 
jefty  to  the  court  of  the  Catholic  King ;  the  moft 
Serene  the  moft  Chriftian  King  having  given  full 
powers,  for  the  fame  end,  to  John  Baptift  Lewis  An- 
drault  de  Langeron,  Marquis  de  Maulevrier,  lieute- 
nant-general pf  his  armies,  commander  and  grand 
croix  of  the  military  order  of  St.  Louis,  his  envoy  ex- 
traordinary to  his  Catholic  Majefty ;  and  the  moft  Se- 
rene King  of  Spain  having  likewife  granted  his  fuU 
powers,  for  the  fame  end,  to  Don  Jofcph  Grimaldo; 
knight  of  the  order  of  St.  Jago,  governor  of  Rueirg 
and  Auzcchal,  a  member  of  the  council  of  the  Indies, 
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and  his  firft  fecretar^  of  ftate  and  the  difpatches ;  th^ 
lUve  agreed  on  die  following  articles, 

I.  There  fhall  be  hereafter  and  for  ever  a  ftrift  union 
and  a  (incere  and  lafting  friendfhip  between  the  moft 
Serene  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  mofl:  Serene  the 
tcio&  Chriitian  King,  and  the  moft  Serene  King  of 
Spain^  their  kingdoms  and  their  fubje6bs,  and  inhabi- 
tants of  the  countries  under  their  dominion ;  fo  that 
the  injuries  or  damages  fuffered  during  the  war,  to 
which  an  end  has  been  put  by  the  acceflion  of  the 
moft  Serene  King  of  Spain  to  the  treades  of  London^ 
dated  the  ad  of  Auguft  17 18,  (hall  be  buried  in  eter- 
nal oblivion,  and  that  for  the  future  each  fhall  take  the 
fame  care  of  one  another's  fafety  as  of  his  own,  and  not 
only  inform  his  ally  of  the  danger  that  may  threaten 
himt  but  alfo  oppofe  with  all  his  power  the  injuries 
that  may  be  done  him. 

II.  In  order  to  eftablifh  this  union  and  corre^n>- 
dence  firmly,  and  to  render  it  yet  more  advantageom 
tX)  the  crowns  of  their  Britannic,  moft  Chriitian,  and 
Catholic  Majefties,  they  promife  and  engage  by  the 
prefemt  treaty  of  defenfive  alliances  mutually  to  gua- 
ranty the  kingdoms,  provinces,  ftates,  and  countries 
under  each  other's  dominion,  in  what  part  of  the  world 
focver  fituatej  fo  that  if  their  Majelties  are  attacked, 
contrary  to  what  was  refolved  on  at  die  treaties  of 
iJtrecht  and  Baden,  and  contrary  to  the  treaties  of 
London,  and  the  ftipulations  which  Ihall  be  made  at 
Cambray,  they  Ihall  mutually  aflift  one  another  till  the 
difturbance  is  at  an  end,  or  till  they  are  fatisfied,  by 
the  reparation  of  the  damages  which  they  fhall  have 
TuiFered. 

III.  In  purfuance  of  the  foregomg  article,  die  main-

.•re  to  be  decided  betwixt  the  moft  Serene  King  of

mcrfl  Serene  King  of  Great  Britain^  the  mod:  Serene  the 
moft .  Chriitian  King,  and  the  moft  Sei:ene  King  of 
Spain,  Ihall  by  concert  invite  luch  Powers  as  they  mall 
(hink  fit  to  enter  into  the  prefent  treaty,  for  the  cona^ 
mon  good^  and  for  the  prefervation  of  the  public  tran-- 
quillity. 

IV«  If  it  haj^n  (which  God  forbid)  that,  contrary 
to  the  faid  treaties  of  Utrecht,  Baden,  London,  or  die 
^itipuladons  of  thofe  which  (hall  be  made  at  Cambray, 
their  Britannic,  moft  Chriftian,  and  Catholic  Majefties 
ihoukl  be  attacked,  or  m  any  manner  difturbed  in  due 
enjoyment  of  their  kingdoms  and  countries,  by  any  po- 
tenmte,  they  promife  and  engage  to  em|^y  dieir  good 
offices,  as  loon  as  they  fliall  be  required,  in  order  to 
procure  lor  die  party  attacked  fadsfadbn  for  the 
wrong  done  to  him,  and  to  hinder  the  aggreflbr 
.from  continuing  his  hoftilides ;  and  if  it  happen  that 
his  good  offices  be  not  fufficient  to  procure  iuch  repun^ 
ration  out  of  hand,  their  faid  Majefties  promife  to  fun- 
niih  the  following  fuccours,.  joindy  of  ieparately, 
yiz.

horle. 
His  Catholic  Majefty,  8,000  foot,  and  4,000  horfew 

If  the  party  that  happens  to  be  attacked,  defire  men 
of  war  or  trardports,  or  even  fubfidies  jo  ready  moneyj 
in  the  room  of  troops,  in  that  c^fe  he  Ihall  be  at  liberty 
to  make  his  choice^  and  they  ft^aU  fumifh  him  widi  the 
faid  ihips  or  money  in  proportion  to  the  c^^pence  of 
troops;  and  in  order  to  prevent  all  Qccafionpf  doubt 
in  the  c^culation  of  the  faid  cxpcnce,  their  Majefties 
agree  that  i^ooo  foot  fhall  be  fecded  at  lOjOQO  Putcb 
florins,  and  1,000  horfe  at  30,000  florins^  month, 
obferving  the  fame  proportion  with  regard  to  fhipping; 
their  j^d  Majefties  promifing  to  MDOnue  and  maiiu- 
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tain,  the  (aid  fuccours  as  long  as  the  troubles  ihall  la0;; 
and  if  the  faid  fuccours  be  not  fufEcient  to  repel  the 
attacks  of  the  cnemy^  they  Ihall  agree  to  augment 
them ;  and  if  it  be  neceflary,  their  faid  Majeftics  fhall 
jnutually  affift  one  another  with  all  their  forces,  and 
declare  waragainft  theaggreilbn 

• .  ^  •  Their  Britannic,  mod  Chriftian,  and  Catholic 
Majefties,  being  entirely  fatisfied  in  the  fentiments 
which  the  Duke  of  Parma  has  always  manifefted  to- 
.wards  them,  and  being  defirous  to  give  him  marks  of 
the  fingular  eftcem  and  affedtion  which  they  have  for 
him,  they:promife  and  engage,  by  virtue  of  this  prefent 
itreaty,  to  grant. him  particular  proteftion  for  the  pre- 
fcrvation  of  his  territories  and  rights,  and  for  the  main- 
tenance of  his  dignity  5  fo  that  if  he  be  difturbed  con- 
ttrary.to  the.  treaties  of  peace,  already  made,  and  conr 
'trary  to  what  (hall  be  ftipulated  in  thofe  that  are  to  be

VI.  His  Catholic  Majefly  being  defirous  to  give 
his  Britannic  Majefly,  and  his  mofl:  Chriftian  Majefty, 
a  particular  proof  of  his  friendlhip,  confirms,  as  far  as 
there  may  be  occafion,  all  the  advantages  and.  privile- 
ges which  have  been  granted  by  the  Kings  his  prede- 
xrclTors  to  the  Englifh  and  French  nations ;  fo  that  the 
trading  fubjcfts  of  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Bri- 
*tain,  and  die  moft  Serene  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  (hall 
always  enjoy  in  Spain,  the  fame  rights,  prerogatives, 
advantages,  and  privileges  for  their  perfons,  commerce, 
merchandize,  eftates,  and  effedts,  which  they  have  en- 
joyed,  or  which  they  ought  to  have  enjoyed  by  virtue  of 
treaties  or  agreements,  or  by  virtue  of  all  thofe  which 
liave  been  or  (hall  be  granted  in  Spain  to  the  nation 
that  is  moft' favoured.      , 

.  VII.  The  prefent  treaty  fhall  be  ratified  by  their 
Britannic^  moft.  Chriftian^  and  Catholic  Majeflies^

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and  the  ratifications  fhall  be  mutually  delivered  in  due 
form,  and  exchanged  in  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks,  reckoa- 
ing  fi-om  the  day  of  figning,  or  fooner,  if  poflible,    ^  , 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  underwritten  ininifters 
plenipotentiaries  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  his  moft

THE  minifters  plenipotentiaries  of  their  Britannia 
moft  Chriftian,  and  Catholic  Majefties,  have  this  day 
figned,  by  virtue  of  their  refpeftive  full  powers,  a  treaty 
of  defenfive  alliance  between  their  faid  Majefties :  they 
have  fijrther  agreed,  that  the  particular  treaty,  whicl^ 
has  likewife  been  figncd,  this  day,  between  their  Bri- 
tannic and  Catholic  Majefties,  whereof  the  tenor  fol- 
lows, fliall  make  a  part  of  the  faid  treaty  of  defenfive 
alliance,  concluded  between  England,  France,  and 
Spain. 

Here  is  injertedy  verbatim,  the  treaty  hetween  Qxt2X 
Britain  ^7»rf  Spain,  concluded  at  Madrid,  the  \^th 
of  JunCy  N.  S.  1721. 

.  The  abovefaid  particular  treaty  IhaU  have  the 
fame  force  as  if  it  were  inferted  word  for  word  in  the 
treaty  of  defenfive  alliance,  figned  this  day,  between 
the  three  crowns  5  and  the  letters  of  ratification  fliall 
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foe  exchanged  at  Madrid^  in  tht  ufual  manner^  widiin 
die  fpace  of  fix  weeks,  to  be  computed  from  the  day 
of  figningj  or  fooner,  if  poflible.

THE  minifters  plenipotentiaries  of  their  Britannic 
and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties,  having  this  day  figned, 
with  the  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  the  King  of  Spain, 
by  virtue  of  their  reipe6tivc  full  powers,  a  treaty  of 
dc&nfive  alliance;  the  abovefaid  minifters  of  dieir 
Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  have  alio  agreed 
between  themfelves,  by  virtue  of  the  fame  powers, 
that,  as  the  principal  intention  and  aim  of  that  alliancp 
is  to  mabtain  and  preierve  the  peace  and  tranquillity 
©f  Europe,  in  ¥^ich  it  cannot  be  doubted  but  the 
Sutes  General  of  the  United  Provmces  of  the  Nether- 
iands  are  diipofed  to  concur,  and  to  give  their  aflift- 
ance,  die  firft  proper  occafion  fhall  be  taken,  in  con- 
cert, to  invite  them  thereto  j  and  their  faid  Britannic 
and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  promife  and  engage,  in 
the  mean  time,  to  maintain  the  treaty  of  defenfive  al- 
liance, made  at  the  Hague,  between  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  and  the  States 
General,  of  the  4ai  of  January  1717,  N.  S.  and  that 
nothing  Ihall  be  done,  direftly  or  indireddy,  to  its  pre- 
judice.

THEIR  moft  Serene  Majefties  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  die  moft  Chriftian  King,  and  the 
Cadiolic  King,  defiring,  with  equal  eameftnefi,  not 
only  to  renew  and  bind  more  clofely  their  ancient 
friendfliip,  but  likewife  to  remove  whatever  mi^c 
hereafter  difturb  it,  to  the  end  that  being  united  in  fen- 
dments  and  inclination^  they  may  for  the  ftiture  a&  in 
every  thii^  as  having  but  one  and  the  fame  view  and 
intereft ;  and  for  this  purpofe,  the  moft  Serene  King 
of  Great  Britain  having  given  full  power  for  treating 
in  his  name  to  M.  William  Stanhope,  vice-chamber* 
lain  of  his  Britannic  Majefty's  houfhold,  one  of  hia 
privy-council,  member  of  the  parliament  of  Great 
Britain,  colonel  of  a  regiment  of  dragoons,  and  his  faid 
Majefty's  ambaiiador  extraordinary  to  his  Catholic 
Majefty  ^  as  alfo  to  M.  Benjamin  Keene,  his  faid  Bri- 
tannic Majefty*s  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  his  Catho- 
lic Majefty:  the  moft  Serene  moft  Chriftian  King 
having  given  full  power  for  treating  in  his  name  to  the 
Marquis  de  Brancas,  lieutenant-general  of  his  armies, 
knight  of  his  orders,  and  of  that  of  the  Golden  Fleece, 
his  lieutenant-general  in  the  government  of  Provence, 
and  his  ambaiiador  extraordinary  to  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty: and  the  moft  Serene  Catholic  King  having 
Jikewife  given  fiill  power  for  treating  in  his  name  to 
M.  John  Baptift  D'Orendayn  Marquis  de  la  Paz,  his 
counfellor  of  ftate  and  firft  fecretary  of  ftate  and  of  the 
difpatches  i  and  to  M.  Jofeph  Padno,  commander  of 
Alcuefca  in  the  Order  of  St.  James,  governor  of  the 
council  of  the  treafury,  and  of  the  tribunals  depending 
thereon,  fuperintendanc  general  of  the  general  reve- 
nue!.

nues,  and  his  fecretary  of  ftate  and  of  the  dilpajfches 
for  affairs  of  the  marine,  the  Indies,  and  the  treafiirjr : 
the  above-mentioned  minifters  have  agreed  between 
them  on  the  following  articles. 

I.  There  fhall  be  from  this  time  and  for  ever  a  foiid 
peace,  a  ftrift  union,  and  a  fincere  and  conftant  friend- 
ihip,  between  the  molt  Serene  King  of  Great  Britain, 
the  rnofl:  Serene  moft  Chriftian  King,  and  the  moft 
Serene:  Kii)gof  Spain,  their  heirs  and  fucceffors,  as  dfo 
between  their  kingdoms  and  fubjefts,  for  the  mutual 
affiftance  and  defence  of  their  dominions  and  interefb  j 
there  fhall  likewife  be  an  oblivion  of  all  that  is  paft ; 
and  all  the  former  treaties  and  conventions  of  peace,  of 
fricndfhip,  and  of  commerce,  concluded  between  the 
contrafting  Powers  refpeftively,lhall  be,  as  they  hereby 
are,  effcaually  renewed  and  confirmed,  in  all  thole 
points  which  are  not  derogated  from  by  the  pr^fent 
treaty,  in  as  full  and  ample  a  manner  as  if  the  faid 
treaties  .were  here  inferted  word  for  word,  their  faid 
Majefties  promifing  not  to  do  any  thing,  nor  fufFer  any 
thing  to  be  done,  that  may  be  contrary  thereto,  diredily 
or  indiredtly.  / 

II.  In  confequence  of  which  treaties,  and  in  order 
to  eftablilh  firmly  this  union  and  correfpondence,  their 
Britannic,  moft  Chriftian,  and  Catholic  Majefties  pro-^ 
mife  and  engage,  by  the  prefent  defenfive  treaty  of  al- 
liance, to  guaranty  reciprocally  their  kingdoms,  ftates, 
and  dominions  under  their  obedience^  in  what  parts  of 
the  world  Ibever  fituate,  as  alfo  the  rights  and  privile- 
ges of  their  commerce,  the  whole  according  to  the 
treaties;  fo  that  the  faid  Powers,  or  any  one  of  them, 
being  attacked  or  molefted  by  any  Power,  and  under  any 
pretext  whatever,  they  promile  and  oblige  themfelves 
Reciprocally  to  employ  their  offices,  as  Toon  as  they 
.fhUl  be  thereto  required,  for  obtaining  fatisfaftton  to 
the  party  injured,  and  for  hindering  the  continuance  of 
hoftilities  ;  and  if  it  happen  that  the  faid  offices  be  not 
iufficient  for  procuring  latisfaftion  without  delay,  their 
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faid  Majefties  promife  tofurnifti  the  following  luccours, 
jointly  or  feparately,  that  is  to  (ay,  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty,  eight  thoufand  foot  and  four  thoufand  horfe  ;  his 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  eight  thoufand  foot  and  four 
thoufand  horfe  ;  and  his  Catholic  Majeft)'',  eight  thou-, 
fand  foot  and  four  thoufand  horfe :  if  the  party  attack-  * 
cd,  inftead  of  troops,  ftiould  demand  fliips  of  war  or 
tran(ports,  or  even  fubfidies  in  money,  he  fliall  be  free 
to  choofe,  and  the  other  parties  fhall  fumifh  the  faid 
fhips  or  money,  in  proportion  to  the  expence  of  troops; 
and,  for  taking  away  all  doubt-  touching  the  valuation . 
of  the  fuccours,  their  abovefaid  Majefties  agree,  that  a 
thoufand  foot  fhaU  be  computed  at  ten  thoufand  flo-, 
rins  Dutch  money,  and  a  thoufand  horfe  at  thirty  thou- 
fand florins  Dutch  money,  by  the  month ;  and  the 
fame  proportion  Ihall  be  obferved  with  refped  to  the 
fliips  that  ought  to  be  furniftied ;  their  faid  Majefties 
promifing  to  continue  and  keep  up  the  faid  fuccours  as 
long  as  the  trouble  fliall  fubfift  j  and  in  cafe  it  fliould  be 
found  neceflary,  their  faid  Majefties  fliall  mutually  fuc- 
cour  each  other  with  all  their  forces,  and  fliall  even 
declare  war  againft  the  aggreflTor. 

III.  The  minifters  of  his  Britannic  Majefly  and  of 
his  moft  Chriftian  Majefly,  having  alledged  that  in  the 
treaties  concluded  at  Vienna  between  the  Emperor  and ; 
the  King  of  Spain,  in  the  year  one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  twenty-five,  there  were  divers  claufes  that 
infringed  the  articles  of  the  feveral  treaties  of  com- 
merce, or  of  the  treaties  of  peace  in  which  commerce" 
may  be  concerned,  antecedent  to  the  year  one  thoufand- 
feven  hundred  twenty-five;  his  Catholic  Majefty  has 
declared,  as  he  declares  by  the  prefent  article,  that  he 
never  meant  to  grant,  nor  will  fufFer  to  lubfift  by  vir- 
tue of  the  faid  treaties  of  Vienna,  any  privilege  contrary 
to  the  treaties^ here  above  confirmed. 

IV.  It  having  been  agreed  by  the  preliminary  arti- 
cles, that  the  commerce  of  die  Englilh  and  French  na- 
tions, as  well  b  Europe  as  in  the  Indies,  fliould  be  re- 
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dbblifiicd  on  die  foot  of  the  treaties  and  conventions 
antecedent  to  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
twenty-five,  and  particularly  that  the  commerce  of  the 
Englifh  nadon  in  America  fliould  be  exercifed  as  here- 
tofore ;  it  is  agreed  by  the  prefent  ardcle,  thkt  all  ne- 
ceflary  orders  fhall  be  diipatched  on  both  (ides,  with- 
out any  delay,  if  they  have  not  been  fent  already,  as 
well  for  the  execution  of  the  faid  treaties  of  commerce, 
as  for  fupplying  what  may  be  wanting  for  the  entire 
re-eftablifhment  of  commerce  on  the  foot  of  the  faid 
treaties  and  conventions. 

V.  Although  it  was  ftipulated  by  the  preliminaries 
that  all  hoililities  fhould  ceafe  on  both  fides,  and  diat 
if  any  trouble  or  hoftilities  fhould  happen  between  the 
llibjefts  of  the  contracting  Powers,  either  in  Europe,  or 
in  the  Indies,  the  contracting  pov/ers  fhould  concur  for 
the  reparation  of  damages  fuflained  by  their  refpeftive 
iubjefts ;  and  notwithflanding  this  it  is  alledged,  that 
on  the  part  of  the  fubjefts  of  his  Catholic  Majefly  afts 
of  difhirbance  and  hoftilities  have  been  continued ;  it  is 
agreed  by  this  prefent  article,  that  as  to  what  relates 
to  Europe^  his  Catholic  Majefly  fhaU  forthwith  caufe 
reparation  to  be  made  for  the  damages  which  have 
been  fufFered  there  fince  the  time  prefcribed  by  the 
preliminaries  for  the  cefiation  of  hoftilities ;  and  as  to 
what  relates  to  America,  he  will  likewife  forthwith 
caufe  reparation  to  be  made  for  the  damages  which 
fhall  have  been  fufiered  there  fince  the  arrival  of  his 
orders  at  Cartagena  on  the  44-  day  of  June  one  tboo- 
land  feven  hundred  twenty-eight.  And  his  faid  Ca- 
tholic Majefty  fhall  publifh  the  moft  rigorous  prohibi- 
tions for  preventing  the  like  violences  oq,  the  part  of 
his  fubjefts ;  their  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Ma- 

•  jeflies  promifing  on  their  part,  if  there  be  like  cafes,  to 
caufe  reparation  to  be  made  for  what  Ihall  have  been 
fo  done,  and  to  give  like  orders  for  the  prefcrvation  of 
the  peace,  tranquillity,  and  good  intelligence. 

VI.  Commiflaries  fhall  be  nominated,  with  fufiicient 
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powers,  cm  the  part  of  their  Britannic  and  Catholic 
Majefties>  who  mall  afiemble  at  the  court  of  Spain 
within  the  fpace  of  four  months  after  the  exchange  of 
rfie  ratifications  of  the  prcfcnt  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it  can 
be  done>  to  examine  and  decide  what  concerns  the 
Ihips  and  efie£te  taken  at  fea  on  eidier  fide  to  the  times 
ipecified  in  the  preceding  ardcle.  The  laid  coamulTa- 
ries  (hall  likewife  eitamine,  and  decide,  according  to 
die  treaties,  the  rcfpeftive  pretenfions  which  relate  to 
the  abufes  that  are  fupjpofed  to  have  been  committed 
in  commerce,  as  well  m  the  Indies  as  in  Europe,  and 
all  the  other  relpedlive  pretenfions  in  America,  founded 
on  treaties,  whether  with  relpeft  to  the  limits  or  other- 
wife.  The  faid  commifliaries  fhall  likewife  difcufi  and 
decide  the  pretenfions  which  his  Catholic  Majefty  may 
have,  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  of  one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  twenty-one,  for  the  reftitution  of  the  fhips 
taken  by  the  Englifh  fleet  in  the  year  one  thoufand  te* 
ven  hundred  eighteen*  And  the  faid  commiflariesji 
after  haying  examined,  difcufled,  and  decided  the 
abovefaid  points  and  pretenfions,  fhall  make  a  report 
of  their  proceedings  to  their  Britannic  and  Catholic 
Majefties,  who  promife  that  within  the  fpace  of  fix 
months  after  the  making  of  the  faid  report,  they  will 
caufe  to  be  executed  pun6lually  and  exadly  what  fhall 
have  been  fb  decided  by  the  faid  commiflaries. 

VII-  Commifraries  fhall  likewife  be  nominated  on 
the  part  of  his  mofl  Chriftian  Majefly,  and  of  his  Catho-» 
lie  Majefly,  who  fhall  examine  all  grievances  generally 
whatfoever,  which  die  faid  parries  therein  interefted 
may  form  rd^^edtively,  whether  for  the  refliturion  of 
veflels  feized  or  taken,  or  with  re^ft  to  commerccj 
limits,  or  otherwife. 

VIIL  The  faid  commiflaries  fhall  finifh  punftually 
their  commiffio(i  within  the  fpace  of  three  years»  or 
fooner  if  it  can  be  done,  to  be  computed  fit)m  the  day 
of  the  figning  of  the  prefent  treaty,  and  this  without 
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any  further  delay,  on  any  motive  or  pretext  what- 
ever. 

IX.  The  introducing  of  garrifons  into  the  places  of 
Leghorn,  Porto-ferraio,  Parma,  and  Placentia,  to  the 
number  of  fix  thoufand  men  of  his  Catholic  Majefty's 
troops,  and,  in  his  pay,  fhall  be  efFeftuated  without  lofs 
of  time ;  which  troops  fhall  ferve  for  the  better  fe- 
curing  and  preferving  of  the  immediate  fucceffion  of 
the  faid  flates  in  favour  of  the  moft  Serene  Infante 
Don  Carlos,  and  to  be  ready  to  withfland  any  enter- 
prize  and  oppofition  which  might  be  formed  to  the 
prejudice  of  what  has  been  regulated  touching  the  faid 
fiicceffion. 

X.  The  contrafting  Powers  (hall  forthwith  ufe  all 
the  applications  which  they  Ihall  judge  to  be  confiftent 
with  the  dignity  and  quiet  of  the  moft  Serene  Great 
Duke  of  Tufcany,  and  the  Duke  of  Parma,  to  the  end 
tlie  garrifons  may  be  received  with  the  greateft  tran- 
quillity, and  without  oppofition,  as  foon  as  they  fhall 
prefent  themfelves  before  the' places  into  which  they 
are  to  be  introduced. 

The  faid  garrifons  fhall  take  an  oath  to  the  prefent 
pofleflTors  to  defend  their  perfons,  fovereignty,  poflef- 
fions  and  ftates,  and  fubjefts,  in  every  thing  that  fhall- 
not  be  contrary  to  the  right  of  fucceflion  referved  to 
the  moft  Serene  Infante  Don  Carlos  j  and  the  prefent 
poffeflbrs  fhall  not  demand  or  exaft  any  thing  that  is 
contrary  thereto. 

The  faid  garrifons  fhall  not  meddle,  direftly  or  in- 
dircdkly,  under  any  pretext  whatfoever,  in  affairs  of  the 
political,  oeconomical,  or  civil  government ;  and  fhall 
nave  moft  exprefs  orders  to  render  to  the  moft  Serene 
Gr«at  Duke  of  Tufcany  and  the  Duke  of  Paraia,  all 
the  relpedts  and  military  honours  that  are  due  to  fove* 
reigns  in  their  own  dominions. 

XL  The  intent  of  mtroducing  the  faid  fix  thou- 
fand men  of  his  Catholic  Majefly's  troops,  and  in  his 
pay,  being  to  feCure  to  the  moft  Serene  Infante  Don 
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Carlos  the  immediate  fucceffion  of  the  States  of  Tuf- 
cany,  Parma,  and  Pliacentia,  his  Catholic  Majefly  jm-o- 
miies,  as  well  for  himfelf  as  his  fucceflbrs,  that  as 
foon  as  the  moft  Serene  Infante  Don  Carlos  his  fon,  or 
fuch  other  who  fhali  fucceed  to  his  rights,  ihall  be  the 
quiet  poflcffor  of  thofe  ftates,  and  in  fafety  from  all 
invafion  and  other  juft  grounds  of  fear,  he  will  caufe 
to  be^  withdrawn  from  the  places  in  thofe  ftates  the 
troops  which  Ihall  be  his  own,  and  not  belonging  to  the 
Infante  Don  Carlos,  or  to  him  who  ftiall  fucceed  to  hi$ 
rights,  in  fuch  manner  that  thereby  the  faid  fucceflion 
or  pofTeflion  may  reft  fecure  and  exempt  from  all 
events, 

XII.  The  contracting  Powers  engage  to  eftablifli, 
according  to  the  rights  of  fucceflion  which  have  been 
ftipulated,  and  to  maintain  the  moft  Serene  Infante 
Don  Carlos,  or  him  to  whom  His  rights  fhaU  devolve, 
in  the  poffeflion  and  enjoyment  of  the  States  of  Tuf- 
cany,  Parma,  and  Placentia,  when  he  fhall  onc«  be 
fettled  there;  to  defend  him  from  all  infult,  againft 
any  Power  whatlbever,  that  might  intend  to  difturb 
him ;  declaring  themfelves  by  this  treaty,  guarantees 
for  ever  of  the  right,  pofleflion,  tranquillity,  and  quiet 
of  the  moft  Serene  Infante,  and  of  his  fucceflbrs,  to  thQ 
laid  ftates. 

XIII.  As  to  other  particulars  or  regulations  con- 
cerning the  keeping  up  of  the  faid  garrifons  once  efla- 
blifhed  in  the  ftates  of  Tufcany,  Parma,  and  Placentia, 
as  it  is  to  be  prefumed  that  his  Catholic  Majefty  and 
the  moft  Serene  Great  Duke,  and  Duke  of  Parma^  will 
fetde  the  fame  by  an  agreement  between  themfelves, 
their  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  promife, 

.  that  as  foon  as  that  agreement  {hall  be  made,  they  will 
ratify  and  guaranty  it,  as  well  to  his  Catholic  Majefty, 
as  to  the  moft  Serene  Great  Duke  and  Duke  of  Par- 
nia,  as  if  it  were  inferted  word  for  word  in  the  pre* 
fent  treaty.  "  * 

XIV.  The  States  General  of  the  United  Proven- 
Vol,  Ih  .   CL  <^^s 
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CCS  Ihall  be  ihvitbd  tocoftoe  into  the  prcfent  tre&t^tmd 
articles.  Such  odier  Powers  as  (haU  be  agreed  on, 
fliaB  Bkewife  be  mviccd  and  admitted  by  concert  into 
die  fame  taraty  and  articles- 

The  ratifications  oftheprefent  treaty  flwdft  be  iS- 
patched  within  the  fpace  of  fix  we6ks,  or  fooner,  if  it 
can  be  dxxxt,  to  be  reckoned  ^om  the  day  of  figningit. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  under-written  minifters 
plenipotentiaries  of  his  Brita:nnic  Majefty,  of  his 
moil  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  of  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty, by  virtue  of  oiir  full  powers,  which  have 
been  communicated  to  each  other,  tranfcripts 
of  which  ftiall  be  hereto  annexed,  have  figned  the 
|)refcnt  treaty,  and  caufcd  the  feals  df  our  arms 
to  be  affixed  thereto.  Done  at  Seville,  the  ninth 
day  of  November,  one  thoufjuid  feven  hundred 
twenty-nine.

Separate  Artkles. 

I.  ALTHOUGH,  confdrmably  to  the  prelimi- 
nary articles,  it  is  faid  in  the  fourth  article  of  the  treaty 
figned  this  day,  that  the  commeroe  of  the  En^iih  na- 
tion in  America  fhould  be  re-eftablifhed  on  the  foot  of 
the  treaties  and  conventions  antecedent  to  the  year  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  twenty-five  j  however,  for  the 
greater  exadbiefs,  it  is  fiirther  declared  by  the  prefent 
article,  between  their  Britannic  and  Catholic  M^jefties, 
which  fhall  have  the  fame  force,  and  be  under  the  lame 
guaranty  as  the  treaty  figned  this  day,  that  under  that 
general  denomination  are  comprehended  the  treaties  of 
peace  and  of  commerce,  concluded  at  Utrecht  the 
tliirteenth  of  July  and  ninth  of  December,  in  the  year 
one  thoufand  feven  hundred  thirteen,  in  which  arc 
comprized  the  treaty  of  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
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^xxy-^tvi^n,  made  at  Madrid^  and  the  cedula^  thereia 
qi»tianed ;  die  latter  tre^  made  at  Madrid  the  &ur* 
Aecndt  o(  December^  one  dioufand  feven  hundred  fif- 
teen }  as  ^lib  the  particular  cootrad^  conunonly  called 
tiie  Aflieato^for  hriogk^  negro  flaves  into  the  Spanifh 
Iadiks>  wiiicfa  was  made  the  twenty-fixth  day  of  Marchj 
Ml  the  faid  year  one  thoufand  feven  huAdred  dxirteenj. 
in  confequcnce  of  the  twelfdi  ardcle  of  the  treaty  of 
Utrecht  j  and  likewife  die  treaty  of  declarauon,  touch- 
ing that  of  the  Affiento>  made  the  twenty-fixth  of 
May,  one  thou&nd  feven  hundred  iixteen :  aU  which 
treaties  ir>entianed  in  this  ardcle^  with  their  declara-- 
ti^nsj  ihall  frooi  this  day  (even  during  the  examinadon 
by  the  commiiTaries)  be  and  remain  in  their  force, 
.yirtue^  and  ioil  vigour  $  for  die  obfervadon  of  which 
his  Catholic  Majefty  fhall  caufe  to  bediipatched  forth- 
with, if  they  have  not  been  dilpatched,  the  neceflary  orders 
and  cedulas  to  his  viceroys,  governors,  and  other  mi- 
nifters,  to  whom  it  fliali  appertain,  as  well  in  Europe  as 
in  the  Indies,  to  -die  end  tl{at  without  any  delay  or  in- 
tcmmrion  they  miy  caufe  diem  to  be  obferved  and 
fedfflfcd. 

In  like  manner  his  Britannic  Majefly  promifes  and 
«qgagss  to  publiih  die  neceflary  orders,  if  any  be 
wandn&;>  for  re-eilablillnng  the  commerce  of  the  fub- 
jeds  xifSpaio  in  all  the  countries  under  his  dominion. 
On  the  &ot  ipecified  by  the  faid  treaties,  and  for  cauf- 
^  them  to  toe  cx^Stly  obfef ved  and  fulfilled. 

H.  CQnfequendyi  aH  fliips,  merchandize,  and  ef- 
fe&s,- which  mall  not  have  been  taken  orfeized  on  ac- 
count of  unlawful  commerce,  and  which  fhall  now  be 
psovtc},  by  authendc  proo^  and  documents,  to  have 
been  deqiined,  feized,  or  confifcated  in  the  ports  of 
*S[{ain,  .either  in  Europe  or  in  the  Indies,  and  namely 
the  Ihip  Prince  Frederick  and  her  cargo,  if  they  have 
not  been  reftored  already,  fhall  be  immediately  re- 
flored,  in  the  fame  kind,,  as  thofe  things  were  in, 
if  the  fame  Ihall  be  found  (till  remaining  in  their 
former    condidons   or   in   default  thereof  the  juft 
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^and  true  value  of  them,  according  to  their  va- 
luation, which,  if  it  "was  not  made  at  the  time,  fliaU 
be  regulated  by  the  authentic  informations  which 
the  proprietors  Ihall  exhibit  to  the  magiftrates  of  the 
•places  and  towns  where  the  feizures  were  made :  his. 
•Britannic  Majefty  promifing  the  like  on  his  part,  as  to 
all  feizures,  contifcations,  or  detentions,  which  may 
have  been  made  contrary  to  the  tenor  of  the  faid  trea- 
ties :  their  faid  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties  agree- 
ing, that  with  relpeft  to  the  like  feizures,  confifcations, 
'or  detentions  on  eithetjide,  the  validity  of  which  may 
not  yet  have  been  fufficiendy  made  out,  the  difcuflion 
and  decifion  of  them  Ihall  be  referred  to  die  examina- 
tion of  the  commiflaries,  to  do  therein  according  to 
right,  upon  the  foot  of  the  treaties  here  above-men- 
tioned. 

The  prefent  feparate  articles  fhall  h^vc  the  fame 
force  as  if  they  were  inferted  word  for  word  in  the 
treaty,  concluded  and  figned  this  day.  They  Ihall  be 
ratified  in  the  fame  manner,  and  the  ratifications  of 
them  fhall  be  exchanged  at  the  fame  time  as  thoie  of 
the  faid  treaty.    ' 

In  witnefs  whereof  we  the  underwritten  minifters 
plenipotentiaries  of  hi^  Britannic  Majefly,  of  his 
moft  Chriftian  M^efty,  and  of  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty, by  virtue  of  our  full  powers,  have  figned 
the  prefent  feparate  articles,  and  caufed  the  fcak 
of  our  arms  to  be  put  thereto.  .  Done  at  Seville, 
the  ninth  day  of  November,  one  thoufand  fevcn 
hundred  twenty-nine.

Tie  Definitive  Treaty  of  Peace  and  Friendjbif  between  ' 
bis  Britannic  Majeftyy  and  the  King  of  Spain. 
Siffud  at  Verfailles,  the  3^  of  September y  1783. 

In  the  name  of  the  moft  Holy  and  Undivided  Tri- 
nity, Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghoft.     So  be  it. 

B  E  it  known  to  all  thofe  whom  it  Ihall  or  may  in  any 
manner  concern.  The  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent 
Prince  George  the  Third,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Duke  of  Brunlwick 
and  Lunenbourg,  Arch-treafurer  and  Eieftor  of  ihe  Holy 
Roman  Empire,  &c.  and  the  moft  Serene  and  moft 
Potent  Prince  Charles  the  Third,  by  the  grace  of  God, 
King  of  Spain,  and  of  the  Indies,  &c.  being  equally 
delirous  to  put  an  end  to  th^  war,  which  for  feveral 
years  paft  afflidbed  their  refpedtive  dominions,  accept-  ' 
ed  the  offer,  which  their  Majefties  the  Emperor  of  the 
Romans,  and  the  Emprefs  of  all  the  Ruflias,  made  to 
them,  of  their  interpofition,  and  of  their  mediation : 
but  their  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties,  animated 
with  a  mutual  defire  of  accelerating  the  re-eftablilh- 
ment  of  peace,  communicated  to  each  other  their  lau- 
dable intention;  which  Heaven  fo  far  blefled,  that  they 
proceeded  to  lay  the  foundations  of  peace,  by  figning 
preliminary  articles  at  Verfailles,  the  aoth  of  January, 
in  the  prefent  year.  Their  faid  Majefties  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  and  the  Catholic  King,  thinking  it  in- 
cumbent upon  them  to  give  their  Imperial  Majefties  a 
fignal  proof  of  their  gratitude  for  the  generous  offer 
of  their  mediation,  invited  them,  in  concert,  to  concur* 
in  the  completion  of  the  great  and  falutary  work  of 
peace,  by  taking  part,  as  mediators,  in  the  definitive 
treaty  to  be  <:oncluded  between  their  Britannic  and 
Catholic  Majefties.  Their  faid  Imperial  Majefties 
having  readily  accepted  that  invitation,  they  have 
named,  as  their  reprefentatives,  viz.  his  Majefty  the 
Emperor  of  the  Romans,  the  moft  illuftrious  and  moft 
excellent  Lord  Florimond,  Count  Mcrcy-Arjgenteau,

his  ambaflador  to  his  moil  Chriilian  Majefty  $  and  her 
M^efty  the  Emprcfe  of"  all  the  Ruffias,  the  moji  illus- 
trious and  moft  excellent  Lx)rd  Prince  Iwan  Bariatin- 
Ikoy,  fieutenant-general  of  the  forces  of  hef  Imperial

I.  There  fhall  be  a  Clvriftian^  iiniverfal;^  and  perpe- 
tual p^ace,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  laiid,  and  a  fincerc  and 
conftant  fhendfhip  fhall  he  re-eftabjiflied  between  thei? 
Bricaqnic  and  Catholic  Majefties^  and  between  their 
heirs  and  ilicceffors,  kingdoms,  dominions,  provinces. 
countries,  fubjefts,  and  vaflals,  of  what  quality  or  con- 
dition ibcver  tKej*  be,  without  cxcepuon  cither  of 
fijaces  or  peHbos ;  io  that  th^  high  cQnfera<5tifig  parties 
fliatt  give  die  greateft  attention  to  the  m^ataiiuQg  be* 
tweeB  thenmfelyes,  and  thdr  fnid  4ca;nimom  and  fub-r 
jefta,  this  reciprocal  friendfliip.  and  intercQurfe^  with-* 
mxc  permittii^  hereafter>  05  either  part,  aay  ki^  of 
boftililies  to  oe  commi^d,  either  by  iea  or  by  hod, 
ibr  any  caufe  or  under  any  pretciKe  whatever :  and 
they  &all  carefully  avoid,  for  the  future,  ev:ery  thin^ 
which  nugfat  pntjudice,  the  union  happily  re-eftahUih-* 
ed,  endeavouring,  on  the  contrary,  to  procure  reciproiv 
catty  fer  each  other,  on  every  occafion,  whatever  noay 
conicribQte  to  their  niutual  ^ry,  intercfts,  and  advan^ 
tage,  without  giving  any  ayBTiftance  or  piote^tiosi,  di-i 
relUy  or  indire^y,  to  thofe  who  would  da  at^  ii^uty 
to  either  of  the  high  contra6tii%  pardes.  There  dtaU 
be  a  general  daHvion  afld  aoinefty  of  every  thing 
which  raay  have  been  done  or  eonunitted,  be^e  or 
fiace  the  commsncenieiic  of  the  war  which  is  juft

.  II.  The  treaties  of  We%)haUa  of  1648  ;  thofe  of 
Madrid  of  1667,  and  of  1670 ;  thofe  of  peace  and  of 
cconaieroe  of  y  trecht  of  1713;  that  of  Bad^n  of 
1714;  of  Madrid  of  1715;  of  Seville  of  1729  ^  the 
definitive  treaty  of  Aix  h  ChapeUp  of  1748 ;  the 
tceaty  of  Madrid  of  1750  -,  and  the  definitiive  treaty  of 
Paris  of  1763,  &rve  as  a  ba&  and  fi>u|aidatibn  to  die 
peace,  aipid  to  the  prefent  treaty  ^  and  for  this  pwroofe, 
they  a^re  4Q  ren?wc4  and  confirmed,  in  the  beft  form^ 
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as  well  as  all  the  treaties  in  general  which  fubfifted  be- 
tween the  high  contrailing  parries  before  the  war,  and 
parricularly  all  thofe  which  are  fpecified  and  renewed  in 
the  aforefaici  definitive  treaty  of  Paris,  in  the  beft  form, 
and  as  if  they  were  herein  inferred  word  for  word  ;  fo 
that  they  are  to  be  exadlly  obferved  for  the  future  in 
their  full  tenor,  and  religioufly  executed,  by  both  par- 
ties, in  all  the  points  which  (hall  not  be  derogated  from 
by  the  prefent  treaty  of  peace. 

IIL  All  the  prifoners  taken  on  either  fide,  as  well 
by  land  as  by  fea,  and  the  hoftages  carried  away  or 
given,  during  the  war,  and  to  this  day,  fhall  be  reftor- 
cd,  without  ranfom,  in  fix  weeks  at  lateft,  to  be  com- 
puted from  the  day  of  the  exchange  of  the  prefent 
treaty  J  each  crown  refpeftively  difcharging  the  advances 
which  Ihall  have  been  made  for  the  fubfiftence  and 
maintenance  of  their  prifoners,  by  the  fovereign  of  the 
country  where  they  (hall  have  been  detained,  accord- 
ing to  the  receipts,  attefted  accounts,  and  other  authen- 
tic vouchers,  which  Ihall  be  fiirnifhed  on  each  fide: 
and  fureries  Ihall  be  reciprocally  given  for  the  payment 
of  the  debts  which  the  prifoners  may  have  contrafted 
in  the  countries  where  they  may  have  been  detained, 
unril  their  enrire  releafe*  And  all  fhips,  as  well  men 
of  war  as  merchant  fhips,  which  may  have  been  taken 
fince  the  expiration  of  the  terms  agreed  upon  for  the 
cefTation  of  hoflilities  by  fea,  Ihall  likewife  be  reflorcd, 
hondfidey  with  all  their  crews  and  cargoes.  And  the 
execution  of  this  article  fhall  be  proceeded  upon  im- 
mediately after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this 
treaty. 

IV.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  cedes,  in  full  right, 
to  his  Catholic  Majefly,  the  Ifland  of  Minorca.  Pro- 
vided that  the  fame  ftipulations  inferted  in  the  follow- 
ing article  Ihall  take  place  in  favour  of  the  Britifh  fub- 
jeds,  with  regard  to  the  above-mentioned  ifland. 

y.  His  Britannic  Majefly  likewife  cedes  and  guaran- 
ties, in  full  right,  to  his  Cadiolic  Majefly,  Eafl  Florida, 
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as  aHb  Weft  Florida.  His  Catholic  Majefty  agrees  that 
the  Britifli  inhabitants,  or  others  who  may  have  been  fub-^ 
jcdis  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  in  the  faid  countries,; 
may  retire  in  foil  fecurity  and  liberty,  where  they  fhall 
think  proper,  and  may  fell  their  eftates,  and  remove  their 
effefts,  as  well  as  their  perfons>  without  being  reftrained 
in  their  emigration,  under  any  prctfence  whatfoever,  ex-, 
cept  on  account  of  debts,  or  criminal  profecurions ; 
the  term  limited  for  this  emigration  being  fixed  to  the 
Ipace  of  eighteen  months,  to  be  computed  from  the 
day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent 
treaty :  but  if,  from  the  value  of  the  poffeflions  of  the 
Englifh  proprietors,  they  fhould  not  be  able  to  dilpofe 
of  them  within  the  faid  term,  then  hii  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty ftiall  grant  them  a  prolongation  proportioned  to 
that  end.  It  is  further  ftipulated,  that  his  Britannic 
Majefty  Ihall  have  the  power  of  removing  from  Eaft 
Florida  all  the  eflfefts  which  may  belong  to  him, 
whether  artillery,  or  other  matters. 

VI.  The  intention  of  the  two  high  contrafting  par- 
ties being  to  prevent,  as  much  as  poflible,  all  the 
caufes  of  complaint  and  mifunderftanding  heretofore 
occafioned  by  the  cutting  of  wood  for  dying,  or  log- 
wood ;  and  fe veral  Englifh  fe ttlemen ts  having  been  form- 
ed and  extended,  under  that  pretence,  upon  the  Spanifli 
continent;  it  is  exprefsly  agreed  that  his  Britannic 
Majefty*s  fubjefts  fhall  have  die  right  of  cutting,  load- 
ing, and  carrying  away  logwood,  in  the  diflrift  lying  be- 
tween the  rivers  Wallis  or  Bellize,  and  Rio-Hondo, 
taking  the  courfe  of  the  faid  two  rivfef  s  for  unalterable 
boundaries,  fo  as  that  the  navigation  of  them  be  com- 
mon to  both  nations,  to  wit,  by  the  river  Wallis  or  Bel- 
lize, from  the  lea,  afcending  as  far  as  oppofite  to  a  lake 
or  inlet  which  runs  into  the  land,  and  forms  an  ifthmus, 
or  neck,  with  another  fimilar  inlet,  which  comes  from  . 
the  fide  of  Rio  Nuevo  or  New  River;  fo  that  the  line 
of  feparation  fhall  pafs  ftrait  acrofs  the  faid  ifthmus, 
and  meet  another  lake  formed  by  the  water  of  Rio- 
Nuevo,  or  New  River,  at  its  current.    The  faid 'line 
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AaH  contintte  with  the  courfe  of  Rio-Nuevo,  d^^esd^ 
iRg  as  &r  as  oppofite  to  a  rivcr^  the  fource  of  which  is 
marked  in  tlie  map>  between  Rio-Nuevo  and  Rio- 
HoDdo,  and  which  empties  it&lf  into  Rio-Hondai 
which  river  fliaU  alio  fenre  as  a  common  bouodaiy 
as  &r  as  its  jun&ion  with  Rio-Hondo ;  and  from 
thence  defcendang  by  Rio-Hondo  to  the  fea,  as  th« 
nvhole  is  marked  on  the  ipap  which  the  plenipoten* 
tiaries  of  the  two  crowns  have  thought  proper  to  make 
uii  of,  (or  afcertaining  the  points  agreed  upon,  to  the  end 
that  a  good  correfpondence  may  reign  between  the  two 
nations,  and  that  the  EngHfh  workmen,  cutters,  and  la- 
bourers may  not  trelpafs  from  an  tincer^iinty  of  the 
boundaries.  The  reQ)eftive  commiffaries  ihstll  fix  upon 
convenient  places,  in  the  territory  above  marked  out^ 
in  order  that  his  Britannic  Majefty's  iub)e6l;s>  empbyed 
in  the  fellir^  of  logwood,  mky,  without  interruptionj^ 
(yuiki  therein  houfes  and  magazines  nccefiary  for  diem-^ 
felves,  their  families,  and  their  efie^ ;  and  his  Catko** 
lie  Majefty  afTures  to  them  the  enjoyment  of  all  that 
is  expreffed  in  the  prefent  article ;  provided  thj^t  thcfe 
ftipulations  (hall  not  be  confidered  as  derogating  in 
any  wife  from  his  rights  of  fovereignty.  Therefore  all 
the  Englifh,  who  may  be  diiperfed  in  any  other  partSj| 
whether  on  the  Sp^fli  continent,  or  in  any  pf  the 
iflands  whatfocver,  dependent  on  the  aforefaid  Spanilh 
continent,  and  for  whatever  reafon  it  might  be,  with- 
out exception,  fliall  retire  within  the  diftrift  which  has 
been  above  defcribed,  in  the  fpace  of  eighteen  monthsjj 
to  be  computed  from  the  exchange  of  the  ratifica- 
tions i  and  for  this  purpofe  orders  (hall  be  iffued  on 
the  part  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  and  on  that  of  his 
Catholic  Majefty,  his  governors  fliall  be  ordered  to 
grant  to  the  Englifti  di^erfed  every  convenience  pof- 
fible  for  their  removing  to  the  fctdement  agreed  upon 
'  by  the  prefent  article,  or  for  their  retiring  wherever 
they  ihall  think  proper.  It  is  likewi/e  ftipulated,  th^t 
if  any  fortifications  (hould  actually  have  been  hereto- 
fore erefted  within  the  limits  marked  out,  his  Britan- 
wc  Majefty  fhall  caufe  them  all  to  be  dcmoiiflied ; 
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^md  he  ^mB  order  his  Ribje^bs  not  to  boild  any  fic# 
ones*  The  Engliih  ii^abicants^  who  fliaU  fettle  there 
for  the  cutcsig  of  logwood^  (haD  be  permicted  to  en^ 
.  ^  ftee  BQitrj  for  then*  fubfiftence,  on  die  coafts  of  the 
diftridb  above  agreed  on,  or  of  the  iflands  ficuated  op. 
pofite  thei^to,  without  beipg  in  anywife  difturbed  oa 
that  account ;  provided  they  do  not  d^Ufh  tbem^ 
khrtiy  in  any  manner^  on  the  faid  iflanda. 

VII.  His  Catholic  Majefty  fliall  reftore  to  Great 
Britain  the  iflands  of  Providence,  and  the  Bahamas, 
without  exception^  in  the  iame  condition  they  were  in 
when  they  were  conquered  by  the  arms  of  the  King  of 
Spain*  The  fame  flipulations  inserted  in  the  fifth  ar- 
dele  of  this  treaty  ihaM  take  place  in  favour  of  the 
Spanilh  fubjefb,  with  regard  to  the  iflands  mendoned 
in  the  pcefent  ardote, 

VII I.  All  the  countries  and  territories,  whidi  nuy 
have  been,  or  which  may  be  conquered  in  any  part  of 
the  world  whatfoever,  by  the  arms  of  his  Britannic 
Majefty,  as  well  as  by  thofe  of  his  Catholic  Majefty, 
which  are  not  included  in  the  prefent  treaty,  neither 
under  the  head  of  CeflTions,  nor  under  the  head  of  Refti- 
tutions,  fhall  be  reftored  widiout  difficulty,  and  witk«» 
out  requiring  any  compenfarion. 

IX.  Immediately  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifica- 
dons,  the  two  high  contracting  parries  fhall  name  com- 
mil&ries  to  treat  concerning  new  arrangements  of 
commerce  between  the  two  nadons,  on  the  balis  of  re- 
ciprocity and  mutual  convenience;  which  arrange- 
ments fhall  be  fetded  and  concluded  within  the  fpace 
of  two  years,  to  be  computed  from  the  firft  of  Janu« 
ary,  1784. 

X.  As  it  is  neceflary  to  appoint  a  certain  period  for 
the  refKtutions  and  evacutions  to  be  made  by  each  of 
the  high  contrafting  parties,  it  is  agreed,  that  the  King 
of  Great  Britain  fl\all  caufe  Eaft  Florida  to  be  evacu.9t- 
cA  three'  months  after  the  ratification  of  the  prefent 
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txtaty,  or  fooner,  if  it  can  be  done.  T^e  King*  of 
Great  Britain  (hall  in  like  manner  enter  again  into 
pofreflion  of  the  iflands  of  Providence,  and  the  Ba- 
hamas; without  exception,  in  the  fpace  of  three  months 
after  the  ratification  of  the  prefent  treaty,  or  fooner,  if 
it  can  be  done.  In  confequence  whereof,  the  necef- 
lary  orders  fhall  be  lent  by  each  of  the  high  contrad- 
ing  parties,  with  reciprocal  paffports  for  the  Ihips. 
which  Ihall  carry  them,  immediately  after  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  prefent  treaty. 

XL  Their  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties  pro- 
mife  to  obferve  fincerely,  and  hondjide^  all  the  articles 
contained  and  eftablifhed  in  the  prefent  treaty;  and 
they  will  not  fuflfer  the  fame  to  be  infringed,  direftiy 
or  indire^aiy,  by  their  refpeftive  fubjefts:  and  the 
laid  high  contrafting  parries  guaranty  to  each  other,, 
generally  and  reciprocally,  all  the  ftipulations  of  the 
prefent  treaty. 

XII.  The  folemn  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty, 
prepared  in  good  and  due  form,  fhall  be  exchanged  in 
this .  city  of  Verfailles,  between  the  high  contradUng 
parties,  in  the  fpace  of  one  month,  or  fooner,  if  pof- 
fible,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  fignature  of 
the  prefent  treaty.  In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  under-, 
written  ambafladors  extraordinary,  •  and  minifters  ple- 
nipotentiary, have  figned  with  our  hands,  in  dieir 
names,  and  by  virtue  of  pur  re^eftive  full  powers, 
the  prefent  definitive  treaty,  and  have  caufed  the  feals 
of  our  arms  to  be  affixed  thereto.

In  fixne  of  the  treaties  of  dns  ibrt  there  $ie  not  onljr 
gfticles  which  relate  merely  to  commerce)  but  man/ 
others  wich  enfure  reciprocally,  to  the  relpeftivc  fub- 
jie£b,  priril^ges,  facilities  for  conducing  dieir  affkii^ 
petlfooal  prote6tionsj  and  odier  advancag^S)  which  aw 
bot,  and  which  oug^  not  to  be  of  a  chai^able  nature, 
iuch  as  the  regulations  relating  merely  to  die  valiie  <i 
goods  and  merchandize,  variable  from  circumftances 
of  every  kind. 

When  therefore  the  ftate  of  the  trade  between  the 
two  nations  Ihall  be  treated  upon,  it  is  requificc  to  be

.Marchpurg,  Slavonia,  and  Mechlin  j — 

By  the  tenor  of  thefe  prefents,  make  known  and  tef- 
tify  to  all  and  lingular,  whom  it  doth  or  may  in  any 
manner  concern.  During  the  time  that  the  late  cxten- 
five  war  overlpread  almoft  the  whole  world,  we,  and 
her  Majefly  the  Emprefs  and  fole  Monarch  of  all  the 
Ruflias,  animated  with  an  equal  defire  of  putting  an 
end  as  foon  as  poflible  to  the  calamities  of  the  war, 
did  not  omit  frequently  to  manifeft  our  eameft  inclina- 
tion that  by  the  interpofition  of  our  refoeftive  and  mu- 
tual friendly  offices,  a  reconciliation  of  the  belligerent 
parties  might  be  promoted,  and  the  former  peace  and 
fincere  concord  between  them  be  reftored.  It  ^iras 
very  agreeable  to  us  to  underftand  that  our  common 
endeavours  had  not  failed  of  the  defired  efFeft  j  for,  a 
more  pacific  dilpofition  afterwards  prevailing  in  die 
minds  of  the  Princes  engaged  in  the  war,  and  the  bu- 
finefs  being. already  fo  far  happily  advanced,  that  pre- 
vious conditions  of  peace,  or  preliminary  articles,  were 
jigreed  upon  between  them,  on  which  the  general  work 
of  pacification  might  be  founded,  the  aforefaid  moft 
Serene  and  moft  Potent  Princes  defired,  in  a  friendly 
manner,  tlaat,  in  concert  with  her  Imperial  Majefty  of 
all  the  kuffias,  we  would  apply  our  joint  attention  to 
this  falutary  bufinefs,  and  interpofe  our  fi-iendly  offices 
for  eftablifliing  the  peace,  of  which  the  foundations 
were  happily  laid  by  the  above-mentioned  previous 
conditions,  in  order  that  by  the  united  efforts  of  the 
mediators,  the  great  work  of  peace  might,  on  every 
fifle,  be  the  more  certainly  accomplifhed.  We,  ever 
intent  upon  that  objeft,  perceived  with  the  greater  fa- 
tisfadion    the   fentiments   of  the   above-mentioned 
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Princes,  and  having  previoufly  concerted  meafure's 
with  her  Majefly  the  Emprefs  of  all  the  Ruflias,  did 
not  hefitate  to  confirm^  the  expeftations  they  had  con- 
ceived on  our  part,  by  accepting,  wifh  a  willing  and 
chearful  mind,  the  truft  committed  to  us.  For  which 
end  we  have  made  choice  of  the  iUuftrious  and  noble, 
our  faithful  and  beloved  Florimond  Count  de  Mercy- 
Argentcau,  knight  of  the  Golden  Fleece,  our  aftual 
privy  counfellor,  and  our  ambaflador  rcfiding  at  the 
court  of  the  moft  Serene  and  mod  Potent  King  of 
France  an(i  Navarre,  a  perfon  of  Angular  fidelity,  inte- 
grity, and  experience  in  the  proper  conduft  of  affairs, 
and  have  appointed,  and  hereby  ^ven  him  foil  power 
to  take  upon  him,  in  our  name,  the  office  of  mediator, 
conjointly  with  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  who  fliall  be  ap* 
pointed,  and  fornifhcd  with  equal  foil  power,  as  well  on 
the  part  of  her  Majefty  the  Emprefs  of  all  the  Ruflias, 
as  co-mediatrix,  as  on  the  part  of  the  other  Princes 
who  may  be  interefted  therein,  and  to  contribute  hi* 
counfel  and  afllftance  for  concluding,  by  the  interpofi- 
rion  of  friendly  offices  and  united  efforts,  fuch  treaties, 
conventions,  or  regulations  whatfoever,  as  may  appear 
to  be  neceffary  for  completing  the  work  of  peace ;  all 
which  he  Ihall  fubfcribc  and  fign,  and  Ihall  aUb  deliver 
foch  inftrument  or  inftruments,  on  his  part,  as  may  be 
proper  and  required  of  him  for  perfefting  the  bufinefs: 
promifing,  on  our  Imperial,  Royal,  and  Archducal 
word,  that  we  will  ratify,  accept,  and  faithfoUy  folfil  all 
fuch  things  as  our  faid  ambaflador  fl>all  have  conclud- 
ed, promifed,  and  figned,  by  vutue  of  thefe  prefcnts, 
and  that  we  will  order  letters  of  ratification  to  be  expe- 
dited at  the  time  agreed  upon.  In  wimefsj  and  for  the 
greater  validity  whereof,  we  have  figned  this  inftru- 
ment of  foil  power  with  our  hand,  and  have  ordered  it 
to  be  confirmed  with  our  Imperial,  Royal,  and  Archdu- 
cal feal  affixed  thereto.  Given  in  our  city  of  Vienna, 
the  1 6th  day  of  April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-three,  in  she  twen- 
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tieth  of  our  our  Roman  Germanic  reign>  and  t^e  thini 
of  our  hereditary  reign,

"The  Emp'efs  of  Ruffians  Full  Power. 

B  Y  the  grace  of  God,  we  Catharine  the  Sccond^^ 
Emprefs  and  fole  Monarch  of  all  the  Ruflias>  of  Muf- 
covy,  Kiovia,  Vlodomiria^Novogorodi  Czarina  of  Ca- 
fan»  Czarina  of  Aftracan>  Czarina  of  Siberia^  L^y  of 
Plefcau,  and  Great  Dutchels  of  Smolenfko ;  Dutehelk 
of  Eftonia^  of  ijvonia,  Carelia,  Twer,  Ingoria,  Ger- 
mia,  Viatkia,  Bulgaria,  and  other  countries ;  Lady  and 
Great  Dutchefs  or  Lower  Novogorod,  of  Czernigo- 
yia,  Reian,  Roftow^  Jaroflow,  Belo-Oforia,  Udoriaj, 
Obdoria,  Condiniaj  Ruler  of  all  the  fide  of  the  Nprth; 
Lady  of  Iveria ;  and  hereditary  Princefs  and  Sovere%n 
of  the  Czars  of  Cartalinia  and  Georgia,  as  alfo  of  Ca-- 
bardinia,  of  die  Princes  of  Circaffia^  of  Goriki,  &c« 
Being  intent,  during  all  the  courfe  of  the  late  war, 
which  had  extended  over  every  part  of  the  earth,  to 
teftify  how  much  wc  had  it  at  heart  to  fee  the  calami- 
ties diereof  terminated,  we  were  inclined,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  his  MajeQy  the  Emperor  of  die  Romans** 
King  of  Hungaria  and  Bohemia,  to  employ  our  good 
oifices,  in  order  to  find  means  of  conciliation  proper 
for  re-eftablifhing  peace  and  good  underftanding  be- 
tween the  belligerant  Powers*  We  have  had  the  fatif- 
faftion  to  obferve  that  our  common  endeavours  were 
not  fruidefs  5  and  the  pacific  fendpients,  with  which 
the  faid  Powers  wcr^  happily  animated,  having  ripened 
and  ftrengthened  fo  far  that  diey  proceeded  to  conclude 
preliminary  ^ticles^  ferving  as  a  bafis  to  the  definidve 
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treaties,  they  invited  us,  cbnjointly  with  his  Majcfty 
the  Emperor  of  the  Romans,  King  of  Hungary  and 
Bohemia,  to  carry  our  united  mediation  into  full  exe- 
cution, and  to  interpofe  our  good  offices  in  this  faluta- 
ry  work,  by  concurring  to  confoHdate  and  fully  efta- 
feKIh  the  peace,  the  foundations  of  which  were  laid  by 
die  aforeiaid  preliminary  articles,  and  thus  to  accom* 
plifh  the  bufinefs  of  pacification  fo. happily  b^un; 
We,  eaually  induced  by  the  fentiments  above  expreff- 
cd,  as  oy  a  jufl  acknowledgment  of  thofe  which  were 
manifefled  to  us  on  the  part  of  the  faid  Powers,  did  not 
hefitate,  in  concert  with  his  Majelly  the  Emperor  of 
the  Romans,  to  confirm  their  expeftarion,  and  to  charge 
ourfelf  with  the  important  employment  which  was 
tendered  to  us.  For  this  end,  we  have  made  choice 
of,  named,  and  deputed,  and,  by  thcfe  prefents,  do 
make  choice  of^  name,  and  depute,  our  minifters  pleni- 
potentiary to  his  moll  Chriflian  Majefly,  our  beloved 
and  trufly  Prince  Iwan  Bariatinlkoy,  ]ieutenani;-gene- 
ral  of  our  forces,  knight  of  the  Order  of  St.  Anne, 
and  the  Sieur  Arcadius  de  MarcofF,  our  counfellof  of 
Chancery,  giving  them  full  power,  in  our  name,  and 
on  our  behalf,  in  quality  of  nnediators,  jointly  with  him 
or  them  who  Ihall  be  named  for  this  purpofe,  and 
Hkewife  furnifhed  with  full  powers,  on  the  part  of  hisi 
Majefly  the  Emperor  of  the  Romans,  King  of  Hun- 
gary and  Bohemia,  co-mediator,  as  well  as  on  the 
part  of  the  other  Powers  interefled  therein,*  to  adl  or 
interpofe,  and  aflifl  with  our  mediation  and  good  6fB- 
ces,  in  the  arrangement  and  completion  of  all  fuch 
treaties,  conventions,  or  other  inflruments,  as  fliall  be 
judged  neceffary  for  the  confolidation  and  entire  con- 
firmation of  the  work  begun ;  and  alfo  to  fign  and  de- 
liver, on  their  pait,  fuch  aft  or  afts  as  may  be  required 
and  deemed  conducive  to  the  attainment  of  that  end : 
promifing,  on  our  faith  and  Imperial  word,  to  approve 
and  faithfully  perform  every  thing  which  fhall  have. 
been  done,  concluded,  promifed,  and  figned,  in  virtue 
of  the  prcfent  full  power,  by  the  faid  Prince  Bariitiff- 
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Ikoy  and  Siieur  MarcofF,  as  alio  to  caufe  our  ratifica^ 
tions  thereof  to  be  expedited  in  the  time  agreed  upon. 
In  witnefs  whereof,  we  have  iGgned  thefe  prcfents  witlj 
our  own  hand,  and  have  caufed  the  ^eat  feal  of  the 
empire  to  be  fixe4  thereto.  Given  at  our  refidence  of 
St.  Peterfburgh,  the  twelfth  of  March,  in  the  year  of 
grace  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  apd  eighty-threc> 
and  in  the  twcnty-firft  year  of  our  reign.

^hi  Convention  between  His  Britannic  Majefty  and  the 
King  of  Spain.     Si^ed  at  London,  the  14/Z?  of 
,   July,  1786. 

THE  Kings  of  England  and  of  Spain,,  aniinate^ 
with  the  lame  dcfu-e  of  confolidating,  by  every  means 
in  their  power,  the  friendihip  fo  happily  fubfifting  be- 
tween them  and  their  kingdoms,  and  wifhing,  with  one 
accord,  to  prevent  even  the  Ihadow  of  mifunderftand- 
ing  which  might  be  occafioned  by  doubts,  mifcon- 
ceptions,  or  other  caufes  of  difputes  between  the  fub- 
jcfts  on  the  frontiers  of  die  two  monarchies,  eipecially 
in  diftant  countries,  as  are  thofe  in  America,  have 
thought  proper  to  fetde,  with  all  poflible  good  faiths 
by  a  new  convention,  the  points  which  might  one  day 
or  other  be  produdive  of  fuch  inconveniences,  as  the 
experience  of  former  times  has  very  often  (hewn.  To 
this  end,  the  Kmg  of  Great  Britain  has  named  the 
moft  Noble  and  moft  Excellent  Lord  Francis,  Baron 
OflDorne  of  Kiveton, .  Marquis  of  Carmarthen,  his 
Britannic  Majefty's  privy  counfellor»  and  principal  fe-? 
cretary  of  ftate  for  the  department  of  foreign  affairs^ 
&c.  &c*  &c.  and  the  Catholic  King  has  likewife  a\i« 
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thorized  Don  Bernardo  del  Campo,  knight  of  the 
Noble  Order  of  Charles  the  Third,  fecretary  of  the 
iamc  order,  fecretary  of  the  fupreme  council  of  ftate, 
and  his  miniftcr  plenipotentiary  to  the  King  of  Great 
Britain:  who  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  rclpeftive  full  powers,  prepared  in  due  form,  have 
agreed  upon  the  following  articles, 

I.  His  Britannic  Majefty's  fubjefts,  and  the  other 
colonifts  who  have  hitherto  enjoyed  the  proteftion  of 
England,  fhall  evacuate  the  country  of  theMofquitos,  as 
well  as  the  continent  in  general,  and  the  iflands  adjacent, 
without  exception,  fituated  beyond  the  line  hereinafter 
defcribed,  as  what  ought  to  be  the  frontier  of  the  extent 
of  territory  granted  by  his  Catholic  Majefty  to  the 
Englifh,  for  me  ufes  fpecified  in  the  3d  article  of  die 
prefent  convention,  and  in  addition  to  the  country  al- 
ready granted  to  them  in  virtue  of  the  ftipulations 
agreed  upon  by  the  commiffaries  of  the  two  Crowns 
in  1783, 

II.  The  Catholic  King,  to  prove,  on  his  fide,  to  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  the  fincerity  of  his  fentiments 
of  fi-iendfhip  towards  hi§  faid  Majefty,  and  the  Britifh 
nation,  will  grant  to  the  Englilh  more  extenfive  limits 
than  thofe  Ipecified  in  the  laft  treaty  of  peace :  and 
the  laid  limits  of  the  lands  added  by  the  prefent  con- 
vention fhall  for  the  future  be  undcrftood  in  the  manner 
following. 

■  The  Englifh  line,  beginning  from  the  fea,  fhall  take 
the*  center  of  the  river  Sibun  or  Jabon,  and  continue 
up  to  the  fource  of  the  faid  river ;  from  thence  it 
fhall  crofs  in  a  ftrait  line  the  intermediate  land,  till 
it  interfefts  die  river  Wallis ;  and  by  the  center  of  the 
fame  river,  the  faid  line  fhall  defcend  to  the  point 
where  it  will  meet  the  line  already  fetded  and  marked 
out  by  the  commiffaries  of  the  two  Crowns  in  1783 : 
which  limits,  following  the  continuation  of  the  faid 
line,  fhall  be  obferved  as  formerly  flipulated  by  the 
dciinirive  treaty, 

.  III.  Although 
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III.  Although  no  other  advantages  have  hitherto 
been  in  queftion,  except  that  of  oitting  wood  for 
dying,  yet  his  Catholic  Majcfly,  as  a  greater  proof  of 
his  ^fpofition  to  oblige  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
will  grant  to  the  Englifli  the  liberty  of  cutting  all  other 
wood,  without  even  excepting  mahogany,  as  well  as 
gathering  all  the  fruits,  or  produce  of  the  earth,  purely 
natural  twid  uncultivated,  which  may'  bcfides,  being 
carried  away  in  their  natural  flate,  become  an  objed 
of  utility  or  of  commerce,  whether  for  food  or  for 
mahufadures :  but  it  is  cxprefsly  agreed,  that  this  fti- 
pulation  is  never  to  be  ufed  as  a  pretext  for  eflablifli-r 
ing  in  that  country  any  plantation  of  fugar,  coffee, 
cacao^  or  other  Ukc  articles,  or  any  fabric  or  manu- 
fafturc,  by  means  of  mills  or  odier  machines  whatfo- 
ever  (this  reftriftion  however  does  not  regard  the  ufo 
of  faw-miils,  for  cutting  or  otherwife  preparing  the 
wopd)  fince  all  the  lands  in  queftion  being  indiiputably 
acknowledged  to  belong  of  right  to  the  Crown  of 
Spain,  n6  fetdements  of  that  kind,  or  the  population 
which  would  follow,  could  be  allowed, 

The  Englifli  flull  be  permitted  to  transport  and 
convey  all  foch  wood,  and  other  produce  of  the  place^ 
in  its  natural  and  uncultivated  ftate,  down  the  rivers  tor 
the  fea,  but  without  ever  going  beyond  the  limits 
which  are  prefcribcd  to  them  by  the  ftipularions  above 
granted,  and  without  thereby  taking  an  opportunity 
of  afcending  the  faid  rivers  beyond  their  bounds,  into 
the  countries  belonging  to  Spain, 

IV.  The  Englifli  ftiall  be  permitted  to  occupy  the 
finall  ifland  known  by  the  names  of  Cafma,  St-  George's 
Key,  or  Cayo  Cafina,  in  confideration  of  the  circum-^ 
ftance  of  that  part  of  the  coafts  oppofitc  to  the  laid 
ifland  being  looked  upon  as  fubje£):  to  dangerous  dif-* 
orders  -,  but  this  permiflion  is  only  to  be  made  ufe  of 
fer  purpofes  of  real  utility :  and,  as  great  abufes,  no 
lefs  contrary  to  the  intentions  of  the  Britifh  govern- 
ment, than  to  the  efTential  intcrefls  of  Spain,  might 
arijfe  from  this  permilTion,  it  is  here  ftipulated,  as  an 

indifpenfable 
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^  indi^nfable  condition,  that  no  fortification,  or  work  of 
*  defence  whatevefj  (hall  at  any  time  be  eredted  there^ 
nor  any  body  of  troops  pofted,  nor  any  piece  of  artik 
lery  kept  there ;  and  in  order  to  verify  with  good  faitl\ 
the  aqcomplifhment  of  this  condition  fim  qui  rum 
(which  might  be  infringed  by  individuals,  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  Britiih  government)  a  Spaniih  officer 
pr  commiflary,  accompanied  by  an  Englifii  comnuC* 
fary  or  officer,  duly  authorized,  fliall  be  admitted, 
twice  a  year,  to  examine  into  die  real  fituation  of 
things, 

V,  The  Engliih  nation  Jhall  enjoy  the  liberty  di 
refitting  their  merchant  Ihips  in  the  fouthern  triangie, 
included  between  the  point  of  Cayo  Cafina  and  the 
clufter  of  fmall  iflands  which  arc  fituated  oppofitc 
that,  part  of  the  coaft  occupied  by  the  cutters,  at  the 
diftance  of  eight  leagues  from  the  river  Wallis,  fevea 
fi-om  CayQ  Cafina,  and  three  from  the  river  Sibun ;  a^ 
place  which  has  always  been  found  well  adapted  to  rfiat 
purpofe.  For  which  end,  the  edifices  and  fliorehoufes 
abfolutely  necefliary  for  that  fervice  (hall  be  aUowed 
to  be  built ;  but  in  this  conceffion  is  alio  included  the 
cxpre(s  condition  of  not  eredting  fortifications  there  at 
any  time,  or  (tarioning  troops,  or  conftrufting  any  mi- 
litary works  s  and  in  Uke  manner  it  (hall  not  be  per- 
mitted to  ftation  any  (hips  of  war  there,  or  to  conftrucl 
an  arfenal,  or  other  building,  the  objedt  of  which  might 
be  the  formation  of  a  naval  eftabli(hment, 

VL  It  is  alfo  ftipulated,  that  the  Englifli  may 
freely  and  peaceably  catch  fi(h  on  the  coaft  of  the 
country  affigned  to  them  by  the  hft  treaty  of  peace, 
as  alfo  of  that  which  is  added  to  them  by  the  pre(ent 
convention  J  but  without  going  beyond  their  boundaries, 
and  confining  themfelves  within  the  diftance  (pecified 
in  the  preceding  article* 

VII.  All  the  reftriftions  (pecified  in  the  laft  treaty 
of  1783,  for  the  entire  prefervation  of  the  right  of  the 
Spamfh  fovercignty  over  the  country,  in  which  is 

granted 
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granted  to  thp  Englifh  only  the  privilege  of  making 
life  of  the  wood  of  the  different  kinds,  the  fruits  and 
other  produce,  in  their  natural  ftate,  ard  here  confirm- 
ed ;  and  the  fame  reftriftions  fhall  alfo  be  obferved 
widi  re^eft  to  the  new  grant.  In  confequence,  the 
inhabitants  of  thofe  countries  fhall  employ  themfelves 
fimply  in  the  cutting  and  tranfporring  of  the  faid  wood, 
and  in  the  gathering  and  tranfporting  of  the  fruits^ 
without  meditating  any  more  extenfive  fetdements,  or 
the  formation  01  any  fyftem  of  government,  either 
military  or  civil,  further  than  fuch  regulations  as  their 
Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties  may  hereafter  judge 
proper  to  eftablifh,  for  maintaining  peace  and  good 
order  amongft  their  reipeftivc  fubjefts, 

VIII.  As  it  is  generally  allowed  that  the  woods  and 
Ibrefts  are  preferved,  and  even  multiply,  by  regular 
and  methodical  cuttings,  the  Englifh  fhall  obferve  tiiis 
maxim,  as  far  a$  poffible  ;  but  if,  notwithftending  all 
their  precautions,  it  fhould  happen  in  courfe  of  time 
that  they  were  in  want  of  dying-wood,  or  mahogany, 
with  which  the  Spanilh  pofTeflions  might  be  provided, 
the  Spanifh  government  fhaU  make  no  difficulty  to 
furnifh  a  fupply  to  the  Englifli,  at  a  fair  and  reafonahle 
price. 

IX.  Every  poffible  precaution  Ihall  be  obferved  to 
prevent  fmuggling ;  and  the  Englifh  fhall  uke  care  to 
conform  to  the  regulations  which  the  Spanifli  govern- 
ment fliall  think  proper  to  eflablifh  amongft  their  own 
fubjefts,  in  all  communications  which  they  may  have 
with  the  latter;  on  condition  neverthelcfs  that  the 
Englifh  fhall  be  left  in  the  peaceable  enjoyment  of  the 
fcveral  advantages  inferted  in  their  favour  in  the  laft 
treaty,  or  flipulated  "by  the  prefent  convention. 

X.  The  Spanifh  governors  fhall  be  ordered  to  give 
to  the  faid  Englifh  di^erfed,  all  poffible  facilities  for 
their  removal  to  the  fetdements  agreed  upon  by  th.e 
prefent  convention,  according  to  the  flipulations  of  the 
6th  article  of  the  definitive  treaty  of  17&J,  with,  re-^ 

fpcfH 
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.fpeft  to  die  country  allotted  for  their  ufe  by  die  faid 
ardcle. 

XI.  Their  Bptannic  and  Catholic  Majefties,  in 
order  to  remove  every  kind  of  doubt  with  regard  to 
the  true  conftruftioA  of  the  prefent  convention,  think 
it  neceffary  to  declare  that  the  conditions  of  the  (aid 
convention  ought  to  be  obferved  according  to  their 
fincere  intention  to  enfiire  and  improve  the  harmony 
and  good  underflanding  which  fb  happily  fubfift  at 
prefent  between  their  faid  Majefties. 

In  this  view,  his  Britannic  Majefty  engages  to  giv^ 
jthe  moft  pofitive  orders  for  the  evacuation  of  the 
countries  above-mentioned,  by  all  his  fubjefts  of  what- 
ever denomination :  but  if,  contrary  to  fuch  declara- 
tion, there  Ihould  (till  remain  any  perfons  fo  darings 
as  to  prefume,  by  retiring  into  the  interior  country,  to 
endeavour  to  obftrud  the  entire  evacuation  already 
agreed  upon,  his  Britannic  Majefty,  fo  far  from  af^ 
fording  them  the  leaft  fuccour,  or  even  proteftion,  will 
difavow  them  in  the  moft  folemn  manner,  as  he  will 
equally  do  thofe  who  may  hereafter  attempt  to  fettle 
upon  the  territory  belonging  to  the  Spanifti  domi- 
nion. 

XII.  The  evacuation  agreed  upon  fliall  be  com- 
pletely efFefted  within  the  fpace  of  fix  months  after 
the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this  convention,  or 
fooner,  if  it  can  be  done. 

XIII.  It  is  agreed  that  the  new  grants  defcribed  in 
the  preceding  articles,  in  favour  of  the  Englifh  nation, 
are  to  take  place  as  fbon  as  the  aforefaid  evacuation 
fhall  be  entirely  accompliftied. 

XIV.  His  Catholic  Majefty,  prompted  folely  by 
motives  of  humanity,  promifes  to  the  King  of  Eng- 
land, that  he  will  not  exercife  any  a<St  of  feverity  againft 
the  Moftjuitos,  inhabiting  in  part  the  countries  which 
are  to  be  evacuated,  by  virtue  of  the  prefent  conven- 
tion, on  account  of  the  connexions  which  may  have 
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Eibfifted  between  the  fald  Indians  and  the  EngHfh : 
and  his  Britannic  Majefty,  on  his  part,  will  ftriftiy 
prohibit  all  his  iiibjedls  from  fiimiftiing  arms^  or  war- 
Eke  ftores,  to  the  Indians  in  general,  utuated  upon  the 
bonders  of  the  Spanilh  poffeffions*       ^ 

XV.  The  two  courts  fliall  mutually  tranfmit  to 
fcach  other  duplicates  of  the  orders,  which  they  are  to 
di^atch  to  their  re^ftive  governors  and  commanders 
in  America^  for  the  accompliihment  of  the  prefent 
convention ;  and  a  frigate,  or  proper  Ihip  of  war,  fhatl 
be  ap^intcd,  on  each  fide,  to  obfcrve  in  conjundkioA 
chat  all  things  are  performed  in  the  beil  order  pofTible^ 
and  with  that  cordiality  and  good  fairfi  of  which  the 
two  Sovereigns  have  been  pleafed  to  fet  the  ex^ 
ampk. 

XVL  The  prefent  convention  Khali  be  ratified  by 
their  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties,  and  the  ratifica- 
tions exchanged,  within  the  Ipace  of  fix  weeks,  or 
fooner,  if  it  can  be  done* 

In  witnefs  whereoi^  we  the  under-figned  minifters 
plenipotentiary  of  their  Britannic  and  Catholic  Ma- 
jefties, in  virtue  of  our  relpeftive  full  powers,  -hav« 
figned  the  prefent  convention,  and  have  affixed  there^ 
to  the  feais  of  our  arms.

WHEREAS  the  High  and  Mighty  Prince  John 
the  Fourth,  King  of  Portugal,  &c-  hath  fome  time  ago 
fcnt  his  ambafladors  to  the  King's  moft  Excellent  Ma- 
jefty,  who  declared,  it  was  his  defire  to  renew  the 
ancient  alliance  and  amity  that  were  between  the  Kings 
their  predeceflbrs,  their  crowns  and  fubjefts;  his  Ma- 
jefty,  being  moved  by  tHe  concern  he  has  for  the  prefer- 
vation  of  the  peace  and  tranquillity  of  his  kingdoms, 
and  the  liberty  of  trade  and  commerce  of  his  well- 
beloved  fubjefts,  by  the  advice  of  his  privy  council, 
has  confented  thereto,  and  makes  known  to  all  his 
well-beloved  people,  that  the  iaid  peace  and  alliance 
has  been  concluded  and  eftablilhed  between  the  faid 
Kings,  their  kingdoms,  territories,  and  fubjefts :  and 
the  King's  moft  excellent  Majefty  has  commanded 
the  articles  of  die  prefent  treaty  to  be  publilhed,  to 
ferve  for  a  direftion  to  his  merchants  in  their  com- 
merce J  and  has  exprefsly  enjoined  and  commanded 
all  his  fbbjefts,  of  what  quality  or  condition  foever,  to 
obferve  them.

T!he  Articles  of  treaty. 

I.  It  has^  been  concluded  and  agreed,  that  there  be, 
and  fhall  be  forever,  a  goodi  tnie,  and  firm  peace  and 
amity  between  the  moft  renowned  Kings,  Charles 
King  of  Great  Britain,  and  John  iV.  King  of  Portu- 
gal, their  heirs  and  fucceilbrs,  and  their  kingdoms, 
countries,  .ftates,  land^,  people,  ihips,  and  ftrbjeftsi 
whatfoever,  prefent  and  to  come,  of  what  quality  or 
condition  foever  they  be,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land  and 
frefh^waters ;  fo  that  the  faid  fhips  and  fiili^eds 
fhall  treat  one  another  favourably,  and  reader  one 
anotiicr  air  manner  of  good  offices^  of  true  snmt^  and 
^ffedion^  and  that  the  faid  moft  renowned  Kings, 
2  «eir 
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their  heirs  and  iucceflbrs,  fhall  not  n  do  or  undertake 
any  diing,  either  by  themfelves  or  by  other  perfons, 
againft  one  another^  nor  againft  their  kingdoms,  by 
iea  or  land,  nor  confent  or  adhere  to  any  war,  counfel> 
or  treaty,  that  may  be  to  the  prejudice  of  the  one  or 
the  other. 

IL  That  there  is  and  fliall  be  between  the  forefaid 
moft  renowned  Kings,  andflieir  (hips,  inhabitants,  and 
jfubjefts  on  both  fides,  a  free  commerce,  as  well  by  fea 
as,  by  land  and  frefh-waters,  in  all  and  every  one  of 
their  kingdoms,  lordfhips,  dominions,  iflands,  and  other 
lands,  cities,  towns,  villages,  harbours,  and  territories 
of  the  faid  kingdoms  and  ftates ;  in  which  there  has 
been  commerce  from  the  time  of  the  Kings  of  Caftilc, 
or  has  been  always  to  this  prefcnt ;  fo  that  the  fub- 
jefts  and  yaflals  of  both  Kings  may  go,  enter,  and 
fail,  without  any  paflport,  or  other  general  or  parti- 
cular permiffion,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land  and  trefh- 
waters,  in  the  kingdonms  and  dominions  aforefaid,  and 
in  the  cities,  towns,  harbours,  rivers,  rpads,  and  terri- 
tories thereof^  and  there  carry  nierchandizes,  and 
loads  or  carriages  upon  waggons,  horfes,  or  in  fhips, 
laden  or  ready  to  be  laden;  there  to  fell  and  buy  as 
much  provifion  as  they  plcafe,  and  furnifli  themfelve^ 
with  every  thing  neceffary  for  their  (ubfiftencc,  voyages, 
orjourniesj  and  there  mend  or  repair  their  fliips  or 
waggons,  whether  they  belong  to  them  in  property, 
or  they  be  hired  or  borrowed:  and  that  they  may  de- 
part with  the  fame  freedom  from  dience,  with  their 
goods,  merchandizes,  and  other  things,  whitfoever, 
after  having  paid  only  the  uiual  duties  and  cuftoms  bii 
the  foot  that  they  are  cftabliflied  by  the  ordinance  oF 
each  place,  to  go  from  thence  to  their  own  countries 
or  to  any  othci:  places  whatfoerer  that  they  Iball  pic^e,, 
and.  when  they  mink  fit,  without  any  trouble  qr  impe- 
diment given  them. 

ni'.  That  the  fuBjefts  of  bofli  the  abbvc-mcnaoneaT 
rfenowiied Kin^s  Ihffl  not be'iil-tfeated lAthc territories 
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of  either,  more  than  the  natives  of  the  place,  in  their 
falcs  and  contrafts  for  merchandizes,  either  as  to  the 
price  or  otherwife  ;  but  that  the  condition  of  ftrangers 
and  of  natives  fhall  be  equal  and  alike,  as  is  faid, 
agreeably  to  what  has  been  pradtifed  in  the  execution 
of  the  treaties  made  between  the  moft  renowned 
Kings  of  Great  Britain  and  Caftile. 

IV.  That  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft  renowned  King 
of  Great  Britain  ftiall  enjoy  a  foil  and  entire  freedom 
of  trade  and  commerce  in  all  forts  of  merchandizes 
in  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  territories,  and  iQes  of 
the  moft  renowned  King  of  Portugal,  in  Europe ; 
and  may  carry  on  their  trade  and  commerce  in  the 
faid  places,  as  freely  and  in  the  fame  manner  as  is 
allowed  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  othet  Princes  and  States 
in  alliance  with  the  King  pf  Portugal;  and  that  they 
Ihall  not  be  bound  to  fay  greater  duties,  cuftoms, 
impofts,  or  other  taxes,  than  the  inhabitants  and  fub- 
jefts of  the  faid  countries,  or  the  other  fubjefts  of  any 
other  nation  whatfoever  in  alliance  with  Portugal: 
and  they  fliaU  enjoy  the  fame  privileges  as  were  for- 
merly granted  to  the  Englilh  before  the  union  of  Por- 
tugal and  Caftile, 

V.  That  as  often  as  the  fubjefts  of  .the  King  of 
Great  Britain  fhall  arrive  with  their  fhips  in  the  har- 
bours of  the  moft  renowned  King  of  Portugal,  in  his 
kingdoms  and  dominions,  they  fhall  not  be  obliged  to 
load  or  embark  in  their  fhips  any  other  fort  or  quan- 
tity of  commodities  or  merchandizes,  than  what  the 
faid  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  fhall  pleafe, 
and  think  good  ;  and  that  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of 
Portugal  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  liberty  in  the  harbours 
and  dominions  or  the  King  of  Great  Britain. 

VI.  In  cafe  any  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft  renowned 
King  of  Porti>gal,  or  any  other  .whatfoever,  within  the 
extent  of  his  "kingdoms  and  ftates,  or  their  goods  and 
merchandizes^  be  feized,  taken,  or  arretted  by  the 
officers  of  the  .court  of  inquifition>  or  by  the  judges 
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or  miniftcrs  thereof,  who  are  or  may  be  afterwards  in- 
debted to  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft  renowed  King  of 
Great  Britain,  the  faid  debts  Ihall  be  entirely  paid  with 
the  money  arifing  from  the  faid  goods  and  merchan- 
dizes the  following  year,  which  fiiall  begin  from  the 
day  of  the  faid  feizure  and  arrcft^  without  any  trouble 
or  hinderance  from  the  faid  court,  or  from  the  judges 
and  minifters  thereof  in  any  manner  whatlbever ;  ai^d 
if  any  part  of  the  goods  and  merchandizes  of  the  faid 
fubjects  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  remain  yet  un- 
touched, among  the  faid  goods  and  merchandizes  thu$ 
fcized  and  arretted,  they  fliaU  be  reftored  to  them  with^ 
ciut  delay. 

VII.  That  the  captains,  mafters,  officers,  and  ma- 
riners of  the.  fhips  of  the  moft  renowned  King  of 
Great  Britain,  IhaJl  not  begin  any  purfuits,  nor  pro- 
cure any  trouble  againft  the  faid  fhips,  nor  againft 
any  of  the  lubjefts  of  the  faid  King,  within  the  extent 
ofjhe  kingdoms  and  dominions  of  the  King  of  Por- 
tugal, for  their  wages  or  falaries,  on  pretext  that  they 
will  maJtc  profeflion  of  the  Romilh  religion,  or  that 
ihey  will  lift  themfelves  in  the  fei*vice  of  the  moft  re- 
nowned King  of  Portugal. 

VIII.  That  the  confuls  nominated  and  eftablifhed 
by  the  moft  renowned  King  of  Great  Britain,  for  the 
aid  and  proteftion  of  his  fubjefts  living  within  the  ex- 
tent of  the  kingdoms  ahd  ftates  of  the  moft  renowned 
King  of  Portugal,  fliall  fully  and  freely  exercife  the 
fonftion  and  bufinefs  of  confuls  in  the  extent  of  the  faid 
kingdoms  and  ftates,  although  they  do  not  make  pro- 
feflion of  the  Romifh  religion. 

IX.  Jn  cafe  any  of  th^  fubjefts  of  the  moft  re- 
nowned King  of  Great  Britain  happen  to  die  within 
the  extent  of  the  kingdoms  and  ftates  of  the  moft  re- 
nowned King  of  Portugal,  their  books,  accounts,  mer- 
chandize;s,  and  goods,  or  thofe  of  any  other  fubjefts 
whatfoever  pf  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  flijiU  not 
from  hencefordi  be  taken  or  feizcd  by  the  judges  of

orphans  or  people  abfent,  nor  by-  their  minjfters  or 
officers,  nor  (haU  they  be  under  their  jurifdiftion  j  but 
the  faid  goods,  merchandizes,  and  accounts,  Ihall  be 
delivered,  by  thofe  in  whofe  pioffeffion  they  Ihall  be, 
into  the  hands  of  the  Englifh  agents  or  faftors  living 
in  the  town  or  place  where  they  (hall  haye  deceafed, 
and  who  fhall  have  been  named  and  appointed  by  the 
defunft  :  and  if  the  perfon  deceafed  has  named  none 
in  his  life-time,  diey  Ihall  be  put  into  the  hands  of

•  X,  That  the  nnoft  renowned  King  of  Portugal,  or 
his  mini(ters,  within  .the  extent  of  his  kingdoms  an4 
ftates,  may  not  retain  the  (hips  of  the  fubjedb  of  the 
moft  renowned  King  of  Great  Britain,  nor  his  ^b- 
jcfts,  without  his  knowledge  and  confent,  for  warlike 
(ervices,  or  any  other  fervicc  whatfoever  5  but  the  laid 
(hips  and  fubjefts  may  freely  depart,  when  they  pleafc, 
from  the  ports  and  harbours  of  the  faid  King,  without 
liny  hinderance  from  the  King  of  Portugal  or  his  mi- 
nifters :  and  the  goods  and  merchandizes  of  the  fiib- 
jefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  may  not  be  taken 
for  the  fervice  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  but  CMily  at 
the  current  and  rcafojiable  price,,,to  be  paid  within 
two  mondis,  unlefs  both  parties  agree  upon  fome  other 
time. . 

XL  That  the  fubjefts  of  the  mo(t  renowned  King 
of  Great  Britain  may  carry  their  (hips,  all  forts  of 
goods,  commodities,  and  merchandizes  whatfoever, 
and  cv^n  arms,  viftuals,  or  any  other  provifions  of  that 
nature,  out  of  the  ports  and  ftates  of  the  faid  King, 
or  out  of  any  other  ports  or  ftates  whatfoever,  provid- 
ed they  do  not  carry  them  fbuit  out  of  the  ports  of 
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Poitugalj  or  the  dominions  thereupon  depending,  to 
be  traniported  into  the  ports  and  territories  of  the 
mo^  renowned  King  of  Cailile ;  and  that  neither  the 
renowned  King  of  Portugal,  nor  his  fubjedts,  niay,  by 
way  of  feizure,  reprifal,  or  any  other  method  what- 
foever,  hinder  the  faid  ftiijps,  goods,  or  perfons  of  the 
fubjedts  of  the  Kmg  ot  Great  Britain,  from  fail- 
ing fafely  into  the  ports  and  territories  of  the  (aid 
King  of  Caltile,  and  there  carry  on  their  trade  and 
commerce :  and  that  the  fubjedts  of  the  Kings  of  Great 
Britain  and  of  Portugal  fhall  have  the  fame  power  on 
both  fides  j  if  afterwards  it  fliould  happen  that '  the 
one  or  the  other  of  the  faid  Kings  ihould  make  war 
upon  the  friends  of  the  other:  and  the  fubje<ft$  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain  may  bring  iall  forts  of  nicr- 
chandizes,  and  even  arms,  viftuals,  or  any  other  fort 
of  provifions  whatfoever,  and  things  of  the  like  nature, 
into  the  kingdoms  and  ftates  of  the  King  of  Poitugal, 
and  may  there  fell  them  as  they  think  good,  in  open 
market,  without  any  hinderance  from  the  moft  renown- 
ed King  of  Portugal  or  l>is  minifters, 

XII.  And  that  the  treaty  of  truce  made  with  Don 
Michael  de  Noronha,  Count  de  Linhares,  viceroy  of 
Goa,  and  William  Mctwold,  prefidcnt  of  the  Hnglifli 
in  the  Eaft  Indies,  the  aoth  of  January  1635,  N.  S. 
ihall  be  continued  and  kept  between  the  fubjefts  of 
both  Kings  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  and  in  all  the  ftates  of 
the  moft  renowned  King  of  Portugal,  beyond  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope  j  and  that  the  commiffioners  to  be 
named  by  both  Kings  fhall  within  three  months  take 
cognizance  of  the  demands  which  have  been  or  fhall 
be  made  by  the  fubjefts  and  fhips  of  the  faid  Kings, 
in  the  Eaft  Indies,  with  relation  to  their  commerce  in 
the  faid  Indies;  that  fo  by  this  means  a  perpetual 
peace  and  alliance  may  be  eftabliflied  and  confirmed 
by  both  Kings,  between  their  fubjefts  on  both  fides* 

XIII.  And  forafmuch  as  the  free  commerce  and 
navigation  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
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on  the  coafls  and  parts  pf  Africa,  in  the  ifland  of  St, 
Thomas,  and  in  the  other  iflands  there,  could  not 
hitherto  be  eftablifhcd  and  agreed,  through  the  defiiult 
of  the  powers  which  the  moft  renowned  King  of 
Portugal  had  (ent  to  his  ambafladors ;  (that  the  pre- 
fcnt  treaty  of  peace  and  amity  between  the  two  Kings 
and  dieir  fubjefts  may  not  be  retarded  by  this  difficulty 
and  conteft)  it  has  been  concluded  of  both  fides,  that 
in  the  lands,  forts,  caftles,  ports,  and  coafts  of  Africa, 
Guinea,  &c.  the  ifland  of  St.  Thomas,  and  in  all  the 
.other  iflands  comprehended  therein,  where  it  can  be 
made  appear  that  the  Englifli    have  lived  for  the 
traffic  of  merchandize,  or  have  had  trade  and  com- 
merce from  the  times  of  the  Kings  of  Caftile,  or  ever 
to  this  time,  there  fliall  be  no  alteration  or  change, 
nor  fliall  they  be  molefted  or  injured  in  any  manner  by 
the  Portuguefe  upon  that  fcore :  that  if  any  duty  oi"  ^ 
cuftoms  are  to  be  demanded  of  the  fubjeds  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  upon  any  account  whatfocver, 
in  the  caftles,  ifles,  or  forts  aforefaid,  they  fliall  not  be 
greater  or  higher  than  what  fliall  be  demanded  of 
odier  nations  in  alliance  with  the  King  of  Portugal  j 
and  in  cafe  the  fubjeds  of  the  King  of  Portugal  fiia]| 
ftand  in  need  of  foreign  fliips  for  their  navigation  and 
.  commerce  towards  the  coaft  of  the  faid  ifles,  they  may 
hire  the  fliips  of  the  fubjcfts  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain.     Ajid  that  the  two  Kings  fliall  namp  ambaf: 
fadors  and  commiffioners,  who  fliall  confer  and  agree 
upon  a  treaty  touching  the  free  commerce  and  navi- 
gation upon'  the  coafts,  and  in  the  ifles  and  places 
aforefaid,  which  has  been  demanded  by  the  commif- 
fioneri  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  for  the  fubjefts 
of  their  King;  being  perfuaded,  in  confidence  of  the 
ancient  amity  which  has  been  betwixt  the  predecdfors 
of  the  faid  Kings,  that  the  mofl:  renowned  King  of 
Portugal  will  not  grant  more  ample  privileges,  rig^tS| 
and  immunities  to  any  other  nation,  than  to  the  fub- 
jeds  of  the  King  of  Great  Britlin. 

XIV.  And 
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XIV.  And  whereas  the  mofl:  renowned  King  of 
Portugal  has,  by  his  conceflion,  confirmed  by  his  feal, 
dated  at  Lifbon,  the  aift  of  January  1641,  given  full 
power  to, the  inhabitants  of  the  lands  fubjeft  to  the 
Lords  the  States  of  Holland,  &c.  to  bring  and  tranf- 
port  within  and  without  his  kingdoms,  ftates,  and 
territories,  all  forts  of  merchandizes ;  diereforc  the 
fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  (hall  have  and 
enjoy  the  fame  privilege  in  the  kingdoms  and  eftatcs 
of  the  faid  moft  renowned  King  of  Portugal,  conform- 
ably to  the  tenor  of  the  faid  conceffion. 

XV.  And  that  the  Englifli  merchants  and  other 
fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  fhall  enjoy  the 
fame,  and  as  great  privileges  and  immunities,  as  to  their 
being  imprifoned,  arretted,  or  any  other  way  molefted 
in  their  peribns,  houfes,  books  of  accounts,  merchan- 
dizes, and  goods,  within  the  extent  of  the  ftates  of  the 
moft  renowned  King  of  Portugal,  as  have  been,  or 
fhall  be  for  the  future  granted  to  any  Prince  or  people 
in  alliance  with  the  King  of  PomigaL 

Xyi.  And  forafmuch  as  there  has  been  no  agree- 
ment hitherto  made  touching  the  freight  of  fhips  be- 
longing to  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft  renowned  King  of 
Great  Britain,  by  the  Portuguefe,  for  their  commerce 
an4  navigation  in  Brazil ;  it  has  feemed  good  to  both 
parties,  that  there  be  ambaffadors  and  commiffionera 
deputed  and  fent  by  the  faid  King  within  two  years, 
who  fhall  have  power  to  treat  and  agree  upon  this  ar- 
ticle. 

XVn.  And  forafmuch  as  the  benefits  of  commerce 
^d  peace  would  be  rendered  fruidefs,  if  the  fubjcfts 
of  the  moft  renowned  King  of  Great  Britain  were 
molefted  on  the  account  of  their  confciences,  fo  long 
a^s  they  go  to  the  kingdoms  and  ftates  of  the  moft  re- 
nowned King  of  Portugal  for  commerce  or  bufinefs ; 
fherefore^  that  their  commerce  may  be  fafe  and  fecure, 
as  well  by  fea  as  by  land,  the  moft  renowned  King  of 
Portugal  fhall  take  care,  and  give  orders  that  they  be 
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not  molefted  or  troubled  on  the  laid  fcorc  of  con- 
fcience,  provided  they  give  ilo  fcandal  to  others. 
And  although  the  moft  renowned  Kmg  of  Portugal 
acknowledges  he  has  no  power  .to  determine  or  dilpofe 
of  faith  and  religion,  neverdielefi,  from  a  modve  of 
amity  and  great  afFeftion,  which  he  has  for  the  moft 
renowned  King  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Englifh 
liation,  he  will  take  care  that  the  Englifh,  and  the 
other  fubjefts  of  the  faid  King,  have  and  enjoy  as 
great  liberty  in  the  prsi&ite  and  exercife  of  their  re- 
figion,  in  aU  the  kingdoms,  ftatcs,  and  territories  of  the 
King  of  Portugal,  as  Ihall  be  allowed  to  the  ^bjedts 
of  any  other  Prince  or  Commonwealth  whatfoever. 

XVIII.  That  if  it  (hould  haf^en  afterwards  (which 
God  forbid)  that  any  difficulties  or  doubts  fhouldarifc 
between  the  two  moft  renowned  Kings,  which  might 
give  occafion  to  apprehend  the  interruption  of  com- 
merce and  correfpondence  between  their  fubjecb, 
public  advice  thereof  ftiall  be  given  to  the  fubjefts  of 
both  fides,  in  all  and  every  the  kingdoms,  ftates,  and 
provinces  of  both  Kings :  and  after  that  notice  given, 
they  ftiall  be  allowed  two  years,  on  both  fides,  to  tranf- 
port  their  merchandizes  and  goods ;  and  that  in  the 
ioaean  time  there  fhall  be  no  injury  or  prejudice  done  tq 
any  perfons  or  goods  on  either  fide, 

XIX.  And  if,  during  the  prefent  peace  and  amicy, 
any  thing  ftiould  be  undertaken,  committed,  or  done, 
contrary  to  the  force  and  cfFeft  thereof^  either  by  fea, 
land,  or  frefli- waters,  by  either  of  the  forefaid  Kings, 
their  heirs  or  fuccefTors,  their  ftiips  or  fubjeftsj  never- 
theless the  prefent  peace  and  amity  fliall  remain  in  its 
fcrce  and  virtue,  and  only  the  contraveners  and  cri- 
minals ftiall  be  puniftied  for  their  contravention, 

XX.  It  has  been  concluded  and  agreed,  that  th« 
prefent  peace  and  alliance  ftiall  in  no  wife  derogate 
fi"om  the  alliances  and  confederacies  formerly  made 
and  contrafted  between  the  moft  renowned  King  of 
Great  Britain,  and  other  Kings^  Princes>  and  Com* 
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monwealths  j  but  that  the  faid  confederacies  and  alli- 
ances (hall  be  firmly  preferved,  and  remain  for  the 
future  in  full  force  and  virtue,  the  prefent  treaty  of 
peace  notwithflanding,. 

XXI.  Finally,  it  has  been  concluded,  that  the  faid 
moft  renowned  Kings,  Charles  of  Great  Britain,  &c. 
and  John  the  Fourth,  King  of  Portugal,  &c.  flxall 
lincerely  and  faithfully  obferve  and  keep,  and  caufe 
their  fu.bjefts  to  obferve  and  keep,  all  and  lingular 
jhe  capitulations  concluded  and  agreed  in  the  .pre- 
fent treaty ;  and  that  they  ihall  do  nothing,  diredtly  or 
indireftly,  contrary  thereto  j  and  that  they  will  confirm 
and  ratify  all  and  every  the  conventions  aforelaid,  by 
their  letters  patent  figned  with  their  Royal  figns,  and 
fcaled  with  dieir  great  feals,  in  good  and  due  form  ; 
and  deliver  them,  or  caufe  diem  to  be  delivered,  feith- 
^y,  really,  and  efFeftuallyj  and  fhall  reciprocally 
oblige  themielves  by  promile,  on  the  word  of  a  King, 
that  they  fhall  obferve  and  keep  all  and  every  the 
things  above,  as  often  as  they  fhall  be  thereto  required 
by  the  one  or  the  other  party  j  and  that  they  fhall  ca^fc 
the  prefent  peace  and  amity  to  be  publifhed  in  the 
uiiial  manner,  as  foon  as  may  be.

Tbe  treaty  of  Peace  and  ABiance  between  Oliver 
Croaiwell,  ProteSior  cf  England,  and  John  IV. 
King  of  Portugal.  Made  ai  Weftminfler,  the  i  otb 
^Juty,  1654. 

I.    THAT  there  fhall  be  a  good,  true,  and  firm 
|)eace  between  the  Republic  of  England  and  the  mofi: 
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Serene  King  of  Portugal,  and  between  the  countries, 
territories,  kingdoms,  dominions,  and  principalities 
under  their  refpeftive  governments,  and  their  people, 
fubjefts,  and  .  inhabitants,  of  whatfoever  condition, 
rank,  and  dignity,  not  only  by  land,  but  on-  the  fea, 
livers,  and  frefh-waters ;  in  fuch  manner  that  their 
faid  people  and  fubjefts  Ihall  behave  to  each  other 
with  favour  and  affiftance,  mutual  love  and  honeft  af- 
feftion  i  and  that  neither  of  the  faid  parties^  or.  their 
people,  fubjefts,  or  inhabitants,  fhall  commit  or  at- 
tempt any  thing  againft  the  other,  in  any  place,  either 
by  land  or  lea,  or  in  the  harbours  or  rivers  of  either, 
nor  Ihall  confent  or  adhere  to  any  war,  counfel,  or 
treaty,  to  the  damage  of  the  other,  nor  receive  'or 
harbour  the  rebels  or  fugitives  of  either,  in  any  of 
the  other's  territories,  kingdoms^  dominions,  ports,  or 
borders. 

IL  That  there  Ihall  be  a  free  commerce  between 
the  Republic  of  England  and  the  King  of  Portugal, 
and  their  people,  fubjefts,  and  inhabitants,  as  wfll  by 
land  as  on  the  fea,  rivers,  and  frefh-w^tcrs,  in  all  4pd 
fingular  the  countries,  lands,  dominions^  territorieS| 
provinces,  iflands,  colonies,  cities,  towns,  villages, 
ports,  and  borders,  where  commerce  was  heretofore  or 
is  at  this  time  carried  on,  in  fuch  manner  that  the 
people,  fubjefts,  and  inhabitants  of  either  may,  with- 
out any  fafe-conduft,  or  other  general  or  feecifU  li. 
cence,  pafs  by  land  and  fea,  by  rivers  and  frefn-watcrs, 
to  the  afore4id  dominions  and  kingdoms,  all  their 
cities,  towns,  harbours,  fhores,  bays,  and  places,  and 
enter  the  fame  with  carriages,  horfes,  packs,  and  veffels, 
laden  or  unladen,  there  to  import,  fell,  and  buy  mer- 
chandize, and  at  a  reafonable  price  to  procure  viftuals, 
and  what  neceflaries  they  want  for  their  ftay  and  voy- 
age, to  refit  their  fhips  and  carriages,  whether  their 
own,  or  fuch  as  are  hired  or  lent,  and  with,  the  fame 
liberty  to  depart  from  thence,  with  their  goods,  mer- 
chandize, and  all  other  things  whatfoever,  either  tq 
their  own  or  foreign  countries,  as  they  think  fit,  and 

without 
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without  any  hindcrancci  faving  ncverthelefs  all  the 
laws  and  ftatutes  of  each  place. 

III.  That  the  people  and  mhabitants  of  this  Re- 
public ftiall  be  at  liberty  to  buy  up  all  forts  of  wares, 
goods,  and  merchandize,  and  the  fame  to  ufe  and  en- 
joy in  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  territories,  and  iflands 
of  the  King  of  Portugal,  at  the  firft  fale,  either  in 
parcels,  or  in  whatfoever  number  and  fize,  when  and 
wherefoever  they  pleafe  i  neither  fhall  they  be  com- 
pelled to  purchafe  them  either  of  foreftallers  or  mono- 
polifts,  nor  fhall  they  be  circumfcribed  to.  a  fet  price  : 
they  may  alfo,  at  difcretion,  fell,  traffic,  and  freely  tranf- 
port  any  fort  of  goods,  wares,  and  merchandize  whut- 
lbever,from  the  faid  kingdoms  and  dominions,  paying 
only  the  cufloms  and  conful's  fees  due  for  the  goods 
exported,  as  they  were  paid  the  loth  of  March  O.  S, 
and  aoth  N.  S.  in  the  year  1653,  according  to  the 
Englifh  computation.  But  as  to  purchafes  and  falcs 
by  the  negotiation  of  brokers,  the  faid  people  of  this 
Republic  fhall  enjoy  and  ufe  the  fame  liberties,  privi- 
leges, and  exemptions  as  the  Portuguefe  themfelves, 
and  they  fhall  be  as  well  ufed  at  public  fales  and  conr 
trafts,  as  the  natives  and  countrymen,  notwithflanding 
anyibrmerjudicial  determinations  ;  and  all  privileges 
and  immunities  granted  to  the  Englifh  at  any  time 
heretofore,  by  all  or  any  of  the  Kings  of  Portugal,  fhall 
be  confirmed  by  an  edift,  to  the  end  that  the  people 
and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  Republic  may  enjoy  them, 
together  with  all  other  privileges  and  immunities,  which 
now  are  or  hereafter  fhall  be  granted  to*  any  nadon, 
kingdom,  or  republic,  in  alliance  with  the  faid  King 

of  Portugal.

IVi  That  as  often  as  the  people  and  inhabitants  of 
this  Republic  arrive  with  th6r  fhips  at  any  of  the  har- 
bours of  the  kingdom  of  Portugal,  the  faid  people  and 
ifihabitants  fhall  not  be  compelled  in  the  leafl,  by  the 
faid  King's  miniflers,  officers,  and  fubjefts,  to  load  or 
pun  t>A  board  their  fhips  any  other  fpecies  or  quanti- 
ties 
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tics  of  goods  and  merchandize,  than  what  they  think 
fit;  and  while  they  ftay  there,  only  t^o  officers  or 
waiters,  at  moft,  Ihall  be  placed  upon  their  Ihips ;  nor 
Ihail  there  be  any  fruitlefs  delay  in  the  unlading  them. 
And  if  the  faid  ftiips  and  vefleU  laden  with  dry  goods, 
are  not  unladen  within  fen  days  after  their  entrance  into . 
port,  anid  thofe  laden  with  fiih  and  provifions,  withia 
J^uen  daysy  they  fhall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  any 
ftipend,  fum  of  money,  or  other  reward,  to  the  faid 
officers  or  waiters,  nor  fhaU  they  pay  any  thing  mcftre* 
than  for  the  faid  ten  zxAjiftem  days  refpefkively, 

V^  If  tlie  fubjefts  of  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Por- 
tugal, or  others,  within  the  kingdoms  and  governmenc' 
cf  the  faid  King,  or  their  goods  and  merchandize,  arc 
feized,  ftopped,  and  detained,  by  the  office  of  the  court 
of  ihquifition,  or  the  judges  or  minifters  thereof^  or 
by  the  King's  exchequer,  and  it  fb  happen  that  they 
owel  or  ftiall  owe,  any  money  to  any  of  the  people 
of  this  Republic,  the  faid  debts  (hall  be  paid  entirely 
out  of  the  faid  goods  and  merchandize,  within  fix 
months  next  after  the  faid  attachment  or  fcizure,  with- 
out hinderance  or  moleftation  from  the  faid  court,  or  its 
judges  or  minifters ;  but  if  among  the  faid  goods  and 
merchandize  fo  attached  and  feized,  there  remain  any 
goods  and  merchandize  of  the  faid  people  and  inha- 
bitants in  ipecie,  the  fame  fliall  immediately  be  re- 
ftbred  to  them. 

VL  That  the  captains,  mafters,  officers,  and  ma- 
riners of  Ae  ftiips  of  this  Republic,  or  of  any  of  its 
people,  fhall  not  fue,  or  in  any  wife  moleft  the  faid 
ihips  or  people  of  this  Republic,  within  the  kingdoms ' 
and  government  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  on  account 
of  their  ftipend  or  falary,  on  pretence  that  th?y  profci§, 
the  Romifli  religion  j  nor  fhall  they,  under  this  or  anjr 
other  pretext,  engage  in  the  fervice  of  the  King  of 
]f  brtiJgal,  or  in  any  other  manner  feparate  from  the 
other  fhips  in  their  conipany:  and  if  tHey  otfcnd  in 
thlspointj  an  account  fhall  be  taken  of  their  namcs^ 
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and  they  fhall  be  compelled  by  the  ma^rates  and 
officers  of  the  place  to  return  to  the  fhips ;  and  if  they 
cannot  be  found,  it  Ihall  be  lawful  for  the  mafler  of  fuch 
fhip  or  veflcl  to  detain  their  clodies,  goods,  or.  wage% 
for  the  repair  of  damages* 

VIL  That  the  confuls  who  fliall  refide  hereafter  in 
any  part  of  the  dominions  of  Portugal,  for  the  ailift- 
ance  and  proteftion  of  the  people  of  this  Republic, 
fliaH  be  nominated  and  fixed  by  the  faid  Lord  Protec- 
tor, and  when  fo""  nominated,  fhall  obtam  and  exercife 
the  fame  authority  as  any  conful,  of  this  or  any  other 
nation  whatfoever,  doth  now  or  fhall  hereafter  exercife 
in  the  dominions  of  the  faid  King,  although  they  da 
nbt  profefs  the  Romifh  religion-  Alfo,  for  judging 
all  caufes  which  ihall  relate  to  the  people  of  this  Re- 
public, a  judge  confervatpr  fhall  be  deputed,  from 
whom  no  appeal  fhall  be  granted,  unlefs  to  a  com* 
mittee  of  fenators,  where  the  difputes  fhall'  be  deter- 
mined within  the  Ipace  of  four  months,  at  mofl*,  after 
the  appeals. 

VIIL  That  if  any  of  the  people  of'  this  Republic 
depart  this  life  within  the  kingdoms  and  dominions  of 
the  mofl  Serene  King  of  Portugal,  the  books,  ac- 
counts, goods,  and  merchandize  of  him  or  them  fhall 
iiot.be  feizcd  nor  pofTefTed  by  the  judges  of  the  orphans' 
and  perfons  abfent,  or  by  dieir  minifters  or  officers, 
dor  fliail  be  liable  to  their  jurifdiftion ;  but  the  faid' 
goods,  merchandize,  and  accounts  fhall  be  delivered 
up  to  diofe  Englifh  faftors  or  attomies,  refiding  on  the 
fpot,  who  are  nominated  or  deputed  by  the  deceafed : 
but  if  thfe  defundb,  whilfl  livings  nominated  none,  then 
die  faid  goods,  merchandize,  and  accounts  fhall,  by 
the  authority  of  the  juc^e  confervator,  be  delivered 
to  two  or  more  Englifh  merchants,  who  fhall  be  chofe 
by  die  majority  of  the  merchants  refiding  in  the  place, 
and  improved  by  the  Englifh  coinful,  after  having  given 
fixuhicy  by  propbr  bbndfmen,  who  fhall  be  approved 
by  the  connil,  fcr  reltoring  die  faid  goods,  merchs^n- 
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dize,  and  accounts^  to  die  lawful  owners,  or.tJieir  true 
creditors.  And  the  goods  which  Iliall  appear  to  have 
been  the  deceafed's,  ftiall  be  delivered  to  his  heirs, 
executors,  or  creditors. 

IX.  That  neither  the  King  of  Portugal,  nor  any  of 
his  minifters,  fhall  detain,  arreft,  or  attach  any  mer- 
chants, maftcrs  of  Ihips,  captains,  or  mariners,  or  their 
ihips,  merchandi;se,  or  other  goods,  which  belong  to 
this  Republic,  or  any  of  its  people,  either  for  war,  or 
any  other  ufe  whatfoever,  uniefs  the  Lord  Protcftor, 
or  thofe  to  whom  fuch  (hips  and  goods  appertain,  arc 
firft  apprifed  thereof,  and  give  their  confent  i  but  that 
the  faid  fhips,  men,  and  goods  Ihall,  at  their  own 
pleafure,  have  free  liberty  to  depart  from  the  har- 
bours and  dominions  of  the  faid  King,  without  any 
hinderahce  from  his  faid  Majefty,  or  any  of  his  mini- 
fters :  and  that,  the  fale  of  the  merchandize  and  goods 
of  the  people  of  this  Republic  Ihall  not  be  hindered 
or  delayed,  under  pretence  that  the  King  has  occafion 
for  them,  or  for  any  other  reafon  whatfoever;  nor 
fliall  they  be  diverted  to  the  King's  ufe,  or  to  any 
other  ufes  whatever,  without  the  confent  of  thofe  con- 
cerned. 

X.  That  the  people  of  the  Republic  of  England 
may  freely  export,  in  their  fhips,  all  goods,  wares,  and 
things,  of  what  kind  foever,  even  arms,  provifion,  or 
the  Eke,  from  the  harbours  and  dominions  of  the  faid 
Republic,  or  any  other  harbours  and  dominions  what<- 
cver,  provided  they  are  not  exported  immediately 
from  the  harbours  and  dominions  of  Portugal,  to  any 
ports  and  territories  whatfoever  of  the  King  of  Caflile. 
And  that  neither  the  moll  Serene  King  of  Portugal, 
nor  his  fubje£b,  fhall  hinder  the  faid  fhips,  goods,  or 
men,  by  fcizures,  reprifals,  or  any  other  caufe  whatfb^ 
ever,  from  navigating  fecurely  to  the  harbours  and 
territories  of  the  faid  King  of  Caftile,  and  from  traf- 
ficking therein ;  and  that  the  people  of  dm  Republic 
may  freely  import  arms,  corn*  fifh,  and  all  odier. 
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forts  of  merchandize.  Into  the  kingdoms,  ports,  and 
territcH-ies  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  and  the  fame 
fell  at  pleafure,  either  in  parcels,  or  in  bulk,  to  what* 
foever  chapmen,  and  for  whatever  price  they  can  get ; 
and  Ihall  not  be  prohibited,  circumfcribed,  or  reftrain- 
cd,  by  his  faid  Royal  Majefly,  or  his  minifters,  gover- 
nors, farmers  of  the  cuftoms,  or  monopoBfts,  or  by  any 
chamber  or  jurifdiftion  whatfoever,  of  any  court  public 
or  private  j  and  that  the  goods  or  merchandize,  after 
paying  the  cuftoms  or  impofts,  in  fuchof  his  Majefty's 
harbours  wherefoever  they  are,  (hall  be  freely  tranf* 
ported  into  any  other  ports  or  places  whatfoever  of  his 
faid  'Majefty,  without  paying  any  other  or  farther 
'  cuftom,  duty,  or  fum  ot  money,  befides  what  the 
Portuguefe  merchants  Ihould  pay,  if  the  goods  and 
merchandize  belonged  to  them. 

XL  That  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  the  Re- 
public of  England  fhall  trade  and  traffic  freely  and 
fafely  from  Portugal  to  Brafil,  and  the  other  cortqueft^s 
of  the  faid  King  in  the  Weft  Indies,  and  from  Brafil 
•and  the  faid  conquefts  to  Portugal,  in  all  forts  of  goods 
and  merchandize  whatfoever  (except  meal,  fiih,  wine, 
oil,  and  Brafil  wood,  which  are  prohibited  by  the  King 
in  purfuance  of  a  contrad  with  the  Brafil  company) 
paying  the  dues  and  cuftoms  which  others  pay  who 
Cradc  into  thofe  countries,  and  provided  that  the  Eng- 
lilh  (hips  hired  by  the  Portuguefe  fail  in  company 
with  the  Portuguefe  fleet:  and  that  the  faid  people 
and  inhabitants  arriving  from  any  of  the  harbours  and 
places  in  Brafil,  and  the  faid  conquefts,  at  any  of  the 
dominions  of  the  faid  King  whatfoever,  fliall  not  be 
compelled  to  unlade  their  ftiips,  or  to  export  any 
goods  belonging  to  the  Englifti  j  but  the  officers  of 
the  cuftoms  fliall  caufe  the  goods,  while  they  arc 
aboard  the  fliips,  to  be  weighed,  to  the  end  that  the 
cuftoms  and  dues  may  be  paid  for  them  ;  and  tliat  no 
heavier  duty  or  impoft,  nor  greater  fum  of  money,  or 
cxpence,  fhall  be  demanded  or  paid  to  the  King's 
officers,  thanif  the  goods  were  expofcd  a-ftiorej  nor 
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fliall  there  be  any  delay  in  difpatchiog  and  difmiiSlQg 
the  faid  fhips.    And  after  they  are  arrived  at  any 
ether  dominions  of  the  faid  King  wha^oever,  having 
paid  the  cufbms  and  duties  above-picndoned,  they 
ihall  freely  proceed  to   any  other  harbour  or  place 
whatfoever ;  and  the  goods  put  on  board  the  Eng^iih 
fliips,  either  by  the  fubjefts  of  the  faid  King,  or  by 
others,  to  be  tranfported  to  any  part  whatfoevcr  of  the 
dominions  of  the  faid  King,  fhall  by  no  means  pay 
greater  cuftoms,  or  any  different  dudes,  than  if  they 
were  put  on  board  Portuguefe  fliips.     And  likewile, 
that  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  the   Republic  of 
Ei^land  IhaU  have  the  liberty  of  navigating  to  the 
colonies,  illands,  co,untries,  harbours,  diftrifts,  towns, 
villages,  apd  ftaples,  belonging  to  the  King  of  Portu- 
gal, in  the  Eail  Indies,  Gumea,  Binney,  the  ifland  of 
S.t.  Thomas,  and  elfewhcre,  on  the  coafts  and  fhores  j 
and  there  to  refide,  negotiate,  and  traffic  by  land  or 
fea,  on  the  rivers  or  frcfh^waters,  in  any  goods  and 
pierchandize  wbatfoever ;  and  to  tranlport  all  kind  of 
me^:chandize,  to  iny  place  or  country,  with  the  fame 
freedom  as  formerly,  and  the.  fame  that  was  ever 
granted  by  any  treaty  heretofore,  or  fhall  hereafter  be 
granted  to  the  inhabitants  of  any  other  nation,  in  al» 
fiance  and  friendfliip  with  that  jCrown.     But  as  to  th^ 
cufloms  and  duties  to  be  paid  in  thofe  countries,  they 
Ihail  not  pay  more  or  greater  than  thpfe  which  arc 
paid  by  any  perfon  or  pcrfons  tiading  in  any  of  the 
laid  places  or  countries.     And  alfo^  that  the  King 
of  Portugal  or  his  fubjefts,  as  well  the  Brafil  corn- 
pany  a^  all  others,  as  often  as  diey  have  need  of  foreign 
ihips  for  trade  and  navigation  to  Brafil,  or  the  coafts 
and  iflands  above-mentioned,  or  elfewhere,  Ihall  hire 
the  fliips  of  this  R^epublic  and  its  fubjefts  at  the  ufual 
and  ordinary  rates,  and  no  other  fliips  of  any  Prince  or 
Republic,  provided  that  the  number  of  the  EngUlh 
fliips  be  fufEcient  for  their  purpofes ;  excepting,  that 
the  Brafil  company,  as  is'fet  forth  in  the  charter  of 
their  liberties,  granted  to  diem  by  the  King's  letters 
8  patent^ 
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patex^>  may  hire  of  what  nation  foeve^  tiiey  pleafe^  two* 
lhif)&  to  be  fitted  out  as  convoys,  and  four  others  to 
be  ient  with  fifh  to  Brafil  -,  and  that  as  well  the  Braille 
Goa^^y  as  ali  other  the  fubjedls  of  the  faid  King^ 
who  follow  .merchandizcj  fhail  freely,  without  any  B-^ 
cence,  general  or  fpecial,  firft  obtained,  hire  as  many 
Englilh  fhips  as  they  pleafe,  and  fail  therein  to  BraHl, 
and  the  other  conquefts  of  the  faid  King  iti  the  Weft 
Indies:  and  that  whatever  ftipend  fhall  be  agreed  on 
for  lading  and  ftay,  the  fame  mall  run  on  and  be  placed 
to  the  rcckoningi  till  the  whole  is  paid,  though  it  exv 
ceed  what  was  bargained  for  the  time. 

XII.  That- whereas  the  moft  Serene  King  of  For-- 
tugal,  by  his  refcript  fealed  with  his  feal,  and  dated  ac 
Lilbon,  the  2ift  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  1 641,  granted  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  lands 
under  the  doaiinion  of  the  States  of  Holland,  free  li- 
berty of  importing  and  exporting  all  forts  of  merchan- 
dize from  his  kingdoms,  dominions,  and  territories  ^ 
the  people  of  the  Republic  yf  England  fhall  ufe  and 
enjoy  the  fame  liberty  in  the  kingdoms  and  domiaiona 
of  the  King  of  Portugal 

XIII.  That  no  Alcaid/  as  he  is  commonly  called, 
nor  other  officer  of  the  King's  Majefty,  fhall  arreft  or 
impeach  any  of  the  people  of  this  Republic,  of  what 
rank-  or  condition  foever,  except  in  a  criminal  caufe, 
where  he  is  apprehended  in  the  faft,  unlels  he  be  firft 
empowered  in  writing  by  the  judge  confer vator;  and 
tlmt  the  people  aforefaid,  in  other  refpefts,  as  to  their 
bodies,  dweUings,  books  of  accounts,  interefts,  mer- 
chandize, aftd  goods,  fliall  enjoy  equal  and  the  famd 
inimunity  within  the  doLXiiniohs.  of  the  moft  Serene 
King  of  pQrtug^,  from,  imprilbnmcnt,  arrefts,  and 
other  mokftacions  whatfoever,  as  is  or  hereafter  fliaU 
be  granted  to  any  other  Prince  and  people  whatfoeverj 
ift  aliiaftce  with  the  King  of  Portugal :  nor  ithall  they 
be  hindeifcd  by  any  fafe-condutt  or  proti^ftioru  to  be 
gaianted  by  Iiis  ?iuchority  to  the  fubjeds  of  tjia  ikui 
.       •  '     •  T  2  King; 
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King,  or  others  frequenting  his  dominions,  from  re- 
covering their' debts ;  but  they  Ihall  have  a  right  to  luc 
every  man  to  juftice  for  the  recovery  of  any  juft  debt^ 
whatever  be  his  proteftion  or  pal5>ort,  be  he  a  farmer 
of  the  revenue,  or  any  other  privileged  perfon,  by 
whatfoever  charter  fecured. 

XIV.  And  forafmuch  as  the  rights  of  commerce 
and  peace  would  be  null  and  void,  if  the  people  of  the 
Republic  of  England  fliould  be  difturbed  for  con- 
fcience  fake,  while  they  pafs  to  and  from  the  king- 
doms and  dominions  of  the  faid  King  of  Portugal,  or 
refide  there  for  the  fake  of  exchanging  their  wares  5 
that  commerce  may  therefore  be  free  and  feciirc,  both 
by  land  and  fea,  the  faid  King  of  Portugal  fliall  ef- 
feftually^take  care  and  provide  that  they  be  not  mo- 
lefted  by  any  perfon,  court,  or  tribunal,  for  any  Eng- 
lifh  Bibles  or  other  books  which  they  may  have  in 
their  cuftody,  or  make  ufe  of:  and  that  it  fhall  be 
free  for  the  people  of  this  Republic  to  obferve  and 
profefs  th^ir  own  religion,  in  private  houfes,  together 
with  their  families,  within  any  of  the  dominions  of  the 
faid  King  of  Portugal  whatfoever  s  and  the  fame  to 
cxercife  on  board  their  fliips  and  veffels,  as  they  Ihall 
think  fit,  without  any  trouble  or  hinderance :  and 
finally,  that  a  place  be  allotted  them  fit  for  the  burial 
of  their  dead.  Provided  neverthclefs,  that  the  Englifh 
do  not  exceed  what  is  written  in  this  article. 

XV.  If  it  (hall  happen  hereafter,  that  any  contro- 
verfies  and  doubts  arife  between  the  faid  nations^ 
which  may  endanger  the  interruption  of  commerce 
between  tl;iem,  public  notice  Ihall  be  given  to  the 
people  and  fubjefts  of  both  parties,  through  all  the 
kingdoms  and  provinces  of  both^  and  the  foace  of 
two  years  after  fuch  notice  allowed  for  tranqx>rting 
their  perfbns,  goods,  ihips,  wares,  and  fubfbuice  whatfo* 
ever,  without  any  moleftation,  impediment,  ot*  damage 
offered  in  the  mean  time  to  their  perfons  or  goods  : 
and  it  ihaU  be  lawful  for  the  faid  people  and  fubjedsi, 
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on  both  fidesj  to  whom  any  debts  were  owing  at  the 
time  of  fuch  public  notice,  legally  to  demand  the  fame 
within  the  f^d  two  years,  in  the  places  and  dominions 
where  they  arc  owing,  and  afterwards  juftice  Ihall*  be 
done  them  Ipeedily  and  efFeftually,  fo  that  fuch  cre- 
ditors may  be  abk  to  obtain  their  own  within  the  rime 
prefcribed. 

XVL   If  It  fhall  happen,  that  while  this  treaty^ 
friendlhip,  and  intercourfe  are  (ubfifting,  any  thing  be 
committed  or  attempted  by  any  of  the  people  or  in- 
habitants of  either  of  the  faid  parties,  contrary  to  this 
treaty,  or  any  part  thereof^  by  land  or  fea,  on  the  rivers 
and  frefli-waters;  the  faid  friendifhip  and  intercourfe 
betwixt  thefe  nations  ihall  not  therefore  be  inter-* 
rupted  nor  infringed,  but  Ihall,  nevcrthelefi,  remain 
intire  and  in  fiill  force,  and  thofe  only  who  violate  the 
faid  treaty  fhall  be  punifhed,  and  none  elfe ;  and  juftice 
(hall  be  done,  and  fatisfa(5l:ion  given,  to  all  thofe  con«- 
cemed,  by  all  thofe  who,  by  land,  fea,  Irivers,  or  frefh- 
waters,  fhall  aft  any  thing  contrary  to  this  treaty,  in 
any  part  of  Europe,  or  elfewhere,  within  the  ftraits-of 
Gibraltar,  either  in  America^  or  along  the  coafts  of 
Africa,  or  in  any  of  the  lands,  iflands,  feas,  arms  of  die 
fea,  bays,  rivers,  or  in  any  places  on  this  fide  of  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  within  the  fpace  of  a  year.aftcr 
jufKce  (hall  be  demanded  ;  and  in  all  places,  as  ab6ve, 
beyond  the  faid  Cape,  within  eighteen  months  after 
juftice  be  required,  in  the  manner  above-mentioned. 
And  if  the  violators  of  the  treaty  do  not  appear,  nor 
furrender  themfelves  to  trial,  nor  give  fatisfaftion  with- 
in this  or  the  other  fpace  of  time  now  limited,  accord- 
ing to  the  diftance  of  the  place,  they  Ihall  be  deemed 
as  the  enemies  of  both  parties,  and  their  goods,  fub^ 
ftance,  and  revenues  whatfoevcr,  fhall  be  fet  to  public 
auftion,  and  fold  to  mdce  full  and  juft  fatisfa£tion  for 
thofe  injuries  which  they  have  fuffered  from  them ;  and 
the  offenders,  when  they  happen  to  be  in  the  power  of 
either  party,  fhall  be  liable  to  thofe  pyniftiments  which 
their  refbedive  crimes  deferve. 
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XVII-  If  any  controvcrfy  fhoold  arife  bfetivecn  the 
faid  King's  inlpeftors,  officers,  or  minifters,  and  the 
faid  merchants,  concerning  the  goodnefs  of  the  fUh, 
or  any  other  fort  of  provifions  whatfoevcr,  which  fhall 
be  brought  to  any  of  the  faid  King's  doaiinions,  the 
fame  fhall  be  decided  by  the  arbitration  of  good  men, 
provided  they  be  not  Portuguefe,  who  fhall  be  fairly 
chofe  by  the  magiftrate  of  the  place,  and  the  confbl  of 
the  Englifh  nation ;  and  fhall  fo  determine  the  matter, 
that  no  detriment  happen  to  the  owner  in  the  mean 
time,  while  the  matter  is  in  difpute. 

XVIII.  It  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  people  or  fubjeds 
of  either  party  to  enter  the  ports  of  the  other,  there  to 
refide,  and  thence  to  depart  with  equal  liberty,  not  only 
with  merchant-fhips  and  tranfports,  but  alfo  with  men 
of  war,  guard-fhips,  and  convoys,  whether  they  are 
•drove  thither  by  a  ftorm,  or  come  in  for  refitting  their 
Ihips,  or  for  viftualling  them,  provided  they  do  not 
exceed  the  number  of  fix  men  of  war,  if  they  chance 
to  come  there  of  their  own  accord  j  nor  fhall  they  flay 
or  continue  longer  in  the  ports,  or  upon  the  coafls, 
than  is  necefTary  for  refitting  their  fhips,  or  procuring 
any  neccfTaries,  left  they  fhould  give  occafion  for  in- 
terrupting the  commerce  of  other  nations,  which  are 
united  by  friendfhip  and  alliance.  And  if  at  any  time 
.any  unufual  number  of  fhips  fhould  come  to  fuch 
harbours  by  chance,  it  fhaU  not  be  lawful  for  them  to 
iCntcr,  without  a  power  firfl  granted  by  thofe  in  whofe 
jurifdiftion  the  harbours  fhaU  be,  unlefs  tliey  arc  drove* 
in  againfl  their  will,  by  ftrcfs  of  weather,  or  other 
urgent  necefTity,  for  avoiding  the  danger  of  the  fea 
and  fhipwreck ;  in  which  cafe,  they  fhaU  immediately 
notify  tiie  reafon  of  their  coming  thither  to  the  go- 
vernor or  chief  magifb-ate  of  the  place;  nor  fhall 
they  flay  there  longer  than  they  are  allowed  by  fuch 
governor  or  chief  magiflrate,  nor  commit  any  hoftility 
in  thofe  harbours,  which  niay  be  detrimental  to  the  faid 
Republic  or  King« 
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XIX.  That  neither  thfe  faid  Republic  nor  King 
fhall  fuffer  the  Ihips  and  goods  of  either  of  their  people, 
which  fhall  at  any  time  be  taken  by  the  enemies  or 
rebels  of  the  other,  and  carried  to  any  ports  or  places 
of  the  other's  territories  or  dominions,  to  be  conveyed 
.away  from  the  owners  or  proprietors ;  but  the  fame 
Ihall  be  reftored  to  them,  or  their  attornies,  provided 
they  lay  claim  to  fuch  fhips  and  goods  before  they  are 
fold  and  cleared,  and  eidier  prove  their  right,  or  ex- 
hibit teftimonies  of  their  property  in  them,  within  three 
months  after  the  faid  Ihips  and  goods  are  fo  carried 
off:  and  in  the  mean  time  the  proprietors  fhall  pay 
and  difcharge  the  neceflary  expences  for  the  preferva- 
tion  and  cuftody  of  the  faid  fhips  and  goods. 

XX.  That  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  the  Re- 
public of  England,  who  frequent  the  kingdoms,  domi- 
nions, and  countries  of  the  faid  King,  for  the  fake  of 
traffic,  or  who'  arrive  at  his  harbours  with  their  fhips, 
fhall  not  pay  for  tonnage,  anchorage,  or  other  expences 
of  the  harbours,  any  other  cuftoms,  or  fums  of  money, 
befides  thofe  ufually  paid  to  the  King,  or  the  chamber 
of  Lifbon  ;  and  if  any  other  ill  cuftom  has  crept  in,  it 
Jhall  not  be  regarded  hereafter. 

XXL  That  no  tribute  fhall  be  demanded  from  any 
of  the  people  of  this  Republic,  either  in  Lifbon  or  in 
any  other  place,  to  be  paid  to  the  chapel  of  St. 
George  j  nor  (hall  they  be  compelled  to  perform  any 
duties  in  perfon,  or  to  wear  any  fort  of  arms,  or  to  ' 

fomifh  others  therewith. 

I 

XXII.  That  the  merchants  of  either  of  the  parties 
aforefaid,  and  their  faftors,  fervants,  families,  brokers, 
and  other  officers,  pilots,  and  matters  of  fhips,  and 
fcamen,  fhall  lecurely  and  freely  pafs  up  and  down  in 
the  dominions,  territories,  and  countries  of  the  faid 
Republic  and  King,  as  alfo  in  their  harbours,  and  on 
their  fhores  ;  and  the  people  and  fubjefts  of  the  one 
fhall  have  and  hold  dwelling-houfcs  of  their  own,  in 
any  of  the  dominions  of  the  other,  wherein  they  may 
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refide,  together  with  warehoufes  for  laying  up  their 
goods  and  merchandize,  as  long  as  they  hire  the  fame, 
without  moledation  from  any  perfon.  They  Ihall  aUb 
be  at  liberty  to  wear  fwords,  and  to  carry  arms  with 
them,  both  ofFenfi>re  and  defenfive,  according  tq  the 
manner  and  cuftom  of  the  placci  for  the  better  feciuity 
of  their  perfons  and  goods. 

XXIII.  That  all  g6ods  and  merchandize  of  the 
faid  Republic  or  King,  or  of  their  people  or  fubjefb, 
found  on  board  the  fliips  of  the  enemies  of  either, 
ihall  be  made  prize,  together  i^th  the  Ihips,  and  con- 
fifcated  to  the  public.  But  all  the  goods  and  mer- 
chandize of  the  enemies  of  either,  on  board  the  fhips 
of  either,  or  their  people  or  lubjefts,  (hall  remsdn  un- 
touched. 

XXIV.  That  all  juft  debts  owing  to  the  Englifli,  by 
the  King  of  Portugal,  on  account  of  merchandize  taken 
or  bought,  or  of  ihips  laden,  either  before  or  after 
putting  their  goods  in  fequeftration  to  this  time,  fhall 
be  paid  and  difcharged  within  two  years  next  follow- 
ing j  and  that  all  recognizances,  bonds,  and  furety- 
fhips,  entered  into  by  the  Englifh,  on  account  of  any 
fliips  formerly  laden  by  the  King  of  Portugal,  or  any 
of  his  fubjefts,  bound  to  the  coafts  of  PrfifJ  or  Angola, 
and  afterwards  detained  in.  any  gf  his  Majefty's  har- 
bours, or  feized  and  occupied  by  Prince  Rupert,  or 
Prince  Maurice,  or  hindered  in  any  wife  by  the  Iai4 
King,  and  any  of  his  officers  or  minifters,  from  a  ca- 
pacity of  performing  their  contracts,  fliall  from  thi§ 
time  hfi  cancelled,  refcinded,  and  made  void  s  and  that 
neither  their  perfons,  nof  their  (hips  or  goods,  fliall  be 
put  under  arreft,  or  in  any  wife  molefted,  by  the  faid 
King,  or  any  of  his  fubjefts,  on  account  apd  by  reafoq 
of  the  faid  contracts. 

XXV.  Alfo,  whereas  there  was  a  convention  be- 
tween the  late  parliament,  and  an  ambaflador  extraor-? 
dinary  from  the  King  of  Portugal,  and  the  faid  am- 
baflfadop^  in  the  kcqnd  of  the  fu^  preliminary  articles 
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which  were  agreed  to  on  the  apth  of  December,  1652, 
obliged  himfclf  that  all  the  fhips,  monies,  goods>  ahd 
debts,  appertaining  to  any  Bngliftiman  whomfoever, 
which  we^e  taken  and  detained  in  any  of  the  domi- 
nions whatfoever  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  Ihould  im-» 
mediately  be  freely  reftored  in  fpecie,  provided  they 
were  of  the  fame  value  and  goodnefs  as  when  they 
were  at  firfl  detained,  and  if  not,  that  the  value  (hould 
be  reftored ;  or  if  they  proved  worfe  by  being  detain- 
ed, that  then  fatisfafUon  ihojiild  be  given  for  them,  ac- 
cording to  their  true  value  when  they  were  firft  de- 
tained. And  as  to  the  compenfation  of  the  damages, 
the  council  having  declared  them,  by  their  charter  of 
the  15th  of  November,  1652,  and  it  appearing  from 
the  faid  declaration,  that  they  had  not  refolved  to  in- 
fift  upon  and  demand  a  (hid  reparation,  but  only  as 
far  as  was  agreeable  to  juftice  and  reafon ;  and  wheA- 
as-  the  faid  ambaffador,  to  wiqiefs  his  inclination  to 
peace,  bound  himfelf  on  this  fuppofition,  that  the 
loffes  fliould  be  repaired  5  and  whereas  in  the  fifth  of 
the  faid  preliminaries,  the  faid  ambaflador  engaged 
farther,  that  all  the  fhips  and  goods  of  the  Englifht 
which  are  brought  into  Portugal  by  the  Princes  Ru- 
pert and  Maurice,  or  by  any  fhip  whatfoever  under 
their  command,  and  there  dilpofed  of,  or  ftill  remain- 
ing, or  brought  back  from  thence  by  others,  or  by 
their  command,  fhould  be  prefently  reftored  to  the 
owners  and  proprietors,  or  that  reparation  and  fatisfac- 
tion  Ihould  be  given  to  them.  And  becaufe  fonie 
controverfies  are  now  remaining  concerning  the  de- 
mands of  merchants  and  others,  refpefting  fatisfaftion ; 
to  the  end  that  all  fuch  demands  and  complaints  may 
be  fairly  and  juftly  decided  and  determined,  it  is  agreed 
and  concluded  on  both  fides,  that  the  faid  demands  on 
account  of  loffes  fhall  be  referred  to  arbitration  for 
fatisfaftion,  as  they  are  bjr  thefe  prefents  refeiTed  to 
the  judgment  and  award  01  Dr.  Walter  Walker,  John 
Crowther,  Dr.  Jeronymus  a  Sylva,  fecretary  of  the 
({pbaiTyi  and  Francis  Ferreira  Rabello^  agent  in  the 
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affairt  of  the  faid  embaHy,  pcffons  ehcfe  indififertndy ^ 
as  w^ll  on  the  part  of  the  King  of  Portugal  as  of  die 
Lord  Protedor  5  who  by  thefe  prefents  are  made  and 
conftltiited  procurators,  arbitrators,  and  judges,  to  hear, 
examine,  and  determine  all  and  fmgiilar  the  demands 
and  complaints  of  all  and  fingular  the  merchants, 
matters  of  (hips,  and  others,  who  claim  a  right  to  all 
^r  any  of  the  Ihips,  monies,  debts,  merchandizes,  of 
goods  whatfoever,  mentioned  in  the  faid  preliminary 
articles  5  which  arbitrators  (hall  meet  and  fit  at  Lon- 
don, on  the  aoth  day  of  July  next,  O,  S.  andfhall  take 
a  folenfin  oath  on  that  day,  before  the  judges  of  the 
high  court  of  admiralty  of  Er^land,  that  they  will  re- 
nounce all  favour  and  pefpeft  to  either  party,  and  all 
.private  intereft,  in  judging  of  the  matters  to  them  re- 
ferred ;  and  by  thefe  prefents  they  are  inftrufted  and 
authorized  to  call  for  any  perfons  whatfoever,  and  to 
command  luch  depofitions  and  papers  to  be  laid  before 
them,  as  Ihall  have  any  relation  to  the  affair  to  them 
referred.  And  they  fhall  particularly  inquire  into  the 
truth  of  all  fuch  demands  and  complaints,  whedwr 
given  in  upon  oath  or  not ;  as  alfo  all  and  fingular  the 
loffes  fuffered  by  the  faid  arrefts  and  detainers.  And 
the  faid  arbitrators  are  authorized  by  thefe  prefents  to 
define  each  of  the  premifes,  and  to  liquidate,  and  ad- 
judge, and  finally  to  determine  the  Icflles,  as  they  or 
the  major  part  of  them  ftiall  think  fair  and  juft  in 
their  confciences  and  reafon,  and  to  publilh  their  final 
fentence  under  their  hands ;  which  fentence,  fo  publifh- 
ed,  fliall  bind  and  oblige  both  parties,  without  any  ap- 
peal, revifal,  or  cont^  iidiftion  whatfoever.  And  the 
laid  King  binds  himfelf  effeftually  to  perform  and  ob- 
ferve  the  fame,  in  all  its  members  and  articles  j  as 
alfo  to  pay,  or  caufe  to  be  paid,  fuch  fom  or  fiims  of 
money  as  Ihall  be  adjudged  as  aforefaid.  And  fijr- 
thermore  it  is  agreed,  that  if  the  faid  arbitrators  do  not 
agree  and  finally  determine  of  and  concerning  die  pre- 
mifes to  them  referred,  before  the  firft  of  September 
next,  O.  S,  then  die  laid  demands  fo  undetermined  or 
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undecided  bj^  die  faid  arbitrators  fliall  be  fubmittsed, 
as  they  are  by  thcfe  prefents  fubmitted,  to  fuch  mem"- 
ber  of  the  Lord  Protcftor's  privy  council  as  die  faid 
Lord  ProteAor  fliall  nominate^  within  any  dme.what- 
foever  after  the  firft  of  September  next. '  To  which 
end,  the  faid  Lord  Proteftor  fhall  grant  his  full  powers 
to  fuch  perfon  fo  nominated,  in  order  to  determine 
finally  of  and  concerning  all  and  Angular  the  demands 
aforefaid.  And  if,  before  the  pronunciation  of  fentencc 
by  the  faid  privy  counfellor,  any  papers  fhould  come 
from  Portugal,  or^  any  prodor  to  plead  caufes  there- 
upon, the  faid  counfellor  (hall  hear  him  anew;  and 
whatever  fentence  Ihall  be  given  by  fuch  perfon  fo  in- 
ftrufted,  under  his  hand  and  feal,  (hall  conclude  and 
bind  both  parties,  and  die  fame  fhall  be  duly  performed 
and  ajccomplilhed.  And  for  the  greater  Security  that 
luch  fum  of  money  as  is  adjudged  by  the  faid  arbi- 
trators or  arbitrator  may  be  honeftly  paid,  it  is  agreed 
and  concluded,  that  one  moiety  of  die  fubfidies  and 
cuftoms  of  Portugal,  arifing  from  all  the  goods  and 
merchandize  whatfoever  of  the  inhabitants  and  people 
of  this  Republic,  who  traffic  in  Portugal,  fliail  imme- 
diately after  the  date  of  this  treaty  be  appropriated 
to  the.  payment:  which  moiety  fliall  be  paid,  from 
time  to  time,  to  luch  perfon  as  the  faid  Lord  Proteftor 
fliall  appoint,  for  and  towards  the  reparation  of  die 
lofles  of  the  merchants,  matters  of  the  fliips,  and 
owners. 

XXVI.,  It  is  alfo  agreed  and  concluded,  that  no 
other  league  or  confederacy  whatfoever,  made  or  to 
be  made,  by  die  mod  Serene  Lords  the  Proteftor  of 
England  and  the  King  of  Portugal,  with  any  other 
Princes,  or  Republics  whatfoever,  fliaU  derogate  from 
the  prefent  treaty  of  peace  and  alliance,  but  that  the 
peace  and  confederacy  fliall  be  kept  inrire,  and  always 
in  full  force. 

XXVII.  It  is  alfo  agreed  and  concluded,  that  both 
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parties  flxatt  truly  and  firmly  obfervc  and  put  in  execu- 
tion the  prefent  treaty,  and  all  and  every  article 
.  and  articles  therein  contained  and  comprehended, 
and  caufe  the  fame  to  be  obferved  and  effeftually 
performed  by  the  people,  fubjc6ls,  and  inhabitants  of 
each  rclpeftively. 

XXVIIL  It  is  alfo  agreed  and  concluded,  that  the 
prefent  treaty,  and  all  and  every  point  and  points  there- 
in contained  and  concluded,  fhall,  within  fix  months 
next  enfuing,  be  confirmed  and  ratified  by  the  faid 
Lord  Proteftor,  and  the  King,  by  the  letters  patent  of 
both  parties,  fealed  with  the  great  feal,  in  a  due  and 
authentic  form  j  and  within  the  faid  term,  mutual  in- 
ftruments  fhall  be  delivei-ed  on  both  fides,  and  the  faid 
peace  and  confederacy  fhall  be  proclaimed  in  the  ufual 
forms  and  places,  immediately  after  the  delivery  and 
exchange  of  the  inflruments. 

In  wknefs  and  teftimy  of  all  which,  we  the  commif^ 
fioners  of  his  Highncfs  the  Lord  Prote6tor,  and 
the  ambaffadors  extraordinary  of  the  mofl  Serene 
King,  by  virtue  of  our  relpedtive  commifTions  and 
full  powers,  have  figned  the  prefent  treaty  with 
pur  own  hands,  and  fealed  it  with  our  feals.  Done 
at  Weflminfter,  the  loth  day  of  July,  in  the  year 
1654.

The  Secret  Article. 

THE  people  and  inhabitants  of  the  common- 
wealth of  England,  following  their  commerce  as  afore- 
faid  %vithin  the  kingdoms,  dominions,  ports,  and  terri- 
tories of  the  faid  King,  fhall  not  pay  any  cuftoms  or 
duties  but  in  manner  following;  that  is  to  fay,  the 
goods,  merchandizes,  and  manufadtures  of  the  Englifh, 
in  fctting  rates,  accorxling  to  which  they  arc  to  pay  their 
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cuftoms  (which  fhall  never  exceed  23  per  cent.)  Ihall 
be  favourably  valued  according  to  the  rates  of  .th«.cuf- 
tom-houfe,  and  the  ancient  laws  of  the  realm ;  and  if 
at  any  time  it  be  defignedto  raife  them  higher,  becaufe 
the  true  and  real  value  of  the  faid  goods  is  increafed,  it 
Ihall  not  be  done  but  in  the  prefence  and  by  the  ad- 
vice of  two  Englilh  merchants,  then  refiding  in  Por- 
tugal,* and  chofcn  by  the  Englifh  conful :  and  if  it 
Ihall  happen  that  the  price  of  commodities  fhall  fall, 
the  value  or  rate  Ihall  in  like  manner  from  time  to 
time  be  abated,  according  to  the  faid  rule  and  law-: 
and  if  any  controverfy  fhall  happen  to  arife  about  the 
faid  valuation,  that  doubt  fhall  be  determined  by  fuch 
indifferent  arbitrators  as  fhall  be  chofen  by  the  conful 
of  the  Englifh  nation,  and  the  officers  of  the  cuflom- 
houfe.  The  fubjecls  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  king- 
dom, trading  in  the  dominions  and  territories  of  the 
feid  commonwealth,  fhall  pay  the  prefent  cuftoms  and 
duties  as  they  are  now  valued  in  this  month  of  May, 
1654,  according  to  the  laws  and  cuftoms  of  the  place: 
and  likewife  they  fhall,  on  both  fides,  obfervc  the 
laws  and  cuftoms  of  each  place.  And  thus  it  was 
agreed  upon  and  concluded,  that  the  abovefaid  arri- 
cle,  and  tvtry  thing  contained  therein,  fhall  be  con- 
Jirmed  and  ratified  by  the  faid  King,  and  by  the  faid 
Lord  Proteftor,  by  the  letters  patent  of  the  one 
and  the  other  party,  fealed  with  the  great  feal,  in  due 
and  authentic  form,  within  fix  months  next  fol- 
lowing: and  within  the  faid  time  inftruments  fhall 
be  pafTcd  or  exchanged  by  the  one  and  the  other 
party^ 

In  faith  and  teftimony  whereofj  we  the  commiffion- 
ers  of  his  Highnefs  the  Lord  Proteftor,  as  well  as  the 
commiffioner  of  the  faid  moft  Serene  King,  by  the 
force  and  virtue  of  our  refpeftivc  commiffions,  the 
aforefaid  fecret  article  have  figned  with  our  hands,  and 
to  the  fame  have  affixed  our  ufual  feals.

Articles  of  Marriage  between  hif  Majefty  and  the 
Lady  Infanta  of  Portugal,  i66i, 

IT  being  upon  nnature  deliberation  mutually  and 
folly  agreed  between  their  Majefties,  Charles,  by  the 
grace  ^God,  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ire- 
land, Defender  of  the  Faith,  &c.  and  Alphonfo,  by  the 
6me  grace  of  God,  King  of  Portugal  and  Algarve, 
&c.  thai;  the  King  of  Great  Britain  fhall,  with  all 
pofllble  Ipeed  as  fuch  an  affair  can  be  tranfafted  in, 
marry  and  uke  to  wife  the  moft  Excellent  Princefs 
Doiia  Catherina  Infanta  of  Portugal ;  for  a  more  firm 
an4  durable  peace  and  alliance  betwcn  the  two  Crowns, 
and  for  the  good  of  both  nations,  which  are  hencefor- 
ward to  take  each  other's  intereft  to  heart  no  lefs  than 
their  own,  it  is  mutually  confented  and  agreed  as  fol* 
Ipweth: 

I.  That  all  treaties  made  between  Great  Britain  and 
Portugal  fincc  1641,  until  this  very  time,  Ihall  be  rati- 
fied and  confirmed  in  all  points  and  to  all  intents,  and 
fliall  receive  as  foil  force  and  ratification  by  this  treaty, 
a^  if  they  were  herein  particularly  mentioned  and  in^ 
ierted  word  by  word. 

IL  The  King  of  Portugal,  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  his  council,  doth  give,  transfer,,  grant,  and  by  thefc 
prcTents  confirm  unto  thfe  King  of  Great  Britain,  his 
Um  and  fucccflbrs  for  ever,  the  city  and  caftle  of 
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Tangier,  with  ajl  its  rights,  tcrwtjories,  pipofi^,  und  apr 
purtenaaces  whatloever,  and  alfo  as  well  the  proik$  arid 
revenue,  as  the  dired,  fuU,  and  abfolute  dominiofi  an^ 
fovereignty  of  the  fame  city  and.  caftle  and  territories 
aforefaid,  with  their  royalties,  freely,  fully,  entirely^  and 
ahfolutely.     He  doth  alfo  covenant  and  grant,  that  the 
foil  and  peaceable  poflefllon  of  the  aforefaid  city  and 
caftle,  and  other  the  premifles,  be  freely  and  effcftualty 
delivered  unto  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  for  his 
ufe,  widi  as  much  fpeed  as  the  fame  can  be  difr 
patched  in :  and  it  is  agreed,  that  as   foon  as   thi$ 
treaty  ihall  be  figr^d  by  the  King  of  G.i:eat  Brk%ii\ 
and  the  matrimonial   contract  between  his  Maj^ftjr 
and  the  Lady   Infanta  ^er   verba  de  ptefenti  faHa^ 
the    faid    King   of  Great   Brif'ain    ihall    fend    five 
frigates  (or  as  many  as  he  Ihall  think  fit)  to  XaU 
bon,  there  to  receive  orders  to  go   and   lie  before 
Tangier,  as  well  for  the  tranfpdrtation  of  the  garri- 
fon  as  the  fecurity  of  the  place.     And  as  foon  as  no- 
tice is  given  by  /the  governor  of  that  place,  that  \\t 
hath  put  in  execution  the  King  of  Portugal's  order? 
concerning  the  delivery  of  the  faid  places,  the  treaty 
being  confirmed  and  ratified  by  his  Majefty  of  Portu- 
gal, notice  thereof  fhall  with"  all  fpeed  be  given  to  hiS 
Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  who  fhall  thereupoa  im- 
mediately fend  away  his  fleet  of  twelve  men  of  war  for 
the  port  of  Lifbon,  which,  within  four  or  five  dayi 
after  their  arrival  there,  fliall  have  orders  to  go  and 
take  pofTefTion  of  the  city  and  caftle  of  Tangier,  with 
other  the  premiflfes,  for  the  ufe  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  and  efFeftually  to  receive  the  fame^.    Whici 
city  with  the  caftle  and  territories,  and  other  the  pre+ 
miiles  (as  well  for  the  dominion  and  abfolute  fove-r 
reignty,  as  for  the  pofTcfTion  thereof)  fhall  be  and 
remain  to  the  King  of  Gneat  Britain,  his  heirs  and 
fucce0br3>  for  ever,  annpxed  unto  the  Imperial  crown. 

IIL  That  all  foldiers  and  other  inhabitants  whatfor 
ever  o;f  the.  faid  city  and  caftle  o£  Tangier,  who  fhall 
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defire  to  continue  and  refide  there,  fliall  be  very  kindly 
treated,  and  have  the  free  exercife  of  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholic reli^on,  and  in  all  civil  affairs  fhall  be  governed 
under  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  as  his  iubje6ts, 
by  the  fame  laws  and  cuftoms  which  have  been  hither- 
to uied  and  approved  in  the  faid  city  and  caftlej  and 
«U  fuch  of  the  foldiers  and  inhabitants  thereof,  who  ihall 
defire  to  return  into  Portugal,  Ihall  have  free  liberty  to 
fell  and  difpofe  of  all  that  belongs  to  them,  and  ihall  be 
traniported  into  Portugal  whenfoever  they  defire  it  (fo 
aUb  fiiall  the  ordnance,  as  much  as  can  be  fpared  fronfi 
the  fortifications  of  Tangier)  by  the  fleet  or  fliips  of 
the  King  of  Great  Britain. 

IV.  As  foon  as  the  city  of  Tangier,  with  the  caftle 
and  territories  thereof  (in  performance  of  this  treaty 
and  grant  concerning  the  transferring  of  the  fovereign- 
ty  and  abfolute  dominion  thereof  to  the  King  of  . 
Great  Britain)  (hall  be  eflPeftually  delivered  to  the  ufe 
and  poflcflion  of  his  faid  Majefly  of  Great  Britain,  the 
fleet  (hall  return  to  Lifbon,  and  her  the  Lady  Infanta 
Ihall  be  received  on  board  with  fuch  figns  of  joy,  and 
fiich  other  ceremonies,  as  may  befit  the  excellency 
and  quality  of  her  perfon. 

V.  The  King  of  Portugal  doth  promife  and  oblige 
liimfelf,  by  thefe  prefents,  to  give  unto  the  King  of 
Great  Britain^  for  a  portion  or  dowry  with  the  faid 
Lady  Infanta  his  fifl:cr,  two  millions,  i.  e.  a,ooo,ooo 
of  crowns  Portuguefe ;  and  that  one  moiety  thereof 

,  fhall  be  really  put  on  board  the  faid  fleet  before  the 
Infanta  herfelf  embarks ;  and  the  faid  money,  or  fp 
much  diereof  as  confifts  of  money,  fliall  be  immediate- 
ly delivered  upon  account  to  fuch  perfons  as  his  Ma- 
jefty  of  Great  Britain  ftiall  appoint  to  receive  the  fame, 
for  his  proper  ufe;  but  fo  much  of  the  faid  moiety  as 
fliall  be  put  on  board  in  jewels,  fugar^or  merchandize, 
fliall  not  be  taken  upon  the  account  of  his  Majefty  of 
Great  Britain,  but  fliall  be  tranfported  into  the  river  of 
Thamesj  for  the  ufe  of  fiich  perfons  who  fliaU  be  au- 
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thorized  by  the  Kmg  of  Portugal  to  receive  flie  fariie; 
aiid  thofe  perfons  fhall  be  bound  (the  King  of  Portu^ 
gal  obliging  himfelf  alfo  for  fuch  payment  to  be  reallf 
inade  by  fuch  perfons)  within  two  months  after  the  de^^ 
livery  of  the  fame  to  them,  cfFeftually  to  iatisfy  and 
pay  the  full  and  clear  value  thereof  in  Ei^lifh  mo- 
ney (as  hath  been  agreed)  unto  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  :  and  for  the  other  moiety  of  the  faid  portion^ 
amounting  to  one  million,  i.  e.

From  the  time  that  the  Lady  Ihfaiita  is  em- 
barked on  his  Majefty*s  fleet,  Ihe  and  her  Ivholfi  .

fcharge  of  his  Majefly  of  Great  Britain  j  who  will,  as 
loon  as  he  Ihall  receive  the  longed-for  news  of  hef 
Majefty's  arrival,  make  aH  poffible  hafte  to  receive  her, 
which  he  will  do  with  all  thofe  exprcffions  and  demon-% 
ftrations  of  afie£tion  as  Ihall  be  agreeable  to  her  dig-

thofic  rdigian,  and  to  that  purpofe  IhaU  have  a  chapel^ 
or  ibme  other  place  fet  apart  for  the  exerciie  thereof^ 
in  all  ^e  royal  palaces  where  {he  ihall  at  any  time  rcr- 
iide,  in  as  full  a  manner^  to, all  intents  and  purpofes^  as 
the  Queen  mother  now  living  enjoyed  the  fame,  and

dence  in,  which  j9iall  be  fc)  furnifhed  as  may  befit 
her  (lenity  -,  all  which  her  Majefty  fliall  enjoy  during 
her  fife,  if  ihe  furvive  his  Majefty, 

I^.  TIjat  her  M^fty*s  houfehold,  from  the  time  of 
Her  arrival  in  England,  (hall  be  formed  and  compofecj 
of  fuch  a  number  of  officers  and  fervants  as  are  agree- 
able to  her  dignity,  and  in  the  /ame  manner  as  th? 
Queen  mother  enjoyed  the  fame. 

.  K.  If  her  Majefty  fhall  funrive  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  and  fhall  then  defire  to  return  to  Portugal^  or 
any  other  country,  fhe  (hall  have  the  liberty  io  to  dop 
and  to  c^rry  with  her  all  her  jewels,  goods^  and 
moveables ;  and  the  King  of  Great  Britain  doch  here* 
hf  ohlige  his  heirs  and  fccceflbrs  to  take  care  fox  tha 
i^  and  honouiafaie  tranfportation  of  her  Mi^efty,  ixL 
&di  a  nunner  as  is  agreeable  to  die  greatnefs  of  htt

feH  Majefly,  no  otliemfc  than  as  if  (he  had  ftill

XI.  That  for  the  better  improvement  of  the  Englifh 
intereft  and  trade  in  the  Eaft  Indies^  and  that  the  King 
of  Great  Britain  may  be  better  enabled  to  aflift,  defend, 
and  proteft  die  fubjefts  of  the  iting  of  Portugal,  in 
ihofe  parts,  from  the  power  and  invafioh  of  the  States 
of  the  United  Provinces,  the  King  of  Portugal,  with 
the  advice  and  confent  of  his  council,  doth  give,  tranf- 
fcr,  and  by  thefe  prefents  grant  and  confirm  unto  th& 
King  of  Great  Britain,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  fof* 
ever>  the  port  and  ifland  of  Bombain  in  the  Eaft  In- 
dies, with  all  the  rights,  profits,  territories,  and  applir<» 
tcnances  whatfocver  thereunto  belonging,  and  as  well 
the  profits  and  revenue,  as  the  direft,  full,  and  abfolutd 
dominion  and  ibvereigntjr  o(  die  faid  port,  ifland,  and 
pn&n^fies,  with  all  the  royalties  thereof,  freely,  fully,  en* 
tirely,  and  abfolutely.  He  doth  alfo  covenant  and  grani^ 
tfiat  the  quiet  and  peaceable  pofleffion  diereof  fhalU 
with  all  polTible  i^ed»  be  freely  and  effedually  ddi^ 
vered  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  luch  per&n  at 
his  Majefly  fhall  thereunto  appoint,  for  his  ufe,  in  per- 
formance of  this  grant :  the  inhabitants  of  the  iaid 
ifland  (as  the  King  of  Great  Britain's  fubjefts,  and 
under  his  fovereignty,  crown,  jurifdiftion,  and  govern- 
ment) being  fufFered  ftill  to  live  there,  and  enjoy  thii 
free  exercife  of  the  Roman  Catholic  relipon,  in  the 
fame  manner  as  now  they  do  5  it  being  underftood,  and 
declared'  once  for  all,  that  the  fame  order  Ihall  be  ob- 
fcrved  for  the  cxercife  and  prefervation  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  religion  in  Tangier,  and  all  other  placei 
which  ftiall  be  delivered  by  the  King  of  Portugal  in» 
the  pofleflion  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  as  was  pro- 
vided for  and  agreed,  upon  the  delivery  of  DuiikirK 
into  the  hands  of  the  Englifh.  And  when  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  (hall  fend  his  fleet  to  take  pofTeflion  of 
the  laid  port  and  ifland  of  Bombain,  they  fhall  have  in- 
ftniAions  to  give  all  mariner  of  encouragement,  helpj 
ind  afTiftancc,  to  the  fubjefts-  of  the  King  of  Portugal 
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in  the  Eail  Indies^  and  to  proteft  them  in  their  trade 
and  navigation  there. 

XIL  That  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain may  enjoy  the  more  full  benefit  of  trade  and  com- 
merce, in  all  the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Portugal^ 
it  is  agreed,  that  their  merchants  or  factors  (above 
what  hath  been  granted  by  former  treaties)  may,  by 
virtue  of  this  treaty, -refide  in  all  places  they  Ihall 
choofe,  and  particularly  that  they  (hall  live,  and  enjoy 
all  privileges  and  immunities,  in  order  to  trade,  which 
the  Portuguefe  themfelvcs  enjoy,  in  the  cities  and  towns 
of  Goa,  Cochim,  and  Dio,  provided  that  the  fiibjefts 
of  his  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  who  are  to  refide  in 
any  of  the  faid  places,  fhall  not  exceed  the  number  of 
four  families  in  any  one  place. 

XIII.  The  like  privileges,  liberties,  and  immunities 
the  King  of  Great  Britain's  fubje6bs  fhall  enjoy  in  the 
towns  of  Bahia  de  todos  os  fantos,  Pernambuco,  and 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  in  the  territory  of  Brafil,  and  in  all 
ether  of  the  King  of  Portugal's  dominions  in  the  Weft 
Indies. 

XIV.  But  if  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  his  fubjcdls, 
(hall  at  any  time  hereafter  take  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
Hollanders,  or  others,  any  towns,  caftles,  or  territories, 
formerly  belonging  to  the  crown  of  Portugal,  the  King 
of  Portugal,  with  the  advice  and  cojifent  of  his  council, 
doth  grant  the  fovcreignty,  and  full,  entire,  and  abfo^ 
lute  dominion  of  them  and  every  of  them,  unto  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  fi>r 
ever,  freely,  entirely,  and  abfolutely,  except  Mafcata, 
which  is  at  prefent  inhabited  by  the  Arabians :  and  if 
at  any  time  the  ifland  of  Zeilon,  by  what  means  foever, 
conie  into  the  hands  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  he  is^ 
by  this  treaty  obliged  to  deliver  upto  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  the  town  and  port  of  Galle,  and  to  gran( 
and  transfer  die  full  and  abfplute  dominion  and  fovcr 
reignty  of  the  ikid  town  and  port,  with  the  poiTeifioii; 
thereof,  and.  all  the  appurtenances  thereunto  bdong-J

lAg,  unto  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain^  cfftdhialiyi 
yet  referving  unto  him  the  faid  King  of  Portugal  the 
town  and  port  of  Columbo  -,  but  the  cinnamon  trade 
to  be  equally  divided  between  the  Englifh  and  the 
Portuguefe.  As  alfo,  if  at  any  time  the  faid  ifland 
Ihall  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  King  of  Gr^at  Britain; 
he  is  obliged,  and  with  the  confent  and  advice  of  his 
council  doth  promife,  efFeftually  to  reftore  and  deliver 
the  dominion  and  poffeffion  of  the  town  and  port  of 
Columbo  unto  the  King  of  Portugal^-  the  cinnamon 
trade  being,  in  fuch  manner  as  aforefaid,  divided  and  to 
be  divided  between  the  EngWh  and  the  Portuguefe. 

XV.  In  confideration  of  all  which  grants  and  privi-; 
leges,  fo  much  to  the  benefit  of  th^  King  of  Great 
Britain  and  bis  fybjeds  in  general^  and  of  the  delivery 
of  thofe  important  plaq^  to  his  faid  Majefjty  and  his 
heirs  for  ever,  whereby  the  greatnefs  of  his  empire  is  Co 
far  extended  J  and  even  in  confideration  of  the  portion 
idelf,  which  far  exceeds  the  proportion  that  hath  ever 
yet  been  given  to  any  daughter  of  Portugal  -,  the 
fong  of  Great^Britain  doth  profefs  and  declare,  with 
the  confent  and  advice  of  his  council,  that  he  will  take 
the  intereft  of  Portugal  and  all  its  dominions  to  heart, 
defending  the  fame  with  his  utmoft  power  by  fea  and 
land,  even  as  England  itfelf,  and  that  he  willtraniport 
thither  at  his  proper  cofts  and  charges  two  regiments 
of  horfe,  each  regiment  confifting  of  500,  and  two 
regiments  of  foot,  each  confifting  of  one  thoufand,  all 
which  fhall  be  armed  at  the  charge  of  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  but  after  they  are  landed  in  Portugal, 
fliall  be  paid  by  the  King  of  Portugal ;  and  in  cafe 
the  faid  regiments  come  to  be  dimini&ed^  by  fight  or 
ptherwife,  the  King  of  Great  Britain  ftall  be  obligedi 
to  fill  up  the  number  at  his  own  charge;  and  that  he 
Ihall  caufe  the  faid  regiments  to  be  trai^ported  as  ibon 
as  die  Lady  Infanta  fhall  arrive  in  England,  if  it  be  fb 
4efired  by  the  King  of  Portugal. 

3CVI.  Th^  King  of  Great  Britain  doth  alio  promife, 
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ymxk  the  advice  and  confent  of  his  council,  that  whfitk 
i^d  as  often  as  Portugal  fhall  be  invaded,  he  will  fend 
thither  (being  diereuntodefired  by  the  Kmg  of  Portugal) 
ten  gQod^hips  of  war ;  but  when  and  as  often  as  it  fhall 
be  infeflted  by  pirates,  three  or  four  Ihip?,  all.  fi^fli- 
ciently  manned  and  vidualled  for  eight  months,  from 
^e  time  of  their  fetting  fail  from  England,  to  obey  tht 
orders  of  the  King  of  Portugal.  And  if  it  fhall  be  te^ 
quired  that  they  ftay  above  fix  months  there,  the  King 
of  Portugal  ihall  be  obliged  to  vidual  them  for  iS 
long  time  as  they  aiie  to  ftay,  and  to  put  in  one 
month- s  vidtuals'  at  the  time  they  are  to  fet  fail  for 
England :  but  if  the  King  of  Portugal  (hall  be  preflTcd 
in  any  extraordinary  manner  by  the  power  of  the  ene- 
mies, all  the  King  of  Great  Britain's  fhips,  which  fhall 
^  at  any  time  be  in  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  or  at  Tan- 
gier, fhall  have  inftruftions  in  fiich  cafes  to  obey  any 
erders  they  fhall  receive  from  the  King  of  Portugal^ 
and  Ihall  betake  themfelves  to  his  fbccour  and  relief 
And  in  regard  of  the  above-mentioned  conceffions  and 
grants  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  his  Nfajefly  of  Great 
Britain,  his  heirs  and  fuccefTorS)  fhall  not  at  any  tinrc 
require  any  thing  for  thefe  fuccours, 

IK^VIL  Befides  the  levies  the  King  of  Portugal  hath 
liberty  to  make  by  virtue  of  pait  treades^  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  doth  oblige  himielf  by  this  prefent 
^eaty,  that  in  cafe  Lifbon,  Porto,  or  any  other  fea- 
ibwn>  fhaU^be  befieged  or  blocked  up  by  the  power  of 
Cafiile,  or  any  othen  enemy^  he  will  afibrd  dmely  aflUt* 
ance  of  men  and  fhipping,  according  to  the  exigence 
of  the  circumflan^^,  and  propordonabk  to  the  necef-* 
&y  of  the  King  of  Portugal* 

XVm.  The  King-  of  Great  Britain  doth  profcfs 
and  promife,  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  his  coun- 
crili  tliat  he  will  never  make  a  peace  with  Caftilc,  which- 
may  be  the- kaft  impediment  to  him,  dire6Uy  or  indi- 
refitly,  m  his  giving  full  and  intirc  affiftance  to  Portuv 
galj  lAord^rrtfl  'm  Acceffiuy^  defiDcc  s  and,tJi0t.he  ifill 
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pcvtr  deliver  Dunkirk  or  Jamaica  unm  the  Kiog  of 
CalHlc,  nor.  ever  forbear  to  do  any  z£t  that  k  ne«aef&rjr 
ibr  the  reUef  of  Portugal^  though  by  fo  doing  he  ftiaU 
be  engaged  in  a  war  with  the  King  of  Caftilc. 

^  XIX.  JLaftly,  It  is  agreed  and  coveiianted  by  die 
King  of  Great  Britain,  that  the  faid  Infanta,  in  confi'-' 
deration  of  the  portion  given  with  her  by  the  King  of 
Portugal,  fhall  renounce  all  her  right  arid  inheritances^ 
by  either  father  or  mother,  or  any  other  delcendericyi 
as  well  for  lands  and  houfes,  as  moveables,  jewels,  or 
monies,  by  what  right  or  way  foever  belonging  uht9 
her>  as  alio  what  elfe  Ihall  belong  unto  her  for

Over  and  above  all  and  fingular  agreed  and  concluded  in 
the  treaty  of  marriage  between  the  m'oft' Serene  ana

LT  isby  this  fecit tarridc  concluded  and  aocordcdj 
ikiat  Iks  MiEijefty  of  Great  Bticain^  ia  regard  of  the  great 
ptetttagos.  and  iBcreaio^  diMiiiiminUgthaihirpiiigchafcd 
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ly  the  above-mentioned  treaty  of  tnartiage^  fhalt  pro^ 
miie  and  oblige  bimfelf,  as  by  this  prefent  ardde  he 
doth,  to  defend  and  ppotedt  all  conqueib  or  colonits 
belonging  to  the  crown  of  Portugal,  againft  aU  his

Defenfwe  Treaty  between  Great  Britain  ^/z^PortugaU

ANNE,  by  the  grace  of  God,  &c.  To  all  and 
every  one  to  whom  thcfe  prefents  may  come,  greet- 

Whereas  a  perpetual  defenfive  alliance,  in  the  words 
and  articles  following,  was,  on  the  i  6th  of  May  laft, 
concluded  and  figned  at  Lifbbn,  between  our  plenipo- 
tentiaries and  thofe  of  the  Lords  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces  on  the  one  hand,  and  thofe  of  the 
King. of  Poctugal  on  ^e  other:  and  whereas  many 
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nu3Cual  advantages  accrue  to  the  moft  Serene  and  nDoll: 
Potent  Kings  and  kingdonns  of  Great  Britain  and  For* 
tugal,  and  to  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States 

.  General  of.  the  United  Provinces,  and  their  fubjcfts, 
from  the  peace  and  good  friendfhip  which  fubfifts  be« 

.  tween  the  three  forelaid  Powers :  and  whereas  it  is  ne- 
ceflary,  that  that  peace  be  not  only  preferved  inviolate, 
but  be  likewife  ftrcngthened  by  firmer  and  clofcr  ties, 
by  which  a  ftrongcr  foundation  may  be  laid  for  msun- 
taiaing  th6  general  peace  and  tranquillity  of  Europe^ 
which  the  abovefaid  Powers  endeavour,  with  all  their 
roight,  to  fupport :  they  have  therefore,  for  the  com- 
mon good  01  all,  refolved  to  enter  into  a  mutual  alli- 
ance; and  for  that  purpofe  have  granted  their  full 
powers  and  inftruftions,  vii.  the  moft  Serene  and  moft 
Potent  Princefs  Anne,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Queea 
of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  to  Paul  Methuen, 
pfqyire,  her  ambaflador  extraordinary  in  Portugal; 
the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince  Peter,  by  the 

/grace  of  God,  King  of  Portugal  and  the  Algarves  on 
this  fide ',  aiid  beyond  the  feas  in  'Africa,  Lord  of 
puihea,  iand  of  the  conqueft,  navigation,  and  com- 
merce of  Ethiopia,  Arabia,  Perfia,  India,  &c.  to 
Don  Nonio  de  Metto  Alvares  Pcreira,  his  near 
kinfman,  Duke  of  Cadaval,  Marquis  of  Ferreira, 
&c.  to  Don  Emanuel  FcUes  de  Silva,  Mar- 
quis of  Algrete,  &c.  to  Don  Francifco  de  Tavora, 
Count  of  Alvor,  &c.  to  Don  Regno  Monterio,  Lord 
of  Alva,  &c.  and  to  Don  Jofeph  de  Farria,  great  hif- 
toriographer  of  the  kingdom;  and  the  High  and 
Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, to  Van  Francis  Schonemberg :  which'  plenipo- 
tentiaries, by  virtue  of  the  abovelaid  foil  powers  (which, 
before  the  figning  of  this  treaty,  were  mutually  ex- 
changed, examined,  and  admitted)  after  maturely  and 
deliberately  weighing  the  matter,  have,  ifi  the  name  of 
their  above-mentioned  fovereigns,  agreed  and  coiifcnt-. 
ed  to  the  following  terms  and  articles, 

»  I.  All  former  treaQes  between  the  abovefaid  Pow«i» 
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gre  hereby  approved,  confirmed,  and  ratified,  ^  are 
ordered  to  be  exaftly  and  i^di^y  obferved,  except 
ki  fo  far  as  by  the  prefent  treaty  is  otherwife  provided 
andeftabliihed ;  &>  that  there  (hall  be  between  the  faid 
kingdoms  and  dates,  their  people  and  fubjedbs,  a  £n^ 
cere  friendfhip  and  perfciSt  amity :  they  fhalj  all  of 
them  mutually  aflift  one  another ;  and  each  of  the 
faid  Powers  Ihall  promote  the  intereft  and  advantage 
of  the  reft,  as  if  it  were  his  own. 

II.  If  ever  it  Ihall  jiappen  that  the  Kings  of  Sp^ 
and  France,  either  the  prefent  or  future  ^  that  boA 
of  them  together,  or  either  of  them  feparately,  fhall 
make  war,  or  give  occafion  to  fufpedk  that  they  intend 
CO  make  war  upon  the  kingdom  of  Portugal;  either  oo 
the  continent  of  Europe  or  in  its  dorninions  beyond 
feas ;  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and 
the  Lords  the  States  Gfeneral,  fhall^ife  their  friendly 
offices  with  the  faid  Kings,  or  either  of  theni,  in  order 
to  perfuade  them  to  obferve  the  terms  of  peace  towardij 
Portugal,  and  not  to  make  war  upon  it, 

III.  But  thefe  good  offices  not  proving  fbccefsful^ 
but  altogether  ineSedual^  fb  that  war  fhould  be  made 
by  the  aforefaid  Kings,  or  by  either  of  them,  upon 
Portugal,  the  above-mentioned  Powers  of  Great  Bri- 
tain and  Holland  fhall  make  war,/with  aU  their  ibrce, 
upon  the  £M:efaki  Kings  or  King  who  fhall  carr)r  hoftile 
arms  into  Portugal ;  and  towards  that  war  which  fhall 
be  carried  on  in  Europe,  they  fhall  fupply  twelve  thou>

V.  But  if  the  fcirefaid  Kings  of  Spain  and  France,  or 
either  of  thsm,  ihali  make  war,  or  give  occafion  to 
i^j^Q:  that  d^y  intend  to  make  war,  upon  the  pron 
vinces  or  dominions  of  Portugal  beyond  ieas,  the 
above-^mentica^ed  Powers  of  Great  Britaiaand  Holland 
ihall  &rnilh  to  his  Portugude  Majesty  liich  a  num.-^ 
ber  of  men  of  war  as  ihall  b&  equal,  or  even  iiiperior^ 
to  the  (hips  of  the  enemy ;  fo  that  he  may  be  able  not 
enly-  to  oppofe  them,  but  even  to  prevent  iisch  attack 
tr  invafion,  as  long  as  the  war  ihall  lafl:,  or  occafi^Hi!

VIIL  But  if,  at  any  time,  the  (hips  of  the  tbuctc  al- 
lied nations  (hall  be  conjoined  in  order  to  attempt  any 
thing,  in  which  all  the  allies  arc  ^equally  interefted^  the 
admiral,  who  has  the  right  of  carrying  the  flag,  and  has 
tinder  his  command  the  greateft  number  of  fliipsx)f  his 
own  nation,  fhall  enjoy  the  right  and  privilege  mention- 
ed in  the  former  article,  viz.  of  giving  fignals,  of  fum- 
moning  to  a  council  of  war  in  his  own  cabin,  and  of 
doing  every  other  thing  requifite,  as  is  above  fpecified. 

IX.  The  twelve  thoufand  men,  which  the  Powers  of 
Great  Britain  and  Holland  are  bound  to  fumilh  to  his 
Porcuguefe  Majefly,  and  to  maintain  at  their  own  ex- 
pence,  and  occafionally  recruit,  during  the  condquance 
of  the  war,  as  ftipulated  in  the  third  article  of  this 
treaty,  (hall  be  (libjeft,  not  only  to  the  fupremc  com- 
mand of  his  Portugue(e  Majefly,  but  alfo  to  that  of  his 
conunanders  or  generals,  and  even  of  fuch  of  his  offi* 
cers .  as  by  their  rank  iA  the  army  are  fuperior  to  them, 
Btit  for  breach  of  orcfers,  and  for  the  crimes  and  enor-^ 
mitics  of  which  they  (hall  be  guilty,  they  (hall  be  pu^ 
nifhed  by  the  commanders  or  generals  of  their  own 
army,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  Portuguefe  them- 
felvcs  are  punifhed  by  martial  law,  efpeciaJly  for  tho(^ 
crimes  which  regard  the  violation  of  religion. 

X.  The  high  allies  (hall,  in  the  cafe  above-mention- 
^cd,  grant  full  liberty,  and  all  kind  of  aid  and  afliftance 
to  the  commifTaries  of  Ws  Portuguefe  Majefty,  to  ex- 
port from  their  territories  and  harbours  all  forts  of  mi- 
litary (tores,  (uch  las  powder,  balls,  arms^  com,  and 
every  other  kind  of  ammunition,  that  (hall  be  defired 
of  them,  as  well  belonging  to  the  fea  as  the  land 
fervice  j  and  that  too  at  die  fame  price  as  the  fjdd  high 
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allies  are  wont  to  purchaie  them  for  theic*  own  ufc, 
and  without  the  leaft  alteration  in  the  charge. 

XL  If  ever  it  fhould  happen  that  the  Kings  of 
Spain  and  France^  or  either  of  them>  fhould  make  war^ 
upon  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  or  the  States  dT 
the  United  Provinces,  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Portu- 
gal ihall  ufe  his  friendly  offices  with  the  (aid  Kings,  or 
with  either  of  them,  in  order  to  perfuade  theni  to  ob- 
ferve  the  terms  of  peace  towards  the  aforefkid  kingdom^ 
of  Great  Britain,  and  the  States  of  the  United  Pro* 
▼inces. 

XJI.  But  thefe  good  offices  not  proving  fuccefsful, 
but  altogether  incfFeftual,  fo  that  war  fhall  be  made  by 
the  forefaid  Kinga^  or  by  either  of  them,  upon  the 
kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  or  the  States  of  the  United 
Provinces,  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Portugal  fhall,  in 
Kke  manner,  be  bound  to  make  war,  with  all  his  force,' 
upon  the  aforefaid  Kings,  or  upon  either  of  them :  and* 
in  this  cafe  likewife  the  forefaid  two  Powers  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  States  of  the  United  Provinces,  fhall  fiir- 
nifh  him  with  the  fame  fuccours  of  men  and  jhips  as 
in  the  preceding  articles  are  flipulated,  in  cafe  thc^ 
Kings  of  France  or  Spain,  or  either  of  them,  fhoiild 
make  war  upon  Portugal,  and  every  thing  fhaU  be  ex-* 
ecuted  in  the  manner  there  fpecified. 

XIII.  As  well  in  the  firfl,  as  in  the  fecond  manntr 
of  carrying  on  the  war,  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Por- 
tugal fhall  be  bound  to  maintain  ten  fhips  of  war  for 
his  own  defence,  and  that  of  his  allies ;  with  this  pro- 
viib,  however,  that  if  both  the  Spaniards  and  the 
French,  or  the  Spaniards  only,  fhould  make  war  upon 
the  high  allies,  m  that  cafe  the  ten  fhips  of  war  ot  his 
Portuguefe  Majefly  fhall  not  be  bound  to  depart  from 
the  coafl  of  Portugal,  becaufe,  while  in  that  fUdon, 
they  will  be  of  very  great  ufe  in  dividing  the  force  of 
the  enemy :  but  if  war  fhould  be  made  by  the  French* 
only,  it  fhall  then  be  lawful  for  the  Portugucffe  fkipb«fi. 
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jrfBft'Ae  hi^  allies^  in  conjunftion  with  their  own 
fleets. 

-  XIV.  No  peace  nor  tfticc  fliall  ^e  made  bot  by 
Ac  tomTtion  t^onfent  of  die  three  allies  ^  and  this 
fcagne  fhafl  be  |>etpetual  and  eternal. 

.  XV.  The  pcxibaal  privileges  and  freedom  of  trade 
which  .the  fubjefb  of  Gi-cat  Britain,  and  the  States  of 
the  Uxuted  Proviacesj  at  prefent  enjoy  in  Portugal^ 
4ie  Poftuguefe  ikall,  ia  their  mm,  enjoy  in  the  domi* 
nions  of  Great  Britain  and  the  States  of  the  Uiiited 
Rrovinces. 

XV  L  If  from  the  copies  of  the  treaty,  in  which  aa 
flgreemeat  was  aiade  concerning  Bombay,  betweea 
^  crowm  of  Porti^gal  and  Britain,  it  fhould  appear^ 
t|uit  either  party  has  tranfgrefled,  or  not  fulfilled  the 
terms  of  that  convendoa,  every  thing  fhall  be  regulat- 
ed according  to  the  %irit  of  the  faid  treaty. 

XVII.  Portugucfe  fhips  Ihall  not  be  obliged  to  pay 
^ffiy  thing  for  cafting  anchor  in  the  port  orMallacca, 
ittAdk  the  other  nations  of  .Europe  are  obliged  to  do 
the  fame. 

^  XVIII.  Piratkalihips,  of  whatever  nation,  ihaQ  not 
only  not  be  permitted  or  received  into  the  ports  which 
rfieir  Portugucfe  and  Britannic  Majefties^  and  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces*,  pofefs  in  the 
Eaft  Indies,  but  fhail  be  deemed  the  common  enemies 
of  the  Portugofc,  the  Engjilh,  and  die  Dutch. 

-  XIX*  In  time  of  peace^  thtere  (hall  be  admitted  into^ 
^  greater  ports  of  the  kingdom  of  Portugal^  fix  (hips 
<^  war  of  eagh  of  the  nations  of  Great  Britain  and  the:. 
Vaked  Provinces^  befides  other  (ix  fliip^^  which  weie

In  witnefe  whereof,  we  the  above-named  Plenipoten* 
tiaries  of  her  Majefty  the  Queen  o£  Great  Bri* 
tain,  and  of  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the- 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  have 
figned  this  inftrument,  and  thereto  (ct  our  feals. 
And  the  Plenipotentiaries  of  his  Portuguefe  Ma- 
jefly,  in  order  to  avoid'  tlie  controverfy  that  fub- 
fifts  concerning  the  prerogative  of  the  place,  be- 
tween the  crowns  of  Great  Britain  and  Portu- 
gal, have,  agreeable  to  the  manner  and  cuftom 
obferved  between  the  two  crowns,  feparately 
figned  and  fealed  another  inftrument  of  the  fame 
tenor,  changing  only  thofe  particulars  \^ich  on 
account  of  this  circuniftance  were  to  be  changed.

II*  Thttl^  to  fay,  that  Jier  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of 
Great  Britain  fliall  in  her  own  name,  and  that  of  her 
fucceflbrs,  be  obliged  for  ever  hereafter  to  admit  the 
mnes.  of  the  growth  of  Portugal  into  Britain;  fir 
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that  at  no  time,  whether  there  jfball  be  peace  or  war 
between  the  kingdoms,  of  Britain  and  France,  an/ 
thing  more  ihall  be  demanded  for  thefe  wines,  by  the 
name  of  cuftom  or  duty,  or  by  whatfoever  other  title, 
direftly  or  indireftly,  whedier  they  fhall  be  imported 
into  Great  Britain  in  pipes  or  hc^ftieads,  or  other 
caiks,  than  what  fhall  be  demanded  from  the  like 
quantity  or  meafure  of  French -wihe,  dedufting  or

GEOUGE,  by  the  grace  of  Go^,  &c.  to  all 
and  lingular  to  whom  thefe  prefent  letters  Ihall  come, 
greeting.  Whereas  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Portu- 
gal has  notified  to  us,  that  peace  is  eftabliibed  between 
him  and  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Spdn,  by  a  treaty 
concluded  at  Utrecht  on  the  fixdi^day  of  the  mondi  of 
iFebruary  laft  pad: ;  and  has  alfo  invited  us>  that^  pur- 
luant  to  what  the  late  Queen  Anne,  of  pious  memory, 
our  moft  dear  fitter  and  coufin,*uhdertook>  we  would 
engage  our  prbmife  and  guaranty  for  the  perfonhahce 
of  the  faid  treaty,  and  all  and  every  the  arddes  there^ 
of*  And  whereas  Jofeph  da  Cunha  Brochado,  «m- 
tetflador  extraordinary,  and  counfellor  of  the  fiod  moft 
Serene  King  of  Portugal>has,  on  the  part  of  his  Maf- 
tcr,  delivered  to  us  a  copy  in  due  form  of  the  faid  treaty, 
'the  guaranty  or  engagement  for  the  performance  of 
which  is  ddired  of  us,  written  in  the  Portuguefe  lan- 
guage, and  being  word  for  word  as  "hereunder  follows.

We,  follbiring  the  fteps  of  our  royal  anccftors,  and 
being  unwilling  to  decline  any  offices,  by  which  the 
peace  between  the  faid  Kings  may  be  promoted,  do 
therefore  moft  readily  engage  for  the  prefervation  of 
the  treaty  now  eftabliflied  j  gladly  taking  this  occafion 
to  fatisfy  his  Royal  Majefty  of  Portugal  of  our  fiio^d- 
flup  and  fincere  regard  to  his  perfon  and  uiterefts, 
agreeable  to  the  moft  ftrift  concord  which  has  always 
been  between  the  Britifh  and  Portuguefe  crowns.  We

A  Treaty  of  Friendjhip  and  Commerce y  between  his  Ma^ 
jefty  of  Great  Britain,  i^c,  and  the  moft  Serene 
Prince  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  concluded  at  Florence, 
the  19th  Day  of  September,  1669.     . 

<rhe  Injlrument  of  Commerce  with  the  Duke  of  Savoy. 

THE  convenient  fituation  of  the  port  of  Villa 
Franca  in  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  and  the  capacity  of 
the  fame,  together  with  the  fecuriry  of  it  in  all  refpefts, 
have  been  efficacious  motives  to  his  moft  Serene 
Highnels^he  Duke  of  Savoy,  for  the  exhibiting  and 
pronouncing  the  fame  free  to  the  whole  world  j  with  a 
belief,  that  it  might  in  time  prove  advantageous  to  the 
public,  and  to  his  Royal  Highnefs  in  particular.  But 
ft  fo  falling  out,  that  the  vigour  of  things  which  are 
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cftabliflicd  by  the  bcftcounfcl,  in  procefs  of  time  are 
fi^ndered  languid  and  fubjefl  to  mutation:  it  has  there- 
fore jplcafcdms  Royal  Hignefs^  not  only  to  re-confinn 
the  free  &SLtt  and  condition  of  his  port,  but  over  and 
above  to  oifer  the  fame  to  his  Majefty  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, &c.  increafcd  .with  new  privileges,  and  augment- 
ed with  inviolable  capitulations.  To  thefe  nidtives  a 
moft  valid  and  reciprocal  inducement  joins  itfelf ;  to 
wit,  the  luxuriant  jfertility  of  foil,  which  is  obvious  iii 
the  kii^oms  and  other,  plantations  which  are  under 
the  dominion  of  his  Majefty  of  Great  Britam,  &c.  as 
/dfo  in  the  dominions  of  his  faid  Royal  Highnefs; 
which  fuperfluity,  fince  it  is  fo  properly  and  naturally 
^tranfmitted  and  empded  into  the  mutual  territftrifcS, 
with  the  reciprocal  fruit  and  advantage  of  the  fubjed, 
it  was  eafy  for  both  Princes,  between  whom  Aere  pafled 
long  fince  the  ties  of  an  ancient  fi-iendlhip,  confimried 
by  repeated  alliances,  and  by  late  conjunftion  in  blood, 
to  entertain  thoughts  of  fuperadding  the  new  tie  of 
mutual  commerce,  by  whidi  they  might,  upon  the  (core 
qf  advanta^ng  their  fubjefts,  farther  oblige,  and  reci- 
procally engage  themfelves  to  each  other.  To  this 
end  and  purpofe  it  has  pleafed  his  moft  Excellent 
M^efty,  by  his  letters  patents  under  the  great  (eal  of 
England,  to  conftittite  Sir  John  Finch,  knight,  now 
refident  for  his  Majefty  of  Great  Britain  with  the  Great 
Duke  of  Tufcany,  his  true  and  lawfal  attorney,  with  a 
plenipotentiary  power,  as  appears  out  of  the  letters  pa- 
tents themfelves :  and  to  the  fame  intent  and  purpofe 
his  Royal  Highnefs  has  thought  good  to  inveft  with 
the  fame  power  and  authority  Signor  Jofeph  Maurice 
Philippone,  his  counfellor,  auditor,  and  procurator  ge- 
neral of  his  revenue,  as  is  likewife  apparent  from  the 
letters  patents  of  his  Royal  Highnefs :  both  which  ple- 
nipbtehtiaries,  after  fcveral  meetings,  have  finally  con- 
cluded as  follows.

aU  which  things  or  merchandize  fo  brought,  (hall  free- 
ly and  lawfully,  by  the  captains  or  mafters,  or  any 
under  them,  or  by  the  merchants  or  fadors,  his  Ma- 
^fty's  futyefb,  be  landed  and  brou^t  into  die  hou&^ 
of  the  faid  merchants  or  faftors,  or  into  any  magazines 
or  warchoules  out  of  their  houfes  in  the  faid  ports, 
;md  there  conferved  and  kept  by  them  as  long  as  they 
pleafe,  without  confifcadon,  impofition  of  cuftom,  or 
cxaftion  of  any  duty  whatfoever^     Furthermore,  if  all 
th^  faid  things,  or  any  part  of  them,  Ihall  not  be  fold 
in  the  faid  ports,  it  is  and  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  faid 
captains,  mafters,  merchants,  or  faftors,  his  Majefty's 
fubjeds,  freely  to  fend  all  or  any  part  of  the  faid  things 
by  fea  to  whatfoever  other  place  they  pleafe,  without 
paying  any  cuftom,  duty,  or  any  fort  q{  impofition 
whatfoever. 

IIL  Thirdly,  That  all  andeverv  fort  and  kind  of 
fhings  and  merchandize,  which  fhall  be  fold  in  Nizza, 
Villa  Franca,  or  S.  Hofpitio,  and  after  the  fale  made 
(hall  be  difpeeded  or  fcnt  by  fea  into  the  temtories  of 
any  other  Prince,  both  in  refpeft  of  the  feller  and 
buyer,  fhall  always  be  free  and  cle^r  from  all  cuftom, 
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duty,  or  impofition  whatfocver :  but  as  to  all  thofe- 
things  and  qicrchandizes  which,  after  the  fale  made  in 
die  laid  places,  Ihail  pafs  by  land  into  the  territories  of 
any  other  Prince,  it  is  alio  covenanted  and  .agreed, 
diat  during  the  fpace  of  ten  years  to  enfue  from  the  day 
of  the  piK)lication  of  this  prefcnt  agreement,  all  fuch 
goods  i^all  be  free  and  clear  from  all  cuftom,  duty,  or 
impoft  whatfbevcr,  for  their  paffage  by  land,  and  from 
any  odier  penalty  whatfoever,-  both  in  relpefl:  of  the- 
buyer  and  feller  j  which  ten  years  being  expired,  if 
his  Royal  Highnefs  will  not  further  confirm  this  free- 
dom of  paflage  according  to  the  aforefaid  form  and 
manner,  in  fuch  cafe,  for  all  and  every  the  faid  things, 
which  after  fale^nade  pafs  by  land  as  aforefaid,  ftiall 
be  paid  only  one  half  of  die  impofidon  or  duty  which 
is  exacted  for  paflage  in  the  rates  or  tariff  printed  in 
the  end  of  the  order  publifhed  the  30th  Oftober, 
^633. 

IV,  Fourthly,  All  and  every  fort  and  kind  of  things 
or  merchandize,  which  are  produced  by  nature,  or 
made  by  art,  in  any  of  his  Majefty's  kingdoms,  or  in 
any  plantations  of  the  Weft  or  Eaft  Indies,  or  any . 
other  territories  which  at  prefent  are,  or  hereafter  fhall 
be,  under  the  dominion  of  his  Majefty,  may  and  Ihall 
be  freely  fold  by  the  fubjefts  of  his  Majefly,  through- 
out'all  the  dominions  of  his  Royal  Highncis,  and  any 
part  of  his  territories  or  places  of  jurifdiclion,,  without 
any  prohibition  or  penalty,  notwithftanding  whatfoevcr 
law  or  edift  to  the  contrary  ^  excepted  always,  and  only, 
fait,  tobacco,  gunpowder,  match,  birding-lhot,  bullets, 
whalebone,  cards  of  all  forts  j  becaufe  it  is  the  cuftom 
to  farm  out  the  liberty  of  felling  thefe  mentioned 
'things,  as  monopolies  to  particular  perfons  :  notwith- 
ftanding, free  leave  is  granted  to  his  Majefty's  fubjefts, 
according  to  what  is  exprefled  in  the  fccond  article,  to 
receive,  and  keep  within  their  houfes,  or  warehoufes,  all 
;the  aforefaid  forbidden  commodities,  without  any  cuf- 
tom, duty,  or  penalty  :  nay  further,  free  leave  is  grant- 
ed to  his  Majpfty's  fubje<5ts  to  fell  the  faicl  forbidden 
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commodiries  td  die  tnonopolifts  or  farmers  themfclvesu 
But  all  forts  t>f  mcrchandi2e  (except  the  aforeiaid  pro- 
hibited ones)  which  fhall  be  introduced  and  brought 
into  the  ports  of  Villa  Franca,  Nizza,  or  S,  Holjpirip^ 
when  they  Ihall  be  extrafted  out  of  the  faid  ports,  to 
the  end  that  they  may  be  vented  and  fojd"within  the 
dominions  of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  he^one  that  ex- 
traits  them,  whether  he  be  the  buyer  or  the  feller, 
Ihall  pay  only  one  half  of  that  cuftom  or  duty  which  is 
Ipecified  in  that  book  of  rates  or  tarifi^  a  printed 
copy  of  which,  under-written  by  the  procurator  of  his 
Royal  Highnefs,  was  by  him  delivered  to  Sir  John 
Finch  5  which  duty  or  cuftotn  once  paid,  nothing  more 
fliall  be  paid  within  the  dominions  of  his  Royal  High- 
nefs, either  by  -  the  buyer  or  the  feller,  for  the  faid 
goods  or  merchandize :  with  exprefs  declaration,  that 
for  all  woollen  manufaftures,  or  whatfoever  commodi- 
ties  aforefaid,  which  as  it  appears  are  not  fpeciiied  In 
the  aforefaid  books  of  rates  or  tariff,  fhall  be  paid 
duty  or  cuftom  one  and  a  hdlfper  centum^  that  is,  half 
only  of  the  three  per  centum  impofed  upon  all  commo- 
dities which  are  not  fpecified  in.  the  mentioned  book 
of  rates,  by  the  laft  article  or  lines  of  it ;  which  duty  or 
/:uftom  b^eing  once  paid,  nothing  more  fhall  be  paid, 
.neidier  by  the  buyer  nor  feller,  within  the  dominions  of 
his  RQy4  Highnefs. 

V.  Fifthly,  It  is  covenanted  and  agreed,  that  all 
•forts  of  fhips  and  vcfTels  belonging  to  his  M ajcfly  of 
Great  Britain^  &c.  or  any  of  his  fubjefts,  which  Ihali 
fet  fail  jfrom  England,  or  any  place  under  the  domi- 
nions of  his  Majefly,  or  out  of  his  Majefly's  domi- 
-*Hipns,  not  being  ixifefted  with  the  plague,  and  ih^U 
N  arrive  at  the  ports  of  Nizza,  Villa  Franca,  or  S.  Hof^ 
-pitio,  with  certificates  or  patents  of  good  health,  having 
•in  their  voyage  had  no  commerce  with  any  places  or 
perfons  fufpeded  to  be  infefted  with  the  plague,  arc, 
and  ought  to  be,  free  and  clear  from  making  Quarante- 
na,  or  any  days  whatfoever  of  purgation :  and  there 
ihall  be  immis^diately  granted  to  the  perfons  in  the  faid 
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aAp$,  prefon:  tad  frc9  eommttrer  or  Prtttkk^  Mditt 
things  and  merchaixHse,  of  whdtfoeyer  foit  qt  kM» 
broughe  by  the  &td  fliips^  ihall  immediaci^,  widiaDi; 
any  delay,  be  penxncttd  freely  to  be  Unded,  mi  ctrrifj 
into  the  houfe»  or  warehonfes  of  the  mcrchiuit^  hii 
Majefty  s  fubjcfts  ki  Nizs^a,  Villa  Franea,  or  S.  Hof- 
pitio :  but  if  die  above-mentioned  ihips  ihall  arriTe 
without  a  certificate  or  patent  of  good  health,  or  if  in 
their  voyage  they  fhall  have  pradifed  or  had  conmierce 
with  any  perfons  or  places  fufpcfted  of  the  plague» 
in  fuch  cafe  both  perfons  md  goods  (hall  be  ilibjed  to 
quarantena  or  purgation  }  but  the  days  of  quarantena 
or  purgation  ihaU  be  fhortened,  both  in  refpe£t  of  the 
peribns  and  goods,  as  much  as  die  care  of  preferving 
the  public  health  can  poflibly  permit :  but  what  mer- 
chandize is  fubje6fc  to  the  lazaretto,  or  to  make  piiiiga-> 
lion,  as  aUb  the  lazaretto  dudes,  or  expence  of  goods 
that  make  purgation,  is  with  other  particylars  contain^ 
ed  in  a  paper  of  the  rates  of  the  lazaretto  dudea  at  tht 
end  of  this  inftrument,  which  never  can  or  may  bo 
changed  or  altered  without  the  confent  of  the  conful^ 
;and  the  major  part  of  the  merchants  refiding  in  the 
iaid  ports* 

'  VI.  Sixthly,  Becaufe  ports  which  are  called  free  are 
^Wont  to  give  proteftion  and  refuge  to  bankrupts,  or 
perfons  that  fail  and  break  with  other  men's  eftates ; 
the  fame  piety  of  his  Majefty  which  protcAs  thofe  who 
are  good,  punifbes  them  that  are  bad  i  therefore  as  to 
what  concerns  his  Majefty's  iubjefts,  it  is  covenanted 
and  agreed,  notwithftanding  whatibever  edi£b  pub- 
Hlhed,  that  his  Majefty's  iubjefts  be  wholly  deprived 
.and  utterly  cut  ofiF  from  enjoying  that  prote&ion 
•which  is  commonly  called  fafe-conduft ;  refcrving  to 
every  fubjcft  of  his  Majefty  his  proper  right ;  likewifib 
all  his  Majefty's  fubjefts  Ihall  be  deprived  pf  the  bcnc- 
.fic  qf  proteftion  or  fafe-conduft,  who  Ihall  commit 
any  crimes  whatfoevcr  againft  his  Majefty,  as  aMb  all  of 
his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  whether  maftcr,  maiin^s,  or 
,  others,  who  fhall  be  guilty  of  barratry;  to  whom,  as 
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alfo  to  aS  ykites  zfiA  tohhtts  at  fea  who  zfe  his  Ma« 
jcfly's  fubjefts,  aB  licenfe  (hall  be  denied  of  fellii^ 
goods  or  merchandize,  or  contradting  for  them  in  the 
feid  ports :  b\it  in  regard  aU  that  is  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  part  of  this  article  relates  only  to  his  Ma- 
jelly's  fobjefts,  it  is  covenanted  likewife  and  agreed  ia 
favour  of  the  faid  fiibjefts,  that  they  ihall  folly  and  en- 
tirely againft  all  ftrangers  (as  well  as  all  ftrahgeis 
againfE  them)  enjojr  the  privilege  of  iafe-conduft  or 
proteftion  promiled,  and  publiflied  in  the  edid  of  a  free 
port,  by  his  Royal  Highnefe.  , 

VII.  Seventhly,  All  the  fubjeiSks  of  his  Majefty  who 
liveatNizza,  Villa  Franca,  or  S.  Holpitio,  in  order  to 
trade  or  otherwife,  are  declared  free  and  clear  from  all 
tributes,  taxes,  or  levies  of  monies,  which  are  or  Ihall 
be  impofed  by  his  Royal  Highneli. 

VIII.  Eighthly,  It  is  likewife  declared,  that  the 
perlbns  of  his  Majefty's  llibjefts  refiding  at  Nizza, 
Villa  Franca,  or  S.  Holpitio,  Ihall  not  be  liable  or  fub- 
jc6t  to  arreft  or  irnprifonment,  or  their  goods  to  fci- 
zurc  or  fequeftration,  for  any  civil  caufes,  unlefs  a  legal 
•citation  has  firft  preceded;  but  in  criminal  caufes^ 
vhich  are  punilhed  with  death  or  corporal  punifh- 
ment,  they  Ihall  be  fubjeft  to  irnprifonment  without 
citation. 

IX.  Ninthly,  It  is  perniitted,  and  Ihall  be  law- 
fol  to  all  and  every  one  of  the  fubjefts  of  his  Ma- 
jefty  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  dwelling  in  the  faid  ports,  to 
live  in  their  own  religion,  after  the  fame  manner  that 
is  permitted  either  at  Genoa,  or  Leghorn^  and  a  conve- 
nient and  decent  place  of  burial  ihall  be  allotted  and 
afligned  for  the  interment  of  fuch  of  his  Majefty's  fub- 
jefts as  fhall  dcceafe  in  the  faid  places. 

X.  Tenthly,  Since  that  nothing  doth  more  tormerit 
any  man  than  controverfies  in  law  before  tribunals  of 
judicature,  in  regard  of  the  great  expence  both  of  time 
^d  money  -,  but  more  cfpecially  one  who  is  a  ftrangcr 
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to  die  cuftoms  of  the  place^  and  an  alien  to  die  lai^s : 
therefore  it  is  covenanted  aiyl  ^reed  between  his  Ma- 
jefty  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  and  his  Royal  Highnefs, 
iiiat  all  differences  or  controverfies  whatlbever,  which 
fliall  arife  between  fubjeft  and  fubjdft  of  his  Majefly, 
or  between  the  faid  fubjefts  and  any  perfon  that  is  no 
ftibjeft  of  his  Majefty,  ftiall  be  only  pleaded  be- 
ibrCj  and  be  decided  only  by,  a  judge  who  fliall 
be  called  the  Delegate  of  the  Englifh  nadon; 
.which  delegate  fliall  always  be  chofen  by  the  fub- 
jefts  of  his  Majefty  who.  live  at  Nizza,  VUla  Franca, 
or  S.  Hofpitioj  provided  always,  that  the  eleftion  be 
made  out  of  the  number  of  thofe  minifters  of  his  ^ 
Royal  Highnefs  which  conftitute  the  confuls  of  the  fea: 
the  delegate  Co  chofen  fliall  be  continued  during  the 
pleafure  of  the  national  eledors ;  provided  that  this 
condnuation  be  no  longer  time  than  what  is  limited  by 
his  Royal  Highnefs  for  the  period  of  the  office  of  the 
reft  of  the  confuls  of  thc'fca.  When  this  delegate  is 
■clcfted,  the  nation  fliall  prefent  him  to  his  Royal  High- 
nefs, with  a  petition,  that  by  his  authority  he  may  be 
appointed  to  exercife  this  charge  j  by  which  authority 
tbeing  conftituted,  he  fliall  with  brevity  and  expedition 
decide  and  determine  all  the  aforelaid  controverfies, 
•without  the  formalit}'  of  legal  proceffes,  according  to 
the  validity  and  weight  of  reafon,  having  regard  only  to 
the  truth  of  the  faft :  and  all  this  fliall  be  done  with- 
out any  cofts,  charges,  or  expence,  except  only  the 
bare  payment  of  the  writing.  From  the  fentence 
given  by  this  delegate  there  fliall  no  appeal  be  made  or 
allowed,  except  to  the  tribunal  of  the  confuls  of  the 
fea  refiding  at  Nizza,  where  the  delegate  hirpfelf  is  to 
be  one,  and  fits  as  one  of  the  judges;  from  which  tri- 
bunal no  appeal  is  to  be  admitted.  But  if  in  the  pro- 
grels  of  time  his  Majefty*s  fubjefts  in  the  faid  port§ 
become  numerous  (which  is  to  be  hoped,  from  the 
good  and  well-compofed  laws)  if  any  inconvenience  be 
found  in  the  deciding  of  controverfies  according  to  the 
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manner  prelcribed,  then,  as  to  whatfoever  efbritrover- 
lies  which  fhaU  happen  and  arife  only  between  fubje6t 
and  fubjeft  of  his  Majefty,  the  following  rule  for  an 
unappealable  deciding  of  them  fhall  be  eftablifhed  and 
confirmed  between  his  Majefty  and  his  Royal  High- 
,  nefs,  which  then  is  to  be  in  full  force  arid  vigour  from 
that  time  which  his  Majefty  (hall  require  it  of  his 
Royal  Highnefs,  The  form  or  rule  is  this:-^The  fub- 
jefts  of  his  Mdjtfly  Ihall  choofe,  out  of  the  number  of 
the  Englifti  nation,  three,  which  for  life  and  manners 
arc  efteemed  men  of  the  greateft  integrity  amongft 
them ;  thefe  three  they  ftiall  humbly  prefent  to  his  ' 
Royal  Highnefs, .  that  he  may  benignly  pleafe  to  ap- 
point one  of  them,  who,  under  the  title  of  Delegate  of 
his  Royal  Highnefs,  is  to  exercife  the  office  which 
fhall  immediately  be  declared :  by«  whofe  authority 
when  he  Ihall  be  conftituted,  and  to  that  purpofe  has 
obtained  letters  from  his  Roval  Highnefs,  he  ftiall  not- 
withftanding  be  incapable  or  exercifing  his  charge,  till  ^ 
he  hath  firft  taken  oath  before  the  already-mentioned 
national  delegate,  or,  in  his  abfence,  before  fomc 
other  of  the  confuls  of  the  fea  refiding  at  Nizza  for 
his  Royal  Highnefs.  Thefe  things  premifed,  when  a 
controverfy  or  difference  ftiall  arife  or  happen,  the 
.plaintiff*  «id  the  defendant  ftiall  each  of  them  choofe  " 
two  arbitrators,  whom  they  ftiall  declare  and  conftitute 
to  be  fuch  before  the  del^ate  of  his  Royal  Highnefs, 
to  every  one  of  which  the  delegate  ftiall  adminifter  an 
oath,  upon  the  holy  evangelifts,  to  this  purpofe  5  *^  That 
they  will,  according  to  the  utmoft  of  their  power,  laying 
alide"  all  refpeft  of  perfons,  and  according  to  good 
confcience  and  beft  rule  of  juftice,  give  their  fen?encc 
of  arbitration  righteoufly  and  faithfully."  After  which, 
oath  they  may  convene,  as  occafion  6fFers,  but  always 
•in  the  prefcnce  of  the  faid  delegate :  which  delegate 
ftiall  have  no  voice  in  cafe  that  the  major  part  of  the 
four  arbitrators  agree  in  their  arbitration  i  which  if 
they  do,  the  decifion  fo  made  Ihall  be  valid  and  firm  : 
but  if  the  arbitrators,  by  rcafoa  of  their  equality  of  votes, 
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a^ee  not^  then  die  dclegut  of  his  Royal  Hig^mds^ 
kavmg  firft  taken  the  fame  oath  the  arbitrators  did» 
before  one  of  the  confuls  of  the  fea  at  Nizza,  fhall 
have  a  vote  amongft  the  other  four  arbitrators^'  and  the 
decilion  fhall  be  on  that  fide  which  has  the  m^ori^ 
of  votes>  to  all  purpofes  valid  and  iirm.  In  both 
cafes,  the  decifion  thus  amicably  made  fhall  be  tranf- 
xnitted  to  his  Royal  Highnefs  within  the  fpace  of  one 
month,  that  by  his  authority  it  may  have  its  fuU  forces 
and  be  put  in  execution.  This  delegate  fhall  be  fiir- 
dier  obliged  to  make  writmgs  or  records,  as  delegatt 
of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  and  it  fhaU  be  his  charge  care^ 
fully  to  keep  and  preferve  the  fame.  He  fhaU  be  coa- 
tinued  dyee  years  in  his  office,  and  be  oUiged  to  give 
an  account,  to  the  delegate  that  fl&cceeds  him,  q(  a^ 
matters  that  were  tranfaded  under  him. 

XI.  Eleventhly,  If  any  fubjeft  of  his  Mwefty  fhatt 
die  in  the  faid  ports  without  making  his  will,  or  fhaU 
appoint  by  his  will  one  to  be  executor  who  lives  in 
none  of  the  faid  ports,  the  whole  nation  fhall  be  con- 
vened, and  by  them  fome  perfons  fhall  be  ehofen  of 
good  life,  fame,  and  credit ;  who  together  with  the  de- 
legate of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  his  Majefbjr's  fubjeft,  and 
the  conful  of  the  nation,  fhall  take  care  of  the  eftates 
of  the  pcrlbn  deceafcd,  fo  that  it  may  not  be  embez- 
zled, but  kept  for  them  to  whom  of  right  it  does  belong: 
which  perfons  fo  elefted  by  the  nation  fhall  be,  be- 
fore the  tribunal  of  the  confuls  of  the  fea  refiding  at 
Nizza,  conftituted  and  appointed  adminiftrators,  to 
thfc  intent  aforefaid,  of  the  goods  of  the  deceived :  and 
to  this  end  they  fhall  have  full  power  to  demand  and 
keep  wbatfoever  of  right  belonged  to  the  perfon  de- 
ceafcd, and  alfo  to  pay  and  difcharge  whatfoever  of 
tight  was  due   from   the   dcceafed  perfon    to    any 

JHy^.  Twelfthly,  All  •  marinerg,  fubje£ts  of  his  M?- 
jw<^>  wijp  ih^li  defert  their  own  captain  or  mafter,  and 
.;^Rtfrjna|fty  other  ,fb     qr  veiTel,  upon  compl^t  ma^e 
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to  (ike  ioflicer  of:  his  Royal  Highrtefs  at  Nbsa,  'YUjb 
Franca^  or  S.  Hoipitio,  fhall  be  taken  from  the  (lup 
that  received -them,  and  be.rcftored  to  their  firft  cap- 
tain or  maftcr.  If  any  mariner  deferts  his  own  cap- 
tain or  mafter,  and  retires  into  any  public  or  private 
houfe  of  any  of  the  inhabitants  in  the  faid  ports,  and 
ihall  be  concealed  by  the  inhabitant,  he  Ihall  be  for- 
cibly taken  out  of  die  houfe,  and  the  houfekeeper 
fined  twenty  dollars  for  every  fuch  offence  :  if  any  ma- 
riner Ihall  lie  all  m^t  on  fhore  in  any  public  or  private 
houfe,  wiAout  leave  in  writing  under  the  hand  of  his 
officer,  the  houfekeeper  lodging  him  •fhall  pay  tea 
dollars :  if  any  mariner  contrafts  a  debt  with,  or  runs 
in  debt  to  any  inhabitant  of  the  faid  ports,  above  the 
fum  of  one  dollar,  without  licenfe  in  writing  from  his 
captain  or  matter,  his  creditor  ftiall  lofe  it :  but  if  any 
mariner  docs  get  one  to  be  bound  for  the  debt,  who 
is  not  a  mariner,  the  mariner  ihall  be  let  go ;  but  the 
perfon  that  is  bound  for  him  may  be  retained  for  the 
debt. 

XIIL  Thirteenthly,  It  is  covenanted  and  agreed, 
diat  all  flups  of  war  bdoi^ing  to  his  Msyefty,  whenfo- 
ever  they  fhail  come  into  the  faid  ports,  ihall  in  every 
f>omt  bcjreceived  with  the  fame  honour  as  any  fhips 
or  vefiels  whatibever  belonging  to  whatibever  Monarch 
or  IMnc^ :  during  the  abode  of  lus  Majeity's  ihips  in 
the  faid  ports,  nothing  nece£&ry  or  convenient  ihall  be 
denied  them,  they  paying  a  competent  price  for  it; 
and  as  for  their  vidtu^ng,  licenfe  is  granted  to  anv 
peifon  deputed  to  vidhial  the  fhips,  throughout  m 
tiie  dominions  of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  to  contrad  for 
and  buy  all  things  neoeilary  and  convenient  for  iuile^ 
Aanc^  knd  to  caufe  all  the  faid  things  lb  bought  to  bf 
•brou^t  into  the  iaid  ports,  without  any  cuttom,  duty, 
or  impoft,  paying  for  them  only  the  jfirft  cofti  and.it 
is  further  covenanted,  that  the  faid  ihips  of  war  of  his 
Majeity,  during  their  abode  in  the  faid  ports,  fhall  be 
proctftedand  defended  againtt  any  whonUbever  that 
5  would 
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would    attempt  any  violence  or   hdtility   againft 

them. 

XIV.  Fourteenthly,  Since  in  this  inftrument  of 
commerce  there  has  been  mention  made  of  certain 
fifcal  orders  or  tariffs,  commonly  called  books  of 
rates  or  public  duties;  one  of  which,  printed  the  tenth 
of  December,  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fifty-one, 
contains  the  cuftoms  or  duties  which  are  to  be  paid 
for  all  commodities  whatfoever,  which  are  fold  within 
the  dominions  of  his  Royal  Highnefs :  a  fecond 
contains,  at  the  end  of  the  general  order  of  the  Porto 
Franco  (the  thirtieth  of  Oftober,  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  thirty-three)  the  duties  that  are  to  be  paid  for 
paifage  by  land  through  the  ftate  of  his  Royal  High- 
nefs :  and  the  third,  and  the  lafl,  underwritten  by  the 
procurator  of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  contains  the  lazaretto 
duties  or  expences  which  are  to  be  paid  for  the  pui^g- 
ing  of  goods  that  make  quarantena :  all  Which  three 
books  of  rates  and  dudes  are  to  be  regulated  according 
to  the  limitations  and  refbiftions  in  the  foregoing  arti- 
cles: it  is  covenanted,  that  the  faid  tariffs,  or  rates  and 
duties,  fhall  never  be  changed  or  altered  without  con- 
fcnt  of  the  conful  and  the  major  part  of  the  Englifh 
merchants  and  faftors  rcfiding  in  the  faid  ports.  It  is 
alfo  further  covenanted,  that  the  merchants  and  fiuStors, 
fubjefts  of  his  Majefly,  fhall  be  di^atched  with  all  ex- 
pedition in  the  feveral  places  where  cufloms  or  dudes 
are  to  be  paid,  and  that  none  of  the  faid  fubje6b  ihall 
be  at  any  time  liable  to  revifion  of  accounts  under  pre- 
tence of  defraudation.  And  if  any  officer  ot  his 
Royal  Highnefs,  byway  of  reward,  voluntary  donative, 
T>r  any  other  way  whatfoever,  fhall  exaA  or  receive  any 
fum  or  value  beyond  what  s  appointed  in  the  mention- 
ed tariffs  or  rates,  limited  as  in  the  aforefaid.  articles, 
the  perfon  fo  offending  fhall  be  imprifoned  the  i^ace 
of  three  months  or  more,  if  his  Royal  Highnefs  think 
fit,  and  fhall  pay  three  times  the. full  value  of  what  he 
fo  demanded  or  received  i  one  half  of  which  fhall  be 
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applied  to  his  Royal  Highnefs,  and  the  odier  half  to  the 
^ccufer  or  informer. 

XV^  Fifteenthly  and  laftly.  It  is  covenanted  and 
-agreed^  that  all  immunities^  privileges^  and  conceflions^ 
which,  in  the  general  publication  of  a  free  port  made  by 
his  Royal  Highnels,  are  not  mendoned,  or  ipecified  in 
the  foregoing  articles,  fliall  be,  for  the  iiill  advantage  of 
his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  to  all  intents  and  purpofes  be 
underftoodtQ  be  exprefsly  mendoned  and  contained  in 
the  body  of  this  prefent  inftrument :  and  whatfoever 
for  the  foture  of  immunity,  privilege,  or  advantage, 
Ihall  be  granted  to  any  other  kingdom  or  ftate,  all  and 
every  of  the  faid  immumries,  privileges,  and  advanta- 
ges, are  and  Ihall  be  as  fully,  with  all  their  circumftan- 
ces,  granted  to  his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  as  if  they  were 
exprefsly  covenanted  and  agreed  for  in  this  prefent 
inftrument.  For  .the  full  and  undoubted  confirmation 
of  which,  and  of  all  the  foregoing  articles,  the  above- 
named  procurators  of  his  Majefty  of  Great  Britain, 
&Ci  and  his  Royal  Highnefs,  having  diligendy  read 
and  weighed  all  the  above-faid  fifteen  articles,  haVe 
hereunto  put.  their  hands  and  feals,  at  Florence,  the 
nineteenth  day  of  September,  the  year  of  our  lord  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  fixty-nine.

^tbe  Definitive  Treaty  ofPedcey  Union^  Friendjhipy  and 
mutual  Defence^  between  the  Crowns  of  Gtcsit  Bri- 
tain, Hungary,  tf»i  Sardinia,  concluded  at  WormSj 
en  tbe  T^  of  September,  1743. 

GEORGE  the  Second,  by  the  grace  of  God,, 

King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender 
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of  the  hith,  Duke  of  BrvxiSwic,  and  Lutienkm^^ 
Arch-treafurer,  and  Prince  EkAor^  of  dxe  Holy  Ro- 
man Empire,  &c.  to  all  and  fingular  to  whoni 
thefe  prcfents  fhall  come>  greeting.  Whereas  the 
tninifters  plenipotentiary>  as  well  on  our  part,  as  on  the 
part  of  our  good  brother  the  King  of  Sardinia,  &c» 
and  of  our  good  filler  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bo- 
hemia, &c.  being  affembled  at  Worms,  and  fufiiciently 
authorized  thereto,  did  conclude  and  fign  a  certain 
treaty  of  mutual  friendfliip,  and  perpetual  alliance,  on 
the  -iVday  of  the  prefent  month  of  September,  in  the 
fomi  and  words  following* 

In  the  name  of  the  moft  Holy  Trinity* 

♦ 
'    BE  it  known  to  all,  and  every  one,  to  whom  it  ap- 
pertains, or  may  appertain,  in  any  manner  whatfo- 
cven 

Forafmuch  as  the  difturbances,  which,  upon  the  de- 
ceafc  of  the  Emperor  Charles  t;he  Sixth,  of  glorious 
memory,  without  male  iflue^  arofe  in  Germany,  not- 
withltanding  the  exprefs  tenor  of  the  moft  folemn  and 
recent  treaties  of  peace  and  allifuice,  corroborated  by 
the  authentic  guaranty  9f  the  body  of  the  Empire, 
which  do  aflure  to  his  eldefl  daughter,  and  to  her  pof<- 
terity,  the  entire  and  indivifible  fucceflion  to  his  here- 
ditary dominions,  do  manifeftly  tend  to  the  overthrow 
of  all  balance  in  Europe,  and  dp  expofe  its  liberty,  and 
that  of  its  commerce,  to  the  moft  evident  danger ; 
which  danger  is  ftill  increafed  by  the  conqueft  which 
the  Kings  of  Spain  and  Naples  have  openly  undertaken 
to  make  of  the  dominions  pofle&d  by  the  nK)ft  Se- 
rene Houfe  of  Auftria  in  Italy,  contrary  to  the  feith  of 
their  own  eng^emqnfs  j  after  which,  the  reft  of  Italy 
jnrould  no  longer  be  able  to  refift  them,  and  all  the 
coaft$  of  the  Mediterranean  Sea  would  be  under  fub- 
jeftion  to  one  and  the  fame  family. 

To  obviate,  as  much  as  in  them  lies,  fuch  imminent 
evils,  and  an  enterprize,  whofe  confequenccs  would  be 
fo  fatal  to  all  the  Princes  and^ftates  of  Italy,  to  their 
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liberty  and  commerce,  and  to  that  of  the  lAaritimC 
Powers  in  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  die  moft  Serene  and 
moft  Potent  Prince  George  the  Second,  King  of  Great 
Britain,  Eleftor  of  Brunfwick,  Lunenburg,  &c.  5  the 
moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Princefs  Maria  Thercfia, 
Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  Archdiitchefs  of 
Auftria,  &c. ;  and  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent 
Prince  Charles  Emanuel  King  of  Sardinia>  Diike  of 
Savoy,  &c.  having  ilich  an  effential  intereft  in  the  prc- 
fervation  of  a  juft  balance  in  Europe,  on  which  depends 
the  liberty  of  Europe,  and  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
liberty  and  fecurity  of  Italy  in  particular^  on  whicR  de- 
pends that  of  its  connncrce,  and  of  the  commerce  ci 
the  Mediterranean,  have  refolved  to  enter  into  a  clofer 
and  more  infeparable  union,  in  this  fixed  inoendon, 
and  to  perfevere  inviolably  in  joining  their  forces  and 
counfels  in  order  to  obtaining  die  cSe6t  defired  there-^ 
from,  and  more  efpecially  for  the  fake  of  repelling^ 
with  ode  acccord,  the  unjuft  invafion  made  by  t^ 
Kings  <^  Spain  and  Naples,  and  for  fecuring  Italf,  if 
pofliUe,  for  the  future^  from  all  attempts  cff  the  (anfie 
kind* 

In  this  view,  and  in  order  to  prevent  the  ^id  ifrva- 
fion,  without  lofe  of  time,  lus  Majcfty  the  King  cf 
Sardinia  did  enter,  from  the  ift  day  of  February  I74a> 
into  a  proviiional  convention  with  her  Majefty  thi 
Queen  of  Hungary,  the  tenor  whereof  is  as  follows:— 

As  it  is  fufficiently  evident,  that  the  motions  of  the 
Spanifii  troops,  which,  having  landed  in  t6e  ftates  of 
the  Prasfidii,  are  advancing  in  the  dominions  of  the 
Pope,  in  order  to  join  thofe  of  Naples,  and  from  thence 
to  purfue  their  march  as  far  as  Imola,  are  be«t,  accdrd^ 
ing  to  certain  intelligence,  towards  Lonibardy,  ^^ 
muft  neceffarily  very  much  aflTcft  his  Majefty  the  Kin^ 
of  Sardinia,  as  well  as  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hun^ 
gary  and  Bohemia,  their  Majefties  have  thought,  bf 
the  means  of  the  Marquis  d'Ormea  and  of  the  Count 
de  Schulenbourg  (they  being  relpeftively  provided 
with  the  neceffary  full  powers)  of  ooiiiirting^  arid 
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agreeing  upon  the  following  articles,  under  the  hopes 
of  their  being  ratified  and  accepted. 

1.  The  forces  of  her  Majefly  the  Queen  of  Hun- 
gary alone,  which  are  now  in  Italy,  appearing  fufficient 
1:0  make  head  againft  the  aggreflbrs,  they  fhall  be 
,  brought  together,  in  order  to  march  towards  them, 
and  to  give  ah  inunediate  check  to  their  progrefs,  and 
particularly  in  order  to  cover  the  States  otModena, 
and  Mirandola,  which  are,  as  it  were,  a  bulwark  to  the 
dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Hungary  in  Italy. 

.  II.  The  faid  King  of  Sardinia  fhall,  in  the  mean 
while,  have  a  confiderable  body  of  his  troops  upon  the 
frontiers  of  his  dominions  towards  the,  borders  of  the 
Milanefe,  and  of  the  dtatchy  of  Plaeentia,  which  fhall  be 
difpofed  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  that  they  may  be  broi^ht 
together  in  a  fhort  time ;  and  in  cafe  the  forces  of  the 
aggrefTors  fhould  come  to  be  augmented,  and  that  there 
fliould  be  caufe  to  fear  a  new  invafion  on  any  other 
fide,  as  is  probable,  according,to  tlie  advices  that  have 
been  received,  that  a  fecond  convoy  of  Spanifh  troops 
has  already  fet  fail  at  Barcelona,  and  that  they  are  to 
land  in  the  harbour  of  La  Spe^ia,  his  Majefly  fhall 
then  co-operate  with  all  his  forces  for  preventing  the 
body  of  Auftrian  troops,  which  fhall  have  marched 
forward,  from  being  -cither  taken  in  flank  or  inter- 
cepted by  that,  new  reinforcement  of  Spanifh  troqpsi 
and  to  this  end,  all  the  pafTages  in  the  flates  above- 
mentioned,  and  principally  the  places  of  Parma,  Pla- 
eentia, and  Pavia,  fhall  remain  free  and  open  to  the 
King's  troops  for  their  convenience  and  fecurity. 

/  III.  As  to  what  relates,  to  further  motions,  and 
fuch  other  military  operations  as  might  be  afberwards 
undertaken,  as  they  mull  depend  upon  the  circum- 
ftances  which  fall  out  from  day  to  day,  it  is  neceflary 
to  refer  them  to  the  concert  which  fhall  be  entered 
into,  in  proportion  to  the  circumftances  which  fhall 
happen  5  and  for-  this  puipofe,  his  Majefly  the  King 
of  Sardinia  fliajl  fold  one  of  his  general  officers  to  the 
•^  .  army

army  of  her  Maj^fly  the  Queen  of  Hungary,  and  her 
Majefly  the  Queen  of  Hungary  fliall  fend  one  of  her's 
likewife  to  refide  with  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Sardi- 
nia : '  to  which  general  officers  fhall  be  reciprocally 
conamunicated  all  the  advices  that  (hall  be  received 
about  the  enemy ;  and  all  the  refolutions  which  fhaU 
be  taken  on  either  fide,  Ihall  be  concerted  with 
them, 

IV.  Nothing  being  fo  neceflfaiy  towards  obtaining 
die  end  defired  on  each  fide,  as  the  reciprocal  fecurity 
of  the  relpeftive  pofleffions  and  rights,  and  a  confi- 
dence in  the  good  fafth  of  the  parties,  who  are  to  co- 
operate towards  the  fame  end,  his  Majefly  the  King  of 
Sardinia  promifes,  upon  the  faidi  and  word  of  a  Prince, 
to  her  Majefl:y  the  Queen  of  Hungary ;  firfl:,  that,  for 
as  long  time  as  the  prefent  provifional  agreement  Ihall 
lad,  he  will  not  avail  himfelf  of  his  pretended  rights  to 
the  fliate  of  Milan,  which  are  not  entered  into  in  this 
provifional  convention,  forafmuch  as  the  Queen  of 
Hungary  cannot  admit  them,  and  the  King  of  Sar- 
dinia, on  the  contrary,  thinks  them  founded ;  and  fe- 
condly,  that  if  it  fliould  be  neceflary  that  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty  fliould  enter,  with  his  forces,  into  any  one  of  the 
fi:atcs  above-mentioned,  he  will  not  exercife  in  the 
fame  any  aft  of  fovereignty,  and  will  not  in  anywilQ 
hinder  the.  Queen  of  Hungary  from  -continuing  to  ex- 
ercife them,  in  the  manner  that  that  Princefs  has  done 
it  hitherto ;  neither  will  his  Majefly  exaft  any  contri- 
bution, and  will  content  himfelf  in  the  faid  cafe  with 
being  furniflied  with  fuch  things  as  are  indiipeiifably 
requifite  to  an  army ;  as  for  inftance,  forage,  wpod, 
quarters,  carts,  beds,  caferns,  and  ftraw,  the  rations 
whereof  fliall  be  regulated  upon  the  foot  on  which  they 
are  ufually  allowed  to  his  troops ;  as  alio  hones,  mules, 
and  oxen,  for  the  ufe  of  the  artillery,  2^nd  viftuals. 

V.  On  the  other  hand,  her  Majefliy  the  Queen  01 
Hungary  declares  in  thic  like  folemn  rpanner,  that  it 
is  npt  her  meaning  that  the  above-faid  promifes  of  his 
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Mdjefty  &e  King  of  Sardinia/ n<M^  the  exeeotion  of 
them,  Ihould  prejudice  the  rights  by  him  pretended  to 
the  ftate  of  Milan,  nor  ever  to  av^  herfelf  of  them^t 
ib  as  to  infer  from  thence  that  the  faid  rights  were  noi. 
longer  fubfifting ;  the  intention  of  the  two  high  con- 
rafting  parties  being  to  prefcrve  to  each  of  them  thcir- 
reipeftive  rights  in  their  fall  force,  in  fu^h  manner  as 
they  may  appertain  to  them,  independently  of  the  prc- 
fent  convention, 

yi.  And  it  is  likewife  in  this  v^ew,  that  hia  Majefty 
the  King  of  Sardinia  referves  to  himfelf  cxprelsly  the 
entire  liberty  of  availing  liimfclf  of  his  faid  rights,  at 
iiphatever  tipic,  and  by  whatever  means,  either  by  him-. 
felf  iingly,  or  by  fuch  alliance  as  he  ihall  judge  to  be 
m<:^ft  for  his  convenience, 

VII,  But  as  his  Majefty  does  not  mean  to  acquire 
any  advantage  by  the  faid  refervatiqn,  and  deligns  to 
proceed  with  all  the  good  faith  which  is  natural  to  him,, 
ne  prom^fes  and  engages,  in  the  cafe  above-mentioned, 
not  to  aft  himfelfi  nor  to  permit  any  Prince,  with 
whom  he  might  be  allied,  to  a<5t  (whi^h  his  Majefly 
will  take  care  to  ftipulate  as  a  principal  condition,  in 
any  treaty  whatfoever  which  he  might  conclude) 
Iponer  than  after  the  fpace  of  one  month,  from  the 
time  that  he  fhall  have  caufcd  notice  to  be  given,  by 
the  means  of  the  general  officer  which  he  Ihall  have 
at  the  Queen  of  Hungary's  army  i  to  the  end  that  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  Auftrian  troops^  being  thu^ 
put  upon  his  guard,  may  take  fuch  meafures  and  re- 
Iblutions  as  hq  Ihall  judge  moft  for  his  advantage. 

yilL  Moreover  the  King  of  Sardinia  promifes,  in 
that  cafe,  to  make  his  troops  evacuate  all  the  doaiini- 
ons  of  the  Queen  of  Hungary,  and  all  the  places  and 
polls  which  he  Ihould  have  taken  poffeffion  of  during 
the  prcfent  provifional  agreement,  without  carrying  any 
thing  off;  to  the  end  that  the  troops  of  the  above- 
faid  Queen  may,  during'thc  faid'  month,  retake,  freely, 
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and  without  any  hmderance^  the  pofts  which  they  ihall 
think  ptsopen 

IX.  The  prefent  conyeption  fhall  be  ratified  by  the 
King  of  Sardinia  and  by  tfe  Queen  of  Hungary,  and 
the  afl:s  of  ratification  Ihall  be  exchanged  within  the 
term  of  twenty  days. 

X.  During  the  faid  term^  the  King  of  Sardinia  Ihal} 
not  underftand  himfelf  to  be  obliged  to  caule  his  troops 
to  enter  into  the  ftates  pofleffed  by  the  Queen  of  Hun- 
gary ;  and  if  after  the  expiration  of  the  faid  term,  the 
Queen  fhould  not  have  fent  her  ratification,  fo  that  for 
want  of  it  the  prefent  convention  fhould  remain  with- 
out effeft,  neverthelefs  the  King  fhall  not,  in  that  cafe, 
caufe  his  troops  to  enter  into  the  above-mentioned 
ilates,  during  the  term  of  other  ten  days,  neither  during 
that  term  fhall  he  give  any  hinderance  to  the  free  return 
of  the  Auflrian  troops  into  the  fame  flates,  and  into 
fuch  pofb  as  the  Queen  of  Hungary's  generals  Ihall 
judge  to  be  mofl  convenient. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  wc  the  under-written  plenipo- 
tentiaries have  figned  the  prefent  convention,  &c.  at 
Turin,  the  ift  ofT^'ebruary,  1742. 

IN  confequence  of  this  convention,  his  Majefly  the 
King  of  Sardinia  did  immediately  join  a  confiderabl? 
body  of  his  troops  to  thofe  of  the  faid  Queen,  his  Ma- 
jefly  the  King  of  Great  Britain  having  fent  a  ftrong 
Iquadron  to  co-operate  for  the  maintfenance  of  die  li- 
berties of  Italy, 

In  order  not  to  leave  fruitlefs  fo  great  expenses,  ancj 
to  fecure  ftill  farther,  and  to  accelerate,  for  the  prefent, 
the  entire  execution  of  fo  necefTary  and  jufl  a  refolurion^ 
and  in  order  likewife  to  perpetuate  the  effeft  of  it  for 
the  times  to  come,  their  faid  Majeflies  have  authorize4 
and  do  authorize  their  miniflers  plenipotentiary  to  makQ 
an  immediate  regulation  of  the  particulars  and  of  the 
conditions,  viz.  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
his  privy  counfellor  John  Lord  C^rt^ret,  Baron  of 
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Hawnes,  one  of  his  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate,  &c.;, 
his  Majefly  the  King  of  Sardinia,  the  Cheyalier  Oflb- 
no,  chevalier  grande  croix,  and  grand  confenrator  of 
the  religious  and  military  orders  of  the  Saints  Maurice 
and  Lazarus,  envoy  extraordinary  and  miniftcr  pleni- 
potentiary of  his  faid  Majefty  to  his  Majefty  the  King 
of  Great  Britain ;  and  her  Majefly  the  Queen  of 
Hungary  and  Bohemia,  the  Sieur  Ignatius  John  de 
Wafner,  her  minifl:cr  plenipotentiary  to  his  faid  Bri-. 
tannic  Majefly  j  who,  after  having  communicated  to 
each  other  their  reipcftive  full  powers,  and  having  tiKi- 
turely  conferred  together,  ha^e  agreed  upon  the  fol- 
lowing articles, 

I.  There  fhall  be,  from  the  prefent  time,  and  for  aH 
times  to  come,  between  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohe- 
mia, and  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Sardinia,  a  cjofe 
friendftiip,  and  fincere,  perpetual,  and  .inviolable  alli- 
ance, by  virtue  of  which  they  fliall  be  obliged  to  fup- 
port,  defend,  and  fuccour  each  other  reciprocally  and . 
conftandy,  to  be  attentive  to  the  fecurity.each  of  the 
other,  as^  to  their  own,  to  procure  all  advantages,  and 
to  keep  6ff  all  damage  and  prejudice  from  one  another 
to  the  utmoft  of  their  power. 

JL  To  this  end,  the  allies  engage  themfelves  afrefli 
tQ  a  moft  exprefs  guaranty  of  alTthe  kingdoms,  fl:ates, 
countries,  and  dominions,  which  they  are  now  in  pof- 
feflTion  of,  or  ought  to  poflefe  by  virtue  of  the  jreaty  of 
alliance  made  at  Turin  in  X703:  of  the  treaties  of 
peace  of  Utrecht  and  Baden :  of  ,the  treaty  of  peace 
and  alliance,  commonly  called  the.quacjruple  alliance  : 
of  the  treaty  of  pacification  and  alliance^  concluded  at 
Vienna  the  i6th  of  March,  173 1  :  of  the  aft  of  gua- 
ranty given  in  confequcnce  thereof,  and  paflfed  into 
^  law  of  the  empire  the  nth  of  January  1732 :  of  th? 
^ft  of  acceifion,  figned  likewife  in  confequence  of  the 
laid  treaty^  at  the  Hague  the  20th  of  February  1732 :

of  the  treaty  c^  peace  figned  at  Vienna  the  igth  of 
November  1738;  and  of  the  accefijon  thereto^  done 
and  f^ed  at  Verfailles  the  3d  of  February  1739  •  ^ 
which  treaties  are  folly  recdled  and  confirmed  here, 
fi^rafmuch  as  they  may  concern  the  allies,  and  as  far  as 
they  have  not  derogated  from  them  by  the  prefent 
treaty, 

IIL  In  conformity  to  the  guaranty  contained  in  the 
foregoing  article,  and  to  the  end  that  no  fubjeft  of  dif- 
putemay  remain  between  the  two  moft  Serene  Houfes 
of  Auftria  and  Savoy,  his  Majelty  the  King  of  Sardi- 
ninia,  for  himfelf,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  renounces 
by  name,  and  for  ever,  but  folely  in  favour  of  her 
Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  and  of 
her  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  his  pretended  rights  upon 
the  ftate  of  Milan  j  which  rights,  though  never  ad- 
mitted on  the  part  of  the  Queen,  he  had  referved  to 
himfelf,  by  the  provifional  convention;  the  liberty  of 
availing  himfelf  of.  And  befides,  his  Majefhr  the  King 
of  Sardinia  engages  himfelf  formally  and  ^ecially  to 
the  guaranty  of  the  order  of  fucceffion  eftabliflied  in 
the  faid  moft  Serene  Houfe,  by  the  pragmatic  fandion, 
in  the  fame  manner  as  it  is  fet  forth  in  the  treaty  of 
pacification  and  alliance  made  at  Vienna  the  i6th  of 
March  1731,  excepting,  however,  that  his  faid  Majefty 
fliall  never  be  obliged  to  fend  fuccours  out  of  Italy. 

IV.  For  this  purpofe,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sar- 
dinia,  who  has  already  joined  his  troops  to  thofe  of  the 
Queen  ofHungary,  and  who  has  already  confiderably . 
augmented  them,  fhall  continue  to  concert  and  exe- 
cute, joindy  with  her  and  her  generals,  all  the  mea* 
fures  and  operations  which  fhall  be  judged  the  moft 
cfFe6tual  for  keeping  off  and  repelling  the  invafion  now 
made,  or  to  be  hereafter  made,  againft  the  dominions 
of  the  faid  Queen,  and  for  fecuring  them  from  all  danger, 
prefent  andmture,  as  much  as  poffible. 

V.  In  order  to  attain  this  end,  and  as  long  as  the 
prefent  war  IhaE  laft,  hey  Majefly  the  Queen  of  Hun- 
gary 
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gtfy  ^r%^g^  ^^'^  onlf  to  keep  ffl  Italy  ifce  Aumbisr  of 
tfoop^  ^hich  ftic  has  there  now,  but  to  augrtlcftC  diem 
t»  tht  number  of  30^00  effeftive  men,  as  foon  as  die 
jBtuation  of  affairs  in  Genrany  will  permit  it:  and 
fab  Majefty  die  King  of  Sardinia  eng^s  to  keep  and 
cfnplby  the  number  of  40,000  foot,  and  5^000  horfe, 
comprehending  in  it  what  will  be  neceflary  for  the  gar- 
iifons,and  defence  of  his  own  dominions. , 

VI.  His  Majefty  the  King  of  San^nia  fliali  hare  the 
fbpreme  command  of  the  allied  army,  when  he  Ihall  be 
there  in  perfon,  and  he  (hall  regulate  the  military  mo- 
tions and  operations  of  it,  in  concert  with  her  Majefly 
the  Queen  of  Hungary,  according  as  the  common  in- 
ttrcft  and  occafions  fhall  require. 

VII.  As  long  as  it  fhall  be  neceflary  towards  favour- ' 
ing  and  feconding  thofe  operations,  and  as  long  as  the 
danger  of  the  allies,  and  of  Italy,  fliall  demand  it,  his 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain  engages  to  keep  in 
the  Mediterranean  Sea  a  ftrong  fquadron  of  fliips  of 
war,  and  bomb-veflels,  and  fire-  Ihips,  the  admiral  and' 
commanders  whereof  (hall  have  orders  to  concert  con- 
Aandy  and  regularly  with  liis  Majefty  the  King  of  Sar- 
dinia, or  with  his  generals,  and  with  thofe  of  her  Ma- 
jefty the  Queen  of  Hungary,  who  fhall  be  neareft  at 
hand,  the  moft  proper  meafurcs  for  the  fervicc  of 
the  common  caule. 

VilL  Moreover,  and  in  order  to  alTift  in  bearing 
the  extraordinary  expence  which  his  Majefly  the  King 
of  Sardinia  is  and  will  be  obliged  to  fupport,  for  raifing^- 
s^  caufing  to  aft,  a  much  greater  number  of  troops 
than  his  own  revenues  can  maintain,  his  M^yefty  the 
King  of  Great  Briton  engages  to  furnifh  to  him,  for 
as  long  as  the  war,  and  the  occafion  for  it,  fhall  conti- 
nue, a  fubfidy  of  two  hundred  thoufand  pounds  fter- 
ling^^  annum,  to  be  paid  every  tliree  months,  and  to 
commence  from  the  ift  of  February  1742,  New  Stile, 
being  the  day  upon  which  thfe  provifional  convention 
was  figned  between  the  faid-King  and  her  Majefty  the 
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Queen  of  HuAg^;  and  the  faid  fubfidy  ihall  be  punc^ 
tualljr  paid  from  three  months  to  three  months,  in  ad- 
vance, provided,  however,  that  what  fliall  have  been 
advanced  to  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Sardinia,  before 
the  fignaturc  of  the.  prefcnt  treaty,  Ihall  be  reckoned 
into  i%f 

IX,  In  confederation  of  the  zeal,  and  generofitjr. 
With  which  his  Sardinian  Majefly  has  been  willing  to 
expofe  hi3  perfon,  and  his  dominions,  for  the  public 
caufe,  and  for  that  pf  her  Majefly  the  Queen  of  Hun- 
gary and  Bohemia,  and  of  the  mofl:  Serene  Houfe  of 
Auflria  in  particular,  and  of  the   cfieftual  foccours 
which  the  faid  caufe  has  already  received  from  him  ^ 
In  confideration  alfo  of  the  burthenfome  engagements 
of  aflifl:ance,  andof  the  perpetual  tie  of  guaranty,  which 
he  contrafts  with  her,  by  the  prefent  alliance,  her  faid 
Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  for  her- 
fclfi  her  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  yields  and  transfers,  from 
this  prefent  time,  and  for  ever,  to  his  faid  Majefty  the 
King  of  Sjirdinia,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  to  be  united 
to  his  other  dominions,  the  diflrift  of  Vigevano,  i:alled 
die  VigevenafcOj  the  part  of  die  dutchy  of  Pavia  which 
is  between  the  Po  and  the  Thefin,  fo  that  the  Thefin 
ihali  for  the  future,  by  the  middle  of  its  ftream,  form 
the  feparation  and  limit  between  the  relpeftive  domi- 
nions^ from  the  Lago  Maggiore,  or  greater  lake,  to  the 
place  where  it  falls  into  the  Po,  excepting  only  the 
illand  formed  by  the  canal  over  againft  the  city  of  Pa- 
via, which  ifland  fhall  be  referved  to  her  Majefly  the 
Queen,  upon  thefe  conditions;  that  the  King  fliall  have 
neverthelefs  the  free  communication  of  the  river  Thefin, 
ibrthepafl2igeofbarks,withouttheirbeingeitherftopped, 
yifited,or  foojefted  to  the  payment  of  any  duty;  arid  that 
the  faid  canal  fliall  never  be  filled  up,  and  fliall  ferve  in 
this  place  for  a  limit.    Moreover,  that  other  part  of  the 
dutchy  of  Pavia,  called  the  Pavefe,  beyond  the  Po, 
Bobbio  and  its  territory  being  reckoned  into  it,  the  city 
of  Plaifance,  with  that  part  of  the  dutchy  of  Placenria 
which  is  between  the  Pavefan;,  and  as  far  as  the  bed  of

the  river  Nura,  from  its  fource  quite  to  the  Po;  in  ftich 
TOanner  that  the  middle,  as  welTof  the  Nura  as  of  the 
Fo,  tlo  make  in  this  .part  the  limit  of  the  two  ftates; 
aind  confequently,  that,  which  has  hitherto  belonged  to 
the  dutehy  of  Piacentia  oh  the  other  fide  of  die  Po,  do 
remain  leparated  from  it. 

Laftly,  that  part  of  the  county  of  Anghiera^^  or  of 
the  ftate  of  Milan,  whatfoever  particular  name  may  be 
g^ven  to  it,  which  borders  upon  the  Novarefe,the  valley 
•  of  Sefia,  the  Great  Alps,  and  the  country  of  Vallais,  ex- 
tfSiiding  to  the  Swifs  prefedtures  of  Val  Maggia  andLo* 
(:arnOy  and  along  the  banks  of^  and  in  the  Lago  Mag- 
giore,  to  the  middle  of  the  faid  lake,  in  fuch  manner 
that  for  the  future  the  cpnfine^  between  the  dominions 
pf  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Sardinia,  and  thofc  of  her 
Majefly  die  Queen  of  Hungary,  fhall  be  continually 
fixed  by  a  line  drawn  from  the  borders  of  the  Swifs,  in 
the  middle,  and  all  along  the  Lago  Maggiore  to  the 
mouth  of  tJie  Thefxn,  which  line  (hall  go  from  thence 
^ng  the  middle  of  the  ftream  of  that  river  to  the  place 
of  its  falling  into  the  Po,  excepting  the  front  of  the 
above-mentioned  ifland  before  Pavia»  and  from  thence 
go  on  along  the  middle  of  the  courlc  of  the  Po,  to  the 
place  where  the  Nura  falls  into  the  Po,  and  go  up  by 
the  middle  of  the  bed  of  the  Nura  quite  to  its  fource^ 
which  is  oppofite  to  the  country  of  Genoa. 

The  abovefaid  divifion-of  die  courfe  of  the  rivers 
ihall  not  prevent  the  navigation  remaining  free,  as  it  is 
to  remain,  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  two  fovereigns,  in  the 
whole  breadth  of  the  faid  rivers,  with  liberty  to  pafs 
upon  the  banks  on  either  fide,  for  the  towing  of  boats 
which  go  up  ftream  i  the  faid  banks  being  never- 
thelefs  to  appertain,  as  well  with  regard  to  the  property, 
as  in  all  other  relpecls,  to  the  fovereigns  refpeftively^on  ■ 
^idier  fide  of  the  faid  rivers,  who  Ihall  be  allowed,  each 
on  their  own  fide,  to  make  fuch  reparations  as  tjiey  fhall 
judge  neceffary  towards  ftrengthening  of  them,  provided 
that  thofe  reparations  be  not  prominent,  that  is  to  fay, 
that  they  may  npt  force  the  flream  of  the  river  againft 
the  oppofite  fide,  and  that,  on  the  part  of  the  King  of 

Sardinia^ 
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Sardinia,  it  (hall  never  be  lawful,  under  any  pretence 
whatfoever,  to  make  fiich  works  as  might  prevent  the 
free  entry  of  the  waters  into  the  canal  or  navilio,  which  is 
on  the  fide  of  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary,  and 
which  conducts  the  faid  waters  to  Milan. 

To  enjoy  the  lame  in  full  property  and  fovcreignty,' 
as  her  Majefty  the  Queen  and  her  prcxleceflbrs  have  en- 
jt>yed  them  hitherto  -,  which  countries  her  Majefty  the 
Queen  difmembers  for  ever  from  her  hereditary  domi- 
nions, and  from  the  ftatc  of  Milan,  derogating  for  that* 
purpofe,^  far  as  there  can  be  occafion  for  it,  from  every 
thing  that  might  in  any  manner  be  contrary  thereto, 
faving  always  the  direft  jurifiiidion  of  the  Empire. 

X.  Befides,  as  it  is  of  importance  to  the  public  caufc 
that  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia  Ihould  have  an 
immediate  communication  of  his  dominions  with  the 
fea,  and  with  the  maritime  Powers,  her  Majefty  the 
Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia  yields  to  liim  all  the 
rights  which  fhe  may  have  in  any  manner,  and  upon  any 
title  whatfoever,  to  the  town  and  marquifate  of  Finali 
which  rights  flie  yields  and  transfers,  without  any  nc- 
ftriftion,  to  the  faid  King,  in  the  fame  manner  as  ih/^ 
does' the  countries  defcribcd  in  the  foregoing  article;  in 
the  juft  expeftation,  that  the  Republic  of  Genoa  will  fa- 
cilitate, as  far  as  fliall  be  neceflary,  a  difpofition  fo  indif- 
penfably«requifite  for  the  liberty  and  fecurity  of  Italy^ 
in  confideration  of  the  fum,  which  Ihall  be  found  to  be 
due  to  the  faid  Republic,  without  his  Majefty  the  Kioj^ 
of  Sardinia,  nor  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary 
being  obliged  to  contribute  to  the  payment  of  the  faid 
ium;  provided  always,  that. the  town  of  Final  be  and 
remain  for  ever  a  frfee  port,  as  is  Leghorn  i  and  that  it 
(hall  be  allowable  for  hb  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia 
to  re-eftablHh  there  the  forts  which  have  been  demo* 
lilhed,or  to  caufe  others  to  be  built,  according  a§  he  (hall 
judge  convenient. 

XL  His  Majefty  fhe  King  of  Great  Britain,  her  Ma^ 
Jcfty  the  Queen  of  Hungary*  and  Bohemia^  ^nd  his  Ma# 
jcfty  the  king  of  Sardinia,  engage  themfclvcs  not  to 
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make  either  peace  or  trace,  without  comprehending 
Aerein,  in  exprefs  words,  aH  the  above-mentioned  cef- 
fions,  and  witho\rt  ftipulating  alfb  a  fuH  reftitution  to 
the  King  of  Sardinia  of  every  part  of  his  other  domini- 
nions,  which,  may  have  been  feized  or  occupied  in 
hatred  of  his  union  with  the  dlies;  provided,  that  the 
King  of  SanKnia  fliall  hold  himldf  to  be  from  this  prc- 
fent  time  indemnified  for  the  revenue  which  might  be 
fb  withheld  from  him,  by  that  of  the  countries  yielded  and 
'transferred  to  him  by  the  prefent  treaty. 

XII.  In  return,  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Sardinia  Ihall 
remain  firnrily  md  infeparably  united  and  attached  to 
the  interefts  and  to  the  caufe  of  the  allies,  not  only  for 
as  long  as  the  war  may  laft  in  Italy,  but  to  the  conclu- 
fion  of  the  peace  in  Germany;  and  of  the  peace  between 
Great  Britain  and  Spain;  and  this  is  the  principal  con- 
dition, znAJine  qud  non^  of  the  ceffions  made  to  him 
above  by  the  9th  and  loth  articles  of  this  treaty,  which 
ceflions  fhall  not  receive  their  foil  and  irrevocable  force, 
but  from  its  entire  accompliftiment,  after  which  the 
countries  yielded  to  thefaid  King  fhall  be  deemed  gua- 
rantied to  him  by  the  allies  for  ever,  as  his  other  do- 
minions are. 

XIII.  And  as  foon  as  Italy  (hall  be  delivered  from 
enemies,  and  out  of  all  apparent  danger  of  being  afrefli 
invaded,  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  Ihall  not 
only  be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  jpart  of  her  troops,  but, 
if  ihe  requires  it,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  S^odinia  (hall 
fornifh  her  fome  of  his  own  troops,  to  be.cmpteyed  fot 
the  fecurity  of  her  Majefty's  doauniops  inJuombardy, 
that  fo  ihe  nnay  be  able  to  make  ufe  of  agreater.  number 
of  her  own  in  Germany,  in  like  manner  as,  at  the  requi- 
fition  of  the  King  of  Sardinia,  the  Queen  of  Hungary 
ihould  caufe  fome  of  her  troops  topafs  into  the  domi- 
nions of  the  faid  King,  if  it  were  neceflary,  for  defend- 
ing the  paffages  thereof,  which  an  enemy's  army  fliould  . 
undertake  to  force,  and  for  delivering  from  enemies  aU 
the  dominions  of  his  Nf  ajefty  the  King  of  Sardinia,  and 
freeing  diem  fit)m  any  danger  of  a  frelh  invafion. 

XIV.  la 
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XIV.  Xn  ai^  c^>  the  aUiQs  ihaU  hoc  make  eidicr

HBs  M^'efty  the  King  of  Sardinia,  and  her  Ma- 
jefty  die  Qwen  of  Hungary  and  Bohenrua,  in  gratitude 
for  the  generous  concern  of  his  Britannic  Majeffyfcrt- 
the  public  fecurity,  andfor  theirs,  and fbrthat  of  Itaiy^iil 
particular,  do  not  only  confirm  to  the  Britiih  fubje<^ 
the  advantages  of  commerce  and  DavigaaQn,whichdicy

This  treaty  of  alliance. fhall  be  ratifici  by 
all  the  allies,  and  the  ratifications  of  it  Ihall  be  exchange 
ed  within  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks,  or  fooner  if  poffible. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  plenipotentiaries  above- 
mantled  have  figned  the  prefent  treaty  with  our  own 
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hands,  and  have  fet  our  feak  with  our  coats  of 
arms  thereunto.    Done  at  Worms,  this  -^  day 
of  September,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  atid 
forty-three.

llicceflbrs,  undertaking  and  promifing,  upon  our  Royal 
word,  that  we  will  religibufly  and  inviolably  perform 
and  obierve  all  and  fingular  ^e  things  which  are  con- 
tained in  it ;  and  that  we  will  never  fuffcr,  as  much  as 
in  us  lies,  that  they  be  violated  by  any  body,  or  that  any 
thing  be  done,  in  any  manner  whatfoever,  to  the  con- 
trary thereof.

Declaration  and  Engagement  concerning  the  Rights  and

WHEREAS  by  feveral  treaties  of  peace,  alliance, 
commerce,  and  navigation^  formerly  made  between 
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the  kingdoms  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  and  ^t  this, 
tinflie  fubfiffing,  but  more  particularfyby  the  Brcaty", 
concHided  at  Madrid,  the  44  dajr  of  the  month  a£ 
May,  in  At  year  drte  tHoufard  fix  hundred  fixty-and- 
firven,  and  the  cedulas  annexed  thereunto,  provifion 
was  made  for  the  freedom,  fecurity,  and  perfrft  eafe 
of  the  commerce  of  the  Britifli  fub]c6b,  trading  in 
die  kingdoms  andprovinces  of  Spain  j  the  obfervance 
and  ufage-  of  which  treaties  have  been  hithertp  re- 
ceived in  the  kingdon[i  of  Sicily,  in  the  fame  mannet- 
as  in  any  other  the  dominions  of  Spain,  and  have  re- 
mained there,  in  foil  force,  except  fome  variations 
which  have  been  introduced  in  the  coutfc  of  time ;  for 
the  re£tifying  whereof,  according  to  the  rule  of  thoic 
treaties.

ej)joyed^  or  ought  to  enjoy ;  and  to  chat  end,  that  all 
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abufes,  which  deviate  fiom  the  tenor  of  the  laid  tita* 
ties^  fhall  be  forthwith  removed,  and  the  ti^tuts  and 
priyilejges  acqiured  to  the  Brtdfli  fubjeAs^  by  virtue  of 
the  aforeiaid  treaties,  fhall  not  on  any  occafion,  or 
under  any  pretence,  ever  be  violated  or  loflened  1  and 
if  hitherto  any  more  favourable  privileges  have  been 
granted  to  the  merchants  of  any  other  foreign  naticm^ 
or  fhall  hereafter  be  granted,  .any  way  relating  to  the 
perfpns  of  the  traders,  their  (hips,  goods,  duties,  or 
the  bufinefs  of  merchandizing,  the  Britifh  merchants 
fhall  likewile  in  all  refpefts,  ud  in  the  fuUelt  manner^ 
enjoy  the  fame. 

And  in  like  manner  the  minifl:ers  plenipotentiaries  of 
Great  Britain  do,  in  the  name  of  her  Majefly,  confirm, 
that  the  Sicilians  fhall  hereafter  enjoy  the  fame  pri- 
yilegcs  and  liberties  which  they  have  hitherto  enjoyed, 
or  ought  to  have  enjoyed,  as  fubjeds  of  the  Kings  of 
Spain,  by  virtue  of  uie  aforefaid  treaty  of  the  year 
1667. 

The  ratifications  of  thb  prefent  declaration  and  en« 
gagement,  made  in  due  form,  fhall  be  exchanged  at 
Utrecht,  within  jQx  weeks,  or  fooner  if  poffible*

miniflers  plenipotentiaries  of  her  majefly  of  Great 
Britain,  and  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  of  Savoy,  have

GEORGE  the  Third,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King 
of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  thi 
Chriftian  faith,  Duke  of  Brunfwic  and  Luncnbourg, 
Arch-trcafurer  and  Prince  Ele<5tor  of  the  Holy  Ro- 
man empire,  &c.  to  aU  to  whom  thefe  prcfents  IhaH 
come,  grccring.  Whereas  a  treaty  of  peace  and  com- 
merce was  concluded  and  figned  at  die  court  of  Fe2, 
on  the  28th  day  of  July  1760,  between  ow  late  Royal 
grandfather  of  glorious  and  happy  rhemory,  and  the 
High,  Glorious,  Powerful,  and  mod  Noble  Monarch, 
Sidi  Mahomet  Ben  Abdalla,  Emperor  and  King  of  the

I.  It  is  agreed  and  concluded,  that,  from  this  tifne 
forward,  there  (hall  be  between  his  Majeity  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  Elmperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  tbeir 
lieirs  and  fucceflbrs,  a  general,  true,  and  perfe^  peace 
for  ever,  as  well  by  land  as  by  Tea  and  frefh-waters ; 
and  alfb  between  their  lands,  kingdoms,  dominions,  and 
territories  belonging  to  or  under  the  juri£lid:ion  of        ] 
either  of  them  $  and  that  their  relpe£tive  fubjefls,  peo-         i 
pie,  or  inhabitants,  of  whatever  condition,  d^ee,  or         i 
quality  they  be,  (hall  reciprocally  (hew  to  each  other 
$dl  friendihip ;  and  that,  on  the  demife  of  either  of  their

EndUh  Ihip  Ihall  be  thmvm  upon  the  Emperor^s 
corns,  by  bad  weather  or  othermfe,  the  fame  Ihall  be 
ptoctStedy  and  depart  again  in  fafety,  ^thout  any  ill- 
treatment  or  interruption.

It  is  befides  agreed,  for  the  better  obfervancc 
of  the^  preceding  articles,  according  to  therr  true  intent 
that  the  fhips  of  war  or  cruizers  belonging  to  the  Em- 
peror of  Fez  and  Morocco,  or  to  his  fubjefts,  meeting 
with  any  fhips  or  other  vefTels  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  or  his  fubjefts  (not  being  in  the  feas  belonging 
to  his  Majefly's  dominions)  may  fend  a  fingle  boat  on- 
board,  ¥rith  two  trufly  rowers,  and  no  more,  who  may

in  the  form  hereafter  mentioned^  the  (aid  boat  (hall 
depart  immediately,  leaving  fuch  (hips  to  purfue  their

and  efie£ts  delivered  into  the  hands  of  his  Majefly's 
conful,  and,  in  default  of  fuch  conful,  to  fome  Engiifh 
merchant,  who  is  to  fecure  and  keep  them  for  the  dif^ 
pofition  of  his  heirs  $  but  this  is  to  be  underftood,  in 
cafe  the  deceafed  fhall  not  have  left  a  partner  or  friend, 
(MTi  before  his  deceafcj  fhall  not  have  recommended  his 
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faid  tSeds  and  debts  to  fbmc  other  Chriffian  merchant 
(of  aay  nation  whatfocver)  in  which  cafe,  the  gover- 
nor ihall  not  intermeddle  further  than  to  uje  his  autho>- 
rity  to  fee  that  the  will  and  teftament  of  the  deceafed 
be  carried  into  execution,  as  m  recovery  of  his  debts, 
&c.  and  further  declares,  that  no  fubjeft  of  hb  Bri-* 
tannic  Majefty  fhall  be  obliged  to  give  fadsfitdbn  for 
any  other  debt,  but  what  (hall  be  contrafted  by  him* 
felf^  or  {hall  appear  by  his  accounts;  and  that  die 
fubjedts  of  the.  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  as  ^nfcII 
Moors  as  Jews,  refidkig  in  the  dominions  of  the  King 
of  Great  Britain,  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  privilege  that 
are  granted  to  the  Englifli  refidii^  in  Barbary ;  and 
that  the  domeftic  fervants  of  the  confuls,  and  other

VIIL  It  is  agreed,  that  no  Alcaide,  governor,  £)!-> 
dier,  or  fubjeft  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco, 
fhall  lay  violent  hands  on  the  efie6bs  or  merchandizes 
belonging  to  the  fubjeds  of  his  Britannic  Majefty, 
within  the  juri£ii£tion  of  the  Enripcror  of  Fez  and 
Morocco,  without  firft  treating,  agreeing,  and  paying 
the  value  thereof,  or  according  to  an  agreement  made, 
and  without  having  permiflion  and  authority  from  the 
Emperor  for  that  purpofe ;  neither  fhall  the  ftibjeds 
of  his  Britannic  Majefty  be  forced  to  buy  goods  con- 
trary to  their  inclmation :  and  it  is  moreover  agreed, 
that  no  commander  or  captain  of  an  Ehglifh  (hip  fhall 
be  obliged  or  conlfauined  tt>  negotiate,  or  receive  on 
board,  merchandizes  belonging  to  any  perfon  whatfo- 
cver, he  or  they  declaring,  to  Ae  conful  refiding  there,

IX.  If  there  fliall  happen  any  quarrel  or  difpute 
between  any  En^ihman  and  any  Mufililman,  ,by 
which  any  of  them  may  receive  detriment^  the  fame 
ihall  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  Emperor  alone; 
and  if  any  Englifhman^  who  fhall  be  the  aggreflbr^ 
ihall  make  his  efcape»  in  fuch  cafe  no  other  Engliih- 
man  fhall  fufier  on  his  account^  or  in  his  place :  it  is, 
aJfo  agreed,  that  if  any  law-fuit,  difjpute,  or  difference, 
arifes  beteen  the  fubjefts  of  his  Britannic  Majeflty,  they 
ihall  be  accommodated  by  the  conful  of  the  nation : 
and  if  any  quarrels  fhall  happen  among  the  MulTulmen 
in  England,  or  in  any  of  the  Enghfh  dominions,  by 
which  one  of  them  may  receive  detriment,  the  fame 
ihall  be  heard  before  a  Chriftian  and  a  Mufiulman, 
and  fhall  be  decided  according,  to  the  laws  of  Great 
Britain. 

X*  It  is- agreed,  that  n6t  only  during  the  prefent 
peace  and  amity,  but  alfb  in  cafe  of  a  rupture  or  war 
breaking  out  between  their  faid  Majefties,  in  any  time 
hereafter,  the  conful  and  other  fubjedb  of  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  who  refide  or  traffic  in  the  dominions 
of  the  faid  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  fhall  be 
permitted  to  quit  the  country  whenever  they  think 
proper,  as  well  in  peace  as  in  war,  in  any  veflels  of 
whatever  nation ;  and  alfo,  in  cafe  of  a  rupture,  the 
Ipace  of  fix  months  fhall  be  granted  to  them  to  re- 
move ;  and  all  their  debts  fhall  be  juftiy  paid  to  them ;

XL  It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  if  any  Eriglifhman,' 
m  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor,  or  any  fubjedts  of  the 
fimperor,  in  the  Englifh  donunions,  fhall'  malicioufly 
endeavour  to  break  the  peace,'  they,  who  are  guilty 
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of  fuch  crime,  IhaH  be  puniihcd  by  each  So>^ere]gii  fir 
tiiat  offence :  but  each  Sovereign  IhaU  take  eognoance 
of  his  own  fubjedts. 

XII.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  if  any  fubjeft  of  the 
Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco  defires  to  transit 
commodities  from  the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  he  Qiall  be  permitted  to  do  it,  without  paying 
greater  duties  or  impofitions  than  other  nations  pay, 
according  to  the  cuftom  of  the  country ;  and  when  the 
Englilli  convoy  fhall  be  ready,  it  fhall  be  ordered,  after 
its  arrival  at  Gibraltar,  to  convoy  the  veffel  on  which 
the  laid  commodities  are  embarked,  to  the  port  his 
In»perial  Majefly  fliall  appoint. 

XIII.  It  is  alio  agreed,  that  no  Spaniard,  or  native 
of  any  other  country,  whether  captains,  mariners,  fifli-* 
crmen,  or  other  perfons,  under  the  En^bfh  government 
in  the  city  of  Gibraltar  (or  in  the  ifland  of  Minorca, 
when  it  fhall  again  be  in  poiTefTion  of  the  Engliih) 
fhall  be  f^ized  or  moleiled,  navigating  under  the  Eng^ 
lifli  flag,  with  paflports  from  the  governor  or  com- 
mander in  chief  of  thofe  places,  and  that  they  Aall 
be  confidered  and  efteemoi  as  Englifli  natursd  6ab^ 
jefts. 

XIV.  It  is  alfo  agieed,  that  all  the  fubjefb  of  the 
Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  Moors,  or  Jews,  ihail 
be  permitted  to  traific,  buy,  or  fell,  in  die  city  of 
Gibraltar  (or  in  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  when  it  fhall 

^  again  be  in  poflefllon  of  the  Englifli)  for  the  fpace*  of 
thirty  days  only,  and,  at  the  end  of  that  dme,  to  take 
and  carry  away,  without  mqleftation,  all  their  effisdts 
to  any  part  of  tljc  dominions  of  the  Eniperor  of  Fc* 
and  Morocco. 

XV.  It  is  further  concluded,  that  all  the  lulijeAs 
of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  and  likewife  of  Hanover,  and 
of  his  other  dominions,  who,  being  pafllengerson  boaixl 
any  fliip  or  veflel  of  any  nation  not  in  friendfliip  with 
the  Emperw  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  flull  be  taken  and 
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ixiadc  priibners  by  anjr  of  his  cniixrs,  (hall  be  imme« 
diatcly  kt  at  liberty^  and  delivered  to  his  Britannic 
Majefty's  conful  refiding  at  the  place  where  they  ihall 
be  taken  to ;  and,  if  there  be  no  conful  refiding  in  fuch 
place,  to  the  principal  merchant  there,  with  direftions 
to  fend  them,  bv  the  fij-ft  and  moft  convenient  oppor- 
tunity, to  the  fortrefs  of  Gibraltar,  or  to  any  otlier 
place ;  and  in  cafe  any  of  the  Emperor's  fubjefts,  be- 
ing paflengers  on  board  any  (hip  or  veflel  of  any  natio^i 
at  war  with  his  Britannic  Majefty,  fhall  be  taken  by 
his  Britannic  Majefty's  ihips,  they  fhall  in  like  manner 
be  fet  at  liberty  j  and  all  his  Britannic  Majefty's  fubjedb, 
belongihg  to  Hanover,  or  his  other  dominions  in  Ger- 
many, fhall  enjoy  the  fame  privileges,  and  fhall  receive 
the  fame  re^ft,  and  fhall  be  confidered  by  the  Em- 
peror of  Fez  and  Morocco,  and  by  his  fijbjefts,  in  the 
fame  manner  as  the  £nglifh« 

XVI.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  fuch  of  the  Eng- 
lifh  fubjefts  of  his  Britannic  Majefly,  or  others^  who 
fhall  be  ordered  by  the  governor  of  the  city  of  Gib- 
raltar (or  of  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  when  it  fhall  be 
ag^n  in  the  pofTefTuon  of  the  Englifli)  fhall  hi  per- 
mitted, and  IhaH  have  liberty  to  buy  Qattle,  provifions, 
refrefhmcnts,  and  all  neceffaries  they  pleafe,  for  the 
faid  places,  in  the  public  markets,  or  in  any  other,  man- 
ner, as  fhall  be  mofl  convenient  to  them,  in  any  port 
or  place  in  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and 
Morocco,  and  Uiall  take  them  away,  without  hinder- 
anee  or  moleftadoq,  paying  a  ftipukted  duty  for  the 
iaid  catde,  provifions,  refrefhments,  &:c* 

XVII.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  riiat  fuch  a  nunpber 
and  quantity  of  palTports  fhall  be  tranfmitted  to  thq 
Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  as  fhall  be  judged 
neceffary  for  him,  and  which  fhall  be  indented  in  fuch 
manner  as  fhall  tally  with  thofe  which  the  Englifh 
merchants  fhall  receive  in  England ;  and  if  a  fhip  of 
war  fhall  meet  with  any  of  the  merchant  fhips  belong- 
ing to  the  Emperor^  fuch  merchant  fhijps  fhall  be 
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obi^ed  to  produce  and  fhew  their  pz^potts,  vhidi 
the  Eng^ifh  cohful  has  given  them. 

XVIIL  It  is  alio  agreed,  that  if  any  of  the  fubje6b 
of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco  fliall  have  been 
made  flaves,  and  fhall  efcape  on  board  any  Engliih 
Ihip  of  war,  or  to  Gibraltar  (or  to  Port-Mahon,  when' 
it  Ihall  be  again  in  poflelfion  of  the  Engliih)  or  in  any 
other  pare  of  the  Englifh  dominions,  the  fame  are  to  be 
protcfted,  and  fent  with  all  convenient  fpeed  to  dieir 
relpeftive  homes ;  and  his  Majefty  of  Fez  and  Mo- 
rocco aflures  and  promiies,  that  the  iubjeds  of  his 
Britannic  Majefty,  who  may  efcape  from  Ceuta,  or  any 
other  garrifon  on  the  coafl:  of  Africa,  being  prifbners 
in  fiich  garrifons  on  the  coaft  of  Africa  (not  having 
taken  arms  againft  the  Emperor)  fhall  be  free,  and 
lent  to  Gibraltar^ 

XIXl  It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  no  obiigadon  or 
contraft  fhall  have  force,  or  be  valid,  againfl  ahy- 
Inerchant  whatfbever,  fubjeft  of  his  Britannic  Majefly, 
unlels  the  faid  merchant  fhall  have  figned  it  with  his 
hand ;  and  in  cafe  that  any  one  cannot  write,  it  ihall 
fiiffice  that  a  perfbn,  to  his  fatisfiiftion,  has  wrote  fuch 
bbligations  or  contrads,  and  ligned  them  for  him :  the 
fame  privilege  ihall  be  granted  to  the  fubjeds  of  the 
Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  refidingm  the  domi- 
nions of  his  Britannic  Majefty. 

XX.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  all  ihips  and  veftfels 
belonging  to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  in  Germany,  fhall 
carry  a  pafs  j  that  the  form  and  head  of  the  faid  pais 
fhall  be  fent  to  the  conful  of  his  Britaijnic  Majeily  re- 
fidiiig  in  Barbary,  to  be  delivered  to  the  conimanders 
or  captains  of  the  fhips  or  cruizers  of  the  Emperor 
of  Fez  and  Morocco,  to  the  end  that  the  faid  com- 
manders or  captains  may  fhew  the  due  refpeft  to  thia 
peace,  without  offending  through  ignorance'}  and  all 
the  commanders  or  captains  of  fhips  or  veffels  belong- 
ing to  the  fubjefts  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  in  Ger- 
many, who  Ihall  meet  with  any  fhip  or  vcflel  of  the 
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Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco^  or  of  his  fubjefts,  if 
the  captain  thereof  ihews  a  pafs,  figncd  by  the  govcr-  - 
nor  ot  the  city  he  belongs  to,  with  a  certificate  from 
the  Englifh  conful,  or,  in  cafe  of  his  death  or  abfence, 
from  the  major  part  of  the  Englifli  merchants  refiding 
there,  he  fliall  be  permitted  to  purlue  his  voyage  with-  - 
put  impediment  or  injury. 

XXI.  It  is  alio  agreed,  that  the  fubjefts  of  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefly  fhall  not  be  obliged  to  prefent  them- 
felves  before  the  magiftracy  of  the  country,  to*  be 
judged,  .under  any  pretence ;  and  their  caufes,  fuits,  or 
differences,  which  may  happen  with  the  Moors,  or  any 
other  fubjefts  whatfoever,  living  in  the  dominions  of 
the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  fhall  be  judged 
and  deteraiined  only  by  the  governor  of  the  city  an4 
the  Englilh  coqful, 

XXII.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  in  cafe  any  fhip  or 
ihips  of  war,  or  others,  at.  enmity  with  his  Britannic 
Majefly,  Ihall  be  in  any  port  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez 
and  Morocco,  where  at  the  fame  time  there  Ihall  be 
Ihips  belonging  to  the  fubjefts  of  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty^  the  faid  cruizers  IhaU  not  be  jpermitted  to  offer 
any  violence  to  them,  nor  to  fail  \inder  forty  hours 
after  the  faid  fliips  fhall  be  departed;  and  it  is  more'- 
over  agreed,  that  the  peace  Ihall  commence  from  the 
fining  of  this  treaty,  after  which,  no  fubjeft  of  his 
Britannic  M^efly  fhall  be  bought,  fold,  or  made  a 
flave  of,  in  any  part  of  the  dominions,  or  under  the 
jurifdiftion  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco  1 
and  this  fhall  be  ratified  within  fix  iponths,  or  fboner 
if  poflible  I  and  in  cafe,  in  the  mean  time,  any  -prize 
fhall  be  made  by  either  of  the  -two  parties  with  lofs, 
reparation  fhall  be  made  according  to  the  fhares,  and 
as  the  fhip  or  effcfts  fhall  have  been  fold ;  and  the  part 
which  fhall  remain  entire, .  fhall  be  immediately  re- 
ftored  m  its  own  fpegiesi  tlie  people  fhall  be  fet  ^ 
liberty. 
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.  XXIir.  It  is  agreed  and  concluded  (in  order  diac 
them  be  no  excufe  made,  or  ignorance  pretended  of 
this  peace)  that  the  twenty^five  ardcles  following  and 
before  mentioned,  fhall  be  declared  and  publifhed  to 
all  the  fubje&s  of  each  Power,  which  declaration  ihaU 
be<  figned  by  each  party,  and  fhall  be  obferved  bf 
them,  to  avoid  dil{>utes|  and  that  they  fhall  be  tranf- 
latfid  imraediately,  by  the  Emperor's  order,  into  the 
Arabic  language  j  that  copies  of  them  fhall  be  fent  to 
all  the  Alcaides  and  officers  of  all  the  ports  of  the  do- 
minions of  his  Imperial  Majefly,  to  hp  read  publicly 
by  the  judge,  and  afterwards  to  remain  dcpofited  in 
the  hands  of  the  faid  judge^  or  the  Alcaide  of  the  port, 
for  occafions  that  may  offer  j  and,  to  prevent  all  other 
troubles,  that  every  captain  of  a  fhip  of  war,  or 
cruizer,  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  (hall 
be  provided  with  a  copy  of  them,  which  copy  fhall 
be  aftually  on  board  the  faid  fhip  or  cruizer,  in  order 
to  make  this  peace  the  more  inviolable  |  and  that  the 
ratification  of  the  faid  articles  fhall  be  in  the  Spa-, 
nifh  language,  which  fhaH  be  received,  and  of  equal 
force,  as  if  it  was  in  either  language  of  the  two  pa^ 
tions; 

XXIV,  And  laftly,  It  is  agreed  and  concluded,  that 
when  his  Excellency  Mark  Milbanke,  Efquire,  his 
Britannic  Majefty's  ambaffador,  arrives  at  court,  or 
where  he  fhall  receive  his  audience,  or  during  the  time 
he  flays  in  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor,  he  fhall 
never,  in  any  manner,  be  afked  or  interrogated  by  the 
Emperor,  his  fervants,  or  any  other  perfon,  either 
Ghriftian,  Moor,  or  Jew,  relating  to  any  prize  or  prizes 
fnade  by  his  Brit^mnic  Majefty's  fhips  of  war,  or  pri* 
vateers,  neither  fhall  he  meet  with  any  infults  or 
aBronts,  by  applications  on  that  or  any  pdier  matters 
it  being  clearly  understood,  that  the  twenty-five  diou- 
fend  pefbs  duros,  which  are  paid  (exclufive  of  the 
two  hundred  thoufand  pefbs  duros  for  the  redemption) 
are  for  the  entire  fatisfadion  of  all  difficulties,  di&r« 
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encesy  pretcnflohs,  di^utes^  of  any  fwts,  depending 
between  their  Imperial  and  Britannic  Ml^efties^  their 
fubjeds,  or  the  inhabitants  of  their  donninions,  and  to 
cement  a  true  and  inviolable  peace  and  friendfhip  be- 
tween the  two  nations.  And  it  h  foithcr  agreed,  that 
the  conful  or  confuls  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  Ihall 
not  pay  any  duties  for  their  furniture,  cloaths,  or  bag- 
gage, or  any  other  neccflaries,  which  they  (hall  at  times 
have  occafion  to  bring  to  the  Emperor's  dominionsj 
for  the  confumption  of  them,  or  their  families,  in  their 
boufes,

IT  is  moreover  figreed,  that  if  any  of  the  governors 
qf  Gibraltar,  or  Minorca  (when  it  fhall  be  again  in  the 
pofleflion  of  the  Englifh)  ihall  deiire  flour  or  wheat,  for 
the  troops  of  the  faid  garrifoiis^  that  his  Imperial  Majefty 
permits  them  to  buy  the  fame,  in  any  places  of  hb  Impe« 
rial  Majefty's  dominions,  and  to  carry  them  away,  pay- 
ing a  fixed  duty;  but  it  isnnderftood,  that  the  Emperor 
^oes  not  grant  the  Aiid  privilege  to  any  merchant  td 
carry  away  the  laid  articles  to  fell«  And  it  is  per- 
mitted>  that  the  Ihips  of  war  may  buy  the  faid  articles 
for  their  own  ufe,  in  any  port  of  his  Imperial  Majefty's 
dominions^  without  paying  any  duty  or  impofition. 
Given  and  figned  in  our  Royal  court  of  Fez,  tnc  aMi 
of  July,  i7(5o. 

WE  having  feen  and  confidered  the  above- written 
treaty,  have  approved,  ratified,  and  confirmed  the 
lame,  in  all  and  fingular  its  claufes,  as,  by  thefe  pre- 
fents,  we  do  approve,  ratify,  and  confirm  the  fame,  for 
us,  oiir  heirs  and  fucccfibrs,  engaging  and  promifingj

^nd  obferve^all  and  fmgular  its  contents,  and  never  to 
fdffer,  as  far  as  in  us  lies,  any  pcrfon  to  vidatc  the 
fam6,  or  in  any  manner  to  aft  contrary  thereto.

Articles  of  Peace  between  bis  Sacred  Majejiy  Charks 
the  Secmdy  King  ^  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Irt^ 
land,  &fr.  and  the  City  and  Kingdom  ^  Algier,  and 
the  territories  thereof  i  concluded  by  Sir  John  Law- 
fon,  Knigbt,  the  23d  Day  ^  April,  1662. 

i  Imprimis..  THAT  from  this  day  aod  for  ever  forwards, 
there  be  a  good  and  firm  peace  between  his  3acred 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  and  the  Bafia, 
Duan,  and  the  governors  of  Algier,  and  the  dominions 
thereto  belonging ;  and  the  ftiips,  fubjefts,  and  people 
1^  either  party  &aU  not  do  nor  offer  any  pfitnce  or 
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ii^ury  to  each  other>  but  treat  one  another  with  all 
poflible  reipe£t  and  friendfhip ;  and  any  fliips  belongs 
ing  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain^  or  any  of  his  fub^ 
je6ls,  may  freely  come  to  the  port  of  Algicr,  and  buy 
and  fell  as  in  former  times,  and  alio  unto  any  othei' 
port  that  belongs  to  the  govemment.of  Algier,  paying 
the  cuftom  of  ten  per  cent,  as  in  former  times  j  and  no 
man^  within  the  jurildiftion  of  Algier,  Ihall  give  the  fub- 
jefts  of  his  faid  Majcfty  a  bad  word>  or  a  bad  deed^  or 
a  bad  aAion.

And  all  flaves,  being 
his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  fliall,  when  they  are  redeemed, 

.enjoy  the  advantage  and  benefit  of  abatements  of  tbs 
duty  due  to  the  Hoyal  Houfe,  and  of  the  other  charges, 
by  paying  fuch  reafonable  fums  as  any  flaves  of  other 
nations  ufiially  pay  when  diey  are  redeemed. 
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XIII.  That  if  any  fubjeft  of  the  faid  K*hg  of  Great 
Britain  happen  to  die  in  Algiers,  or  lit  oay  part  of  its 
territories,  \m  soods  or  monies  Ihall  not  be  feized  by 
the  governors,  judges,  or  other  officers  or  Algiers  (who 
{halTlikewife  make  no  enquiry  after  the  fame)  but  Ac 
faid  goods  or  monies  Ihall  be  pofleiled  or  received  by 
fuch  perfon  or  perfons  whom  the  deccafed  fliall  by  his 
laft  will  have  made  his  heir  or  heirs,  in  cafe  they  be 
upon  the  place  where  the  teftator  deceafed.  But  if  the 
hefrs  be  not  there,  then  the  executors  of  the  faid  will, 
lawfully  conftituted  by  the  deceafed,  (hall,  after  having 
made  an  inventory  of  all  the  goods  and  monies  left, 
take  them  into  their  cuftody  without  any  hindferahce, 
and  fhall  take  care  the  fame  be  remitted^  by  fbme  lafe 
way,  to  the  true  and  kwful  heirs ;  arid  in  cafe  any  of 
his  laid  Majefly's  fubjefts  happen  to  'die,  not  having 
made  any  will,  the  Englilh  conftil  Aall  pfolRfi  himlHf 
of  his  goocb  and  mome^,  upon  inventory,  for  the  tifeof 
riie  kindred  and  heirs  of  the  deceafed. 

XIV,  That  no  merchants,  being  his  M^efiy*s  fub- 
^c6^y  and  refiding  in,  or  trading  to  the  city  and 'king- 
dom of  Algiers,  fliall  be  obliged  to  buy  any  merdian- 
dizes  againft  their  wills ;  but  it  fhafl  be  free  for  them 
to  buy  fuch  commodities  as  they  fliall  think  fit ;  and 
no  captain  or  commander  of  any  fliip  or  veflH  belong- 
ing to  his  faid  Majefly's  fubjefts,  fliall  be  obli^ 
againft  his  will  to  lade  any  goods  to  carry  them,  or  make 
a  voyage  to  any  place  he  mall  not  have  a  nnind  to  go 
to :  and  neither  die  Eriglifli  gonful,  nor  any  other  fiib- 
jeft  of  the  faid  King,  fliall  be  bound  to  pay  the  debts 
of  any  other  of  his  Majefty's  fubjecfb,  except  that 
he  or  they  become  fureties  for  the  fame  by  a  public 
aft. 

XV.  That  the  fubjefts  of  his  faid  Majefty  in  Al- 
giers, or  its  territories,  in  matter  of  controverfy>  fliall 
be  liable  to  no  other  jurildiftion  but  that  of  the  Dcy, 
t>r  Duan,  except  they  happen  to  be  at  diflftarencc 
between  themfclves,  in  which  cafe  tiiey  &0II  fee  iiabte 
3  to 
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XVI.  That  in  cafe  any  fubjeft  of  his  faid  Mjijcftjr, 
being  in  any  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Algiers,  happen 
to  ftrike,  wouad,  or  kill  a  Turk  or  a  Moor,  if  he  be 
tak^en^  1^  i$  to  be  piinifhcd  in  the  faaie  manner,  and 
wid^  no  greater  feverity,  than  a  Turk  ou^t  to  jbe,  Jdc- 
ing  guilty  of  d^e  lame  offence  -,  but  if  he  eicap^,  neicher 
the  faid  Englifh  conful,  nor  any  other  of  his  f^  Ma* 
jcfty's  fvibj^fts,  fli^JJ  be  in  any  fort  quelHbned  a^4 
troubled  therefore, 

XVII.  That  die  EngHfli  conful  now  or  at  any  time 
hereafter  living  in  Algiers,  ftiall  be  there  at  all  rimes 
with  entire  freedom  and  fafcty  of  his  perfon  and  eftate, 
and  fliaH  be  permitted  to  choofe  his  own  druggermah 
and  broker,  and  freely  to  go  on  board  any  Ihips  in  the 
road,  as  often  ^aid  whc;n  he  f>k^^>  and  ^o  have  the 
liberty  p^xht  country  j  and  diat  he  IpbaU  jbi^  allowed  ;^ 
place  to  pray  in,  and  xhat  J19  i;aan  ihaJl  dp  hixja  any 
lajury  in 'W'ord  ordecd, 

XVIII.  That  not  only  during  the  continuance  of 
this  peace  and  friendihip,  but  likewife  if  any  breach  or 
War  happen  to  be  Jiereafcer  between  the  faid  King  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  kingdom  of  Algiers,  the  faid 
Englifli  conful,  and  all  other  his  faid  Majefty's  fubjefts 
inhabiting  in  the  kingdom  of  Algiers,  ihall  always,  and 
^t  ^1  times,  bodi  of  peace  and.war,ixav^  full  ^nd  ab- 
fplute  liberty  to  depart  and  "go  io  their  oMcn  or  any 
other  .country,  upon  any  ihip  or  yeflcl,  .of  what'.nation 
foeyer  they  Iliall  think  fit,  and  to  cmy  widi  tKeoi  jaU 
thejr  eftates,  goods,  families,  and^^fv^nts,  withpiit  my 
Interruption  or  hinderahcc. 

XIX.  That  no  fubjea  of  his  faid^Majefty,  bcipg  a 
paflibnger,  and  comirg  or  going  with  his  baggage 
from  or  to  any  port,  Ihall  be  Sny  way  mol«fted'or 
meddled  with^. although :be  be  on  board  any  ihip  or 
v^el  in  enmity  with  Algiers ;  and  in  like  manner  no 
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Algerine  paffenger,  being  on  board  any  fh'ip  or  vcflel 
in  enmity  with  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  Ihall 
beahy  vray  md'efted;  -whether  in  his  perfon,  or  in  his 
goods  which  he  may  have  laden  on  board  the  faid  Ihip 
or  veffel. 

XX.  That  at  all  times,  when  any  fhip  of  war  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain's,  carrying  his  faid  Majefty's  flag 
at  the  main-top-maft-head,  fliall  appear  before  Algiers, 
and  coHie  to  an  anchor  in  the  road,  that  irnmedijitely 
after  notice  thereof  given  by  his  faid  Majefty's  confbl, 
or  officer,  from  the  ftiip,  unto  the  Dey  and  govern- 
ment of  Algiers,  they  fliall,  in  honoin-  to  his  Majefty, 
caufe  a'falute  of  one-and-twenty  cannon  to  be  fhot 
off  from  the  caftles  and  forts  of  the  city,  and  that  the 
iaid  (hip  fhall  return  an  anfwer  by  (hooting  off  the  fame 
number  of  cannon. 

XXI.  That.prefently  after  the  figning  and  fealing 
of  thefe  articles  by  the  Balhaw,  Dey,  Aga,  and  Gover- 
nors of  Algiers,  all  injuries  and  damages  fuftained  on 
either  part  fhall  be  quite  taken  away  and  forgotten, 
and  this  peace  fhall  h€  iri  full  force  and  virtue,  and 
cpntinue  for  ever.  And  for  all  depredations  and 
damages  that,  fhall  be  afterwards  committed  or  done 
l)y  either  fide,  before  notice  can  be  given  of  this  peace, 
full  fatisfaftion  fhall  immediately  be  made,  and  whatfo- 
ever  remains  in  kind,  fliall  be  inftantly  ceflored. 

XXII.  That  in  cafe  it  fhall  happen  hereafter,  that 
any  thing  is  done  or  committed  contrary  to  this  treaty, 
whether  by  the  fubjefts  of  the  one  or  the  other  party, 
the  treaty  notwithflanding  fhall  fubfift  in  full  force,  and 
fuch  contraventions  fhall  not  occafion  the  breach  of  thi$ 
peace,  friendfhip,  ,and  good  correfpondence,  but  the 
party  ihjuftd  fhall  amicjfely  demand  immediate  -faiif- 
fa£lioQ  for,  the  faid  contravendons  before  it  be  lawful 
to  break  the  peace  -,  and  if  the  fault  was  committed  by 
any  private  fubjefts  of  eidicr  party,  they  alone  fhall  be 
punUhcd  as  breakers  of  the  peace,  and  difturbers  of  the 
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public  quiet.     And  our  faith  Ihall  be  our  faith,  and 
our  word  our  word.

-£Thc  tiiree  cxmfirmatioas  (or  renewals)  of  ardd^  of 
peace  with  Algiers^  referred  to  in  the  laft  treaty^  and 
not  before  prihted^  are  as  foUows :] 

jfrficles  6f  Peace  and  Coinmerce  hefivMffhe  mfi  S»ene 
and  Mighty  Prince  James  the  Second^  by  ^e  Grate 
df'Gody  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ire- 
land, Defender  of  the  Cbrijiian  Faitby  &t.  and  the 

'  moji  Illuftrious  Lords,  the  Doulet,  G.  Bafhaw, 
df^iga,  and  Gcvemors  of  the  ftj^ntnts  City  and  King- 
•dom  ^  Algiers,  in  Barbary ;  ratified  and  confirmed 
^iy  Sir  William  Soamc,  Bart,  bis  Majejlfs  Ambaf-^ 
Jador  to  the  Grand  Signicx-,  on  the  ^th  of  April, 
O.  S.  i6^6. 

/I.  IN  the  firft  pl'atfe,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded, 
^at  from  this  day,  and  for  ever  forwards,  the  peace 
fnade  by  Arthur  Herbert,  Eiquire,  admiral  of  his  Ma- 
jefly's  fleet  in  the  Mediterranean,  be  renewed  and  con- 
firmed, and  kept  inviolable,  betweeh  the  moft  Serene 
King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender 
of  the  Chriftian  faith,  &c.  and  the  moft  Illuftrious 
Lords  the  Doulets^  Balhaw^  Aga,  and  Governors  of 
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the  city  and  kipgdom  of  Algiers,  and  between  all  the 
^dominions  and  fubjcfts  of  either  fide ;  and  that  the 
Ihips  and  other  veflels,  and  the  fubjefts  and  people  of 
both  fides,  {hall  not  from  henceforth  do  to  edch  other 
any  harm,  offence,  or  injury,  either  in  word  or  deed, 
but  ftiall  treat  one  another  with  all  poflible  refped  and 
friendfhip  $  and  that  all  demands  and  pretenfions  what- 
foever,  to  this  day,  between  both  parties,  (hall  ceafe  and 
be  void. 

II.  That  any  of  the  fhips  or  other  veffcls  belong- 
ing to  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  to  any  of  his 
Majefly's  fubjefts,  may  fafely  come  to  the  port  of 
Algiers,  or  to  any  other  port  or  place  of  that  kingdom, 
there  freely  to  buy  and  lell,  paying  the  ufiial  cuftoms 
or  ten  per  cent,  as  in  former  times,  for  fuch  goods  as 
they  fell ;  and  the  goods  they  fell  not,  they  fhall  freely 
carry  on  board,  without  paying  any  duties  for  the  lame : 
and  that  they  fhall  freely  depart  from  thence,  whcnfq- 

.  ever  they  pleafe,  without  any  fl:op  orhinderance  what- 
foever.  As  to  .contraband  merchandizes,  as  powder, 
brimftone,  iron,  planks,  and  all  forts  of  timbi:r  fit  for 
building  of  fhips,  ropes,  pitch,  tar,  flifils,  and  other  ha- 
biliments of  war,  hii  faid  Majcfty's  fubjecls  fliall  pay 
no  duty  for  the  fame  to  thofe  of  Algiers. 

III.  That  all  fhips. and  other  vefTels,  as  well  thofe 
belonging  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  to  any 
of  his  Majefly's  fubjefts,  as  thofe  belonging  to  the 
kingdom  or  people  ot  Algiers,  fhall  freely  pafs  the  feas, 

.  and  traffic  without  any  feardb,  hinderance,  or  molefta- 
tion  from  each  other ;  and  that  all  perfons  or  pafTen- 
gers,  of  what  country  Ibever,  and  all  monies,  goods, 
merchandizes,  and  moveables,  to  whatfoever  people  or 
nation  belonging,  being  on  board  of  any  of  the  faid 
fhips  or  veflTels,  fhall  be  wholly  free,  and  fhall  not  be 
flopped,  taken,  or  plundered,  nor  receive  any  harm  or 
damage  whatfoever  from  either  party.- 

IV.  That  the  Algier  fhips  of  war,  or  othcf  veflek, 
meeting  with  any  merchant  fhips  or  other  veflels  of  his 
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(adA  Majefty's  fubjects,  not  being  in  any  of  the  feaa' 

appertaining  to  his  Majefty's  donninions,  may  fend  on- 

board  one  fingle  boat,  with  two  fitters  only,  befides  the 

ordinary  crew  of  rowers  j  and  that  no  more  fliall  enter 

any  fuch  merchant  fhip  or  vcflel,  without  exprefs  leave 

from  the  confimander  thereqf,  but  the  two  fitters  alone; 

and  that  upon  producing  a  pafs  tinder  the  hand  and 

feal  of  his  Majelly,  or  whomfoever  he  (hall  appoint  to 

be  lord  high  admiral,  or  to  execute  the  office  of  lord 

high  admiral  for  England  and  Ireland,  or  of  the  lord 

high  admiral  for  Scodand,  for  the  faid  kingdoms  re- 

fpeftively,  that  the  faid  boat  (hall  prefcntly  depart,  and 

die  merchant  (hip  or  vefiel  (hall  proceed  freely  on  her 

voyage :  and  any  of  the  (hips  of  war  or  other  veflTels 

pf  his  faid  Majefty,  meeting  with  any  (hips  or  other 

veffels  of  Algiers,   if  die   commander  of  any  fuch 

'  Algier  (hip  or  ve(rcl  (hall  produce  a  pafs  firmed  by 

the  chief  governors  of  Algiers,  and  a  certificate  fron> 

the  Engliiii  conful  living  there,  the  faid  Algier  (hip  oi: 

ve(rcl  (hall  proceed  freely, 

V.  That  no  commander  or  other  perfon,  of  any  (hip 
or  vefTel  of  Algiers,  (hall  take  out  of  any  (hip  or  vellcl 
of  his  faid  Majefty's  fubjeds,  any  perlbn  or  peribns 
'what(bever,  to  carry  them  any  where  to  be  examined, 
or  upon  any  other  pretence;  nor  (liall  they  ufe  any 
•torture  pr  violence  to  any  perfon,  of  what  nation  or 

quality  focvcr,  being  on  board  any  (liip  or  veflTel  of  his 
■Majc(ly's  fubje6b,  upon  any  pretence  whatfoever. ' 

VI.  That  no  (hipwreck  belonging  to  the  faid  King 
oTGreat  Britain,  or  to  any  of  his  Majesty's  fubjefts, 
upon  any  part  of  the  coaft  belonging  to  Algiers,  (hall 
be  *made  or  become  prize ;  'and  that  neither  the  goods 
thereof  (hall  be  (eized,  nor  the  men  made  (laves ; 
but  that  all  the  fubjefts  of  Algiers^  (hall  do  their  beft 
endeavours  to  favc  the  faid  men  and  their  goods.  ' 

-  VII.  That  no  (hip,  nor  any  other  veflfel  of  Algiers, 
fliall  have  permi(rion  to  be  delivered  up,  or  go  to 
Salfy,  or  any- other  place  in  enmity  with  the  faid  Kii% 
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n^erp  9gUxA  his  fai4  Majefltj^'s  ^jeds. 

,  VIII.  That  none  of  the  Ihips  or  other  finaller  veflels 
of  Algiers  Ihail  remain  cruizing  near  or  in  fight  of  any 
of  hi3  Majcfty*s  roads,  havens  or  ports,  towns,  an^^ 
jpkces,  nor  ^y  way  cjifturb  the  peace  and  comipexce 
of  the  fame. 

IX.  Tb«t  if  My  fliip  or  vfflej  qf  Turn,  Tripoli^ 
•r  S  ajjy,  w  ^  viy  oAer  pbce,  }>ru|g  any  Sups,  yefl^, 
nmi,  or  ,gop^,  M^kqgiJlg  to  any  oThJ5  fai4  Majetfy'ft 
fobje6ts,  cp  Atei^«.  or  <o  istfiy  port  or  pj^ce  in  that 
kii]^}oiQ»  1^  g(^y^9ors  .(jJKere  &all  not  permit  ttAem  to 
be  lodd  within  «be  twrifoiies  Qf  AJ©€rp. 

X.  That  if  any  of  the  fhips  of  war  of  the  faid  King 
of  Great  Britain  do  come  to  AJgiers,  or  any  othg- 
port  or  place  of  that  kingdom,  with  any  pri;se,  riiey 
may  freely  fell  it,  or  otherwife  dilpofe  of  it  at  their 
own  pleafure,  without  being  molefted  by  any :  a^4  that 
his  Majeily's  faid  fhips  of  war  fhall  not  be  obliged  to 
pay  oiiftooas  jui  my  fort  j  and  .that  jkf  lihey  Aiaii  want 
^xwifipns,  yiftu^s,  ctr  mj  other  dvngs^  «hey  oi^ 
Iredy  buy  them  ftt  the  rates  in  the.  m^rjcet. 

XL  Tliatwhen  any  of  his  faid  Majefly's  fliijps  of 
war  ihall  appear  iiefQre  Algiers,  upon  notice  thereof 
given  by  the  Englilh  conful,  or  by  the  comnriander  of 
the^foid  •fliips,  to  the  chief  governors  of  Algiers,  |)ub{ip 
procktmation'lhalUbe  immediately  made  to-fcoire  the 
^bhdf^iai)  c^p^ves  i  and  \f,  after  that,  any  Chriftians 
whatfc^v^  lP»ke  d\eir  cfcape  qn  bofird  any  of  the  faj^ 
llhips  of  w^r,  they  IhaU  not  be  reguire^  bag^c  flg^ 
^or  ih^U  the:iaid  confi)!  or  .cpsnmander^  or  any  pd^

XII.  That -henceforward  no  fubjefts  of  his  Majefty 
pf  preatjBrits^iny  ^c.  (h^U  be  bpugjit  qr^fojci,  qr  p^odc 
ilaves,  in  any  pvt  of  the  fcingdom  of  4^1^*651  ^®» 
wu^^prfitK^noe  Avh^cfopv^r :  fiQt  ,iMl  ,^  M<)k^  ^ 
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obliged^  by  virtue  of  diis  treaty  of  pckct,  to  redeem 
any  of  his  fubjefb  now  in  fltvery ;  but  it  ihaB  depend 
abfolutdy  upon  his  Majefty,  or  the  friends  and  rela- 
tions of  the  fajd  perlbns  in  flavery,  without  any  limi- 
tarion  or  reftriftion  of  thne,  to  redeem  foch  and  fo 
many  of  diem,  from  time  to  time,  as  (hall  be,  thou^ 
fit,  agreeing  c^  as  reafonable  a  price  as  may  be,  with 
their  ptitrons  or  makers,  for  their  redempti<m,  wit^ 
out  obfiging  the  faid  patrons  or  mafters,  againft  dieu* 
Wilij,  to  fet  any  at  liberty,  whether  they  be  flaves  be- 
loftging  to  the  beylicque  or  galiey,  or  fuch  as  bdon^ 
to  the  Ba(haw,  Dey,  Governor,  or  any  other  perfons 
wfiatfo«fcVci'  t  and  aH  flaves,  being  his  Majefly's  fiA- 
jedts,  Ihall,  when  they  are  redeemed,  enjoy  the  advan** 
tage  and  benefit  of  abatements  of  die  (kity  due  to  the 
Royal  Houfe,  and  of  the  other  charges,  by  payiqg  iuch 
reaionable  fums  as  any  flaves  of  other  nations  ufiiaUy 
pay  when  they  are  redeeimed. 

XllL  That  if  any  firbjeft  of  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain  happen  to  die  in  Algiers,  or  in  any  part  of  ir^ 
territories,  his  goods  and  momes  ihall  not/be  'feized 
by  the  governors,  judges,  or  other  officers  (who  Ihall 
Hkewife  make  no  enquiry  after  the  fame)  but  the  faid 
goods  and  monies  fliall  be  pofibfled  or  neceived  b^ 
ibdi  perfon  or  perfons  whom  the  deceafed  by  his  iaft 
will  AmU  have  made  his  .heir  or  heirs,  in  cafe  duiy  he 
upon  the  jplace  where  the  teftator  decea&d ;  but  if 
the  'heirs  be  not  there,  tiien  the  executors  of  the  iaid 
will,  lawfully  confticuted  by  the  decea£bd>  fhall,  after 
having  made  an  inventory  of  all  the  goods  and  monies 
kft,  take  them  into  their  cuflody,  without  any  *hinder- 
ance,  and'fhall  take  care  the  fame  be  remitted  byfome 
fafe  way  to  the  true  and  lawful  heirs ;  and  in  cafe  any 
of  his  faid  Majefty's  lubjefts  happen  to  .die,  not  hav- 
ing made  any  will,  the  Englilh  conful  fhall  j>oflefs 
hiirifelf  of  his  goods  and  monies  upon  inventory,  fpt 
'the  ufc  of  the  kindred  and  heirs  of  the  deceafed.

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XIV.  That  no  merchants,  being  his  Majefty's  lub- 
jcfts,  andTcfiding  in,  ox  trading  to  the  city  and  king- 
dom of  Algiers,  Ihall  be  obliged  to  buy  any  merchan- 
dizes againdft  their  wills ;  but  it  ihall  be  free  for  them 
to  buy  fuch  cornmodities  as  they  fliall  think  fit ;  and 
no  captain  or  commander  of  any  fhip  or  veflel  belong- 
ing to  his  faid  Majefly's  fubjefts  fhall  be  obliged, 
againft  his  will,  to  lade  any  goods  to  carry  them,  or 
make  a  voyage  to  any  place  he  (hall  not  have  a  mind 
to  go  to:  and  neither  die  Englifti  conful,  nor  any 
other  iubjea  of  the  faid  King,  Ihall  be  bound  to  pay 
the  debts  of  any  other  of  his  Majefly's  fubjefts,  except 
that  he  or  they  become  fur edes  for  die  fame  by  a  pub- 
lic aft. 

XV.  That  the  fubjefts  of  his  faid  Majefly  in  Al- 
giers, or  its  territories,  in  matter  of  controverfy,  Ihall 
be  liable  to  no  other  jurifdiftion  but  that  of  the  Dey 
or  Divan,  except  they  happen  to  be  at  difference  be- 
tween themfelvesi  in  which  cafe  they  fhall  be  liable  to 
no  other  determination  but  that  of  the  conful  only. 

XVI.  That  in  cafe  any  fubjeft  of  his  faidMajefty, 
being  in  any  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Algiers,  happen  to 
ftrike,  wound,  or  kill  a  Turk,  or  a  Moor,  if  he  be 
taken,  he  is  to  be  punilhed  in  the  fame  manner,  and 
with  no  greater  feverity,  than  a  Turk  ought  to  be,  be- 
h^g  guilty  of  the  fame  offence  j  but  if  he  efcape,  nei- 
ther the  faid  Englifh  conful,  nor  any  other  or  his  faid 
Majelly's  fubjefts,  Ihall  be  in  any  fort  troubled  or 
queftioned  therefore. 

-  XVII.  That  the  Englifli  conful  now,  or  at  any 
time,  living  in  Algiers,  fhall  be  there  at  all  times  with 
entire  freedom  and  fafety  of  his  perfon  and  eftafe,  and 
Ihall  be  permitted  to  choofe  his  own  druggerman  and 
broker,  and  freely  to  go  on  board  any  Ihip  in  the  road* 
as  often,  and  when  he  pleafes,  and  to  have  the  liberty 
of  the  country;  and  that  he  fliall  be  allowed  a  plac^  to 
pray  in,  and  that  no  man  Ihall  do  him  any  injury  in 
-word  or  dad. 

XVIIL  That 
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XVIII.  That  not  only  during  the  continuance  of 
this  peace  and  friendfhip,  but  likewife  if  any  breach;  of 
^ar,  happen  to  be  hereafter  between  the  faid  King  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  kingdom  of  Algiers,  the  faid 
Englifli  conful,  and  all  other  jiis  faid  M^ajefty's  fubjedls 
inhabiting  in  the  kingdom  of  Algiers,  (hall  always,  and- 
at  all  times,  both. of  peace  and  war,  have  full  and  abfo- 
lute  liberty  to  depart,  and  go  to  their  own  or  any  other 
country,  upon  any  Ihip  or  veflel  of  what  nation  foever 
they  Ihall  think  fit,  and  to  carry  with  them  all  their, 
cftates,  goods,  faolilies,,  and  fervancs,.  without  any  in-» 
temigtion  or  hinderance. 

XIX.  That  ho  fubje(^  of  his  faid  Majefty;  Being  i 
paflenger,  and  coming  or  going  with  his  baggage  frorn 
or  to  any  port,  Ihall  be  any  way  molefted  or  meddled 
tmh;  aldioii^h  he  be  on  board  any  Ihip  of  veflel  in  en* 
mity  with  Algiers :  ^nd  in  like  manner,  no  Algeriner 
paflenger,  being  on  board  any  Ihip  or  veflel  in  enmity 
with  the  faid  King  of  Great, Britain,  fhall  be  any  way 
molefted,  whether  in  his  perfon,  or  in  his  goods  which 
he  may  ha^e  kdeft  on  board  the  faid  fliip'  or  veffel. 

XX.  That  at  all  times;  when  any  fliip  of  war  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain's,  carrying  his  faid  Majefly's 
flag  at  the  main-top-maft  head,  Ihall  appear  before 
Algiers,  and  come  to  an  anchor  in  the  road  j  that  im- 
mediately after  notice  thereof  given  by  his  faid  Majef- 
ty's  conful  <yf  offecer  from  the  fhip  unto  the  Dey  aVid 
government  of  Algiers;  thev  fliall,  in  honour  to  his 
Majefty,  caufe  a  falute  of  one  and  twenty  cannon 
tpbe  fliot  from  the  caftles  and  forts  of  thfe  city;  afid 
that  the  faid  fliip  ftiall  return  an  anfwer  by  fliooting  off 
the  fame  number  of  cannon,

XXL  That  prefently  after  tht  Cgning  and  fealing 

of  thefe. articles  by  the  BaftiaW,  Dey,  Aga,  and  Gover- 
nors of  Algiers,  all  injuries  and  damage  fuftained  on  * 
ciriier  part  ftiall  be  q-iite  taken  away  and  forgotten,- 
ind  this  peice  ftiall  be  in  full  force  and  virtde,  and  con- 
tinue •  for  ever :  and  for  all  depxedatioiis  a^id  d^nages 
.  Yj^.  IL  P  c  that 
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Aat  Ihall  Be  afterwards  committed  or  done  by  cither 
fide,  before  notice  can  be  given  of  thjs  peace,  full  fa- 
tisfadion  Ihall  immediately  be  made,  and  whatfoever 
lemains  in  kind  fhall  be  inftandy  refikored. 

XXII.  That  in  cafe  it  (hall  happen  hereafter,  that 
any  thing  is  done  or  committed  contrary  to  this  trea- 
ty, whether  by  the  fubjefts  of  the  one  or  the  other 
party,  the  treaty  notwithftanding  fhall  fubfift  in  Rill 
force,  and  fiich.  contraventions  fhall  not  occafion  the 
breach  of  this  peace,,  fiiendfhip,  and  good  correfpon- 
dence  5  but  the  party^  injured  flaall  amicably  demand 
immediate  fatisfaftion  for  the  faid  contraventions,  be- 
fpre  it  be  lawful  to  break,  the  peace  i,  and  if  the  fault 
was  committed  by  any  private  fubjeds  of  either  party^ 
they  alone  Ihall  be  punifhed  as  breakers  of  the  peace, 
and  difturbers  ofthie  public  quiet-  And.  our  feith  Ihall 
be  our  faith,  and  our  word,  our  word.  '

r.  WE  the  moft excellent  and moft  illuftrious  lords 
Muftapha  Dey  Ali  Bafhaw,  and  Muftapha  Aga,  gover- 
nors of  the  moft  famous  and  warlike  city  andkingdom 
of  Algier,  do  by  thefe  prefcnts  renew  and  confirm  the 
peace  we  fo  happily  enjoy  with  the  King  of  Gceat  Bri- 
tain, France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  ot  the  Chri^an 
faith,  and  his  fubjefts,  made  in  the  year  i68a»  in. 
ev^ry  part  and  article,  more  particularly  that  of  the 
VIII thj^  wherein,  it,  is  exprclfcd^  na  fiup  or  vclTcl 
;  .        '  belonging. 
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belonging  to  our  government  of  Algler  fliall  cruize 
near  or  in  fight  of  any  of  the  roadsy  havens^  or  ports^ 
towns  or  places  belonging  to  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain,  or  anyways  difturb  the  peace  and  commerce 
of  the  fame :  and,  in  compliance  with  the  Vlllth  ar- 
ticle of  that  treaty,  we  do  finccrely  promife  and  de- 
clare, that  fuch  onfcrs  ftiaU  for  the  future  be  given  to 
all  our  commanders,  that,  under  a  fevere  penalty,  and 
our  utmoft  difpleafure,  they  fhall  not  enter  into  the 
channel  of  England,  nor  come  or  cruize  in  fight  of 
any  part  of  his  Majefty  of  Great  Britain's  dominions 
any  more  for  the  time  to  come. 

11.  That  whereas  we  had  declared,  that  aU  (hips  and 
veflels  belonging  to  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain 
Ihould^kav^  pafles  by  the  laft  of  September  1700,  we 
do  by  thefe  declare,  at  the  defire  ot  Capt.  John  Mun- 
den,  commander  in  chief  of  his  Majefty's  fhips  in  the 
Mediterranean,  and  Robert  Cole,  Efq;  his  Majefty's 
conful  now  rcfiding  at  our  city  of  Algier,  on  behalf  of 
their  great  matter,  that  no  pa0es  (hall  be  required  or 
expefted  from  any  of  the  Englifh  fhips  or  veflels  in 
arty  part  of  the  world ;  but  that  they  fhall  proceed  on 
their  voyage,  without  producing  or  fhewing  a  pafs  to 
any  of  our  cruizers,  till  the  laft  of  September  1701:^ 
and.  after  that  time  is  expired,  and  any  fhip  of  England 
be  feized,  not  having  a  pafs,  we  do  hereby  declare, 
that  the  goods  in  that  fhip  fliall  be  prize ;  but  the 
mafter,  men,  and  fhip,  fhaU  be  reftored,  and  the  freight 
immediately  paid  to  the  faid  matter,  to  the  utmoft* 
Value  as  he  fhould  have  had,  if  he  had  gone  fafe  to 
the  port  whither  he  was  bound. 

11^.  That  whereas  Captain  John  Munden  has  given* 
us  good  affurance,  that  he  had  a  great  affront,  fomo- 
years  pafl,  from  fome  of  our  rude  failors  at  our  Mouldy 
we  do  hereby  promife,  that  at  all  times,  whenever  any 
of  Ac  King  of  Great  Britain's  fhips  of  war  come  to- 
this  place,  order  fhall  be  given  to  an  officer  of  the  @o-** 
vemment  immediately,  w}io  ihall  attentat  tlx«-M<Mk^

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all  the  diy-tim^,  during  their  ftay  here,  to  prevent ^ny 
iuch  difordcr  for  the  future,  that  no  mifunderftanding 
may  happen  between  us  j  and  if  any  fuch  difordcr 
fliould  happen,  the  officer  of  the  Mould  fhall  fecure 
the  perfon  or  perfons,  and  they  flis^  be  punilhcd  with 
the  utmoft  feverity.

That  the  Ihips  of  either  party  Ihall  have  a  free 
Bberty  to  enter  into  any  port  or  river  belonging  to  the 
dominions  of  the  other,  where  they  IhaU  pay  duty- 
only  for  what  they  feU,  and,  for  the  rcft>  may  freely 
export  it  ^?iin  without  moleftation;  and  fhall 
ct^oy  all  other  accuftomed  privileges :  and  the  late 
cxaftion  that  hath  been  at.  the  Goletta  and  the  .Ma- 
rine, fliall  be  reduced  to  the  ancient  cuftoms  in  thofe 
cafes* 

III.  That  there  fhall  not  be  any  feizure  made  of 
tny  of  the  fhips  of  either  party,  either  at  fea  or  in  port, 
but  they  fhall  pafs  without  any  interruption,  they  dif- 
playing  their  colours ;  and,  to  prevent  any  mifunder- 
ftandings,  the  fhips  of  Tunis  ftiall  be  furnilhed  with 
certificates,  under  the  hand  and  feal  of  the  Bririfh  con- 
fill,  of  their  belonging  to  Tunis,  which  riiey  are  to  pro- 
duce on  meeting  with  any  Englifh  fhip  j  on  board  of 
whom  they  fhall  have  liberty  of  fending  two  men  only, 
peaceably  to  fatisfy  themfcives  of  their  being  Englifh ; 
who,  as  well  as  any  pafTengers  of  other  nations  they 
may  have  on  board,  fliall  go  free,  both  than  and  their 
goods. 

IV.  That  if  an  Englifh  fhJp  receive  on  board  any 
goods  or  pafTengers  belonging  to  the  kingdom  of  Tu- 
nis, they  fhall  be  bound  to  defend  them  and  their 
goods,  fo  far  as  lieth  in  their  power,  and  not  deliver 
them  unto  dieir  enemies.    And,  the  better  to  prevent 
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any  unjuft  demands  being  made  upon  the  crown  of 
Great  Britain*  and  to  avoid  difputes  and  differences  that 
alight  arife,  all  goods  an3  merchandize  that  Ihall  from 
henceforward  be  fhipped  by  the  fubjefts  of  Tunis^ 
either  in  this  port,  or  in  any  other  whatfoever,  on 
board  the  Ihips  or  veffels  belonging  to  Great  Britain 
fhall  be  firft  entered  in  the  office  oF  Cancellaria,  before 
the  Britifh  conful  refiding  at  the  refpeftive  port,  expref- 
ling  the  quantity,  quality,  and  value  of  the  goods  fo 
(hipped,  which  the  faid  conful  is  to  ihamfeft  in  the 
clearance  given  to  the  faid  fhip  or  veflcl  before  flie  de- 
parts ;  to  the  end  that  if  any  caufe  of  complaint  fhoulii 
tappen  hereafter,  there  may  be  no  ^^ater  claim  made 
on  the  Britifli  nation,  than  by  this  noethod  fhall  be 
proved  to  be  juft  and  equitable. 

V.  That  if  any  of  the  Ihips  of  cidier  party  fhall,  by  ac- 
cident of  foul  weather,  or  otherwife,  be  caft  away  upoa 
a»y  of  the  coalb  belonging  to  the  other,  the  perfonsi 
fiiall  be  free,  and  the  goods  faved  and  delivered  to  th^ 
proprietors  thereof..  • 

VI.  That  the^Englilh  which  do  at  prcfent,  or  Ih^ 
at  any  time  hereafter,,  inhabit  in  the  city  or  kingdom  q£ 
Tunis,  fhall  have  free  liberty,  when  they  pleafe,  tx^ 
tranfport  themfelves,,  with  dieir  families  and  chtlHy^^ 
although  born  in  ihe  country- 

VII.  That  the  people  belonging  to  the  dominions 
of  cither  party  fhall  not  be  abufed  with  ill  language,, 
or  other^vife  iU  treated,,  but  the  parties  fo  offend- 
ing fhall  be  punifbed  feverely  acconding  to  their  dc- 

ierts. 

VIIL  That  die  conful,.  or  any  odier  of  the  Englifh. 
nation,  refiding  in  Tunis,  fhall  not  be  obliged  to  make 
their  addrefTes,  in  any  difference,  unto  any  court  of  juf- 
tice,  bur  to  the  Bafhaw  himfelfi  from  whom  only  uiey 
fliall  receive  judgment,  in  cafe  the  difference  fhoukl 
happen  between  a  lubjeft  of  Great  Britain  and  another 
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bfxhh  government;  or  any  other  foreign  Aation  ;  btif 
if  it  Ihould  be  between  two  of  his  Britannic  Majcfty's 
fiibjedts,  then  it  is  to  be  decided  by  the  Britilh  con- 
fill  only. 

IX.  That  neidier  the  EngliQi  conful,  nor  any  other 
of  his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  lliall  be  liable  to  pay  the 
debts  of  any  other  of  the  nation/  unlefs  particularly 
Bound  thereto  under  his  own  hand. 

X.  That  wherefeis  the  iflaTid  of  MiAorca  itf  the  Me- 
.  diterranean  Sea,  and  the  city  of  Gibraltar  in  Spain,  do^ 

j6ow  .belong  to  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Great  Britain  jr 
k  is  hereby  agreed  and  fully  concluded,  that  fronfi  this- 
tinie  forward,  for  ever»  the  faid  ifl?ind  of  Minorca/ 
Ihall  be  efteemed  (as  likewife  GihraltAry  by  the  go-. 
vemment  of  Tunis,  to  be,  in  every  relpeit,  part  of  his 
Britannic  Majefty's  dominions,  and  the.  inhabitants 
Aereof  fliall  be  looked  upon  as  his  Majefty's  natural- 
born  fubjefts,  iii  the  fame  manner  as^if  they  had  been 
born  in  any  otfier  part  of  Great  Britain  j  and  they,  with 
their  fhips  and  veflels  wearing  Britifh  colours,  Ihall  be* 
permitted  freely  to  trade  and  traffic  in  any  part  of  the 
kingdom  of  Tunis,  and  fhall  pafs,  without  any  molef-' 
tation  whatfoevcr,  either  on  the  feas  or  elfewhere,  in 
tjie  fame  manner,  and  wirii  the  fame  freedorn  and  pri- 
vileges, that  have  been  ftipulated,  in  this  and  all  for- 
mer treaties,  in  behalf  of  the  Britilh  nation-  and  fub- 
jefts. 

XI.  That,  the  better  and  more  firmly  to  maintaii^ 
the  good  correfpondence  and  friendfhip  that  have  been^ 
fo  long  and  happily  eftablifhed  between  the  crown  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  government  of  Tunis,  it  is 
hereby  agreed  and  concluded  by  the  parties  before-, 
mentioned,  that  none  of  die  fhips  and  vefTels  belonging 
to  Tunis,  or  the  dominions  thereof,  fhall  be  permitted 
to  cruize  or  look  for  prizes,  of  any  nature  whatfoevcry. 
before,  or  in  fight  of  the  aforefaid  city  of  Gibraltar,  or 
any  of  the  ports  in  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  to  hinder  or 
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Tnoleft  any  vcffels  bnn|[ing  provifions  and  refrefliments 
for  his  Britannic  Majefty*s  troops  and  garrifons  in 
thofe  places,  or  to  give  any  difturbance  to  the  trade 
and  commerce  thereof:  and  if  any  prize  fhall  be  taken 
by  the  fhips  or  veffcls  of  Tunis,  within  the  fpace  of 
ten  miles  of  the  afbrefaid  places,  fhe  fliall  be  rcftorcd 
i^ithout  any  contradiction. 

XII.  That  all  the  Ihips  of  war  belonging  to  the  do- 
minions of  either  party,  fhall  have  free  liberty  to  ufe 
«ach  other's  ports,  for  wafhing,  cleaning,  and  repairing 
any  their  defcfts ;  and  to  buy  and  Ihip  ofF  any  fort  of 
viihiak,  alive  or  dead,  or  any  other  neceffaries,  at  the 
price  the  natives  buy  at  in  the  market,  without  paying 
cuftom  to  any  officer.  And  whereas  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty*s  fhips  of  war  do  frequendy  afTemble  and  harbour 
in  die  port  of  Mahon  in  the  ifland  of  Minorca ;  if)  at 
any  time,  they,  or  his  Majefly's  troops  in  garrifon 
there,  Ihould  be  in  want  of  provifions,  and  fhouldfend 
from  thence  to  purchafe  fupplies  in  any  part  of  the  do- 
minions belonging  to  Tunis,  they  fhaU  be  permitted 
to  buy  catde  alive  or  dead,  and  all  other  kinds  of  pro- 
vifion,  at  the  prices  they  are  fold  in  the  market,  and 
fhall  be  fufFered  to  carry  it  'off  without  paying  dutv  to 
any  officer,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  his  Majefty 's  fnipa 
were  themfelves  in  the  port, 

XIII.  That  in  cafe  any  fhips  of  war,  belonging  to 
the  dominions  of  Tunis,  fhall  take,  in  any  of  their 
enemies  fhips,  any  Englifhmen  ferving  for  wages,  they 
are  to  be  made  flaves ;  but  if  merchants  or  pafiTengerSj 
they  are  to  enjoy  their  liberty  and  goods  free. 

XIV.  That  if  any  flave  of  Tunis  fhould  make  his 
cfcape  from  thence,  and  get  on  board  an  Engllfh  man 
of  war,  the  faid  flave  fhall  be  free,  and  neidier  the 
Englifh  conful,  nor  any  of  his  nation,  fhall  in  any  man- 
ner bequefKoncd  about  the  fame. 

XV.  That,  the  better  to  prevent  any  difputcs  that 
may  hereafter  arife  between  the  two  parties  about 
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fahites  and  public  ceremonies,  it  is  licreby  agreed  and 
concluded,  that  i«*enever  any  flag  officer  of  Great 
Britain  fhall  arrive  in  the  bay  of  Tunis,  in  aiw  of  his 
Majefty's  fliips  of  war,  there  fhall  be  fliot  off  from  the 
caftles  of  the  Goletta,  or  other  the  neareft  fbrdflcadom 
belonging  to  Tunis,  a  number  of  guns  according  to 
cuftom,  as  a  royal  faJute  to  his  Britifh  Majefty's  co- 
lours,'and  4iie  fame  number  fhall  be  returned  in-an- 
fwer  thereto  by  his  Majefly's  fhips ;  and  it  is  hereby 
ftipulated  and  agreed,  that  all  ceremonies  of  honour 
fhall  be  aUowed  to  the  Britifh  conful,  whorefides  here 
to  rcprcfent  his  Majefly's  perfon>  equal  in  every  r^ 
ipe£t  to  any  other  nadon  whatfoever,  and  no  other 
conful  in  the  kingdom  to  be  admitted  before  him  in 
precedency. 

XVI.  That  the  fobjefts  of  his  mofl:  Sacred  Majeftjr 
of  Great  Britain,  &c.  either  refiding  in  or  trading  to 
the  donninions  of  Tunis,  fhall  not,  for  the  time  to  come, 
pay  any  more  than  three  per  cent,  euflom  on  the  va- 
lue of  the  goods  or  merchandize  which  they  fhall 
either  bring  into  or  carry  out  of  the  kingdom  of 
Tunis. 

XVII.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  concluded,  and  efta- 
blifhed,  that  at  whatfoever  time  it  fhall  pleafe  the  go- 
vernment, of  Tunis  to  reduce  the  cufloms  of  the 
French  nation  to  lefs  than  they  pay  at  prefent,  it  fhall 
always  be  obferved,  that  the  Britifh  cufloms  ihall  be 
two  per  cent,  lefs  than  any  agreement  that  fhall  for  the 
future  be  made  with  the  faid  French,  or  that  fhall  be 
paid  by  theflibjefts  of  France. 

XVIII.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  concluded,  and  cfla- 
blifhed,  that  in  cafe  any  Bridfh  fliip  or  fhips,  or  any  of 
the  fubjeds  of  his  Majefly  of  Great  Britain,  fhall  im- 
port at  the  port  of  Tunis,  or  any  port  of  this  kingdom, 
any  warlike  ftores,  as  cannons,  mufkets,  piftols,  cannon 
powder,  or  fine  powder,  bullets,  mafb,  anchors,  cables, 
pitchj  tar^  or  )l)e  likes  as  alfo  provilionsj  viz*  wheats 
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l>arley,  beans,  oats,  oU]  or  the  like;  for  the  fad  kind  of 
merchandize  they  Ihall  not  pay  any  fort  of  duty  or 
cuflom  whatever* 

XIX.  That  in  cafe  a  war  Ihould  happen  between 
his  Britannic  Majefty  and  any  other  ftate  or  natioh 
whatever,  the  (hips  of  Tunis  (hall  not  in  any  fort  af- 
ford afliftance  to  the  enemies  of  his  Majefty  or  his  fub- 
jefts. 

XX.  That  if  an  Englifhman  kills  a  Turk,  he  (hall 
be  judged  before  the  caddi  of  the  place,  according  tp 
juftibe:  if  he  is  found  guilty  of  the  crime,  he  (hall  be 
punifhed  with  death ;  but  if  he  efcape,  the  epnful  (hall 
not  be  molefted,  or  c&Ued  upon  for  that  account ;  and 
the  conful  (hall  always  have  timely  notice,  that  he  may ' 
have  ah  opportunity  of  beii^  prcfent  at  the  trial. 

XXI.  That  if  at  any  time  a  war  or  rupture  hap- 
pen between  the  two  contradHng  Powers,  the  Engliih 
conful  and  his  natidn  mav  freely  depart  with  all  their 
goods  and  effefts :  arid  this  article  is  to  be  reciprocal 
for  the  fubjefts  of  Tunis.] 

XXII.  That  whereas  Gibraltar  and  the  ifland  of 
Minorca  do  belong  to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  if  at  any 
time  any  of  the  cruizers  of  Tunis  (hould  meet  with 
any  veffcls  of  the  faid  places,  under  Englifh  colours^ 
fumifiied  with  proper  pa(]|)orts,  thev  (hall  be  treated 
in^  reipeds  like  other  Englifti  (hips,  provided  that 
there  be  no  more  than  one  third  part  of  the  (hip^s 
company  who  are  not  fubjefts  of  his  faid  Majefty,  tor, 
in  fuch  cafe,  they  (the  feid  ftrangers).  (hall  be  deemed 
as  prifoliers :  hut  it  is  allowed  to  embark  as  many 
merchants  or  paflfengers  as  they  fee  good,  be  they  of 
what  nation  fbever :  and  if  at  any  time  a  Tunis  mah 
of  war  (hall  take  a  (hip  from  their  enemies,  on  board  of 
which  may  happen  to  be  any  Engli(h  fubjefts,  they 
Ihall  be  immediately  releafed,  with  all  their  goods  and 
merchandize,  provided  always  that  they  be  provided 
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with  proper  paflports ;  and  this  article  is  to  be  ob« 
ferved  reciprocally  on  die  parts  of  the  Englifh. 

XXIII.  That  if  any  Britifh  fhips  or  vcffck  meet 
with  any  of  the  Ihips  or  veflels  belonging  to  the  State 
of  Tunis,  and  there  ftiould  be  any  injury  or  offence  given 
by  either  fide,juftice  being  properly  demanded,  Ihall 
be  immediately  done,  and  the  aggreffor  ftiall  be  le- 
verely  puniflied,  without  it  occafioning  any  breach  or 
war. 

XXIV.  That  his  Britannic  Majefty's  fubjefts  fhaH 
be  always  treated,  by  the  State  of  Tunis,  with  the 
higheil  degree  of  relpeft,  love,  and  honour ;  becaufe 
the  Englilh,  of  all  other  Powers,  arc  their  firft  and  belt 
friends. 

XXV.  That  hew  Mediterranean  paflcs  (hall  be 
ifllied  out  and  given  to  his  faid  Majefty's  trading  fiib- 
jefts,  with  all  convenient  Ipeed  j  and  that  the  time  for 
the  contmuance  of  the  old  paffes,  for  the  Ihips  in  the 
Indies  and  remote  parts,  fhall  be  three  years  i  and  for 
all  other  Ihips  and  veflels,  one  year;  to  commence 
from  the  delivery  of  the  counter-tops  of  the  new 
paffes  at  Algiers  j  of  which  his  Msyefty's  conful  here 
ihall  give  the  earlieft  nodce  to  this  ftate ;  and  it  is 
hereby  exprelsly  agreed  and  declared,  that  the  faid  new 
paffes  Ihall,  during  the  above-mentioned  fpaces  of 
time  of  three  years  and  one  year,  be  of  full  and  fuffi- 
cient  force  and  effeA  to  proteft  all  fhips  and  veffels  of 
his  faid  Majefly's  fubjeds,  who  fhall  be  provided  with 
the  fame. 

XXVI.  Thar  all  packets  bearing  his  Britannic 
Majefty*s  commilRon,  which  fhall  be  met  by  any  of  the 
cruizers  of  Tunis,  fhall  be  treated  with  the  fame  re- 
fpeft  as  his  Majefly's  fhips  of  war  j  and  all  due  rcfpeft 
fhall  be  paid  to  his  Majefly's  commiflion,  and  bodi  at 
meeting  and  parting  they  fhall  be  treated  as  friends ; 
^nd  if  any  of  the  cruizers  of  Tunis  commit  the  leafl 
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fault  or  violence  againft  them,  the  captains  or  raizes  fb 
offending  fliall,  on  their  arrival  at  Tunis,  and  proper 
complaint  being  made  of  them,  be  moft  feverely  pu- 
niihed,  without  admitting  of  their  excufes. 

All  the  preceding  articles  of  this  treaty,  having  been 
approved  of  and  agreed  to,  are  hereby  ratified,  re- 
newed, and  confirmed,  between  his  moft  Sacred 
Majelty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c,  and  the 
moft  Illuftrious  Lord  Ali  Pafha,  Begler  Bey 
and  fupreme  commander  of  the  ftate  of  Tunis, 
which  let  no  one.prefume  to  infringe  or  violate. 
Dated,  in  the  prcfence  of  Almighty  God,  at  the 
palace  of  Bardo,  near  Tunis,  this  nineteenth  day 
of  Oftober,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
fifty-one,  according  p  the  Chriftian  computa* 
jdon;  and  of  the  Turkifh  Hageira,  one  thou- 
fand one  hundred  and  fixty-four,  the  tendi  day  of 
(be  moon  Zil  Hadgi  SHerifTay.

and  the  People  of  the  noble  City  and  Kingdom  of 
Tripoly 'y  concluded  ly  iJ^V  John  Lawfon,  Knight, 
the  lith cf  O&obtry  1662, 

.  I.  THAT  from  this  day  and  for  ever  forward 
there  be  a  good  and  firm  peace  between  his  Sacred 
Majeflythe  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  and  the  Bafla 
and  the  people  of  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  and 
the  dominions  thereunto  belonging.  Ahd  the  fliips, 
lubjefts,  and  people  on  either  party  IhaU  not  do  nor 
oflfer  any  oflfcnce  or  injury  to  each  other,  but  treat 
one  another  with  all  poffible  refpeft  and  friendJQiip :  and 
any  ftiips  belon^ng  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c, 
or  any  of  his  fubjefts,  rnay  come  to  the  port  of  Tripoly 
and  buy  and  fell  as  in  former  times,  and  alio  unto  any 
other  port  that  bel6ngs  to  the  government  of  Tripoly, 
paying^  cullom  as  in  fonner  times:  and  no  man 
within  the  jurifdiftionof  Tripoli  Ihall  give  the  lubjefts 
of  his  faid  Majefty  a  bad  word,  or  a  bad  deed,  or  a 
bad  a6kion.  That>  prelendy  after  the  fignmg  and  feal-* 
ing  thefe  articles,  all  injuries  and  damages  fuftained  on 
either  part  fhall  be  quite  taken  away  and  forgotten, 
and  this  peace  fhall  be  in  full  force  and  virtue. 

II.  That  all'  fhips,  as  well  thofe  belongbg  to  his 
Sacred  Majefly  the  Kii^  of  Great  Britain,  &c,  and 
any  of  his  Majefly's  fubjefts,  as  thofe  belonging  to 
Tripoly,  Ihajt  freely  pafs  the,  fcas,  and  traffic  without 
any  fearch,  hinderance,  or  moleftation  whatfbever. 
And  for  the  better  pra6tiling  of  this  fecond  article,  ac- 
cording to  the  true  intent  and  nrieaning  thereof^  it  is 
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agreed,  that  the  Tripoly  Ihips  of  war  meetuig  inth 
any  merchants  fhip  belon^g  to  the  fubje6b  of  die 
King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  not  being  in  any  of  die 
feas  appertaining  to  his  Majefty's  dominions,  have  li- 
berty to  fend  one  fingle  boat  on  board^  with  but  two 
fitters  more  than  the  common  crew  of  rowers,  and  no 
more  to  «ntcr  on  board  the  faid  merchants  Ihip  but  the 
two  fitters,  without  the  exprefs  leave  of  the  commander 
pf  the  merchant  Ihip  5  that  upon  poducing  unto  them  a 
pafs,  under  the  hand  and  feal  of  the  lord  hig^  admiral 
gf  England,  the  faid  boat  do  prefendy  depart  and  th» 
merchant  fliip  to  proceed  on  his  voyage.  And  althou^ 
the  commander  of  the  merchant  fliip  do  produce  no 
pafs  from  the  lord  high  admiral  of  England,  .yet,  if 
the  major  part  of  the  Ihip's  company  be  filbjefts  to  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  the  md  boat  ihall  pre- 
fendy depart,  and  the  merchant  fhip  proceed  fi-ccly; 
sfld  though  there  be  ftrangers  on  board,  they  fhall  be 
free,  and  their  goods.  And  any  fhip  of  war  of  his  Ma* 
jefty's  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  meeting  with  any  fhips  of 
Tripoly,  if  the  commander  fhall  produce  a  pafs  firmed 
by  the  chief  governors  of  Tripoly,  and  the  major  part 
qf  the  fhips  company  be  Turks,  Moors,  or  flavcs, 
then  the  Tripoly  fhips  to  proceed  freely. 

III.  That  any  fhips  belong^  to  die  fubjefts  of  his 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  coming  into 
Tripoly,  or  any  of  the  ports  in  its  territories,  fhall  for 
fuch  goods  as  they  fell  pay  the  dues  according  to  cuf- 
tom,  and  the  goods  they  fell  not,  they  fhall  fi-eely 
carry  on  board,  and  carry  away  the  fame  where  they 
plcafe,  without  any  duties  for  the  fame. 

IV.  That  if  any  of  the  fliips  of  Algier,  Tunis, 
Sally,  or  any  other,  do  bring  any  fhips,  men,  or  goods 
belonging  to  any  of  the  fubjefts  of  his  Majefty  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  unto  Tripoly,  or  any  of  the 
ports  thereto  belongings  the  governors  there  fhall  not 
pern^it  them  to  be  fold  within  the  faid  territories  5  and, 
for  the  time  to  come,  that  no  fubjcft  of  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty 
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jefty  be  bought  or  fold,  or  made  flavcs  o^  in  Tnpoly  or 
its  territories. 

V.  that  any  merchant  of  the  fubgefts  ofthe.Kirig 
of  Great  Britain,  &cc.  dying  m  Tripoly  or  its  territo- 
ries, his  goods  or  monies  fhall  not  be  feized  by  the 
Baffa,  Aga,  or  any  other  minifter,  but  remain  with  the 
Englifh  confuL  •       •    •  ... 

VI.  That  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain, ' 
&c.  that  do  at  prefent,  or  Ihall  at  any  timcT  hereafter, 
inhabit  in  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  Ihall 
have  free  liberty,  when  they  pleafe,  to  tranfport  them- 
lelves,'with  their  families  and  children,  although  bom  in- 
the  country. 

VII.  That  the  conful,  or  any  other  of  the  fubjefts 
of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  in  matter  of  difference, 
fhall  not  be  liable  unto  any  other  judgment  but  that  of 
the  Dcy* 

VIII.  That  the  fubjefts  of  his  faid  Majefty,in  dif- 
fei-ence  among  themfelves,  fliall  be  fiibjeft  to  no  deter- 
mination but  that  of  the  conful. 

IX.  That  the  conful,  or  any  other  of  the  fubjefts  of 
his  faid  Majefly,  be  not  liable  to  pay  the  debts  of  any 
fubjeft  of  his  faid  Majeily,  unlefs  obliged  under  his 
hand  for  the  fame. 

X.  That  in  cafe  any  of  his  faid  Majefty's  liibjefts 
(hall  happg n  to  ftrike  a  Turk  or  a  Moor,  if  he  be 
taken,  let  him  be  punifhed^  but  if  he  efcape,  nothing 
fliaUbe  faid  to  the  Englilh  conful,  or  any  other  of  his 
^ajefty*s  fubjeds,  upon  that  account. 

XL  That  in  cafe  any  flave  in  the  kingdom  of  Tri- 
poly, of  any  nation  whatfbever,  fhall  make  his  efcape, 
and  get  on  board  any  fhip  belonging  to  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty,  the  conful  fhall  not  be  liable  to  pay  his  ranfom, 
unlels  timely  notice  hath  been  given  him  to  give  order 
that  no  fuch  be  entertained  j  and  then,  if  it  appear  that 
any  flave  hath  gotten  away,  the  faid  conful  is  to  pay 
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thft patron  the  price  for  which  he  Wa$  fold  intkb mar- 
ket ;  and  if  no  price  be  cut,  then  to  pay  three  hundred 
dollars^  and  no  more. 

.  XIL  That  no  merchant,  nor  other  fubjeft  of  his  faid 
Majefly's,  being  a  paffenger  in  or  tinto  any  port,  fhatt 
be  molcfted  or  meddled  with, 

XIIL  That  the  Englilh  conful,  that  lives  in  Tripoly, 
be  allowed  a  place  to  pray  in>  and  no  man  to  do  him, 
or  any  of  his  faid  Majefty's  iubjeds,  any  wrong  or  ia^ 
jury,  in  word  or  doed,  whatfoeven 

XIV.  That  if  any  fhip  of  war  of  his  faid  Majefly's 
ihall  come  into  Tripoly,  or  other  the  ports  of  that  go- 
vernment, with  any  prize,  they  may  feU  or  dilpole  of  it 
at  their  pleafure,  without  being  nookfted  by  any;  and 
that  they  be  not  obliged  to  pay  cufloms  in  any  fort: 
and  if  the  faki  {hips  of  war  fhall  want  provifions,  vic^ 
tuals,  or  any  other  thing,  they  may  freely  buy  it  at  the 
rate  in  the  market. 

XV.  That  no  ihipiiTreck  belonging  to  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty,  or  any  of  his  fubje^,  on  the  coaft  belongii^  to 

^Tripoly,  fhall  become  prize;  and  that  neither  the  goods 
be  forfeited  nor  the  men  made  flaves,  but  the  people 
of  Tripoly  fhall  do  their  befl  endeavours  to  fave  them 
and  their  goods. 

That  if  any  grievances  happen  on  either  fide,  it 
fhall  not  be  lawful  to  break  the  peaoe  until  fatis&i^n 
be  denied. 

That  in  all  other  particulars,  not  mentioned  in  thefe 
articles,  the  regulation  fhall  be  according  to  the  general: 
capitulation  with  the  Grand  Signion

.  Articles  of  Peace  and  Commerce  between  the  moJiSe^ 
reue  and  Mighty  Prince  Charles  the  Second^  by  the 
Grace. of  God,  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and: 
Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Chriftian  Faith,  &fr»  imd 
the  moft  Iliufirious  Lords,  the  Baihaw,  Dey,  Aga, 
Divan,  and  Governors  of  the  Gty  and  Kingdom  ^^ 
Tripoly;  concluded  by  Sir  John  Narbrougfc^ 
Knight^  Admiral  of  his  Mcq^fs  Fleet  in  ths, 
Mediterranean  Seas^  the  Firfi  Day  ofM^y^  1676. 

I;,  IN  the  firft  place,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded^ 
that  from  this  day,  and  for  ever  forward,  there  be  a. 
true,  firm,  and  inviolable  peace  between  the  moft  Se- 
rene Kir^  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  De- 
fender ot  the  Chriftian  faith,  &c.  and  the  moft  Illu(^ 
trious  Lords  the  Baihaw,  Dey,  Aga,  Divan,  and  Gover- 
nors of  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in  Barbarft 
and  between  all  the  donmiions  and  fubjedb  of  either 
fide  i  and  that  the  fhips  or  other  veHels,  and  the  ftib- 
je£b  and  people,  of  both  fides,  ihall  not  henceforth  do 
to  each  other  any  harm,  offence,  or  injury,  either  in 
word  or  deed,  but  fhall  treat  one  another  with  all  pol^ 
£bk  reipe6t  and  friendfhip. 

IL  Thfit  any  of  the  Ihips  or  other  vei&ls  belonging 
te  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  to  any  of  his  Ma- 
jeft/s  liibjcfts,  may  fafcly  come  to  the  port  of  Tripoly, 
or  to  any  other  port  or  place  of  that  kingdom,  or  do- 
minions thereunto  belon^ng,  freely^  to  buy  and  iell, 
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without  the  leaft  difturbance^  paying  the  ufiial  cuftom 
as  in  former  times  hath  been  paid  for  fuch  goods  as 
they  fell:  and  the  goods  they  fell  not,  they  fliall 
have  free  liberty  to  carry  on  board  their  own  fhips» 
without  paying  any  dudes  for  the  lame  j  and  when  they 
pleafe  they  IhaU  freely  depart  from  thence^  without.any 
ftop,  hinderance,  or  moleftation  whatfoever. 

IIL  That  all  fhips  and  other  veflels,  as  well  tho& 
belon^ng  to  thp  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  to  any 
of  hi§  Majefly's  fubjefbs,  as  alfo  thofe  belonging  to 
the  kingdom  or  people  of  Tripoly,  fhall  freely  pafs  the 
feas,  and  traffic  where  they  pleafe,  without  any  fearch, 
hinderance,  or  moleftation  ffom  each 'other;  and  that 
all  perfons  or  paffengers,  of  what  country  focvcr,  and  all 
monies,  gdods,  merchamlizes,  and  moveables,  to  what« 
foever  people  or  nation  belonging,  being  on  board  of 
any  the  faid  fhips  or  vefTeb,  fhall  be  wholly  free,  and 
fhall  not  be  flopped,  taken,  or  plundered,  nor  receive 
any  harm  or  damage  whatfoever  from  either  party^ 

IV.  That  the  Tripoly  fhips  of  war,  or  other  veflel$ 
thereunto  belonging,  meeting  with  any  merchants  fhipe 
or  other  vcfTels  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain's  fubjeds, 
not  being  in  any  of  the  feas  appertaining  to  his  Ma- 
jefty's  dominions,  may  fend  on  board  one  fingle  boat, 
with  but  two  fitters,  befides  the  ordinary  crew  of 
rowers  j  and  no  more  but  the  two  fitters  to  enter  any 
of  the  faid  merchants  fhips,  or  any  other  veflels, 
without  the  exprefs  leave  from  the  commander  of 
every  fuch  fhip  or  vcfTel  j  and  then,  upon  producing 
unto  them  a  pafs  under  the  hand  and  feal  of  the  lord 
high  admiral  of  England,  the  faid  boat  fhall  prclently 
depart,  and  the  merchants  fhip  or  fhips,  veflel  or  vef- 
fek,  fhall  proceed  freely  on  her  or  their  yoya^  :  and 
although  the  commander  or  commanders  of  the  faid 
Hierchant  fhip  or  fhips,  veffel  or  vefTels,  produce  no 
pafs  from  the  lord  high  admiral  of  England,  yet,  if  the 
major  part  of  the  faid  fhips  or  veffels  company  be  fub- 
jccts  tQ  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  faid  boat 
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fliall  prefently  dq^art,  and  the  merchant  (hip  or  Ihips,. 
▼effel  or  veffels,  fliall  proceed  freely  on  her  or  their 
voyage.  And  if  any  of  the  faid  (hips  of  war  or  other 
veflels  of  his  faid  Majefly,  meeting  with  any  fhip  or 
fliips,  vcffcl  or  veffels,  belonging  to  Tripoly,  if  the  com- 
mander or  commanders  of  any  fuch  fliip  or  fliips,  veflel 
or  veffek,  fliall  produce  a  pals  firmed  by  the  chief  go- 
vernors of  Tripoly>  and  a  certificate  from  the  Englifli 
confiil  living  there,  or  if  they  have  no  fuch  pafs  or  cer*- 
rificate,  yet  if  the  major  part  of  their  fliips  company  or 
companies  be  Turks,  Moors,  or  flaves  belonging  to 
Tripoly,  then  the  faid  Tripoly  fliip  or  fliips,  veffel 
or  veffels,  fliall  proceed  freely. 

V.  That  no  commander  or  other  perfon  of  any 
fiiip  or  veffel  of  Tripoly,  fliall  take  out  of  any  fliip  or 
veffel  of  his  faid  Majefly  *s  fubjefts,  any  perfon  or 
perfons  whatfoever,  to  carry  them  any  where  to  be  ex- 
amined, or  upon  any  other  pretence ;  nor  fliall  ufe  any 
torture  or  violence  unto  any  perfon,  of  what  nation  or 
quality  foever,  being  on  board  any  fliip  or  veflel  of . 
lus  Majefty's  fubjeds,  upon  any  pretence  whatfo- 
ever. ' 

VI.  That  no  fliipwreck  belonging  to  the  faid  King 
of  Great  Britain,  or  to  any  of  his  Majcfty's  fubjefts, 
upon  any  part  of  the  coaft  belonging  to  Tripoly,  fliall 
be  made  or  become  prize;  and  that  neither  the 
goods  thereof  fliall  be  feized,  nor  the  men  made 
flaves  J  but  that  all  the  fubjefts  of  Tripoly  fliall  do 
their  befl:  endeavours  to  fave  the  faid  men  and  their 
goods.  .    ^ 

VII.  That  no  fliip  or  any  other  veffel  of  Tripoly 
fliall  have  permiffion  to  be  delivered  up,  or  to  go  to^ 

'  any  other  place  in  enmity  with  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain,  to  be  made  ufe  of  as  corfairs  or  fea-rovers 
againft  his  faid  Majefly's  fubjefts. 

'  VIIL  That  none  of  the  fliips  or  other  fmaller  vef- 
fels of  Tripoly  fliall  remain  cruifing  near  his  Majef- 
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'ty's  city  and  garrilbn  of  Tangier,  or  in  fight  of'it,  nor 
other  way  dlfturb  the  peace  and  commerce  of  that 
place. 

IX.  That  if  any .  fhip  or  vcffel  of  Tunis,  Algier, 
Tetuan,  or  Sally,  or  any  other  jplacc  being  in  war 
with  the  (aid  King  of  Great  Britain,  brii^  any  ikips, 
TeiTeis,  men,  or  goods,  belonging  to  any  of  fab  fax! 
Majefty^s  fubjefts,  to  Tripoly,  or  to  any  port  or  place 
in  that  kingdom,  the  governors  diere  fhall  not  per*> 
mit  them  to  be  fold  within  the  territories  of  Tri- 
poly. 

'  X^  That  if  any  of  the  fliips  of  war  of 'the  fald 
Kmg  of  Great  Britain  do  come  to  Tripoly,  or  to 
any  other  port  or  place  of  that  kingdom,  with  any 
prize,  they  may  freely  fell  it,  or  otherwife  difpole  of  it 
at  their  own  pleafure,  without  being  molefted  by  any: 
and  that  his  Msgcfty's  faid  Ihips  of  war  fliall  not  be 
obliged  to  pay  cuftoms  in  any  fort  i  and  that  if  ^icy 
ihall  want  provifions,  vitals.  Or  any  other  thii^, 
ihey  may  freely  buy  them  at  the  rates  in  the  market. 

XL  That  when  any  of  his  Majefly's  fliips  of  war 
fcall  appear  before  Tripoly,  upon  notice  thereof  given 
to  the  Englifh  confiil,  or  by  th&,  commander  df  the  faid 
fhips,  to  the  chief  governors  of  Tripoly,  public  pro« 
clamation  ihall.be  immediately  made  to  fecure  the 
Chriftian  c^tives ;  and  if  after  that  any  Chriltians 
whatlbever  make  dieir  eicape  on  boafd  any  of  the  iaid 
ihips  of  war,  they  fhall  not  be  required  back  again, 
nor  fhall  the  faid  conful  or  commander,  or  any  other 
his  faid  Majefty's  fubjeds,  be  obliged  to.pay  any  thing 
for  the  faid  Chriflians. 

Xn.  That  if  any  fubjefts  of  the  faid  King  of 
Great  Britain  happen  to  die  in  Tripoly,  or  its  territo- 
ries, his  goods  or  money  efhall  not  be  feized  by  the 
governors  or  any  minifler  of  Tripoly,  but  fhdl  all 
remain  with  the  Englifh  conful. 

XIII,  That  neither  the  Englifh  conful^  nor  any 
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be  bound  to  pay  the  debts  of  any  other  of  his  Majcf- 
ty's  lubjefts,  except  that  they  become  furety  for  the 
fenne*  by  a  public  aft. 

XIV.  That  the  fubjefts  of  his  faid  Majefty  in  Tri^ 
poly  or  its  territories,  in  matter  of  controveriy,  fliall 
be  liable  to  no  other  jurifiiidion  but  that  of  the  Dey 
or  Pivan,  except  they  happen  to  be  at  difference  Hbc- 
tween  themfelves  -,  in  which  cafe  they  Ihall  be  liable 
to  no  other  determination  but  that  of  the  confulonly. 

.XV.  That  in  cafe  any  fubjeft  of  Ws  Majefty,  beii% 
in  any  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  happen  to 
ftrike,  wound,  or  kill  a  Turk  or  a  Moor,  if  he  be 
tak«ij  he  is  to  be  punifhed  in  the  fame  manner,  and 
Vrith  no  greater  feverity,  than  a  Turk  ought  to  be,  be- 
ing guilty  of  the  fame  offence ;  but  if  he  efcape,  nei* 
ther  the  faid  Englilh  conful,  nor  any  other  ot  his  faid 
Majefly's  lubjefts,  fliall  be  in  any  fort  queftioned  or 
troubled  therefore, 

]}iVL  That  the  Englifh  conful  now  or  at  any  time 
hereafter  living  in  Tripoly,  Ihall  be  there  at  all  times 
witl>  entire  freedom  and  fafety  of  his  pcrfon  and 
eftate,  and  (ball  be  permitted  to  choofe  his  own  drug^ 
german  and  broker,  and  freely  to  go  on  board  any  fhip 
in  the  road,  as  often  and  when  he  pleafes,  and  to  have 
the -liberty  of  the  country ;  and  that  he  Aiall  be  allow- 
ed a  place  to  pray  in;  and  that  no  man  ihall  do  him 
any  injury  in  word  or  deed. 

XVII.  That  not  only  during  the  continuance  of  this 
peace  and  friendship,  but  likewife  if  any  breach  or  war 
happen  to  be  hereafter  between  the  faid  King  of  Great  . 
Britain  and  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  the  faid . 
conful,  and  all  other  his  faid  Majefty's  fubjefts  inhabit- 
ing in  the  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  fhall  always,  and  at  all 
times,  both  of  peace  and  war,  have  full  and  abfolutc 
liberty  to  depart,  and  go  to  their  own  or  any  other 
country,  upon  any  fhip  or  vclTcl  of  what  nation  focvcr 
4  they 
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they  ihall  dunk  fit,  and  to  carry  with  them  all  their 
^fbtts^  goods,  families,  and  fervants,  although  bom  in 
the  country,  without  any  interruption  or  hinderance. 

XVin.  That  no  fubjeft  of  his  faid  Majefty,  being 
a  paffenger  from  or  to  any  port,  Ihall  be  any  way  mo- 
lefted  or  meddled  with,  although  he  be  on  board  any 
Ihip  or  veffel  in  enmity  with  Tripoly. 

XIX.  That  whereas  a  war  hath  lately  happened 
between  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Brirain,  &c. 
and  tho  mod  illuftrious  Lords,  Halil  Balhaw,  Ibraim 
Dey,  Aga,  Divan,  and  Governors  of  the  noble  city  and 
lUngdom  of  Tripoly,  in  Barbary,  by  reafon  of  the  in- 
juries done  unto  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  his  iub« 
jefts,  by  the  government  and  people  of  Tripoly ;  wc 
Halil  Bafhaw,  Ibraim  Dey,  Aga,  Divan,  and  Gover- 
nors of  the  noble  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in 
Barbary,  do  acknowlege  the  injuries  done,  and  that 
the  breach  of  the  peace  between  his  moft  Excellent 
Majefty  the*  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  us  of  Tripoly, 
was  committed  by  our  fubjefts,  for  which  fome  are 
banifhed,  and  fome  fled  from  our  juftice  ;  and,  for  fur- 
ther fatisfaftion  to  liis  moft  Excellent  Majefty  for  the 
breach  of  articles,*  we  are  forry  for  the  fame,  and  do 
by  thefe  engage  to  fet  at  liberty  and  deliver  unto  die 
right  honourable  Sir  John  Narbrough,  Knight,  admi- 
ral of  his  Majefty's  fleet  in  the  Mediterranean  Seas,  all 
Englifh  captives  reliding  in  the  city  and  kingdom  of 
Tripoly,  and  dominions  thereunto  belonging,  without 
paying  any  ranfom  for  them :  and  likewife  by  fetting 
at  liberty,  and  delivering  unto  the  faid  Sir  John  Nar- 
brough, Knight,  all  other  perfcns  taken  under  Engliih 
colours,  without  paying  any  ranfom  for  them,  and  by 
paying  eighty  thouliind  dollars,  in  monies,  goods,  and 
(lives,  to  the  aforefaid  Sir  John  Narbrough,  Knight. 
And,  moreover,  we  do  engage  ourfelves  and  fuccef- 
fors,  that  if  any  injury,  for  the  future,  be  done,  contrary 
to  thefe  articles,  by  the  government  and  people  of 
Tripoly,  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  his  fubjefts  j 
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if,  upon  demand  of  fatisfaftion  from  thegovernment  and 
people  of  Tripoly,  we  or  they  do  refufe  or  deny  to. 
give  fatisf^ftion  therefore,  fo  that  a  war  be  bccafioned 
thereby  betwen  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  die  go- 
vernment and  people  of  Tripoly,  we  do  epgagc  our* 
fclvcs  and  fucceffors  to  make  reftitution  for  the  inju- 
ries done;  and  likewife  to  make  fatisfaftion  to  the 
King  of  Great  Britain  for  the  full  charge  and  damage 
of  that  war. 

XX.  That  no  fubjeft  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
&c.  (hall  be  permitted  to  turn  Turk  or  Moor  in  the 
city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly  (being  induced  thereunto 
by  any  furprifal  whatfoever)  unlefshe  voluntarily  appear 
before  the  Dey  or  governor,  with  the  Englifh  conful's 
druggerman,  three  times  in  twenty-four  hours  fpace, 
and  every  time  declare  his  refolution  to  turn  Turk  or 
Moor. 

XXI.  That  at  all  times,  when  any  fhip  of  war  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  carrying  his  faid  Majefty's 
flag  at  the  main-top-maft  head,  fhall  appear  before  die 
faid  city  of  Tripoly,  and  come  to  anchor  in  the  road, 
immediately  after  notice  thereof  given  by  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty's  conful  or  officer,  from  the  fliip,  unto  the  Dey 
and  government  of  Tripoly,  they  fhall,  in  honour  to  his 
M^efty,  caufe  a  falute  of  one-and-twenty  cannon  to  be 
fliot  off  froni  the  cjJtie  and  forts  of  the  city)  and  that 
the  faid  ihip  fhall  return  an  aniwer  by  fhooting  off  the 
fame  number  of  cannon. 

XXII.  That  prefently  after  the  figning  and  fealing 
of  thefe  articles  by  us  Halil  Bafhaw,  Ibraim  Dey,  Aga, 
Divan,  and  governors  of  the  noble  city  and  kingdom 
of  Tripoly,  all  injuries  and  damages  fuflained  on  either 
part  fhall  be  quite  taken  away  and  forgotten,  and  this 
peace  fhall  be  in  full  force  and  virtue,  and  continue  f  jr 
ever :  and  for  all  depredations  and  damages  that  fhall 
be  hereafter  committed  or  done  by  either  fide,  before 
notice  can  be  given  cf  this  peace,  full  fatu>fad  ion  fhi  1 
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be  immediately  made,  and  whatfoever  remains  in  kind 
Ihall  be  inftantly  reftored. 

XXITL  That  whenfoever  it  fhall  happen  hereafter^ 
tjiat  any  thing  is  done  or  committed  by  the  fliips  or 
fubjefts  of  either  fid6,  contrary  to  any  of  thefe  articles^ 
fatisfadtion  being  demanded  therefore,  fhall  be  made  to 
the  full,  and  without  any  manner  of  delay  j  and  that  it 
fhall  not  be  lawful  to  break  this  peace,  until  fuch  fatif- 
faftion  be  denied  :  and  our  faith  ftiall  be  our  faith,  and 
our  word  our  word ;  and  whofoever  fhall  be  the  catife 
of  breaking  of  this  peace,  fhall  affuredly  be  punifhed 
with  prefent  death.  ^ 

Confirmed  and  fealed,  in  the  prefence  of  Almighty 
God,  the  5th  day  of  March^  Old  Stile,  and  the 
year  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrifl  i674j  being  the 
lafl  day  of  the  moon  Zelhedga,  and  the  year  of 
the  Hegira  one  thoufand  eighty- fix,  1086.

Confirmation  of  the  former  Peace* 

.  WHEREAS  there  were  articles  of  peace  and  com- 
merce between  the  mofl  Serene  and  mighty  Prince 
Charles  the  Second,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the 
Chriftian  faith,  &c.  and  the  mofl  lUuflrious  Lords, 
Halil£afhaw,  Ibraim  Dey,  Aga,. Divan,  and  governors 
i)f  the  noble  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly  in  Barbary, 
lately  made  and  concluded  by  the  faid  lords  on  die  one 
part,  and  by  Sir  John  Narbrough,  Knight,  adnniral  of 
his  faid  Serene  Majefly's  fleet  in  the  Mediterranean 
Seas  on  the  6ther  part,  ^  and  by  them  confirmed  and 
fealed,  in  the  prefence  of  Almighty  God,  the  fifth  day 
of  March,  Old  Stilcj  and  the  year  of  oiir  Lord  Jelus 
Chrifl  167,%  being  the  laft  day  of  the  moon  Zelhedga, 
and  the  year  of  the  Hegira  one  thoufand  eighty-fix. 
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1086*  Since  which  time  of  confirming  and  lealing 
theaforefaid  articles  of  peace  and  commerce,  the  afore- 
faid  Lord  Ibraim  Dey,  being  fled  away  from  his  faid 
government  of  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in 
Barbaryj  now  therefore  we  Halil  Bafhaw,  Aga,  Divan, 
governors,  foldiers,  and  peopleof  the  aforefaid  city  and 
kingdom  of  Tripoly,  have  chofen  and  elefted  vice- 
admiral  Muftapha  Grande  to  be  Dey  of  the  faid  city 
and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in  Barbary,  to  fucceed  Ibraim 
Dey  in  the  afbrefaid  government.  And  now  we  the 
faid  Halil  Bafhaw,  Muftapha  Dey,  Aga,  Divan, 
governors,  foldiers,  and  people  of  Tripoly  aforefaid, 
having  feen  the  aforefaid  articles  of  peace  and  com- 
merce, which  were  lately  made  and  cohcluded  as 
afbrefaid,  and  having  ferioufly  perufed  and  fiilly  con- 
lidered  all  particulars  therein  mentioned,  do  fiiUj^  ap- 
prove of  all  and  every  of  the  aforefaid  article  and 
articles  of  peace  j  and  we  and  every  one  of  us  do  now 
by  thefe  prefents  confent  and  agree  to  and  with  Sir 
John  Narbrough,  Knight,  aforefaid,  for  the  juft  and 
cxadt  keeping  and  performing  all  of  the  faid  articles, 
and  do  accept,  approve,  ratify,  and  confirm  all  and 
every  of  them,  in  the  fame  manner  and  form  as  they 
^re  inferted  and  repeated  in  the  preceding  articles 
aforefaid ;  hereby  firmly  engaging  ourfelves  and  fuc- 
cefTors,  affuring  on  our  faith,  facredly  to  maintain,  and 
ftriftly  to  obferve,  perform,  and  keep  inviolably,  all 
and  every  the  aforefaid  article  and  articles  of  peace 
and  agreement  for  ever :  and  to  caufe  and  require  all 
our  fubjefts  and  people,  of  what  degree  or  quality 
whatfoever,  witWn  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in 
Barbary,  or  dominions  thereunto  belonging,  both  by 
fea  and  land,  punftually,  inviolably,  carefully,  and  duly 
to  obferve,  keep,  and  perform  all  and  every  the  afore- 
faid article  and  articles  thereof  for  ever  :  and  our  faith 
fhall  be  our  faith,  and  our  word  our  word ;  and  whofo- 
cver  fhall  at  any  time  violate  and  break  any  part  of 
the  faid  article  or  articles  of  peace,  they  fhall  afTu- 
rcdly  be  punifhed  with  greateft  feverity,  and  his  or 
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their  heads  (hall  be  immediately  cut  off,  and  forthwith 
be  prefented  unto  any'  officer  whom  the  moft.  Serene 
King  of  Great  Britain^  &c.  (hall  authorife  to  make  de- 
mand thereof. 

It  is  farther  agreed,  that  the  fubjefts  belonging  unto 
the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Britam^  &c,  trading 
uiito  the  port  of  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in 
Barbary,  aforefaid,  or  upto  any  port  of  place  of  the  do- 
miluons  thereunto  belonging,  in  any  merchants  fhip  or 
other  veflel  belonging  unto  the  faid  Serene  King's  fub- 
jefts,  IhaD  not  pay  fo  much  cuftorh,  by  one  per  cent,  for 
whatlbever  goods  or  merchandizes  they  fell  or  buy, 
as  other  nations  do  for  the  cuftom  of  the  like 
goods  or  merchandize,  notwithftanding  whatlbever  is 
fpecified  in  the  fecond  article  aforefaid  to  the  con* 
^trary. 
.  And  that  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Britain's 
conful,  refiding  in  Tripoly  aforefaid,  ihall  have  liberty 
at  all  time^>  when  he  pleafeth,  to  put  up  his  laid  Serene 
Majefty's  flag  on  the  fla^-ftaiFon  the  top  of  his  houfc, 
and  thene  to  continue  it  fpread  as  long  time  as  he 
pleafeth.  Likewife,  the  faid  conful  to  have  the  fame 
fiberty  of  putting  up  and  fpreading  the  faid  flag  in  his 
boat,  when  he  paflethon  the  water,  and  no  man  what- 
foever  to  oppofe,  moleft,  difturb,  or  iigure  him  therein, 
either  by  word  or  detd- 

Thefe  and  all  other  preceding  articles  arc  to  remain 
firm  forever,  without  anyalteratipn  j  and  in  all  other 
particulars,  not  mentioned  in  any  of  thefe  articles,  the 
regulation  fhall  be  according  to  the  capitulations  gene- 
ral with  tliie  Grand  Seignior. 

Confirmed  likewife  and  fealed^  in  die  prefencc  of 
Almighty  God,  at  our  caftle  in  the  noble  city  and 
kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in  Barbary,  the  firft  day  of 
May,  Old  Stile,  arid  die  year  of  our  Lord  Jeilis 
Chrift  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fevcnty- 
iix,  being  the  fix-and-twentieth  day  of  the  moon

Articles  of  Peace  and  Commerce  between  the  mofl  Se^ 
rene  and  Mighty  Prince- Georgia  the  Thirds  by  the 
Grace  of  Gody  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and 
Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Chrijiian  Faith,  Duke  of 
Brunfwic  and  Lunenburg,  Arcb-treafurer  and 
Prince  EleStor  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  ^c.  &fr. 
f^c.  and  the  mofl  Excellent  and  Illujlrious  Lord  Ally 
Bafhaw,  Bey,  Governor^  and  General  of  the  gar* 
rifoned  City  and  Kingdom  of  Tripoly  in  the 
Wefi\  renewed,  confirmed,  and  ratlfea,  by  his 
Excellency  Archibald  Clevland,  Efq-,  bis  Britan- 
nic Majejly's  Ambajfador  to  the  Emperor  of  Fez 
and  Morocco^  and  fumijhed  with  his  Majejfy's 
Full  Powers  for  renewing  the  Treaties  with  all  the 
other  Barbary  States. 

I  T  is  hereby  a^ed  and  concluded,  that  from  this 
iday  and  for  ever,  the  peace  made  by  the  honourable 
Auguftus  Keppel,  commander  in  chief  of  his  Britannic 
Majefty*s  Ihips  and  veffcls  in  and  about  the  Mediterra- 
nean, and  Robert  White,  Efq;  his  faid  Serene  Majefty's 
agent,  and  conful-general,  to  the  Bey  and  ftate  of  Tri- 
poly, with  the  late  moft  Excellen^t  and  lUuftrious  Lords 
Mahammet  Balhaw  Gramali,  Bey,  governor,  and  cap- 
tain general.  Seedy  Ally  Bey,  Seedy  Haflan  Kiaja,  the 
Divan,  and  all  the  officers,  foldiers,  and  people  of  the 
4'aid  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  concluded  and  fign- 
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ed  on  the  nineteenth  of  September,  175 1,  be  hereby, 
renewed,  ratified,  and  confirmed.  And  that  the  fli^s 
and  other  veflels,  and  the  fubjefts  and  people^  oiFboth 
fid^  s,  fhall  not  henceforward  do  to  each  other  any  harai, 
oflcnce,'  or  injury,  either  in  word  or  deed,  but  IhaB 
treat  one  another  with  all  poflible  relpeft  and  friend- 
fhip.

Majejiy's  Full  Powers  for  that  Purpofe. 

L  IN  the  firft  place,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded, 

tliat  from  this  time  forward,  for  ever,  there  ftall  ^ 
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a  true  and  inviolable  peace,  between  the  m'oft  Serene 
iting  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  Illuftrious  Lords 
and  Governors  of  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in 
Barbary,  and  between  all  die  dominions  and  fubjeds 
of  either  fide;  and  if  the  ihips  and  fubjedts  of  either 
party,  (hall  happen  to  meet  upon  the  feas,  or  elfcwhere, 
they  ihall  not  moleft  each  other,  but  ihaJl  fhew  all  pof- 
fible  re^iefil  and  frieud/hip. 

II.  That  all  merchant  Jhlps  belonging  to  the  domi^ 
nions  of  Great  Britain,  and  trading  to  the  city  or  any 
part  of  the  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  ihall  pay  no  more  than 
three  f€r  cent,  cqftdm,  for  all  kinds  of  goods  they  fhall 
fell ;.  and  for  fuch  as  they  fhall  not  fell,  they  fliall  be 
permitted  freely  to  embark  it  again  on  board  their 
Ihips,  without  paying  any  fort  of  duty  whatfoever,  and 
Ihdl  depart  without  any  hinderance  or  moleftation. 

III.  That  all  (hips  and  other  veiTels,  as  well  thofe 
belonging  to  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  to  any 
of  his  Majefly's  fubjefts,  as  thofe  belonging  to  the 
kingdom  or  people  of  Tripoly,  fhall  freely  pafs  th^ 
feas,  and  traffic  where  they  pleafe^  without  any  fearch> 
hinderance,  or  moleftation  from  each  other :  and  thaf  > 
all  peribns  or  paiTengers,  of  what  country  foever;  and  all 
monies,  goods,  merchandizes,  and  moveables,  to  what- 
foever people  or  nation  belonging,  being  on  board  of 
any  the  faid  (hips  or  veffels,  fhall  be  wholly  fi-ee,  and 
fhall  not  be  flopped,  taken,  or  plundered  from  either 
party. 

IV.  The  Tripoly  (hips  of  war,  or  any  other  vefTels 
thereunto  belonging,  meeting  with  any  merchant  (hips, 
or  other  veffels  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain's  fubjefts 
.(not  being  in  any  of  the  feas  appertaining  to  any  of  his 
Majefly's  dominions,  may  fend  on  board  one  fingle 
boat,  with  two  fitters,  bcfides  the  ordinary  crew  of 
rowers  ;  and  no  more  but  the  two  fitters  to  enter  any 
of  the  faid  merchant  fhips,  or  any  bther  veffels, 
without    the  exprefs    leave    of  the    commander    of 
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every  fuch  Ihip  or  veffel ;  and  then,  upon  producing 
unto  them  a  pafs  under  the  hand  and  leal  of  the  lord 
high  admiral  of  England,  the  faid  boat  ftiall  prefently 
depart,  and  the  merchant  fhip  or  fliips,  veflel  or  vef- 
fek,  fhall  proceed  freely  on  her  or  their  voyage  :  and 
although  the  commander  or  commanders  of  the  laid 
merchant  fhip  or  Ihips,  veffel  or  veffels,  produce  no 
pafs  fix)m  the  lord  high  admiral  of  England,  yet,  if  the 
major  part  of  the  Ihip's  or  vcflfers  company  be  liib- 
jeds  %o  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  faid  boat 
fliall  prefcndy  depart,  and  the  merchant  Ihip  or  fhipSp 
veflel  ox  veflels,  Ihall  proceed  freely  on  her  or  their 
voyage.  And  any  of  the  faid  (hips  of  war  or  other 
veffels  of  his  faid  Majefly,  meeting  with  any  Ihip  or 
Ihips,  veffel  or  veffels,  belonging  to  Tripoly,  if 
the  commander  of  any  fuch  Ihip  or  (hips,  veflel  or 
yeffels,  Ihall  produce  a  pafs  figned  by  the  chief  go- 
vernors of  Tripoly,  and  a  certificate  from  the  En^lifh 
conlbl  living  there,  or  if  they  have  no  fuch  pals  or  cer- 
tificate, yet  if  the  major  part;  of  their  {hip*s  company  or 
companies  be  Tvrks,  Moors,  or  flaves  belonging  to 
Tripoly,  thei)  the  faid  Tripoly  (hip  or  fliips,  Veflel 
or  veffels,  Ihall  proceed  freely, 

V.  Thfit  no  commander  or  other  perlbn  of  any 
Ihip  or  veffel  of  Tripply,  ihall  take  out  pf  any  fliip  or 
veffel  of  his  faid  Majefly 's  fubjefts,  any  perlbn  or 
perfons  whatfoeyer,  to  ?^rry  thepi  any  where  to  be  ex- 
amined, or  upon 'any  other,  pretence  j  nor  Ihall  uie  any 
torture  or  violence  unto  gny  pcifon,  of  what  nadon  or 
quality  foeyer,  being  on  board  any  Ihip  or  veffel  of 
his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  upon  any  pretence  i/vhatfo- 
pven 

VI.  That  no  fliipwreck  belonging  to  the  faid  King 
pf  Great  Britain,  or  to  any  of  his  Majefty's  lubjeds, 
upon  any  part  of  the  coafts  belonging  to  Tripoly,  Ihall 
\)c  made  or  become  prize;  and  that  neither  the 
goods  thereof  Ihall  be  feized,  nor  the  inen  made 
(layej  j  but  diat  all  the  fubjcfts  of  Tripoly  Ihall  dq 
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their  bell  endeavours  to  fave  the  faid  men  and  their 
goods* 

VIL  That  no  fhip  or  any  other  veflel  of  Tripoly 
Ihali  hare  permiffion  to  be  delivered  up,  or  to  go  to 
any  other  place  in  enmity  with  the  faid  King  of  Great* 
Britain,  to  be  made  ufe  of  as  corlairs  at  fea  againft 
his  faid  Majcfly's  fubjefts. 

VIIL  That  if  any  fhip  or  veflel  of  Tunis,  Algier; 
Tetuan,  or  Sally,  or  any  other  place,  being  in  war 
with  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  bring  any  (hips 
or  veflels,  men  or  goods,  belonging  to  his  laid  Ma- 
jefty's  fubje<^s,  to  Tripoly,  or  to  any  port  or  place 
in  that  kingdom,  the  governors  there  fhall  not  per- 
mit them  to  be  fold  within  the  territories  of  Tri-^ 
poly,  like  as  it  is  agreed  at  Algiers. 

IX.  That  if  any  fubjeft  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  happens  to  die  in  Tripoly,  or  its  territo- 
ries, his  goods  or  money  fhall  not  be  feized  by  the 
governors  or  any  minifters  of  Tripoly,  but  fliall  all 
remain  with  die  Englilh  conful. 

X.  That  neither  the  Englifh  conful,  nor  any 
other  fubjeft  of  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  fhall 
be  bound  to  pay  the  debts  of  any  other  of  his  Majef- 
ty's  fubjefts,  unlefs  they  become  furety  for  the  fame 
by  a  public  aft. 

XL  That  the  fubjefts  of  his  faid  Majefly  in  Tri- 
poly  or  its  territories,  in  matter  of  controverfy,  fhall 
pe  liable  to  no  other  jurifdiftion  but  that  cf  the  Dey 
or  Divan,  except  they  happen  to  be  at  difference  be- 
tween themfelves  j  in  which  cafe  they  fhall  be  liable  * 
to  no  other  determination  but  that  of  the  conful 
only. 

.  XIL  That  in  cafe  any  fubjeft  of  his  Majclty,  being 
ip  any  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  happen  to 
ftrike,  kill,  or  wound  a  Turk  or  Moor,    if  he   be    > 
(aken^  he  i$  to  be  punilhed  in  the  fame  manner^  and 
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with  no  greater  feverity,  than  a  Turk  ought  to  he,  bp- 
ing  guilty  oif  the  fame  offence  j  but  if  he  efcape,  nei- 
ther the  faid  Englifl>  conful,  nor  any  other  of  his  faid 
Majefly's  fubjefts,  fliall  be  in  any  fort  queftioned 
or  troubled  upon  that  account,  and  no  trial  or  fen- 
tence  to  be  pafled  without  the  conful  being  pre- 
fcnt. 

XIII.  That  the  Englifh  conful  now  or  at  any  tune 
hereafter  living  at  Tripoly,  ftiall  be  there  at  all  times 

with  entire  freedom  and  fafcty  of  his  peribn  and 
cftate,  and  (hall  be  permitted  to  choofe  his  own  drug- 
german  and  broker,  and  freely  to  go  on  board  any  fliip 
in  the  road,  as  often  and  when  he  pleafes,  and  to  have 
the  liberty  of  the  country  ;  and  that  he  Ihall  be  allow- 
ed a  place  to  pray  in;  and  that  no  man  fliall  do  him 
any  injury,  either  in  word  or  deed;  and  that  he  fliall  have 
liberty  at  all  times  of  hoifting  his  Majefty's  flag, at  the 
top  of  his  houfc,  and  on  his  boat  when  he  paflfes  oo 
the  water. 

XIV.  That  not  only  during  the  continuance  of  this 
peace  and  friendftiip,  but  likewife  if  any  breach  or  war 
happen  to  be  hereafter  between  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  the  faid 
conful,  and  all  other  his  Majefty's  fubjeds  inhabit- 
ing in  the  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  fliall  always,  and  at  all 
times,  both  of  peace  and  war,  have  full  and  abfblutc 
liberty  to  depart,  and  go  to  their  own  country,  or 
any  other,  upon  any  fliip  or  veflel  of  what  nation  foever 
they  fliall  think  fit,  and  to  cany  with  them  all  their 
cftates,  goods,  families,  and  fervants,  although  born  in 
the  country,  without  any  intermption  or  hinderance. 

XV.  That  no  fubjeft  of  his  faid  Majefly,  being 
a  paflenger  from  or  to  any  port,  fliall  be  any  way  mo- 
lelled  or  meddled  with,  either  in  perfon  or  property, 
although  on  board  any  fliip  or  veflel  in  enmity  with, 
Tripoly;  and  the  fame  is  to  be  regarded  in  favour 
of  the  fubjefts  of  Tripoly, 
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XVI.  That  when  any  of  his  Majefly^s  fliips  cf  war 
flaall  appear  before  T  ripply,  upon  notice  thereof  given 
by  the  Englifh  conful,  or  by  the  commander  of  the  IkicJ 
ihips,  to  the  chief  governors  of  Tripoly,  public  pro- 
clamation (hall  be  immediately  made  to  fecure  the 
Chriftian  captives  i  and  if  after  that  any  Chriftians 
whatfoever  make  meir  efcape  on  board  any  of  the  faid 
fliips  of  war,  they  (hall  not  be  required  back  again, 
nor  Ihall  the  faid  conful  or  commander,  or  any  other 
his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  be  obliged  to  pay  iny  thing  for 
the  faid  Chriftians. 

XVII.  That  all  merchant  fhips  coming  to  the  city 
or  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  though  not  belonging  to  Great 
Britain,  Ihall  have  free  liberty  to  putthemf^es  under 
the  protection  of  the  Britilh  conful,  in  felling  and  dif-' 
pofing  of  their  goods  and  merchandize,  if  they  ihalj 
think  proper,  without  any  hinderance  or  moleftation*  • 

XVIII.  That  at  all  times,  when  any  Ihip  of  war  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  carrying  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty's  flag,  appears  before  the  faid  city  of  TripcJy, 
and  comes  to  an  anchor  in  the  road  j  immediately  after 
notice  thereof  given  by  his  faid  Majefty's  confiil  or 
officer  from  the  ihip  unto  the  Dey  and  government 
of  Tripoly,  they  Ihall,  in  honour  to  his  Majefty, 
caufe  a  falute  of  twenty-feven  cannon  to  be  fired 
from  the  caftle  and  forts  of  the  city ;  and  diat  the  faid 
Ihip  Ihall  return  an  anfwer  by  firing  the  fame  number 
of  cannon. 

XIX.  That  no  fubjeft  of  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain ftiall  be  permitted  to  turn  Turk  or  Moor  in  the 
city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly  (being  induced  thereun- 
to by  any  furprife  whatfoever)  unlefs  hfe  voluntarily 
appear  before  the  Dey  or  governor,  with  the  Englifh 
conful's  druggerman,  three  times  in  three  days,  and 
each  day  declare  his  refolution  to  turn  Turk  or  Moor. 

XX.  Whereas  it  is  cuftomary  for  the  European 
confuls  to  pay  their  refpects  to  the  Bafhaw  at  the 
feafts  of  Ramadam  and  Birham,  it  is  hereby  declared, 
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that  his  Britannic  Majefty's  conful  IhaH  be  admitted 
firft  to  audience,  and  take  the  precedehqr  of  all  other 
conflils,  in  confideration  of  the  EngUfli  being  the 
bldeft  friends  to  the  date  of  Tripoly. 

XXL  That  whereas  the  ifland  of  Minorca^  in  theMc- 
diterranean  Sea,  and  the  city  of  Gibraltar,  in  Spain,  do 
now  belong  to-  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain; 
it  is  therefore  hereby  agreed,  that  from  this  time  for- 
ward, for  ever,  the  faid  ifland  of  Minorca,  and 
city  of  Gibraltar,  ftiall  be  efteemed,  in  every  relpcft, 
hy  the  Baftiaw  and  government  of  Tripoly,  to  be  part 
of  his  Britannic  Majefty*s  own  dominions,  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof  ftiall  be  looked  upon  as  his  MajeC 
ty*s  natural  fubjefts,  in  the  lame  manner  as  if  they 
had  been  bora  in  any  part  of  Great  Britain ;  and  they, 
vith  their  ftiips  and  veflels  wearing  Britilh  colours, 
and  being  fiirnilhed  with  Mediterranean  pafles,  Iball 
be  permitted  freely  to  trade  and  traffic  in  any  part  of 
jhe  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  or  dominions  thereunto  be- 
longung,  and  (hall  pais,  without  any  moleitadon  what* 
ibever,  either  on  the  feas  or  elfewhere,  in  the  fame 
manner,  and  with  the  fame  freedom  and  privileges,  as 
have  been  ftipulated,  in  this  and  all  former  treaties, 
in  behalf  of  the  Britifti  nation  and  fubjeAs  ;  and  that 
none  of  the  fliips  or  veflels  belonging  to  Tripoly 
Ihall  cruize  or  look  for  prizes,  before,  or  in  fight  or  the 
ports  of  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  and  the  city  of  Gibral- 
tar, to  difturb  or  molefl:  the  trade  thereof  in.  any  man- 
ner whatfoever. 

'  XXII.  That  if  any  of  the  fliips  of  war  of  the 
iaid  King  of  Great  Britain  come  to-  Tripoly,  or  to 
any  other  port  or  place  of  that  kingdom,  with  any 
prize,  they  may  freely  fell  it,  or  otherwife  diipofe  of  it 
at  their  own  pleafure,  Vithout  being  molefted  by  any: 
and  that  his  Majefly's  faid  fliips* of  war  .fluiU  not  be 
obliged  to  pay  cufl:oms  in  any  fort :  and  that  if  they 
fiiall  want  provifions,  viftuals,  or  any  other,  things, 
they  may  freely  buy  them  at  the  rates  in  the  mi^ket. 

JJ^XIIL  That  whenfoever  it  fliall  happen  hereafter. 
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that  any  thing  is  done  or  conimitted>b7  the  fhifs  or  fub« 
jefts  of  either  fide,  contrary  to  any  of  thcie  artides,  fa- 
tisfafUon  being  demanded  therefore,  the  fanae  fhall  be 
made  to  the  full,  and  without  any  manner  of  delay;  and 
it  Ihall  not  be  lawful  to  break  this  peace,  until  fuchia- 
tisfa6lion  be  denied  j  and  whofoever  fhall  be  the  caufe 
of  breaking  this  peace,  Ihall  afluredly  be  punilhed  with 
jirefent  death. 

XXIV.  That^  his  Britannic  Majefty's  fubjedb  (over  • 
and  above  the  ftipulations  contained  in  this  and  all  for- 
mer treaties)  (hall  enjoy  all  the  privileges  and  advanta- 
ges which  now  are,  or  which  hereafter  may  be,  granted 
to  any  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft  fevoured  nation. 

XXV.  That  in  cafe  any  of  his  faid  Majefly's  fubgefts 
fliall  import  into  the  faid  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  or  into 
any  of  the  ports  or  dominions  thereunto  belonging,  any 
warlike  ftores,  as  cannons,  mufkets,  piftols,  cannon 
powder,  or  fine  powder,  brimftone,  buUets,iron,  planks, 
and  all  fort  of  timber  fit  for  building  of  fhips,  pitch,  tar> 
rofin,  ropes,  cables,  mafts,  blocks,  anchors,  fails,  and^ 
all  other  habiliments  of  war,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land ; 
as  alfo  provifions,  viz.  wheats  barley,  beans,  oats,  or 
the  like ;  they  fhall  not  pay  any  fort  of  duty  or  cuf- 
torn  whatfbever. 

XXVI.  That  new  Mediterranean  pafTes  fhall  be 
iflued  out  and  given  to  his  faid  Majefty's  trading  fub- 
jefts,  with  all  convenient  ^ed ;  and  tliat  the  time  for 
the  continuance  of  the  old  pafTes,  for  the  fhips  in  the 
indies  and  remote  parts,  fhall  be  three  years  j  and  for 
all  other  fhips  and  vefTels,  one  year^  to  commence 
from  the  delivery  of  the  counter-tops  of  the  new 
pafTes  at  Algiers ;  of  which  his  Majefty's  conful  here 
fh^ill  ^ve  the  earliefl  notice  to  the  Bafhaw  and  govern- 
ment ;  and  it  is  hereby  exprefsly  agreed  and  declared, 
that  the  faid  new  pafTes  fhdl,  during  the  above-men^ 
tioned  fpaces  of  time  of  three  years  aadooe  year,  be 
of  fijU  and.fufficient  force  and  eflfeft  to  protcft  all  ihips 
and  vefTels  of  his  faid  Majefly's  fubjeds,  who  fhall  b^ 
provided  with  the  faoie. 

XXVU.  That 
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,  *  X5tVIl.  That  no  merchant  fhip  bfelottgin^to'(3feat 
Britain,  OP  any  other  nation  under  theprotefllion  of  dife 
Britilh  conful,  being  in  the  port  of  Tripoly,  ftiall  be 
detained  from  proceeding  to  feaon  her  voyage,  tonger 
than  ei^t  days,  under  the  pretente  of  ^ming  out  the 
fhipsotwarof  the  government,  or  any  other  whatfoever. 

XXVIII.  That  if  at  any  dme  the  garrifons  of  Gi- 
braltar or  Port  Mahon  Ihould  be  in  want  of  provifionsj 
and  (hould  fend  for  the  fame  to  Tripoly,  or  any  part  of 
the  dominions  thereof,  they  lhall>  if  it  is  to  be  had,  be 
fopplied  with  it  at  the  market  price. 

X!XIX.  That  all  packets  bearing  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty's  commiflion,  which  fhall  be  met  by  any  of  the 
cruizers  of  Tripoly,  ihall  be  treated  with  the  lame  re- 
lpc6l:  as  his  Majefly's  (hips  of  war ;  and  all  due  refpeft 
fliall  be  paid  to  his  Majefly's  commiffion ;  and  both  at 
meeting  and  parting  they  Ihall  be  treat«i  as  friends  5 
a^d  if  any  of  the  Tripoly  cruizers  commit  the  leaft 
fault  or  violence  againft  them,  the  captains  or  raizes  {o 
offending  fliaU,  on  their  arrival  at  Tripoly,  and  proper 
complaint  being  made  of  them,  l)e  moft  feverely  pu- 
niftied,  without  admitting  of  their  excufes. 

XXX.  That  all  and  every  the  articles  in  this  treaty 
fliall  be  inviolably  kept  and  obferved  betwen  his  moft 
Sacred  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  lUuftri- 
ous  the  Bafliaw,  Lords,  and  Governors  of  the  city  and 
kingdom  of  Tripoly,  and  between  the  dominions  and 
lubjefts  of  either  fide  :  and  our  faith  fliall  be  our  faith, 
and  our  Word  our  word.  Dated  in  the  prefence  of  Al- 
mighty God,  in  the  city  of  Tripoly,  this  nineteenth  day 
of  September,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fifty-one, 
according  to  the  Chriftian  computation,  and  of  the 
Turkifli  Hageira  one  thoufand  one  hundred  and  fixty- 
four,  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  the  moon  Shawan.

.  Capitulaiions  and  Articles  of  Peace^  hetvseen  the  Majefiy 
of  the  King  ofGvtzx,  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland, 
i^c.  and  the  Sultan  of  the  Ottoman  Empire^  as  they 
have  been  augmented  and  altered  in  the  Times  ofje-- 
veral  Ambaffadors. 

ACCORDING  to  my  Imperial  command,  let  it  be 
obferved,  and  let  no  aft  be  permitted  contrary  here^ 

""^^^^  MAHOMET. 

THE  command  of  this  fublime  and  lofty  Imperial 
fignature,  Jjreferved  and  exalted  by  Divine  Providence, 
whofe  triumph  and  glory  is  renowned  through  all  the 
world. 

By  the  favour  of  the  Nourifher  of  all  things^  and 
mercy  and  grace  of  the  Merciful,  I  that  am  the  power- 
ful Lord  of  Lords  of  the  world,  whofe  name  is  formi- 
dable upon  earth,  giver  of  all  crowns  of  the  univerfe. 
Sultan  Mahomet  Han,  fon  of  Sultan  Ibrahim  Han, 
Son  of  Sultan  Ahmet  Han,  fon  of  Sulcan  Mahomet. 
Han,  fon  of  Sultan  Murat  Han,  fon  of  Sultan  Selim 
Han,  fon  of  Sultan  Soliman  Han,  fon  of  Sultan  Selim 
Han. 
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To  the  gloriotrs  amongft  the  great  Princes  of  Jcfus, 
reverenced  by  the  high  Potentates  of  the  people  of  the 
Mefliah,  fole  direftor  of  the  important  affairs  of  the 
Nazarene  nation.  Lord  of  the  liniits  of  decency,  and 
honour  of  grcatnefs  and  fame,  Charles  the  Second, 
King  of  England  and  Scotland,  that  is,  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, France,  and  Ireland,  whofe  end  and  enterpriles 
may  the  Omnipotent  God  conclude  with  bfifs  and  fii- 
vour,  widi  the  illumination  of  his  holy  will. 

In  times  paft,  the  Queen  of  the  aforefaid  kingdoms 
lent  divers  of  her  efteemed  gcndemen,  and  perfbns  of 
quality,  with  letters  and  fhips  to  this  Imperial  High 
Port  (the  refuge  of  the  Princes  of  the  world,  and  die 
retreat  of  the  Kings  of  the  whole  univerlc)  in  the 
happy  rimes  of  famous  memory  of  my  anceflors  now 
placed  in  paradife,  whofe  fouls  be  replenifhed  with  Di- 
vine mercy  j  which  gentlemen  and  prelcnts  were  grate- 
fully accepted,  making  declaration,  and  offering,  in  the 
name  of  the  faid  Queen,  an  enrire  good  peace  and 
pure  friendfhip,  anH  demanding  that  their  iiibjedb 
might  have  leave  to  come  from  England  into  our 
ports.  Our  faid  anceftors  of  happy  memory  did  then 
grant  their  Imperial  licence,  and  gave  into  the  hands 
of  the  Englifh  nation  divers  efpecial  and  Imperial 
commands,  to  the  end  that  diey  might  fafely  and  fe- 
curely  come  and  go  into  thefe  dominions,  and  in 
coming  or  returning,  either  by  land  or  fea,  in  their  way 
and  pafTage  that  they  fhould  of  no  man  be  moleflcd 
or  hindered.  After  which  time,  in  the  days  of  our 
grandfather  Sultan  Mahomet  Han,  of  famous  memoiy 
(unto  whofe  foul  be  granted  Divine  abfoludon)  it  be- 
ing anew  defired,  that  the  fubjeds,  merchants,  and 
their  interpreters,  might  freely  and  fecurely  come,  mer- 
chandize, and  negotiate  through  all  the  parts,  of  this 
Imperial  dominion,  and  that  fuch  capitulations,  and 
other  privileges,  and  Imperial  commands,  as  had  been 
granted  unto  the  nation  of  the  Kings  and  Princes  in 
peace  and  amity -with  this  High  Port,  as  France,  Venice, 
Poland^  aad  others,  might  ^o  be  granted  to  the  fub- 
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jefts  of  thfc  faid  Queen,  and  all  others  coming  under 
the  Englifli  banner ;  ill  confirmation  of  which  requeff^ 
were  giV-eh  and  Confirmed  by  our  ancef^ors  of  famous 
niemorjr,  the  Imperial  cdpitillatidns  and  privileges  fol- 
lowing, that  is  to  fay  i— It  is  cortinianded,  &c. 

L  Tha.t  the  faid  nation^  and  the  Englifh  nier^ 
chants^  and  any  other  nation  or  merchants  which  are 
or  fliaU  come  under  the  Englifh  banner  and  prote6lion> 
with  their  Slips,  fmall  and  great^  merchandize;  faculties^ 
and  all  other  their  goods,  may  always  pafs  fafe  in  out 
feas,  and  freely  and  in  all  fecurity  may  come  and  go 
into  any  part  of  the  Imperial  limits  of  our  dominiohs, 
in  fuch  fort  that  neither  any  of  the  nation,  their  goods, 
and  &cukies,  fhall  receive  any  hinderance  or  moleftadon 
from  any  perfon  whatfoeven 

II.  The  faid  nation  Ihall  and  rnay  in  like  riianner 
freely  and  feCufely  come  and  go  by  land  through  all 
the  Imperial  limits  of  oiir  dominions,  fo  that  neither 
to  their  perforts,  beafts,  goods,  or  faculties,  thall'  any 
trouble  or  impedinient  be  given,  nor  any  injury  be 
done  unto  them,  but  they  ihall  always,  at  theu-  own  plea- 
fures,  fafcly  and  fecurely  traffic  in  all  parts  of  ouf  do- 
minions. 

III.  And  if  it  happen  that  any  perfons  of  the  faid  na- 
tion coming  into  our  dominions  by  land,  or  pafling  into 
any  other  country,  Ihall  be  ftayed  or  arrefted  by  any 
of  our  minifters,  fuch  perfons  fhall  be  fet  free  and  at 
liberty,  and  afterwards  fhall  receive  no  hinderartce  in 
their  journey* 

IV.  All  Englifh  fhips  or  veflels,  fmall  or  great,  fhall 
and  may  at  any  time  fafely  and  fecurely  come  and 
harbour  in  any  of  the  fcales  and  ports  of  our  domi- 
nions, and  likewife  may  from  thence  depart  at  their 
pleafiire^  without  detention  or  hinderance  of  any 
manw 

V*  And  if  it  fhall  happen  diat  any  Englifh  vefTel, 

great  or  fmall,  fall  into  any  misfortune,  danger  of  fea. 
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or  any  other  nccefiky,  all  the  veffck>  as  well  Iit^erial- 
as  belonging  to  private  men,  that  fhall  be  near  or  pre- 
fent,  as  alio  all  others  that  inhabit  the  feas,  (hall  give 
them  help  and  fuccour ;  and  being  conae  into  our  port& 
or  fcales,  they  fhall  freely  flay  in  them  as  long  as  they 
pleafe,  and  for  their  money  provide  for  them  of  all  ne- 
ceflaries  and  provifion,  and  may  take  water  without  the 
let  or  hinderance  of  any  man. 

VL  And  if  it  fhall  hai^n  that  any  of  their  lhif» 
fliali  have  fuflfered  fhipwreck>  or  being  brnken,  or  ia 
diftrefs,  fhall  be  caft  upon  any  coafl  of  our  ds>mivions, 
in  fuch  c^  all  beglerbegs,  caddees,.  govemprs,  nii- 
iiifters,  and  other  our  (laves,  fhall.  give  them  all  afift- 
ance,  fuccour,  and  help;  and.  whatfoever  goob  aod 
faculdes  fhall,  be  faved  or  recovered  in  the  &id.ihi^^ 
fhall  be  reftored  to  the  En^lilh ;  ^nd  if  they  &all  be 
informed  that  any  part  of  their  goods  and  faculdes- 
fhall  be  ftole  or  taken  away,  our  laid  miniflers>  with 
all  diligence,  fhall  make  fufHcient  fearch  and  examina- 
tion to  find  out  and.  recover  the  goods,  and  rcfl;orc  thcm^ 
to  the  Englifh. 

VII.  The  Englifh  merchants,  interpreters,  broken, 
and  all  other  fubjefts  of  that  nation,  whether  by  fea  or 
land,  may  fi-cely  and.fafely  come  and  go  in  all  the  ports 
of  our  dominion^,  or  returning  into  their  own  countiyi 
all  our  beglerbegs,  minifters,  governors^,  and  other 
officers,  captains  by  fea  of  fhips,  and  others  whomfb* 
ever,  our  flaves  and  fubjefts,  we  command  that  none 
of  them  do  or  fhall  lay  hands  upon  their  perfons^  or 
faculdes,  or  upon  any  pretence  fhall  do  them  any  hin- 
derance or  injury. 

.  VIII.  If  any  Er^lifhman,  either  for. his.  own.  dcl^ 
pr  for  furetifliip,  fhall  abient  himfelf,  or  makeefcape- 
away,  or  fhall  be  bankrupt,  tht  creditor  fhall. oaiy 
pretend  his  debt  upon  his  own  debtor,  and  not  of  ai^ 
other  EngUfh  j  ziid  if  the  creditor,  have  not  authendc 
hoget  or  bill  of  furetifhip  made  by  aa  EngUfhman, 
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he  fhdl  not  pretend  his  debt  of  any  other  Englilh- 
Inan.^ 

IX.  in  all  caufes,  bufineffes,  and  occafioris  which 
fhall  occur  between  the  faid  nation,  their  merchantSi 
interpreters,  and  brokers,  or  fervants,  and  any  other 
wharibeverj  that  is  to  fay,  in  felling  or  buying,  in  paying 
or  receiving,  in  giving  or  taking  fecurity,  or  pledge; 
debt,  or  credit,  and  all  other  fuch  things  which  apper^ 
tain  to  the  minifters  of  the  law  and  ji&ce,  they  mayt 
always  (if  they  pleafe)  in  fuch  occafions  go'  to  the . 
caddee,  who  is  the  judge  of  the  law,  and  there  niake 
a  hoget,  or  public  authentic  aft  with  witnefi^  and  re- 
gifter  the  fame,  and  take  a  copy  of  the  fame  to  keep 
by  them,  to  die  end  that  if  in  die  future,  any  difference 
or  pretence  fhall  arife  between  the  faid  parties,  tTiej^ 
may  both  have  a  recourle  to  the  faid  hoget  and  afti 
And  when  the  pretence  fhall  be  conformable  to  fte 
tenor  of  the  hoget  regiftered,  then  it  fhall- be  accord- 
ingly thereunto  obferved :  and  if  the  plaintiff  hath 
not  in  his  hands  any  fuch  authenti^c  hoget,  but  only 
bringeth  partial  witnefs,  which  makes  cavils. or  pre^ 
tences,  our  minifters  fhall  nQt  give  ear  to  them^  but 
pbferve  the  written  authentic  hoget. 

X.  And  if  any  one  within  our  dominions  fhall  ac- 
cufe  any  Englifhman  to  have  done  him  wrong,  and 
Ihdl  therefore  raifc  any  pretence  upon  him  by  violent 
or  partial  witnefs,  our  minifters  fhall  not  ^ve  ear  unta 
them,  nor  accept  them,  but  the  caufe  fh^l  be  advifed 
to  the  ambaffador  or  confill  refident  of  the  Engliih 
natioA,  to.  the  end  that  the  bufinefs  may  be  decided 
with  hi^  kno^vlcdge^  and  in  his  prefenee,  that  the  Eng- 
lifh  may  always  have  recourfe  to  their  defence  and 
proteftiom  . 

XI.  If  any  Englifhman^  Jiaving  corrtmitted  art 
oSence,  IhaU  make  his  efcape,  or  abfcnt  himfclf,  no 
other  Englifhman,  not  being  pledge,  fhall  be^  taken  or 
molcftcd  for  him, 
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XII.  All  Englilhmen,  or  fxibjefts  of  England,  which 
fhall  be  found  (laves  in  pur  ftate,  or  Ihall  be  demanded 
by  die  ambaflador  or  conful,  the  caufe  fhall  be  duly 
examined,  and  fuch  perlbns  as  are  found  truly  to  be 
fubjefts  of  England  (hall  be  fet  free,  and  delivered  to 
the  amba(rador  gr  conful. 

XIII.  All  Englifhmen,  and  all  other  fubjefts  of  the 
Crown  of  England,  which  (hall  dwell  or  refide  in  our 
dortiinions,  whether  they  be  married  or  (ingle,  may 
buy,  fell,  and  traffic ;  and  of  them  (hall  no  harach  or 
head*money  be  demanded. 

XIV.  The  Engli(h  ambafTador,  refident  in  Aleppo, 
iVlexandria,  Tripoly  of  Suria,  or  Tunis,  Algier,  Tri- 
poly  of  Barbary,  in  Smyrna,  the  ports  of  Cairo,  or 
any  other  parts  of  our  dominions,  may  at  their  plesdure 
cfiabiifh  their  confuls,  and  in  like  manner  remove 
them,  or  change,  and  appoint  others  in  their  places,  and 
none  of  our  minifters  fhall  oppofe,  or  refufe  to  accept 
them. 

XV.  In  all  caufes  concerning  law  and  jufHce,  be- 
tween the  Engli(h  nation  and  any  other,  in  the  abfence 
of  their  interpreters,  the  judges,  nor  any  other  of  our 
minifljcrs,  fhjJl  not  proceed  to  give  fentence. 

XVI.  If  there  happen  any  controverfy  amongft 
themfelves,  the  decifion  thereof  (hall  be  wholly  left  to 
their  own  amba(rador  or  conful,  according  to  their  own 
right  and  laws,,  and  with  no  fuch  caufes  our  minifters 
fhall  intermeddle. 

XVII.  Our  armada  of  gallies,"  fhips,  or  any  other  [ 
vtSch  of  our  empire,  which  at  fe^  fhall  meet  or  find 
any  Engli(h  fhips,  fhall  not  do  them','  nor  fuffer  to  be 
done  to  them,  the  le^ft  injury  or  trouble  j  nor  fhall 
they  flay  them,  demanc^  pretend;  or  take  any  thing 
from  them,  but  fhall  falute  and  fhew  good  and  mu-  * 
tual  iriendfhip  th^  one  to  the  other,  without  offence. 
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XVIII.  AH  thofe  particular  privileges  and  capitu-. 
lations,  which  in  former  times  have  been  granted  to 
the  French,  Venetians,  or  any  other  Chriftian  nation,. 
whofe  King  is  in  peace  and  friendfhip  with  this  port, 
in  like  manner  the  fame  were  granted  and  given  to 
the  faid  Englifh  nation ;  to  the  end,  that  in  time  to 
come,  the  tenor  of  this  our  Imperial  capitulations  may 
be  always  obferved  by  all  men ;  and  that  none  may,  in 
any  manner,  upon  any  pretence,  prefume  to  contradict 
or  violate  it. 

XIX.  If  the  pirates,  or'Levents,  who  infcft  the  feas 
With  their  frigates,  Ihall  be  found  to  have  taken  any 
Englifli  veffel,  or  to  have  robbed  or  fpoiled  their 
goods  and  faculties  |  alfo,  if  it  Ihall  be  found,  that  in 
any  of  our  dominions,  any  fhall  have  violently  taken 
goods  of  any  Englifliman,  our  miniftcrs  Ihall  with  all ' 
diligence  feek  out  fuch  offenders,  and  fevcrely  punifii 
them,  and  caufe  that  all  fuch  goods,  fhips,  monies, 
and  whatfoever  hath  been  taken  away  from  the  Englifh 
nstdon,  fliall  be  prefently,  juftly,  and  abfolutely  reftored  ' 
to  them. 

XX.  All  our  beglerbegs,  begs,  captains,  mailers  of 
Imperial  Ihips,  and  other  private  judges,  governors, 
cuftomers,  farmers,  and  all  our  minifters,  fubjcfts,  and  ' 
flaves,  Ihall  always  obey  and  keep  the  tenor  of  thcfe 
our  fworji  capitulations,  and  fhall  with  all  obfervance 
relpeft  the  friendfhip  and  good  corrclpondence  efla* 
bfifhed  on  both  parties,  every  one  in  particular  taking 
efpecial  care  not  to  commit  any  aft  contrary  thereunto. 
Arid  as  long  as  the  faid  Queen  of  England,  according 
to  this  prefent  agreement  of  lincere  friendfhip  and 
good  correfpondence,  fhall  fhew  herfelf,.  and  remain 
with  us  in  peace,  friendihip,  and  league,  firm,  conftant, 
and  fincere,  we  do  promife  alfo  on  our  parts  reci- 
procally, that  this  peace,  friendfhip,  articles,  capitula- 
tions, and  correfpondence,  in  the  fore-written  fonrij 
Ihall. be  for  ever  of  us  maintained,  obferved,  and  re- 
fpcftcd)  and  of  no  man  any  part  thereof  fhall  be  con- 
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tradifted  or  infringed.  All  which  abovc-nrientioned 
ardcles  of  peace  and  friendfhip  Were  condiMcdj  figned^ 
and  an  Imperial  capitulation  granted  and  confirtned^  by 
oflf  anceftors  of  happy  memory. 

Since  which  time  his  Majefty  of  England^  James, 
deceafed  in  the  time  of  our  grandfather  of  happy  nne- 
mory,  Sultan  Achmct  Han,  having  fent  unto  our  Im- 
p*erial  throne  his  ambafladors,  letters,  and  prefents^ 
wf^ich  were  moft  acceptable,  and  deBred  thit  the  al- 
ready contracted  peace  and  friendfhip,  and  good  cor- 
relpon<ience  made  with  our  grandfathers,  and  die  ca- 
pitulations, articles,  and  privileges  above -yrritt^, 
Ibould  be  again  ratified,  and  the  faid  peace  and  friend- 
fhip renewed  j  farther  rcquefting,  that  certain  articles 
very  neceflary  fhould  to  the  fame  capitulations  be 
added ;  the  defire  of  his  M^efty  being  declared  in 
the  Imperial  prefence  of  our  faid  grandfather  Sukan 
Achmet  Han,  was  prefendy  granted :  and  he  gave  ex- 
prels  command  and  order,  that  th^  faid  peace  and 
fiiendfliip  fhould  be  renewed  and  fortified,  and  the  an- 
cient capitulations  and  privileges  confirmed  i  and  that 
^e  new  defused  articles  fHould  be  inferted,  and  added 
to  the  Irhperial  capitulations :  granting  fardxer  to  the 
Englilh  nation,  ail  thofe  aiticles  and  farther  privileges 
which  were  given,  and  written  in  any  capkularibns 
with  other  nations.  Potentates,  or  Kings,  in  peace  and 
amity  with  this  Imperial  Port:  and  by  this  Imperial 
command  he  gave  order  that  thefe'his  Impenil  dotti- 
mands  fhould  be  obeyed  of  all  men,  and  die  tenor  of 
them  duly  obfervedl  The  articles  whiih  then  Vere 
granted,  and  added  to  the  capitulations,  were  thefc  fol- 
lowing. '     . 

XXL  That  our  minilters  fhall  not  demand  or  take, 
of  the  faid  Englifh  nation  any  cuftom,  or  other  duties,\ 
of  all  the  dollars  and  chequeens  they,  or  any  under 
their  banner,  fhall  bring  in,  or  tranlport  fix)m  place  to 
place,  or  carry  out  of  our  dominions  j  and  that  neither 
befelerbfgs,  begs,  caddees,  tireafurers,  mint-maflers,  or 
pdipr^  fhall  rake  ftixi  demand  either  dollars  or  che- 
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qticcni  from  the  faid  nation,  to  change  them  into  fmall 
a^crs,  nor  fhall  give  or  do  them  any  violence  or 
trauHc  thereupon. 

XXIL  The  Engfifh  nation,  and  all  thofc  that  come 
tmder  their  banner,  their  veffels,  frnall  and  great,  fhall 
and  may  navigate,  traiB'c,  buy,  fcl!,  and  abide  in  alt 
parts  of  our  dominions ;  and,  excepting  arms,  gun- 
powder, and  other  fuch  prohibited  commodities,  they 
may  load  and  carry  away  in  their  fliips  whatfocver  of 
Qur  merchandizes,  at  their  own  pleafure,  without  the 
impeachment  or  trouble  of  any  man ;  and  their  (hips' 
and  veffels  may  come  fafely  and  fecurely  to  anchor  at 
all  times,  and  traffic  at  all  times  in  every  part  of  our 
dominions,  and  with  their  money  buy  viftuals,  and  all 
other  things,  without  any  contradidtion  or  hindcrance 
of  any  man. 

XXIIL  And  if  any  difierence  fhall  happen  with 
any  of  the  faid  Englifh  nation,  by  fuit  in  law,  or  any 
other  controverfy,  the  caddees,  or  any  other  miniftcrs 
of  our  juftice,  fhall  ndt  hear  nor  decide  die  cauie, 
until  the  ambaffador,  conful,  or  dru^;ermanof  the  faid 
nation  fhall  be.prefent. 

XXIV.  All  differences  or  fuits  of  law  depending 
with  the* faid  nation,  which  fhall*  exceed  die  value  of 
4000  alpers,  fhall  always  be  heard  and  decided  at  oxjr 
Imperial  "Port; 

XXV;  The  Englifh  nation's  conful  or  refident,  in 
any.  port  of  our  dominions^  being  eftablifhed  by  the 
ambaflador  refident  for  the  EngUfh  nation,  our  mi- 
niflers  fhall  have  no  power  to  imprifon,  or  examine, 
or  feal  up  their  houfcs,  nor  to  difmifs  or-dilplace  them 
from  their  charge  and  office  j  but  in  cafe  of  any  dif^ 
ference  or  fuit  with  the  conful,  there  fhall  be  made  a 
certificate  to  the  Imperial  Port,  to  the  end  that  the 
ambaflador  may  proteft  and  anfwer  for  them. 

XXVI.  When  any  Englifhman,  or  other  ui^ier 
their  banner,  (hall  die' in  our  dominions,  with  their 
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goods  or  faculties^  or  any  thing  that  bdonged  untc| 
them,  our  efcheators,  caddees,  or  other  minifters^  upon 
pretence  they  are  goods  of  the  dead,  without  any 
owner,  ftiall  not  meddle,  take,  or  feize  any  part  there- 
of, but  they  Ihall  always  be  configned  and  reoudn  to 
fuch  other  Englifh  as  die  deceafed  fliall  by  his  tef- 
tament  aflign ;  and  if  he  died  mteftate,  then  the  Eng- 
lifh conful  fhall  take  and  receive  his  faculties  and 
goods;  and  if  there  be  no  conful,  the  Englifh  refidcnt 
there  fhall  take  the  pofTefTion ;  and  in  cafe  there  be  nei- 
ther conful,  nor  Englifh  refident,thefaid  goods  and  facul- 
ties whatfbever,  fhall  be  received  into  the  cuflody  of  the 
caddee  of  that  place  j  and  having  advifed  the  Englifh 
ambaffador  thereof^  the  faid  caddee  fhall  refign  all  the 
faid  goods  unto  fuch  perfons  as  the  ambaffador  fhall 
fend  with  commiffion  to  receive  them. 

XXVII.  All  thefe  privileges,  and  other  liberties 
granted  to  the  Englifh  nation,  and  thofe  who  come 
under  their  proteftion,  by  divers  Imperial  commands, 
Whether  before  or  after  the  date  of  thefe  Imperial  capi- 
tylations,  fhall  be  always  obeyed  and  obferved,  and  fhall 
always,  be  underflpod  and  interpreted  in  favour  of  the 
Englifh  nation,  according  to  the  tenor  and  true  contents 
thereof, 

XXVin.  Neidier  the  officer  called  the  Caf&m,  or 
gatherer  of  the  caddees  duties,  in  cafe  of  death,  nor  the 
caddee,  fhall  pretend  or  take  of  the  faid  Englifh  nation 
any  kind  of  tenths,  or  cafmets,  or  fee  of  diyifion. 

XXIX.  The  ambaffador  of  the  King  of  England, 
or  conful,  refiding  in  our  dominion,  fhall  and  piay  take 
into  their  fervicc  any  janizary,  or  interpreter,  at  their 
own  charge  and  choice  -,  and  no  janizary,  nor  other 
our  flayes,  fhall  put  themfelves,  or  intermeddle-with 
their  fervice  againft  their  liking,  or  confent. 

XXX.  The  ambaffador  of  his  Majefly  of  Eng^and^ 
and  conful,  and  the  Englifh  nation  refiding  in  our  em- 
pire, for.  the  ufe  of  their  own  perfons  and  families, 
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(naking  muft  or  wine  in  their  own  houfes,  none  of  our 
xninifters^  caddees^  or  janizaries,  ihall  moleft  or  hinder 
them,  or  demand  any  duties  or  money,  or  do  them  any 
violence  or  impediment 

XXXI.  In  the  port  of  Conftantinople,  Aleppo, 
Alexandria,  Scio,  Smyrna,  and  in  other  parts  of  our 
dominions,  the  Englifh  merchants  having  paid  the 
cuftom  of  their  merchandize,  according  to  the  tenor  of 
the  Imperial  capitulations,  no  man  fhall  moleit  or 
trouble,  or  take  from  them  any  thing  morej  and 
whatfoever  merchandize  fhall  be  loaden  upon  their 
Ihips,  and  brought  in  our  dominions,  and  landed  at 
^ny  fcale,  they  being  defu-ous  to  lade  it  again,  and  to. 
tranlport  it  to  any  other  fcale  or  port,  the  fame  goods 
arriving  in  the  fecond  place  and  fcale,  and.  being  there 
unladen,  neither  the  curtomer  nor  farmers,  nor  any 
odier  our  officers,  Ihall  pretend  or  take  again  any 
culloms,  or  gabels  of  the  faid  merchandize  j  that  the 
feid  nation  may  always  freely  and  fecurely  trade,  and 
follow  their  bufinefe. 

XXXIL  Neither  of  the  Englilh  nation,  nor  of  any 
trading  under  their  banner,  there  ihall  not  be  demand- 
ed nor  gathered  one  aiper,  nor  any  money  in  the  name 
of  Impolition  haflapie,  or  compofitions  ifor  flefli  for  the 
janizaries. 

XXXIII.  There  having  been  in  times  paft  a  dif- 
ference between  the  ambaffador  of  the  Queen  of  Eng- 
land and  the  French  ambaffador,  both  refident  in  our 
port,  about  the  merchants  of  the  Dutch  nation  j  both 
which  ambafl&dors  lent  their  petitions  to  our  Imperial 
ftirrup,  and  made  requefl,  that  the  faid  Dutch  mer-% 
chants,  coming  into  our  dominions,  fhould  pafs  under 
their  banner ;  which  requeft  of  both  ambaffadors  was 
granted  under  our  Imperial  feal;  notwithflanding 
Sinan  BafTa,  the  fon  of  Cigala,  captain  of  the  fea,  now 
deceafed,  as  admiral^  and  praftifed  in  maritime  cafes, 
paving  advifed  the  Imperial  Majefly,  that  it  was  fit 
and  convenient  that  the  Dutch  nation  fhould  be  alfign- 
^'       '  ed 
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^  tx>  t^  proto6Hoik  of  die  ambaffirior  cf  El^Uod^ 
afl{^  that  if  QxQvJd  bx^  l(i  written  in  tjsoir  oapituiauons : 
yjli^  ^ioi^Q  l^eiQg  by  aU  the  ^sie(r&  approvod,  by 
ecprefs  order,  and  Imperial  amthoriqrj^  it  war  com* 

mandeclj  that  due  Djjtch  merchants  of  the  p^o^siaces 
of  Holland,  Zealand,  Friezland,  and  GuelderUBd  (that 
is,  the  merchant^  of  thofe  four  proyi^e^jjcadJngiB  ow 
cjominions)  fhalj  always  com^  under  the  b'ans^r  of  the 
Queen  of- l^ngiand,  as  att  other  Englifti  dcK;.  afjdthat 
9fattthe  goodis  aod  merchandize  which,  they  0iaU  or  da 
nnpprt  or  expojt  to  ajid,  from  our  d9;Tiiaioa§,,ixi  their 
vc^l^  they  fhall  pay  the  duties  of  conful^f ,.  and  all 
other  duties^  to  the  amb^fladorbr  (jonfiilof  the  Queen. 
of  England  i  and  that  never  hereafter  tjie  French  am.- 
balfkctor  or  conful  Ihall  infmuate  nor  infernciejidle  hcrCr 
in:  and  accordingly  it  was  commajidcd^thfit  fbc  tshc. 
tkne  to  come  it  (hould  be  rul^d  jwid.ohfecved  accord- 
ing to  this  prefent.  capitulation. 

After  which,  there,  being  arrived  another  ambafladon 
at  this  High  Port,  fent  from  the  King  of  51ng^ad,,withi 
letters  and  prefents,  which  were  moft  acceptable,  the 
fttd  aipbaflador  did  make  requeft,  thait^  certain  other 
neceflary.  articles  ihould  be  added^  and  wcittcai  in  the' 
Ijnperia)  capitulatbns^;.  of  wiiich  thefirftrwisi-f^As  in- 
tixnes  pa/}^  iik  the  days  of  one  of  our  forefsuhers  of 
famous   memory.   Sultan   Soliman  Han,  there  was 
granted  a  ceitaia  capitulation,  and  priviUegej  that  the 
merchants  of  the  Spanifli  nation,  Portugal,  Ancona,, 
Sevilla,  Florence,  Catalonia,  and  all  forts  of  Dutch- 
men, and  other  merchajiit-ftrangers,  might  .fafcly  and, 
fecurely  go  and  come  through  all.  the  iA;v:cs  of  our 
dominions,  ai)d, trade  and  traffic j  granting  unto  them 
moreover,  that  in  any  part  of  our  empire  they  might , 
cftabHfl^  their  confuls:  but  it  being  that  every  nadon 
apart  was  not  able  to  defray  the  charge?  and  mainte- 
nance of  a  conful,  it  was  then  left  to  their  will  and  ' 
choice  to  come  under  the  banner  of  fuch  ambafl&dor: 
or  conful  as  fhould  beft  like  them,  provided  thatir* 
were  an  ambafla^or  or'cQnful  of  a  King  in  peace  and 
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amity  with  our  High  Port  ;~upon  which  grant,  ^ 
other  privileges  given  them,  there  were  often  granted 
divers  Imperial  commands  and  conftitutions,  being  fo 
defired  by  merchant-ftrangers,  who  of  their  Cwn  will 
de^ed  to  trade  under  the  banner  and  protection  of 
the  ambaflador  and  conful  of  the  King  of  England. 
And  whilft,  m  all  fcales  and  ports  in  thefc  parts,  they' 
had  refuge  to  the  banner  and  protection  of  die  EnglKh 
confuls,  it  feemeth  that  the  French  ambaflador,  by 
fome  means,  having  anew  gotten  into  their  capitula^ 
tions,  that  the  faid  merchant-fbrangers  iboukl  come 
imder  their  banner,  did  endeavour  to  force  them  in  all 
icales  to  their  proteftion  j  for  which  caufe  the  contro- 
verfy  was  again  renewed,  and  referred  to  our  Divan,  or. 
great  council  j  which,  after  a  due  examination,  and  z 
new  eleftion,  permitted  to  the  will  and  choice  of  the 
faid  merchants,  they  again  did  defire  to  be  under  the . 
protection  of  the  ambaflador  of  the  King  of  England, 
notwithflianding  it  being  made  known  to  the  Iniperial 
Port,  that  as  yet  the  French  ambaflador  did  not  defire 
po  moleft:  the  faid  merchants,  nor  to  force,  them  under 
his  protection,  the  firfl:  article  written  in  the  French 
capitulations,  that  the  merchant-lbrangers  fliould  come. 
UiKier  their  proteCKon,  was  by  the  Imperial  command 
niade  void  and  annulled :  And  to  the  end  that,  accord* 
irig  to  the  ancient  cuftom  of  the  laid  merchant- 
dangers,  they  (hould  always  come  under  the  banner 
and  protection  of  the  ambaflador  or  confuls  of  Enjg- 
land,  and  that  never  hereafter  they  ftiould  be  vexied 
or  troubled  by  the  French  ambaflador  in  this.point,  the 
^d  ambafladors  of  his  Majefly  of  England  having  • 
defired  that  this  particular  fl^puld  be  written,  and. en- 
rdlled  in  this  new  Imperial  capitulation,  diis  prefent 
aiticle  was  accordingly  ihferted ;  and  by  the  Imperial 
^lithority  it  is  commanded,  that  for  ever,  in  timq  to 
pdme,  nierchants  of  the  faid  Princes,  in  the  mentioned 
form,  and*  according  to  this  Imperial  command  in 
tdheir  hand,  fliall.  al\yays  be  under  the  i)anner  and 
"'-  '  protection 
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protection  of  the  ambaffador  and   conflik  of  £ng« 
land* 

XXXIV.  There  (hall  never  be  permitted  or  granted 
any  Imperial  commands  contrary  to  the  tenor  and  ar- 
ticles of  this  Imperial  command  or  capitulation^  nor 
in  prejudice  of  this  our  peace  and  amity ;  but  in  fuch 
occafion  the  caufe  (hall  firft  be  certified  to  the  ambaf- 
fador of  England  refiding  at  the  Porte,  to  the  end 
rfiat  he  may  anlwer,  and  objeft  any  fcandalous  a6tion, 
or  other  pretence,  which  might  infringe  the  peace  and 
league. 

XXXV.  The  Englifh  merchants,  of  all  the  mer- 
chandize which  they  fhall  bring  or  traniport  in  their 
Ihips,  haying  paid  the  cuftom,  they  Ihall  alfo  pay  the 
right  of  confulage  to  the  Englifli  ambaffador  or  coa- 
ful.' 

XXXVL  The  Englifli  merchants,  and  all  under 
their  banner,  fhall  and  may  fafely,  throughout  our  do- 
minion, trade,  buy,  fell  (except  only  commodities  pro- 
hibited) all  forts  of  merchandize ;  likewife,  either  by 
land  or  fea,  they  may  go  and  traffic,  or  by  the  way  of 
the  river  Tanais  in  Mofcovia,  or  by  Ruffia,  and  from 
thence  may  bring  their  merchandize  into  our  empire  5 
alfo  to  and  from  Perfia  they  may  go  and  trade,  and 
through  all  that  part  newly  by  us  conquered,  and 
through  thofc  confines,  without  the  impediment  or 
molcftation  of  any  of  our  minifters  ;  and  they  IhaU  pay 
the  cuftoni,  and  other  duties  of  that  country,  and  no- 
thing more. 

XXXVII.  The  Englifli  merchants,  "and  4U  under  . 
their  banner,  fliall  and  may  fafely  and  freely  trade  and  : 
negotiate  in  Aleppo,  Cairo,  Scio,  Smyrna,  and  in  all . 
parts  of  our  dominions  ;  and,  according  to  pur  ancient 
cufl:oms,  of  all  their  merchandize  they  fliall  pay  three 
in  the  hundred  for  cuftom,  and  nothmg  more. 

XXXVIIL  The 
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XXXyilL  The  Englifli  (hips, which  (hall  come  to 
thisour  cityofConftantinopleyit  by  fortune  of  feas,  or 
ill  weather,  Aey  Ihall  be  forced  to  Coffe,  or  to  fuch  like 
port,  as  long  as  the  Englifti  will  not  unlade  and  fell 
their  own  merchandize  and  goods,  no  man  fhall  en- 
force them,  nor  give  them  any  trouble  or  annoyance ; 
but  in  all  places  of  danger,  the  caddees,  or  other  of 
our  miniftcrs,  fliall  always  prote6t  and  defend  the  faid 
Englifti  fliips,  men,  and  goods,  that  no  damage  may 
come  unto  them ;  and  with  their  money  may  buy  vic- 
tuals and  other  neceflaries ;  and  defiring  alfo  with  their 
money  to  hire  carts  or  veffels,  which  before  were  not 
hired  by  any  other,  to  tranfport  their  goods  from  place 
to  place,  no  man  fhall  do  them  any  hinderance  or 
trouble  whatfoever. 

XXXIX.  The  Englifti  nation,  of  all  the  merchan- 
dize which  in  their  fliips  fliall  be  brought  to  Confl:an- 
tinople,  or  to  any  other  part  of  our  dominions,  which 
they  fliall  not  defire  of  their  own  accord  to  land  or  fell, 
of  fuch  goods  there  fliall  not  be  demanded  or  taken 
any  cuftom  at  arrival  at  any  port  -,  and  having  landed 
their  merchandize,  and  paid  their  cufioms  and  other 
duties,  they  may  quiedy  and  lafely  depart,  without  the 
moleftation  of  any  man. 

XL.  In  regard  Englifti  fliips  coming  into  our  do- 
minions do  ufe  oftentimes  to  touch  in  fome  part  of 
Africa,  and  there  take  in  pilgrims  and'  Mahometan 
pflflehgers  to  tranfport  them  to  Alexandria;  and  ar- 
riving at  that  port,  it  feemeth  that  the  cuftomers  and 
other  officers  do  pretend  to  take  cuftom  of  all  goods 
which  are  found  in  their  fliips,  beft)re  the  merchants 
are  willing  to  land  any;  by  occafion  of  which  molef- 
tation  they  have  forborn  to  trknfbort  any  pilgrims : 
And  in  like  manner,  their  fliips  which  come  to  Con- 
ftantinople,  and  carry  divers  merchandize,  to  tranfport 
part  thereof  to  other  places,  the  cuftomers  and  farmers 
would  enforce  to  land,  and  pretend  to  take  cuftorii 
thereof:  Wherefore  we  do  command,  that  all  the  Eng- 
9  lilh 
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nih  fliips,  which  with  their  merchandize  fliall  corMf 
Ihto  this  port  of  Coriftantinople,  Alexandria,  Tripoly 
of  Suria,  Scanderoon,  or  into  any  port  whatfoever  of 
our  empire;  according  to  ufe,  they  fhall  pay  only 
tuftom  of  fuch  goods  which  with  their  own  will  they 
fhall  defign  to  fefl;  and  fuch  other  merchanciize  a^  they 
difchargenot  from  their  .ftiips  willingly,  our  cuftomer 
fhall  not  demand  nor  take  cuftom,  nor  other  duties, 
but  they  may  tranlport  them  whidierfoeVcr  they 
pleafe, 

XLI-  And  if  it  (hdl  happen  that  any  of  the  faid 
Englifli' nation,  or  any  under  their  banner,  fliall  com- 
mit manflaughter,  bloodflied,  or  any  other  like  offencci 
or  that  there  (hall  happen  any  caufe  appertaining  to 
the  law  or  juftice;  unul  the  ambaffador  or  conful  Ihall 
be  prefent  to  examine  the  caufe,  the  judges,  nor  other 
ininifters,  Ihall  not  decide  nor  give  any  fcntence,  but 
liich  controverfy  fhall  always  be  declared  in  the  pre- 
ftnce  of  the  ambaffador  or  conful,  to  the  end  that  no 
man  be  judged  or  condemned  contrary  to  the  law  and 
the  capitiilations. 

XLII.  Whereas  it  is  written  in  the  Imperial  capi- 
tulations, that  the  goods  landed  out  of  any  En^ifh 
ihip,  which  fhall  come  into  our  dominions,  and  pay 
cuflom,  ou^t  alfo  to  pay  the  duty  of  confolage  to  the 
Engfifh  ambaffador  or  conful ;  it  feemeth  that  divers 
Mahometan  merchants,  Sciots,  and  other  merchants 
in  peace  and  amity  with  this  Imperial  Port,  and  other 
merchant-flrangers,  do  deny  and  refufe  to  pay  the 
right  of  confulage ;  wherefore  it  is  commanded,  that 
for  all  the  rnerchandize  which  fhall  be  laden  upon  their 
fliips,  and  have  paid  cuftom,  be  they  goods  of  whom- 
foever,  according  to  anqient  Imperial  capitulations 
they  fhaU  pay  the  right  of  confylage  to  the  ambalTador 
or  conful  of  England,  without  any  contradiction. 

XLIIL  That  Englifh  merchants  which  trade  at 
Aleppo,  and  thofe  under  dieir  banner,  of  all  the  filk 
which  they  fhall  buy,  and  lad?  upon  their  fhips,  fcall 
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my  che  oAdm  snd  odier  duties,  as  die  Fi^beh  and! 
VeBeuaA  mercliants  da  ps^r,  noA  not  ob6  afp^er  or  fer- 
tbing  more* 

XLIV.  As  the  ambaflfaifors  of  the  tCingof  England^ 
which  fhall  be  refiderit  iit  this  Imperial  Court,  are  the 
jTprefettfatives  and  commiflioners  of  the  petfon  of  his 
Majcfty,  fo  the  interpreters  arc  to  be  efieemed  the 
commiflioners  of  the  ambaflador :  therefore,  for  fuch 
matter  as  the  interpreters  fiiall  tranflate  or  fpeak,  in  the 
name  or  by  the  order  of  the  ambaflador,  it  being, 
found  that  fhat  which  they  have  tranflated  be  accord* 
ing  to  the  will  and  order  of  the  ambaflador  or  conful^ 
they  fliall  be  always  free  from  any  imputation  or  pu- 
nifliment :  aild  in  cafe  they  (halt  commit  any  offence, 
our  miniftei^  Ihall  riot  put  any  of  the  faid  interpreters 
in  prifon,  nor  beat  them,  without  knowledge  of  the 
ambaflador  of  conful.  In  cafe  any  of  the  EngUfli  in- 
terpreters ftiall  die,  if  he  be  an  Englifliman,  all  hi^ 
good^  or  faculties  iliall  be  pofleiied  by  the  ambaflfador 
or  conful  of  England  -,  but  if  he  ftiaU  be  a  fubjcd  of 
our  dotninibn,  they  fliaU  be  configsed  to  his  next 
heil-,  and  having  no  heir,  they  Ihati  be  uken  into  our 
exchequer.  And  as  m  this  particulaci  .fo.  alifo  in  all 
other  the  above-mentioned,  ^cricles.  and  privileges, 
granted  by  our  forefather  lofn^ppy  memory,  it  isex- 
pfefsly  commanded  andjprdained,  that  all  our  flavei 
fiiall  ever  obey  and  obfcrye  thi$  Imperial  capitulation, 
and  that  the  peace  and  amity  fliall  be  refpe&ed  and 
ofiaintained,  without  any  violation  whatfoeven 

XI^V.  Since  which  tijne  of  our  forefathers  of  fe< 
mous  memory,  and  the  grant  of  thefe  above-men- 
tioned capituladoRS,  articles,  and  eftablifliment  of  peace 
and  amity,  the  faid  King  of  England  having,  in  the 
time  of  our  grandfather  of  happy  rnemory.  Sultan" 
Mahomet  Han,  fent  one  his  welldefired  ambaflador, 
a-  perfon  of  quality,  to  this  High  Port,  to  confirm  thi^ 
peace,  articles,  and  capitulations;  wliich  ambaflador 
did  declare,  that  gft«ntiine8  there- were  to  divers  per- 
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£>n8  Imperial  commands  ^nted^  fiurqAJtiouflf  pro« 
curtd  contrary  to  the  tenor  ^nd  articles  of  the  Impe- 
rial capitulations;  which  being,  without  our  know- 
ledge, prefentcd  to  our  judges  and  governors,  and  die 
dates  of  fuch  commands  being  more  frefh  than  thofe 
of  our  Imperial  capitulations,  the  judges  and  miniftefs 
do  put  in  execution  the  private  commands  prejudicial 
and  contrary  to  thefe  Imperial:  to  the  end,  therefore, 
that,  for  the  time  to  come,  fiich  commands  (hall  not  be 
accepted  of  any,  but  that  the  Imperial  capitulations 
might  be  always  obferved  and  maintained,  according 
to  the  fincere  meaning ;  the  faid  anribaflador  demon- 
ftrating  the  fincerity  of  his  Majefty,  and  his  rcquefl: 
herein,  to  our  Imperial  knowledge,  which  was  moft 
acceptable :  in  conformity  thereunto  it  was  exprelsly 
ordered,  that  all  fuch  commands  which  already  have 
been,  or  fhall  hereafter  be  granted,  which  are  or  fhall 
be  repugnant  to  the  tenor  of  this  Imperial  capitula- . 
tion,  whatfoeyer  fuch  commands  fhall  be,  when  pre- 
fented  before  our  caddees  or  other  minifters,  fliould 
hever  be  accepted  or  put  into  execution,  but  that  al- 
ways the  tenor  of  the  Imperial  capitulations  Ihall  be 
obferved :  and  whofoever  fliallprefent  fuch  commands 
contrary  to  the  capitulations,  they  fhall  be  taken  from 
him,  and  in  no  wife  be  of  any  force  or  validity.  In 
which  time  alfb,  on  the  part  of  our  faid  grandfather, 
all  the  above-written  privileges,  articles,  and  capitula- 
tions, were  accepted  and  ratified,  and  the  peace,  amity, 
and  good  correfpondence,  anciently  contraftcd,  was 
anew  of  him  confirmed  and  eftablifhed. 

XLVI.  In  the  time  of  the  inauguration  of  Sultan 
Ofhian  Han  in  the  Imperial  and  High  throne,  the 
King  of  England  did  again  fend  a  famous  and  noble 
gentleman,  his  amjbafTador,  with  letters  and  prefents, 
which  were  mofl  acceptable.  And  the  faid  ambaffador 
defiring,  in  the.name  of  his  King  and  Lord,  that  the  . 
ancient  capitulation,  articles,  and  contracts,  granted  in 
the  days  of  our  forefathers,  fhould  be  of  him  renewed 
and  confirmed,  and  the  ancient  peace  and  amity  anew 
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fortified  and  eftablHhed ;  which  his  requeft  was  to  the . 
laid  Sultan  Ofman  moft  acceptable ;  and  the  'ancient 
capitulacions>  articles^  privileges,  herein  written  and 
confirmed,  and  the  long  fince  contraded  peace  and 
amity  by  him  promifed  and  accepted. 

XLVII.  After  whom,  in  like  manner,  in  the  days 
of  Sultan  Ofinan  Han,  die  King  of  England  having 
again  fent  unto  this  High  Port  his  ambaflador,  the  Ex- 
cellent and  Honourable  Sir  Thomas  Roe,  Knight, 
widi  his  letters  and  prefents,  which  were  moft  accept- 
able; and  proffering,  in  the  name  of  the  King  his 
lord,  all  good  terms  of  friendlhip  and  good  correlpon- 
.  dence :  and  defiring  that  the  ancient  capitulations,  and 
all  the  articles  from  his  anceftors,  and  from  himfelf, 
formerly  granted  to  the  Englilh  nation,  might  be  anew 
confirmed,  and  the  peace  and  league  long  fince  be- 
tween both  parties  contradted  and  ratified ;  and  that 
fome  other  ardcles,  very  neceffary,  mjght  be  added  to 
the  Imperial  capitulations,  and  divers  others  already 
granted  might  be  renewed,  amended,  and  in  a  better 
form  explained,  which  his  requeft  and  demand  was 
very  acceptable  unto  him ;  and  in  conformity  there- 
unto, the  ancient  Imperial  capitulations,  and  ail  the 
articles  and  other  privileges  in  them  often  confirmed, 
aAd  the  peace,  amity,  and  good  correipondence  con- 
tracted in  the  rimes  of  his  anceftors,  grandfather,  and 
father,  and  himfelf,  confirmed,  were  again  by  Sultan 
Ofman  then  rarified,  eftablifhed,  promifed,  and  ^ac- 
cepted; whereupon,  by  him  there  was  exprefs  command 
given,  tha^j  for  the  time  to  come,  the  tenor  of  his  re^ 
newed  capitulations  Ihould  be  of  every  one  obfcrved, 
and  that  all  men  fhould  be  carefiil  and  relpe6iiul  to 
the  faid  peace  and  fiiendihip  eftablifhed  and  contradbed 
on  both  parts ;  ^nd  that  no  man  fhould  prefume  to 
violate,  or  to  do  any  aft  contrary  thereunto;  which 
ambai&dor  did  often  declare  that  the  caddees,  and 
other  of  our  minifters,  in  many  places  and  provinces, 
contrary  to  the  Imperial  capitulations,  and  will  of  die 
Imperial  Majefly,  have  impqfed  and  laid  divers  taxes, 
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6tirtlehs>  mi  mx&t^y  t^)bh  th^  Aid  Eii^ifh  M^n, 
and  thofe  Cihckiir  their  banh^r  5  4bf  v/t&iSi  canj^i  as  k  is 
above  declafed>  it  being  feufta  ncccffaiy  to  mik^  ad- 
ditions of  fome  het^  articles  in  the  fiid  Imperial  capi^ 
tulation,  of  which  the  ftid  ambajQTador  made  dedara*^ 
tion  in  writing,  and  prefented  the  fame  to  Ac  Im|>e- 
rial  prefence :  the  faid  Sultan  Ofman  Han^  with  his 
Imperial  hand  and  feal,  did  prefcndy  give  esprels 
order  and  command,  thatVin  the  time  to  come,  all  diole 
articles  and  privileges  which  were  already  in  the  Im- 
perial capitulations,  and  thofe  articles  which  now  arc 
therein  by  our  order  newly  added,  Ihall  be  of  all  our 
fubjefts  and  flaves  duly  obeyed  and  obferved,  accord- 
ing to  the  fincerc  meaning  of  this  our  Imperial  capitu* 
lations. 

XLVIII.  In  as  much  4s  Jt  is  publicly  known,  that 
certain  pirates  of  Tunis  and  Algier,  contrary  to  our 
Imperial  capitulations,  mind,  and  will,  do  take  and  rob 
in  die  feas,  the  Ihips,  merchandize^  and  men,  (iifcjeds 
to  his  Majefty  of  En^and^  and  of  other  Kings  and 
States  in  league  with  this  our  Imperial  Port,  to  the 
great  damage  and  injury  of  the  faid  EnglSi  nation ; 
we  do  command,  and  by  thefe  preient^  we  do  oidain, 
that  ieveral  Imperial  commands  be  given  for  die  entire 
reftitution  of  aU  goods  and  merchandize  to  the  EnglHk 
nation  fo  taken  away :  and  that  all  fuch  Engfifli  as 
have  been  taken  atnd  made  flaves,  or  impriibned,  by 
the  faid  pirates,  fliall  be  immediately  fet  free.  And 
after  the  date  of  tim  our  Imperial  capitulations,  if  it 
Jhall  be  known  that  the  iaid  pirates  of  Ttmis  and 
Algier  fhall  rob  th^m  again,  and  fhall  life  and  con- 
tinue their  outrages,  and  w^  not  reft^^e  their  goods 
and  men,  we  do  command  tliat  the  faid  pirates  be  not 
received  into  any  port  of  Our  dominions,  especially 
into  the  firalcs  of  Tunis,  Algier,  Modon,  or  Cbron. 
Our  beglerbegs,  and  odier  minifters,  (ball  notilifief 
them  to  enter,  nor  harbour  nor  receive  tkitm-,  but  the 
beglerbegs,  caddees,  or  other  minifters,  IhaH  perfecute^ 
banifli)  and  punilh  them. 
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XUX.  Bdng  informed  that  in.  our  dominion^ 
many  of  our  cuftomers  and  other  officers  in  Aleppo^ 
contrary  to  the  Imperial  capitulations^  under  colour 
of  taking  cuiloxn  and  reft  upon  filk  of  the  EngU^i 
merchants,  have  violendy  taken  from  the  faid  mer*- 
.chants  a  great  fum  of  money.  And  whereas  in  dip 
Imperial  capitulations  it  is  written,  that  for  filk  whicji 
the  Engliih  Ihall  buy  i(i  Aleppo,  they  fhall  pay  a^ 
the  French  and  Venedan  merchants  do,  and  no  more  g 
notwithftandii^  the  iaid  cuftomers,  befides  the  two- 
and-half^  cent,  for  cuftom  aikl  reft,  have  taken  from 
that  nation,  a  great  fum  of  money  lately  under  name 
of  reft ;  wherefore  we  command  that  this  bufinefs  fhali 
be  examined,  and  that  the  faid  money^  be  reftored 
back,  and  for  the  time  to  come,  the  ancient  cuftom 
may  be  kept ;  and  that  this  nation  fhall  only  pay  as  the 
French  and  Venetian  do,  and  that  ntver  be  taken  one 
a!per  by  name  of  fuch  impofirion. 

L.  Whereas  the  Englifh  merchants  refident  in  Ga- 
lata,  ordinarily  buy  divers  goods  and  merchandize, 
before  they  can  lade  or  fend  them  away  upon  their 
Ihips,  and  do  pay  unto  the  cuftomers  the. cuftom  of 
the  faid  goods,  reteiving  a  bill  or  acquittance  to  have 
paid  the  fame,  and  after  carry  the  fame  merchandize 
to  their  own  warehoufes :  in  the  mean  time,  before 
they  can  bad  and  fend  away  the  faid  goods,  it  hap- 
pens, that  either  the  cuftomer  dies,  or  is  removed 
from  his  charge,  and  the  new  cuftomers  will  not  accept 
of  the  faid  acquittances,  but  pretend  another  cuftom, 
troublmg  and  molefting  of  them  many  ways,  Where-j 
fore  we  do  command,  that  of  all  the  merchandize 
which  diey  IhaH  buy,  it  appearing  really  that  he  hath 
paid  once  his  cuftom,  the  cuftomer  ftiall  accept  of  the 
laid  acquittances,  and  fhall  not  demand  of  the  merchant 
d  fecond  cuftom. 

LI.  It  being  ufual  to  buy  in  Angora,  camblets, 
mohairs,  filks,  and  other  forts  of  merchandize,  which 
they  tranfport  to  Conftantinople,  and  other  places  of 
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our  dominions,  and  pay  their  cuftoms^  taking  acqiat* 
tanccs  for  die  fame,  and  fo  put  the  goods  into  thefr 
own  warehoufes ;  and  after,  bein^defirous  to  fliip  them 
away,  the  cuftomers  do  demand  again  die  cufiom  ^ 
therefore,  for  the  time  to  come,  when  the  faid  mcr- 
chants  fhall  defire  to  lade  l^ch  goods,  and  it  be  true  that 
they  have  ah^ady  padd  their  cufiom  of  luch  merchan- 
dize, they  fhall  not  demand  any  lecond  or  new  cuftomr, 
provided  that  the  faid  merchants  do  not  mii^e  then- 
goods,  which  have  not  paid  cuftom^  widi  diofe  which 
•have  already  paid  cuftom. 

LII.  The  Endifh  merchants,  of  all  the  merchan- 
dize which  they  mall  bring  into  our  dominions,  and  <^ 
the  merchandize  which  they  carry  out  of  o\ir  donni- 
nions,  as  filk,  camblets,  and  other  goods,  having  p^ 
the  cuftom,  and  not  fold  the  goods  unto  anodier; 
and  being  afterwards  to  Ihip  it  away  for  Scio,  Smyrna, 
or  any  other  fcale,  and  the  faid  goods  there  arriving^ 
the  cuftomers  and  officers  ihall  always  accept  of  their 
.  acquittances,  which  they  have  in  their  hands,  and  (hall 
.  not  take  other  cuftom  of  their  merchandize. 

LIIl.  The  Engliih  merchants,  of  all  the  commo- 
dities which  they  fhall  bring  to  Conftantinople,  or  to 
&ny  other  port  of  our  dominions,  and  of  all  fuch  as  they 
fhall  tranfport,  the  Meftaragi  of  Galata  and  Conftan- 
tinople fhall  take  their  meftaria  or  brokidge  accord- 
ing to  the  ancient  canon  and  ufance,  that  is,  of  fuch 
merchandize  as  of  old  cuftom  was  wont  to  pay  it,  of 
fuch  they  fhall  only  take  meftaria ;  but  of  fuch  mer- 
chandize as  was  not  anciendy  accuftomed  to  payi^ 
Ihall  not  be  taken  meflaria  contrary  to  the  ancient 
canon.  Farther,  upon  die  Englifh  merchandize,  there 
ihall  nor  be  made  or  laid  any  impofidons  or  other 
dudes,  nor  &om  die  faid  nation  fhall  not  be  taken  one 
afper  more,  which  fhall  be  contrary  to  the  andenc 
'  canon  and  accuftomed  ufance. 

LIV.   The  Englifti  nadon  fhall  and  nuqr.  6ttkf 
c^mc  into  all  the  ports  q£  our  dominionsi  tojxi^- 
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tkte  and  braig  in  doth,  keriejr,  Ipice,  tin,  kad»  and  all 
ether  merchandize ;  and  no  nuui  fliall  dothem  an^ 
hinderance  or  moleftadon*  In  like  manner,  except 
only  gpods  prohibited,  they  (hall  and  may  buy,  and 
export,  all  fort  of  merchandke  without  the  prohibition 
"Or  moleftation  of  any  man ;  and  the  cuftomers  and 
other  officers,  the  faid  nadon  having  paid  their  cuftoni 
accorcUng  to  this  ImperiaJ  capitulauon,  and  the  ancient 
ufe,  ihall  not  demand  of  (hem  any  d)ing  more.  Jo 
^he  time  of  the  happy  memory  of  my  uncle  Sultan 
Murat  Han,  the  King  of  England  fent  his  ambaflador 
Sir  Sackville  Crow,  Baronet,  with  his  prefent  and 
Jctter,  which  was  received  in  good  part  j  and  the  rime 
of  his  crtibafly  being  expired.  Sir  TTioipas  Bcndilh  ar- 
rived to  refidc  at  the  Port^  with  his  prefent  and  cour- 
teous letter,  the  which  was  in  like  manner  well  ac- 
cepted i  and  the  faid  ambaOador  havii)g  tendered  the 
Imperial  capitulations  formerly  granted,  that  ac-eord- 
Jng  to  the  ancient  canon  they  might  be  renewed;  it 
)S  hercl?y  again  fommanded,  that  all  the  points  and 
particular  articles  therein  be  obferved  and  main- 
tained, 

LV.  And  becaufe,  contrary  to  the  fenfe  and  tenor 
of  them,  the  Ihips  of  the  Englifh  merchants,  before 
they  arrive  at  the  fcale,  feveral  ofEcers  did  go  upon 
.them,  and  viplcndy  force  oiit  of  the  Ihips  the  goods  of 
the  merchants,  taking  away  the  choice  of  them  without 
agreeing  for  the  price,  or  making  any  account  with  \hc 
owners^ 

LVI.  And  farthcrmore,  the  faid  merchants  having 
once  paid  the  cuftom  for  their  jgoods  at  the  cuftom- 
houfe,  and  being  delirous  to  tranfport  the  fam^  goods 
into  another  fcale,  the  cuftomers  did  hinder  and  de- 
tain them,  until  they  received  a  fecond  cuftom  for 
jthem. 

LVIL  And  whereas  in  the  Imperial  capitulatioas 
k  is  exprefled,  that  in  all  the  differences  and  fuit^  w\\\i 
fhe  En^Ufii  nation;  our  mag^ftfates  are  not  to  he^r  nor 
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^ide  the  caufe,  unkfe  ih^  ambaflador  or  ooiiful  be 
there  prefent;— of  latt  our  judgtSj  iKOthout  the  knoww 
ledge  of  their  ambaffiidor^  luive  condemned,  imprifeii* 
ed,  and  taken  prefents  from  the  Eng^ilh  nation^  which 
is  a  great  wrong  done  to  them. 

LVIII.  Alfo,  whereas  in  the  Imperial  capitulations 
it  is  ordered,  that  the  cuftomers  fhall  not  take  any 
cuftom  for  fuch  gold  and  dollars  as  by  the  Englilh 
nation  fhall  be  brought  in  or  carried  out  of  our  Impe- 
rial dominions ;  and  that  the  merchants  are  to  give  only 
three  per  cent,  for  th^  cuftom  of  their  goods,  and  no 
more;  the  cuftomers  notwithftanding  do  pretend  to 
take  cuftom  for  their  chequeens  and  dollars  i  and  to 
take  more  cuftom  than  their  due  for  their  raw  filks 
which  they  buyj  and  of  the  goods  which  they  land  at 
Scanderoon,  to  cany  up  to  Aleppo,  they  demand  fix 
per  cent,  j  which  unjuft  exaftions  have  been  heretofore 
reftified  and  redreffed  with  an  exprefs  hatterlheriffc. 
But  being  now  again  informed  that  the  faid  Englifh 
merchants  are  as  before  wronged,  by  i-eafon  that  the 
cuft  )mers  do  value  and  eftimate  the  goods  of  the 
Englilh  merchants  more  than  they  are  worth ;  and 
though  the  cuftomers  are  to  have  but  three  per  cent. 
yet  by  an  over  valuation  of  the  goods  they  take  from 
them  fix  per  cent.  And  die  fervants  of  the  cufiom- 
houie,  under  pretence  of  fmall  duties  and  ei^oces, 
wrongfully  take  great  fums  of  money  from  them ;  and 
a  greater  number  of  waiters  being  put  aboard  the  Eng- 
lim  fhips  than  heretofore  have  been  ufed,  the  charges 
thereof  are  a  great  expence  to  the  merchants  and 
mafters  of  ftiips  that  fuftain  it.  To  all  which  we  be- 
ing rcquefted  for  a  redrefs,  do  command,  that  when 
the  cuftomers  do  fet  great  values  upon  their  goods,  the 
merchant  offering  to  them  according  to  the  rate  of 
three  per  cent,  in  Ibecie,  of  the  fame  goods,  the  cuf- 
tomers Ihall  not  retufe,  but  accept  the  feme.  And  be- 
ing delired  by  the  Englilh  ambaflTador  that  the  above 
Jpecified  abufes  and  injuries  fhoukl  be  rectified,  we  do 
command,  that  contrary  to  the  Imperial  capitulations, 
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f^EOg^lxiei:eh«Bt$  bei'm^hn  b  tbe  &iegaiiig  par- 
ticulars, nor  in  any  other  manner^  troubled^  nor  their 
privil^es  unjuftly  infringed. 

The  ambaffador  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  Sic 
Heneage  Finch,  Knight,  Earl  of  Winchelfea,  Vifcount 
Maidfton,  Baron  Fitzherb^p;  of  Eaftwell,  lord  of  the 
royil  manor  of  Wye,  and  Eeutenant  of  the  county  of 
Kent  and  city  of  Canterbury,  whofc  end  may  it  ter- 
minate with  bills,  did  arrive  with  his  prefents,  anci 
widi  all  fincerity  and  affeftion  was  accompanied  with 
letters  amply  expreffing  the  good  friendlhip  and  cor- 
rq^ondenc^i  and  that  above-faid  ambaffador  hath 
prpfented  the  capitulations  that  they  might  be  renewed 
according  to  the  canon.  And,  that  fomc  articles  of 
great  confideration,  whi^h  were  before  in  the  capitula- 
tions, may  be  more  punftuajdy  obferved,  die  faid  am- 
baffador did  defirc  that  they  might  be  again  renewed, 
and  more  plainly  cxpreflcd  in  the  Imperial  capitula- 
tions. His  requeft  was  gracioufly  accepted ;  one  of 
which  points  is  this, 

LIX.  That  djc  ^allies,  and  Qthpr  veffcls  of  the  Im- 
perial fleet,  departing  the  dominipns  of  the  Grand 
Signior,  and  nneetii^  oa  the  fea  with  the  0iips  of 
England^  they  ihall  in  no  wi&  give  them  n[ioleftation,, 
nor  detain  them  in  their  voyage,  nor  t^ke  from  them 
any  thing  whatlbever  $  but  ought  always  to  (hew  to 
one  another  good  frjendihip>  without  dp^ng  th^  leafl 
damage.  And  it  being  thus  declared  in  the  I(nperial 
capitulatioiis,  beyes  and  c wtains,  who  fail  upon  the 
feas,  and  thofe  of  Algier,  Tunis,  and  Tripoli,  meeting  ' 
Englifli  Ihip3  which  faU  from  one  port  to  another, 
ought  not  to  take  from  them,  any  iponey  or  goods, 
upon  pretence  that  their  fhips  tran^ort  enemies  goods, 
and  thereupon  fearch  them,  and  with  this  colour  mo- 
left  and  detain  thend  from  proiecution  of  their  voyage  i 
fi>  that  only  at  the  mouth  of  the  caftles,  and  in  the 
ports  where  die  fearchers  belonging  to  the  cuftoms 
qfually  come  aboard,  their  goods  fhall  be  examined^ ' 
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but  on  die  fea  dief  Ihall  be  liable  to  no  fitrdier  fearch 
or  inquifidon. 

LX.  And  contrary  to  the  articles  of  the  Innperial 
capituladons^  the  goods  of  the  Englifh  nadon  ought  to 
receive  no  molcftation,  having  once  paid  the  cuftom, 
nor  Ihall  the  cuftomcrs  deny  to  give  the  tefchere,  or 
certificate,  that  the  cuftom  is  paid  fori  upon  com- 
plaint hereof,  we  ftriftly  command,  that  the  a&refaid 
cuftomers  do  not  defer,  immediately  upon  demand^  to 
give  the  tefchere  or  certificate. 

LXI.  And,  the  cuftom  being  once  paid  of  any  fort 
pf  merchandize  not  fold  in  that  port,  which  is  to  be 
traniported  to  another  fcale,  entire  credit  fliall  be  given 
to  the  tefchere,  and  a  fecond  cuftom  Ihall  not  be  ip 
much  as  fardier  pretended. 

LXII.  In  Aleppo,  Cairo,  and  other  parts  of  tho 
Imperial  dominions,  the  Englifh  merchants  and  tfaeir 
fervants  may  freely  and  franicly  trade,  and  for  all  their 
goods  and  merch^ize  pay  only  three  per  cent.  ac« 
cording  to  the  former  cuftom,  and  the  Imperial  ca|ri- 
tulations,  whether  the  goods  be  brought  by  fea  or  by 
land.  And  though  the  cuftomers  and  fermers,  upoq 
the  arrival  of  the  goods  at  the  fcale,  to  pve  molefta- 
tion  and  trouble  to  the  Englifli  nation,  pretend  diat 
the  goods  of  the  growth  and  manufafhire  of  England 
ought  only  to  pay  three  per  cent,  but  ^ods  brought 
from  Venice  and  other  places  dire  obliged  to  pay  more, 
and  with  this  colour  and  pretence  occalion  fuits  and 
troubles  to  the  Englifh ;  wherefore  in  this  point  let  die 
Imperial  capitulations  be  obferved  as  in  former  times, 
and  our  officers  ought  in  no  wife  to  permit  the  con- 
trary hereunto. 

LXIII.  An  Englifhman  becoming  indebted^  or  hav- 
ing made  himfclt  pledge  for  another,  who  is  either 
failed,  or  run  away;  the  debt  ought  to  be  demanded 
pf  the  debtor  I  and  if  the  creditpr  have  no  hoget,  that 
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fiich  an  one  according  to  the  law  hath  made  himl^ 
pledge  and  fecurity,  the  debt  fhall  not  be  demanded  of 
the  other;  which  article  is  already  declared  in  the  ca- 
pitulations. 

LXIV,  Whereas  fometimes  an  Englifhman  living 
in  a  country,  to  free  himfclf  from  a  debt,  draws  a  bill 
of  exchange  upon  another  Englifhman  who  hath  no 
effefts  of  his  in  his  hands;  and  the  perfon  to  whom 
the  money  is  payable,  being  a  man  of  power  and  au- 
thority, brings  his  bill,  and,  contrary  to  the  law,  and  the 
capitulations,  demands  and  forces  payment  of  the  bill. 
In  which  cafe  the  merchant  accepting  the  bill,  ihall  be 
obliged  to  fatisfy  it;  but  not  accepting  of  it,  he  Ihall 
be  liable  to  no  farther  trouble. 

LXV.  And  the  interpreters  of  the  ambaflador  of 
England  being  free,  by  the  articles  declared  in  the  an- 
•  cient  capitulations,  of  all  Angaria,  or  taxes ;  by  virtue 
aHb  of  this  prefcnt  article,  when  any  of  the  faid  inter- 
preters die,  their  goods  or  eftate  ihdl  not  be  fubjeft  to 
die  cuftom,  but  fhall  be  divided  amongd  the  creditors 
and  heirs. 

LXVI.  And,  the  King  of  England  being  a  true 
friend  to  this  our  happy  Port,  to  his  ambaflador  who 
refides  here,  ten  fervants,  of  what  nation  foever,  fhall 
be  allowed,  free  from  harach  or  taxes^  or  moleftadon  of 
any  man. 

LXVII.  An  Englifhman  turning  Mahometan,  and 
having  goods  or  efbite  in  his  hands  belong^g  to  hia 
Englifh  principals,  thofe  goods  or  eftate  fhall  be  de*- 
Jivered  into  the  hands  of  the  ambafTador  orconful,  that 
they  may  convey  and  make  them  good  to  the  true 
owners. 

The  late  ambafTador  of  the  King  of  England,  who 
refided  in  our  High  Port,  being  dead.  Sir  John  Finch, 
Knight,  a  prudent  man,  and  one  of  the  council  of 
foreign  trade,  is  appointed  to  fucceed  him  in  the  charge 
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of  the  embtfiy :  and,  notice  being  given  t^our  neble 
prefence,  that  the  faid  ambaifador  tvas  arrived  vith  die 
Royal  letters  and  the  ufual  prefents,  they  were  accept- 
able to  us.  And  the  afbrefaid  ambaflador  havii^ 
made  known  to  us,  that  in  the  capitulations  already- 
granted,  there  were  feveral  expreflions  lb  full  of  ambi- 
guity, that  they  needed  further  explication;  and  to 
this  end  having  requefted  of  us,  in  the  beh^df  of  the 
King  his  mafter,  that  the  capitulations  might  be  re- 
newed, and  that  luch  explications  and  additional  ar- 
ticles as  were  ncceffary  might  be  added  to  them ;  the 
l^queft  of  the  faid  ambaflador  being  made  known  to 
us,  we  have  confented  to  it :  and  we  do  command, 
and  be  it  commanded,  that  the  additions  defired  be 
added  to  the  former  capitulations  j  of  which  one  is, 

L  THE  nifani  Iheriff  (that  is)  the  Imperial  com^ 
mand,  upon  which  was  put  the  hatterfherifF  (that  is) 
the  hand  of  the  Emperor  Sultan  Ibrahim  Han  (whofc 
foul  reft  in  glory)  in  the  year  1053,  which  conunand 
declares,  that  anciently  the  Engliih  (hips  that  came  to 
Scanderoon  did  pay  tor  every  cloth  of  London,  for 
the  cuftom  of  Scanderoon,  forty  para's  5  and  for  a  piece 
of  kerfey,  fix  para's;  and  for  every  bundle  of  coney- 
flcins,  fix  para's  j   and  for  tin  and  lead,  for  every 
quintal  of  Damafous  or  Cantaro,  fifty-feven  para's  and 
a  half  for  cuflom :  which  goods  afterwards  arriving  in 
Aleppo,  did  pay  for  the  cuftom  of  Aleppo,  for  every 
^loth  of  London,  eight  para's  $  for  a  piece  of  ketiey, 
eight  para's  and  one-fixthi  for  every  bundle  of  coney- 
ikins,  eight  para's  and  one-fixth  ^  for  tin  and  lead,  for 
every  battman  of  Aleppo,  one  para  for  cuftom*     And 
the  faid  nation  buying  goods  and  tranfporting  them,  for 
what  they  bought  in  Aleppo  and  exported,  did  pay  for 
raw  cloth  of  linen  or  chilis,  for  cordovans,  for  hora  £mi 
|iindi,  for  every  bale  of  each,  two  dollars  and  a  half; 
9nd  for  every  bale  of  cotton -yam,  a  dollar  and  a  quar- 
ter; and  for  a  bale  of  gauls,  a  quarter  of  a  dollar ;  and 
for  every  bale  of  lilk,  ten  ofmarii  (of  which  fourteen 
makes  a  dollar) ;  for  rhubarb,  and  fuch  like  drugs,' 
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diroe  dollars  for  every  hundre<3>  according  ta  the 
eftimate  of  die  chief  in  diat  art.  The  faid  gooda 
carried  to  Scanderoon,  and  there  loaden  upon  theiif 
ihips^  did  pay  for  raw  linen  cloth>  or  chilis,  for  cordo- 
vans, each  a  dollar  and  a  half  the  bale  for  the  cuftom 
of  Scanderoon ;  for  hora  fani  hindi  and  cotton-yarn, 
three-quarters  of  a  dollar  the  bale ;  for  a  bale  of  gauls, 
one  quarter  of  a  dollar  i  for  rhubarb  and  like  drugs, 
according  to  the  efteem  of  druggifts,  three-quarters  of 
a  dollar  the  bale  :  and  nothmg  more  is  to  be,  or  ought 
to  be  paid,  according  to  the  tenor  of  this  fublime  com- 
mand :  and  if  the  tefterdar  fhall  give  any  command 
contrary  to  this,  let  it.  not  be  obeyed,  but  be  efteemed 
invalid :  but  let  every  thing  be  obferved  conformable 
to  this  Imperial  command  and  Imperial  capitula- 
tions. 

11.  The  Englifli  merchants,  for  all  goods  exported 
or  imported,  paid  three  per  cent*  only,  and  never  ought 
to  pay  an  afper  more,  it  being  fo  Ipecified  in  the  Im- 
perial capitulations :  but  there  having,  in  the  fcales  of 
Conllantinople  and  Galata,  arofe  contefts  and  differ^ 
ences  with  the  cuflomers  concemmc  the  Londra's, 
or  cloth  brought  from  London,  and  other  forts  of 
cloth  of  the  Englilh  manufafture,  they  fliall  pay  ac- 
cording to  the  accullomed  and  ancient  canon,  and  as 
they  have  always  hitherto  paid ;  that  is  to  fay,  offul\ 
vipers,  or  ftiort  money  (of  which  afpcrs  eighty  make 
a  piecc-of-eight,  and  feventy  a  Lion  dollar)  afpcrs 
one  hundred  forty-and-four,  for  every  jpiece  of  clotl^ 
of  Englilh  fabric,  whether  fine'or  coarfe,  and  of  what-^ 
focver  price  J  and  the  cuftomer  fhall  not  demand 
more,  nor  ought  not  to  take  more .:  but  the  cloth  that 
comes  from  Holland  and  other  countries,  viz.  Lon- 
driiii,  fays,  and  fcarlets,  and  other  forts  of  cloth  not 
Englifh  fabric,  fhall  pay  for  the  future  that  which  hi- 
therto has  been  the  accuflomed  duty.  And  at  the 
fcale  of  Smyrna  fhall  be  paid  according  to  the  ancient 
cuflom  and  ufc  of  full  afpers,  or  fhort  money  (of  which 
^ers  eighty  make  a  picce-of-eight,  and.feventjr  a 
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Lion  dollar)  afpers  one  hundred  and  twenty  ibr  every 
piece  of  Englifli  cloth,  whether  fine  or  coarfe,  whedicr 
Londra  or  not,  provided  that  it  be  of  the  fabric  of 
England:  and  the  cuitomer  fhall  not  demand,  nor 
ought  not  to  take,  one  afpermorej  and  let  no  innova- 
tion be  made  upon  the  cdlom  of  the  faid  cloths* 

IIL  The  capitulations  being  known,  which  com- 
^  ifnands,  that  the  Englifh  having  a  controverfy,  the  im- 
*  port  of  which  is  above  four  thoufand  alpers,  that  the 
caufc  (hall  be  brought  to  the  Porta,  and  tried  no  where 
clfe  i  if  at  any  time  the  caddi  or  minifters  of  any  place 
would  detain  any  merchant,  or  hinder  any  Englifhoian 
that  comes  upon  a  Ihip,  fromprofecuting  their  voyage, 
by  reafon  of  any  money  impofed  upon  them,  or  pre- 
ioended  fi-om  them,  if  the  conful  ot  the  place  will  be 
fecurity  to  anfwer  the  pretenfions  made  before  the 
Porta,  fuch  perfons  fliall  be  free  and  at  liberty  to  pro* 
fecute  their  voyage ;  and  they  that  pretend  any  thing 
erf*  them,  let  them  come  to  the  divan  for  to  be  judged, 
and  let  the  ambaflador  defend  them  from  thoie  that 
come  to  demand ;  but  if  the  conful  will  not  be  fecurity^ 
then  let  the  judge  of  the  place  give  fentence, 

IV,  In  Conftantinople,  Scanderoon,  SmjTna,  and 
Cyprus,  and  all  other  ports  and  fcales  of  my  empire^ 
whatfbever  Englifli  fhips  fhall  arrive,  they  fhall^  pay; 
three  hundred  afpers  for  anchorage  or  port  charges, 
and  there  fhall  not  nor  ought  not  to  be  taken  or  paid, 
one  afper  more, 

V.  An  Englifhman  coming  with  effcfts,  and  turn*-' 
ing  Muflulman,  the  ambaflador  or  conful  knowing. 
that  fuch  effefts  do  belong  to  other  Englifh  merchants, 
let  all  the  money  and  other  efFefts  be  taken  out  of  the 
hand  of  fuch  a  MufTulman,  and  configned  to  the  am- 
baflador ;  to  the  end  that  he  may  tranfinit  them  to 
whom  they  do  belong,  that  by  this  means  no  goods, 
of  odier  men  may  remain  in  the  hands  of  fuch  a  MuC- 
fulman  j  and  let  not  this  be  hindered  by  the  means  of 
any  caddi,  or  other  judges  or  minifters, 
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VI.  Any  of  the  aforefaid  Englilh  nation  buying 
canlblets,  mohairs,  or  grogran-yarn,  in  Angora,  or 
Bcgbazar,  if  they  will  export  the  faid  goods  from  diofe 
places,  after  having  paid  three  per  cent,  for  the  cuftom 
of  fuch  goods  they  export,  let  them  not  be  molelled 
for  flcraz  batch,  that  is,  for  paffage  or  exportation ;  and 
there  neither  fhall  nor  ought  to  be  taken,  upon  the  ac« 
count  of  any  fuch  demand,  one  afper. 

VII.  Any  Engliih  merchant' being  to  receive  front 
his  debtor  any  fum  of  money,  if  the  faid-debt  be  re- 
covered by  the  means  and  help  of  an  afliftant  or  chiaus^ 
he  that  recovers  the  debt  fhall  pay  no  more  than  what 
is  paid  to  other  caddi's,  which  is  two  alpers  only,  and 
hot  one  a!p.er  more, 

VIIL  There  pafilng  good  correlpondence  between 
us  and  die  King  of  England ;  out  of  regard  of  this 
gpod  friendlhip,  we  do  grant  that  two  fhips  lading  of 
fifls,  raifins,  or  currants,  may  be  yearly  exported  for  the . 
ufe  of  his  Majefty's  kitchen,  if  there  be  not  a  dearth 
and  fcarcity  of  fuch  fruit  in  the  country ;  which  we 
allow  to  be  bought  with  their  money  that  export  them, 
at  the  (bale  of  Smyrna,  Salonica,  or  any  other  fcale  or 
port  of  our  empire,  pftying  three  per  cent,  cuftom ; 
which  being  paid,  no  perfon  fhall  give  to  them  that 
lade  them  any  molcftauon  or  hinderance. 

IX.  It  being  reprefented  to  us,  that  the  Englifli 
have  been  acciiftomed  hitherto  to  pay  no  cuftom  nor 
mezan  for  any  filk  they  bought  in  Smyrna  (that  of 
Prufia  and  Conftantinople  excepted)  viz.  for  fhe  filk 
of  Georgia,  Pcrfia,  or  Armenia ;  if  really  there  is  any 
iuch  ufe  and  cuftom,  and  the  thing  is  not  of  prejudice 
to  the  empire,  let  there  in  Smryna  for  the  future  be 
demanded  neither  cuftom  nor  mezan  for  the  faid  filk, 
but  to  the  Englifh  merchants  let  all  kindnefs  be  ufed 
and  fhown.  And  the  ambafTador  having  made  in* 
fiance  to  us,  that  the  foregoing  articles  might  be  put 
into  the  capitulations,  his  requeft  is  granted,  and,  con- 
£miud?Ie  to  di«  former  Imperial  fign  and  capitulation^ 

let 
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kt  now  in  conformity  of  what  was  pafled^  and  of  my 
Imperial  command,  be  renewed  and  granted  diis  pra^ 
fent  Imperial  capitulation :  which  we  command  (o  kmg 
as  Charles  the  Second,  King  of  England  (whofe  end 
may  it  terminate  in  haj^inefs)  maintains  ^x)d  friend- 
ihip  and  correfpondence  widi  us,  according  to  what  has 
been  maintained  with  our  anceftors,  and  to  which  wc 
on  our  part  are  not  wandng^  with  all  tendemels  enter-- 
taining  this  fricndfhip. 

And  we  do  fwcar  and  promife,  by  Him  that  has 
created  the  heaven  and  the  earth,  and  all  the  creaituiies; 
by  die  Creator,  the  one  God,  we  do  promife,  that  ik>- 
thing  fhall  be  done  contrary  to  this  Imperial  capituk- 
tion ;  and  accordingly  every  one  is  to  obey  our  Impe<- 
rial  fign.    '         .

THE  right  honourable  Charles  Earl  Cornwallis^ 
K.  G.  governor  general,  &c.  &c,  and  his  Excellency 
the  Nawab  Vizier,  Behadur,  &c.  &c.  having  received 
various  reprefentadons  froni  die  merchants  trading 
between  the  Company's  dominions,  and  the  dominions 
of  his  Excellency  the  Vizier,  fetting  forth  the  loffcs  and 
inconveniences  which  they  fuflFer,  as  well  from  the 
heavy  dudes  coUeAed  on  their  merchandize,  as  fix>m 
the  mode  of  levying  the  fame,  his  lordfhip,  on  the  part 
of  the  honourable  the  united  company  of  merchants 
of  England  trading  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  and  his  Excel-* 
lency  the  Nawab  Vizier,  &c.  with  a  view  to  remove 
the  evils  complained  of,  and  to  promote  the  welfare  of 
their  reipeftive  ftates,  have  agreed  upon  the  following 
arddes,  which  (hall  be  binding  on  themfelves,  their 
heirs,  and  fucceffors. 

L  The  contracting  parties  fhall  not  claim  any  ex- 
empdon  from  dudes,  either  for  themfelves,  their  fub- 
jedts,  or  dependants,  or  any  other  perfon  or  perfons,  of 
whatever  country  or  nation. 

II.  His  Excellency  the  Nawab  Vizier,  &c.  agrees 
ro  grant  rowannahs,  or  cuftom-houfe  paffes,  under  the 
feals  and  fignatures  of  his  officers,  tor  all  goods  ex- 
ported from  his  dominions  to  the  dominions  of  the 
company,  fpecifying  the  quantity  of  the  goods  amd  the 
valuation  on  which  his  own  export  duties  Ihall  have  been 
levied.  The  right  honourable  Earl  Comwallis,  in  like 
manner,  engages  that  fimilar  rowannahs,  or  cuftom- 
houfe  pafles,  fhall  be  granted  for  all  goods  exported 
from  the  company's  dominions  (comprehending  the 
provinces  of  Bengal,  Behar,  OrifTa,  and  the  difhifl:  pf 
Benares)  to  the  dominions  of  his  Excellency  the  Vi- 
zier, fpecifying  the  quantity  of  the  goods,  and  the  va- 
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luation  on  which  the  duties  ihaH  hasre  been  leried  in 
(he  dommions  of  the  company. 

IIL  His  Excellency  the  Vizier,  &c.  a^ees  to  levy 
the  duties  on  all  goods  imported  into  his  territories 
from  the  company's  dominions,  upon  the  valuation 
^ecified  in  the  company's  rowannah.  The  r^ht  ho* 
nourable  £arl  Comwallis,  Sec.  agrees  to  levy  the  duties 
on  all  goods  imported  from  hk  Excellency's  dommions 
into  the  diftrid  of  Benares,  or  the  company^s  pro-, 
yinces,  on  the  valuation  Specified  in  the  £Owannah  of 
his  Excellency  the  Nawab  Vizien 

IV.  Goods  exported  from  the  company's  domi« 
nions  to  the  dominions  of  his  Excellency  die  Vizier, 
if  by  the  river  Ganges,  fhall  pay  the  duties  at  Lut- 
chagyr,  or  at  Foolpore  -,  if  by  the  river  Goomty,  at 
Ghura  Mobarikpore  i  if  by  the  river  Gogra,  at  Doohry 
Gaut;  if  by  land,  at  Keeway,  Maidnee  Gunge,  Chaun- 
dahpertaubpore.  Mow,  or  Mahraj  Gunge  j  and  if  by 
the  way  of  Sircar  Gooruckpore,  at  the  gaut  of  the  river 
Gunduclc,  or  at  Gooruckpore,  Mujholee,  or  ChoUoQ- 
parah.  The  merchant  or  perfon  in  charge  of  the 
goods,  upon  paying  the  duties  hereinafter  mendcMia^ 
at  either  of  the  above  ftations,  ihall  receive  a  rowazuiah 
from  the  coUedor  of  the  duties,  under  his  pubUr 
leal,  which  fhall  exempt  the  goods  from  all  foitfaer 
,  demands  or  moleftation  whatever,  in  their  progrefs 
through  the  dominions  of  his  ExceHency. 

The  dudes  on  goods  exported  from  the  dominions 
of  his  Excellency  the  Vizier,  to  the  dommions  of  the 
comj^uiy,  whether  by  land  or  water,  lhall  be  levied  at 
the  eljabliihcd  ftations  in  the  diftrid  of  Benares,  and 
the  province  of  Behar,  and  rowannahs  granted  as  above 
ijpecified. 

The  contrafting  parties  referve  to  themfelves  die 
power  of  changii^  the  fituation  of  the  ftations  for  levy- 
ing the  duties  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  upon  giv- 
ing public  notification  to  e^h  other  of  the  new.  ftatipn 
{ixedupoA, 
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V.  Broad  cloth,  iron,  copper,  lead,  manufeftures  of 
iron,  copper,  lead,  gold  or  Giver,  raw  filk,  filk  piece 
goods,  cotton  piece  goods,  and  piece  goods  made 
partly  of  filk  and  partly  of  cotton,  exported  from  the 
dominions  of  the  company  to  the  dominions  of  the 
Vizier,  ihall  pay  an  import  duty  of  two  and  a  hzlfper 
tent,  to  his  Excellency,  on  the  price  fpecified  in  the 
rowannah  taken  out  in  the  company's  dominions. 

VL  Salt  exported  from  the  company's  dominioils^ 
to  the  dominions  of  the  Nawab  Vizier,  (hall  pay  an 
import  dutjr  of  five  per  cent,  to  his  Excellen<?y,  on  the 
valuation  Ipecified  in  the  rowannah  granted  at  any  of 
the  ftations  in  the  company's  dominions. 

VII.  Cotton  coming  from  Jahlone,  Hydernu^Urj 
Omraowty,  Naugpore,  or  any  of  the  countries  of  the 
Decan,  and  pailing  through  the  dominions  of  the  Na- 
wab Vizier  to  the  dominions  of  the  company,  ihall 
|>ay  a  duty  of  five  per  cent,  to  his  Excellency,  on  the 
fixed  valuation  of  fix  rupees  per  maund  of  ninety-fix 
licca  weight  to  the  feer,  rowannahs  for  covering  the 
fame  throush  his  Excellency's  dominions,  Ihall  be 
granted  at  the  fl:ation  where  the  duties  are  levied*  The 
lame  cotton,  when  it  arrives  in  the  province  of  Be- 
nares, fliall  pay  a  duty  of  t^o  and  a  half  per  cent,  and 
two  and  a  half  per  cent*  more  on  entering  the  foubah 
of  Behar,  upon  the  valuation  above  fpecified;  or, 
ihould  it  not  pafs  through  the  juriidiftion  of  Benares^ 
k  fliall  pay  five  per  cent,  upon  being  imported  into  the 
company's  provinces, 

VIII.  Silk  piece  goods,  cotton  piece  goods,  ind 
piece  goods  made  partly  of  filk  and  pardy  of  cotton, 
exported  from  the  dominion*  of  the  Nawab  Vizier  to 
the  company's  dominions,  ftiall  pay  a  duty  of  no  more 
than  two  and  a  half  per  cent,  on  the  price  fpecified  iA 
hU  Excellency's  rowannah*  The  faid  duty  fliall  be 
colleaed  at  the  eftabliflied  fl:ations  in  Benares,  Ihould 
the  goods  pafs  through  that  diftrift  5  and  upon  their 
ftrrival  in  die  company's  provinces,  the  coUeftors  oT 
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the  cuftoms  Ihall  grant  a  rowannah  doty  free  »  carer 
fuch  goods  to  any  part  of  Bengal^  Behar^  or  Orifia. 
ShouH  the  faid  goods  enter  the  company's  provinces, 
without  pafling  through  the  diftrift  of  Benares,  die 
above  duty  of  two  and  a  half  fer  cent,  fliall  be  levied 
at  the  firft  ftation  in  the  company's  provinces. 

IX.  All  goods  not  Ipecified  in  the  foregoing  ar- 
ticles, exported  from  the  refpeftive  dominions  of  the 
contrafting  parties,  fhall  be  fubjeft  to  a  duty  of  five 
pr  cent,  on  the  valuation  ioferted  in  the  rowaimah  of 
the  country  from  whence  they  were  originally  export- 
ed. If  the  goods  fhall  have  been  exported  from  die 
company's  dominions  to  the  dominions  of  the  Nawab 
Vizier,  his  Excellency  will  colledt  the  duty  aforefaid, 
at  one  of  the  ftarions  mentioned  in  the  third  article ;  if 
/rom  the  territories  of  his  Excellency  to  the  dominions 
of  the  company,  two  and  a  half /^  cent,  fhall  be  levied 
at  the  firfl  eftablifhed  ftation  in  the  difbrift  of  Benares, 
and  two  and  a  half  fer  cent,  at  the  firft  authorized 
ftation  in  the  province  of  Beharj  or,  fhould  the  faid 
goods  enter  the  company's  provinces  without  pafling 
through  the  jurifdidtion  of  Benares,  the  whole  duty  of 
five  fer  cent,  fhall  be  coUefted  at  the  firft  authorized 
ftation  in  the  province  of  Behar. 

X.  Goods  exported  from  the  provinces  of  Bengal, 
.Behar,  or  Orifl&,  or  from  the  diftrift  of  Benares,  to 
the  dominions  of  the  Nawab  Vizier,  after  having  paid 
the  import  duties  to  his  Excellency,  according  to  the 
rates,  and  in  the  mode  prefcribed  in  the  foregoing  ar- 
ticles, if  fold  in  the  dominions  of  the  Nawab  Vizier, 
ihall  be  fubjeft  to  the  eftablifhed  local  dudes  of  .the 
market  or  gunge  in  which  they  are  dilpofed  of.  Pro- 
vided, neverthelefs,  that  if  the  faid  goods  fhall  be  fold 
for  the  purpofe  of  being  exported  beyond  the  confine^ 
of  his  Excellency's  do^ninions,  and  not  for  the  con* 
fumprion  of  the  fame,  no  local  gunge-  or  market  duty, 
or  any  other  duty  whatfoever,  mall  be  levijcd  on  ac- 
count of  fuch  fale  pr  purchafci  but  the  import  row- 
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annah  of  the  ieUer  ihall  be  indorfed  by  the  coHefto^ 
or  head  officer  in  charge  of  fuch  gunge,  and  delivered 
over  to  the  purchafer,  who  ihall  tranij^ort  the  gpdds 
through  the  donninions  of  the  Nawab  Vizier,  without 
further  nioleftarioni  if  fuch  purchafer,  however,  fhould 
afterwards  dilpofe  of  the  faid  goods  for  confumption 
in  any  market  or  gunge  in  his  Excellency's  territories, 
they  ftiall  be  fubjeft  to  the  eftablilhed  duties  of  the 
fame.  In  like  manner,  goods  exported  from  the  do- 
minions of  his  Excellency  to  the  dominions  of  the 
company,  after  having  paid  the  import  duty  in  the 
latter,  according  to  die  rates,  and  in  the  mode  pre- 
fcribed  in  the  foregoing  articles ;  if  fold  in  any  gunge 
or  market,  fhall  be  fubjeft  to  the  local  gunge  or  market 
duties,  under  the  preceding  limitations. 

The  gunge  duties  to  be  thus  levied,  are  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  ancient  eftablilhed  rates,  to  which  no  addition 
ihall  be  made  without  the  mutual  confent  of  the  cpn- 
trafting  parties, 

XI.  If  any  renter,  zemindar,  coUeftor  of  the  reve- 
nues, jaghiredar,  or  holder  of  rent-free  lands,  fhall 
levy  any  duties  or  exadions  on  goods  pafTing  through 
die  dominions  of  the  contrafting  parties,  and  on  which 
the  regular  duties  fhall  have  been  paid,  and  rowannahs 
taken  out  as  prefcribed  in  the  foregoing  articles,  for 
the  firft  offence,  he  fhall  be  fined  twenty  rupees  for 
every  rupee  fo  exafted ;  for  the  fecond  offence,  forty 
rupees ;  and  for  the  third  offence,  if  a  renter  or  col- 
leftor  of  the  revenues,  he  fhall  be  fined  one  hundred 
i-upees  for  every  rupee  fo  exaftcd,  and  be  difmifTed 
from  his  farm  or  employment  j  if  a  zemindar,  jaghire- 
dar, or  rent-free  Itodholder,  he  fhall  forfeit  his  lands. 
Any  officer  of  the  cuftoms  exafting  more  than  he  is 
authorized,  fhall  for  the  firft  ofience,  be  fined  ten  times 
the  amount  fo  exafted,  and  be  difmifTed  from  his  em- 
ployment. The  party  injured  fhall  be  indemnified 
out  of  the  fines  for  the  fum  fo  exafted,  and  it  Ihall  be 
left  to  the  diflrerionof  the  contrafting  Powers  to  grant 
iiich  further  portion  of  the  faid  fines,  a^  they  may  deem 
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adequate  to  the  trouble  and  lofs  of  die  party  ia  ift- 
jured, 

XIL  In  order  to  difcouragc  every  attempt  to  evade 
the  payment  of  the  import  duties,  merchants  endea- 
vouring to  pals  the  ftation  at  which  they  are  to  pay 
the  fame,  without  having  previoufly  taken  out  a  row- 
annah,  fliall  be  fubjeft  to  double  duties  j  and  the  con- 
trafting  parries  agree  to  iffue  orders  in  their  Fefpeftive 
territories,  requiring  all  perfons  to  pay  the  duues,  and 
take  out  rowannahs  for  their  goods,  as  direftcd  in  the 
foregoing  articles,  before  they  approach  an  authorized 
flation. 

This  article  not  to  extend  to  the  local  duties  in  die 
markets  or  gunges,  which  are  to  be  coUefted  in  die 
mode  and  under  the  limications  prefcribed  in  the  tendi 
futicle  upon  the  goods  entering  the  fame. 

XIII,  The  contrafting  parties  rcferve  tothemfehrs 
the  right  of  levying  whatever  duties  they  nnay*  think 
proper,  on  all  goods  produced  and  confumed  within 
their  relpcftive  dominions,  and  alfb  on  their  own  ex- 
ports, and  on  all  imports  from  other  countries  not  un- 
der the  dominion  of  the  company  or  the  Nawab  Vi- 
zier,  the  article  of  Decan,  &c.  cotton,  going  to  the 
company's  dominions,  excepted,  on  which  his  ExccL 
lency  is  to  levy  the  duties  as  fpecified  in  the  feventfa 
article. 

XIV.  If  any  di(|)ute  fliall  arife  between  the  mer- 
chants of  the  refpeftive  ftatcs,  it  fliall  be  decided  by 
^e  laws  of  that  ftate  in  which  the  defendant  may  re- 
fide ;  if  the  defendant  be  a  refident  in  the  company's 
dominions,  the  plaintiff  fliall  be  allowed  the  privilege 
of  fl:ating  his  cafe,  through  the  vakeel  or  agont  of  the 
Vizier,  to  the  right  honourable  the  Governor  General 
in  council,  who  may  refer  it  for  decifion  to  the  pro- 
vincial court  of  jufhce  within  the  jurildiftion  of  which 
the  ciufe  of  action  may  have  arifen,  or  the  defendant 
may  refidej  in  like  manner,  if  the  defendant  be  a  re- 
fident in  the  Vizier's  dominions,  die  plaiimflT  fliall  be 
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entitled  to  reprefent  his  cafe,  through  the  Englilh  mi- 
nifter,  to  his  Excellency  the  Vizier,  who  may  refer  it  for 
decifion  to  fuch  of  his  officers  as  he  may  think  proper. 
It  is  further  agieed,  th«  (hould  the  coUeftors  of  the 
cuftoms,  zemindars,  or  other  fubjcfts  of  cither  ftate, 
aft  in  any  relpeft,  towards  the  merchants  and  traders, 
contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this- treaty, 
the  party  injured  ftiall  be  entitled  to  feck  redreis  in  the 
tnodc  above  prefcribed. 

XV.  This  treaty  not  to  extend  to  the  province  of 
Rohilchund  or  Kuttair,  in  which  his  Excellency  re- 
ferves  to  himfclf  the  right  of  collefting  the  duties  ac- 
cordmg  toihe  ancient  eftablilhed  rates,  or  of  encreafihg 
or  diminifhing  the  fame  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

XVI.  His  Excellency  the  Vizier  having  obtained 
the  confent  of  the  Nawab  of  Furruckabad,  to  include 
his  territories  in  this  treaty  j  and  agreed  to  make  him  a 
compenfation  for  any  lofles  he  may  fuftain  in  his  re- 
venues, in  confequence  of  having  rclinquifted  his 
claim  to  the  colleftion  of  feparate  duties  on  the  Decan, 
&c.  cotton  paffing  through  his  territories  10  the  do- 
minions of  the  company,  and  on  the  exports  from  the 
company's  dominions;  the  territories  of  the  faid  Nawab 
are  included  accordingly,  and,  as  far  as  concerns  the 
operation  of  this  treaty,  are  fo  be  conlkkr^d  in  every 
relpeft  upon  the  fame  footing  as  a  province  of  the  do- 
minions of  his  Excellency  the  Vizier. 

XVII.  This  treaty  to  be  in  force  from  the  firft  of 
September  next,  correlponding  with  the  twenty-ninth 
of  Zehige,  one  thoufand  two  hundred  and  two  Higeree, 
or  fooner,  if  it  can  be  ratified  and  exchanged  before 
that  period.

A  Treaty  of  perpetual  Friendjhip  and  JUiance^  made 
and  concluded  at  Fort  St.  George,  between  the  Ho- 
nourable  United  Company  of  Merchants  of  England, 
trading  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  in  ConjunSlion  with  the 
Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  Omdetul  Mulck,  Ummeer 
ul  Hind,  Serajah  Dowla,  Anneverdeen,  Cawn 
Behauder,  Monfcor  Jung,  Sippa  Sardar,  of  the 

;  Camatic  Payen  Gaut,  on  the  me  Party  and  the 
Great  Nabobs  high  in  Statitfn^  Aufuph  Jau^  Nizam 
vl  Mulck,  Meer  Nizam,  Ally  Cawn  Behauder^ 
Phutta  Jung,  Sippa  Sardar,  Soubab  of  the  De- 
can,  on  the  other  Part  j  by  the  Hetfourabk  Charles 
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Bourchier,  E/q-y.  Prefident  and  Governor  of  Fort 
St.  George,  and  the  Council  thereof,  en  Behalf  of 
thefaid  Englifh  Eaft  India  Company^  the  Nabob

The  Treaty. 

WHEREAS  on  die  12th  of  November,  in  die 
year  of  die  Chriftian  aera  1766,  or  on  the  ninth  of  the 
moon  Gemace-duffuny,  in  the  year  of  the  Hegyra 
1 1 80,  a  treaty  was  concluded  at  Hydrabad,  by  and  be- 
tween general  John  Caillaud,  inverted  with  full  poifr^ 
ers,  on  behalf  of  the  Englifli  Eaft  India  company,  and 
die  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  Nizam  ul  Mulck,  &c.  on  be- 
half of  himfelf,  as  foubah  of  the  Decan,  with  a  dcfign 
to  eftablifh  an  honourable  and  lafting  friendfhip  and 
alliance  between  the  two  contracting  Powers;  and 
whereas  fome  mifunderftandings  have  fince  arifen, 
which  have  perverted  the  intent  of  the  faid  treaty,  and 
kindled  up  the  flames  of  war :  now  be  it  known  to  the 
whole  world,  that  the  before-memioncd  Nabob  Au- 
fuph Jau,  and  the  Englifh  company,  with  the  Nabob 
Wolau  Jau,  have  entered  into  another  treaty,  of  the 
ftridteft  friendfhip  and  alliance,  on  the  following  condi- 
aons. 

I.  THE  exalted  and Illuftrious  Emperor  of  Indof- 
tan,  Shaw  Allum  Padtcha,  having  out  of  his  gracious 
"favour,  and  in  confideradon  of  the  attachment  and  fer- 
yices  of  the  Englifh  Eaft  India  company,  given  and 
granted  to  them,  for  ever,  by  way  of  iniam,  or  free- 
gift,  the  five  circars  of  Muftcphanagur,  Rajahmundry, 
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Siccacole^  and  M urte2an^ifl'^or  CondaTir^  by  his  royal 
firmaund,  dated  the  1 2th  otAuguft  lyS^^or  on  the  24Ch 
of  the  moon  Suphier,  in  the  fixth  year  of  hi$  reign,  and 
the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  Nizam  ul  Mulck>  as  icubah 
of  the  Decan,  having,  by  the  fecond  and  thiid  articles 
of  the  afore-mentioned  treaty,  ceded  and  ibrrendered 
by  faneds,  under  his  hand  and  feal,  to  die  Engliih 
Eaft  India  company,  for  ever,  the  afore-mendoned 
five  circars,  it  is  now  farther  acknowledged  and 
agreed,  by  the  faid  Auliiph  Jau,  Nizam  ul  Mulck, 
Soubah  ot  the  Decan,  that  the  faid  company  fhall  en^ 
joy  and  hold  for  ever,  as  their  right  and  property,  the 
faid  five  circars,  on  the  terms  hereafter  'mentioned. 

11.  By  the  afore-mentioned  treaty  of  Hydrabad,  it 
tiras  ftipulated  that  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  havihg 
given  the  circar  of  Murtezanagur,  as  a  jaghire>  to  hisr 
brother  the  Nabob  Ummeer,  ul  Omrah  Soujah>  ul 
Mulck  Behauder,  Bazalet  Jung,  die  company  fhould 
npt  take  poJGfeflion  of  the  faid  circar,  till  after  the 
death  of  Bazalet  Jung,  or  till  he  broke  the  friendihip- 
with  the  faid  company,  by  raifing  diflurbances  in  the 
country  of  Nizampatam,  or  the  Carnatic;  and  though 
the  company  might  juftly  claim  a  right  to  take  po(&f- 
fion  of  the  faid  circar,  from  the  late  conduct  of  Bazalet 
Jung,  yet,  in  confideration  of  their  fricndfhip  for  Au- 
fuph Jau,  and  his  family,  and  that  they  may  not  dif- 
trefs  his  affairs,  by  obliging  him  to  provide  his  brother 
Bazalet  Jung  with  another  jaghire,  the  company  do 
agree  and  confent  that  Bazalet  Jung  {till  hold  the  circar 
of  Murtezanagur,  on  the  aforefaid  conditions,  or  till 
it  be  the  pleafure  of  Aufuph  Jau  that  the  company 
ihould  take  pofleflion  thereof,  provided  that  the  ficid 
Bazalet  Jung  returns  immediately  to  his  own  country 
of  Adony,  and  neither  keeps  with,  nor  receives  fi*om 
Hyder  Naigue  any  vacked  or  correlpondence.  but 
lives  in  peace  and  harmony  widi  the  Engliih  company, 
and  the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  and  gives  no  proteftion 
or  aflTiftance  whatever  to  the  laid  Naigue,  or  any  of  his 
people,  nor  any  other  enemies  of  the  cotnpaAy,  or  the 
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Nabob  Wolau  Jau ;  but  if  this  ardcte  Ihall  at  any 
time  be  infringed,  the  company  (hall  be  at  liberty,  by 
virtue  of  this  treaty,  to  take  pofieilion  of,  and  keep  the 
circar  of  Murtezanagur,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the 
other  four,  and  the  Nabob  Aufiiph  Jau  engages  to 
afiift  them  therein  with  his  troops,  if  necelTary. 

III.  The  fort  of  Condapillee,  with  its Jaghirc,  fliall 
for  ever  hereafter  remain  in  pofleflion  of  the  Englifh 
company,  and  be  garrifoned  with  their  troops,  under 
their  own  officers  only,  notwithftanding  any  thing  to 
the  contrary  ftipulated  in  the  twelfth  article  of  the  trea-* 
ty  of  Hydrabad, 

IV.  Narraindoo,  one  of  the  zemindars  of  the  circar 
of  Siccacole,  having  lately  raiied  difhirbances  in  the 
Itchapore  country,  and  refufed  (as  he  alledges,  in  con- 
formity to  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau's  orders)  to  pay  his 
rents,  or  obedience  to  the  company,  the  Nabob  Au- 
^ph  Jau  agrees,  on  the  figning  and  exchange  of  the 
prefent  treaty,  to  write  letters,  not  only  to  Narraindoo, 
but  to  all  the  zemindars,  in  the  circars  of  Ellour,  Muf- 
tephanagur,  Rajahmundry,  and  Siccacole,  acquainting 
them  that  they  are  in  future  to  regard  the  Englilh 
company  as  their  fovereign,  and  to  pay  their  rents  and 
obedience  to  the  faid  company,  or  their  deputies,  with* 
out  raifing  any  troubles  or  difturbances.  The  Nabob 
Aufuph  Jau  fiirther  agrees,  that  he  will  not  in  future 
encourage  or  protect,  in  raifing  troubles  or  difobedi- 
ence,  any  zemindars,  renter,  or  fervants  of  the  Englifh 
company,  or  the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau  j  who  on  their 
parts  engage  the  fame  to  his  Highnefs  Aufuph  Jau. 

V.  It  has  been  the  conftant  defire  and  endeavour  of 
the  Englifh  company  and  the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  to 
preferve  their  polfelTions  in  peace,  and  to  live  on  terms 
of  friendfhip  with  the  foubah  of  the  Decan  ;  they  fHll 
defire  to  do  the  fame ;  and  though  the  operations  of 
war  have  lately  obliged  the  company  to  fend  their 
troops  towards  Hydrabad,  and  to  take  pofleflion  of  the 
circars  of  Commamet,  and  Worangole^  yet,  as  a  proof

of  their  friencUhip  for  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  &c. 
ibiibah  of  the  Decan^  on  the  figning  and  exchange  of 
this  treaty,  the  company's  troops  ihjdl  be  recalloi  to 
the  fort  of  Commamct,  from  whence  they  Ihall  alfo 
retire  into  their  own  circars,  {o  foon  as  the  Ibubah, 
witli  his  army,  lias  eroded  the  Kiftnah,  leaving  the  fort 
of  Commamet  to  the  foubah's  deputy;  and,  as  a 
ferther  proof  of  the  company's  fincere  defire  to  pre- 
fcrvc  a  friendfhip  with  the  foubah  of  the  Decan,  they 
agree  to  bury  in  oblivion  what  is  paft,  and  to  pay  him 
atnnually,  for  the  fpace  of  fix  years,  to  be  computed 
from  the  ift  of  January  1768,  or  the  loth  of  die' 
moon  Shibaun,  in  the  year  of  the  Hegyra  1 181,  the 
&m  of  two  lacks  of  Arcot  rupees,  at  Madras,  or  Ma- 
zulipatam,  that  is  to  lay,  one  lack  on  the  31ft  of 
March,  and  alfo  one  lack  on  the  31ft  of  O£to^ 
ber,  or  two  lacks  every  year,  and  one  lack  more  at 
each  of  thefe  periods,  whenever  the  circar  of  Conda- 
vir  is  put  into  the  company's  poffeffion  j  the  company 
moreover  promife,  that  if  they  peaceably  pofiefs  the 
circars,  during  the  aforefaid  term  of  fix  years,  and  the 
Ibubah  ^ves  them  no  trouble,  they  will  pay  annually, 
from  the  ift  of  January  1774,  the  fum  of  five  lacks, 
in  two  equal  payments,  as  before  exprefled,  or  of  fevcn 
lacks,  if  Condavir  be  then  in  their  pofleffion ;  but  in 
cafe  the  ibubah,  or  the  Morattas  by  his  inftigation, 
ihouM  invade  the  circars  or  Carnatic,  or  they,  or  any 
other  Power,  fhould  conquer  the  circars  from  the 
Englifh  company,  the  payment  of  the  faid  fums  fliall 
be  fulpendcd  till  peace,  and  the  circars  are  reftored  tq 
the.  company, 

VI.  It  w^s  ftipulated  in  the  former  treaty,  made  at 
Hydrabad,  that  the  company  and  the  foubah  fhould  . 
mutually  aflifl:  each  other  with  their  troops,  when  re- 
quired, and  their  own  affairs  would  permit  i  but  it  be- 
ing apprehended  at  prefent,  that  fuch  an  agreement 
may  fubjed  both  parties  to  difficulties,  and  that  mif* 
underftandings  may  ,arife  on  that  account,  it  is  now 
agreed  only,  tliat  a  mutual  peace,  confidence,  and 
friendfhip,  fhall  fubfift,  for  ever,  between  the  Englifh 

company^ 
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company^  his  highneis  Aufuph  Jau,  and  the  Nabob 
Woku  Jau  ;  the  enemies  or  cither  fhall  be  regarded 
as  the  enemies  of  the  other  two  Powers,  and  the  friends 
of  either  be  treated  as  the  friends  of  all;  and  in  cafe 
any  troubles  fhould  arife,  or  any  enemies  invade  the 
countries  under  the  government  of  either  of  the  con- 
trading  parties,  the  other  two  fhall  give  no  counte- 
nance or  afliftance  to  fuch  enemies  or  invaders ;  the 
company  and  the  Nabob -Wolau  Jau,  willing  however 
to  (hew  dieir  voluntary  attachment  to  the  foubah,  will 
always  be  ready  to  fend  two  battalions  of  feapoys,  and 
fix  pieces  of  artillery,  manned  by  Europeans,  whenever 
the  foubah  Ihall  require  them,  and  the  Situation  of  riieir 
affairs  will  allow  oi  fuch  a  body  of  troops  to  marc^i 
into  the  Decan,  provided  the  foubah  pays  the  ex- 
pence,  during  the  rirrtc  that  the  faid  troops  are  em- 
ployed in  his  fcrvice. 

VII.  The  exalted  and  illufbious  emperor,  Shaw 
AUurn,  having  been  pleafed,  out  of  his  great  favour 
and  high  efteem  for  the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  to  give, 
and  to  grant  to  him,  and  his  eldeft  fon,  Meyea  ul 
Mulck,  Omdetul  Omrah,  and  their  heirs,  for  ever,  the 
government  of  the  Carnatic  Payen  Gaut,  and  the. 
•countries  dependent  thereon,  by  his  royal  firmaund, 
bearing  date  the  26th  of  Auguft  1765,  or  the  27th  of 
the  moon  Zuphur,  in  the  fixth  year  of  the  faid  empe- 
ror's reign,  and  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  Nizam  uL 
Mulck,  &c.  having  alfo,  out  of  his  afFedtion  ^nd  regard 
for  the  faid  Nabob  Wolau  Jau^  releafed  him,  his  fon, 
Meyen  ul  Mulck,  &c.  and  their  heirs  in  fucceflion,  for 
ever,  from  all  dependence  on  the  Decan,  and  given 
him  a  fiill  difcharge  of  all  demands  paft,  prefcnt,  and 
to  come,  on  the  faid  Carnatic  Payen  Gaut,  by  a  faned, 
under  his  hand  and  feal,  dated  the  i  ith  of  November 
1766  J  in  confidcration  of  the  faid  Nabob  Wolau  Jau 
having  paid  the  foubah  five  lacks  of  rupees,  it  is  now 
agreed  and  acknowledged,  by  the  faid  Aufuph  Jau, 
Nizam  ul  Mulck,  that  the  faid  Nabob  Wolau  Jati,  and 
^ftcr  him  hij  fon,  Meyen  xU  Mulclc,  and  their  heirs  in 
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fucceflSbn,  fhall  enjoy,  for  ever,  as  an  ultumgau,  ot  fire- 
gift,  the  government  of  the  Camatic  Payen  Gaut,  in 
die  fulled  and  ampleft  manner ;  the  faid  Nabob  AUi- 
lliph  Jau  promifing,  and  engaging,  not  to  hold  or  keep 
Up  any  kind  of  correipondence  widi  any  perfoh  or  per- 
sons, in  the  faid  Carnadc  Payen  Gaut,  or  in  liie  cir- 
cars  before  and  now  ceded  to  the  Englifh  company, 
except  the  faid  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  or  the  faid 
Englilh  company,  by  the  means  of  their  prefident  and 
council  of  Madras,  who  on  their  part,  in  conjunAion 
with  the  faid  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  engage  likcwifc  not 
Co  hold,  or  maintain,  any  correipondence  with  any  per- 
ion  or  perlbns  in  the  Decan,  except  the  Nabob  Aufuph 
Jau,  his  dewan,  and  the  feeuriues,  whofe  natnes  arc 
hereunto  fubfcribed. 

VIIL  The  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  out  of  his  great  re- 
gard and  afFeftion,  and  from  other  confiderations,  hav- 
ing been  pleafed  to  grant  and  confer  on  the  Nabob 
Wolau  Jau,  and  his  eldeft  fon,  Meyen  ul  Mulck,  Om- 
detul  Omrahf  ieveral  fiuieds,  viz. 

An  ultumgau  faned  for  the  whole  of  die  Carnaric; 

An  ultumgau  faned  for  the  whole  of  the  purgunnah 
of  Imungundela,  with  the  gudda  of  Ghunpoora  j 

An  ultumgau  faned  for  the  whole  of  the  villages  of 
Cathafera,  &c. 

An  ultumgau  faned  for  the  killedary  of  die  fort  of 
Colaur ; 

An  ultumgau  faned  for  the  whole  of  the  diftrift  of 
Sonedaupe ; 

And  a  full  and  ample  faned,  containing  a  difchargc 
for  all  demands,  pafl,  prefent,  and  future,  on  ac- 
count of  the  Carnatic,  &c. 

It  is  hereby  agreed,  that  all  and  every  one  of  thelc 

ianeds  ihall  be  regarded,  equally  binding  with  any 

'Other  article  of  the  treaty,  and  be  as  duly  obferved,  by 

the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jauj  as  if  entered  here  at  lull 

length.' 

IX.  Hyder  Naigue>  having^  for  fojue  years  paft^ 

ufurped 
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ufurped  the  government  of  the  Monfore  country,  and 
gbfien  great  difturbances  to  his  nei^bours,  by  attack- 
ing, and  taking  from  many  of  them  their  pofleflions^ 
and  having  alio  lately  invaded,  and  laid  wafte  with  fire 
and  fword,  die  pofleflions  of  the  Englifh  compsmy, 
and  the  Nabob  Wolau  Jan,  in  the  Camatic,  it  is  cer- 
tainly neceflary  for  dieir  peace,  and  for  the  general  be- 
nefit of  all  the  neighbouring  Powers,  that  the  (aid 
Naigue  ihould  be  punifhed  and  reduced,  lb  that  h^ 
may  not  hereafter  have  the  power  to  give  any  per- 
fon  ferther  trouble ;  to  this  end,  the  Nabob  Aufuph 
Jau  hereby  declares,  and  makes  known  to  all  die 
world,  that  he  regards  the  faid  Naigue  as  a  rebel  and 
ufurpcr,  and  as  fuch  divefts  him  of,  and  revokes  from 
him,  aU  faneds,  honours,  and  diftinftions,  conferred  by 
himlelf,  or  any  other  foubah  of  the  Decan,  becaufe  the 
iaid  Naigue  has  deceived  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,. 
broken  his  agreement,  and  rendered  himfelf  unworthy. 
of  all  farther  countenance  and  favours. 

X.  That  the  Englifli  company  may  hereafter  carry 
on  their  trade  peaceably,  on  this  coaft  of  Coromandel^ 
and  alfo  on  the  icoaft  of  Malabar,  and  that  they,  with 
the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  nuy  hold  the  Camatic,  and 
their  other  pofleffions,  in  p^e>  it  appears  neceflary, 
that  the  countries  of  Carnacic  Balagaute,  belonging  to 
the  foubahdarry  of  Viziapour,  now  or  lately  poflefled  by 
Hyder  Naigue,  fhould  be  under  the  management  and 
proteftion  of  thofc  who  will  do  juftice,  and  pay  obe- 
dience, to  the  high  commands  from  court;  it  is  there- 
fore agreed,  by  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  that  he  (hall 
relinquifh,  to  the  Englifh  company,  all  his  right  to  the 
dewanny  of  the  faid  Carnatic  Balagaute,  belonging  to 
the  foubahdarry  of  Viziapour,  and  that  the  company 
flull  prefent  an  arzee,  or  petition  to  the  royal  pre- 
fcnce,  to  obtain  from  the  emperor  Shaw  Allum,  a  fir- 
maund,  confirming  and  approving  their  right  thereto  i 
but,  that  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  as  foubah  of  the  De- 
can,  may  not  lofe  his  dignity,  or  the  revenue  arifing 
from  the  faid  countries,  the  Englifh  company  agree  to 
'8  pay 
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pay  him  annually,  out  of,  the  dcwanny  colleftiod,  from 
the  time  they  are  in  pofleffion  thereof^  the  fum  of  fc- 
ven  lacks  of  Arcot  rupees,  including  durbar  chaiges^ 
being  the  fum  annually  paid  heretofore,  in  two  equal 
payments,  at  the  (pace  of  fix  months  from  each  other^ 
provided  die  faid  Auiuph  Jau,  foubah  of  the  Decan^ 
aflifts  the  faid  company,  and  the  Nabobs  Wolau 
Jau,  in  punilhing  Hydcr  Naigue,  and  neither  receives 
from,  or  fends  either  vackeds  or  letters  to  him. 

XI.  As  the  Englifh  company  do  not  intend-to  de- 
prive the  Morattas  of  their  choute,  any  more  then  the 
fcubah  of  his  pifcafli,  which  ufcd  to  be  paid  from  the 
Carnatic  Balagaute,  belonging  to  the  loubahdany  of 
Viziapour,  now  or  lately  poflefled  by  Hyder  Naigue, 
it  is  hereby  agreed,  and  the  company  willingly  promife 
to  pay  the  Morattas,  regularly  and  annually,  without 
trouble,  for  the  whole  choute,  as  fettled  in  former 
times,  from  the  time  the  faid  countries  (hall  be  under  the 
company's  proteftion  as  dewan,  provided,  however, 
that  the  Morattas  guaranty  to  the  company  the  peace- 
able pofleffion  of  the  faid  dewanny;  to  this  cikI,  the 
Nabob  Auiuph  Jau  promifes  to  ufe'his  beft  endea- 
.yours,  jointly  with  the  Englifh,  and  the  Nabob  Wo- 
lau Jau,  to  fettle  with  the  Morattas,  concerning  the 
choute  of  the  faid  countries,  how  and  where  it  is  to  be 
paid,  fo  that  there  may  be  no  difturbances  hereafter^ 
on  that  account,  between  any  of  the  contrafting  par- 
ties or  the  Morattas. 

XII.  All  the  foregoing  articles  are  Iincerely  agreed 
to  by  the  fubfcribing  parries,  who  refolve  faithfiiUy  to 
execute  and  abide  by  the  fame,  fo  that  a  firm  and 
lading  friendftiip  may  mutually  fubfift  between  them, 
and  while  fuch  an  alliance  fubfifts,  what  power  will 
dare  to  difturb  the  pofleflions  of  either  party  ?  The 
Englifti  company  and  the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau  will 
endeavour,  on  all  occafions,  to  fhew  their  fnendfhip 
znd  attachment  to  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  Njzam  ul 
^ulck,  as  foubah  of  the  Decan,and  look  on  the  fup- 
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port  of  that  government  as  the  fupport  of  their  own ; 
in  Ihort,  there  will  be  no  manner  ot  difference  ininte- 
rcft  between  them. 

In  witnefe  and  confirmation  of  all  the  above  articles, 
and  every  part  of  the  aforegoing  treaty,  we  whofe 
names  are  under-written,  have  interchangeably 
llibfcribed  to  and  fealed  three  inflxuments  of  the 
tenor  and  date,  viz.  the  prefident  and  council  of 
Fort  St.  George,  on  the  behalf  of  the  Englifh 
Eaft  India  company,  at  that  place,  this  26th  day 
of  February,  in  the  year  of  the  Chriftian  asra 
1768;  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  foubah  of  the 
Decan,  at  his  camp,  near  Pillere,  on  the  22d  day 
of  the  moon  Shevaul,  in  the  year  of  the  Hegyra 
1 1 8 1 J  and  the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  for  himfelf,  at 
Fort  St.  George,  the  7  th  day  of  the  moon  She- 
vaul, in  the  i  i8ift  year  of  the  Hegyra.

Jident  and  Governor  of  Fort  St.* George,  and  the 
Council  thereof y  on  the  Part  of  the  United  Company 
of  Merchants  of  England  trading  to  the^9&.  Indies^ 
and  his  I&gbnejs  the  Nabob  Wallaujau,  Omdit  ul 
Mulk,  Unmeer  ul  Hind,  Afoph  Dowla,  Anewer- 
decn,  Cawn  Behauder,  Zupher  Jung,  Sippa 
Salar*  Saubadar  of  the  Camatic,  on  Behalf  of 
himfeif  bis  Heirs  and  Succejfors. 

THE 
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THE  court  of  dire6l:ors  of  the  honourable  united 
Eaft  India  company^  having  taken  into  their  ferious 
confideration  the  great  advantages  which  may  be  at- 
tained by  improving  the  bleflings  of  peace,  now  hap- 
pily re-eftablilhed  on  the  coaft  of  Choromandel  and  the 
Carnatic,  and  confidering  the  prefent  hour  beft  {bited 
ibr  fettling  and  arranging,  by  a  juft  and  equitable 
treaty,  a  plan  for  the  future  defence  and  proteftion  of 
the  Carnatic,  and  the  northern  circars,  on  a  folid  and 
lafting  foundation,  have  communicated  thefe  their  fen- 
timents  to  his  highnefs  the  Nabob  of  the  Carnatic  5 
who,  being  fully  impreffed  with  the  propriety  and  wif- 
dom  of  fuch  an  arrangement,  has  for  himfclf,  his  heirs 
and  fuccefTors,  adjufted  and  concluded  a  folid  and  per- 
manent treaty  with  the  prefident  and  council  of  Fort 
St.  George,  upon  the  principles  and  conditions  herein- 
after mentioned;  in  confequence  whereof  it  is  ftipulated 
and  agreed,  that  due  proviiion  fhall  be  made  for  the 
military  peace  eftablifhment ;  and  alfo  that,  for  dif^ 
charging  the  expence  of  war,  in  the  event  of  a  war 
breaking  out  in  the  Carnatic,  or  on  the  coaft  of  Cho- 
romandel, certain  contributions,  or  proportions  of  the 
revenues  of  the  contracting  parries,  fliall  be  united  into 
one  common  ftock,  to  be  applied  for  their  mutual  fe- 
curity  and  defe;pce  1  and,  as  it  is  necefTary  that  the  ap- 
plication of  the  faid  contributions,  both  of  peace  and 
war,  (hall  be  repofed  in  the  united  company  or  their 
reprefentatives,  together  with  the  diredbion  of  the 
war,  the  command  of  the  army,  magazines  of  ftores 
and  provifions  (die  granaries  and  preient  magazines  of 
his  highnefs  the  Nabob  excepted)  with  full  power  to 
occupy  or  difmande  fuch  forts  as  by  diem  fhall  be 
deemed  neceflary  for  the  general  fecurity,  the  laid 
contrading  parties  do  hereby  folemnly  engage  and 
agree,  for  themfelves  and  their  fuccefTors,  to  and  with 
each  otiier  in  manner  following ;  that  is  to  fay, 

L  The  friends  and  enemies  of  his  highnefs  the 
Nabob  of  the  Camatic,  and  of  the  Englifh  united 
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Eail  India  company,  (hall  be  confidered  as  the  fiiends 
and  enemies  of  both. 

II.  His  highriefe  the  Nabob  of  the  Carnatic  will 
contribute  towards  the  military  peace  cftablifhment, 
and  fhall  pay  into  the  treallyy  of  the  faid  united  com- 
pany, the  annual  fum  of  nine  lacks  of  pagodas,  to 
commence  in  the  Fuzelly  1197,  correfponding  to  the 
1 2th  July  1787,  as  his  fixed  proportion,  divided  intx> 
Icifts,  payable  at  the  following  periods  j  that  is  to  fay,

III.  That  the  honourable  Eaft  India  company  will 
in  like  manner  contribute,  and  with  the  aid  of  Tanjorc 
Ihall  pay  and  make  good,  fuch  further  fums  as  may  be 
neceffary  to  difcharge  the  expence  of  the  military 
peace  eilabliihment,  beyond  the  faid  annual  contribu* 
don  of  his  highnefs  already  mentioned. 

IV.  That  for  the  fatisfadlion  of  his  highnejis  the  Na- 
bob of  the  Carnatic,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  the  pre- 
fident  in  council  of  Fort  St.  George  fhall  flirnifh  his 
highnefs  annually  with  an  accurate  account,  fhewing 
the  number  of  troops  maintained,  and  the  names  and 
fituations  of  the  garrifons  fupported  by  the  annual 
contribution^,  and  particfularly  the  troops  and  garrifons 
maintained  by  the  nine  lacks  of  pagodas  annually  con- 
tributed by  Ws  highnefs  to  the  general  defence. 

V.  In  cafe  of  failure  in  the  punctual  payment  of 
the  nine  lacks  of  pagodas  already  mentioned,  to  the 
amount  of  one  lack  01  pagodas  in  any  kifl,  for  the  pe- 
riod of  one  month  after  the  fame  fhall  become  due, 
his  highnefs  the  Nabob  agrees,  that  certain  diftrifts, 
jpecified  in  the  fchedule,  N**  i,  hereunto  annexed,  fhall 
be  made  ^fwerable  for  fuch  failure ;  and  that  •  the 
company  fhall  have  power  to  appoint- fuperintendant* 
or  receivers  to  coUeft  and  receive,  from  the  Nabob's 
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amuldars,  all  the  rents,  revenues,  duties,  cuftoms,  and 
pe(hca(h  of  the  faid  diftrid;  and  thefe  fuperintendants 
or  receivers  fhall  exercife  all  neceflary  authority  foa 
coUefting  fuch  rents,  revenues,  &c.  giving  regular  re- 
ceipts for  all  monies/,  which  may  be  received  by  the 
faid  fuperintendants  -,  who  fhall  have  full  power  to  m- 
fpeft  and  examine  all  Cutcherry  receipts  and  accounts 
of  the  lands  and  diftrifts  aforefaid,  as  well  as  to  afcer- 
tain  the  ftate  of  all  other  revenues  which  fhall  be  col- 
lefted  annually  from  cuftoms,  or  from  the  zemindars 
or  poligars  tributaries  to  his  highnels  within  the  faid 
diftrifts;  and  when  the  flill  amount  for  which  fuch 
diftridts  ftood  anfwerable,  fliall  have  been  paid  to  the 
company,  the  fuperintendant  or  receiver  fhall  be  im- 
mediately recalled.

VII.  That  the  exercife  of  power  over  the  faid  dif- 
tridts and  farms,  by  virtue  of  the  conditions  mentioned 
in  the  5  th  and  6th  articles,  in  cafe  of  failure  in  the  pay- 
ment of  any  of  the  faid  kifls,  fhall  not  extend  or  be 
conftrued  to  extend  to  deprive  his  highnefs  the  Nabob 
of  the  Camaric,  or  his  fuccefTors,  of  the  civil  govern- 
ment thereof,  the  credit  of  his  family,  or  the  dignity  of 
his  illuflrious  Houfe,  but  that  the  fame  fhall  be  pre- 
ferved  to  him  and  them  inviolate,  faving  and  excepting 
the  powers  in  the  foregoing  article  exprefTed  and  men- 
tioned. 

VilL  That  in  the  event  of  any  war  breaking  out  in 
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the  Camaticx  or  on  the  coaft  of  Choromandel>  the  faid 
united  company  Ihall  charge  thcmfelves  with  die  direc- 
rion,  order,  and  condud  thereof;  and,  during  the  con* 
tinuance  of  fuch  war,  ftiall  apply  four-fifths  of  their 
whole  revenues,  in  the  Camatic  and  the  northern  cir- 
cars,  annually,  to  the  military  expcnces  of  the  war. 
To  remove  every  doubts  on  the  part  of  his  highnefs,  of 
any  fccretion  or  diverfion  of  the  faid  revenues  fix)m 
the  purpofe  afbrefaid,  his  highnels  the  Nabob  of  the 
Camatic,  in  behalf  of  himfelf,  his  heirs  and  fuccef-

That  in  the  like  event,  his  highnels  the  Nabob 
i^the  Carnatic,  after  deducing  from  the  whole  amount 
of  his  revenues  2,13,421  pagodas  annually,  for  jag- 
hires  to  the  family  of  his  highnefs,  and  21,366  pago- 
das annually  for  charities,  ihall  and  will  pay  into  the 
trcafury  of  the  faid  united  company,  four-fifths  of  his 
revenue  to  the  general  expence  of  fuch  war,  to  be  ap- 
plied in  fuch  manner  as  the  faid  united  company  or 
their  reprefentatives  (hall  find  neceffary,  for  their  com- 
inon  fatety  and  intereft,  as  al(b  for  the  intercft  of  their 
idlies  in  the  Carnatic,  and  on  the  coaft  of  Choromandel; 
and  it  is  morever  agreed,  that  his  highnefs's  proportion

aforefaid,  the  prefident  and  council  of  Fort  St.  George^ 
in  behalf  of  the  company,  (hall  have  full  power  and 
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authority^  during  flich  war»  to  appoint  one  or  more  in* 
ipedors  or  accomptants>  to  in^d  and  examine  the 
Cutcherry  receipts  of  all  the  countries  and  diftrifts  of 
the  Nabob,  as  well  as  the  ftate  of  all  the  other  reve- 
nues, colledted  from  the  cuftoms,  and  from  the  zemin- 
dars and  poligars  tributaries  to  his  highnefs ;  and  in 
cafe  the  (aid  four-fifths  of  the  revenues,  or  any  part 
thereof,  are  diverted  from  the  difcharge  of  the  current 
expences  of  the  war,  or  the  debts  or  expences  incurred 
thereby,  the  faid  united  company  (hall  have  fuU  power 
to  appoint  fuperintendants  and  receivers  over  the  faid 
countries  and  diftridts  of  the  Nabob,  m  the  manner 
Ipccified  in  the  3d  article  of  this  treaty,  relpefting  the 
diftrifts  mentioned  m  fchedule  N*'  i,  with  the  lame 
%  authority,  and  under  the  like  reftriftidns  and  condi- 
tions exprefled  in  cafe  of  failure. 

XI.  That  the  faid  annual  four-fifths,  payable  from 
the  revenues  of  his  highnefs  the  Nabob  of  the  Cama- 
tic,  ihall,  after  the  termination  of  the  war,  continue  to 
be  applied  to  the  difcharge  of  all  debts  and  expence9 
that  may  be  incurred  or  arife  during  the  courfe  of  the 
war,  until  his  proportion  of  twenty-five  fifty-one  part$ 
is  paid  off  and  difcharged. 

XII.  It  is  cxprefsly  underftood  and  declared,  that 
fo  foon  as  the  expences  incurred  by  the  war  are  paid 
off  and  difcharged,  the  fuperintendants  and  receivers 
ihaU  be  immediately  recalled ;  and  it  is  further  exprels- 
ly  declared,  that  the  nth  article  fhalj  not  have  any 
rctrofpeft  to  the  expences  of  any  war  antecedent  to 
the  date  of  this  treaty. 

XIII.  That  after  the  termination  of  fuch  war,  and 
during  the  application  of  the  faid  grofs  revenues  to  the 
debts  and  expences  thereof  the  2d,  3d,  4th,  5th,  and 
6th  articles  of  this  treaty  fhall  be  and  remain  dormant 
and  be  of  no  effeft ;  but  fhall  re-commence,  and  regain 
their  fiill  force  and  validity,  from  and  immediately 
after  all  the  debts  and  expences  of  fuch  war  have  been 
fully  and  proportionably  paid  off  and  difcharged.    ^ 
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XIV.  In  cafe  his  highnefs  fhall  at  any  time  have 
occafion  for  any  number  of  troops,  for  the  fecurity  and 
coUeftion  of  his  revenue,  the  fupport  of  his  authority, 
or  the  good  order  and  government  of  his  dominions^ 
the  faid  united  company  (hall  and  will  flirnifli  a  fuffi- 
cient  number  of  troops  for  that  purpofe,  on  public  re- 
prefentation  being  made  by  his  highnefs  to  the  prefi- 
dent  in  council  of  Fort  St.  Geoige,  of  the  neceffity  of 
employing  fuch  a  force;  and  the  obje6ts  to  be  obtained 
thereby.  In  cafe  of  the  march  of  fuch  troops,  the  addi* 
tional  batta,  and  expences  attending  their  movements, 
will  be  annually  difcharged  by  his  highnels  at  the  end 
of  each  year. 

XV.  Whenever  the  company  Ihall  enter  into  any 
negotiations,  whereii)  the  interefts  of  die  Camaric  and 
its  dependencies  may  be  concerned,  the  prefident  in 
council  of  Fort  St.  George  (hall  communicate  the 
proceedings  to  his  highnefs  the  Nabob  of  the  Carnatic, 
as  the  firm  ally  of  the  company ;  and,  although  the  di- 
reftion  of  the  combined  force  of  the  country  is  com- 
mitted entirely  to  the  honourable  company  or  their  re- 
prefentatives,  it  is  neverthelefs  underftood,  that  his 
highnefs  (hall  be  informed  of  all  meafurcs  which  (hall  re- 
late to  the  declaring  of  war,  or  the  making  of  peace  with 
any  of  the  Princes  and  Powers  of  Hindoftan,  fo  far  as 
the  interefts  of  the  Carnatic  may  be  immediately  con- 
cerned therein ;  and  the  name  of  his  highnefs  (hall  be 
inferted  in  all  treaties  regarding  the  Carnatic;  and  his 
highnefs  will  not  enter  into  any  political  negotiations  or 
controverfies,  with  any  (tate  or  power,  without  the  con- 
fent  or  approbation  of  the  prefident  in  cotincil  of  Fort 
St.  George. 

XVI.  Nothing  in  this  treaty  contained  fhall  be  un- 
derftood to  injure  the  claim  ot  his  highnefs  the  Nabob 
to  the  Tanjore  country. 

XVII.  Should  there  be  any  e(rential  failure  in  the 
crops  in  time  of  peace,  owing  to  the  want  of  rain,  or 
any  other  unforcfeen  calannity,  a  dedudtion  (hall  be 
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made  in  the  Nabob's  kifts,  to  the  extent  of  the  injury 
which  the  revenues  may  fuftam^  as  (hall  be  eftimated 
and  fixed  on  by  the  governor  in  council ;  to  whom  his 
highnefs  grants  full  power  and  authority  to  appoint 
one  or  more  iuperintendants  and  accomptants  to  in- 
ipeft  and  examine  the  Cutcherry  receipts  of  all  the 
countries  and  difbifts  of  his  highnefs  the  Nabob  of 
the  Camatic,  for  the  purpofe  of  alcertaining  the  amount 
of  fuch  deduftion,  which  is  to  be  carried  as  a  charge 
to  the  account  current'of  his  highnefs. 

^  XVIIL  It  is  hereby  flipulated^  that  the  conditions 
mentioned  in  the  articles  of  agreement  between  the 
prefident  and  council  of  Fort  St.  George,  and  his  high- 
nefs the  Nabob,  dated  aSth  June  1785,  for  payment 
of  four  lacks  of  pagodas  annually  to  the  honourable 
company,  fhall  be  null  and  void,  the  fame  being  com- 
prehended and  included  in  the  conditions  of  the  prefent 
treaty. 

3tlX*  It  is  further  flipulated,  that  the  faid  articles  of 
agreement,  dated  28th  June  1785,  as  far  as  relate  to 
the  difcharge  of  the  debts  of  his  highnefs  the  Nabob, 
Ihall  be  and  continue  in  full  force  and  virtue. ' 

In  confirmation  of  all  the  articles  in  the  preceding 
treaty,  the  prefident  and  council  of  Fort  St. 
George,  invdled  with  full  powers  on  behalf  of 
the  India  company,  have  lubfcribed  and  fealed 
two  inflruments,  of  the  fame  tenor  and  date,  at 
Fort  St.  George,  on  the  day  of  February,  in 
the  year  of  the  Chriftian  sera  one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  eighty-feven  ;  and  his  highnefs  the 
Nabob  Wallawjah,  for  himfelf,  his  heirs  and  fuc- 
cefTors,  hath  alio  fubfcribed  and  fealed  die  fame 
inflrunients,  at  Cheparek  Houfe,  the  day  of

Treaty  and  Agreement  concluded  between  the  Honwrable 
f^ajmr.  General  Sir  Archibald  CampbcUi  Kmgbt  of 
the  Bath  J  Preftdent  and  Governor  of  Fort  Saint 
George,  on  Behalf  of  the  United  Comatrf  of  Mer- 
chants ^England  trading  to  the  Eaft  Indies^  and 
bis  Excellency  Amef  Sing,  Rajab  eTTanjore- 
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THE  court  of  dircaors  of  the  Ea|l  India  company, 
having  taken  into  their  ferious  confideration  the  great 
advantages  which  may  be  attained  by  improving  the 
bleffings  of  peace  now  happily  re-eftablifhed  on  the 
coaft  of  Coromandel,  in  the  Camatic,  and  the  country 
of  Tanjour,  and  confidering  the  prcfent  hour  beft  fuited 
for  fetding  and  arranging,  by  a  juft  and  equitable 
iteaty,  a  plan  for  the  future  defence  and  protection  of 
the  Camatic,  the  Tanjour  country,  and  the  northern 
circars,  on  a  iblid  and  lafting  foundation,  have  com- 
municated thefe  their  fentiments  to  his  Excellency  the 
Rajah  of  Tanjour,  who,  being  fully  impreffed  with  the 
propriety  and  wifdom  of  fuch  an  arrangement,  has  for 
himfelf,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  adjufted  and  concluded 
a  iblid  and  permanent  treaty  with  the  honoxjrable  Eaft 
India  company,  upon  the  principles  and  conditions 
hereinafter  mentioned :  in  confequence  whereof^  it  is 
ftipulated  and  agreed,  that  due  provifion  (hall  be  made 
for  the  military  peace  eftablifhment ;  and  alfo,  that  for 
difchaiiging  the  expence  of  war,  in  the  event  of  war 
breaking  out  in  the  Tanjour  country,  or  in  the  Car- 
liatic,  or  any  part  of  the  coaft  of  Coromandel,  certain 
contributions,  or  proportions  of  the  revenues  of  the 
contrafting  parties,  Ihall  be  united  into  one  common 
ilock,  to  be  applied  for  their  mutual  fecurity  and  de- 
fence. And,  as  it  is  neceflary  that  the  application  of 
the  laid  contributions,  both  for  peace  and  war,  (hould 
be  repofed  in  the  united  company,  or  their  reprefen- 
tatives,  together  with  the  direftion  of  the  war,  the 
command  of  tlie  army,  magazines  of  ftores  and  pro- 
vifions,  with  full  power  to  occupy  or  difmantle  fuch 
forts  as  by  them  (hall  be  deemed  neceflkry  for  the  ge- 
neral fecurify  5  die  faid  contraftiflg  parties  do  hereby 
(blemnly  engage  and  ag^ee,  for  themfelves  and  their 
fijcceflbrs,  to  and  with  each  other,  in  manner  following^. 
that  is  to  fay, 

I.  The  friends  and  enemies  of  his  Excellency  the 

Rajah  of  Tanjour,  and  of  the  Englifh  united  Eaft 
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India  company,  (hall  be  confidercd  as  the  friends  and 
eneoiies  ot  both. 

II.  His  Excellency  the  Rajah  of  Tanjour  will  con- 
tribute towards  the  military  peace  ellablilhmentj  and 
fliall  pay  into  the  treafury  of  the  faid  united  company 
the  annual  fum  of  four  lacks  of  ftar  pagodas,  to  com- 
mence lath  July,  in  the  year  of  Chrift  1787,  cor- 
relponding  to  the  30th  aunee  of  the  Malabar  month> 
of  Palavunga^  year,  and  to  the  Phufly  11 973  divided 
into  kifts  payable  at  the  following  periods ;

III.  The  annual  contribution  of  four  lacks  of  pa- 
godas, to  be  paid  by  his  Excellency  the  Rajah  of  Tan- 
jour, towards  the  army  peace  eftaWilhment,  is  pro- 
portioned to  the  grofs  revenues  of  his  country,  cfti- 
mated  at  10  lacks  of  pagodas  s  and  it  is  hereby  ftipu- 
lated  and  agreed,  that  whenever  the  annual  grois  re- 
venues of  the. country  fhall  rife  above  ten  lacks  of  pa- 
godas, the  annual  contribution  cf  his  Excellency,  in 
time  of  peace,  (hall  likewife  be  encreafed  according  to 
the  fame  fcale  or  ftandard. 

IV.  In  cafe  of  failure  in  the  punftual  paymait  of 
the  four  lacks  of  pagodas  already  mentioned^  to  the  ex- 
tent of  fifty  thouland  pagodas,  for  the  period  of  one 
month  after  the  fame  (hall  become  due,  his  Excellency 
the  Rajah  agrees,  that  the  company  Ihall  have  power 
to  enter  upon  any  of  the  diftrifts  in  the  Tanjour  coun- 
tr}V  that  (hall  appear  to  them  neceflTary  to  dilcharge 
the  amount  of  the  fum  in  arrear  j  and  that  the  com- 
pany 
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pMj  Ihall  have  pcwer  to  appoint  fupcrintendants  or 
receivers  to  colleft  and  receive  trom  the  Rajah's  renters; 
managers,  aumildars,  all  the  rents,  revenues,  duties/ 
and  cuftoms  of  the  faid  diftrifts  j  and  thefe  fupcrin- 
tendants or  receivers  Ihall  exercife  all  nepeflary  autho- 
rity for  fcoUefting  fuch  rents,  revenues^  duties,  and 
cuftoms  of  the  faid  diftrifts,  giving  regular  receipts  for 
all  the  monies  which  may  be  received  by  the  faid  fiu 
perintendants;  who  fhall  have  full  ptywer  to  inipeft  and 
examine  all  Cytcherry  receipts  and  accounts  of  the 
lands  and  diftrids  aforefaid,  as  well  as  to'  afcertain  the 
ftate  of  all  other  revenues,  which  fhaU  be  collefted 
annually  within  the  faid  dillrids ;  and  when  the  full 
amount  of  the  arrears  due  fhall  have  been  paid  to  the 
company,  the  fuperintendant  or  recei\rer  fhaU  be  im- 
mediately recalled. 

V.  At  the  appointment  of  th^  fuperintencjant  or  re-i 
ceiver,  his  ExceUency  the  Rajah  v^iA  furnifh  the  com- 
pany widi  the  obligations  of  the  aw^pildars,  renters,  or 
tarmers  of  eac^  mftrift  j  ai^d  if  they  do  not  pay  the 
money  pun6hially  to  the  fupcrintendants  or  receivers, 
agreeable  thereto,  his  Excellency  the  Rajah,  at  the  re- 
queft  of  the  governor  in  council  of  Fort  St.  George, 
Aiall  and  will  immediately  difmifs  the  faid  aumildars^ 
renters,  or  farmers,  and  appoint  fuch  others  in  their 
ftead  as  the  prefident  in  council  of  Fort  St.  George 
fhall  recommend,  after  taking  from  them  the  ufual 
obligations,  which  fhall  be  delivered  to  die  company 
by  his  Excellency. 

VI.  That  the  exercife  of  power  over  the  faid  difr 
trifts  and  farms,  by  virtue  of  the  conditions  mentioned 
in  the  4th  and  5th  articles,  in  cafe  of  failure  in  the 
payment  of  any  of  the  kifts,  fhall  not  extend  or  be 
conftrued  to  extend  to  deprive  his  Excellency  the  Ra- 
jah of  Tanjour,  or  his  fucccfTors,  of  the  civil  govern^ 
jment  thereof,  or  the  honour  and  dignity  of  his  family; 
l^ut  the  fame  ihall  be  preferved  to  him  and  them  inr 
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violate,  krmg  and  excepting  the  powers  m  die  artkfaft 

N"*  4  and  5  cxpreflcd  and  mentioned. 

VII.  That  in  the  event  of  any  war  breaking  out  in 
the  Carnatic,  in  Taiqour,  or  oa  the  coaft  of  Coro- 
i<nandel>  the  laid  united  company  fhall  charge  them- 
ielves  with  the  direftion,  order,  and  condud:  thereof; 
and,  during  the  continuance  of  fuch  war,  IhaU  apply 
fcur-^fifths  of  their  whole  revenue,  in  the  Carnatic  ancl 
the  northern  circar,  annually,  to  the  military  expenccs 
of  the  war. 

VIII.  That  in  die  like  event,  his  Exceliemy  tim 
Rajah  of  Tanjour  fliall  pay  into  the  treafury  #f  die 
&id  united  company  four-fifths  of  his  revenues,  m  the 
general  expences  of  fuch  war,  to  be  applied  in  fbch 
manner  as  the  faid  united  company  or  their  reprcfen^ 
tatives  (hall  find  neceffary  for  their  common  fafety  and 
interefts,  as  alfo  for  the  interefts  of  their  allies  in  the 
Carnatic,  and  on  the  coaft  of  Coromandd.  And  it  is 
moreover  agreed,  that  his  Excellency's  propprdon  of 
the  debt  and  expences  incurred  by  war,  Ihall  henceforth 
be  fetded  at  one  fifth  part  of  the  whole  Amount  dicrc- 
of. 

IX.  For  the  more  effeAual  fecurity  of  the  payment 
of  four-fifths  of  die  revenue  of  his  Excellency,  amu* 
ally,  to  the  military  expenccs  of  the  war;  and  to  re- 
move every  doubt  on  the  part  of  the  company,  of  any 
iecretion  or  diverfion  of  the  laid  revenues  from  die 
purpofe  aforefaid,  the  prefident  in  council  of  Fort  Su 
George,  in  behalf  or  the  company,  (hall  have  fiill 
power  and  authority,  during  fuch  war,  to  ^if^int  one 
or  more  inlpeftors  or  accountants,  to  infpeft  and  ex* 
amine  all  country  and  Cutcherry  accounts  and  receipt^ 
of  all  the  countries  and  diftrifts  of  his  Excellency,  ai 
well  as  all  other  revenues,  duries,  or  cuftorAs,  colk^ed 
by  or  for  the  ufe  of  his  Excellency.  And  in  cafe  the 
iaid  four-fifths  of  the  revenues,  or  any  part -thereof 
arc  diverted  fi^om  the  difcharge  of  the  curnwit  expenccs 
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of  the  war,  or  the  debts  and  expcncts  incwred  there-j 
by,  thfc  faid  tinitcd  company  ffiafl  have  fiill  power  to 
Sp()oint  fopeirintehdarlts  and  receivers  over  the  faid 
cotrntries  and  diftriSts  erf"  the  Rajah,  in  the  manner 
Ipccified  in  tihe  4th  article  of  this  treaty,  with  the  fame 
authority,  and  ilndet  the  like  reffriftions  and  cdncE*- 
tions  Aerieln  expreflfed,  fe  cafe  of  faHure. 

X.  That  the  faid  annual  four-fifths,  payable  from 
the  revenues  of  his  Excellency  the  R^ah  of  Tianjore, 
ihall,  after  the  termination  of  the  war,  continue  to  ht 
applied  to  the  difcharge  of  all  debts  and  expchces  that 
may  be  incurred  or  arife  diiring  the  courfe  of  the  war^ 
until  his  proportion  of  one-fifth  part  of  the  whole  ejjt- 
pence  is  paid  off  and  difcharged. 

XL  It  is  exprefsly  underftood  and  declared,  tha?t  fe 
IbbTi  as  the  cxpences  incurred  by  the  war  arc  paid  dff 
and  difchaiged,  tht  fupefmtcndants  ahd  receivers  ffiall 
be  ictimediatdy  recalled, 

XII.  That  during  the  application  of  the  faid  pro- 
portion of  four-fifths  of  the  faid  grols  revenues  to  the 
difcharge  of  the  debts  and  expences  incurred  in  time 
of  War,  the  2d,  3d,  4th,  and  5  th  articles  of  this  treaty 
ihall  be  and  remain  dormant,  and  be  ofjio  effeft ;  but 
Ihall  re-commence,  a!nd  regain  their  fdH  force  and  va- 
lidity, from  and  immediately  after  all  tke  d^bt^  and 
cxpences  of  fuch  war  have  been  folly  and  proportion- 
ally paid  off  and  difcharged. 

XIII.  In  cafe  his  Excellency  (hall  at  any  time  have 
occafjon  for  any  number  of  troops  for  tlie  ftcurity  and 
colleftion  of  his  revenues,  the  fupport  of  his  aiithority, 
or  the  good  order  and  government  of  his  country,  the 
faid  united  company  Ihall  and  will  furnilh  a  fufficicnt 
number  of  troops,  on  a  public  reprefentation  being 
made  by  his  Excellency,  to  the  preudeht  in  council  ot 
Fort  St.  George,  of  the  neceffity  of  employing  fuch 
force,  and  the  objeds  to  be  obtained  thereby.  In  cafe 
pf  the  march  of  luch  troops,  the  additional  batta  and 
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expences  atte^nding  their  movements  fball  be  annually 
difcharged  by  his  Excellencyi  at  the  end  of  each  year« 

XIV.  The  late  Rajah  of  Tanjore  having  been,  at  die 
dme  of  his  death,  indebted  to  his  highnefs  the  Nabob 
of  the  Carnatic,  for  arrears  of  peiihcafh,  fincc  the  year 
1776,  which,  at  the  commencement  of  the  Phufly  1 1 97, 
or  lath  July,  1787,  will  amount  to  the  fum  of  twelve 
lacks  fifty-feven  thoufand  one  hundred  forty-two  pa- 
godas ;  and  having  alfo  been  indebted  to  Britifh  lub- 
jefts,  whofe  names  are  fet  forth  in  a  fchedule  hereunto 
annexed,  for  various  fums  of  money  lent  by  them,  to 
and  for  the  ufe  of  the  Rajah,  which,  with  intereft,  are 
computed  to  amount  to  about  the  lum  of  four  lacks  of 
pagodas  $  it  is  hereby  ftipulated  and  agreed,  that,  for 
the  liquidation  of  the  faid  arrears  of  peifhcafh,'his  Ex* 
cellency  fliaU  appropriate  annually  the  fum

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XV.  The  private  debts  of  his  Excellency  not  being 
as  yet  accurately  afcertained,  it  is  hereby  agreed,  that 
the  debts  due  to  Britifli  fubjefts  (hall  be  forthwith  ex* 
amined,  adjufted,  and  fettled ;  for  which  purpofe,  the 
creditors  (hall  be  called  upon  to  deliver  their  demands 
to  the  prefident  in  council  of  Madras,  ftated  with  iiniple 
intercft,  at  the  rate  of  1 2  ^er  cent,  per  annum,  to  the  i  ath 
day  of  July,  1787;  which  accounts  will  be  examined 
by  agents  to  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  Rajah, 
and  by  the  governor  in  council,  on  behalf  of  the  cre-# 
ditors,  after  which,  they  will  be  laid  before  his  Excel- 
lency; and  on  receiving  his  final  approbation,  they 
Ihall  be  claffed  amongft  the  lift  of  his  private  credi- 
tors, and  become  entitled  to  a  fhare,  or  rateable  pro- 
portion, of  the  f^id  fum  of  80,000  pagodas,  agreeable 
to  fiich  equitable  arrangement  as  may  be  formed  by 
the  govemor  in  council,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Rajah 
and  the  creditors :  and  it  is  agreed,  that  fo  foon  as  the 
debts  and  intereft  due  from  the  Rajah  to  Britiih  fub- 
jefts'are  paid  off  and  difcharged,  the  annual  payment 
of  80,000  pagodas,  agreed  to  be  made  by  the  Rajah, 
fyr  die  benefit  of  the  creditors,  fliall  from  henceforth 
ceafe  and  determine. 

XVI.  And  whereas  his  highnefs  the  Nabob  of  the 
Carnaric  has,  by  a  folemn  deed,  afligned  over  to  thcf 
united  Eaft  India  company  the  arrears  of  peifhcafli 
ahreadv  due,  and  the  annual  peiflicafh  which  fhaU 
henceforth  become  due  to  his  Highnels,  in  payment  of 
his  debt  to  the  company,  his  Excellency  the  Rajah  of 
Tanjour,  willing  to  manifeft  his  regard  to  the  company, 
and  upright  intentions  towards  the  Nabob  of  the  Car- 
natic,  does  hereby  cheerfully- agree  to  pay  into  the 
hands  of  the  India  company,  for  the  account  of  the 
Nabob  of  the  Carnaric,  the  whole  annual  appropria- 
tions  to  his  Highnels,  Reified  in  the  14th  article,  upon 
the  prefident  and  council  of  Fort  St.  George  indemni* 
fylng  his  Excellency  for  the  amount  of  all  fuch  monies 
as  they  fhall  receive  on  that  account. 

In  like  manner^  the  company  fhall  be  accounuUe 
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to  his  Excellenqr  on  account  of  the  riioney  received  on 
behalf  of  the  creditors. 

In  confirmation  of  all  the  artides  in  the  preceding 
treaty.  Sir  Archibald  Campbell,  governor  of  Fort  St. 
George,  invefted  widi  foil  powers  on  behalf  cf  th^ 
India  company,  has  fubfcribed  and  fealed  two  it^ru*- 
mcnts  of  the  fame  tenor  and  date,  at  Tanjoar,  on  the 
loth  day  of  April,  in  the  year  of  Chrift  one  thralaiid 
fcven  hundred  and  eighty-fevcn. 

And  his  Excellency  Maha  Rajah  Amef  Sing,  fcr 
bimfelf,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  has  tflfo  fubfcribed 
and  fealed  the  fame  inftruments,  at  Tanjour,  the  twen* 
tieth  of  the  month  Jamad  ul  Awker,  and  in  the  yeaf 
l>f  the  Hegyra  twelve  hundred  and  one.

Articles  for  a  ^r^aty  cf  Peace  and  firm  Friendjhipy  be- 
tween the  Hmourable  Thomas  Hodges,  Efqi  Pre- 
fident  and  Governor y  and  the  Council  of  Bombay,  m 
Behalf  of  the  Honourable  United  Englifli  Eaft  India 
Company y  on  the  one  Party  and  the  Nahob  Hyder 
Ally  Khan  Behauder,  ^c.^itleSy  for  the  Countries 
of  Myfure,  Hydcr  Nagur,  and  Soondah,  on  the 
other  Part. 

L  THAT  agreeable  to  the  third  article  of  the  treaty 
of  peace,  concluded  between  the  honourable  the  pre- 
fident  and  council  of  Madras,  and  the  Nabob  Hydec 
Ally  Khan  Behauder,  there  be,  from  this  day,  a  firm 
peace  and  friendfhip  between  the  honourable  Englifh 
Eaft  India  company  and  the  faid  Nabob,  and  their 
iucceffors,  to  condnue  for  ever. 

II.  That  the  honourable  company  may  have  free 
liberty  to  build  a  conunodious  factory  and  warehoufes 
at  Onore,  by  the  water-fide,  or  any  place  they  may 
pitch  upon  i  and  that  they  may  cnclofe  the  compound 
widia  fuitable  wall;  and  the  ground  allotted  them 
fhall  be  rent-free  5  they  fhall  alfo  have  permiflion  to 
cut  timber,,  bring  ftones,  hay,  and  wood,  for  dieir  ufe: 
in  like  manner,  they  fhall  have  a  faftoty  at  Carwar  5- 
and  the  Nabob  promifes  tp  oblige  the  R^'ah  of  Bil- 
guey,  to  give  all  the  pepper,  produced  in  his  coumry, 
to  the  honourable  company,  at  the  fame  price  as  they 
may  purchafe  this  article  at  Onore. 

III.  That  the  honourable  company  ftiall  likewife

*  Y.  That  the  Englifh  IhaH  have  free  liberty  of  trad- 
ing in  the  feveral  ports  of  the  Nabob's  dominions,  on 
tte  Malabar  coaftx  paying  cuftoms  at  the  rate  of  one 
and  a  half  per  cent,  on  the  fale  of  all  goods  |  and  to 
have  permiffion  to  re-export  any  goods  which  will  not 
fell,  free  of  cuftoms,  on  fignifying  the  lame  to  tie 
c^ftom-mafter:  no  cuftoms  to  be  charged  on  g/dd  and 
filver,  nor  on  any  articles  for  the  immediate  ufe  and 
confiimptioi^'of  the  Englifh,  their  fervants,  and  de- 
pendants.

XL  Should  at  any  time  difputes  arife,  between  the 
fprvants  of  th^  Englilh  faftories  and  the  Nabob's  fub- 
jefts,  fervants^  or  dependants,  and  the  former  be  found 
culpable,  they  fliall  be  fent  to  the  Englifh.  refident  to 
be  punifhed,  as  fhall  the  Nabob's  people  to  his  kille- 
dars,  hummuldars,  &c. '  if  they  are  found  to  be  ia 
fault.  The  fervants  of  the  Englilh  faftory,  as  well  as 
their  families,  (hall  be  entirely  under  the  honourable 
company's  proteftion.. 

XIL  That  the  faid  Nabob  ftiall  not  grant  any  new 
firmaund,  or  privileges,  to  any  European  nation  what- 
ever, or  fbflfer  any  of  them  to  eftablifti  any  new  fettie- 
ments.  in  any  part  of  his  dominions :  in  all  matters  ct 
.trade  or  bufinefs,  the  Englifh  to  have  the  preference; 
and  in  matters  of  ceremony  or  flate,  they  are  to  take 
rank  of  all  other  European  nations,  as  well  as  the  coun-^  .. 
try  powers. 

XIII.  The  faid  Nabob  hereby  ratifies  and.  confirms* 
the  grant  which  he  executed  in  February  17,6$,  and 
delivered  to  Meflieurs  Sparks. and  Townfend,  relative 
to  the  privileges  and  immunitic;s  the  honourable  com- 
ply pofftlTea,  in  the  feveral  countries  he  conquerec|. 
upon  this  coajt,  before  he  took  pofTefTion  thereof  j  and 
hereby  binds  and  obliges  himfelf,  to  coippel  whoever 
Tfi^y  be  in  poflTeffion  of  thofe  countries,  to  grai^t  to 
xjxe  honourable  company  the  produce  tliereofi  as  well 
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a^  die  full  enjoyment  of  all  their  rights  and  piivikges 
diereinj  in  their  utmbft  cictent. 

In  witnefs  of  all  which,  the  faid  contrafting  parties 
have  interchangeably  figned  and  fealed  two  in- 
fkruments,  of  the  fame  tenor  and  date  ;  viz.  the 
laid  prefident  and  council,  on  behalf  of  the  Eng- 
lifh  Eaft  India  company,  in  Bombay  Caftle,  diis 
8  th  day  of  Auguft,  in  the  year  of  the  Chnftian 
sera  1770,  and  the  faid  Nabob  Hydcr  Ally  Khan 
Behauder.

TREATY  of  perpetual  peace  and  friendfliip  be- 
tween Ae  honourable  the  EngUfh  Eaft  India  company, 
and  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun  Bahauder,  on  his  own 
behalf)  for  the  countries  of  Seringapatam,  Hydcr  Na- 
g;ur,  &c.  and  all  his  other  poffeffions ;  fetdcd  by  An- 
riiony  Sadleir,  George  Leonard  Staunton,  and  John 
Huddlefton,  Efquires,  on  behalf  of  .the  honourable 
Englifh  Eaft  India  company,  for  all  their  poffelfions, 
and  for  the  Camatic  Payen  Gaut,  by  virtue  of  powers 
delegated  to  the  right  honourable  die  prefident  and 
fcleft  committee  of  Fort  Saint  George,  for  that  pur- 
'^f^y  by  the  honourable  the  governor  general  «nd 
council,  appointed  by  the  King  and  parliament  q€ 
Great  Britain  to  direft  and  controul  all  politicaF  affairs 
of  the  honourable  Englilh  Eaft  India  company  in  India, 

and* 
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and  by  the  laid  Nabob,  agreeable  to  the  following  ar- 
ticles, which  are  to  be  ftridbly  and  invariably  ob- 
ferved,  as  long  as  the  fun  and  moon  fhall  laft,  by  botfj 
parties ;  that  is  to  fay,  by  the  Englilh  company  and 
the  three  governments  of  Bengal,  Madras,  and  Bom- 
bay, and  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder. 

I.  Peace  and  friendfhip  fliall  immediately  take  place 
between  the  faid  company  and  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sul- 
taun, Bahauder,  and  their  friends  and  allies  j  particu- 
larly including  therein   the  rajahs   of  Tanjore    and 
Travencore,  who  are  friends  and  allies  to  the  Englifh, 
and  the  Carnatic  Payen  Gaut,  k\fo  Tippoo  Sultaun's 
friends  and  allies  ;  the  Biby  of  Cananore,  and  the  ra* 
jahs  or  zemindars  of  the  Malabar  coaft,  are  included 
in  this  treaty :  the  Englifli  will  not  direftly  or  indiredt- 
ly  affift  the  enemies  of  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun, 
Bahauder,  nor  make  war  upon  his  friends  or  allies  • 
and  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder,  will  not 
dire6Uy  or  indireftly  aflift  the  enemies,  nor  make  war 
upon  the  friends  or  allies  of  the  Englilh.  • 

II.  Immediately  after  figning'  and  fealing  the  treaty 
by  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder,  and  the  three 
Englilh  commiflioners,  the  faid  Nabob  Ihall  fend  or- 
ders for  the  complete  evacuation  of  the  Carnatic,  and 
the  reftoration  of  all  the  forts  and  places  in  it,  now 
poflefled  by  his  troops,  the  forts  of  Ambooigur  and 
Satgur  excepted;  and  fuch  evacuation  and  reftoration 
fliall  actually  and  eflFeftually  be  made  in  the  (pace  of 
thirty  days  from  the  day  of  figning  the  treaty.     And 
the  faid  Nabob  Ihall  alfo,  immediately  after  figning 
the  treaty,  fend  orders  for  the  rcleafe  of  all  the  per-. 
Jons  who  were  taken  and  made  prifoners  in  the  late 
war,  and  now  alive,  whether  European  or  native  5  and 
for  their  being  fafely  condufted  to  and  delivered  at 
fuch  Englrik,,fprts  or  fctdements  as  fhall  be  neareft 
to  the  places  where  they  now  are,  fo  that  the  faid  rc- 
Jeafe  and  delivery  of  the  prifoners  Ihall  aftually  and 
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effeftually  be  made  in  thirty  days  from  the  day  of 
figning  the  treaty.  The  Nabob  will  caufe  them  to  be 
fupplied  with  provifions  and  conveyances  for  the  jour- 
'  ney,  the  expence  of  which  fliall  be  made  good  to  him 
by  the  epmpany.  The  commiffioners  will  fend  an 
officer  or  officers  to  accompany  the  prifpners  to  the 
different  places  where  they  are  to  be  delivered:  in 
particular,  Abdul  Wahab  Cawn,  taken  at  Chitoor^  and 
jiis  family,  fhall  be  immediately  releafed,  and  if  wil- 
ling  to  return  to  the  Carnatic,  fliall  be  allowed^to  do 
fo.  If  any  perfon  or  perfons  belonging  to  the  faid 
Nabob,  and  taken  by  the  company  in  the  late  war^  be 
now  alive,  and  in  prifon  in  Bencoolen,  or  other  terri- 
tories of  the  company,  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  fliall  be 
immediately  releafed,  and,  if  willing  to  return,  fliall  be 
fent  without  delay  to  the  nearefl:  fort  or  fetdement  in 
the  Myfore  country.  Bafwapa,  late  amuldar  of  Pali- 
cacherry,  fliall  be  releafed  and  at  liberty  to  depart. 

III.  Immediately  after  figniijg  and  fealing  the  treaty, 
the  Englifli  commiffioners  fliall  give  written  orders 
for  the  delivery  of  Onore  Carwar  and  Sadaflieva- 
gada,  and  forts  or  places  adjoining  thereto,  and  fend  ^ 
fliip  or  fliips  to  bring  away  the  garriibns.  The  Nabob 
Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder,  will  caufe  the  troops  in 
thofe  places  to  be  fupplied  with  provifions,  and  any 
other  necefiary  affiftance  for  their  voyage  to  Bombay 
(they  paying  for  the  fame).  The  commiffioners  will 
likewife  give,  at  the  fame  time,  written  orders  for  the 
immediate  delivery  of  the  forts  and  diflrifts  of  Caroor, 

.  Auracourchy,  and  Daraparam  j  and  immediately  after 
the  releafe  and  delivery  of  the  prifoners  as  before 
mentioned,  the  fort  and  diftrift  d[  Dindigul  fliall  be 
evacuated  and  rcftored  to  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun, 
Bahauder  j  and  none  of  the  troops  of  the  company 
fliall  afterwards  remain  in  the  country  of  the  Nabob 
Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder. 

IV.  As  foon  as  all  die  prifoners  are  releafed  and  de- 
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liyered,  the  fort  and  •diftrift  of  Cannanore  Ihall  bfe 
evacuated  and  reftored  to  AK  Rajah  Bibj,  the  Queeh 
of  that  country,  in  the  prefence  of  any  one  perfori, 
without  troops,  whom  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun, 
Bahauder,  may  appoint  for  that  purpofe ;  and  at  the 
iame  time  that  die  orders  are  given  for  the  evacui- 
ation  and  delivery  of  the  forts  of  Cannanore  and  Din- 
digul,  the  faid  Nabob  fhall  give  written  orders  for  the 
evacuation  and  delivery  of  Amboorgur  and  Satgur  tp 
the  Englilh  j  and  in  the  mean  time,  none  of  the  troops 
of  the  laid  NJ^bdb  fhall  be  feft  in  any  part  of  the  Car- 
natic,  except  in  the  two  forts  above-mentioned.  * 

v.  After  the  conclufion  of  this  treaty,  the  Nabo|i 
Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder,  will  make  no  claim  what<» 
ever  in  future  on  the  Carnatic. 

VI.  All  perfons  whatfoever,  who  have  been  taken 
and  carried  away  from  the  Carnatic  Payen  Gaut  (which 
includes  Tanjour)  by  the  late  Nabob  Hyder  All  Cawn, 
Bahauder,  who  is  in  heaven^  or  by  the  Nabojb  Tippoo 
Sulcaun,  Bahauder,  or  otherwife  belonging  to  the  Car^^ ' 
natic,  and  now  in  the  Nabob  Ti}^>oo  Sultaun,  Ba-» 
hauder's  dominions,  and  willing  to  return,  fhall  be  imr 
mediately  allowed  to  return  with,  their  families  and 
children,  or  as  loon  as  may  be  convenient  to  them-r 
felvesi  and  all  perfons  belonging  to  the  VeneataT 
cherry  Ra^ah,  who  were  taken  pnfoners  in  returning 
from  the  tort  of  Vellour,  to  which  place  they  had  been 
fent  with  provifions,  fhall  aUb  be  releafed,  and  per- 
mitted immediately  to  return.  Liils  of  the  principal 
perfons  belonging  to  the  Nabob  Mahomed  Ali  Cawn, 
Bahauder,  and  to  the  Rajah  of  Vencatagherry,  fhall  be 
delivered  to  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun's  miniflers; 
and  the  Nabob  will  caufe  the  contents  of  this  article  to

VII.  This  being  the  happy  period  of  general  peace 
and  reconciliation,  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  .Ba- 
hauder, as  a  teflimony  and  proof  of  his  friendfhip  to 
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the  Englifh^  agrees,  that  the  rajahs  or  zemindars  on 
this  coaftj  who  have  &voured  the  EngUih  in  the  late 
war,  fhall  not  be  molefted  on  that  account. 

VIII.  The  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaiui,  Bahauder, 
hereby  renews  and  confirms  all  the  commercial  pri- 
vilegcs  and  immunides  given  to  the  Englifh  by  the

X.  This  treaty  (hall  be  figned  and  fealed  by  the 
Englifli  commiffioners,  and  a  copy  of  it  ihall  after* 
wards  be  figned  and  fe^ed  by  the  prefident  and  (dcA 
committee  of  Fort  St.  George,  and  returned  to  the 
Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder,  in  one  month,  or 
Iboner  if  pofTible ;  and  die  fame  fh^  be  acknowlec^ed 
under  the  hands  and  feals  of  the  governor  general  and 
council  of  Bengal,  and  the  governor  and  feleft  com- 
mittee of  Bombay,  as  binding  upon  all  the  govern- 
ments' in  India;  and  copies  of  the  treaty,  (o  acknow- 
ledged, ihall  be  fent  to  the  faid  I^fabob  in  three 
months,  or  fooner  if  poffible.

political  affairs  of.  the  honourable  Englifli  Eaft  India 
company  in  India  j  and  by  Maha  Rajah  Subadar  Mad- 
,hoo  Row  Sindia,  as  plenipotentiary  on  the  part  of  die 
Pefhwa  Madhoo  Row  Pundit  Purdhan,  BaUajee 
Pundit  Nana  Furnavefe,  and  the  whole  of  the  cluefe 
of  .the  Maratta  nation,  agreeably  to  the  following  ar- 
ticies,  which  (hall  be  ever  binding  on  their  heirs  and 
iucceflbrs,  and  the  conditions  of  them  to  be  invariably 
obferved  by  both  parties. 

I.  It  is  ftipulated  and  agreed  to  between  the  honour- 
able the  Englifh  Eaft  India  company  and  the  Pelhwa, 
through  the  mediation  of  Madhoo  Row  Sindia,  that 
all  countries,  places^  cities,  and  forts,  including  Baflccn, 
&c.  which  have  been  taken  from  the  Pefhwa,  during 
the  war  that  has  arifen  fince  the  treaty  fetded  by  co- 
lonel Upton,  and  have  come  into  the  poffeflion  of  the 
Englifh,  fhall  be  delivered  up  to  the  Pefhwa  j  die  ter- 
ritories, forts,  cities,  &c.  to  be  reftorfed,  fhall  be  de- 
livered within  the  fpace  of  two  ni^onths  from  the  period 
when  this  treaty  fhall  become  complete  (as  hereinafter 
defcribed)  to  fuch  perfons  as  the-  Pcflxwa,  or  his  mi- 
nifter,  Nana  Furnavefe,  fhall  appoint, 
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II.  It  is  agreed  between  the  Engliih  company  and 
the  Pefliwa,  that  Salfette  and  three  other  iflands,  viz. 
Elephanta,  Corranja,  and  Hog,  which  are  included  in 
the  treaty  of  colonel  Upton,  fhall  continue  for  ever  in 
pofTelTion  of  the  Englifli.  If  any  other  iflands  have 
been  taken  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  war,  they  ftiall 
be  delivered  up  to  the  Pefliwa. 

IIJ.  Whereas  it  was  ftipulated  in  the  fourth  article 
of  the  treaty  of  colonel  Upon,  ^'  That  the  Pefhwa, 
**  and  all  the  chiefe  of  the  Maratta  ftate,  do  agree 
**  to  give  the  Engliih  company,  for  ever,  all  right  and 
*'  title  to  the  city  of  Baroach,  as  full  and  complete  as 
*^  ever  they  collefted  from  the  Moguls  or  otherwifc, 
^*  without  retaining  any  claim  of  chout,  or  any  other 
^'  claims  whatfoever;  fo  that  the  Engliih  company 
*^  Ihall  poffefs  it  without  participation  or  claim  of  any 
'^  kind ;"  this  article  is  accordingly  continued  in  full 
force  and  efFeft. 

IV.  The  Pefhwa  having  formerly,  in  the  treaty  of 
colonel  Upton,  agreed,  by  way  of  friendlhip,  to  give 
up  to  the  Engliih  a  country  of  three  lacks  of  rupees, 
near  Baroach,  the  Engliih  do  now,  at  the  requcft  of 
Madhoo  Row  Sindia,  confent  to  relinquilh  their  claim 
to  the  laid  country  in  favour  of  the  Pelhwa. 

V.  The  country  which  Scajee  and  Futty  Sing 
Guickwar  gave  to  the  Engliih,  and  which  is  men- 
tioned in  the  feventh  article  of  the  treaty  of  colonel 
Upton,  being  therein  left  in  a  ftate  of  fufpehce,  the 
Engliih,  with  a  view  to  obviate  all  fiiture  difputes, 
now  agree  that  it  Ihall  be  reftored  i  and  it  is  hereby 
fettled,  diat  if  the  faid  country  be  a  part  of  the  efta- 
blilhed  territory  of  the  Guickwar,  it  Ihall  be  reftored 
to  the  Guickwar  j  and  if  it  Ihall  be-  a  part  of  the 
Pelhwa's  territories,  it  Ihall  be  reftored  to  die  Pelhwa. 

VI.  The  Engliih  engage,  that  having  allowed  Ra- 
gonaut  Row  a  period  of  four  months,  from  the  time 
-when  this  treaty  Ihall  become  complete,  to  fix  on  a 
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place  of  refidcnce,  they  will  not,  after  the  expiration 
of  the  faid  period,  afford  him  any  fupport,  protcdion, 
or  afTiftance,  nor  fupply  him  widi  money  for  his  cx- 
pences :  and  the  Pefhwa,  on  his  part,  engages,  that  if 
Ragonaut  Row  will  voluntarily,  and  of  his  own  accord^ 
repair  to  Maha  Rajah  Madhoo  Row  Sindia,  and 
quiedy  refide  with  him,  the  fum  of  25,000  rupees^ 
month  Ihall  be  paid  him  for  his  maintenance ;  and  no 
injury  whatever  (hall  be  offered  to  him  by  the  Pefliwa^ 
or  any  of  his  people. 

VII.  The  honourable  Englifh  Raft  India  company, 
and  the  Pelhwa,  being  defirous  that  their  refpeftive 
allies  fhall  be  included  in  this  peace ;  it  is  hereby  mu- 
tually ftipulated,  that  each  party  fhall  make  peace 
'with  the  allies  of  the  other,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
Ipccified. 

VIII.  The  territory  which  has  long  been  the  efta* 
blilhed  jagheer  of  Seeajee  Guickwar,  and  Futty  Sing 
Guickwar;  that  is  to  fay,  whatever  territory  Futty 
Sing  Guickwar  poffeffed  at  the  commencement  of 
the  prefent  war,  fhall  hereafter  for  ever  remain  on 
the  ufual  footing  in  his  poffeflion  i  and  the  faid  Futty 

.  Sing  fhall,  from  the  date  of  this  treaty  being  complete, 
pay  for  tl>e  future  to  the  Pelhwa  the  tribute  as  ufiial^ 
previous  to  the  prefent  war ;  and  fhall  perform  fuch 
fervices,  and  be  fubjeft  to  fuch  obedience,  as  have  long 
been  eftabliflied  and  cuftomary.  No  claim  fhall  be 
made  on  the  faid  Futty  Sing,  by  the  Pefhwa,  for  the 
period  that  is  paft. 

IX.  The  Pefhwa  engages,  that  whereas  the  Nabob 
Hyder  Ally  Cawn,  having  concluded  a  treaty  with 
him,  hath  difturbed  and  taken  pofTeffion  of  territo- 
ries belonging  to  the  Englifh  and  their  allies,  he  fhall 
be  made  to  relinquifh  them;  and  they  fhall  be  re- 
flored  to  the  company  and  the  Nabob  Mahomed  Ally 
Cawn.  All  prifon^rs,  that  have  been  taken  on  either 
fide  during  the  war,  fhall  be  releafed  -,  and  Hyder  Ally 
JCavyn  fhall  be  niadc,*  to  relinquifh  all  fuch  territories

521 

belonging  to  the  Englifli  company,  and  their  allies,  as 
•he  may  have  taken  poffcflion  of  fincc  the  ninth  of 
Ramzam,  in  the  year  1 1 80,  being  the  date  of  his  treaty 
with  the  Pefliwa ;  and  the  faid  territories  fhall  be  de- 
livered over  to  the  Englifh,  and  the  Nabob  Mahomed 
Ally  Cawn,  within  fix  months  after  this  treaty  being 
complete.  And  the  Englifh  in  fuch  cafe  agree,  that 
fo  long  as  Hyder  Ally  Cawn  fhall  afterwards  abflaia 
from  hoflilities  againfl  them  and  their  allies,  and  fb 
long  as  he  fhall  continue  in  friendfhip  with  the  Pefhwa, 
they  will  in  no  refpedt  aft  hoflilely  towards  him, 

X.  The  Pefhwa  engages  on  his  own  behalf^  as  well 
as  on  behalf  of  his  allies,  the  Nabob  Nizam  Ally 
Cawn,  Ragojee  Boufala  Syna  Saheb  Subah,  and  the 
Nabob  Hyder  Ally  Cawn,  that  they  fhall  in  every  re- 
Ipeft  maintain  peace  towards  the  Englifh  and  their 
aUies,  the  Nabob  Afoph-ul-Dowlah,  Bahauder,  and 
the  Nabob  Mahomed  Ally  Cawn,  Bahauder,  and  fhall 
in  no  refpeft  whatever  give  them  any  dilturbance^ 
The  Englifh  engage  on  their  own  behalf,  as  well  as  on 
behalf  of  their  allies,  the  Nabob  Afoph-ul-DowIah, 
and  the  Nabob  Mahomed  Ally  Cawn,  that  they  fhall 
in  every  refpeft  maintain  peace  towards  the  Pefhwa 
and  his  allies,  the  Nabob  Nizam  Ally  Cawn,  and  Ra- 
gojee Boufala  Syna  Saheb:  and  the  Englifh  further 
engage  on  their  own  behalf,  as  well  as  on  behalf  of 
their  allies,  that  they  will  maintain  peace  alfo  towards 
the  Nabob  Hyder  Ally  Cawn,  under  the  conditions 
fpecified  in  the  ninth  article  of  this  treaty. 

XL  The  honourable  Eafl  India  company,  and  the 
Pefhwa,  mutually  agree,  that  the  vefTcls  of  each  fhall 
afibrd  no  difturbance  to  the  navigation  of  the  vefTels 
of  the  other ;  and  the  vefTels  of  each  fhall  be  allowed 
accefs  to  the  ports  of  the  other,  where  they  fhall  meet 
with  no  moleftation ;  and  the  fulleil  proteftion  fhall 
be  reciprocally  afforded. 

XII.  The  Pefhwa  and  chiefs  of  the  Maratta  flatc 
hereby  agree,  that  the  Engliih  fluU  enjoy  the  privilege 
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of  trade,  as  formerly,  in  the  Maratta  territories,  and 
ihsQl  meet  with  no  kind  of  interruption :  and  in  the 
£ime  manner,  the  honoiirable  Eaft  India  company 
agfee,  that  the  fubjefts  of  the  Pefhwa  Ihall  be  allowed 
thi  privileges  of  trade,  without  interruption,  in  the  ter- 
ritories of  the  Englifh. 

XIII.  The  Pefhwa  hereby  engages,  that  he  will  not 
foffcr  any  fadbories  of  other  European  nations  to  be 
cftablifhed  in  his  territories,  or  thofe  of  the  chiefe  de- 
pendent on  him,  excepting  only  fuch  as  are  already 
cftablifhed  by  the  Portiiguefe ;  and  he  will  hold  no  in- 
tercoorfe  of  friendlhip  widi  any  other  European  nations: 
and  the  Englilh  on  their  part  agree,  that  they  will  not 
afford  affiftance  to  any  nation  of  Deccan  or  Indoflan  at 
enmity  with  the  Pefhwa. 

XIV.  The  Englifh  and  the  Pefhwa  mutually  agree, 
that  neither  will  afford  any  kind  of  affiftance  to  the 
enemies  of  the  other. 

XV.  The  honourable  the  governor  general  and 
council  of  Fort  William  engage,  that  they  will  not 

g*rmit  any  of  the  chiefs,  dependants  or  fubjefts  of  the 
nglifh,  the  gendemen  of  Bombay,  Surat,  or  Madras, 
to  adt  contrary  at  any  place  to  the  terms  of  this  treaty : 
in  the  fame  manner  the  Pefhwa  Madhoo  Row  Pundit 
Purdhan  engages,  that  none  of  the  chiefs  or  fubjefts 
of  the  Maratta  ftate  fhall  aft  contrary  to  them. 

XVI.  The  honourable  Eaft  India  company,  and  the 
Pefhwa  Madhoo  Row  Pundit  Purdhan,  having  the 
fiilleft  confidence  in  Maha  Rajah  Subadar,  Madhoo 
Row  Sindia,.Bahauder,  they  have  bodi  requefted  the 
faid  Maha  Rajah  to  be  the  mutual  guarantee  for  the 
perpetual  and  invariable  adherence  of  both  parties  to 
the  conditions  of  this  treaty  j  and  the  faid  Madhoo 
Row  Sindia,  from  a  "regard  to  the  welfare  of  both 
ftates,  hath  accordingly  taken  upon  himfelf  the  mu- 
tual guaranty.     If  either  of  the  parties  fhall  deviate 
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from  the  conditions  of  this  treaty^  the  faid  Maha  Rajah 
vill  join  the  other  party>  and  will,  to  the  utnx>il  of  his 
power,  endeavoxir  to  Bring  the  a^reffor  to  ^  proper 
undejftanding* 

XVII.  It  is  hereby  agreed,  that  whatever  territories, 
forts,  or  cities  in  Guzerat  were  granted  by  Ragonaut 
Row  to  the  Englifh,  previous  to  the  treaty  of  colonel 
Upton,  and  have  come  into  their  poffeflion,  the  refti- 
tution  of  which  was  ftipulated  in  the  feventh  article  of 
the  faid  treaty,  (hall  be  reftored.  agreeable  to  the  terms 
of  the  faid  article. 

.  This  treaty,  confiding  of  feventeen  articles,  is  fetded 
at  Salbey,  in  the  c^pip  of  Maha  Rajah  Subadar  Mad* 
hoo  Row  Sindia,  on  the  fourth  of  the  month  Jummad 
ul  Saany,  in  the  year  1 197  of  the  Hygera,  correfpond- 
ing  with  the  17  th  of  May  1782,  of  the  Chriftian  sera, 
by  the  faid  Maha  Rajah  and  Mr.  David  Anderfon.  A 
copy  hereof  (hall  be  feat  by  each  of  the  above-named 
perlons  to  their  refpeftive  principals  at  Fort  William 
and  Poonah ;  and  when  both  copies  being  returned, 
the  one  under  the  feal  of  the  honourable  Eaft  India 
company,  and  fignature  of  the  honourable  the  gover- 
nor general  and  council. of  Fort  William,  (hall  be  de- 
livered to  Maha  Rajah  Madhoo  Row  Sindia,  Ba- 
hauder,  and  the  other  under  the  feal  of  the  Pe(hwa 
Madhoo  Row  Pundit  Purdhan,  and  the  fignature  of 
Ballajee  Pundit  Nana  Fumavefe,  (hall  be  delivered  to 
Mr.  David  Anderfon,  this  treaty  (hall  be  deemed 
complete  and  ratified,  and  the  articles  herein  con- 
tained (hall  become  binding  on  both  the  contrafting 
parties.

In  the  name  of  the  moft  Holy  and  Undivided  Trinity 

I T  having  pleafed  the  Divine  Providence  to  dilpofe 
the  hearts  ot  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince 
George  the  Third,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great 
Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  faith, 
Duke  of  Brunfwic  and  Lunenburgh,  Arch-trealiirer 
and  Prince  Eleftor  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  &c. 
and  of  the  United  States  of  America,  to  forget  all  paft 
milunderftandings  and  differences  that  have  unhappily 
interrupted  the  good  correfpondence  and  friendftiip

treaty  between  Great  Britain  and  France  having  fince 
been  concluded,  his  Britannic  Majefly  and  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  order  to  carry  into  full  efFcd  the 
provifional  articles  above-mentioned,  accordmg  to  the 
tenor  thereof,  have  conftituted  and  appointed,  that  is. 
to  fay,  his  Britannic  Majefty,  on  his  part,  David  Hart-. 
ley,  Efqj  member  of  the  parliament  of  Great  Britain; 
and  the  faid  United  States,  on  their  part,  John  Adams,. 
Efq;  late  a  commilfioner  of  the  United  States  of  Ame- 
Tica  at  the  court  of  Verfailles,  late  delegate  in  Con- 
greis  from  the  flate  of  MafTachufets,  and  chief  juflicc 
of  the  faid  ftate,  and  minifler  plenipotentiary  of  the 
laid  United  States  to  their  High  MightinefTes  fhc, 
States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands  j  Benjamin 
Franklin,  Efqj  late  delegate  in  Congrefs  fr©m  the  ftate 
of  Pennfylvania,  prefidentof  the  convention  of  the  laid 
ftate,  and  minifter  plenipotentiary  from  the  United 
States  of  America  at  the  court  of  Verfailles;  Joha 
Jay,  Efq;  late  prefident  of  Congrefs,  and  chief  juftice 
of  the  fbtc  of  New  York,  and  minifter  plenipotentiary 
from  the  faid  United  States  at  the  court  of  Madrid  j^  to 
be  the  plenipotentiaries  for  .the  concluding  and  figning 
the  prelent  definitive  treaty:  who,  after  having^ reci- 
procally conamunicated  their  relpeftive  lull  powers^ 
have  agreed  upon  and  confiraied  the  following  ar- 
ticles: ^ 

L  His  Britannic  Majefly  acknowledges  the  laid

Camlina,  and  Georgia)  to  be  freci  fovere^^  and  kidt^ 
pendent  ftates  s  that  he  treats,  with  them  as  fucii ;  and 
for  himfelf^  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  relinquiflics  all 
claims  to  the}  government,  propriety,  and  terrioorial 
rights  of  the  fame^  and  every  part  th^^of*. 

II.  And  that  all  dilpuCes  which  might  arife  in  fu- 
ture on  the  fubjcft  of  the  boundaries  of  the  faid 
United  States  may  be  prevented,  it  is  hereby  agreed 
and  declared,  that  the  following  are  and  (hall  be  their 
boundaries,  viz.  from  the  north-weft  angle  of  Nova 
Scoria,  viz.  that  angle  which  is  formed  by  a  line 
drawn  due  north,  from  the  fource  of  Saint  Croix  river 
to  the  Highlands,  along  the  faid  Highlands  which  di- 
vide thofe  rivers  that  empty  themfelves  into  the  river 
St.  Lawrence,  from  thofe  which  fall  into  the  Atlantic 
ocean,  to  the  north-weftemmoft  head  of  Connecticut 
fiver ;  thence  down  along  the  middle  of  that  river  to 
the  forty-fifth  degree  of  north  latitude  j  from  thence 
by  a  line  due  weft  on  faid  latiaide  until  it  ftrikes  the 
river  Iroquois  or  Cataraquy ;  thence  along  the  middle 
^f  faid  river  into  lake  Ontario;  through  the  middle  of 
laid  lake,  until  it  ftrikes  the  communication  by  water 
between  that  lake  and  lake  Erie ;  thence  along  the 
ihiddle  of  faid  communication  into  lake  Erie ;  throng, 
the  middle  of  faid  lake,  until  it  arrives  at  die  water- 
communication  between  that  lake  and  lake  Huron  ^ 
thence  along  the  middle  of  faid  water-communicatioa 
into  the  lake  Huron  -,  thence  through  the  middle  of 
laid  lake  xo  the  wiater-communication  between  d»c 
lake  and  lake  Superior  jfthcnce  through  lake  Superior, 
northward  of  the  ifles  Royal  and  Phelipeaux>  to  the 
Long  Lake ;  thence  through  the  middle  of  faid  Long 
Lake,  and  the  water-communication  between  it  and 
the  Lake  of  the  Woods,  to  the  faid  Lake  of  the 
Woods;  thence  through  the  faid  lake  to  the  mpft 
north-wcftern  point  thereof,  and  from  thence  on  ft  due 
weft  courle  to  the  river  MiffiflTippii]  thence  by  a  line  to 
be  drawn  along  the  middle  of  the  ^d  river  MiflU&ppit 
until  ic  ftiall  interfedt  the  nonhcmmoft.}^  of  the 
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thiity-firft  degree  of  north  latitude  t— South,  by  a  linrf 
to  be  drawn  due  eaft  from  the  determination  of  th^ 
line  laft-mentioncd,  in  the  latitude  of  thirtjr-one  de- 
grees north  of  the  equator,  to  the  middle  of  the  river 
Apalachicola  or  Catahouche ;  thence  along  the  middle 
thereof  to  its  junftion  with  the  Flint  river  j  thence 
ftrait  to  the  head  of  St.  Mary's  river,  and  dience.dowrt 
along  the  middle  of  St.  Mary's  river  to  the  Adantio 
ocean : — Eaft,  by  a  line  to  be  drawn  along  the  middle, 
of  the  river  St.  Croix,  from  its  mouth  in  the  bay  .of 
Fundy  to  its  fource  j  and  from  its  fource  direftly  north 
to  the  aforcfaid  Highlands,  which  divide  the  rivers  that* 
fall  into  the  Adantic  ocean  from  thofe  which  fall  into 
the  river  St.  I-awrence:  comprehending  all  iflands 
within  twenty  leagues  of  any  part  of  the  fhores  of  the 
United  States,  and  lying  between  lines  to  be  drawn  due 
eaft  from  the  points  where  the  aforefaid  boundaries  be- 
tween Nova  Scotia,  on  the  one  part,  and  Eaft  Florida 
on  the  other,  .fhall  refpeftively  touch  the  bay  of  Fundy^ 
and  the  Atlantic  ocean ;  excepting  fuch  iflands  as  noW , 
are,  or  heretofore  have  been,  within  the  limits  of* 
the  faid  province  of  Nova  Scoria. 

III.  It  is  agreed,  that  the  people  of  the  United 
States  fhall  continue  to  enjoy  unmolefted  the  right  to 
take  fifh  of  every  kind  on  the  Grand  Bank  and  on  all 
the  odier  banks  of  Newfoundland:  alfo  in  the  gulpb 
of  St*  Lawrence,  and  at  all  other  places  in  the  fea, 
where  the  inhabitants  of  both  countries  ufed  at  any 
rime  heretofore  to  fifh.  And  alfo  that  the  inhabitants  of 
the  United  States  fhall  have  liberty  to  take  fifh  of 
every  kind  on  fuch  part  of  the  coaft  of  Newfound-" 
land,  as  Britifh  fifhermen  fhall  ufe  (but  not  to  dry  of 
cure  the  fame  on  that  ifland)  and  alfo  on  the  coafts^ 
bays,  and  creeks  of  all  other  of  his  Britannic  Majefl:y*s . 
dominions  in  America  i  and  that  the  Atnerican  tifher« 
men  fhall  have  liberty  to  dry  and  cure  fifh  in  any  of 
the  unfettled  bays,  harbours,  and  creeks  of  NoVa  Sco- 
ria, Magdalen  iflands,  and  Labrador,  fo  long  as  the 
fame  fhall  remain  Unfettled ;  but  fo  foon  »^t  fame,* 
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or  ekher  of  daem,  fhaU  be  fttded>  it  (hall  not  be  lawful 
for  the  faid  fifhermen  to  dry  or  cure  fifti  at  fuch  fetde- 
ment,  without  a  previous  agreement  for  that  purpofe 
with  the  Wmbitants,  proprietors,  or  pofleflbrs  ot  the 
ground. 

IV.  It  is  agreed,  that  creditors  on  either  fide  fhall 
meet  with  no  law&l  impediment  to  the  recovery  of 
the  full  value  in  fterling  money  of  all  bond  fide  debts 
heretofore  contra Aed. 

V.  It  is  agreed,  that  the  Cong^efs  Ihall  eameftly  re- 
commend it  to  the  legiflati^res  of  the  reipedtive  ibttes» 
to  provide  for  the  reltitution  of  all  eftates,  rights,  and 
properties  which  have  been  confifcajted,  belong^g  to 
real  Britiih  fubjefbs :  and  alfo  of  the  eftates,  rights^ 
and  properties  of  perfons  refident  in  diftri6ls  in  the 
jpoiTeillon  of  his  Majefty*s  arms,  and  who  have  not 
borne  arms,  againft  the  faid  United  States :  and  that 
perfons  of  any  other  defcription  fhall  have  free  liberty 
to  go  to  any  part  or  parts  of  any  of  the  Thirteen 
United  States,  and  therein  to  remain  twelve  months 
unmolefted  in  their  endeavours  to  obtain  the  reftitution 
offuchofdieir  eftates,  rights,  ^d  properties,  as  may  have 
been  confilcated :  and  that  Congrefs  fhall  alfb  eameft- 

•  ly  recommend  to  the  feveral  ftates,  a  re-confideration 
and  revifion  of  all  a<Efcs  or  laws  regarding  the  premifcs, 
fi>  as  to  render  the  faid  laws  or  afts  perfectly  confiftent, 
not  only  with  juflice  and  equity,  but  with  diat  fpirit  of 
conciliation,  which,  on  the  return  of  the  bleffings  of 

S'  ace,  fhould  univerfally  prevail.  And  that  Congrefs 
all  alfb  ^arncfUy  recommend  to  the  feveral  flatcs, 
that  the  eftates,  rights,  and  properties  of  fuch  lafl-men- 
doned  perfons  fhall  be  reftered  to  them,  they  refund- 
ing t6  any  perfons  who  may  be  now  in  poffeffion  the 
bond  fide  price  (where  any  has  been  given)  which  fuch 
perfons  may  have  paid  on  purchafing  any  of  the  faid 
lands,  rights,  or  properties,  fince  the  confifcation. 

And  k  is-^eed,  that  all  perfons  who  have  any  inte- 
reft  in  cohfifcated  lands,  cither  by  debts,  marriage 
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fetdemcnts,  or  odietwife,  fliall  meet  wirii  no  lawful 
impediment  in  the  profccution  of  their  juft  rights. 

VI,  That  there  Ihall  he  no  ibture  confifcacions 
made,  nor  any  profecutions  commenced  againfl:  any 
perfon  or  perfons,  for  or  by  reafon  of  the  part  which  he 
or  they  may  have  taken  in  the  prefent  war  j  and  that 
no  perfon  (hall  on  that  account  fufFer  any  future  lofs  or 
damage  either  in  his  perfon,  liberty,  or  property ;  and 
that  thofe  who  may  be  in  confinement  on  fiich  charges 
at  the  time  of  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  in  America, 
fhall  be  immediately  iet  at  liberty,  and  the  pro(ecutioit!& 
fo  commenced  be  difcontinued. 

VII.  There  fhall  be  a  firm  and  perpetual  peace  be- 
tween his  Britannic  Majefty  and  the  laid  States,  and 
between  the  fubjefts  of  the  one  and  the  citizens  of  the 
other,  wherefore  all  hoftilities,  both  by  fea  and  land, 
Ihall  from  henceforth  ceafc :  all  prifohers  on  both  fides 
fhall  be  fet  at  liberty;  and  his  Britannic  Majefty  fhall 
widi  all  convenient  fpeed,  and  without  caufing  any  de- 
ftruftion,  or  carrying  away  any  negroes,  or  other  pro- 
perty of  the  American  inhabitants,  withdraw  all  his 
armies,  garrifons,  and  fleets  from  the  faid  United 
States^  and  .from  every  port,  place,  and  harbour  within 
the  fame ;  leaving  in  all  fortifications  the  American 
artillery  that  may  be  therein  :  and  fhall  alfo  order  and 
caufe  all  archives,  records,  deeds,  and  papers  belong- 
ing to  any  of  the  faid  States,  or  their  citizens,  which  in 
the  courfe  of  the  war  may  have  fallen  into  the  handrf 
of  his  officers,  to  be  forthwith  reftored  and  delivered 
to  the  proper  flates  and  perfons  to  whom  they  belong, 

VIIL  The  navigation  of  the  river  Mifllffippi,  from 
its  fource  to  the  ocean,  fhall  for  ever  remain  free  and 
open  to  the  fubjefts  of  Great  Britain,  and  jhe  citizen* 
of  the  United  States> 

IX,  In  cafe  it  fhould  fp  happen  that  any  place  or 
territory  belonging  to  Great  Britain,  or  to  the  United 
States,  fhould  have  been  conquered  by  the  arms  of 
cither,  from  the  other,  before  the  arrival  of  the  faid 
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provUional  articles  in  America,  it  is  agreed  that  the 
fairte  fhall  be  reftorcd  without  difficulty,  and  without 
Inquiring  any  compenfation. 

X.  The.  folemn  ratifications  of  the  prcfcnt  treaty, 
exj^dited  in  good  and  due  form,  fhall  be  exchanged 
between  the  eontrafUng  pardes  in  the  (pace  of  fix 
months,  or  fooner,  if  pofliblc,  to  be  •  computed  from 
the  day  of  the  fignature.  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

In  witnefe  whereof^  we,  the  underfigned,  their  minif- 
t^s  plenipotentiary,  have  in  their  name,  and  in 
virtue  of  our  full  powers,  ifigned  with  our  hands 
the  prefent  definitive  treaty,  and  caufed  the  ieals 
of  our  arms  %o  be  affixed  thereto. 

Done  at  Paris,  this  third  day  of  September,  in  the 
^ear  of  our  Lord  one  thouf^  feyen  hundred  and 
jpighty-three.

Whereas  for  the  perfefting  and  eftablifhing  the 
peace,  friendfhip,  and  good  underftanding,  fo  happily 
commenced  by  the  provifional  articles,  figned  at  Paris 
the  thirtieth  day  of  November  laft,  by  the  commiffion- 
crs  of  us  and  our  good  fi-iends  the  United  States  of 
America,  viz.  New  Hampftiire,  Maflachufets  Bay, 
Rhode  I  (land,  Connedicut,  New  York,  New  Jerfey, 
iPennfyiyania,  the  three  lower  counties  on  Dclaw^rei 
^aryland^  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Caix>lina, 
pnd  Georgia,  in  North  America  j  and  for  opening, 
promoting,  and  rendering  perpetual,  the  mutual  inter- 
ieyrf?  of  P^^  ?^  commerce  between  our  lungdoms 
a'  ^       '  ""  ^ 
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atxl  the  dominions  of  the  faid  United  States^  we  have 
thought  proper  to  inveft  fonie  fit  perfon  with  fiiU 
powers,  on  our  part,  to  meet  and  confer  with  the  mi- 
nifters  of  the  faid  United  States,  now  refiding  at  Paris, 
duly  authorized  for  the  accompliihing  of  iuch  laudable 
and  falutary  purpofes ;  Now  know  ye,  that  we,  repoC- 
ing  fpecial  truft  and  confidence  in  the  wildom,  loyalty^ 
diligence,  and  circumfpeftion  of  our  trufly  and  well- 
beloved  David  Hardey,  Efquire  (on  whom  we  have 
therefore  conferred  the  rank  of  our  minifter  plenipo- 
tentiary) have  nominated,  conflituted,  and  appointed, 
and  by  thefe  prefents  do  nominate,  conftitute,  and  ap* 

f)oint  him  our  true,  certain,  and  undoubted  commif- 
ioner,  procurator,  and  plenipotentiary;  giving  and 
granting  to  him  all  and  all  manner  of  faculty,  power, 
and  authority,  together  with  general  as  well  as  Ipecial 
order  (fo  as  the  general  do  not  derogate  from  the  fpc- 
fial,  nor  on  the  contrary)  for  us,  and  in  our  nam^ 
to  meet,  confer,  treat,  and  conclude  with  the  minifter

Ftdl  PowiT  of  the  United  States  ^America. 

THE  United  States  of  America,  in  Gongrefs  af- 
fembled,  to  all  to  whom  thefe  prefents  ftiaU  come, 
fend  greeting.  Whereas  thefe  United  States,  from  a 
finccre  defire  of  putting  an  end  to  the  hoftilities  between 
his  nnoft  Chriftian  Majefty  and  thefe  United  States  on 
the  one  part,  and  his  Britannic  Majefty  on  the  other, 
and  of  terminating  the  fame  by  a  peace,  founded  on 
foch  Iblid  and  equitable  principles  as  reafonably  to  pro- 
mife  a  permanency  of  the  bleffings  of  tranquillity,  did 
heretofore  appoint  the  honourable  John  Adams,  kte  a 
irommiffioner  of  the  United  States  of  America  at  the 
court  of  Verfailles,  late  delegate  mCongrefs  from  the 
ftate  of  Maflachufets,  and  chief  juftice  of  the  laid  ftate, 
their  minifter  plenipotentiary,  with  full  powers,  general 
and  Ipecial,  to  aft  in  that  qudity,  to  confer,  treat,  agree, 
and  conclude  with  the  ambaffadors  or  plenipotenti- 
aries of  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  ofhis  Britannic 
Majefty,  and  thofe  of  any  other  princes  or  ftates  whom 
it  might  concern,  relating  to  the  re-eftablifhment  of 
t)eace  and  friendfhip :  and  whereas  the  flames  of  war 
have  fince  that  time  been  extended,  and  other  nations 
and  ftates  are  involved  therein  :  Now  know  ye,  that 
we  ftill  continuing  earneftly  defirous,  as  far  as  depends 
upon. us,  to  put  a  ftop  to  the  efflifion  of  blood,  and  to 
convince  the  Powers  of  Europe,  that  we  wifh  for  no- 
thing more  ardently,  than  to  terminate  the  war  by  a 
iafe  and  honourable  peace,  have  thought  proper  to  re- 
iiew  the  powers  formerly  given  to  the  iSid  John  Adams, 
and  to  join  four  Other  perlbns  in  commiflion  with  him  4 
and  havmg  full  confidence  in  the  integrity,  prudence, . 
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and  ability  of  the  honourable  Benjamin  Fraakfiiv  our 
xninifbr  plenipotentiary  at  the  court  of  VerfaiUes^  and 
the  honourable  John  Jay^  late  prefident  of  Congrefs^ 
and  chief  juiHce  of  the  ftate  of  New  York,  and  oor 
minilter  plenipotentiary. at  the  court  of  Madnd$  and 
the  honourable  Henry  luaurens,.  fomaerly  prefident  of  ^ 
Congrefs,  and  comtniflloriated  and  fent  as  our  agent  to 
the  United  Provinces  of  the  Low  Countrifes  5  and  the 
honourable  Thomas  JcfFerlbn>  governor  of  the  com- 
monwealth of  Virginia;  have  nominated,  conftituted, 
and  appointed,  and  by  thefe  prefcnts  do  nominate,' con- 
ftitute,  and  appoint>  the  feid  Benjamin  Fraddin,  John 
Jay,  Henry  Laurens,  ind  Thomas  JefFerfon,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  faid  John  Adams,  giving  and  granting 
to  them  the  faid  John  Adams,  Benjamin  Franklin^ 
John  Jay,  Henry  Laurens,  and  Thomas  Jefferfbn,  or 
the  majority  of  them,  or  of  iuchof  them  as  may  aflem- 
ble ;  or,  in  cafe  of  the  death,  abfence,  indilpofition,  or 
other  impediment  of  the  others,  to  any  one  of  them, 
full  power  and  authority,  general  and  Ipecial,  conjunctly 
and  feparately,  and  general  and  fpecial  command,  to 
repair  to  fuch  place  as  may  be  fixed  upon  for  opening 
negotiations  for  peace ;  and  there  for  us,  and  in  our 
name,  to  confer,  treat,  a^ee,  and  conclude  with  the 
ambafladors^  commiflioners,  and  plenipotentiaries  of 
the  Princes  and  ftates  whom  it  may  concern,  vefted 
with  equal  powers,  relating  to  the  eftablifhment  of 
peace ;  and  whatfoever  fliall  be  agreed  and  concluded, 
for  us,  and  in  our  name,  to  fign,  and  thereupon  make  a 
treaty  or  treaties ;  and  to  tranfaA  every  thing  that  may 
be  neceflary.  for  completing,  fecuring,  and  ftrengthen- 
ing  the  great  work  of  pacification,  in  as  ample  form, 
and  with  the  fame  effeft,  as  if  we  were  perfonally  pre- 
fent,  and  afted  therein;  hereby  promifing,  in  good 
faith,  that  we  v/ill  accept,  ratify,  fulfil,  and  execute 
whatever  Ihall  be  agreed,  concluded,  and  figned  by 
our  faid  minifters  plenipotentiary,  or  a  majority  of 
tlirm,  or  of  fuch  of  them  as  may  affemble ;  or,  in  c^c 
of  the  death,  abfence,  indifpofition,  or  other  impediment 
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of  the  others^  by  any  one  of  them ;  and  that  we  will 
never  aft,  nor  ftifFer  any  pcrfon  to  aft,  contrary  to  the 
iaiiie>  in  whole,  or  in  any  part.  In  wimefs  whereof^ 
we  have  caufed  theie  prefents  to  be  figned  by  our  pre* 
fident,  and  fealed  with  his  feal. 

Done  at  Philadelphia,  the  fifteendi  day  of  June,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  eighty-one,  and  in  the  fifth  year  of  our  indc* 
pcndence,  by  the  United  States  in  Congrels  af- 
fcmbled.
